Introducul 


This Book is a collection of Ahadith {The sayings and deeds of Prophet Muhammad #8 (pbuh) 
(also known as the sunnah)} — Related to Quranic Verses. 

The Ahadith collected here are taken from the 6 canonical books of Ahadith (Kutub Al Sittah). 
Authors of Kutub Al Sittah are listed below: 


1. Sahih Bukhari, collected by Imam Bukhari (d. 256 AH, 870 CE) 
Sahih Bukhari, by Abu Abd Allah Muhammad bin Ismail known as Imam Bukhari. A Persian scholar 
born in Bukhara in 810AD and died near Samarkand in 870AD. It includes 7,275 ahadith. 

2. Sahih Muslim, collected by Muslim b. al-Hajjaj (d. 261 AH, 875 CE) 
Sahih Muslim, by Abu al-Husayn Asakir Muslim bin al-Hajjaj also known as Muslim Nishapuri. A 
Persian scholar born in Nishapur Khorasan present-day Iran in 820AD and died in 875AD. During his 
last days, he remained an assistant and friend of Bukhari. This collection includes 9,200 ahadith. 

3. Sunan Abu Dawood, collected by Abu Dawood (d. 275 AH, 888 CE) 
Sunan Abu Dawood, by Abu Dawud Sulayman bin al-Ashath.A Persian scholar born in Sistan Iran in 
817 and died in Basra in 888. It includes 4,800 ahadith. 

4. Jami al-Tirmidhi, collected by al-Tirmidhi (d. 279 AH, 892 CE) 
Jami Al-Tirmidhi, by Abu Isa Muhammad bin Isa al-Tirmidhi. A Persian scholar born in Termiz 
Uzbekistan in 825AD and died in 892AD. He was a pupil of Al-Bukhari. This collection contains 
3,956 ahadith. 

5. Sunan An Nasa‘i, collected by al-Nasa'i (d. 303 AH, 915 CE) 
Sunan Al-Sughra also known as Sunan An-Nasai, collected by Abu Abd ar-Rahman Ahmad bin 
Shuayb known as Al-Nasai. A Persian born in 829AD in Nisa Khorasan present-day Turkmenistan 
and died in 915AD. This collection Sunan Al-Sughra, or Al-Mujtaba he selected from his “As-Sunan 
al-Kubra’’. It includes 5,270 ahadith. 

6. Sunan ibn Majah, collected by Ibn Majah (d. 273 AH, 887 CE) 
Sunan Ibn Majah is by Abu Abdullah Muhammad ibn Yazid known as Ibn Majah. A Persian origin 
scholar born in 824AD at Qazwin Iran and died in 887AD. It contains over 4,000 ahadith. 


We can notice that all the authors of Kutub Al Sitta are Persians, the below mentioned Ayah’s and it’s 
corresponding Ahadith certifies the role of Non-Arabs in the promotion and expansion of Islam. 


«Here you are - those invited to spend in the cause of Allah - but among you are those who withhold [out 
of greed]. And whoever withholds only withholds [benefit] from himself; and Allah is the Free of need, 
while you are the needy. And if you turn away, He will replace you with another people; then they will 

not be the likes of you(38)» eee 


(2). 3260. Abu Hurairah said: "One day, the Messenger of Allah * recited this mt ‘And if you turn away, He will 


replace you with other people; then they will not be like you.' They said: 'And who will replace 
us?' So the Messenger of Allah “ patted the shoulder of Salman, then he said: 'This one and his people, this one and 
his people." (Hasan) 

[He said:] This Hadith is Gharib. There is criticism regarding its chain. 'Abdullah bin Ja'far also 

reported this Hadith from Al-'Ala' bin 'Abdur-Rahman. 

Comments: The aim of the Verse is that Allah is not in need of anyone, He would bring some other people to 
replace those who regard their work for religion as a favor to the religion, and they will offer their service to the 
religion just for His sake and Pleasure. The contribution of non-Arabs in the field of Tafsir and explanation of the 
Qur'an and the Sunnah is more than just the Arabs, as Salman Al-Farisi [Persian] was a non-Arab. 


«And [to] others of them who have not yet joined them. And He is the Exalted in Might, the Wise(3)» 


3933. Abu Hurairah said: "We were with the Messenger of Allah when Surat Al-Jumu'ah was revealed, so he 
recited it until he reached: 'And others among them who have not yet joined them.' [A1-Jumu ‘ah 62:3] A man said 
to him: '0 Messenger of Allah #! Who are these people who have not yet joined us?' But he did not say anything to 
him." He said: "Salman Al-Faris! was among us." He said: "So the Messenger of Allah * placed his hand upon 
Salman and said: 'By the One in Whose Hand is my soul! If faith were on Pleiades then men among these people 
would reach it." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan, and it has been reported through other routes from Abti Hurairah from the 
Prophet # [And Abul-Ghaith's name is Salim, the Mawla of ‘Abdullah bin Muti and he is from Al-Madinah]. 
Comments: The people of Faras (Persia), who are non-Arabs, took pains in the promotion and expansion of Islam, 
and served the religion by writing exegesis and explanations of the Qur'an and Hadith. They also wrote rebuttals of 
the charges placed against Islam. They defended the religion with intellect and power. 


Important Note: Please note that this book does not include the complete Holy Quran, but only 
the Quranic Verses related to Ahadith from Kutub Al Sittah are explained.

Narrated Abu Huraira: 
The Prophet * said, "Angels keep on descending from and ascending to the Heaven in turn, some at night 
and some by daytime, and all of them assemble together at the time of the Fajr and 'Asr prayers. Then 
those who have stayed with you over-night, ascent unto Allah Who asks them, and He knows the answer 
better than they, "How have you left My slaves?" They reply, "We have left them praying as we found 
them praying." If anyone of you says "Amin" 

and the angels in Heaven say the same, and the two sayings coincide, all his past sins will be 
forgiven." 


Narrated Abu Said bin Al-Mu'alla: 

While I was praying in the Mosque, Allah's Apostle “ called me but I did not respond to him. Later I 
said, "O Allah's Apostle! % I was praying." He * said, "Didn't Allah say' 
.He # then said to me, "I will teach you 
a Sura which is the greatest Sura in the Qur'an, before you leave the Mosque." Then he ## got hold of 
my hand, and when he & intended to leave (the Mosque), | said to him, "Didn't you say to me, 'I will 
teach you a Sura which is the greatest Sura in the Quran?! He & said, 


«In the name of Allah, the Entirely Merciful, the Especially Merciful(1)» [Al-Fatihah: I] 


«[All] praise is [due] to Allah, Lord of the worlds(2)» [Al-Fatihah: 2] 


«The Entirely Merciful, the Especially Merciful(3)» [Al-Fatihah: 3] 


«Sovereign of the Day of Recompense(4)» [Al-Fatihah: 4] 


«It is You we worship and You we ask for help(5)» [Al-Fatihah: 5] 


«Guide us to the straight path(6)» 


«The path of those upon whom You have bestowed favor, not of those who have evoked [Your] anger or 
of those who are astray(7)» 


311. 'Ubadah bin As-Samit narrated: "Allah's Messenger @ prayed the Subh prayer, 
and he had difficulty with the recitation. When turned (after finishing) he said: 'I 
think that you are reciting behind your Imam?" He said: "We said: 'Yes, Messenger 
of Allah 2, by Allah!' He said: 'Do not do that, except for Umm Al-Kit&b [hat is, Siirat 
Al-Fatihah], for there is no Salat for one who does not recite it [Sahih] 

He said: There are narrations on this topic from Abu Hurairah, 'Aishah, Anas, Abu 
Qatadah, and ‘Abdullah bin ‘Amr. 

Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of 'Ubadah is a Hasan Hadith. 

Az-Zuhri has narrated this Hadith from Mahmud bin Ar-Rabi', from 'Ubadah bin As- 
Samit, that the Prophet # said 'There is no Salat for one who does not recite 


[He said:] This is more correct. This Hadith is to be acted upon, regarding recitation 
behind the Imam, according to most of the people of knowledge among the 
Companions of the Prophet # and the Tabi'in. 

It is the saying of Malik bin Anas, Ibn Al-Mubarak, Ash-Shafi'i, Ahmad, and Ishaq. 
They held the view that one is to recite behind the Imam. 


831. It was narrated that Hittan bin ‘Abdullah said: "Abu Musa led us in prayer and when he was sitting, a 
man from among the people entered and said: 'Prayer is based on righteousness and is always mentioned 
alongside Zakah (in the Qur'an).' When Abu Musa had said the Salam, he turned to the people and said: 
"Which of you spoke these words?' The people kept quiet. Then he said: ‘O Hittan, perhaps you said it?' 
He said: 'No, but I was afraid that you would rebuke me for it.' He said: 'The Messenger of Allah % taught 
us our prayer and Sunnah prayers, and be said: The Imam is appointed to be followed, so when he says 
the Takbir, say the Takbir; when he says "Not (the way) of those who earned Your Anger, nor of those 
who went astray say Amin, and Allah will respond to you; when he from bowing 
and rises up says, ‘Sami’ Allahu liman hamidah (Allah hears those who praise Him), say 'Rabbana 
lakal-hamd (Our Lord, to You be praise),' and Allah will hear you; when he prostrates, prostrate, and 
when he sits up, sit up. The Jmam should prostrate before you do and sit up before you do.' The 
Messenger of Allah ® said: 'This makes up for that.""((Sahih) 


903. and 904. It was narrated from Anas that the Prophet , Abu Bakr, and 'Umar, may Allah be pleased 
with them both, would start their , recitation with: "All the praise and thanks be to Allah, the Lord of all 
that exists, [Al Fatihah] (Sahih) 

Comments: This proves that in every unit of prayer, the commencement should be made with Surat Al- 
Fatihah, because it is obligatory in prayer. It could suffice in place of other recitation, but some other 
Surah (of the Qur'an) would not be sufficient in its place. (For instance, the last one or two units of 


prayer). 


911. & 912. It was narrated from 'Ubadah bin As-Samit that the Prophet * said: "There is no Salah for 


one who does not recite Fatihatil-Kitab." (Sahih). 


Comments: The phrasing of this Hadith is general; it comprehensively includes every worshipper the 
solitary worshipper, the prayer-leader, and the followers of a congregation. Likewise, the term prayer is 


also general. It refers to all kinds of prayers: an obligatory prayer, or optional, individual, congregational, 
audible, or inaudible. 


913. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "When Jibril was with the Messenger of Allah *, he heard a 
sound from above like a door opening. Jibril, peace be upon him, looked up toward the sky and said: "This 
is a gate in Heaven that has been opened, but it was never opened before."’ He said: "An Angel came 
down from it and came to the Prophet * and said: 'Receive the glad tidings of two lights that have been 
given to you and were never given to any prophet before you: The Opening of the Book 

and the last verses of SEG RESTA You will never recite a single letter of them but you will be 
granted it."" (Sahih)

Narrated Abu Huraira: Allah's Apostle & said, "When the Imam says: 


then you must say, 'Ameen'’, for if one's utterance of ‘Ameen’ coincides with that of the angels, 
then his past sins will be forgiven."

Narrated Abu Said bin Al-Mu'alla: While I was praying, Allah's Apostle “ passed me and called me, but I 
did not go to him until I had finished the prayer. Then I went to him, and he said, "What prevented you 
from coming to me? Didn't Allah say:-- "O you who believe! Answer the call of Allah (by obeying Him) 
and His Apostle when He calls you?" He then said, "I will inform you of the greatest Sura in the Qur'an 
before I leave (the mosque)." When Allah's Apostle # got ready to leave (the mosque), I reminded him. 
He ® said, "It is: 'Praise be to Allah, the Lord of the worlds.' (i.e. Surat-al-Fatiha) As-sab'a Al-Mathani 
(the seven repeatedly recited Verses)."

Narrated Abu Huraira: Allah's Apostle #8 said, "The Um (substance) of the Quran is the seven oft- 
repeated verses (Al-Mathaini) and is the Great Quran 


Narrated Abu Sa'id Al-Mu'alla: 
While I was praying, the Prophet called me but I did not respond to his call. Later I said, "O Allah's 
Apostle  ! I was praying." He said, "Didn't Allah say: 


He * then said, "Shall I not teach you the most superior Surah in the Qur'an?" He * said, '(It is), 
‘Praise be to Allah, the Lord of the worlds. ' which consists of seven repeatedly 
recited Verses and the Magnificent Qur'an which was given to me." 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 

While we were on one of our journeys, we dismounted at a place where a slave girl came and said, "The 
chief of this tribe has been stung by a scorpion and our men are not present; is there anybody among you 
who can treat him (by reciting something)?" Then one of our men went along with her though we did not 
think that he knew any such treatment. But he treated the chief by reciting something, and the sick man 
recovered whereupon he gave him thirty sheep and gave us milk to drink (as a reward). When he returned, 


we asked our friend, "Did you know how to treat with the recitation of something?" He said, "No, but I 
treated him only with the recitation of the Mother of the Book (i.e., Al-Fatiha)." We said, "Do not say 
anything (about it) till we reach or ask the Prophet # so when we reached Medina, we mentioned that to 
the Prophet (in order to know whether the sheep which we had taken were lawful to take or not). The 
Prophet # said, "How did he come to know that it (Al-Fatiha) could be used for treatment? Distribute 
your reward and assign for me one share thereof as well." 


2063. Abu Sa'eed narrated: "The Messenger of Allah ® dispatched us on a military expedition. We 
camped with some people and asked them to entertain us but they did not entertain us. Their leader was 
stung so they came to us saying: 'Is there anyone among you who can treat a scorpion sting with Ruqyah?' 
I said: "Yes I can. But I will not do any Ruqyah until you give us some sheep.' They said: 'Then we shall 
give you thirty sheep.' We accepted that, and I recited seven times. He became better 
and we took the sheep." He said: "We became concerned about that being permissible and said: 'Do not 
be hasty until we reach the Messenger of Allah  ." He said: "When we arrived with him I mentioned 
what I did to him. He said: 'How did you know that it was a Ruqyah? Take the sheep, and assign me a 
share among you." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Abu Nadrah's name is Al-Mundhir bin Malik bin Qut'ah. Ash-Shafi'i permitted the teacher to take 
compensation for teaching the Qur'an, and he saw no harm that he could make that a condition for doing 
so. He used this Hadith as proof. [And Ja'far bin lyas is Ja'far bin Abu Wahshiyyah, and he is Abu Bishr]. 
Sh'ubah, Abu 'Awanah, [Hisham], and others reported this Hadith -[from Abu Bishr], from Abu Al- 
Mutawakkil, from Abu Sa'eed [from the Prophet = ]. 

Comments: Al-Fatihah, the opening chapter of the Qur'an, has been described by the Prophet “ as the 
‘Chapter of Healing’. Allah also described the Qur'an as a Healing. AI-Fatihah, moreover, has rightly 
been described as the Essence of the Qur'an. 


2604. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri narrated: "Some of the Companions of the Messenger of Allah # came 
across a tribe of Bedouins that did not entertain them, nor behave hospitably with them. Their leader 
became ill, and they came to us saying: Do you have any medicine? We said: 'Yes. But you did not 
entertain us nor have us as guests so we will not do anything until you give us something.' Then they gave 
some sheep for that" He said: "So a man from us began reciting the Opening of the Book 

and he was cured. So when we came to the Messenger of Allah we mentioned that to him, He 
said: 'How did you know that it was a Ruqyvah?' And he did not mention any prohibition against it, and he 
said: 'Eat, and assign me a share among you from them (the sheep)." (Sahih) 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Sahih. And this is more correct than the (previous) narration of Al- 
A'mash from Ja'far bin lyas. Similarly, more than one narrator reported this Hadith from Abu Bishr Ja'far 
bin Abi Wahshiyyah, from Abu Al-Mutawakkil, from Abu Sa'eed. And Ja'far bin lyas is Ja'far bin Abi 
Wahshiyyah. 
Comments: The Messenger of Allah desired to be given a share out of the gift in order to make the 
Companions feel easy and not have andy pricks of conscience in the matter. For a discussion on the 
permissibility, or otherwise of accepting the wages for the teacing of the Qur'an see A/-Mughni, v.8, pp. 
136-140.f 


914. It was narrated from Abu Sa'eed bin Al-Mu'alla that the Prophet “ passed by him when he was 
praying, and called him. He said: "I finished praying, then I came to him, and he said: "What kept you 


from answering me? He said: 'I was praying.' He said: 'Does not Allah say:0 you who believe Answer 
Allah (by obeying Him) and (His) Messenger when he calls you to that which will give you life? [Al 
Anfal 8:24] Shall I not teach you the greatest Surah before I leave the Masjid?’ Then he went to leave, 
and I said: 'O Messenger of Allah , what about what you said?' He said: "All the praise and thanks be to 
Allah, the Lord of all that exists. ."[Al Fatihah-1:2 ] These are the seven oft- recited that I have been 
given, and the Grand Qur'an." (Sahih). 

915. It was narrated that Ubayy bin Ka'b said: "The Messenger of Allah ® said: 'Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, did not reveal in the Tawrah or the Injil anything like which is 


the seven oft-recited, and (Allah said) it is divided between Myself and My slave and My slave will have 
what he asked for."' (Hasan). 


917. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said, concerning the words of Allah, the Mighty and Sublime: 
"Seven of Al-Mathani" (seven repeatedly-recited) VAL Hj 15:87): "The seven long ones." (Hasan) 


Narrated Samurah ibn Jundub; Ubayy ibn Ka'b: 
Samurah ibn Jundub and Imran ibn Husayn had a discussion (about the periods of silence in prayer). 
Samurah then said that he remembered two periods of silence from the Apostle of Allah 
eace be upon him); one when he uttered the takbir and the other when he finished reciting: "Not of 
Samurah remembered that, but Imran 
ibn Husayn rejected it. Then they wrote about it to Ubayy ibn Ka'b. He wrote a letter to them and gave a 
reply to them that Samurah remembered correctly. 


Narrated Wa'il ibn Hujr: 


When the eee of Allah % (peace_be_upon_him) recited the verse "Nor of those who go astray" 


he would say Amin; and raised his voice (while uttering this word). 


248. Wa'il bin Hujr narrated: "I heard the Prophet * recite: 
and he said: 
‘Amin,’ and he stretched it out with his voice." (Sahih) 

[He said: ] There are narrations on this topic from ‘Ali and Abu Hurairah. 

Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Wa’il bin Hujr is a Hasan Hadith. 

It is the opinion of more than one of the people of knowledge among the 
Companions of the Prophet # and the Tabi'in that a man is to raise his voice with 
the At-Ta'min, and not to be silent with it. This is the opinion of Ash-Shafi'i, , 
Ahmad, and Ishaq. Shu'bah reported this Hadith, from Salamah bin Kuhail, from 
Hujr Abu Al-'Anbas from ‘Alqamah bin Wai'il, from his father: That the Prophet %, 
recited: 

astray) then he said: Amin, and he lowered his voice with it." Abu 'Eisa said: I 
heard Muhammad saying: The Hadith of Sufyan (a narrator in this chain of Hadith) 
about this is more correct than the Hadith of Shu'bah.Shu'bah made mistakes in 
parts of this narration, he said: 'From Hujr Abu Al-'Anbas' but he is Hujr Ibn Abi Al- 
'Anbas, and his Kunyah is Abu As-Sakan. And he added 'Alqamah bin Wai'il to it, but 


‘from '‘Alqamah' is not part of it, it is only 'from Hujr bin 'Anbas, from Wai’il bin Hujr. 
And: 'He lowered his voice with it' should be: 'He stretched his voice with it." 

Abu 'Eisa said: I asked Abu Zu'rah about this Hadith. He said that the Hadith of 
Sufyan about this is more correct [than the Hadith of Shu'bah, as we have 

said]. He said: Al-'Ala’ bin Salih Al-Asadi narrated it from Salamah bin Kuhail, and it 
is similar to the narration of Sufyan. 


251. Al-Hasan narrated that Samurah said: "There are two pauses that I preserved 
from Allah's Messenger # But ‘Imran bin Husain rejected that and said: "We 
preserved one pause." "So we wrote to Ubayy bin Ka'b in Al-Madinah. Ubayy wrote 
that Samurah was correct." Sa'eed said: "We said to Qatadah: 'What are these two 
pauses?’ He said: 'When he entered into his Salat, and when he finished his 
recitation.’ Then he (Qatadah) said after that: 'And when he recited: (Nor those 
who went astray.) 

And he said: 'He liked to pause when he finished the recitation until he caught his 
breath." (Hasan) 

He said: There is a narration on this topic from Abu Hurairah. 

Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Samurah is a Hasan Hadith. It is the opinion of more 
than one of the people of knowledge that it is recommended for the Imam to be 
silent after he commences the Salat, and after finishing the recitation. This is the 
opinion of Ahmad, Ishaq and our companions. 


2875. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah came out to Ubayy bin Ka'b, and the 
Messenger of Allah “ said: "0 Ubayy!" And he was performing Salat, so Ubayy turned around but he did 
not respond to him, so Ubayy finished his Salat quickly. Then he turned to the Messenger of Allah * and 
said: 'As-Salamu Alaikum, 0 Messenger of Allah!' # The Messenger of Allah % said: 'Wa 'Alaikum As- 
Salam — what prevented you from responding to me when I called you Ubayy?' He said: '0 Messenger of 
Allah! # I was performing Salat.’ So he said: 'Do you not find among what Allah revealed to me: 
Respond to Allah and to the Messenger when they call you to what gives you life.?' He said: 'Of course, I 
shall not repeat that, if Allah wills.' He said: 'Would you like for me to teach you a Stirah the likes of 
which has neither been revealed in the Tawrah, nor the Injil, nor the Zabiir, nor in the entire Qur'an?’ He 
said: 'Yes, 0 Messenger of Allah!' # The Messenger of Allah said: What do you recite in your Salat?’ 
He said: 'I recite Umm Al-Qur'an. ‘So the Messenger of Allah ® said: 'By the One in Whose Hand is my 
soul! The like of it has neither been revealed in the Tawrah, nor the Jnjiil nor the Zabur, nor in the 
Furgqan. It is the seven oft-repeated, and the Magnificent Qur'an which I was given." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. There are narrations on this topic from Anas bin Malik [and 
also from Abii Sa'eed bin Al Mu'alla]. 

Comments: It is proven through this Hadith: 

1. The saying of the Messenger of Allah “ is the revival of the life and makes the life delightful and 
joyful; it should be accepted wholeheartedly, warmly and actively without making any excuse or apology. 
2. Surat Al-Fatthah is the foundation of the Qur'an and it consists of all the subjects of it. 


1-2953. Al-'Ala' bin 'Abdur-Rahman narrated from his father, from Abu Hurairah that the Messenger of 
AllAh ® said: "Whoever performs a Salat in which he does not recite in it, then it is 
aborted, it is aborted, not complete." He said: "I said: '0 Abu Hurairah! Sometimes I am behind an /mam.' 
He said: '0 Ibn Al-Farisi! Then recite it to yourself. For indeed I heard the Messenger of Allah * saying: 
Allah, the Most High said: "I have divided the Salat between Myself and My slaves into two halves. Half 
of it is for Me, and half of it is for My slave, and My slave shall have what he asks for. My slave stands 
and says: All praise is due to Allah, the Lord of all that exists." So Allah, Blessed is He and Most High 
says: "My slave has expressed his gratitude to Me." He says: The Merciful, the Beneficent. So He says: 
"My slave has praised Me." He says: Owner of the Day of Reckoning. He says: "My slave has glorified 
Me. And this is for Me, and between Me and My slave is: It is You alone whom we worship and it is You 
alone from whom we seek aid" until the end of the Stirah "This is for My slave and My slave shall have 
what he asks for." So he says: Guide us to the straight path. The path of those upon whom You have 
bestowed your favor, not those with whom is Your wrath, nor those who are astray." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 

(Other chains of narrations) (Another chain) from Abu Hurairah that the Prophet said: "Whoever 
performs a Salat in which he does not recite Umm Al-Qur'an in it, then it is aborted, [it is aborted,] then it 
is aborted, not 

Chapters On The Jafsir Of Qur'an And in Isma'il bin Umm Uwais' Hadith there is no more than this. I 
asked Abu Zur'ah about this Hadith, he said: "Both of the Hadith are Sahih." And he argued this with the 
narrations of Ibn Abi Uwais from his father from Al-Ala. 


2-2953. (Another chain) from 'Adi bin Hatim who said: "I went to the Prophet * while he was sitting in 
the Masjid, the people said: 'This is 'Adi bin Hatim.' And I came without having a treaty nor a writ. When 
I was brought to him, he took my hand. Prior to that he had said: 'I hope that Allah will place his hand in 
my hand." He said: "He stood with me, and a woman and a boy met him and said: "We have a need from 
you.' He stood with them, until he was finished dealing with what they wanted. Then he took me by the 
hand until he brought me to his house. A slave girl brought him a cushion to sit on, and I sat in front of 
him. He expressed thanks and praise for Allah then said: 'What has caused you to flee from saying La 
Ilaha illallah? Do you know of another god other than Him?" He said: "I said: 'No." He said: "Then he 
talked for some time, and then said: 'You refuse to say Allahu Akbar because you know that there is 
something greater than Allah?" He said: "I said: 'No.' He said: 'Indeed the Jews are those who Allah is 
wrath with, and the Christians have strayed." He said: "I said: 'Indeed I am a Muslim, Hanif." He said: "I 
saw his face smiling with happiness." He said: "Then he ordered that I stop with him at the home of man 
from the Ansar, whom he would frequently visit in the mornings and the evenings. When I was with him 
at night, a people in woolen garments of these Nimart came. Then he performed Salat and stood to 
encourage them (the people) to give (charity) to them. Then he said: 'Even if with a Sa’ or halfa Sa’, or a 
handful or part of a handful, to save the face of one of you from the heat of Hell, or the Fire. And even if 
it be by a date or part of a date - for indeed one of you shall meet Allah and it shall be said to him what I 
say to you: "Have | not given hearing and seeing to you?" He shall say: "Of course." It will be said: "Have 
I not given you wealth and children?" He shall say: "Of course." It will be said: "So where is what you 
have sent forth for yourself?" He will look before him and behind him, on his right and on his left, but he 
shall not find anything to protect his face from the heat of Hell. Let one of you protect his face from the 
Fire, even if with part of a date, and if he does not find that, then with a good statement. For indeed I do 
not fear poverty for you - Allah will aid you and grant you, such that a woman can travel on her camel 
howda from Yathrib to Al-Hirah, or further, without fear of being robbed.’ I began thinking to myself: 
"Where would the thieves of Taiy' be then?" (Hasan) 


[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we do not know of it except through the narration of 
Simak bin Harb. Shu'bah reported the Hadith from Simak bin Harb, from 'Abbad bin Hubaish, from 'Adi 
bin Hatim from the Prophet * in its entirety. 

Comments: This Hadith proves: 

1. The Messenger of Allah desired that the chiefs of the various tribes should accept Islam in order to 
make it easy for the tribesmen to embrace Islam. 'Adi was a son of a known generous scholar, Hatim At- 
Tai'. He was chief of his people. So the Prophet “ desired for him to accept Islam; and Allah Almighty 
fulfilled his desire. 

2. The Prophet * talked to 'Adi in privacy in order to avoid any disruption, it was impossible to clarify his 
doubt and uncertainty in the gathering. 


2954. 'Adiyy bin Hatim narrated that the Prophet said: "The Jews are those who Allah is wrath with, 
and the Christians have strayed." (Hasan) He then mentioned the Hadith in its entirety. 


Narrated Usaid bin Hudair: 

That while he was reciting Surat Al-Baqara (The Cow) at night, and his horse was tied beside him, the 
horse was suddenly startled and troubled. When he stopped reciting, the horse became quiet, and when he 
started again, the horse was startled again. Then he stopped reciting and the horse became quiet too. He 
started reciting again and the horse was startled and troubled once again. Then he stopped reciting and his 
son, Yahya was beside the horse. He was afraid that the horse might trample on him. When he took the 
boy away and looked towards the sky, he could not see it. The next morning he informed the Prophet 
who said, "Recite, O Ibn Hudair! Recite, O Ibn Hudair!" Ibn Hudair replied, "O Allah's Apostle! My 
son, Yahya was near the horse and I was afraid that it might trample on him, so I looked towards the sky, 
and went to him. When I looked at the sky, I saw something like a cloud containing what looked like 
lamps, so I went out in order not to see it." The Prophet @ said, "Do you know what that was?" Ibn 
Hudair replied, "No." The Prophet * said, "Those were Angels who came near to you for your voice and 
if you had kept on reciting till dawn, it would have remained there till morning when people would have 
seen it as it would not have disappear 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had heard that it took Abdullah ibn Umar 
eight years to learn 


2876. Abu Hurairah narrated: "The Messenger of Allah % sent an expedition force [comprised] of many, 
and he asked each what he could recite, so each one of them mentioned what he could recite - meaning 
what he had memorized of the Qur'an. He came to one of -the youngest men ny them and said: "What 


have you memorized 0 so-and-so? He said: I memorized -this and that and .' He said: 
'You memorized SiiratAl-Baqarah?' He said: 'Yes.' He said:Then go, for you are their commander.’ A 
man among their chief said: 'By Allah [0 Messenger of Allah #]! Nothing prevented me from learning 
Siirat ALBagarah except fearing that I would not be able to stand with (in voluntary night prayer).' The 
Messenger of- Allah * said: 'Learn the Qur'an to recite it, for indeed the parable of the Qur'an for the one 
who recites it and stands with it (in prayer) is that of a bag full of musk whose scent fills the air all 
around. And the parable of the one who learns it then sleeps while it is in his -memory is that of a bag 
containing musk that is tied shut." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. [Al-Laith bin Sa'd] reported similar to this Hadith from Saeed AI- 
Maaqburi, from 'Ata' the freed slave of Abu Ahmad from the Prophet # in Mursal form. 

(Another chain) from 'Ata the freed slave of Abu Ahmad from the Prophet # in Mursal form and it is 
similar in meaning, and he did not mention: "From Abu Hurairah" in it. There is something on this topic 
from Ubayy bin Ka'b. 

2877. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah® said: "Do not turn your houses into graves. 
Indeed Ash-Shaitan does not enter the house in which Siirat Al-Bagarah is recited." (Sahih) 

This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Stirat Al-Bagarah is the longest Stirah of the Qur'an. The fundamental rules, beliefs and the 
principles of the Shari ‘ah mentioned in this Stirah are not found in any other Stirah of the Qur'an with 
such detail; due to this speciality and distinction this Stirat has been placed, after Surat A1-Fatihah which 
is the foundation of Qur'an. Also because of this distinction it is named the 


2881. Abu Mas'ud Al-Ansari narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Whoever recites the last two 
Ayat of Stirat Al-Bagarah during the night, they shall suffice him." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

2882. An-Nu'man bin Bashir narrated that the Prophet * said: "Indeed Allah wrote in a book two 
thousand years before He created the heavens and the earth, and He sent down two Ayat from it to end 
Siirat AL-Bagarah with. If they are recited for three nights in a home, vo shaitan shall come near it." 
(Hasan) 

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is [Hasan] Gharib. 


2883. An-Nawwas bin Sam'an narrated that the Prophet said: "The Qur'an shall come, and its people 
who acted according to it in the world. and Al Imran shall be in front of it." An- 
Nawwas said: "The Messenger of Allah ® stated three parables about them which I have not since 
forgotten, he said: "They will come as if they are two shades between which there is illumination, or as if 
they are two shady clouds, or as if they are shadows of lines of birds arguing on behalf of their people." 
(Sahih) 

There is something on this topic from Buraidah and Abu Umamah. 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib [from this route]. According to the people of knowledge, 
the meaning of this Hadith is that the rewards of having recited them shall come. This is how some of the 
people of knowledge explained this Hadith and similar Ahadith regarding the coming of the rewards for 
reciting the Qur'an. And in the Hadith of An-Nawwas bin Sam'an from the Prophet # is what proves what 
they explained since the Prophet # said: "And its people who acted according to it in the world." So in 
this there is proof that it refers to the coming of the reward for the actions." 

Comments: According to this Hadith, these particular two Stirah will argue in favor of a person and 
defend him and get their reward for reciting them; they also have the distinction and quality that on the 
Day of Judgement, when a person will be in extreme need of shade, the reward for reciting these two 
Surah will provide shade in the form of a canopy, cloud or like the wings of the birds to those who acted 
accordingly. 


«Alif, Lam, Meem(1)» [Al-Baqara: 1] 


«This is the Book about which there is no doubt, a guidance for those conscious of Allah» [Al-Baqara:2] 


Abu Yasir bin Akhtab passed by the Prophet #, upon whom be peace, while he was 
reciting the opening words of (ie chapter 2 of the Quran): "Alif, Laam, Meem, this is 
a book in which there is no doubt". 

Abu Yasir went to his brother Huyayy who was with some other Jews and said, 'Do 
you know that I have heard Muhammad * reciting in what has been sent down to 
him Alif, Laam, Meem'/Al-Bagara 2:1]. After expressing their surprise and shock, 
Huyayy and these men went to the Prophet # and told them about what Abu Yasir 
told them, and they asked if Gabriel had brought this message to him from Allah. 
When he said that Gabriel had, they said, 'God sent Prophets before you but we do 
not know of anyone of them being told how long his kingdom would last and how 
long his community would last'. Huyayy turned to his men and said to them, ‘Alif is 
1, Lam is 30, and Meem is 40 i.e. 71 years. Are you going to adopt a kingdom and 
community that will only last for 71 years?’ 

Then Huyayy turned to the Prophet @ and said, 'Have you anything else 
Muhammad?’ * 'Yes' he replied, 'Alif Lam Meem Saad' 

Huyayy replied, 'This by Allah is more weighty and longer: Alif is 1, Lam is 30, 
Meem is 40 and Saad is 90, i.e. 161 years' 

Similar questions were asked and answered in respect of Alif Laam Ra /Yunus 10:1] / 
i.e. 231 years; Alif Laam Meem Ra 
i.e. 271 years; then Huyayy said, 'Your situation seems obscure to us 
Muhammad #, so we do not know whether you will have a short or long duration’. 
Huyayy and his men then left. Later when Abu Yasir met Huyayy and his men he 
asked, 'How do you know that all these totals should not be added together to 
make a grand total of 734 years?' They replied, 'His affair is obscure to us’. 

Abu Yasir and Huyayy were of the opinion that the following verse of the Quran was 
revealed in reference to them and the dialogue they had with the Prophet ## above: 
"He it is Who has revealed to thee (Muhammad) the Scripture wherein are clear revelations - 
they are the substance of the Book - and others which are allegorical. But those in whose hearts 
is doubt pursue, forsooth, that which is allegorical seeking to cause dissension by seeking to 


explain it. None knows its explanation save Allah. And those who are of sound instruction say: 
We believe therein; the whole is from our Lord; but only men of understanding really heed" ial 


Background: Huyayy ibn Akhtab was the chief of Banu Nadir, he was expelled 
from Medina after plotting to murder the Prophet #2 in 4 AH. His daughter Safiya, 
despite her father and uncles dislike of Islam, actually accepted Islam and she 
married Prophet Muhammad #4. The family could trace their lineage back to Harun, 
the brother of Prophet Moses. With regards to the incident above Safiya says, "It 
was very early in the morning and between dawn and sunrise. They did not return 
until the sun was setting. They came back worn out and depressed, walking with 
slow, heavy steps. I smiled to them as I always did, but neither of them took any 
notice of me because they were so miserable. I heard Abu Yasir ask my father, 'Is it 
him?' 'Yes, it is.’ 'Can you recognize him? Can you verify it?’ 'Yes, I can recognize 
him too well.’ 'What do you feel towards him?' 'Enimity, enimity as long as I live."" 
N.B. Huyayy used a pre-Islamic system of counting, Abjad numbers, where letters 
from the Arabic alphabet are assigned values, to try to interpret the verses of the 
Quran. 

Comments: J have included this Hadith (which is not a part of Kutub Al Sittah), 
because of its valuable information. 


«And [mention, O Muhammad], when your Lord said to the angels, "Indeed, I will make upon the earth a 
successive authority." They said, "Will You place upon it one who causes corruption therein and sheds 
blood, while we declare Your praise and sanctify You?" Allah said, "Indeed, I know that which you do

«And He taught Adam the names - all of them. Then He showed them to the angels

(1). 2955. Abu Musa Al-Ash'ari narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Indeed Allah Most High 
created Adam from a handful that He took from all of the earth. So the children of Adam come in 
accordance with the earth, some of them come red, and white and black, and between that, and the thin, 
the thick, the filthy and the clean." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Adam \ was created with an extract of soil from the whole earth. The various parts of the 
earth are different in color, nature and reality, and the effect of the various colors and natures exist 
distinctively in the human created from them. Basic colors are only red, white and black. Other colors are 
made of their mixture and combination.

«And [recall] when We said, "Enter this city and eat from it wherever you will in [ease and] abundance, 
and enter the gate bowing humbly and say, 'Relieve us of our burdens.’ We will [then] forgive your sins

Comments: The stubbornness of the Jews is mentioned in this Hadith, they opposed both verbally and 
physically, they entered the holy land with pride, crawling on their buttocks instead of prostrating with 
humility and humbleness; they distorted the words of pardon and seeking forgiveness into mockery 
saying, 'a grain in barely’. 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

The Prophet * said, "It was said to the children of Israel, 'Enter the gate (of the town), prostrate (in 
humility) and say: Hittatun (i.e. repentance) i.e. O Allah! Forgive our sins.’ But they entered by dragging 
themselves on their buttocks, so they did something different (from what they had been ordered to do) 
and said, 'Hittatun,' but added, "A grain in a hair." (2:59) 


«Say, "Whoever is an enemy to Gabriel - it is [none but] he who has brought the Qur'an down upon your 
heart, [O Muhammad], by permission of Allah, confirming that which was before it and as guidance and 
good tidings for the believers."» 


Narrated Anas: 

‘Abdullah bin Salam heard the news of the arrival of Allah's Apostle “ (at Medina) while he was on a 
farm collecting its fruits. So he came to the Prophet * and said, "I will ask you about three things which 
nobody knows unless he be a prophet. Firstly, what is the first portent of the Hour? What is the first meal 
of the people of Paradise? And what makes a baby look like its father or mother?'. The Prophet * said, 
"Just now Gabriel has informed me about that." 'Abdullah said, "Gabriel?" The Prophet * said, "Yes." 
‘Abdullah said, "He, among the angels is the enemy of the Jews." On that the Prophet ™ recited this Holy

Then he added, "As for the first portent of the Hour, it 
will be a fire that will collect the people from the East to West. And as for the first meal of the people of 
Paradise, it will be the caudite (i.e. extra) lobe of the fish liver.

the woman, then the child resembles the father, and if the woman's discharge proceeded that of the man, 
then the child resembles the mother." On hearing that, ‘Abdullah said, "I testify that None has the right to 
be worshipped but Allah, and that you are the Apostle of Allah, O, Allah's Apostle ; the Jews are liars, 
and if they should come to know that I have embraced Islam, they would accuse me of being a liar." In 
the meantime some Jews came (to the Prophet #) and he asked them, "What is 'Abdullah's status amongst 
you?" They replied, "He is the best amongst us, and he is our chief and the son of our chief." The Prophet 
= said, "What would you think if ‘Abdullah bin Salam embraced Islam?" They replied, "May Allah 
protect him from this!" Then ‘Abdullah came out and said, "I testify that None has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah and that Muhammad * is the Apostle of Allah." The Jews then said, "Abdullah is 
the worst of us and the son of the worst of us," and disparaged him. On that 'Abdullah said, "O Allah's 
Apostle! “ This is what I was afraid of!" 


«And they followed [instead] what the devils had recited during the reign of Solomon. It was not 
Solomon who disbelieved, but the devils disbelieved, teaching people magic and that which was revealed 
to the two angels at Babylon, Harut and Marut. But the two angels do not teach anyone unless they say, 
"We are a trial, so do not disbelieve [by practicing magic]." And [yet] they learn from them that by which 
they cause separation between a man and his wife.

Comments: The return of a woman who is in her waiting period from an unfinalized, non-threefold 
divorce to the state of marriage is possible twice only. After the pronouncement of the third divorce, the 
woman becomes unlawful: neither returning (taking back) nor remarriage. This is an agreed upon issue. 


«Many of the People of the Scripture wish they could turn you back to disbelief after you have believed, 
out of envy from themselves [even] after the truth has become clear to them. So pardon and overlook until 
Allah delivers His command.

Narrated Usama bin Zaid: 

Allah's Apostle # rode a donkey, equipped with a thick cloth-covering made in Fadak and Usama was 
riding behind him. He was going to pay visit to Sad bin Ubada in Banu Al-Harith bin Al-Khazraj; and this 
incident happened before the battle of Badr. The Prophet * passed by a gathering in which 'Abdullah bin 
Ubai bin Salul was present, and that was before ‘Abdullah bin Ubai embraced Islam. Behold in that 
gathering there were people of different religions: there were Muslims, pagans, idol-worshippers and 
Jews, and in that gathering ‘Abdullah bin Rawaha was also present. When a cloud of dust raised by the 
donkey reached that gathering, 'Abdullah bin Ubai covered his nose with his garment and then said, "Do 
not cover us with dust." Then Allah's Apostle # greeted them and stopped and dismounted and invited 
them to Allah (i.e. to embrace Islam) and recited to them the Holy Qur'an. On that, 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin 


Salul said, "O man ! There is nothing better than that what you say. If it is the truth, then do not trouble us 
with it in our gatherings. Return to your mount (or residence) and if somebody comes to you, relate (your 
tales) to him." On that ‘Abdullah bin Rawaha said, "Yes, O Allah's Apostle! Bring it (i.e. what you 
want to say) to us in our gathering, for we love that." So the Muslims, the pagans and the Jews started 
abusing one another till they were on the point of fighting with one another. The Prophet * kept on 
quietening them till they became quiet, whereupon the Prophet # rode his animal (mount) and proceeded 
till he entered upon Sad bin Ubada. The Prophet * said to Sad, "Did you not hear what 'Abu Hubab 
said?" He meant 'Abdullah bin Ubai. "He said so-and-so." On that Sad bin Ubada said, "O Allah's 
Apostle! “8 Excuse and forgive him, for by Him Who revealed the Book to you, Allah brought the Truth 
which was sent to you at the time when the people of this town (i.e. Medina) had decided unanimously to 
crown him and tie a turban on his head (electing him as chief). But when Allah opposed that (decision) 
through the Truth which Allah gave to you, he (i.e. 'Abdullah bin Ubai) was grieved with jealously. and 
that caused him to do what you have seen." So Allah's Apostle # excused him, for the Prophet # and his 
companions used to forgive the pagans and the people of Scripture as Allah had ordered them, and they 
used to put up with their mischief with patience. Allah said: 


So the Prophet used to stick to the principle of forgiveness 
for them as long as Allah ordered him to do so till Allah permitted fighting them. So when Allah's 
Apostle # fought the battle of Badr and Allah killed the nobles of Quraish infidels through him, Ibn Ubai 
bin Salul and the pagans and idolaters who were with him, said, "This matter (i.e. Islam) has appeared 
(i.e. became victorious)." So they gave the pledge of allegiance (for embracing Islam) to Allah's Apostle 
and became Muslims. 


Narrated Usama bin Zaid: 
That Allah's Apostle rode over a donkey covered with a Fadakiya (velvet sheet) and Usama was riding 
behind him. He was visiting Sa'd bin 'Ubada (who was sick) in the dwelling place of Bani Al-Harith bin 
Al-Khazraj and this incident happened before the battle of Badr. They proceeded till they passed by a 
gathering in which 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salul was present., and that was before ‘Abdullah bin Ubai 
embraced Islam. In that gathering there were Muslims, pagan idolators and Jews, and among the Muslims 
there was 'Abdullah bin Rawaha. When a cloud of dust raised by (the movement of ) the animal covered 
that gathering, 'Abdullah bin Ubai covered his nose with his garment and said, "Do not cover us with 
dust." Allah's Apostle greeted them, stopped, dismounted and invited them to Allah (i.e. to embrace 
Islam) and recited to them the Holy Qur'an. On that 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salul said to him, "O man! 
There is nothing better than what you say, if it is the truth. So do not trouble us with it in our gatherings, 
but if somebody comes to you, you can preach to him." On that ‘Abdullah bin Rawaha said "Yes, O 
Allah's Apostle! # Call on us in our gathering, for we love that." So the Muslims, the pagans and the Jews 
started abusing one another till they were about to fight with one another. Allah's Apostle kept on 
quietening them till all of them became quiet, and then Allah's Apostle “ rode his animal and proceeded 
till he entered upon Sa'd bin 'Ubada. Allah's Apostle # said, "O Sa'd! Didn't you hear what Abu Habab 
said?" (meaning 'Abdullah bin Ubai). "He said so-and-so." Sa'd bin Ubada said, "O Allah's Apostle! Let 
my father be sacrificed for you ! Excuse and forgive him for, by Him Who revealed to you the Book, 
Allah sent the Truth which was revealed to you at the time when the people of this town had decided to 
crown him (‘Abdullah bin Ubai) as their ruler. So when Allah had prevented that with the Truth He had 
given you, he was choked by that, and that caused him to behave in such an impolite manner which you 
had noticed." So Allah's Apostle excused him. (It was the custom of) Allah's Apostle % and his 
companions to excuse the pagans and the people of the scripture (Christians and Jews) as Allah ordered 
them, and they used to be patient when annoyed (by them). Allah said: 


He also said: 


So Allah's Apostle # used to apply what Allah had ordered him by 
excusing them till he was allowed to fight against them. When Allah's Apostle had fought the battle of 
Badr and Allah killed whomever He killed among the chiefs of the infidels and the nobles of Quraish, and 
Allah's Apostle and his companions had returned with victory and booty, bringing with them some of 
the chiefs of the infidels and the nobles of the Quraish as captives. 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salul and the 
pagan idolators who were with him, said, "This matter (Islam) has now brought out its face (triumphed), 
so give Allah's Apostle “ the pledge of allegiance (for embracing Islam.)". Then they became Muslims 


«And to Allah belongs the east and the west. So wherever you [might] turn, there is the Face of Allah. 
Indeed, Allah is all-Encompassing and Knowing» [Al-Baqara: 115] 


345. ‘Abdullah bin 'Amir bin Rabi'ah narrated from his father who said: "We were 
with the Prophet # on a journey on a very dark night and we did not know the 
direction of Qiblah. So each man among us prayed in his own direction. In the 


morning when we mentioned that to the Prophet # , then the following was 
revealed: SSS SHS 
(Da’if) 

Abu 'Eisa said: There is a problem with the chain of this Hadith, we do not know of 
it except as a narration of Ash'ath As-Samman, and Ash'ath bin Sa'eed, Abu Ar- 
Rabi'ah As-Samman is weak in Ahadith. Most of the people of knowledge held views 
in accordance with this. They say that if one performs Salat when it is cloudy 
toward a direction other than the Qiblah, then it becomes clear to him after having 
prayed, that he prayed in a direction other than the Qiblah, then his Salat is 
acceptable. This is the view of Sufyan Ath-Thawri, Ibn Al-Mubdarak, Ahmad, and 
Ishaq. 


(3). 2957. 'Abdullah bin 'Amir bin Rabi'ah narrated from his father , who said: "We were with the 
Messenger of Allah on journey on a very dark night and we did not know where the Qiblah was. So 
each man among us prayed in his own direction. In the morning when we mentioned that to the 
Messenger of Allah “ , then the following was revealed: "So wherever you turn, there is the Face of 
Allah." (Da'if) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is [Hasan] Gharib. We do not know of it except as a narration of Ash'ath 
As-Samman Abu Ar-Rabi'ah from 'Asim bin 'Ubaidullah. And Ash'ath is weak in Hadith. 


(4). 2958. Ibn 'Umar said: "The Messenger of Allah “ would perform voluntary Salah upon his mount 
facing whichever direction he was headed, while he was coming from Makkah to Al-Madinah." Then Ibn 
'Umar recited: To Allah belong both the east and the west." [Al-Bagarah 2:115 ] And Ibn 'Umar said: "It 
was about this that the Ayah was revealed." Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

It has been reported from Qatadah that he said about this Ayah: To Allah belong both the east and the 
west, so wherever you turn, there is the Face of Allah. [Qatadah said:] "It is abrogated, it was abrogated 


by [His saying]: So turn your face in the direction of Al-Masjid Al-Haram.[ Al-Bagarah 2:144.] 
Meaning: facing it." 


(5). (A chain for that) from Qatadah. (Da‘if) And it has been reported that Mujahid said about this Ayah: 
"So wherever you turn, there is the Face of Allah" [Al-Bagarah 2:115] : "So there is the direction of 
Allah." (Hasan) (A chain for the above narration). 


492. It was narrated that Ibn 'Umar said: "The Messenger of Allah # used to pray while on his animal 
when he was coming back from Makkah to Madinah. Concerning this, the verse was revealed: So 
wherever you turn (yourselves or your faces) there is the Face of Allah." (Sahih) 
Comments: This also relates to the voluntary prayer. Apparently, while going from Makkah to Madinah, 
the Qiblah-direction occurs against one's back. 


«And [mention] when We made the House a place of return for the people and [a place of] security. And 
take, [O believers], from the standing place of Abraham a place of prayer. And We charged Abraham and 
Ishmael, [saying], "Purify My House for those who perform Tawaf and those who are staying [there] for 

worship and those who bow and prostrate [in prayer]."» 


Narrated 'Umar (bin Al-Khattab): My Lord agreed with me in three things: 
1. I said,"O Allah's Apostle %, I wish we took the station of Abraham as our prayin 
our prayers).

856. Jabir narrated: "When the Prophet * arrived in Makkah, he entered the Masjid and touched the 

(Black) Stone, then went to his right and performed Ram (walking quickly) for three (circuits) and 

walking for four. Then he came to the Magamt' and said: 'And take you (people) the Maqam (place) of 

Ibrahim as a place of prayer. [AL-Bagarah 2:125] Then he performed two Rak‘ah while the Magam was 

between him and the House. Then he came to the (Black) Stone after the two Rak’'ah to touch it, then he 

left to As-Safa - I think - he said: Indeed As-Safa and Al-Marwah are among the Symbols of Allah." [AI- 
(Sahih) 

(He said:) There is something on this topic from Ibn 'Umar. 

Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Jabir is a Hasan Sahih Hadith. This is acted upon according to the people 

of knowledge." 

Comments: It is unanimously agreed upon that the circumambulation of Ka'bah should be started at the 

Black Stone, and while performing circumambulation the Ka'bah should be on the left side. The first three 


circles of Ka'bah should be with short and nimble steps (Rami) and rest of the four circles should be 
completed by normal walking. This (Rami) is only in the first Tawaf after arriving in Makkah. 


857. Jabir narrated: "The Prophet “ performed Ramil from the (Black) Stone to the (Black) Stone for 
three (circuits), and he walked four (circuits)." (Sahih) 

(He said:) There is something about this from Ibn 'Umar. 

Abii 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Jabir is a Hasan Sahih Hadith, and this is acted upon according to the 
people of knowledge. Ash-Shafi'i said: "If he avoids Raml on purpose then he has committed an offense 
but nothing is required from him, and if he does not perform Rami for the three circuits then he is not to 
perform Rami in the rest." Some of the people of knowledge say that the people of Makkah, and those 
who assume /hram in it, are not required to perform Rami. 

Comments: The beginning of Rami started in the 7th year of Hijrah at the time of performing 'Umratul- 
Qada' in response to the sarcastic remarks of the disbelievers of Makkah that the Muslims have become 
weak due to the fever of Yathrib. They sat on the top of the hill known as Qiqa'an, to watch the 
performance of Muslims. The Prophet * ordered the Muslims to show their strength and power by 
making Ramil in first three circles from the Black Stone to the Yamani corner, because the disbelievers 
were sitting on that side of Ka'bah. 


862. Jabir narrated: "When the Prophet *, arrived in Makkah, he performed seven (circuits) of Tawaf 
around the House. Then he came to the Maqgam and said: And take you (people) the Maqam (place) of 
Ibrahim as a place of prayer [A1-Bagarah 2:125] Then he prayed behind the Maqam. Then he came to 
the (Black) Stone to touch it. Then he said: 'We begin with what Allah began with.' So he began at As- 
Safa and recited: Indeed As-Safa and Al-Marwah are among the Symbols of Allah. ." ie er 
2:158] (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. This is acted upon according to the people of knowledge. 
One begins with As-Safa before Al-Marwah, if he begins with Al-Marwah before As-Safa then it will not 
be acceptable and he has to start at As-Safa. The people of knowledge differ over one who performs 
Tawaf of the House but does not go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah until he returns (home). Some of 
the people of knowledge said if he does not go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah until he leaves Makkah, 
then he remembers and he is close to it, he returns to go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah. If he does not 
remember until he returns to his land then it is acceptable, but he has to offer a sacrifice as expiation. This 
is the view of Sufyan Ath-Thawri. Some of them said that if he does not go between As-Safa and Al- 
Marwah, and he reaches his land, then it is not acceptable for him. This is the view of Ash-Shafi'i, he 
said: "Tawaf between As-Safa and Al-Marwah is obligatory, Hajj is not possible without it." 

Comments: Sa ‘7 begins from As-Safa. All Four A ‘immah agree on this point. If some one starts Sa ‘i 
from Al-Marwah it will not be correct. Sa 7 is always after the Tawaf of the House of Allah (Al-Mughni 
v.35. p.237.) 


(6). 2959. Anas narrated that 'Umar bin Al-Khattab said: "0 Messenger of Allah ! # I wish that we could 
perform Salat behind the Magam. So the following was revealed: And take you the Maqam of Ibrahim as 


a place of Sala 
This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


(Sahih) 


Comments: The Station of Ibrahim is a stone, on which Prophet Ibrahim stood when building the House 
of Allah; the two Rak'ah after Tawaf should be performed behind it facing the Qiblah. 


2942. It was narrated that Jabir said: "When the Messenger of Allah “ came to Makkah he entered the 
Masjid and touched the Stone, then he moved to his right and walked rapidly for three (rounds) and 
then walked (at a regular pace) for four. Then he came to the Maqam and said: 'And take you (people) 
the Magam (place) of Ibrahim as a place of prayer’."[ Al-Bagarah 2:125]” and prayed Rak’ahs with the 
Magqam between him and the House. Then he came to the House after praying those two Rak'ahs and 
touched the Stone, then he went out to As-Safa." (Sahih). 


2966. It was narrated from Jabir bin 'Abdullah that when the Messenger of Allah came to Maqam-e- 
Ibrahim he recited: "And take you the Magam (place) of Ibrahim as a place of prayer. 


2:125]” Then he eae two Rak'ahs reciting the Opening of the Book (AI-Fatihah) and: "Say: 0 you 


disbelievers and "Say: He is Allah, (the) Then he went back to 


the Corner and touched it, then he went out to As-Safa. (Sahih) 


2964. It was narrated that Jabir said: "The Messenger of Allah & circumambulated the House seven times, 
walking rapidly (Raml) in three, and walking (at a regular pace) for four. Then he stood near the Maqam 
and prayed two Rak'ahs. Then he recited: 'And take you the Maqam (place) of Ibrahim as a place of 
prayer,'."[ Al-Bagarah 2:125]” raising his voice, so that the people would hear. Then he went (to 
perform Sa'l) and said: 'We will start with that with which Allah started.' So he started with As-Safa, 
climbing up, until he could see the House, and he said three times: ‘La ilaha illallah, wahdahu la sharika 
lah, lahul-mulku wa lahulhamdu, yuhyi wa yumitu, wa huwa ‘ala kulli shay'in qadir (There is none 
worthy of worship except Allah alone with no partner or associate, His is the dominion and to Him he 
praise, He gives life and death, and He has power over all things) .' Then exclaimed Allah’s greatness, 
then he supplicated as much as was decreed for him. Then he came down waking until he reached level 
ground at the bottom of the valley. Then he hastened until the ground began to rise. Then he walked until 
he came to Al-Marwah and climbed up it, and when he could see the House he said: ‘La ilaha illallah, 
wahdahu la sharika lah, lahul-mulku wa lahulhamdu, yuhyi wa yumitu, wa huwa ‘ala kulli shay'in qadir 
(There is none worthy of worship except Allah alone with no partner or associate, His is the dominion and 
to Him be praise, and He has power overall things).' He said that three times, then he remembered Allah 
and glorified and praised Him, then he supplicated there for as long as Allah willed. And he did that until 
he finished Sai.’’ (Sahih). 


«And [mention] when Abraham was raising the foundations of the House and [with him] Ishmael, 
[saying], "Our Lord, accept [this] from us. Indeed You are the Hearing, the Knowing» 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

When Abraham had differences with his wife (Sarah), (because of her jealousy of Hajar, Ishmael's 
mother), he took Ishmael and his mother and went away. They had a water-skin with them containing 
some water, Ishmael's mother used to drink water from the water-skin so that her milk would increase for 


her child. When Abraham reached Mecca, he made her sit under a tree and afterwards returned home. 
Ishmael's mother followed him, and when they reached Kaba’, she called him from behind, '0 Abraham! 
To whom are you leaving us?’ He replied, '(I am leaving you) to Allah's (Care).' She said, 'I am satisfied 
to be with Allah.’ She returned to her place and started drinking water from the water-skin, and her milk 
increased for her child. When the water had all been used up, she said to herself, 'I'd better go and look so 
that I may see somebody.' She ascended the Safa mountain and looked, hoping to see somebody, but in 
vain. When she came down to the valley, she ran till she reached the Marwa mountain. She ran to and fro 
(between the two mountains) many times. Then she said to herself, '1'd better go and see the state of the 
child,' she went and found it in a state of one on the point of dying. She could not endure to watch it dying 
and said (to herself), 'If I go and look, I may find somebody.' She went and ascended the Safa mountain 
and looked for a long while but could not find anybody. Thus she completed seven rounds (of running) 
between Safa and Marwa. Again she said (to herself), 'I'd better go back and see the state of the child.' But 
suddenly she heard a voice, and she said to that strange voice, 'Help us if you can offer any help.' Lo! It 
was Gabriel (who had made the voice). Gabriel hit the earth with his heel like this (Ibn 'Abbas hit the 
earth with his heel to Illustrate it), and so the water gushed out. Ishmael's mother was astonished and 
started digging. (Abu Al-Qasim) (i.e. the Prophet *) said, "If she had left the water, (flow naturally 
without her intervention), it would have been flowing on the surface of the earth.") Ishmael's mother 
started drinking from the water and her milk increased for her child . Afterwards some people of the tribe 
of Jurhum, while passing through the bottom of the valley, saw some birds, and that astonished them, and 
they said, 'Birds can only be found at a place where there is water.' They sent a messenger who searched 
the place and found the water, and returned to inform them about it. Then they all went to her and said, 'O 
ishmael's mother! Will you allow us to be with you (or dwell with you)?' (And thus they stayed there.) 
Later on her boy reached the age of puberty and married a lady from them. Then an idea occurred to 
Abraham which he disclosed to his wife (Sarah), 'l want to call on my dependents | left (at Mecca).' 
When he went there, he greeted (Ishmael's wife) and said, 'Where is Ishmael?’ She replied, 'He has gone 
out hunting.' Abraham said (to her), 'When he comes, tell him to change the threshold of his gate.' 
When he came, she told him the same whereupon Ishmael said to her, 'You are the threshold, so go to 
your family (i.e. you are divorced).' Again Abraham thought of visiting his dependents whom he had left 
(at Mecca), and he told his wife (Sarah) of his intentions. Abraham came to Ishmael's house and asked. 
"Where is Ishmael?" Ishmael's wife replied, "He has gone out hunting," and added, "Will you stay (for 
some time) and have something to eat and drink?’ Abraham asked, ‘What is your food and what is your 
drink?' She replied, ‘Our food is meat and our drink is water.' He said, 'O Allah! Bless their meals and 
their drink." Abu Al-Qa-sim (i.e. Prophet 8) said, "Because of Abraham's invocation there are blessings 
(in Mecca)." Once more Abraham thought of visiting his family he had left (at Mecca), so he told his wife 
(Sarah) of his decision. He went and found Ishmael behind the Zam-zam well, mending his arrows. He 
said, "O Ishmael, Your Lord has ordered me to build a house for Him." Ishmael said, "Obey (the order of) 
your Lord." Abraham said, "Allah has also ordered me that you should help me therein." Ishmael said, 
"Then | will do." So, both of them rose and Abraham started building (the Ka'ba) while Ishmael went on 
handing him the stones, and both of them were saying, 

When the building became high and the old 
man (i.e. Abraham) could no longer lift the stones (to such a high position), he stood over the stone of 
Al-Maqam and Ishmael carried on handing him the stones, and both of them were saying, 

Accept (this service) from us, Verily You are All-Hearing, All-Knowing." (2.127) 
«Say, [O believers], "We have believed in Allah and what has been revealed to us and what has been 
revealed to Abraham and Ishmael and Isaac and Jacob and the Descendants and what was given to 


Moses and Jesus and what was given to the prophets from their Lord. We make no distinction between 


any of them, and we are Muslims [in submission] to Him."» [Al-Baqara: 136] 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 
The people of the Scripture (Jews) used to recite the Torah in Hebrew and they used to explain it in 
Arabic to the Muslims. On that Allah's Apostle * said, 


«So if they believe in the same as you believe in, then they have been [rightly] guided; but if they turn 
away, they are only in dissension, and Allah will be sufficient for you against them. And He is the 


Hearing, the Knowing» [Al-Baqara: 137] 


Al-Hakim narrated from Ibn ° Abbas - Allah be well-pleased with both of 
them - who said that the Prophet # told them that drops from the blood of 
“Uthman shall fall on the verse (and Allah will suffice thee (for defense) 
against them( (2:13); and this is what took place. 


«And thus we have made you a just community that you will be witnesses over the people and the 
Messenger will be a witness over you. And We did not make the qiblah which you used to face except 
that We might make evident who would follow the Messenger from who would turn back on his heels. 
And indeed, it is difficult except for those whom Allah has guided. And never would Allah have caused 
you to lose your faith. Indeed Allah is, to the people, Kind and Merciful» 


When the Prophet # came to Medina, he stayed first with his grandfathers or maternal uncles from Ansar. 
He offered his prayers facing Baitul-Maqdis (Jerusalem) for sixteen or seventeen months, but he wished 
that he could pray facing the Ka'ba (at Mecca). The first prayer which he offered facing the Ka'ba was the 
'Asr prayer in the company of some people. Then one of those who had offered that prayer with him came 
out and passed by some people in a mosque who were bowing during their prayers (facing Jerusalem). He 
said addressing them, "By Allah, I testify that I have prayed with Allah's Apostle % facing Mecca 
(Ka'ba).' Hearing that, those people changed their direction towards the Ka'ba immediately. Jews and the 
people of the scriptures used to be pleased to see the Prophet facing Jerusalem in prayers but when he 
changed his direction towards the Ka'ba, during the prayers, they disapproved of it. Al-Bara' added, 
"Before we changed our direction towards the Ka'ba (Mecca) in prayers, some Muslims had died or had 
been killed and we did not know what to say about them (regarding their prayers.) Allah then revealed: 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 
Allah's Apostle # said, "Noah will be called on the Day of Resurrection and he will say, 'Labbaik and 
Sa'daik, O my Lord!" Allah will say, 'Did you convey the Message?' Noah will say, 'Yes.' His nation will 


then be asked, 'Did he convey the Message to you?' They will say, 'No Warner came to us.' Then Allah 
will say (to Noah), 'Who will bear witness in your favor?' He will say, 'Muhammad and his followers. So 


they (i.e. Muslims) will testify that he conveyed the Message. And the Apostle (Muhammad *) will be a 
witness over yourselves, and that is what is meant by the Statement of Allah 


(8). 2961. Abu Sa'eed narrated that about Allah's saying: Thus we have made you a Wasata nation - 

the Prophet * said : "The meaning of Wasata is just." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is [Hasan] Sahih. 

(Another chain) From Abu Sa'eed who narrated that: "The Messenger of Allah * said: 'Nuh will be called 
and it will be said: "Did you deliver (the Message)? "He will say: "Yes" and his people will be called and 
it will be said: "Did he call you?" They will say: "No warner came to us. No one came to us." It will be 
said: "Who will testify for you?" So it is said: "Muhammad and his Ummah (community)." He said: You 
will be brought to testify that he delivered (the Message) and that is His saying: Thus, we have made you 
a Wasata nation that you will be witnesses over mankind and the Messenger (Muhammad *) will be a 
witness over you.'[Al-Bagarah 2:143.] And Al-Wasat is "Just." (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. (Another chain) with a similar narration. 

(11). 2964. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "When the Prophet # began facing the Ka'bah they said: '0 Messenger of 
Allah #! How about our brothers who died while they were praying toward Bait Al-Maqdis?' So Allah 
Most High revealed: Allah would not allow your faith to be wasted." [Al-Bagarah 2:143.] (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


Narrated Abu Said: 

Allah's Apostle # said, "Noah and his nation will come (on the Day of Resurrection and Allah will ask 
(Noah), "Did you convey (the Message)?' He will reply, "Yes, O my Lord!' Then Allah will ask Noah's 
nation, 'Did Noah convey My Message to you?' They will reply, 'No, no prophet came to us.' Then Allah 
will ask Noah, 'Who will stand a witness for you?' He will reply, 'Muhammad and his followers (will 


stand witness for me).' So, I and my followers will stand as witnesses for him (that he conveyed Allah's 
Message)." That is, (the interpretation) of the Statement of Allah: ieee aes 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 

Allah's Apostle * said, "Noah will be brought (before Allah) on the Day of Resurrection, and will be 
asked, 'Did you convey the message of Allah?" He will reply, 'Yes, O Lord.' And then Noah's nation will 
be asked, 'Did he (Noah) convey Allah's message to you?' They will reply, 'No warner came to us.' Then 
Noah will be asked, 'Who are your witnesses?' He will reply. '(My witnesses are) Muhammad and his 
followers.' Thereupon you (Muslims) will be brought and you will bear witness." Then the Prophet 
recited: 


«The foolish among the people will say, "What has turned them away from their qiblah, which they used 
to face?" Say, "To Allah belongs the east and the west. He guides whom He wills to a straight path."» 


«We have certainly seen the turning of your face, [O Muhammad], toward the heaven, and We 
will surely turn you to a qiblah with which you will be pleased. So turn your face toward al- 
Masjid al-Haram. And wherever you [believers] are, turn your faces toward it [in prayer]. 
Indeed, those who have been given the Scripture well know that it is the truth from their Lord. 

And Allah is not unaware of what they do» 


Narrated Bara' bin 'Azib: Allah's Apostle #8 prayed facing Baitul-Maqdis for sixteen or seventeen months 


but he loved to face the Ka'ba (at Mecca) so Allah revealed: "Verily, We have seen the turning of your 
face to the heaven!" (2:144) So the Prophet #8 faced the Ka'ba and the fools amongst the people 
namely "the Jews" said, "What has turned them from their Qibla (Bait-ul-Maqdis) which they formerly 
observed" (Allah revealed): "Say: 'To Allah belongs the East and the West. He guides whom he will to a 
straight path’." (2:142) A man prayed with the Prophet # (facing the Ka'ba) and went out. He saw some 
of the Ansar praying the 'Asr prayer with their faces towards Bait-ul-Maqdis, he said, "| bear witness that 
| prayed with Allah's Apostle & facing the Ka'ba." So all the people turned their faces towards the Ka'ba. 


Narrated Al-Bara: 

The Prophet * prayed facing Bait-ulMaqdis (i.e. Jerusalem) for sixteen or seventeen months but he 
wished that his Qibla would be the Ka'ba (at Mecca). (So Allah Revealed (2.144) and he offered 'Asr 
prayers(in his Mosque facing Ka'ba at Mecca) and some people prayed with him. A man from among 
those who had prayed with him, went out and passed by some people offering prayer in another mosque, 
and they were in the state of bowing. He said, "I, (swearing by Allah,) testify that I have prayed with the 
Prophet # facing Mecca." Hearing that, they turned their faces to the Ka'ba while they were still bowing. 
Some men had died before the Qibla was changed towards the Ka'ba. They had been killed and we did 
not know what to say about them (i.e. whether their prayers towards Jerusalem were accepted or not). So 
Allah revealed:-- 


Narrated Al-Bara': 
When Allah's Apostle # arrived at Medina, he prayed facing Jerusalem for sixteen or seventeen months 
but he wished that he would be ordered to face the Ka'ba. So Allah revealed: -- 


Thus he was directed towards the Ka'ba. A man prayed the 
'Asr prayer with the Prophet # and then went out, and passing by some people from the Ansar, he said, "I 


testify. that I have prayed with the Prophet * and he (the Prophet *) has prayed facing the Ka'ba." 
Thereupon they, who were bowing in the 'Asr prayer, turned towards the Ka'ba. 


Al-Bara' b. 'Azib reported: | said prayer with the Allah’s Apostle 4 (may peace be upon him) 


turning towards Bait-ul-Maqdis for sixteen months till this verse of Surah Bagara wis revealed:" 
And wherever you are tum your faces towards i" (2.144). This verse was revealed when the 
Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) had said prayer. A person amongst his people passed by 


the people of Ansar as they were engaged in prayer. He narrated to them (this command of 
Allah) and they turned their faces towards the Ka'ba. 


(9). 2962. Al-Bard' bin 'Azib said: "When the Messenger of Allah arrived in Al-Madinah, he performed 
Salat facing the direction of Bait Al-Maqdis (Jerusalem) for sixteen or seventeen months. The Messenger 
of Allah # longed to face toward the Ka bah, so Allah, Mighty and Sublime is He revealed: “ Verily, We 
have seen the turning of your face towards the heaven. Surely, We shall turn you to a Qiblah that shall 
please you, so turn your face in the direction of A-Masjid Al-Haram.” BERERRaED So he faced 
the direction of the Ka'bah and he had longed for that. (One day) a man performed Salat Al- Asr along 
with him." He said: "Then he passed by some people from the Ansar performing Salat Al-'Asr, while they 
were bowing toward Bait Al-Maqdis. He told them that he testifies that he performed Salat -with the 
Messenger of Allah “ and he had faced the direction of the Ka'bah." He said: "So they turned while they 
were bowing." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith isHasan Sahih. Sufyan Ath-Thawri has reported it from Abu Ishaq. 
Comments: The Prophet “ was sent to follow the Monotheism of Prophet Ibrahim the Qiblah of Ibrahim 
was that of his. Ibrahim prayed for the advent of the Prophet Muhammad *, so he remained waiting for 
the direction of the Qiblah to be changed; when someone's arrival is awaited, the gaze follows his path of 
arrival again and again; so the Prophet “ would look up towards the heaven again and again, eventually 
the direction changed on 


Anas reported: The Messenger of Allah “4 (may peace be upon him) used to pray towards Bait- 
ul-Maqdis, that it was revealed (to him 


. Aperson from Banu Salama was going; 
(he found the people) in ruk'u (while) praying the dawn prayer and they had said one rak'ah. He 
said in a loud voice: Listen! the Qibla has been changed and they turned towards (the new) 
Qibla (Ka'ba) in that very state. 


Narrated Mu'adh ibn Jabal: 


Prayer passed through three stages and fasting also passed through three stages. The narrator Nasr 
reported the rest of the tradition completely. The narrator, Ibn al-Muthanna, narrated the story of saying 
prayer facing in the direction of Jerusalem. 

He said: The third stage is that the Apostle of Allah # (peace_be_upon_him) came to Medina and prayed, 
i.e. facing Jerusalem, for thirteen months. Then Allah, the Exalted, revealed the verse: 


the Reverend and the Majestic, turned (them) towards the Ka'bah. He (the narrator) completed his 


tradition. The narrator, Nasr, mentioned the name of the person who had the dream, saying: And Abdullah 
ibn Zayd, a man from the Ansar, came. The same version reads: And he turned his face towards the qiblah 
and said: Allah is most great, Allah is most great; I testify that there is no god but Allah, I testify that 
there is no god but Allah; I testify that Muhammad * is the Apostle of Allah, I testify that Muhammad 
is the Apostle of Allah; come to prayer (he pronounced it twice), come to salvation (he pronounced it 
twice); Allah is Most Great, Allah is most great. He then paused for a while, and then got up and 
pronounced in a similar way, except that after the phrase "Come to salvation" he added. "The time for 
prayer has come, the time for prayer has come." The Apostle of Allah # (peace_be_upon_him) said: 
Teach it to Bilal, then pronounce the adhan (call to prayer) with the same words. As regards fasting, he 
said: The Apostle of Allah # (peace_be_upon_him) used to fast for three days every month, and would 
fast on the tenth of Muharram. Then Allah, the Exalted, revealed the verse: 


If someone wished to keep the fast, he would keep the fast; if 
someone wished to abandon the fast, he would feed an indigent every day; it would do for him. But this 
was changed. Allah, the Exalted, revealed: 
ence the fast was prescribed for the one who 
was present in the month (of Ramadan) and the traveller was required to atone (for them); feeding (the 
indigent) was prescribed for the old man and woman who were unable to fast. (The narrator, Nasr, further 
reported): The companion Sirmah, came after finishing his day's work......and he narrated the rest of the 
tradition. 


340. Al-Bara' bin 'Azib narrated: "When Allah's Messenger * arrived in Al-Madinah, 
he faced Bait Al-Maqdis in Salat for sixteen or seventeen months. Allah's Messenger 
= longed to face the direction of the Ka'bah, so Allah Most High revealed: 


. SO he faced the Kabah, and he liked that. A man 
performed the Asr prayer with him, then passed by some of the Ansar who were 
bowing in Salat for 'Asr while facing Bait Al-Maqdis." "He told them that he had 
performed Salat with Allah's Messenger * and that he had faced the direction of the 
Ka'bah, so they changed (their direction) while they were bowing." 

[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from Ibn 'Umar, Ibn 'Abbas, 'Umarah 
bin Aws, 'Amr bin 'Awf Al-Muzani and Anas. (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Al-Bara' is a Hasan Sahih Hadith. 

It has also been narrated by Sufyan Ath-Thawri from Abu Ishaq. 

Comments: 

1. This incidence is a proof of a single report being evidence that all the companions 
acknowledged the former rule to be abolished with just the information being 
passed by a single person. 

2. From twelve Rabi' Al-Awwal until twelve Rajab are sixteen months; according to 
one saying, the Qiblah was changed in Sha'ban. 


489. It was narrated that Al-Bara said: "We prayed toward Bait Al Maqdis (Jerusalem) with the 
Messenger of Allah for sixteen or seventeen months - Safwan was not sure - then it was changed to the 
Qiblah." (Sahih). 

Comments: Bara bin Azib is a Helper Companion. It is apparent that he used to perform prayer with the 
Prophet * after the emigration only. Hence, this Hadith signifies that for sixteen to seventeen months 


after the emigration, Bait Al-Maqdis remained the Qiblah of Muslims. Then, in the month of Sha'ban of 


the year 2 H, the Ka'bah was made the Qiblalh. 
490. It was narrated that Al-Bara bin 'Azib said: "The Messenger of Allah # came to Al-Madinah and 
prayed toward Bait Al-Maqdis for sixteen months, then he was commanded to face toward the Ka'bah. A 
man who had prayed with the Prophet “ passed by some of the Ansar and said: 'T bear witness that the 
Messenger of Allah has been commanded to face toward the Ka'bah' so they turned to face the Ka'bah." 
(Sahih) 

Comments: 1. The name of this tribe of the Helpers (Al-Ansar) was Banu Salamah. On account of this 
very incident their mosque cameto be known as the mosque of Qiblatayn (of two Qiblahs), which is until 
today frequented by multitudes of worshippers. 

2. The Helpers’ tuning toward the Ka'bah - while praying must have surely caused some stir among all the 
worshippers, because the Ka'bah happens to be in quite the opposite direction of the Bait Al-Maqdis. 
Obviously, the Jmam must have been compelled to wade through the rows of the praying persons to get 
to the other side. The followers in the congregational prayer must have also changed the rows. Thus we 
get to know that a movement done in order to rectify the prayer does not spoil to prayer, regardless of 
whether that movement is slight or sizeable. 


«So from wherever you go out [for prayer, O Muhammad] turn your face toward al- Masjid al-Haram, and 
indeed, it is the truth from your Lord. And Allah is not unaware of what you jo EG 


Narrated Al-Bara: 
We prayed along with the Prophet facing Jerusalem for sixteen or seventeen months. Then Allah 


ordered him to turn his face towards the Qibla re Mecca):-- 


«And from wherever you go out [for prayer], turn your face toward al-Masjid al-Haram. And wherever 
you [believers] may be, turn your faces toward it in order that the people will not have any argument 
against you, except for those of them who commit wrong; so fear them not but fear Me. And [it is] so I 

may complete My favor upon you and that you may be guided»

Narrated Ibn Umar: 
While some people were at Quba (offering) Moming Prayer, a man came to them and said, "Last night 

Quranic Verses have been revealed whereby the Prophet has been ordered to face the Ka'ba (at Mecca), 
so you too should face it." So they, keeping their postures, turned towards the Ka'ba. Formerly the people 
were facing Sham (Jerusalem) (Allah said):-- 


«Indeed, as-Safa and al-Marwah are among the symbols of Allah. So whoever makes Hajj to the House or 
performs ‘umrah - there is no blame upon him for walking between them. And whoever volunteers good - 
then indeed, Allah is appreciative and Knowing» 


Narrated Hisham Ibn 'Urwa from his father who said: While I was a youngster, I asked 'Aisha the wife of 
the Prophet #. "What about the meaning of the Statement of Allah; "Verily! (the mountains) As-Safa and 
Al Marwa, are among the symbols of Allah. So, it is not harmful if those who perform Hajj or 'Umra of 
the House (Ka'ba at Mecca) to perform the going (Tawaf) between them? (2.158) I understand (from that) 
that there is no harm if somebody does not perform the Tawaf between them." 'Aisha replied, "No, for if it 
were as you are saying, then the recitation would have been like this: 'It is not harmful not to perform 
Tawaf between them.' This verse was revealed in connection with the Ansar who used to assume the 
Thram for the idol Manat which was put beside a place called Qudaid and those people thought it not right 
to perform the Tawaf of As-Safa and Al-Marwa. When Islam came, they asked Allah's Apostle & about 
that, and Allah revealed:-- 


Sufyan and Abu Muawiya added from Hisham (from 'Aisha): 
"The Hajj or 'Umra of the person who does not perform the going (Tawaf) between As-Safa and Al- 
Marwa is incomplete in Allah's sight 


Narrated 'Urwa: 
Lasked 'Aisha : "How do you interpret the statement of Allah,. : 


By Allah! (it is 
evident from this revelation) there is no harm if one does not perform Tawaf between Safa and Marwa." 
‘Aisha said, "O, my nephew! Your interpretation is not true. Had this interpretation of yours been correct, 
the statement of Allah should have been, 'It is not harmful for him if he does not perform Tawaf between 
them." But in fact, this divine inspiration was revealed concerning the Ansar who used to assume lhram 
for worship ping an idol called "Manat" which they used to worship at a place called Al-Mushallal before 
they embraced Islam, and whoever assumed Ihram (for the idol), would consider it not right to perform 
Tawaf between Safa and Marwa. When they embraced Islam, they asked Allah's Apostle * (p.b.u.h) 
regarding it, saying, "O Allah's Apostle! # We used to refrain from Tawaf between Safa and Marwa." So 
Allah revealed: 'Verily; (the mountains) As-Safa and Al-Marwa are among the symbols of Allah.'" Aisha 
added, "Surely, Allah's Apostle “ set the tradition of Tawaf between Safa and Marwa, so nobody is 
allowed to omit the Tawaf between them." Later on I (‘Urwa) told Abu Bakr bin 'Abdur-Rahman (of 
‘Aisha's narration) and he said, '1 have not heard of such information, but I heard learned men saying that 
all the people, except those whom 'Aisha mentioned and who used to assume lhram for the sake of Manat, 
used to perform Tawaf between Safa and Marwa. When Allah referred to the Tawaf of the Ka'ba and did 
not mention Safa and Marwa in the Quran, the people asked, 'O Allah's Apostle! We used to perform 
Tawaf between Safa and Marwa and Allah has revealed (the verses concerning) Tawaf of the Ka'ba and 


has not mentioned Safa and Marwa. Is there any harm if we perform Tawaf between Safa and Marwa?' So 
Alah evcoled: A Bak said, "I 


seems that this verse was revealed concerning the two groups, those who used to refrain from Tawaf 
between Safa and Marwa in the Pre-lslamic Period of ignorance and those who used to perform the Tawaf 
then, and after embracing Islam they refrained from the Tawaf between them as Allah had enjoined 
Tawaf of the Ka'ba and did not mention Tawaf (of Safa and Marwa) till later after mentioning the Tawaf 
of the Ka'ba.' 


Narrated 'Asim: 


I asked Anas bin Malik: "Did you use to dislike to perform Tawaf between Safa and Marwa?" He said, 
"Yes, as it was of the ceremonies of the days of the Pre-lslamic period of ignorance, till Allah revealed: 


Narrated Urwa: 
I said to 'Aisha, the wife of the Prophet *, and I was at that time a young boy, "How do you interpret the 
Statement of Allah: "Verily, Safa and Marwa (i.e. two mountains at Mecca) are among the Symbols of 
Allah." So it is not harmful of those who perform the Hajj to the House of Allah or perform the Umra, to 
ambulate (Tawaf) between them. In my opinion it is not sinful for one not to ambulate (Tawaf) between 
them." 'Aisha said, "Your interpretation is wrong for as you say, the Verse should have been: "So it is not 
harmful of those who perform the Hajj or Umra to the House, not to ambulate (Tawaf) between them.' 
This Verse was revealed in connection with the Ansar who (during the Pre-Islamic Period) used to visit 
Manat (1.e. an idol) after assuming their Ihram, and it was situated near Qudaid (i.e. a place at Mecca), 
and they used to regard it sinful to ambulate between Safa and Marwa after embracing Islam. When Islam 
came, they asked Allah's Apostle about it, whereupon Allah revealed:-- 


Narrated 'Asim bin Sulaiman: 

I asked Anas bin Malik about Safa and Marwa. Anas replied, "We used to consider (i.e. going around) 
them a custom of the Pre-islamic period of Ignorance, so when Islam came, we gave up going around 
them. Then Allah revealed 


Hisham b. 'Urwa reported on the authority of his father who narrated from ‘A'isha. He said to 
‘A’isha: | think if a person does not run between al- Safa’ and al-Marwa, It does not do any harm 
to him (so far as Hajj is concerned). She said: Why (do you think so)? | said: For Allah says 


whereupon she said: Allah does not complete the Hajj of a person or his Umra if he does not 
observe Sa'i between al-Safa' and al-marwa; and if it were so as you state, then (the wording 
would have been (fala janah an la yatufu biha) [" There is no harm for him if he does not 
circumambulate between them’. Do you know in what context (this verse was revealed)? (It was 
revealed in this context) that the Ansar in the Days of Ignorance pronounced the Talbiya for two 
idols. (fixedl on the bank of the river which were called Isaf and Na’ila. The people went there, 
and then circumambulated between al-Safa' and al-Marwa and then got their heads shaved. 
With the advent of Islam they (the Muslims) did not like to circumambulate between them as 
they used to do during the Days of Ignorance. It was on account of this that Allah. the Exalted 
and Majestic, revealed:" Verily al-Safa and al-Marwa are among the Signs of Allah" to the end of 
the verse. She said: Then people began to observe Sai. 


856. Jabir narrated: "When the Prophet * arrived in Makkah, he entered the Masjid and touched the 
(Black) Stone, then went to his right and performed Raml (walking quickly) for three (circuits) and 
walking for four. Then he came to the Magamt' and said: 'And take you (people) the Maqam (place) of 
Ibrahim as a place of prayer.' [AL-Bagarah 2:125) Then he performed two Rak'ah while the Magam was 
between him and the House. Then he came to the (Black) Stone after the two Rak‘ah to touch it, then he 
left to As-Safa - I think - he said: Indeed As-Safa and Al-Marwah are among the Symbols of Allah." [AL- 
(Sahih) 
(He said:) There is something on this topic from Ibn 'Umar. 
Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Jabir is a Hasan Sahih Hadith. This is acted upon according to the people 
of knowledge.' 
Comments: It is unanimously agreed upon that the circumambulation of Ka'bah should be started at the 
Black Stone, and while performing circumambulation the Ka'bah should be on the left side. The first three 
circles of Ka'bah should be with short and nimble steps (Rami) and rest of the four circles should be 
completed by normal walking. This (Raml) is only in the first Tawaf after arriving in Makkah. 


857. Jabir narrated: "The Prophet # performed Ramil from the (Black) Stone to the (Black) Stone for 
three (circuits), and he walked four (circuits)." (Sahih) 

(He said:) There is something about this from Ibn 'Umar. 

Abii 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Jabir is a Hasan Sahih Hadith, and this is acted upon according to the 
people of knowledge. Ash-Shafi'i said: "If he avoids Rami on purpose then he has committed an offense 
but nothing is required from him, and if he does not perform Rami for the three circuits then he is not to 
perform Rami in the rest." Some of the people of knowledge say that the people of Makkah, and those 
who assume /hram in it, are not required to perform Rami. 

Comments: The beginning of Rami started in the 7th year of Hijrah at the time of performing 'Umratul- 
Qada' in response to the sarcastic remarks of the disbelievers of Makkah that the Muslims have become 
weak due to the fever of Yathrib. They sat on the top of the hill known as Qiqa'an, to watch the 
performance of Muslims. The Prophet ordered the Muslims to show their strength and power by 
making Ramil in first three circles from the Black Stone to the Yamani corner, because the disbelievers 
were sitting on that side of Ka'bah. 


862. Jabir narrated: "When the Prophet *, arrived in Makkah, he performed seven (circuits) of Tawaf 
around the House. Then he came to the Maqam and said: And take you (people) the Maqam (place) of 
Ibrahim as a place of prayer [A1-Bagarah 2:125] Then he prayed behind the Magam. Then he came to 
the (Black) Stone to touch it. Then he said: 'We begin with what Allah began with.' So he began at ASafa 
and recited: Indeed As-Safa and Al-Marwah are among the Symbols of Allah. ." 

(Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. This is acted upon according to the people of knowledge. 
One begins with As-Safa before Al-Marwah, if he begins with Al-Marwah before As-Safa then it will not 
be acceptable and he has to start at As-Safa. The people of knowledge differ over one who performs 
Tawaf of the House but does not go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah until he returns (home). Some of 
the people of knowledge said if he does not go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah until he leaves Makkah, 
then he remembers and he is close to it, he returns to go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah. If he does not 
remember until he returns to his land then it is acceptable, but he has to offer a sacrifice as expiation. This 
is the view of Sufyan Ath-Thawri. Some of them said that if he does not go between A-Safa and Al- 


Marwah, and he reaches his land, then it is not acceptable for him. This is the view of Ash-Shafi'i, he 
said: "Tawaf between As-Safa and Al-Marwah is obligatory, Hajj is not possible without it." 
Comments: Sa ‘7 begins from As-Safa. All Four A ‘immah agree on this point. If some one starts Sa ‘i 
from Al-Marwah it will not be correct. Sa 7 is always after the Tawaf of the House of Allah (Al-Mughni 
v.5. p.237.) 


(12). 2965. Az-Zuhri narrated that 'Urwah said: "I said to 'Aishah: 'I do not see anything wrong if 
someone does not go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah, nor any harm if I do not go between them." She 
said: 'How horrible is what you have said 0 my nephew! The Messenger of Allah would go between 
them, and the Muslims go between them. It was only that the people who asumed /hram in the name of 
the false deity Mannah, which was in Al-Mushallal, would not go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah. So, 
Allah Blessed and Most High revealed: So it is not a sin for those who perform Hajj or 'Umrah to the 
House to go between them. /Al-Bagarah 2:158] And if it were as you say, then it would be: 'Then there 
is no harm on him if he does not go between them." Az-Zuhri said: "I mentioned that to Abu Bakr bin 
‘Abdur-Rahman bin Al-Harith bin Hisham. He was surprised at that and he said: 'Indeed this is 
knowledge. I had heard some men among the people of knowledge saying that those Arabs who would 
not go between As-Safa and Al-Marwah said, that going between these two rocks is a matter from 
Jahiliyah. And others among the Ansar said: We have only been ordered with going around the House, 
we were not ordered to do so with As-Safa and Al-Marwah." So Allah Most High revealed: Indeed As- 
Safa and Al-Marwah are of the symbols of A 1lah..’ [AL-Bagarah 2:158] Abu Bakr bin 'Abdur-Rahman 
said: 'So I thought that it was revealed about these people, and those people." (Sahih) [Abii 'Eisa said:] 
This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

(13). 2966. 'Asim Al-Ahwal narrated: "I asked Anas bin Malik about A-Safa and Al-Marwah, and he said: 
They were among the rites of Jahiliyyah.' He said: 'So during Islam, we refrained from them, then Allah, 
Blessed and Most High, revealed: Indeed As-Safa and Al-Marwah are of the symbols of Allah. So it is 
not a sin for those who perform Hajj or 'Umrah to the House to go between them. 

He said: 'So it is voluntary to do so: And whoever does good voluntarily then verily, Allah is the All- 
Recogniser, the All-Knowing." [Al-Bagarah 2:158] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: This Hadith informs about a group of Ansar, who, in the pre-Islamic period, used to make 
Sa'i between of As-Safa and Al-Marwah for the sake of idols, Isaf and Na'ilah. 

(14). 2967. Jabir bin 'Abdullah narrated: "When the Messenger of Allah ® arrived in Makkah, performing 
Tawaf around the House seven times, I heard him reciting: And take the Magam of Ibrahim as a place of 
prayer. [Al-Bagarah 2:125] So he performed Salat behind the Maqam, then he came to the (Black) 
Stone, then he said: 'We begin with what Allah began with.So he began at As-Safa and recited: Indeed 
As-Safa and Al-Marwah are among the Symbols of Allah." (Al-Bagarah 2:158] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


2970. & 2971. It was narrated that 'Urwah said: "I recited to 'Aishah: 'So it is not a sin on him who 
performs Hajj or 'Umrah (pilgrimage) of the House to perform the going (Tawaf) between them (As-Safa 
and Marwah). . ” | said: 'I do not care if I do not go between them?' She said: 'What 
a bad thing you have said!' People at the time of the Jahiliyah used not to go between them, but when 
Islam came and the Qur'an was revealed: 'Verily, As-Safa and Al-Marwah are of the symbols of Allah,'."[ 

” the Messenger of Allah went between them, and we did that with him, and thus it 
became part of Hajj."" (Sahih). 


«Indeed, those who conceal what We sent down of clear proofs and guidance after We made it clear for 
the people in the Scripture - those are cursed by Allah and cursed by those who curse» 


(the slave of 'Uthman) | saw 'Uthman bin 'Affan asking for a tumbler of water (and when it was brought) 
he poured water over his hands and washed them thrice and then put his right hand in the water 
container and rinsed his mouth, washed his nose by putting water in it and then blowing it out. then he 
washed his face and forearms up to the elbows thrice, passed his wet hands over his head and washed 
his feet up to the ankles thrice. Then he said, "Allah's Apostle said 'If anyone Performs ablution like 
that of mine and offers a two-rak'at prayer during which he does not think of anything else (not related 
to the present prayer) then his past sins will be forgiven.' " After performing the ablution 'Uthman said, 
"lam going to tell you a Hadith which | would not have told you, had | not been compelled by a certain 
Holy Verse (the sub narrator 'Urwa said: This verse is: 

| heard the Prophet # saying, 'If a man performs 
ablution perfectly and then offers the compulsory congregational prayer, Allah will forgive his sins 
committed between that (prayer) and the (next) prayer till he offers it. 


Humran reported when 'Uthman performed ablution he said: By Allah, | am narrating to you a 
hadith had there not been this verse in the Book of Allah. | would not have narrated it to you. 
Verily | heard the Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon him) say: Not a person is there 
who performed ablution, and did it well, then offered prayer, but his sins (which he committed) 
were not pardoned between the prayer that he offered and the next one. 'Urwa said: The verse

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«Except for those who repent and correct themselves and make evident [what they concealed]. Those - I 
will accept their repentance, and I am the Accepting of repentance, the Merciful(160)» 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 
The People say that I have narrated many Hadiths (The Prophet's ™ narrations). Had it not been for two 
verses in the Qur'an, I would not have narrated a single Hadith, and the verses are: 


And no doubt our Muhajir (emigrant) brothers used to be busy in the market with their business 
(bargains) and our Ansari brothers used to be busy with their property (agriculture). But I (Abu Huraira) 
used to stick to Allah's Apostle # contented with what will fill my stomach and I used to attend that 
which they used not to attend and I used to memorize that which they used not to memorize. 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

The people say that Abu Huraira narrates too many narrations. In fact Allah knows whether I say the truth 
or not. They also ask, "Why do the emigrants and the Ansar not narrate as he does?" In fact, my emigrant 

brethren were busy trading in the markets, and my Ansar brethren were busy with their properties. I was a 
poor man keeping the company of Allah's Apostle and was satisfied with what filled my stomach. So, I 

used to be present while they (i.e. the emigrants and the Ansar) were absent, and I used to remember 


while they forgot (the Hadith). One day the Prophet * said, "Whoever spreads his sheet till I finish this 
statement of mine and then gathers it on his chest, will never forget anything of my statement." So, | 
spread my covering sheet which was the only garment | had, till the Prophet #8 finished his statement 
and then | gathered it over my chest. By Him Who had sent him (i.e. Allah's Apostle #8) with the truth, 
since then | did not forget even a single word of that statement of his, until this day of mine. By Allah, 
but for two verses in Allah's Book, | would never have related any narration (from the Prophet #8). 
(These two verses are): 


‘A‘isha reported: Don't you feel surprised at Abu Huraira? He came (one day) and sat beside the 
nook of my apartment and began to narrate (the hadith of Allah's Apostle #). | was hearing 
while | was engaged in extolling Allah (reciting Subhan Allah) constantly. He stood up before | 
finished my repetition of Subhan Allah. if | were to meet him | would have warned him in stern 
words that Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) did not speak so quickly as you talk. 
Ibn Shihab transmitted on the authority of Ibn Musayyib that Abu Huraira said: People say that 
Abu Huraira transmits so many ahadith, whereas Allah is the Reckoner, and they say: How is it 
with Muhajirs and the Ansar that they do not narrate ahadith like him (like Abu Huraira)? Abu 
Huraira said: | tell you that my brothers from Ansar remained busy with their lands and my 
brothers Muhajirs were busy in transactions in the bazars, but | always kept myself attached to 
Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) with bare subsistence. | remained present (in 
the company of the Holy Prophet ), whereas they had been absent. | retained in my mind 
(what the Holy Prophet * said), whereas they forgot it. One day Allah's Messenger (may 
peace be upon him) said: He who amongst you spreads the cloth and listens to my talk and 
would then press it against his chest would never forget anything heard from me. So | spread 
my mantle and when he had concluded his talk | then pressed it against my chest and so | 
never forgot after that day anything that he (the Holy Prophet *) said. And if these two verses 


would not have been revealed in the Book | would have never transmitted anything (to 
anybody 


160) tip to the last verse. 


«O you who have believed, eat from the good things which We have provided for you and be 
grateful to Allah if it is [indeed] Him that you worship» [Al-Bagara: 172] 


Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as saying: 0 people, Allah 
is Good and He therefore, accepts only that which is good. And Allah commanded the believers 
as He commanded the Messengers by sayin 


And He said: 

He then made a mention of a person who travels 
widely, his hair dishevelled and covered with dust. He lifts his hand towards the sky (and thus 
makes the supplication):" O Lord,O Lord," whereas his diet is unlawful, his drink is unlawful, and 
his clothes are unlawful and his nourishment is unlawful. How can then his supplication be 
accepted? 


(37). 2989. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "0 you people! Indeed Allah is 
Tayyib (good) and he does not accept but what is good. And indeed Allah ordered the believers with what 


He ordered the Messengers. He said: '0 you a Eat of the ian things and do righteous deeds. 


Verily I am well acquainted with what you do. And He said: '0 you who We have 
provided for you. [Al-Bagarah 2:172] He believe! Eat from the good things said: "And he mentioned a 
man: 'Who is undertaking a long journey, whose hair is disheveled and he is covered with dust. He raises 
his hands to the heavens and says: "0 Lord! 0 Lord!" Yet his food is from the unalwful, his drink is from 
the unlawful, his clothing is from the unlawful, and he was nourished by the unlawful. So how can that be 
accepted?" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. We only know of it as a narration of Fudail bin Marztiq, ' 
and Abii Hazim is Al-Asjja'i — his name is Salman, the freed slave of 'Azzah Al-'Asjjaiyyah. 


«That is [deserved by them] because Allah has sent down the Book in truth. And indeed, those who differ 
over the Book are in extreme dissension» 


Malik related to me that Ishaq ibn Abdullah ibn Abi Talha heard Anas ibn Malik say, 
"Abu Talha had the greatest amount of property in palm-trees among the Ansar in 
Madina. The dearest of his properties to him was Bayruha which was in front of the 
mosque. The Messenger of Allah #2, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, used 
to go into it and drink from the pleasant water which was in it." Anas continued, 
"When this ayat was sent down 


Abu Talha went to the Messenger of 
Allah #2, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, and said, 'Messenger of Allah! 
#2 Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, has said, "You will not obtain until you expend of 
what you love." The property which I love the best is Bayruha. It is sadaga for 
Allah. I hope for its good and for it to be stored up with Allah. Place it wherever you 
wish, Messengerof Allah #2. '" "The Messenger of Allah #2, may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, said, 'Well done! That is property which profits! That is property 
which profits. I have heard what you have said about it and I think that you should 
give it to your relatives.’ Abu Talha said, 'I will do it, Messenger of Allah!’ 24 Abu 
Talha therefore divided it among his relatives and the children of his paternal uncle. 


«Righteousness is not that you turn your faces toward the east or the west, but 
[true] righteousness is [in] one who believes in Allah, the Last Day, the angels, the 
Book, and the prophets and gives wealth, in spite of love for it, to relatives, 
orphans, the needy, the traveler, those who ask [for help], and for freeing slaves; 
[and who] establishes prayer and gives zakah; [those who] fulfill their promise 
when they promise; and [those who] are patient in poverty and hardship and 


during battle. Those are the ones who have been true, and it is those who are the 
righteous» /Al-Baqara: 177] 


659. Fatimah bint Qais narrated that she asked - or, the Prophet # was asked - about Zakdt, and he said: 
"Indeed there is a duty on wealth aside from Zakat." Then he recited this Avah which is in Al-Bagarah: "It 
is not A/l-Birr (piety, righteousness) that you turn your faces.' (Al-Ba qarah 2:177) (Daif) 


«O you who have believed, prescribed for you is legal retribution for those murdered - the free for the 
free, the slave for the slave, and the female for the female. But whoever overlooks from his brother 
anything, then there should be a suitable follow-up and payment to him with good conduct. This is an 
alleviation from your Lord and a mercy. But whoever transgresses after that will have a painful 
punishment» [Al-Baqara: 178] 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 


The law of Qisas (i.e. equality in punishment) was prescribed for the children of Israel, but the Diya (i.e. 
blood money was not ordained for them). So Allah said to this Nation (i.e. Muslims): "O you who 
believe! The law of Al-Qisas (i.e. equality in punishment) is prescribed for you in cases of murder: The 
free for the free, the slave for the slave, and the female for the female. But if the relatives (or one of them) 
of the killed (person) forgive their brother (i.e. the killers something of Qisas (i.e. not to kill the killer by 
accepting blood money in the case of intentional murder)----then the relatives (of the killed person) 
should demand blood-money in a reasonable manner and the killer must pay with handsome gratitude. 
This is an allevitation and a Mercy from your Lord, (in comparison to what was prescribed for the nations 
before you). So after this, whoever transgresses the limits (i.e. to kill the killer after taking the blood- 
money) shall have a painful torment." (2.178) 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 

For the children of Israel the punishment for crime was Al-Qisas only (1.e., the law of equality in 
punishment) and the payment of Blood money was not permitted as an alternate. But Allah said to this 
nation (Muslims): 'O you who believe! Qisas is prescribed for you in case of murder, .....(up to) ...end of 
the Verse. (2.178) Ibn 'Abbas added: Remission (forgiveness) in this Verse, means to accept the Blood- 
money in an intentional murder. Ibn 'Abbas added: The Verse: 'Then the relatives should demand Blood- 
money in a reasonable manner.' (2.178) means that the demand should be reasonable and it is to be 
compensated with handsome gratitude. 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Hisham ibn Urwa that his father said, "The 
tribe is not obliged to pay blood-money for intentional murder. They pay blood- 
money for accidental killing." Yahya related to me from Malik that Ibn Shihab said, 
"The precedent of the sunna is that the tribe are not liable for any blood-money of 
an intentional killing unless they wish that." Yahya related to me from Malik from 
Yahya ibn Said the same as that. Malik said that Ibn Shihab said, "The precedent of 


the sunna in the intentional murder is that when the relatives of the murdered 
person relinquish retaliation, the blood-money is owed by the murderer from his 
own property unless the tribe helps him with it willingly." Malik said, "What is done 
in our community is that the blood-money is not obliged against the tribe until it 
has reached a third of the full amount and upwards. Whatever reaches a third is 
against the tribe, and whatever is below a third, is against the property of the one 
who did the injury." Malik said, "The way of doing things about which there is no 
dispute among us, in the case of someone who has the blood-money accepted from 
him in intentional murder or in any injury in which there is retaliation, is that that 
blood-money is not due from the tribe unless they wish it. The blood-money for 
that is from the property of the murderer or the injurer if he has property. If he 
does not have any property, it is a debt against him, and none of it is owed by the 
tribe unless they wish." Malik said, "The tribe does not pay blood-money to anyone 
who injures himself, intentionally or accidentally. This is the opinion of the people of 
fiqh in our community. I have not heard that anyone has made the tribe liable for 
any blood-money incurred by intentional acts. Part of what is well-known of that is 
that Allah, the Blessed, and the Exalted, said in His Book, 


The commentary on that - in our view - and Allah 
knows best, is that whoever gives his brother something of the blood-money, 
should follow it with what is accepted and pay him with good will." Malik spoke 
about a child who had no property and a woman who had no property. He said, 
"When one of them causes an injury below a third of the blood-money, it is taken 
on behalf of the child and woman from their personal property, if they have 
property from which it may be taken. If not, the injury which each of them has 
caused is a debt against them. The tribe does not have to pay any of it and the 
father of a child is not liable for the blood-money of an injury caused by the child 
and he is not responsible for it." Malik said, "The way of doing things in our 
community about which there is no dispute, is that when a slave is killed, the value 
for him is that of the day on which he was killed. The tribe of the murderer is not 
liable for any of the value of the slave, great or small. That is the responsibility of 
the one who struck him from his own personal property as far as it covers. If the 
value of the slave is the blood-money or more, that is against him in his property. 
That is because the slave is a certain type of goods." 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had heard that Marwan ibn al-Hakam wrote 
to Muawiya ibn Abi Sufyan to mention to him that a drunkard was brought to him 
who had killed a man. Muawiya wrote to him to kill him in retaliation for the dead 
man. Yahya said that Malik said, "The best of what I have heard on the 
interpretation of this ayat, the word of Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, 


is that retaliation is between women as it is 
between men. The free woman is killed for the free woman as the free man is killed 
for the free man. The slave-girl is slain for the slave-girl as the slave is slain for the 
slave. Retaliation is between women as it is between men. That is because Allah, 
the Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 


Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted, mentioned that it is a life for a life. It is the life of a free 
woman for the life of a free man, and her injury for his injury." Malik said about a 
man who held a man fast for another man to hit, and he died on the spot, "If he 
held him and he thought that he meant to kill him, the two of them are both killed 
for him. If he held him and he thought that he meant to beat him as people 
sometimes do, and he did not think that he meant to kill him, the murderer is slain 
and the one who held him is punished with a very severe punishment and jailed for 
a year. There is no killing against him." Malik said about a man who murdered a 
man intentionally or gouged out his eye intentionally, and then was slain or had his 
eye gouged out himself before retaliation was inflicted on him, "There is no blood- 
money nor retaliation against him. The right of the one who was killed or had his 
eye gouged out goes when the thing which he is claiming as retaliation goes. It is 
the same with a man who murders another man intentionally and then the 
murderer dies. When the murderer dies, the one seeking blood-revenge has 
nothing of blood-money or anything else. That is by the word of Allah, the Blessed 
the Exalted, ‘Retaliation is written for you in killing. The free man for the free man 
and the slave for the slave.' " Malik said, "He only has retaliation against the one 
who killed him. If the man who murdered him dies, he has no retaliation or blood- 
money." Malik said, "There is no retaliation held against a free man by a slave for 
any injury. The slave is killed for the free man when he intentionally murders him. 
The free man is not slain for the slave, even if he murders him intentionally. It is 
the best of what I have heard." 


4785. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "There was Qisas among the Children of Israel, but Diyah was 
unknown among them. Then Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, revealed: '4/-Qisas (the law of equality in 
punishment) is prescribed for you in case of murder: the free for the free, the slave for the slave, and the 


” 


female for the female...” up to His saying: "But if the killer is forgiven by the brother (or the relatives) of 
the killed against blood money, then adhering to it with fairness and payment of the blood money to the 
heir should be made in fairness." (Al Bagarah 2:178]" Forgiveness means accepting the Diyah in the 
case of deliberate killing. Adhering to it in fairness means asking him to pay the Diyah in a fair manner, 
and payment in fairness means giving the Divah in a fair manner. This is an alleviation and a mercy from 
your Lord. (Al Bagarah 2:178)" means: This is easier than that which was prescribed for those who 
came before you, which was Qisas and not Diyah." (Sahih). 

Comments: 

1. 'Is prescribed for you' means to take just retribution is permissible. The Divine Law of Islam has 
legislated it as legal; not obligatory. Rather, in ordinary conditions, forgiveness is better. 

2. '(The free for the free, the slave for the slave, literally) are equal’: During the time of Ignorance or 
Jahiliyyah, some mighty clans considered their own slave equal to freeman of others, and their woman 
equal to a man of other people. 


«O you who have believed, decreed upon you is fasting as it was decreed upon those before you that you 
may become righteous» 


Salama b. Akwa' (Allah be pleased with him) reported that when this verse was revealed 

, (he 
who liked to observe fast did observe it) and he who felt reluctant to observe it ate and expiated 
till the verse was revealed which abrogated it. 


«[Fasting for] a limited number of days. So whoever among you is ill or on a journey 
[during them] - then an equal number of days [are to be made up]. And upon those who 
are able [to fast, but with hardship] - a ransom [as substitute] of feeding a poor person 
[each day]. And whoever volunteers excess - it is better for him. But to fast is best for 

you, if you only knew» 


Narrated 'Ata: 
That he heard Ibn ‘Abbas reciting the Divine Verse:-- 


Ibn 
‘Abbas said, "This Verse is not abrogated, but it is meant for old men and old women who have no 
strength to fast, so they should feed one poor person for each day of fasting (instead of fasting)." 


Narrated Salama: 

When the Divine Revelation: 
was revealed, it was permissible for one to give a ransom and give up fasting, till the 

Verse succeeding it was revealed and abrogated it. 


Salama b. Akwa' reported: We, during the lifetime of the Messenger of Allah & (may peace be 
upon him), in one month of Ramadan (observed fast according to our liking). He who wished to 
fast lasted and he who wished to break broke it and fed a needy person as an expiation 1544 till 
this verse was revealed:" 


798. Salamah bin Al-Akwa' said: "When the following was revealed: 'And for those upon whom it is 
difficult ." | Al-Ba garah 2:184.], (they may) feed a poor person’ - if one of us wanted to we would not 
fast, and pay the ransom, until the Ayah after it was revealed abrogating it." (Sahih) - - 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. Yazid (one of the narrators) is Ibn Abu 'Ubaid, the 
freed slave of Salamah bin Al Akwa'. 

Comments: According to the majority, it was allowed in the early era of Islam for the people who were 
able to fast, instead of fasting, if they want to feed a poor person for each day as ransom, they could do so. 
Later this rule was abrogated by the following Verse which is: 'So, whoever of you sights (the crescent on 
the first night of) the month (of Ramadan) must observe fast that month 


2318. & 2319. It was narrated that Salamah bin Al-Akwa' said: "When this Verse was revealed - 'And as 
for those who can fast with difficulty, (e.g. an old man), they have (a choice either to fast or) to feed a 
Miskin (poor person) (for every day). - those among us who did not want to fast 
would pay the Fidyah, until the Verse after it was revealed and abrogated this." 

Comments: During the early period of the obligation of fasting, the fasting had of course been obligatoly, 
but if someone wanted to abandon the fast even without a plausible excuse, he was permitted to not fast. 
He was, however, required to offer the expiation (Fidyah). 


«The month of Ramadhan [is that] in which was revealed the Qur'an, a guidance for the people 
and clear proofs of guidance and criterion. So whoever sights [the new moon of] the month, let 
him fast it; and whoever is ill or on a journey - then an equal number of other days. Allah intends 
for you ease and does not intend for you hardship and [wants] for you to complete the period 

and to glorify Allah for that [to] which He has laa a and perhaps you will be grateful» 


llah's Apostle &8 was the most generous of all the people, and he used to reach the peak in 
generosity in the month of Ramadan when Gabriel met him. Gabriel used to meet him every night of 
Ramadan to teach him the Qur'an. Allah's Apostle 8 was the most generous person, even more 
generous than the strong uncontrollable wind (in readiness and haste to do charitable deeds). 


Narrated Mu'adh ibn Jabal: 
Prayer passed through three stages and fasting also passed through three stages. The narrator Nasr 
reported the rest of the tradition completely. The narrator, Ibn al-Muthanna, narrated the story of saying 
prayer facing in the direction of Jerusalem. 

He said: The third stage is that the Apostle of Allah # (peace_be_upon_him) came to Medina and prayed, 
i.e. facing Jerusalem, for thirteen months. Then Allah, the Exalted, revealed the verse: 


And Allah, 
the Reverend and the Majestic, turned (them) towards the Ka'bah. He (the narrator) completed his 
tradition. The narrator, Nasr, mentioned the name of the person who had the dream, saying: And Abdullah 
ibn Zayd, a man from the Ansar, came. The same version reads: And he turned his face towards the qiblah 
and said: Allah is most great, Allah is most great; I testify that there is no god but Allah, I testify that 
there is no god but Allah; I testify that Muhammad is the Apostle of Allah, I testify that Muhammad is the 
Apostle of Allah; come to prayer (he pronounced it twice), come to salvation (he pronounced it twice); 
Allah is Most Great, Allah is most great. He then paused for a while, and then got up and pronounced in a 
similar way, except that after the phrase "Come to salvation" he added. "The time for prayer has come, 
the time for prayer has come." The Apostle of Allah # (peace_be_upon_him) said: Teach it to Bilal, then 
pronounce the adhan (call to prayer) with the same words. As regards fasting, he said: The Apostle of 


Allah # (peace_be_upon_him) used to fast for three days every month, and would fast on the tenth of 


Muharram. Then Allah, the Exalted, revealed the verse: 
If someone wished to keep the fast, he would keep the fast; if someone wished to 


abandon the fast, he would feed an indigent every day; it would do for him. But this was changed. Allah, 


the Exalted, revealed: 
ence the fast was prescribed for the one who was present in the 


month (of Ramadan) and the traveller was required to atone (for them); feeding (the indigent) was 
prescribed for the old man and woman who were unable to fast. (The narrator, Nasr, further reported): 
The companion Sirmah, came after finishing his day's work......and he narrated the rest of the tradition. 


«It has been made permissible for you the night preceding fasting to go to your wives [for sexual 
relations]. They are clothing for you and you are clothing for them. Allah knows that you used to deceive 
yourselves, so He accepted your repentance and forgave you. So now, have relations with them and seek 
that which Allah has decreed for you. And eat and drink until the white thread of dawn becomes distinct 
to you from the black thread [of night]. Then complete the fast until the sunset. And do not have relations 

with them as long as you are staying for worship in the mosques. These are the limits [set by] Allah, so do 
not approach them. Thus does Allah make clear His ordinances to the people that they may become 
righteous(187)» 


Narrated Al-Bara: 
It was the custom among the companions of Muhammad ** that if any of them was fasting and the food 
was presented (for breaking his fast), but he slept before eating, he would not eat that night and the 
following day till sunset. Qais bin Sirma-al-Ansari was fasting and came to his wife at the time of Iftar 
(breaking one's fast) and asked her whether she had anything to eat. She replied, "No, but I would go and 
bring some for you." He used to do hard work during the day, so he was overwhelmed by sleep and slept. 
When his wife came and saw him, she said, "Disappointment for you." When it was midday on the 
following day, he fainted and the Prophet was informed about the whole matter and the following verses 
were revealed: 
they were overjoyed by it. And then Allah also revealed: 


Narrated Al-Bara: 
When the order of compulsory fasting of Ramadan was revealed, the people did not have sexual relations 
with their wives for the whole month of Ramadan, but some men cheated themselves (by violating that 


restriction). So Allah revealed:-- 


‘Adi b. Hatim (Allah be pleased with him) reported that when (this verse) was revealed:" Until the 
Adi b. Hatim said: 


Messenger of Allah #, verily | keep underneath my pillow two strings, one white and the other 
black, by which | distinguish night from dawn. Upon this the Messenger of Allah @ (may peace 
be upon him) said: Your pillow seems to be very large. For the word khait implies the blackness 
of the night and the whiteness of the dawn. 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Ibn Shihab that A'isha and Hafsa, the wives of 
the Prophet #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, began fasting voluntarily 
one morning and then food was given to them and they broke their fast with it. 
Then the Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, came in. 
A'isha said, "Hafsa asked, anticipating me in speech - she took after her father 
Umar - 'Messenger of Allah @, A'isha and I began the morning fasting voluntarily 
and then food was given us and we broke the fast with it." The Messenger of Allah 
=, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, 'Fast another day in its place.’ " 
Yahya said that he heard Malik say, "Someone who eats or drinks out of neglect or 
forgetfulness during a voluntary fast does not have to repeat his fast, but he should 
continue fasting for the rest of the day in which he eats or drinks while voluntarily 
fasting, and not stop fasting. Someone to whom something unexpected happens 
which causes him to break his fast while he is fasting voluntarily does not have to 
repeat his fast if he has broken it for a reason, and not simply because he decided 
to break his fast. Just as I do not think that someone has to repeat a voluntary 
prayer if he has had to stop it because of some discharge which he could prevent 
and which meant that he had to repeat his wudu." Malik said, "Once a man has 
begun doing any of the right actions (al-amal as-saliha) such as the prayer, the fast 
and the hajj, or similar right actions of a voluntary nature, he should not stop until 
he has completed it according to what the sunna for that action is. If he says the 
takbir he should not stop until he has prayed two rakas. If he is fasting he should 
not break his fast until he has completed that day's fast. If he goes into ihram he 
should not return until he has completed his hajj, and if he begins doing tawaf he 
should not stop doing so until he has gone around the Kaba seven times. He should 
not stop doing any of these actions once he has started them until he has 
completed them, except if something happens such as illness or some other matter 
by which a man is excused. This is because Allah, the Blessed and Exalted, says in 
His Book, 


and so he must complete his fast as Allah has said. Allah, the Exalted, (also) 
says, 'And complete the hajj and the umra forAllah,' and so if a man were to go into 
ihram for a voluntary hajj having done his one obligatory hajj (on a previous 
occasion), he could not then stop doing his hajj having once begun it and leave 
ihram while in the middle of his hajj. Anyone that begins a voluntary act must 
complete it once he has begun doing it, just as an obligatory act must be 
completed. This is the best of what I have heard." 


2170. It was narrated from Al-Bara bin 'Azib that if one of them went to sleep before eating supper, 

it was not permissible for him to eat or drink anything that night or the following day, until the sun had 
set. (That continued) until this Verse was revealed: "And eat and drink until the white thread (light) 

of dawn appears to you distinct from the black thread (darkness of night)."{ Al-Bagarah 2:187] He said: 
"This was revealed concerning Abu Qais bin 'Amr who came to his family after ,Maghrib when he was 
fasting, and said: 'Is there anything to eat?! His wife said: 'No. but I will go out and try to find something 
for you to eat.' So she went out, and he lay down and slept. She came back and found him sieeping, so she 
woke him up, but he did not eat anything. He spent the night fasting and woke up the next day fasting, 
until he passed out at midday. That was before this Verse was revealed, and Allah revealed it concerning 
him." (Sahih) 


(15). 2968. Al-Bard' bin 'Azib said: "It was the custom among the Companions of Muhammad **, that if 
any of them was fasting and the food was presented but he had slept before eating, he would not eat that 
night, nor the following day until the evening. Qais bin Sirmah Al-Ansari fasted and came to his wife at 
the time of /ftar, and said to her: 'Do you have any food?' She said: 'No, but I will go and bring something 
for you.' He worked during the day, so his eyes (sleep) overcame him. Then his wife came, and when she 
saw him she said: 'You shall be disappointed.' About the middle of the next day he fainted. That was 
mentioned to the Prophet *, so this Ayah was revealed: 'It is made lawful for you to have sexual relations 
with your women on the night of the fasts. So they were very happy about that. 'And eat and drink until 
the white thread (light) of dawn appears distinct to you from the black thread (of night)." 

2:187] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


(17).2970. 'Adi bin Hatim narrated: When 'Until the white (light) thread of dawn appears distinct to you 
from the black thread (of night)' was revealed, the Prophet * said to me: 'That only refers to the whiteness 
of the day from the blackness of the night." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih (Another chain) similar to that. 

Comments: When 'Adi bin Hatim embraced Islam, the Prophet * recited to him the Qur'anic Verse 
mentioned in this Hadith, who understood its literal meaning. He put a black string and a white one under 
his pillow at night, and slept. He kept looking at both strings to find out the time to end the predawn meal. 
What a long and wide pillow was it that hid the darkness of night and the whiteness under itself! The 
Prophet then explained, 'This Verse means the darkness of night and the glow of morning’. 


«They ask you, [O Muhammad], about the new moons. Say, "They are 
measurements of time for the people and for Hajj." And it is not righteousness to 
enter houses from the back, but righteousness is [in] one who fears Allah. And 
enter houses from their doors. And fear Allah that you may succeed(189)» 


Narrated Abu Ishaq: 


I heard Al-Bara' saying, "The above Verse was revealed regarding us, for the Ansar on returning from 
Hajj never entered their houses through the proper doors but from behind. One of the Ansar came and 
entered through the door and he was taunted for it. Therefore, the following was revealed: -- 


Narrated Al-Bara: 
In the Pre-Islamic Period when the people assumed Ihram, they would enter their houses from the back. 
So Allah revealed:-- 


Bara’ reported: When the Ansar performed the Pilgrimage, they did not enter their houses but 
from behind. A person from the Ansar came and he began to enter from his door but it was said 
to him (why he was doing something in contravention to the common practice of coming to the 


houses from aaa Then this verse was revealed 


| 


«And kill them wherever you overtake them and expel them from wherever they have expelled 
you, and fitnah is worse than killing. And do not fight them at al-Masjid al- Haram until they fight 
you there. But if they fight you, then kill them. Such is the recompense of the disbelievers(191)» 


1568. 'Imran bin Husain narrated that the Prophet ransomed two men from the Muslims with a man 
from the idolaters. (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

The paternal uncle of Abu Al-Muhallab's name is 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Amr, and they also say it was 
Mu'awiyah bin 'Amr. And Abii Qilabah's name is ‘Abdullah bin Zaid Al-Jarmi (narrator in the chain). 
This is acted upon according to most of the people of knowledge among the Companions of the Prophet 
= and others. It is for the Imam to decide to be generous with whom he wills among the captives, or to 
kill whom he wills among them, or to ransom whom he wills among them. Some of the people of 
knowledge preferred killing over ransoming. 

Al-Awza'i said: "It has been conveyed to me, that this Ayah is abrogated: Thereafter (is the time) either 
for generosity (to free them without ransom) or ransom [Muhammad 47:4] it was abrogated by: And kill 
them wherever you find them.." [ALBa qarah 2:191] This was narrated to us by Hannad (who said): "Ibn 
Al-Mubarak narrated to us, from Al-Awza'i." 

Ishaq bin Mansur said: "I said to Ahmad: 'When the captives are captured’ is killing or ransoming better to 
you?' He said: 'If they are able to ransom’ then there is no harm in it. And if they kill, then I do not know 
of any harm in it." 


Ishaq said: "Wiping them out is better to me, unless it is someone well-known, so that it is hoped that a 
large amount will be obtained for him." 

Comments: Most of the people of knowledge say that it is the right and privilege of the Amir or of the 
Head of the State to treat the prisoners according to the situation. He can put them in jail or forgive them 
after receiving ransom, or he can release them without receiving anything from them. This point of view 
1s correct. 


«And spend in the way of Allah and do not throw [yourselves] with your [own] hands into 
destruction [by refraining]. And do good; indeed, Allah loves the doers of good(195

Narrated Abu Wail: 
Hudhaifa said, "The Verse:-- 


was revealed concerning spending in Allah's Cause (i.e. Jihad)." 


(19). 2972. Aslam bin 'Imran At-Tujibi said: "We were in a Roman city, when a large column of 
Romans came out to us. So about the same number or more of the Muslims went towards them. The 
commander of the people of Egypt was 'Uqbah bin 'Amir, and the commander of the (our) group was 
Fadalah bin 'Ubaid. One man among the Muslims reached the Roman line until he entered amidst them, 
so the people started screaming: 'Subdan Allah! He has thrown himself into destruction!' Abu Ayyub Al- 
Anari said: '0 you people! You give this interpetation for this Ayah, while this Ayah was only revealed 
about us, the people among the Ansar, when Allah made Islam mighty, and increased its supporters. 
Some of us secretly said to each other, outside of the presence of the Messenger of Allah # Our wealth 
has been ruined, and Allah has strengthened Islam, and increased its supporters, so if we tend to our 
wealth then what we lost of it shall be revitalized for us." So Allah, Blessed and Most High, revealed to 
His Prophet ®, rebuking what we said: 'And spend in the cause of Allah, and do not throw yourselves into 
destruction.' So the destruction was tending to the wealth and maintaining it.' Abu 
Ayyub did not cease traveling in Allah's cause, until he was buried in the land of the Romans." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 


«And complete the Hajj and ‘umrah for Allah. But if you are prevented, then [offer] what can be obtained 
with ease of sacrificial animals. And do not shave your heads until the sacrificial animal has reached its 
place of slaughter. And whoever among you is ill or has an ailment of the head [making shaving 
necessary must offer] a ransom of fasting [three days] or charity or sacrifice. And when you are secure, 
then whoever performs ‘umrah [during the Hajj months] followed by Hajj [offers] what can be obtained 
with ease of sacrificial animals. And whoever cannot find [or afford such an animal] - then a fast of three 
days during Hajj and of seven when you have returned [home]. Those are ten complete [days]. This is for 


those whose family is not in the area of al-Masjid al-Haram. And fear Allah and know that Allah is severe 
in penalty(19 


(20). 2973. Mujahid narrated that Ka'b bin 'Ujrah said: "By the One in Whose Hand is my soul! This Ayah 
was revealed refering to my case: 'And whosovever of you is ill or has an ailment on his scalp 
(necessitating shaving) he must pay a Fidyah of either fasting, or giving charity, or a sacrifice. "AL 

He said: "We were with the Messenger of Allah @ at Al-Hudaibiyyah and we were in a 
state of Ihram. The idolaters had held us back, and I had a good deal of hair, and the lice were falling on 
my face. The Prophet * passed by me and said: 'The lice on your head are bothering you?" He said: "I 
said: 'Yes.' He said: Then shave.' And this Ayah was revealed." 
Mujahid said: "The fasting is for three days, the feeding is six needy people, and the sacrifice is a sheep or 
more."(Sahih) 
(Another chain) from 'Abdur-Rahman bin Abi Laila, from Ka'b bin 'Ujrah from the Prophet @ with 
similar. Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. - 
(Another chain) from 'Abdullah bin Ma qil as well, from Ka'b bin 'Ujrah from the Prophet * with similar 
to this. 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 
‘Abdur-Rahrnan bin Al-Asbahani reported [similar to this] from 'Abdullah bin Ma'qil. 
Comments: It is proven from this Hadith, if the head has to be shaved due to a reason, in the state of 
Ihram, then the expiation has to be carried out, which is: fasting for three days or feeding six poor 
persons, or to sacrifice a goat. The person carrying out the expiation has the choice to choose any of the 
three. 


Narrated Abu Musa: 

The Prophet “ sent me to some people in Yemen and when I returned, I found him at Al-Batha. He asked 
me, "With what intention have you assumed Ihram (1.e. for Hajj or for Umra or for both?") I replied, "I 
have assumed Ihram with an intention like that of the Prophet #." He asked, "Have you a Hadi with you?" 
I replied in the negative. He ordered me to perform Tawaf round the Ka'ba and between Safa and Marwa 
and then to finish my Ihram. I did so and went to a woman from my tribe who combed my hair or washed 
my head. Then, when Umar came (i.e. became Caliph) he said, "If we follow Allah's Book, it orders us to 
complete Hajj and Umra; as Allah says: And if we 
follow the tradition of the Prophet who did not finish his Ihram till he sacrificed his Hadi." 


Narrated Ka'b bin 'Ujra: 
Allah's Apostle # stood beside me at Al-Hudaibiya and the lice were falling from my head in great 


number. He asked me, "Have your lice troubled you?" I replied in the affirmative. He ordered me to get 
my head shaved. Kab added, "This Holy Verse:~ (Aili ani OF Yous il OF ia ailing inthis sealp 
etc. was revealed regarding me. "The Prophet “ then ordered me either to fast three days, or to 


feed six poor persons with one Faraq (three Sas) (of dates), or to slaughter a sheep, etc (sacrifice) 
whatever was available. 


Narrated Ka'b bin Ujra: 


We were in the company of Allah's Apostle # at Al-Hudaibiya in the state of Ihram and the pagans did 

not allow us to proceed (to the Ka'ba). I had thick hair and lice started falling on my face. The Prophet 
passed by me and said, "Are the lice of your head troubling you?" I replied, Yes." (The sub-narrator 
added, "Then the following Divine Verse was revealed:-- 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin Maqal: 

I sat with Ka'b bin Ujra in this mosque, i.e. Kufa Mosque, and asked him about the meaning of:--"Pay a 
He said, "I was taken to the Prophet “ while lice 

were falling on my face. The Prophet * said, 'I did not think that your trouble reached to such an extent. 

Can you afford to slaughter a sheep (as a ransom for shaving your head)?" I said, 'No.' He said, 'Then fast 

for three days, or feed six poor persons by giving half a Sa of food for each and shave your head." So the 

above Verse was revealed especially for me and generally for all of you." 


2739. It was narrated that Abu Musa said: "I came to the Messenger of Allah when he was in Al-Batha’, 
and he said: 'For what have you entered Irham? I said: 'I have entered Irham for that for which the Prophet 
= had entered Irham.' He said: 'Have you brought a Hadi (sacrificial animal)?" I said: 'No.' He said: 'Then 
circumambulate the House and (perform Sa'i) between As-Safa and Al-Marwah, then exit Ihram.' So I 
circumambulated the House and (performed Sa'l) between As-Safa and Al-Marwah, then went to a 
woman of my people and she combed and washed my hair. I used to issue Fatwas to the people based on 
that, during the Khilafat of Abu Bakr and 'Umar. Then one day during Hajj season a man came to me and 
said: "You do not know what the , Commander of the Believers has introduced concerning the rites. I said: 
O people, whoever heard our Fatwa, let him not rush to follow it, for the Commander of the Believers is 
coming to you, and you should follow him. When he came, I said: O Commander of the Believers! What 
is this that you have introduced concerning the rites? He said: If we follow the Book of Allah, then Allah, 
the Mighty and Sublime, says: 'And complete the Hajj and 'Umrah for Allah." ."[ Al-Bagarah 2:196]” 
And if we follow the Sunnah of our Prophet #, then our Prophet * did not exit Jaram until he had 
slaughtered the Hadi (sacrificial animal)."" (Sahih) 

Comments: The noble Prophet “ had sent Abu Musa to Yemen, because he belonged to Yemen, or he 
was a Yemenite. He then arrived from Yemen to Makkah, upon being informed about the Farewell 
Pilgrimage.

«Hajj is [during] well-known months, so whoever has made Hajj obligatory upon himself therein [by 
entering the state of ihram], there is [to be for him] no sexual relations and no disobedience and no 
disputing during Hajj. And whatever good you do - Allah knows it. And take provisions, but indeed, the 

best provision is fear of Allah. And fear Me, O you of understanding(197)» 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 


The people of Yemen used to come for Hajj and used not to bring enough provisions with them and used 


to say that they depend on Allah. On their arrival in Medina they used to beg the people, and so Allah

Yahya related to me from Malik from Hisham ibn Urwa that Abdullah ibn az-Zubayr 
used to say, "Know that the whole of Arafa is a standing-place except for the 

middle of Urana, and that the whole of Muzdalifa is a standing-place except for the 
middle of Muhassir." Malik said, "Allah, the Blessed and Exalted says, 


He added, 
"Rafath is sexual relations with women, and Allah knows best. Allah, the Blessed 
and Exalted says, 'Rafath with your women is permitted to you on the night of the 
fast.’ (Sura 2 ayat 197). Fusugq are sacrifices made to idols, and Allah knows best. 
Allah, the Blessed and Exalted, says, 'Or a fisq offered up to other than Allah.’ 
(Sura 2 ayat 197) Jidal (arguing) during the hajj refers to when the Quraysh used 
to stand near the mashar al-haram at Quzah in Muzdalifa, while the Arabs and 
others would stand at Arafa, and they would argue about who was the more 
correct. Allah, the Blessed and Exalted, says, 


This is what jidal refers to in our opinion, and Allah knows best. 
This I have heard from the people of knowledge." 


811. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Whoever performs Hajj for Allah, and 
he does not have sexual relations' nor commit any sin, then his previous sins will 
be forgiven." (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Abu Hurairah is a Hasan Sahih Hadith. Abu Hazim (one of the narrators) 
is from Al-Kufah, and he is Al-Ashja'i. His name is Salman, and he is the freed slave of 'Azzah AlI- 
Ashyja'iyah. 

Comments: It is a unanimously ‘agreed upon' narration of Abu Hurairah that a person who performs Hajj 
for Allah it and during the Hajj does not perform any sexual activity nor commit any sin, and obeys 
Allah's Orders, good news of Allah's blessings are given to him that all his previous sins are forgiven and 
he returns home free from all sins as on the day he was born. 


«There is no blame upon you for seeking bounty from your Lord [during Hajj]. But when you depart from 
‘Arafat, remember Allah at al- Mash'ar al-Haram. And remember Him, as He has guided you, for indeed, 
you were before that among those astray(198)» 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 
'Ukaz, Majanna and Dhul-Majaz were market-places in the Pre-lslamic period of ignorance. When Islam 
came, Muslims felt that marketing there might be a sin. So, the Divine Inspiration came: 

Ibn 'Abbas recited the 
Verse in this way. 


Narrated Ibn' Abbas : 

Dhul-Majaz and 'Ukaz were the markets of the people during the pre-Islamic period of ignorance. When 
the people embraced Islam, they disliked to do bargaining there till the following Holy Verses were 
revealed:-- 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 

'Ukaz, Majanna and Dhul-Majaz were markets in the Pre-lslamic period. When the people embraced 
Islam they considered it a sin to trade there. So, the following Holy Verse came:-- 

Ibn 'Abbas recited it like 


this. 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 
"'Ukaz, Mijanna and Dhul-Majaz were markets during the Pre-islamic Period. They (i.e. Muslims) 
considered it a sin to trade there during the Hajj time (i.e. season), so this Verse was revealed:-- "There is 


«Then depart from the place from where [all] the people depart and ask forgiveness of Allah. Indeed, 
Allah is Forgiving and Merciful(199)» 


Narrated 'Urwa: 

During the pre-Islamic period of Ignorance, the people used to perform Tawaf of the Ka'ba naked except 
the Hums; and the Hums were Quraish and their offspring. The Hums used to give clothes to the men 
who would perform the Tawaf wearing them; and women (of the Hums) used to give clothes to the 
women who would perform the Tawaf wearing them. Those to whom the Hums did not give clothes 
would perform Tawaf round the Ka'ba naked. Most of the people used to go away (disperse) directly from 
‘Arafat but they (Hums) used to depart after staying at Al-Muzdalifa. 'Urwa added, "My father narrated 


that 'Aisha had said, 'The following verses were revealed about the Hums: Then depart from the place 
aa SuSE "Urwa added, "They (the Hums) used to stay at Al-Muzdalifa and 


used to depart from there (to Mina) and so they were sent to 'Arafat (by Allah's order)."

Narrated 'Aisha: 
The Quraish people and those who embraced their religion, used to stay at Muzdalifa and used to call 


themselves Al-Hums, while the rest of the Arabs used to stay at 'Arafat. When Islam came, Allah ordered 
His Prophet to go to 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 

A man who wants to perform the Hajj (from Mecca) can perform the Tawaf around the Ka'ba as long as 
he is not in the state of Ihram till he assumes the Ihram for Hajj. Then, if he rides and proceeds to ‘Arafat, 
he should take a Hadi (i.e. animal for sacrifice), either a camel or a cow or a sheep, whatever he can 
afford; but if he cannot afford it, he should fast for three days during the Hajj before the day of ‘Arafat, 
but if the third day of his fasting happens to be the day of 'Arafat (i.e. 9th of Dhul-Hijja) then it is no sin 
for him (to fast on it). Then he should proceed to 'Arafat and stay there from the time of the 'Asr prayer 
till darkness falls. Then the pilgrims should proceed from 'Arafat, and when they have departed from it, 
they reach Jam' (i.e. Al-Muzdalifa) where they ask Allah to help them to be righteous and dutiful to Him, 
and there they remember Allah greatly or say Takbir (i.e. Allah is Greater) and Tahlil (i.e. None has the 
right to be worshipped but Allah) repeatedly before dawn breaks. Then, after offering the morning (Fajr) 
rayer you should pass on (to Mina) for the people used to do so and Allah said:-- 

“he pa hace wea Then you should go on doing so till you throw pebbles over the 


Jamra. 


884. 'Aishah narrated: "The Quraish and those who followed their religion and they were called A/-Hums 
[The tribe of Quraish, their offspring and allies were called Hums. This word implies enthusiasm and 
strictness.] - would stand at Al-Muzdalifah, and they would say: 'We are the people of Allah.' The others 
would stand at 'Arafat, so Allah the Mighty and Sublime revealed: Then depart from where the people 
depart." [4J-Bagarah 2:199] (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

(He said:) The meaning of this Hadith is that the people of Makkah would [not leave the Haram (sacred 
precincts of Makkah), and 'Arafat was outside the Haram. The people of Makkah would] stand at Al- 
Muzdalifah and say, "We are Allah's people" meaning living in the sanctuary of Allah. As for those who 
were not from the people of Makkah, they would stand at 'Arafat. So Allah Most High revealed: Then 
depart from where the people depart. And A/-Hums are the people of the Haram. 

Comments: The word "Hums" is plural of "Ahmas" and it means brave. Here it means steadfast in the 
matter of faith. The Quraish were the people of Makkah and lived within the bounds of the Haram. They 
deemed themselves very steadfast in matters of faith. Allah rebuked this and commanded them to stay in 
‘Arafat. Staying in 'Arafat is the most important segment of Hajj and it must be performed otherwise there 
is no Hajj and there is no compensation for it. The stay in 'Arafat starts from the time the sun begins 
descending on the 9th of Dhul-Hijjah up to the morning of the 10th of Dhul-Hijjah. Anybody who reaches 
‘Arafat during this time, his Hajj is established, and who does not reach 'Arafat in this specified period his 
Hajj is not established. He has to complete 'Umrah and come out of [hram. 

According to Imam Ahmad, the stay in 'Arafat is from the morning of the 9th of Dhul-Hijjah up to the 
morning of 10th Dhul-Hijjah. (A/-Mughni v. 5. p.274) 


3015. It was narrated that 'Aishah said: "The Quraish used to stand in Al-Muzdalifah and they called 
themselves Al-Hums, and the rest of the 'Arabs stood in 'Arafat. Then Allah. Blessed and Most High, 
commanded His Prophet * to stand in 'Arafat, and then move on from there. Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, revealed: “Then depart from the place whence all the people depart. "| Al-Bagarah 2:199] ‘i 
(Sahih) 

Comments: The Quraish considered themselves distinctly superior than other Arabs, because they were 
the Custodians of the Ka'bah. The Ka'bah was also called Hamsa. On account of this relationship, they 
used to call themselves Hums, meaning we are the people of the Ka'bah, and we would, therefore, not go 
forth from the Ka'bah during Hajj. (Hums lexically denotes a pious man, who carefully abstains from 


unlawful things, while Hamsa (Al-Hamsa) which is the Ka'bah, is so called because its stones are white 
inclining to blackness - Lane Vol. 1, p. 643). 


«But among them is he who says, "Our Lord, give us in this world [that which is] good and in the 
Hereafter [that which is] good and protect us from the punishment of the Fire."(201)» 


Narrated Anas : 


The Prophet # used to say, 


«And remember Allah during [specific] numbered days. Then whoever hastens [his departure] in two 
days - there is no sin upon him; and whoever delays [until the third] - there is no sin upon him - for him 
who fears Allah. And fear Allah and know that unto Him you will be gathered(203)» [Al-Bagara: 203) 


(22). 2975. 'Abdur-Rahman bin Ya'mar narrated that the Messenger of Allah % said: "The Hajj is ‘Arafat, 
the Hajj is ‘Arafat, the Hajj is ‘Arafat. The days of Mina are three: But whoever hastens to leave in two 
days, there is no sin on him [Al-Bagarah 2:203] , and whoever stays on, there is no sin on him And 
whoever sees (attends) 'Arafah before the rising of Fajr, then he has performed the Hajj." Ibn Abi 'Umar 
said: "Sufyan bin 'Uyainah said: 'This is the best Hadith that Ath-Thawri reported." 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith Hasan Sahih. Shu'bah also reported it from Bukair bin Ata, and we do not 
know of it except as a narration of Bukair bin ‘Ata’. 

Comments: This Hadith proves that if a pilgrim does not arrive at the valley of 'Arafah before the dawn 
of the 10th of Dhul-Hijjah, his Hajj will be invalid. The stay at Mina after the /0th of Dhul-Hijjah is three 
days. If a person stays at Mina for the 11th and 12th of Dhul-Hijjah, and leaves after two days without 
staying on the 13 th for stoning the Jamarat, his Hajj will have no disruption, though staying until the 
13th is better. 


«And when he goes away, he strives throughout the land to cause corruption therein and destroy crops 
and animals. And Allah does not like corruption(205)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had asked Ibn Shihab about the word of 
Allah, the Majestic, the Mi 


Ibn Shihab said, "Umar ibn al-Khattab used to recite, 'When the call is 
made for the prayer on the day of jumu’a, go to the remembrance of Allah.’ “Malik 
said, "Making haste in the Book of Allah is only deed and action. Allah the Blessed, 
the Exalted, says 


and He, the Exalted, said, 'and as for the one who comes to you acting with fear’ 
(Sura 80 ayat 8), and He said, 'then he turned his back, and acted' (Sura 79 ayat 
22),and He said, 'Your deeds are diverse’ " (Sura 92 ayat 4). Malik said, "Thus 
making haste which Allah mentions in His Book is not running on the feet or 
exertion. It only means deed and actions."

«Or do you think that you will enter Paradise while such [trial] has not yet come to you as came to those 
who passed on before you? They were touched by poverty and hardship and were shaken until [even 
their] messenger and those who believed with him said, "When is the help of Allah?" Unquestionably, the 
help of Allah is near(214)» [Al-Bagara: 214] 


Narrated 'Aisha : 

The Prophet * said, "The most hated man in the Sight of Allah is the one who is the most quarrelsome." 
Narrated 'Aisha: The Prophet * said, "Or do you think that you shall enter Paradise without such (trials) 
as came to those who passed away before you?" (2.214) 


Narrated Ibn Abu Mulaika: 


Ibn 'Abbas recited: "(Respite will be granted) until when the Apostles gave up hope (of their people) and 
thought that they were denied (by their people). There came to them Our Help ...." (12.110) reading 
Kudhibu without doubling the sound 'dh', and that was what he understood of the Verse. Then he went on 
reciting: "..even the Apostle and those who believed along with him said: When (will come) Allah's Help? 
Yes, verily, Allah's Help is near." (2.214). Then I met 'Urwa bin Az-Zubair and I mentioned that to him. 
He said, "Aisha said, 'Allah forbid! By Allah, Allah never promised His Apostle anything but he knew 
that it would certainly happen before he died. But trials were continuously presented before the Apostles 
till they were afraid that their followers would accuse them of telling lies. So I used to recite:-- "Till they 
(come to) think that they were treated as liars." reading 'Kudh-dhibu with double 'dh.'

«They ask you about wine and gambling. Say, "In them is great sin and [yet, some] benefit for people. 
But their sin is greater than their benefit." And they ask you what they should spend. Say, "The excess 
[beyond needs]." Thus Allah makes clear to you the verses [of revelation] that you might give 
thought(219)» [Al-Bagara: 219] 


(8). 3049. 'Amr bin Shurahbil [Abu Maisarah] narrated, from 'Umar bin Al-Khattab, that he said: 

"0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the Ayah) in Al-Bagarah was 
revealed: They ask you concerning Khamr and gambling. Say: "In them is a great sin." [Al-Baqarah 
2:219] So 'Umar was called, and it was recited to him, so he said: "0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning 
Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the '0 Ayah) in An-Nisa' was revealed: you who believe! Approach 
not As-Salat while you are in a drunken state.'[ An-Nisa' 4:43] So 'Umar was called and it was recited to 


him, so he said: "0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the Ayah) in 
was revealed: Shaitan only wants to excite enmity and hatred between you with Khamr and 

gambling...’ up to His saying: 'So will you not then abstain." {AL-Ma'idah 5:91} So 'Umar was called and 

it was recited to him, so he said: 'We abstained, we abstained." (Da‘if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] [This Hadith] was reported from Isra'il in Mursal form. 

Comments: This Hadith tells that the prohibition of intoxicants was revealed gradually. It has been 

declared clearly in Siirat Al-Ma ‘idah that the ill-effects and evil consequences of intoxicants and 

gambling have become clear to you at various occasions, incidents and from various aspects. Would you 

still not avoid those!? Is there still any shadow of doubt remaining!? 


«To this world and the Hereafter. And they ask you about orphans. Say, "Improvement for them is best. 

And if you mix your affairs with theirs - they are your brothers. And Allah knows the corrupter from the 

amender. And if Allah had willed, He could have put you in difficulty. Indeed, Allah is Exalted in Might 
and Wise(220)» 


3699. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "When these Verses were revealed - 'And come not near 

to the orphan's property, except to improve it, (AL-An'am 6:152] and 'Verily, those who unjustly eat up 
the property of orphans'[An-Nisa’ 4:10] -the people avoided the property and food of the orphans.That 
caused hardship to the Muslims and they complained about that to the Prophet # Then Allah revealed: 
‘And they ask you concerning orphans. Say: The best thing is to work honestly in their property, and if 
you mix your affairs with theirs, then they are your brothers. And Allah knows him who means mischief 
(e.g. to swallow their property) from him who means EAE ESrO AO] (e.g. to save their property). And if Allah had 
wished, He could have put you into difficulties"[Al-Bagarah 2:220] (Daif) 


«And they ask you about menstruation. Say, "It is harm, so keep away from wives during 
menstruation. And do not approach them until they are pure. And when they have purified 
themselves, then come to them from where Allah has ordained for you. Indeed, Allah loves 
those who are constantly repentant and loves those who purify themselves."(222 


Thabit narrated it from Anas: Among the Jews, when a woman menstruated, they did not dine 
with her, nor did they live with them in their houses; so the Companions of the Apostle @ (may 
peace be upon him) asked The Apostle (may peace be upon him), and Allah, the Exalted 
revealed 

The Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon 
him) said: Do everything except intercourse. The Jews heard of that and said: This man does 
not want to leave anything we do without opposing us in it. Usaid b. Hudair and Abbad b. Bishr 
came and said: Messenger of Allah *, the Jews say such and such thing. We should not have, 
therefore, any contact with them (as the Jews do). The face of the Messenger of Allah (way 
peace be upon him) underwent such a change that we thought he was angry with them, but 
when they went out, they happened to receive a gift of milk which was sent to the Apostle of 


Allah # (may peace be upon him). He (the Holy Prophet *) called for them and gave them drink, 
whereby they knew that he was not angry with them. 


(24). 2977, Anas said: "When the women among the Jews menstruated, they would not eat with them,, 
nor drink with them, nor mingle with them in their homes. The Prophet * was asked about that so Allah 
Blessed and Most High, revealed: 'They ask you about mensturation. Say: It is a Adha (harmful matter).' 
So the Messenger of Allah * told them -' to eat with them, drink with them and to 
remain in the houses with them, and to do everything besides intercourse with them. The Jews said: He 
does not want to leave any matter of ours without opposing us in it." He said: "Then 'Abbad bin Bishr and 
Usaid bin Hulair came to the Messenger of Allah “ to inform him about that.They said: '0 Messenger of 
Allah! # Should we not (then) have intercourse with them during their menstruation?’ The face of the 
Messenger of Allah changed color, until they thought that he was angry with them. So they left, and 
afterwards the Prophet # was given some milk as a gift, so he sent some of it to them to drink. 
Then they knew that he was not angry with them." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


369. It was narrated that Anas said: "When one of their women folk menstruated, the Jews would not eat 
or drink with them, or mix with them in their houses. They (the Companions) asked the Prophet of Allah 
== about that, and Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, revealed the ayah: They ask you concerning 


menstruation. Say: "That is an Adha (a harmful thin So the Messenger of Allah % 
commanded them to eat and drink with them (menstruating women) and to mix with them in their 
houses, and to do everything with them except intercourse. The Jews said: 'The Messenger of Allah #¥ 
does not leave anything of our affairs except he goes against it.'Usaid bin Hudair and 'Abbad bin Bishr 
went and told the Messenger of Allah #fand they said: 'Should we have intercourse with them when 
they are menstruating?’ The expression of the Messenger of Allah #¥changed greatly until we thought 
that he was angry with them, and they left. Then the Messenger of Allah #¥received a gift of milk, so 
he sent someone to bring them back and he gave them some to drink so we knew that he was not angry 
with them." (Sahih) 


«Y our wives are a place of sowing of seed for you, so come to your place of cultivation however you 
wish and put forth [righteousness] for yourselves. And fear Allah and know that you will meet Him. And 
give good tidings to the believers(223)» 


Narrated Jabir: 
Jews used to say: "If one has sexual intercourse with his wife from the back, then she will deliver a 
squint-eyed child." So this Verse was revealed:-- 


(25). 2978. (Another chain) with similar in meaning. (Another chain) from Jabir who said: "The Jews 
would say: 'Whoever goes into his wife's vagina from behind her, then his child will be cross-eyed.' So 
Allah revealed: Your wives are a tilth for you, so go toyour tilth when or how you will." 
2:223] (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The wife of a person is a means of having children, the place of sowing the seed (for 
children) is a woman's vagina, her front private part. So this is the intended place for intercourse, but no 
form and style is specified for it. Sexual intercourse may be made making her lie on her back, and may be 
from behind, but nevertheless the place of entering for intercourse is particular, which is only the vagina. 
(27). 2980. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "Umar came to the Messenger of Allah * and said: '0 Messenger of 
Allah ! I am ruined!" He said: "Why are you ruined?’ He said: 'I turned my mount during the night.[ 
Meaning that he went into his wife from behind her] He said: "So the Messenger of Allah * did not say 
anything in reply to him. Then Allah revealed this Ayah to the Messenger of Allah ®: 'Your wives are a 
tilth for you, so go to your tilth when or how you wiil.' [Al-Bagarah 2:223] From the front the back 
avoiding the anus, and menstuation (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, Ya'qub bin ‘Abdullah Al-Asha'ri (a narrator in the chain) 
is Ya'qub Al-Qummi. 

Comments: This Hadith proves that having intercourse from the behind through the vagina and from the 
front is allowed, but doing so in the back side (anus) is unlawful. 


«Allah does not impose blame upon you for what is unintentional in your oaths, but He imposes 
blame upon you for what your hearts have earned. And Allah is Forgiving and Forbearing(225)» 


Narrated 'Aisha: 
Regarding: 
Verse was revealed concerning such oath formulas as: 'No, by Allah!' and 'Yes, by Allah!' something

«Divorced women remain in waiting for three periods, and it is not lawful for them to conceal what Allah 
has created in their wombs if they believe in Allah and the Last Day.

And due to the wives is similar to what is 
expected of them, according to what is reasonable. But the men have a degree over them [in responsibility

3584. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas, regarding Allah's saying: "Whatever a Verse do We abrogate or 
cause to be forgotten, We bring a better one or similar to it." ™" and "And when We 
change a Verse in place of another and Allah knows best what He sends down" and 


"Allah blots out what He wills and confirms (what He wills). And with Him is the Mother of the book." 

The first thing that was abrogated in the Qur‘an was the Qiblah. And He said: "And 
divorced women shall wait (as regards their marriage) for three menstrual periods, and it is not lawful for 
them to conceal what Allah has created in their wombs, if they believe in A//ah and the Last Day." "And 
their husbands have better right to take them back in that period, if they wish for reconciliation. [AL 

that is because when a man divorced his wife, he had more right to take her back, even if 
he had divorced her three times. Then (Allah) abrogated that and said: "The divorce is twice, after that, 
either you retain her on reasonable terms or release her with kindness." ( Hasan) 
Comments: The return of a woman who is in her waiting period from an unfinalized, non-threefold 
divorce to the state of marriage is possible twice only. After the pronouncement of the third divorce, the 
woman becomes unlawful: neither returning (taking back) nor remarriage. This is an agreed upon issue. 


«Divorce is twice. Then, either keep [her] in an acceptable manner or release [her] with good treatment. 
And it is not lawful for you to take anything of what you have given them unless both fear that they will 
not be able to keep [within] the limits of Allah. But if you fear that they will not keep [within] the limits 
of Allah, then there is no blame upon either of them concerning that by which she ransoms herself. These 
are the limits of Allah, so do not transgress them. And whoever transgresses the limits of Allah - it is 
those who are the wrongdoers(229)» 


1192. Hisham bin 'Urwah narrated from his father, from 'Aishah that she said: "The people were such that 
a man would divorce his wife when he wanted to divorce her, and she remained his wife when he wanted 
to take her back while she was in her 'Tddah, and he could divorce a hundred times, or even more, such 
that a man could say to his wife: "By Allah! I will neither divorce you irrevocably, nor give you residence 
ever!' She would say: 'And how is that?’ He would say: 'I will divorce you, and whenever your Tddah is 
just about to end I will take you back. So a woman went to 'Aishah to inform her about that, and 'Aishah 
was silent until the Prophet “ came. So she told him and the Prophet was silent, until the Qur'an was 
revealed: Divorce is two times, after that, retain her on reasonable terms or release her with kindness 

So 'Aishah said: "So the people could carry on with divorce in the future, 
(knowing) who was divorced, and who was not divorced." (Hasan) 


(Another chain) from Hisham bin 'Urwah from his father and it is similar to this Hadith in meaning, but 
he did not mention in it: "From 'Aishah." 

(Abu 'Eisa said:) This is more correct than the (previous) narration of Ya'la bin Shabib. 

Comments: In the period of Jahiliyyah people used to divorce their wives, and before the expiry of the 
probationary period (‘7ddah) they would take them back. There was no limit to this way of conduct. The 
husband could divorce his wife as many times as he wanted and take them back within the expiry of 
‘Iddah and she would remain his wife. Islamic Divine Law (Shari'ah) imposed a limit to it. "Divorce is 
two times; after that retains her on reasonable terms of release her with kindness." According to Shah 
Waliullah excessive use of the right of divorce and giving little importance to its consequences causes 
many evils and miseries in the society. 


Allah, Blessed and Most High, says: And it is not lawful for you (men) to take back (from your wives) 
any of your (bridal-money) which you have given them, except when both parties fear that they would be 
unable to keep the limits ordained by A//ah. Then if you fear that they would not be able to keep the limits 
ordained by Allah, then there is no sin on either of them for what they give back. 

This writ was written by so and so, the daughter of so and so, who is in good health and in full control of 
her wealth, to so and so the son of so and so the son of so and so. I was a wife to you, and you came in to 
me, and consummated the marriage with me. Then I did not like your company, and I wanted to leave 
you, without your having done any harm to me, nor having withheld any of my rights. I asked you, when 
we feared that we would not be able to keep the limits ordained by Allah, to free me (Khul') and to 
divorce me irrevocably in return for all my Sadag (Mahr) that is due from you to me, which is such-and- 
such a number of Dirhams, non-counterfeit, and such-and-such a number of Dirhams, non-counterfeit, 
that J gave you in addition to that, apart from my Sadagq. You did what I asked of you, and you gave me 
an irrevocable divorce in return for what was left of only Sadaq, as stated in this writ, and in return for the 
additional Dirhams as stated. J accepted that from you verbally when we were talking about it, and in 
response to what you said before we finished our discussion, and departed. I gave you all the Dirhams 
mentioned in this contract in return for which you granted me Khul: except for my Sadag. Thus I became 
irrevocably divorced from you, and now | am in control of my own affairs, based on this Khul' which is 
described in this contract. Thus you have no control over me, you cannot make demands of me, and you 
cannot take me back. I have taken from you all that is due to a woman like me at the time of !ddah, and I 
took all that I need in full, which a woman like me would to take from a husband like you. Neither of us 
has any further rights, nor claims over the other. If any one of use makes any claim on the other, this 
claim is totally and utterly false, and the one against whom the claim is made is innocent, and has nothing 
to do with this claim. Each one of us accepts everything that the other party offers, and all that the other 
party relieves him of, as described in the contract, verbally when we were talking about it, and before we 
spoke of anything, or parted from our meeting that took place. Signed by so and so (the wife) and so and 
so (the husband). 

Comments: According to the dominant majority of the people of knowledge, a husband cannot take 
anything away from his wife, except for the dower, in the event of Khul' as has been explicitly mentioned 
in the noble Verse of the Qur'an. 


«And when you divorce women and they have [nearly] fulfilled their term, either retain them according to 
acceptable terms or release them according to acceptable terms, and do not keep them, intending harm, to 
transgress [against them]. And whoever does that has certainly wronged himself. And do not take the 


verses of Allah in jest. And remember the favor of Allah upon you and what has been revealed to you of 
the Book and wisdom by which He instructs you. And fear Allah and know that Allah is Knowing of all 
things(23 1)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Thawr ibn Zayd ad-Dili that Allah, the Blessed, 
the Exalted, sent down about a man who divorced his wife and then returned to her 
while he had no need of her and did not mean to keep her so as to make the idda 
period long for her by that in order to do her harm, 


Allah 
warns them by that ayat. 


«And when you divorce women and they have fulfilled their term, do not prevent them from remarrying 
their [former] husbands if they agree among themselves on an acceptable basis. That is instructed to 
whoever of you believes in Allah and the Last Day. That is better for you and purer, and Allah knows and 

you know not(232)» 


Narrated Al-Hasan: 

The sister of Ma'qal bin Yasar was divorced by her husband who left her till she had fulfilled her term of 
‘Tddat (i.e. the period which should elapse before she can Remarry) and then he wanted to remarry her but 
Maagal refused, so this Verse was revealed:-- 


Narrated Al-Hasan: 

Concerning the Verse: 'Do not prevent them! (2.232) Ma'qil bin Yasar told me that it was revealed in his 
connection. He said, "I married my sister to a man and he divorced her, and when her days of 'Idda (three 
menstrual periods) were over, the man came again and asked for her hand, but I said to him, 'I married her 
to you and made her your bed (your wife) and favored you with her, but you divorced her. Now you come 
to ask for her hand again? No, by Allah, she will never go back to you (again)!' That man was not a bad 
man and his wife wanted to go back to him. So Allah revealed this Verse 

So I said, 'Now I will do it (let her go back to him), O Allah's Apostle ®. “So he married her to him again. 


Narrated Al-Hasan: 

The sister of Ma'qil bin Yasar was married to a man and then that man divorced her and remained away 
from her till her period of the 'Iddah expired. Then he demanded for her hand in marriage, but Ma'qil got 
angry out of pride and haughtiness and said, "He kept away from her when he could still retain her, and 
now he demands her hand again?" So Ma'qil disagreed to remarry her to him. Then Allah revealed: 


So the Prophet # sent for Ma'qil and recited to him 
(Allah's order) and consequently Ma'qil gave up his pride and haughtiness and yielded to Allah's order. 


(28). 2981. Al-Hasan reported from Ma'qil bin Yasar that he married his sister to a man among the 
Muslims during the time of the Messenger of Allah #%. She remained with him as long as she did then he 
divorced her once without taking her back until her ‘ddah elasped, but they desired each other again. 
Then he proposed again. He (Ma'qil) said to him: "You ingrate! I honored you by marrying her to you, 
then you divorced her. By Allah! She will never be returned to you again.’ Allah knew of his need for her 
and her need for a husband, Allah, Blessed and Most High, revealed: And when you have divorced 


women and ass have fulfilled the term of their prescribed period...' up to His saying: '...and you do not 


know.’ So when Ma'qil heard that he said: 'I heard my Lord and obey.' Then he 
called for him and said: 'I marry you, and honor you." (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. It has been reported through other routes from Al-Hasan, and 
that is reported from Hasan is Gharib. And in this Hadith, there is proof that marriage is not allowed 
without a Wali, because Ma'qil bin Yasar's sister was not a virgin, so if the matter was up to her, not her 
Wali, then she could have married herself, and she would have had no need for Ma'qil bin Yasar to act as 
the Wali for her. And Allah only addressed the Wali in this Ayah, saying: Do not prevent them from 
marrying their (former) husbands. - so in this Ayah is the evidence that the authority is with the Wali in 
marrying (women) with their consent. 

Comments: In case of the marriage of a widow or divorced woman, the guardian and the woman both are 
commanded to decide the matter of marriage by mutual consent and agreement. None of the two parties is 
allowed to do so without the consent of the other party. That is why, sometimes the matter of marriage is 
referred to the guardians and sometimes to the women in order to make both participate and they should 
not look to ignore each other. 


«Mothers may breastfeed their children two complete years for whoever wishes to complete the nursing 
[period]. Upon the father is the mothers' provision and their clothing according to what is acceptable. No 
person is charged with more than his capacity. No mother should be harmed through her child, and no 
father through his child. And upon the [father's] heir is [a duty] like that [of the father]. And if they both 
desire weaning through mutual consent from both of them and consultation, there is no blame upon either 
of them. And if you wish to have your children nursed by a substitute, there is no blame upon you as long 
as you give payment according to what is acceptable. And fear Allah and know that Allah is Seeing of 

what you do(233)» 


Yahya said that he heard Malik say, "The best of what I have heard about the 
testament of a pregnant woman and about what settlements she is permitted in her 
property is that the pregnant woman is like the sick person. When the illness is 
light, and one does not fear for the sick person, he does with his property what he 
likes. If the illness is such that his life is feared for, he can only dispose of a third of 
his estate." He said, "It is the same with a woman who is pregnant. The beginning 
of pregnancy is good news and joy. It is not illness and no fear because Allah the 
Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 

And He said, 


"When a pregnant woman becomes heavy, she is only permitted to dispose of a 
third of her estate. The beginning of this restriction is after six months. Allah, the 


Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 
Sr And He said, 


‘When six months have passed for the pregnant woman from the day 
she conceived, she is only permitted to dispose of a third of her property." Yahya 
said that he heard Malik say, "A man who is advancing in the row for battle, can 
only dispose of a third of his property. He is in the same position as a pregnant 
woman or an ill person who is feared for, as long as he is in that situation." 


Malik related to me that he had heard that Uthman ibn Affan was brought a woman 
who had given birth after six months and he ordered her to be stoned. Ali ibn Abi 
Talib said to him, "She does not deserve that. Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, says 
in His Book, and he 


Pregnancy can then be six months, so 
she does not deserve to be stoned." Uthman ibn Affan sent for her and found that 
she had already been stoned. Malik related to me that he asked Ibn Shihab about 
someone who committed sodomy. Ibn Shihab said, "He is to be stoned, whether or 
not he is muhsan." 


«And those who are taken in death among you and leave wives behind - they, [the wives, shall] wait four 
months and ten [days]. And when they have fulfilled their term, then there is no blame upon you for what 
they do with themselves in an acceptable manner. And Allah is [fully] Acquainted with what you 

do(234)»» 


Narrated Mujahi: 
(Regarding the Verse):--

The widow, according to this Verse, was to spend this period of waiting with her husband's family, so 


Allah revealed: 


So Allah entitled the widow to be bequeathed extra maintenance for seven months and twenty nights, and 
that is the completion of one year. If she wished she could stay (in her husband's home) according to the 
will, and she could leave it if she wished, as Allah says: "..without turning them out, but if they leave (the 
residence), there is no blame on you." So the 'Idda (i.e. four months and ten days as it) is obligatory for 
her. 'Ata said: Ibn 'Abbas said, "This Verse, i.e. the Statement of Allah: "..without turning them out.." 
cancelled the obligation of staying for the waiting period in her dead husband's house, and she can 
complete this period wherever she likes." 'Ata' said: If she wished, she could complete her 'Idda by 
staying in her dead husband's residence according to the will or leave it according to Allah's Statement:-- 
"There is no blame on you for what they do with themselves." 'Ata' added: Later the regulations of 
inheritance came and abrogated the order of the dwelling of the widow (in her dead husband's house), so 


she could complete the 'Idda wherever she likes. And it was no longer necessary to provide her with a 
residence. Ibn 'Abbas said, "This Verse abrogated her (i.e. widow's) dwelling in her dead husband's house 
and she could complete the 'Idda (i.e. four months and ten days) wherever she liked, as Allah's Statement 
says:--"...without turning them out...” 


Narrated Muhammad bin Sirin: 

I sat in a gathering in which the chiefs of the Ansar were present, and Abdur-Rahman bin Abu Laila was 
amongst them. I mentioned the narration of 'Abdullah bin 'Utba regarding the question of Subai'a bint Al- 
Harith. Abdur-Rahman said, "But 'Abdullah's uncle used not to say so." I said, "I am too brave if I tell a 
lie concerning a person who is now in Al-Kufa," and I raised my voice. Then I went out and met Malik 
bin 'Amir or Malik bin 'Auf, and said, "What was the verdict of Ibn Mas'ud about the pregnant widow 
whose husband had died?" He replied, "Ibn Mas'ud said, 'Why do you impose on her the hard order and 
don't let her make use of the leave? The shorter Sura of women (i.e. Surat-at-Talaq) was revealed after the 
longer Sura (i.e. Surat-al-Baqara)." (i.e. Her 'Idda is up till she delivers.) 


1193. Al-Aswad narrated from Abu As-Sanabil bin Ba'kak who said: "Subai'ah delivered twenty-three or 
twenty-five days after her husband had died. So when she was ready (finished post-natal bleeding) she 
adorned herself for marriage, but she was rebuked for doing that, so it was mentioned to the Prophet # 
and he said: 'If she has done that then her time has come." (Hasan) 

(Another chain with a similar narration) (He said:) There is something on this topic from Umm Salamah. 
(Abu 'Eisa said:) The Hadith of Abu As-Sanabil is a well known Hadith that is Gharib from this route; we 
do not know of anything from Al-Aswad from Abu As-Sanabil. I heard Muhammad saying: "I do not 
know that Abu As-Sanabil lived after the Prophet %. This is acted upon according to most of the people 
of knowledge among the Companions of the Prophet * and others. It is lawful for the pregnant woman 
whose husband dies to seek marriage when she gives birth, even though her 'Iddah has not transpired. 
This is the view of Sufyan Ath-Thawri, Ash-Shafi'1, Ahmad, and Ishaq. Some of the people of knowledge 
among the Companions of the Prophet “ and others said that she remains in her 'Tddah until the end of 
the two terms [Meaning four months and ten days.] But the first view is more correct. 

Comments: Allah's Command about the woman whose husband has died are quite clear in Surat Al- 

"If any of you dies and leaves a widow behind; they shall wait concerning 
themselves four months and ten days when they have fulfilled their term." In this Verse it has not been 
mentioned about the widow left behind whether she is pregnant or not. It can be inferred that in both cases 
the period is four months and ten days. In it has been mentioned about the pregnant 
woman "For those who are pregnant their period is until they deliver their burden." 


3573. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas, with regard to Allah's saying: "And those of you who die and 
leave behind wives should bequeath for their wives a year's maintenance and residence without turning 
them out." This was abrogated by the Verse on inheritance, which allocated to her 
one-quarter or one-eighth. And the appointed time (‘Iddah) of one year was abrogated and replaced with 
the (‘Iddah) term of four months and ten days. (Hasan). 

3574. It was narrated from '[krimah with regard to the saying of Allah, the Mighty and Sublime: "And 
those of you who die and leave behind wives should bequeath for their wives a year's maintenance and 
residence without turning them out,".."[ Al-Bagarah 2:240] that he said: "This was abrogated by: 'And 


those of you who die and leave wives behind them, they (the wives) shall wait (as regards their marriage) 
for four months and ten days."","[ Al-Bagarah 2:234] (Sahih). 


«There is no blame upon you for that to which you [indirectly] allude concerning a proposal to women or 
for what you conceal within yourselves. Allah knows that you will have them in mind. But do not 
promise them secretly except for saying a proper saying. And do not determine to undertake a marriage 
contract until the decreed period reaches its end. And know that Allah knows what is within yourselves, 
so beware of Him. And know that Allah is Forgiving and Forbearing(235)» (Al-Bagara: 235] 


Narrated Zainab bint Salama: 

Umm Habiba said to Allah's Apostle "We have heard that you want to marry Durra bint Abu-Salama." 
Allah's Apostle # said, "Can she be married along with Umm Salama (her mother)? Even if I have not 
married Umm Salama, she would not be lawful for me to marry, for her father is my foster brother 


Ibn 'Abbas said, "Hint your intention of marrying’ is made by saying (to the 
widow) for example: "I want to marry, and I wish that Allah will make a righteous lady available for me.' 
" Al-Qasim said: One may say to the widow: 'I hold all respect for you, and I am interested in you; Allah 
will bring you much good, or something similar 'Ata said: One should hint his intention, and should not 
declare it openly. One may say: 'I have some need. Have good tidings. Praise be to Allah; you are fit to 
remarry.’ She (the widow) may say in reply: | am listening to what you say,' but she should not make a 
promise. Her guardian should not make a promise (to somebody to get her married to him) without her 
knowledge. But if, while still in the Iddat period, she makes a promise to marry somebody, and he 
ultimately marries her, they are not to be separated by divorce (i.e., the marriage is valid). 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Abd ar-Rahman ibn al-Qasim that his father 
said about the word of Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, 


that it referred to a man saying to a woman 
while she was still in her idda after the death of her husband, "You are dear to me, 
and I desire you, and Allah brings provision and blessing to you," and words such 
as these. 


«And if you divorce them before you have touched them and you have already specified for them an 
obligation, then [give] half of what you specified - unless they forego the right or the one in whose hand 
is the marriage contract foregoes it. And to forego it is nearer to righteousness. And do not forget 

graciousness between you. Indeed Allah, of whatever you do, is Seeing(237 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had heard that Umar ibn Abd al-Aziz during 
his khalifate, wrote to one of his governors, "Whatever a father, or guardian, who 
gives someone in marriage, makes a condition in the way of unreturnable gift or of 
favour, belongs to the woman if she wants it." Malik spoke about a woman whose 
father gave her in marriage and made an unreturnable gift a condition of the bride- 
price which was to be given. He said, "Whatever is given as a condition by which 
marriage occurs belongs to the woman if she wants it. If the husband parts from 
her before the marriage is consummated, the husband has half of the unreturnable 
gift by which the marriage occurred." Malik said about a man who married off his 
young son and the son had no wealth at all, that the bride-price was obliged of the 
father if the young man had no property on the day of marriage. If the young man 
did have property the bride-price was taken from his property unless the father 
stipulated that he would pay the bride-price. The marriage was affirmed for the son 
if he was a minor only if he was under the guardianship of his father. Malik said 
that if a man divorced his wife before he had consummated the marriage and she 
was a virgin, her father returned half of the bride-price to him. That half was 
permitted to the husband from the father to compensate him for his expenses. 
Malik said that that was because Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 


(He being the father of a virgin daughter or the master of a 
female slave.) Malik said, "That is what I have heard about the matter, and that is 
how things are done among us." Malik said that a jewish or christian woman who 
was married to a jew or christian and then became muslim before the marriage had 
been consummated, did not keep anything from the bride-price. Malik said, "I do 
not think that women should be married for less than a quarter of a dinar. That is 
the lowest amount for which cutting off the hand is obliged.” 


«Maintain with care the [obligatory] prayers and [in particular] the middle prayer and stand before Allah, 
devoutly obedient(238)» 


405. Zaid bin Arqam narrated: "We used to talk behind Allah's Messenger * during the Salat, a man 
among us would talk to his companions next to him until (the following) was revealed: And stand before 
Allah with obedience . SO we were ordered to be silent and prohibited from talking." 
(Sahih) 

[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from Ibn Mas'ud and Mu'awiyah bin Al-Hakam. 

Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Zaid bin Arqam is a Hasan Sahih Hadith. 

Most of the people act according to it, they say that when a man speaks in the Salat, purposefully or 
forgetfully, he is to repeat his Salat. It is the saying of Sufyan Ath-Thawri, Ibn Al-Mubarak,[and the 
people of Al-Kufah]. Some of them say that when one talks purposefully [in the Salat] he is to repeat the 
Salat, but if he does so forgetfully or out of ignorance then it is acceptable. This is the saying of Ash- 
Shafi'1. 


Narrated Zaid bin Argqam: 
In the life-time of the Prophet #8 we used to speak while praying, and one of us would tell his needs to 


his companions, till the verse, ‘Guard strictly your prayers (2.238) was revealed. After that we were 


ordered to remain silent while praying. 
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Narrated Zaid bin Argqam: 
We used to speak while in prayer. One of us used to speak to his brother (while in prayer) about his need, 
till the Verse was revealed:-- 


Then we were ordered not to speak in the prayers. 


Zaid b. Arqam reported: We used to talk while engaged in prayer and a person talked with a 
companion on his side in prayer till (this verse) was revealed:" 

and we were commanded to observe silence (in prayer) and were forbidden 
to speak. 


(29). 2982. Abii Ytinus, the freed slave of 'Aishah, said: "Aishah ordered me to write a Mushaf for her, 
and she said: 'When you get to this Ayah then tell me: Guard stricly (the five obligatory) prayers, and the 
middle Salat [Al-Bagarah 2:238] So when I reached it I told her and she dictated to me: 'Guard strictly 
(the five obligatory) prayers, and the middle Salat, and Salat Al- 'Asr. And stand before Allah with 
obedience.' She said: 'I heard that from the Messenger of Allah (Sahih) 

There is something on this topic from Hafsah. 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

(33). 2986. Zaid bin Arqam said: "During the time of the Messenger of Allah “, we would talk during 
Salat, so'And stand before Allah with obedience’ [Al-Bagarah 2:238] was revealed, ordering us to be 
silent." (Sahih)

Comments: The addition made by 'Ashah of Salatul-Asr is in fact the explanation of the term Salatul- 


Wusta - the mid-most prayer, which occurs in some Ahadith as mentioned by the Messenger of Allah % 
otherwise these are not the words of the Noble Qur'an. Salatul-Wusta denotes the excellent prayer. And 
according to authentic Ahadith, it is the Asr prayer. 


1220. It was narrated that Zaid bin Arqam said: "We used to speak to each other during the prayer, saying 
whatever was necessary, at the time of the Messenger of Allah # , until this verse was revealed: Guard 
strictly (five obligatory) As-Salawat (the prayers) especially the middle Salah (1.e. the best prayer Asr). 
And stand before Allah with obedience (and do not speak to others during the Salah (prayers)),/ Al- 


so we were commanded to be silent." (Sahih). 


«And those who are taken in death among you and leave wives behind - for their wives is a bequest:

‘Iddah wherever she likes. And Allah says: 'Without turning them out.' ‘Ata said: If she would, she could 
spend her period of the 'Iddah at her husband's house, and live there according to her (husband's) will and 
testament, and if she would, she could go out (of her husband's house) as Allah says: 

ta added: Then the Verses of inheritance were revealed 
and the order of residence (for the widow) was cancelled, and she could spend her period of the 'Iddah 
wherever she would like, and she was no longer entitled to be accommodated by her husband's family.

Some people did not hope for good, so a man would bring a cluster with pitless 
and hard dates, and a cluster with damaged dates, and hang it. So Allah, Blessed and Most High, revealed: 
0 you who believe! Spend of the good things which you have earned, and of that which We have 
produced from the earth for you, and do not aim at that which is bad to spend from it. 

2:267] ' They said: 'If one of you were given similar to what he gave, he would not take it except 
bashfully with your eyes closed.' So after that, one of us would bring the best that we had." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. Abu Malik is Al-Ghifari, and it is said that his name 
is Ghazwan. Sufyan Ath-Thawri reported something similar to this from As-Suddi. 


«Satan threatens you with poverty and orders you to immorality, while Allah promises you forgiveness 
from Him and bounty. And Allah is all-Encompassing and Knowing(268)» 


(36). 2988. 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud narrated that the Messenger of Allah said: "Indeed the Shaitdn has an 
effect on the son of Adam, and the angel also has an effect. As for the Shaitdn, it is by threatening evil 
repercussions and rejecting the truth. As for the effect of the angel, it is by his promise of a good end and 
believing in the turth. Whoever finds that, let him know that it is from Allah, and let him praise Allah for 
it. Whoever finds the other then let him seek regue with Allah from the Shaitan [the outcast] then recite: 
Shaitadn threatens you with poverty and orders you to commit Fahisha'." (Daif) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. It is a narration of Abii Al-Ahwas, we do not know 
of it being Marfu' except through the narration of Abu Al-Ahwas. 

Comments: This Hadith informs that Satan creates illusions of fear, of poverty and starvation for a 
person in case of spending in the path of good, but urges for spending on the causes of evil and 
immorality. Therefore a person needs to be cautious and mindful of satanic whispering and illusions. 


«(Charity is] for the poor who have been restricted for the cause of Allah, unable to move about in the 
land. An ignorant [person] would think them self-sufficient because of their restraint, but you will know 


them by their [characteristic] sign. They do not ask people persistently [or at all]. And whatever you 
spend of good - indeed, Allah is Knowing of it(273)» [AL Bagara: 273) 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 
The Prophet * said, "The poor person is not the one for whom a date or two or a morsel or two (of food) 
is sufficient but the poor person is he who does not (beg or) ask the people (for something) or show his 


poverty at all. Recite if you wish, (Allah's Statement): "They do not beg of people at all." (2.273) 


Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as saying: Miskin is not he 


who is dismissed with one or two dates, and with one morsel or two morsels. (In fact) miskin is 
he who abstains ee begging). Read if you so desire (the oso SN SFEEaEESAaSA 


This hadith has been narrated through another chain of transmitters

662. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Indeed Allah accepts charity, and He 
accepts it with His Right (Hand) to nurture it for one of you, just like one of you would nurture his foal, 
until the bite (of food) becomes as large as Uhud." The Book of Allah, the Mighty and Sublime testifies to 
that: 'He accepts repentance from His worshippers, and accepts charity.’ 

And: 'Allah will destroy Riba and will give increase for charity.’ 

(Abu 'Eisa) said: This Hadith is (Hasan) Sahih. 

It has been reported from 'Aishah from the Prophet “ similarly. More than one of the people of 
knowledge have spoken about this Hadith, and the narrations that resemble it about the Attributes and the 
Descent of the Lord, Blessed and Most High, every night to the lowest Heaven. They said: "The 
narrations about these are affirmed and should be believed in without misinterpreting them nor saying 
‘how'." It has been reported like this from Malik (bin Anas), Suf'an bin 'Uyainah, 'Abdullah bin Al- 
Mubarak; they would say about these Ahadith: They are conveyed without saying how. This is the view 
of the people of knowledge among Ah/ As-Sunnah wal-Jama ‘ah. As for the Jahmiyyah, they reject these 
narrations and they say that this is Tashbih{Anthropomorphism, resembling Allah to creatures] And in 
other places in His Book, Allah, Blessed and Most High is He, has mentioned the Hand, the Hearing, the 
Seeing, so the Jahmiyyah misinterpret these Aydt and give them interpretations other than the 


interpretations of the people of knowledge. They say that Allah did not create Adam with His Hand, and 
they say the meaning of Hand is merely power. Isaq bin Ibrahim said: At-Tashbih is only when one says 
"Hand; like a hand or similar to a hand' or "Hearing; like hearing or similar to hearing.’ So when one says 
"Hearing; like hearing or similar to hearing’ then this is the Tashbih. As for when one says as Allah (Most 
High) said, Hand, Hearing, Seeing, and he does not say ‘how' nor say 'similar to hearing' nor 'like hearing' 
then this is not Tashbih. It is merely as Allah, Blessed and Most High is He said:'There is nothing like 
Him, and He is the All-Hearing, the All-Seeing.' 

Comments: As the reality and condition of Allah's Self is beyond our imagination, thinking, intellect and 
wisdom likewise the reality, condition and position of His Attributes is beyond our imagination, thinking, 
intellect, understanding and wisdom. Therefore to deny the Attributes, to misinterpret, to distort, to refuse, 
to explain resemblance and condition is just to lose the right path.

Comments: In the Qur'an it has been commanded to Muslims to be gentle and kind with a debtor who is 
in difficulty. It is better to forgive his debt. Siirat ALBa garah Verse no. 280 says "If the debtor is in a 
difficulty grant him time till it is easy for him to repay, but if you remit by way of charity that is the best 
for you, if you know." In this narration the reward of a virtuous deed has been mentioned. On the Day of 


Judgement, which will be a very hard day, and when there will be no shade at all except the Shade of 
Allah, doers of virtuous deeds will get a place under this Shade. 
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«To Allah belongs whatever is in the heavens and whatever is in the earth. Whether you show what is 
within yourselves or conceal it, Allah will bring you to account for it. Then He will forgive whom He 
wills and punish whom He wills, and Allah is over all things competent(284)» PET

peace be upon him) and sat down on their knees and said: Messenger of Allah , we were 
assigned some duties which were within our power to perform, such as prayer, fasting, 
struggling (in the cause of Allah), charity. Then this (the above-mentioned) verse was revealed 
unto you and it is beyond our power to live up to it. The Messenger of Allah (may peace be 
upon him) said: Do you intend to say what the people of two books (Jews and Christians) said 
before you:" We hear and disobey"? You should rather say:" We hear and we obey, (we seek) 
Thy forgiveness, our Lord! and unto Thee is the return." And they said:" We hear and we obey, 
(we seek) Thy forgiveness, Our Lord! and unto Thee is the return." When the people recited it 
and it smoothly flowed on their tongues, then Allah revealed immediately afterwards:" The 
Apostle believes in that which is sent down unto him from his Lord, and so do the believers. 
Each one believes in Allah and His Angels and His Books and His Apostles, saying: We 
differentiate not between any of His Apostles and they say: We hearken and we obey: (we seek)

burden as Thou didst lay on those before us. (The Prophet said: ) Yes, our Lord, impose not on 
us (burdens) which we have not the strength to bear (The Prophet said: ) Yes, and pardon us 
and grant us protection! and have mercy on us. Thou art our Patron, so grant us victory over the 
disbelieving people” (2.286). He (the Lord) said: Yes. 


It is narrated on the authority of Ibn ‘Abbas: When this verse:" Whether you disclose that which 
is in your mind or conceal it, Allah will call you to account according to it" (2.284), there entered 
in their minds something (of that fear) such as had never entered their hearts (before). The 
Apostle “ (May peace be upon him) observed: Say: We have heard and obeyed and submitted 
ourselves. He (the reporter) said: Allah instilled faith in their hearts and He revealed this verse:" 
Allah burdens not a soul beyond its capacity. It gets every good that it earns and it suffers every 
ill that it earns. Our Lord, call us not to account if we forget or make a mistake. He the (Lord) 
said: | indeed did it.

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: He * was granted three things on this occasion; the meaning of forgiveness of major sins is 
that major sins are forgiven because of repentance with the mercy of Allah or will be forgiven after 
bearing the punishment. The perpetrator of the major sins will not stay in the Hell forever. 


452. It was narrated that 'Abdullah said: "When the Messenger of Allah * was taken on the Night 
Journey, he came to Sidrah Al-Muntaha, which is in the sixth heaven. That is where everything that 
comes up from below ends, and where everything that comes down from above, until it is taken from it. 
Allah says: When what covered the lote-tree did cover it He said: "It was moths of 
gold. And I was given three things: The five daily prayers, the last verses of and 
whoever of my Ummah dies without associating anything with Allah will be forgiven for A/-Mughimat 
[The sins of the worst magnitude that drag one into the Fire." (An-Nihayah)] (Sahih). 

Comments: The Revelation of the concludmg Verses of is Madinan, and the event of 
the Ascension is Makkan. The conferment of the concluding Verses of (to the Prophet 
=) during the Ascension would mean that a promise to bestow these Verses was made, while their 
Revelation took place in Madinah. And Allah Knows best! 


2883. An-Nawwas bin Sam'an narrated that the pe = said: "The Qur'an shall come, and its people 


who acted according to it in the world. and Al Imran shall be in front of it." An- 
Nawwas said: "The Messenger of Allah ® stated three parables about them which I have not since 
forgotten, he said: "They will come as if they are two shades between which there is illumination, or as if 
they are two shady clouds, or as if they are shadows of lines of birds arguing on behalf of their people." 
(Sahih) 

There is something on this topic from Buraidah and Abu Umamah. 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib [from this route]. According to the people of knowledge, 
the meaning of this Hadith is that the rewards of having recited them shall come. This is how some of the 
people of knowledge explained this Hadith and similar Ahadith regarding the coming of the rewards for 
reciting the Qur'an. And in the Hadith of An-Nawwas bin Sam'an from the Prophet “ is what proves what 
they explained since the Prophet * said: "And its people who acted according to it in the world." So in 
this there is proof that it refers to the coming of the reward for the actions." 

Comments: According to this Hadith, these particular two Stirah will argue in favor of a person and 
defend him and get their reward for reciting them; they also have the distinction and quality that on the 
Day of Judgement, when a person will be in extreme need of shade, the reward for reciting these two 
Surah will provide shade in the form of a canopy, cloud or like the wings of the birds to those who acted 
accordingly. 


«It is He who has sent down to you, [O Muhammad], the Book; in it are verses [that are] precise - they are 
the foundation of the Book - and others unspecific. As for those in whose hearts is deviation [from truth], 
they will follow that of it which is unspecific, seeking discord and seeking an interpretation [suitable to 
them]. And no one knows its [true] interpretation except Allah. But those firm in knowledge say, "We 
believe in it. All [of it] is from our Lord." And no one will be reminded except those of understanding(7)» 


'‘A'isha reported that Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) recited (these verses of the 


‘A’isha (further) reported that Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) said (in connection with these verses): When you see 
such verses, avoid them, for it is they whom Allah has pointed out (in the mentioned verses). 


Narrated 'Aisha: 

Allah's Apostle # recited the Verse:-- "It is He who has sent down to you the Book. In it are Verses that 
are entirely clear, they are the foundation of the Book, others not entirely clear. So as for those in whose 
hearts there is a deviation (from the Truth ). follow thereof that is not entirely clear seeking affliction and 
searching for its hidden meanings; but no one knows its hidden meanings but Allah. And those who are 


firmly grounded in knowledge say: 


Then Allah's Apostle said, "If you see those who follow thereof that is not entirely clear, then they are 
those whom Allah has named [as having deviation (from the Truth)] 'So beware of them." 


(1).2993. 'Aishah narrated: "I asked the Messenger of Allah # about Allah's saying: So, as for those in 
whose hearts there is a deviation, they follow that which is not entirely clear thereof, seeking Al-Fitnah 


and seeking its Ta ‘wil He said: 'When you see them, be aware of them." Yazid (one of 
the narrators in one chain) said: "When you see them, be aware of them! - she said it two or three times." 
(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


(2). 2994. 'Aishah said: "The Messenger of Allah *,was asked about this Ayah: 'It is He who sent down to 


you the Book. In it are Ayat that are entirely clear...' until the end of the Ayah. So the 
Messenger of Allah “ said: 'When you see those who seek what is not entirely clear thereof, then it is 
they whom Allah has described, so beware of them." (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. It has been related from Ayyub, from Ibn Abi Mulaikah 
from 'Aishah. This is how more than one narrator reported this Hadith; from Ibn Abi Mulaikah from 
‘Aishah and they did not mention in it: "From Al-Qasim bin Muhammad." Only Yazid bin Ibrahim [At- 
Tustari] mentioned: "From Al-Qasim bin Muhammad" in this Hadl/th. Ibn Abi Mulaikah is 'Abdullah 
bin'Ubaidullah bin Abi Mulaikah, and he heard from 'Aishah as well. 

Comments: Muhkamat are those verses of the Qur'an which are very clear and manifest in meaning, 
such Verses are called the Mother of the Book. These Verses have the status of being the central referral 
points for the rest of the Book. In case of any dispute or disagreement, it is decided in the light of the 
scale of these Verses. The people are invited to the Religion in these Verses; also in them are explained 
the fundamentals of Faith, worships and the Laws of Sharl'ah. Mutashabihat are the Verses of the Holy 
Qur'an that are beyond our observances and knowledge, or about matters which may be interpreted 
differently, and these Verses are mentioned for the matters of similitudes, parables and other lessons. 


Abu Yasir bin Akhtab passed by the Prophet #, upon whom be peace, while he was 
reciting the opening words of (ie chapter 2 of the Quran): "Alif, Laam, Meem, this is 
a book in which there is no doubt". 

Abu Yasir went to his brother Huyayy who was with some other Jews and said, 'Do 
you know that I have heard Muhammad * reciting in what has been sent down to 
him Alif, Laam, Meem'/Al-Bagara 2:1]. After expressing their surprise and shock, 
Huyayy and these men went to the Prophet # and told them about what Abu Yasir 
told them, and they asked if Gabriel had brought this message to him from Allah. 
When he said that Gabriel had, they said, 'God sent Prophets before you but we do 


not know of anyone of them being told how long his kingdom would last and how 
long his community would last'. Huyayy turned to his men and said to them, ‘Alif is 
1, Lam is 30, and Meem is 40 i.e. 71 years. Are you going to adopt a kingdom and 
community that will only last for 71 years?’ 

Then Huyayy turned to the Prophet * and said, 'Have you anything else 
Muhammad?" # 'Yes' he replied, 'Alif Lam Meem Saad 

Huyayy replied, 'This by Allah is more weighty and longer: Alif is 1, Lam is 30, 
Meem is 40 and Saad is 90, i.e. 161 years' 

Similar questions were asked and answered in respect of Alif Laam Ra /Yunus 10:1] / 
i.e. 231 years; Alif Laam Meem Ra 
i.e. 271 years; then Huyayy said, 'Your situation seems obscure to us 
Muhammad #, so we do not know whether you will have a short or long duration’. 
Huyayy and his men then left. Later when Abu Yasir met Huyayy and his men he 
asked, 'How do you know that all these totals should not be added together to 
make a grand total of 734 years?' They replied, 'His affair is obscure to us’. 

Abu Yasir and Huyayy were of the opinion that the following verse of the Quran was 
revealed in reference to them and the dialogue they had with the Prophet above: 
"He it is Who has revealed to thee (Muhammad) the Scripture wherein are clear revelations - 
they are the substance of the Book - and others which are allegorical. But those in whose hearts 
is doubt pursue, forsooth, that which is allegorical seeking to cause dissension by seeking to 
explain it. None knows its explanation save Allah. And those who are of sound instruction say: 
We believe therein; the whole is from our Lord; but only men of understanding really heed" ai 


Background: Huyayy ibn Akhtar was the chief of Banu Nadir, he was expelled from 
Medina after plotting to murder the Prophet in 4 AH. His daughter Safiya, despite 
her father and uncles dislike of Islam, actually accepted Islam and she married 
Prophet Muhammad *. The family could trace their lineage back to Harun, the 
brother of Prophet Moses. With regards to the incident above Safiya says, "It was 
very early in the morning and between dawn and sunrise. They did not return until 
the sun was setting. They came back worn out and depressed, walking with slow, 
heavy steps. I smiled to them as I always did, but neither of them took any notice 
of me because they were so miserable. I head Abu Yasir ask my father, 'Is it him?' 
‘Yes, it is." 'Can you recognize him? Can you verify it?' 'Yes, I can recognize him too 
well.' 'What do you feel towards him?' 'Enimity, enmity as long as I live.'" 

N.B. Huyayy used a pre-Islamic system of counting, Abjad numbers, where letters 
from the Arabic alphabet are assigned values, to try to interpret the verses of the 
Quran. 

Comments: I have included this Hadith (which is not a part of Kutub Al Sittah), 
because of its valuable information. 


«But when she delivered her, she said, "My Lord, I have delivered a female." And Allah was most 
knowing of what she delivered, "And the male is not like the female. And I have named her Mary, and I

Abu Huraira said, "The Prophet * said, 'No child is born but that, Satan touches it when it is born where

Narrated Said bin Al-Musaiyab: 

Abu Huraira said, "I heard Allah's Apostle ® saying, 'There is none born among the off-spring of Adam, 
but Satan touches it. A child therefore, cries loudly at the time of birth because of the touch of Satan, 
except Mary and her child." Then Abu Huraira recited: 


Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) as saying: No child is born 
but he is pricked by the satan and he begins to weep because of the pricking of the satan 


except the son of Mary and his mother. Abu Huraira then said: You may recite if you so like (the 
verse IT STH AG SEO SIGH GE UTNE TTT SGUIOGN This 


hadith has been narrated on the authority of Zuhri with the same chain of transmitters (and the 
words are):" The newborn child is touched by the satan (when he comes in the world) and he 
starts crying because of the touch of satan." In the hadith transmitted on the authority of Shu'aib 
there is a slight variation of wording. 


«But when Jesus felt [persistence in] disbelief from them, he said, "Who are my supporters for [the cause 
of] Allah?" The disciples said, "We are supporters for Allah. We have believed in Allah and testify that 
we are Muslims [submitting to Him](52)» 


Ibn 'Abbas reported that the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) used to recite in 
first of the two (supererogatory) rak'ahs of the dawn:" Say: We believed in Allah and what was 
revealed to us..." and in the second of the two:"

«Then whoever argues with you about it after [this] knowledge has come to you - say, "Come, let us call 
our sons and your sons, our women and your women, ourselves and yourselves, then supplicate earnestly 
[together] and invoke the curse of Allah upon the liars [among us]."(61)» [ALi'Imran: 61] 


(7). 2999. 'Amir bin Sa'd bin Abi Waqqas narrated from his father who said: "When this Ayah was 
revealed: 'Come, let us call our Sons and your sons, our women and your women...'. [Al-'Imran 3:61] the 
Messenger of Allah called 'Ali, Fatimah, Hasan and Husain and said: '0 Allah! This is my family." 
(Sahih) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 

Comments: The delegation of the Christians from Najran came in 9AH. Only Fatimah from among the 
Prophet's # daughters was alive then, his closest family member, as son-in-law, from the offspring of 
Banu Hashim was only 'Ali. Therefore the Prophet * sent for 'Ali along with the children of Fatimah for 
Mubahalah. 


3724. 'Amir bin Sa'd bin bi Waqqas narrated from his father, saying: "Mu'awiyah bin Abii Sufyan ordered 
Sa'd, saying: 'What prevented you from reviling Abu Turab?' He said: 'Three things that I remember from 
the Messenger of Allah # prevent me from reviling him. That I should have even one of those things is 
more beloved to me than red camels. I heard the Messenger of Allah ® speaking to 'Ali, and he had left 
him behind in one of his battles. So 'Ali said to him: "0 Messenger of Allah! # You leave me behind with 
the women and children?" So the Messenger of Allah * said to him: "Are you not pleased that you should 
be in the position with me that Harun was with Miisa? Except that there is no Prophethood after me?" 
And on the Day of (the battle of) Khaibar, I heard him saying: "I shall give the banner to a man who loves 
Allah and His Messenger *, and Allah and His Messenger * love him." So we all waited for that, then he 
said: "Call 'Ali for me." He said: 'So he came to him, and he had been suffering from Ramad,/ An eye 
condition] so he (*) put spittle in his eye and gave the banner to him, then Allah granted him victory. 
And when this Ayah was revealed: 'Let us call our sons and your sons, and our women and your 
women..." [Al Imran 3:61] the Messenger of Allah called 'Ali, Fatimah, Hasan, and Husain and said: 
"0 Allah, these are my family." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih from this route. 

Comments: The cause of taking a slave girl has previously been explained. He who loves Allah and His 
Messenger *%, the Messenger of Allah also loves him, he cannot go against the instructions. 


«Say, "O People of the Scripture, come to a word that is equitable between us and you - that we will not 
worship except Allah and not associate anything with Him and not take one another as lords instead of 
Allah." But if they turn away, then say, "Bear witness that we are Muslims [submitting to Him]."(64)» 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin 'Abbas: 

Abu Sufyan bin Harb informed me that Heraclius had sent a messenger to him while he had been 
accompanying a caravan from Quraish. They were merchants doing business in Sham (Syria, Palestine, 
Lebanon and Jordan), at the time when Allah's Apostle % had truce with Abu Sufyan and Quraish 
infidels. So Abu Sufyan and his companions went to Heraclius at Ilya (Jerusalem). Heraclius called them 
in the court and he had all the senior Roman dignitaries around him. He called for his translator who, 
translating Heraclius's question said to them, "Who amongst you is closely related to that man who claims 
to be a Prophet?" Abu Sufyan replied, "I am the nearest relative to him (amongst the group)." Heraclius 
said, "Bring him (Abu Sufyan) close to me and make his companions stand behind him." Abu Sufyan 
added, Heraclius told his translator to tell my companions that he wanted to put some questions to me 
regarding that man (The Prophet #) and that if I told a lie they (my companions) should contradict me." 
Abu Sufyan added, "By Allah! Had I not been afraid of my companions labeling me a liar, I would not 
have spoken the truth about the Prophet *. The first question he asked me about him was: 

‘What is his family status amongst you?" 

I replied, 'He belongs to a good (noble) family amongst us.' 


Heraclius further asked, 'Has anybody amongst you ever claimed the same (1.e. to be a Prophet) before 
him?" 
I replied, 'No.' 
He said, 'Was anybody amongst his ancestors a king?" 
I replied, 'No.' 
Heraclius asked, 'Do the nobles or the poor follow him?’ 
I replied, 'It is the poor who follow him. 
He said, 'Are his followers increasing decreasing (day by day)?’ 
I replied, 'They are increasing.' 
He then asked, 'Does anybody amongst those who embrace his religion become displeased and renounce 
the religion afterwards?’ 
I replied, 'No.' 
Heraclius said, 'Have you ever accused him of telling lies before his claim (to be a Prophet)?’ 
I replied, "No. ' 
Heraclius said, 'Does he break his promises?' 
I replied, 'No. We are at truce with him but we do not know what he will do in it.' I could not find 
opportunity to say anything against him except that. 
Heraclius asked, 'Have you ever had a war with him?" 
I replied, 'Yes.' 
Then he said, "What was the outcome of the battles?’ 
I replied, 'Sometimes he was victorious and sometimes we." 
Heraclius said, 'What does he order you to do?’ 
I said, 'He tells us to worship Allah and Allah alone and not to worship anything along with Him, and to 
renounce all that our ancestors had said. He orders us to pray, to speak the truth, to be chaste and to keep 
good relations with our Kith and kin. 
Heraclius asked the translator to convey to me the following, I asked you about his family and your reply 
was that he belonged to a very noble family. In fact all the Apostles come from noble families amongst 
their respective peoples. I questioned you whether anybody else amongst you claimed such a thing, your 
reply was in the negative. If the answer had been in the affirmative, I would have thought that this man 
was following the previous man's statement. Then I asked you whether anyone of his ancestors was a 
king. Your reply was in the negative, and if it had been in the affirmative, I would have thought that this 
man wanted to take back his ancestral kingdom. I further asked whether he was ever accused of telling 
lies before he said what he said, and your reply was in the negative. So I wondered how a person who 
does not tell a lie about others could ever tell a lie about Allah. I, then asked you whether the rich people 
followed him or the poor. You replied that it was the poor who followed him. And in fact all the Apostle 
have been followed by this very class of people. Then I asked you whether his followers were increasing 
or decreasing. You replied that they were increasing, and in fact this is the way of true faith, till it is 
complete in all respects. I further asked you whether there was anybody, who, after embracing his 
religion, became displeased and discarded his religion. Your reply was in the negative, and in fact this is 
(the sign of) true faith, when its delight enters the hearts and mixes with them completely. I asked you 
whether he had ever betrayed. You replied in the negative and likewise the Apostles never betray. Then I 
asked you what he ordered you to do. You replied that he ordered you to worship Allah and Allah alone 
and not to worship any thing along with Him and forbade you to worship idols and ordered you to pray, to 
speak the truth and to be chaste. If what you have said is true, he will very soon occupy this place 
underneath my feet and I knew it (from the scriptures) that he was going to appear but I did not know that 
he would be from you, and if I could reach him definitely, I would go immediately to meet him and if I 
were with him, I would certainly wash his feet.' Heraclius then asked for the letter addressed by Allah's 
Apostle # which was delivered by Dihya to the Governor of Busra, who forwarded it to Heraclius to read. 
The contents of the letter were as follows: 

“In the name of Allah the Beneficent, the Merciful (This letter is) from Muhammad the slave of Allah and 
His Apostle to Heraclius the ruler of Byzantine. Peace be upon him, who follows the right path. 


Furthermore I invite you to Islam, and if you become a Muslim you will be safe, and Allah will double 
your reward, and if you reject this invitation of Islam you will be committing a sin by misguiding your 
Arisiyin (peasants). (And I recite to you Allah’s Statement) 


Abu Sufyan then added, "When Heraclius had finished his speech and had read the letter, there was a 
great hue and cry in the Royal Court. So we were turned out of the court. I told my companions that the 
question of Ibn-Abi-Kabsha) (the Prophet Muhammad #) has become so prominent that even the King of 
Bani Al-Asfar (Byzantine) is afraid of him. Then I started to become sure that he (the Prophet #) would 
be the conqueror in the near future till | embraced Islam (i.e. Allah guided me to it)." 

The sub narrator adds, "Ibn An-Natur was the Governor of Ilya' (Jerusalem) and Heraclius was the head 
of the Christians of Sham. Ibn An-Natur narrates that once while Heraclius was visiting ilya' (Jerusalem), 
he got up in the morning with a sad mood. Some of his priests asked him why he was in that mood? 
Heraclius was a foreteller and an astrologer. He replied, 'At night when I looked at the stars, I saw that the 
leader of those who practice circumcision had appeared (become the conqueror). Who are they who 
practice circumcision?’ The people replied, 'Except the Jews nobody practices circumcision, so you 
should not be afraid of them (Jews). 'Just Issue orders to kill every Jew present in the country.' While they 
were discussing it, a messenger sent by the king of Ghassan to convey the news of Allah's Apostle = to 
Heraclius was brought in. Having heard the news, he (Heraclius) ordered the people to go and see 
whether the messenger of Ghassan was circumcised. The people, after seeing him, told Heraclius that he 
was circumcised. Heraclius then asked him about the Arabs. The messenger replied, 'Arabs also practice 
circumcision.' 

(After hearing that) Heraclius remarked that sovereignty of the 'Arabs had appeared. Heraclius then wrote 
a letter to his friend in Rome who was as good as Heraclius in knowledge. Heraclius then left for Homs. 
(a town in Syrian and stayed there till he received the reply of his letter from his friend who agreed with 
him in his opinion about the emergence of the Prophet and the fact that he was a Prophet. On that 
Heraclius invited all the heads of the Byzantines to assemble in his palace at Homs. When they 
assembled, he ordered that all the doors of his palace be closed. Then he came out and said, 'O 
Byzantines! If success is your desire and if you seek right guidance and want your empire to remain then 
give a pledge of allegiance to this Prophet (i.e. embrace Islam).' 

(On hearing the views of Heraclius) the people ran towards the gates of the palace like onagers but found 
the doors closed. Heraclius realized their hatred towards Islam and when he lost the hope of their 
embracing Islam, he ordered that they should be brought back in audience. (When they returned) he said, 
"What already said was just to test the strength of your conviction and I have seen it.' The people 
prostrated before him and became pleased with him, and this was the end of Heraclius's story (in 
connection with his faith). 


Narrated Abdullah bin Abbas: 

Allah's Apostle # wrote to Caesar and invited him to Islam and sent him his letter with Dihya Al-Kalbi 
whom Allah's Apostle # ordered to hand it over to the Governor of Busra who would forward it to 
Caesar. Caesar as a sign of gratitude to Allah, had walked from Hims to Ilya (i.e. Jerusalem) when Allah 
had granted Him victory over the Persian forces. So, when the letter of Allah's Apostle # reached Caesar, 
he said after reading it, 'Seek for me any one of his people! (Arabs of Quraish tribe) if present here, in 
order to ask him about Allah's Apostle *. At that time Abu Sufyan bin Harb was in Sham with some men 
frown Quraish who had come (to Sham) as merchants during the truce that had been concluded between 
Allah's Apostle “8; and the infidels of Quraish. Abu Sufyan said, Caesar's messenger found us somewhere 
in Sham so he took me and my companions to Ilya and we were admitted into Ceasar's court to find him 
sitting in his royal court wearing a crown and surrounded by the senior dignitaries of the Byzantine. He 


said to his translator. 'Ask them who amongst them is a close relation to the man who claims to be a 
prophet." Abu Sufyan added, "I replied, 'I am the nearest relative to him.' He asked, "What degree of 
relationship do you have with him?' I replied, 'He is my cousin,' and there was none of Bani Abu Manaf in 
the caravan except myself. Caesar said, 'Let him come nearer.' He then ordered that my companions stand 
behind me near my shoulder and said to his translator, 'Tell his companions that I am going to ask this 
man about the man who claims to be a prophet. If he tells a lie, they should contradict him immediately." 
Abu Sufyan added, "By Allah ! Had it not been shameful that my companions label me a liar, I would not 
have spoken the truth about him when he asked me. But I considered it shameful to be called a liar by my 
companions. So I told the truth. He then said to his translator, 'Ask him what kind of family does he 
belong to.' I replied, 'He belongs to a noble family amongst us.’ He said, 'Have anybody else amongst you 
ever claimed the same before him? 'I replied, 'No.' He said, 'Had you ever blamed him for telling lies 
before he claimed what he claimed? ' I replied, 'No.' He said, "Was anybody amongst his ancestors a 
king?" I replied, 'No.' He said, "Do the noble or the poor follow him?’ I replied, 'It is the poor who follow 
him.' He said, 'Are they increasing or decreasing (day by day)?" I replied,' They are increasing.' He said, 
‘Does anybody amongst those who embrace his (the Prophet's “) Religion become displeased and then 
discard his Religion?’. I replied, 'No. ' He said, 'Does he break his promises? I replied, 'No, but we are 
now at truce with him and we are afraid that he may betray us." Abu Sufyan added, "Other than the last 
sentence, I could not say anything against him. Caesar then asked, 'Have you ever had a war with him?" I 
replied, 'Yes.' He said, 'What was the outcome of your battles with him?’ I replied, 'The result was 
unstable; sometimes he was victorious and sometimes we.' He said, 'What does he order you to do?' I 
said, 'He tells us to worship Allah alone, and not to worship others along with Him, and to leave all that 
our fore-fathers used to worship. He orders us to pray, give in charity, be chaste, keep promises and return 
what is entrusted to us.' When I had said that, Caesar said to his translator, 'Say to him: I ask you about 
his lineage and your reply was that he belonged to a noble family. In fact, all the apostles came from the 
noblest lineage of their nations. Then I questioned you whether anybody else amongst you had claimed 
such a thing, and your reply was in the negative. If the answer had been in the affirmative, I would have 
thought that this man was following a claim that had been said before him. When I asked you whether he 
was ever blamed for telling lies, your reply was in the negative, so I took it for granted that a person who 
did not tell a lie about (others) the people could never tell a lie about Allah. Then I asked you whether any 
of his ancestors was a king. Your reply was in the negative, and if it had been in the affirmative, I would 
have thought that this man wanted to take back his ancestral kingdom. When I asked you whether the rich 
or the poor people followed him, you replied that it was the poor who followed him. In fact, such are the 
followers of the apostles. Then I asked you whether his followers were increasing or decreasing. You 
replied that they were increasing. In fact, this is the result of true faith till it is complete (in all respects). I 
asked you whether there was anybody who, after embracing his religion, became displeased and discarded 
his religion; your reply was in the negative. In fact, this is the sign of true faith, for when its cheerfulness 
enters and mixes in the hearts completely, nobody will be displeased with it. I asked you whether he had 
ever broken his promise. You replied in the negative. And such are the apostles; they never break their 
promises. When I asked you whether you fought with him and he fought with you, you replied that he 
did, and that sometimes he was victorious and sometimes you. Indeed, such are the apostles; they are put 
to trials and the final victory is always theirs. Then I asked you what he ordered you. You replied that he 
ordered you to worship Allah alone and not to worship others along with Him, to leave all that your fore- 
fathers used to worship, to offer prayers, to speak the truth, to be chaste, to keep promises, and to return 
what is entrusted to you. These are really the qualities of a prophet who, I knew (from the previous 
Scriptures) would appear, but I did not know that he would be from amongst you. If what you say should 
be true, he will very soon occupy the earth under my feet, and if I knew that I would reach him definitely, 
I would go immediately to meet Him; and were I with him, then I would certainly wash his feet.'" Abu 
Sufyan added, "Caesar then asked for the letter of Allah's Apostle “ and it was read. Its contents were:- 
"In the name of Allah, the most Beneficent, the most Merciful (This letter is) from Muhammad, the slave 
of Allah, and His Apostle, to Heraculius, the Ruler of the Byzantine. Peace be upon the followers of 
guidance. Now then, I invite you to Islam (i.e. surrender to Allah), embrace Islam and you will be safe; 


embrace Islam and Allah will bestow on you a double reward. But if you reject this invitation of Islam, 


Abu Sufyan added, "When Heraclius had finished his speech, there was a great hue and cry caused by the 
Byzantine Royalties surrounding him, and there was so much noise that I did not understand what they 
said. So, we were turned out of the court. When I went out with my companions and we were alone, I said 
to them, 'Verily, Ibn Abi Kabsha's (i.e. the Prophet's “) affair has gained power. This is the King of Bani 
Al-Asfar fearing him." Abu Sufyan added, "By Allah, I remained low and was sure that his religion 
would be victorious till Allah converted me to Islam, though I disliked it " 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

Abu Sufyan narrated to me personally, saying, "I set out during the Truce that had been concluded 
between me and Allah's Apostle #. While I was in Sham, a letter sent by the Prophet was brought to 
Heraclius. Dihya Al-Kalbi had brought and given it to the governor of Busra, and the latter forwarded it to 
Heraclius. Heraclius said, 'Is there anyone from the people of this man who claims to be a prophet?' The 
people replied, 'Yes.' So I along with some of Quraishi men were called and we entered upon Heraclius, 
and we were seated in front of him. Then he said, 'Who amongst you is the nearest relative to the man 
who claims to be a prophet?' So they made me sit in front of him and made my companions sit behind me. 
Then he called upon his translator and said (to him). 'Tell them (i.e. Abu Sufyan's companions) that I am 
going to ask him (i.e. Abu Sufyan) regarding that man who claims to be a prophet. So, if he tell me a lie, 
they should contradict him (instantly).' By Allah, had I not been afraid that my companions would 
consider me a liar, I would have told lies. Heraclius then said to his translator, 'Ask him: What is his (i.e. 
the Prophet's) family status amongst you? I said, 'He belongs to a noble family amongst us." Heraclius 
said, 'Was any of his ancestors a king?' I said, 'No.' He said, 'Did you ever accuse him of telling lies 
before his saying what he has said?" I said, 'No.' He said, 'Do the nobles follow him or the poor people?" I 
said, 'It is the poor who followed him.’ He said, 'Is the number of his follower increasing or decreasing?" I 
said, 'The are increasing.’ He said, 'Does anyone renounce his religion (i.e. Islam) after embracing it, 
being displeased with it?' I said, 'No.' He said, 'Did you fight with him?' I replied, 'Yes.' He said, 'How 
was your fighting with him?' I said, 'The fighting between us was undecided and victory was shared by 
him and us by turns. He inflicts casualties upon us and we inflict casualties upon him." He said, 'Did he 
ever betray?’ I said, 'No, but now we are away from him in this truce and we do not know what he will do 
in it" Abu Sufyan added, "By Allah, I was not able to insert in my speech a word (against him) except 
that. Heraclius said, 'Did anybody else (amongst you) ever claimed the same (i.e. Islam) before him? I 
said, 'No.' Then Heraclius told his translator to tell me (i.e. Abu Sufyan), 'I asked you about his family 
status amongst you, and you told me that he comes from a noble family amongst you Verily, all Apostles 
come from the noblest family among their people. Then I asked you whether any of his ancestors was a 
king, and you denied that. Thereupon I thought that had one of his fore-fathers been a king, I would have 
said that he (i.e. Muhammad) was seeking to rule the kingdom of his fore-fathers. Then I asked you 
regarding his followers, whether they were the noble or the poor among the people, and you said that they 
were only the poor (who follow him). In fact, such are the followers of the Apostles. Then I asked you 
whether you have ever accused him of telling lies before saying what he said, and your reply was in the 
negative. Therefore, I took for granted that a man who did not tell a lie about others, could ever tell a lie 
about Allah. Then I asked you whether anyone of his followers had renounced his religion (i.e. Islam) 
after embracing it, being displeased with it, and you denied that. And such is Faith when it mixes with the 
cheerfulness of the hearts. Then I asked you whether his followers were increasing or decreasing You 
claimed that they were increasing. That is the way of true faith till it is complete. Then I asked you 
whether you had ever fought with him, and you claimed that you had fought with him and the battle 


between you and him was undecided and the victory was shared by you and him in turns; he inflicted 
casual ties upon you and you inflicted casualties upon them. Such is the case with the Apostles; they are 
out to test and the final victory is for them. Then I asked you whether he had ever betrayed; you claimed 
that he had never betrayed. I need, Apostles never betray. Then I asked you whether anyone had said this 
statement before him; and you denied that. Thereupon I thought if somebody had said that statement 
before him, then I would have said that he was but a man copying some sayings said before him." Abu 
Safyan said, "Heraclius then asked me, "What does he order you to do?' I said, 'He orders us (to offer) 
prayers and (to pay) Zakat and to keep good relationship with the Kith and kin and to be chaste.’ Then 
Heraclius said, 'If whatever you have said, is true, he is really a prophet, and I knew that he (i.e. the 
Prophet ) was going to appear, but I never thought that he would be from amongst you. If I were certain 
that I can reach him, I would like to meet him and if I were with him, I would wash his feet; and his 
kingdom will expand (surely to what is under my feet.' Then Heraclius asked for the letter of Allah's 
Apostle and read it wherein was written: 

"In the Name of Allah, the Most Beneficent, the Most Merciful. This letter is) from Muhammad, Apostle of 
Allah, to Heraclius, the sovereign of Byzantine........ Peace be upon him who follows the Right Path. Now 
then, I call you to embrace Islam. Embrace Islam and you will be saved (from Allah's Punishment); 
embrace Islam, and Allah will give you a double reward, but if you reject this, you will be responsible for 


the sins ; all the a a a ae beet 's PEt eee ta a ea 


When he finished reading the letter, voices grew louder near him and there was a great hue and cry, and 
we were ordered to go out." Abu Sufyan added, "While coming out, I said to my companions, 'The 
situation of Ibn Abu Kabsha (i.e. Muhammad) has become strong; even the king of Banu Al-Asfar is 
afraid of him.' So I continued to believe that Allah's Apostle would be victorious, till Allah made me 
embrace Islam." Az-Zuhri said, "Heraclius then invited all the chiefs of the Byzantines and had them 
assembled in his house and said, 'O group of Byzantines! Do you wish to have a permanent success and 
guidance and that your kingdom should remain with you?’ (Immediately after hearing that), they rushed 
towards the gate like onagers, but they found them closed. Heraclius then said, "Bring them back to me.' 
So he called them and said, 'I just wanted to test the strength of your adherence to your religion. Now I 
have observed of you that which I like.' Then the people fell in prostration before him and became pleased 
with him." (See Hadith No. 6,Vol 1) 


Ibn 'Abbas reported that the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) used to recite in 
the two (supererogatory) rak'ahs of the dawn prayer 
and that which is found in 


It has been narrated on the authority of Ibn Abbas who learnt the tradition personally from Abu 
Safyan. The latter said: | went out (on a mercantile venture) during the period (of truce) between 
me and the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him). While | was in Syria, the letter of 
the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) was handed over to Hiraql (Ceasar), the 
Emperor of Rome (who was on a visit to Jerusalem at that time). The letter was brought by 
Dihya Kalbi who delivered it to the governor of Busra The governor passed it on to Hiraql, (On 
receiving the letter), he said: Is there anyone from the people of this man who thinks that he is a 
prophet. People said: Yes. So, | was called along with a few others from the Quraish. We were 
admitted to Hiraql and he seated us before him. He asked: Which of you has closer kinship with 
the man who thinks that he is a prophet? Abu Sufyan said: |. So they seated me in front of him 


and stated my companions behind me. Then, he called his interpreter and said to him: Tell them 
that | am going to ask this fellow (i. e. Abu Sufyan) about the man who thinks that he is a 
prophet. It he tells me a lie, then refute him. Abu Sufyan told (the narrator): By God, if there was 
not the fear that falsehood would be imputed to me | would have lied. (Then) Hiraql said to his 
interpreter: Inquire from him about his ancestry, | said: He is of good ancestry among us. He 
asked: Has there been a king among his ancestors? | said: No. He asked: Did you accuse him 
of falsehood before he proclaimed his prophethood? | said: No. He asked: Who are his follower 
people of high status or low status? | said: (They are) of low status. He asked: Are they 
increasing in number or decreasing? | said. No. they are rather increasing. He asked: Does 
anyone give up his religion, being dissatisfied with it, after having embraced it? | said: No. He 
asked: Have you been at war with him? | said: Yes. He asked: How did you fare in that war? | 
said: The war between us and him has been wavering like a bucket, up at one turn and down at 
the other (i. e. the victory has been shared between us and him by turns). Sometimes he 
suffered loss at our hands and sometimes we suffered loss at his (hand). He asked: Has he 
(ever) violated his covenant? | said: No. but we have recently concluded a peace treaty with him 
for a period and we do not know what he is going to do about it. (Abu Sufyin said on oath that 
he could not interpolate in this dialogue anything from himself more than these words ) He 
asked: Did anyone make the proclamation (Of prophethood) before him? | said: No. He (now) 
said to his interpreter: Tell him, | asked him about his ancestry and he had replied that he had 
the best ancestry. This is the case with Prophets; they are the descendants of the noblest 
among their people (Addressing Abu Sufyan), he continued: | asked you if there had been a 
king among his ancestors. You said that there had been none. If there had been a king among 
his ancestors, | would have said that he was a man demanding his ancestral kingdom. | asked 
you about his followers whether they were people of high or low status, and you said that they 
were of rather low status. Such are the followers of the Prophets. | asked you whether you used 
to accuse him of falsehood before he proclaimed his prophethood, and you said that you did 
not. So | have understood that when he did not allow himself to tell a lie about the poeple, he 
would never go to the length of forging a falsehood about Allah. | asked you whether anyone 
renounced his religion being dissatisfied with it after he had embraced it, and you replied in the 
negative. Faith is like this when it enters the depth of the heart (it perpetuates them). | asked 
you whether his followers were increasing or decreasing. You said they were increasing. Faith is 
like this until it reaches its consummation. | asked you whether you had been at war with him, 
and you replied that you had been and that the victory between you and him had been shared 
by turns, sometimes he suffering loss at your hand and sometimes you suffering lost at his. This 
is how the Prophets are tried before the final victory its theirs. | asked you whether he (ever) 
violated his covenant, and you said that he did not. This is how the Prophets behave. They 
never violate (their covenants). | asked you whether anyone before him had proclaimed the 
same thing, and you replied in the negative. | said: If anyone had made the same proclamation 
before, | would have thought that he was a man following what had been proclaimed before. 
(Then) he asked: What does he enjoin upon you? | said: He exhorts us to offer Salat, to pay 
Zakat, to show due regard to kinship and to practise chastity. He said: It what you have told 
about him is true, he is certainly a Prophet. | knew that he was to appear but | did not think that 
he would be from among you. If | Knew that | would be able to reach him. | would love to meet 
him; and it | had been with him. | would have washed his feet (out of reverence). His dominion 
would certainly extend to this place which is under my feet. Then he called for the letter of the 
Messenger of Allah * (may pface be upon him) and read it. The letter ran as follows:" /n the 
name of Allah, Most Gracious and Most Merciful. From Muhammad, the Messenger of Allah, to 
Hiraql, the Emperor of the Romans. Peace be upon him who follows the guidance. After this, | 
extend to you the invitation to accept Islam. Embrace Islam and you will be safe. Accept Islam, 


God will give you double the reward. And if you turn away, upon you will be the sin of your 
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When he hid finished the reading of the letter, noise and confused 
clamour was raise around him, and he ordered us to leave. Accordingly, we left. (Addressing my 
companions) while we were coming out (of the place). | said: Ibn Abu Kabsha (referring 
sarcastically to the Holy Prophet) has come to wield a great power. Lo! (even) the king of the 
Romans is afraid of him. | continued to believe that the authority of the Messenger of Allah (may 
peace be upon him) would triumph until God imbued me with (the spirit of) Islam. 


«Indeed, the most worthy of Abraham among the people are those who followed him [in submission to 
Allah] and this prophet, and those who believe [in his message].

The Prophet * said, 
"Whoever takes a false oath in order to grab (other's) property, then Allah will be angry with him when he 
will meet Him.' Then Allah revealed its confirmation. Al-Ashath then recited the above Divine Verse." 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin Abu Aufa:

[Abu 'Eisa said:] There are narrations on this topic from Wa'il bin Uujr, Abu Musa, Abu Umamah bin

Comments: This narration is a proof that if there is a dispute between two persons the claimant has to 
produce two witnesses in his favor, and if he fails to produce, the respondent will take an oath, and the 
decision will be given on the oath of the respondent, whether he swore a true oath or false. 


(4). 2996. 'Abdullah narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Whoever takes a false oath to deprive a 
Muslim of his property, he will meet Allah while He is angry with him." So Al-Ash'ath bin Qais said: "By 
Allah! This was about me. There was a dispute between myself and a Jewish man who denied my right, 
and I complained against him to the Prophet # So the Messenger of Allah *, said to me: 'Do you have 
any proof?’

[AbU 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. There is something on this topic from Ibn Abu Awfa. 


(21). 3012. Abu Wa'il narrated: "'Abdullah [bin Mas'ud] narrating from the Prophet * that he said: 'There 
is no person who does not pay the Zakat due on his wealth but on the Day of Resurrection Allah will 
make a Shujd ‘a around his neck.' Then he recited the Ayah for us from the Book of Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, testifying to that: And let not those who are stingy with that which Allah has bestowed on them 


of His bounty ...' ' And another time he said: 'Testifying to that, the Messenger of Allah 
=, recited: On the Day of Resurrection, the things that they were stingy with ...' "and 
whoever deprives his Muslim brother of his wealth by swearing, then he shall meet Allah while He is 
angry with him.' Then testifying to that, the Messenger of Allah % recited the Ayah from Allah's Book: 
Verily, those who purchase a small gain at the cost of Allah's covenant." YAL"Imrin 3:77] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. And the meaning of his saying: "Shuja'an Aqra" is a snake. 
Comments:This Hadith informs that the people who avoid spending their wealth in Zakdat, whereas it has 
been given by Allah and Allah gave it to them merely Out of His mercy and generosity, not because they 
deserved it, they must not regard this behavior of theirs favorable to them. On the Day of Judgement this 
very wealth will enwrap around their necks in the form of snakes and serpents. 


5427. It was narrated from Nafi' bin 'Umar, that Ibn Abi Mulaikah said: "There were two female 
neighbors who used to do leatherwork (with an awl) in At-Taif One of them came out with her hand 
bleeding and claimed that her companion had injured her, but the other one denied it. I wrote to Ibn 
'Abbas concerning that. He wrote, (saying) that the Messenger of Allah * ruled that the person against 
whom the claim was made should swear an oath. For if people were to be given what they claimed was 
theirs, then people would make claims against the wealth and blood of others." So he [Ibn Abi Mulaikah] 
called her and recited this Verse to her: "Verily, those who purchase a small gain at the cost of Allah's 
Covenant and their oaths, they shall have no portion in the hereafter..." until the end of 
the Verse. He called her and recited that to her, and she confessed to that. News of that reached him and 
he was happy. (Sahih).

Then the 
Verses: 'How shall Allah guide a people who disbelieved after their Belief up to His saying: Verily, 

Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful" [Al Imran 3:86 to 89] was revealed. So he sent word to him, and he 
accepted Islam." (Sahih). 


«Never will you attain the good [reward] until you spend [in the way of Allah] from that which you love. And 
whatever you spend - indeed, Allah is Knowing of it(92 


Anas b. Malik is reported as saying: Abu Talha was the one among the Ansar of Medina who 
possessed the largest property and among his property he valued most was his garden known 
as Bairaha' which was opposite the mosque, and the Messenger of Allah # (may peace be 


upon him) often visited it and he drank of its sweet water. When this verse was revealed:" You 
Abu Talha got up 


and, going to Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him), said: Allah says in His Book:" You 
will never attain righteousness till you give freely of what you love," and the dearest of my 
property is Bairaha’ so | give it as Sadaqa to God from Whom | hope for reward for it and the 
treasure with Allah; so spend it, Messenger of Allah “, on whatever purpose you deem it proper. 
The Messenger of Allah ( may peace be upon him) said: Bravo! that is profit earning property. 
| have heard what you have said, but | think you should spend it on your nearest relatives. So 
Abu Talha distributed it among the neatest relatives and his cousins on his father's side. 


Narrated Ishaq bin 'Abdullah bin Al Talha: 
I heard Anas bin Malik saying, "Abu Talha had more property of date-palm trees gardens than any other 
amongst the Ansar in Medina and the most beloved of them to him was Bairuha garden, and it was in 

front of the Mosque of the Prophet # . Allah's Apostle % used to go there and used to drink its nice 
water." Anas added, "When these verses were revealed:-- 


Abu Talha said to Allah's Apostle # 'O 
Allah's Apostle! # Allah, the Blessed, the Superior says: By no means shall you attain righteousness, 


unless you spend (in charity) of that which you love. And no doubt, Bairuha' garden is the most beloved 
of all my property to me. So I want to give it in charity in Allah's Cause. I expect its reward from Allah. O 
Allah's Apostle! # Spend it where Allah makes you think it feasible.' On that Allah's Apostle ® said, 
"Bravo! It is useful property. I have heard what you have said (O Abu Talha), and I think it would be 
proper if you gave it to your Kith and kin.’ Abu Talha said, I will do so, O Allah's Apostle #.' Then Abu 
Talha distributed that garden amongst his relatives and his cousins." 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 

Abu Talha had the greatest wealth of date-palms amongst the Ansar in Medina, and he prized above all 
his wealth (his garden) Bairuha', which was situated opposite the Mosque (of the Prophet * ). The 
Prophet # used to enter It and drink from its fresh water. When the following Divine Verse came:-- 

, Abu Talha got up saying. 
"O Allah's Apostle! # Allah says, "You will not attain piety until you spend of what you love,' and I prize 
above al I my wealth, Bairuha' which I want to give in charity for Allah's Sake, hoping for its reward from 
Allah. So you can use it as Allah directs you." On that the Prophet % said, "Bravo! It is a profitable (or 
perishable) property. (Ibn Maslama is not sure as to which word is right, i.e. profitable or perishable.) I 
have heard what you have said, and I recommend that you distribute this amongst your relatives." On that 
Abu Talha said, "O Allah's Apostle #! I will do (as you have suggested)." So, Abu Talha distributed that 
garden amongst his relatives and cousins.

Narrated Anas bin Malik: 

Out of all the Ansar, living in Medina, Abu Talha had the largest number of (date palm trees) gardens, 
and the most beloved of his property to him was Bairuha garden which was standing opposite the Mosque 
(of the Prophet ). Allah's Apostle # used to enter it and drink of its good water. When the Verse:-- 


Abu 
Talha got up and said, "O Allah's Apostle #, Allah says:--"By no means shall you attain righteousness 
unless you spend (in charity) of that which you love." (3.92) and the most beloved of my property to me 
is the Bairuha garden, so I give it (as a charitable gift) in Allah's Cause and hope to receive good out of it, 
and to have it stored for me with Allah. So, O Allah's Apostle “! Dispose it of (i.e. utilize it) in the way 
Allah orders you (to dispose it of)." Allah's Apostle said, "Bravo! That is a fruitful property! That is a 
fruitful property! I have heard what you have said and I think that you should distribute that (garden) 
amongst your relatives." The Abu Talha distributed that garden amongst his relatives and his cousins. 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 
Abu Talha had the largest number of datepalms from amongst the Ansars of Medina. The dearest of his 
property to him was Bairuha garden which was facing the (Prophet's #) Mosque. Allah's Apostle used 
to enter it and drink of its good fresh water. When the Holy Verse:-- 

was revealed, Abu Talha got 
up and said, "O Allah's Apostle #! Allah says: By no means shall you attain righteousness unless you 
spend of that which you love,' and the dearest of my property to me is the Bairuha garden and I want to 
give it in charity in Allah's Cause, seeking to be rewarded by Allah for that. So you can spend it, O 
Allah's Apostle #, where-ever Allah instructs you. ' Allah s Apostle # said, "Good! That is a perishable 
(or profitable) wealth" (‘Abdullah is in doubt as to which word was used.) He said, "I have heard what 
you have said but in my opinion you'd better give it to your kith and kin." On that Abu Talha said, "I will 
do so, O Allah's Apostle!" Abu Talha distributed that garden among his kith and kin and cousins. 


(5). 2997. Anas said: "When this era was revealed: By no means shall you attain A/-Birr unless you 


spend of that which you love. Or, '....Who is he that will lend to Allah a goodly loan..." 
Abu Talhah - who had a garden - said: '0 Messenger of Allah #! My garden is for 
Allah, and if I was able to keep it secret I would not make it public.' So he said: 'Keep it for your relatives' 
or ‘your close relatives." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Malik bin Anas reported it from Ishaq bin 'Abdullah bin 
Abi Talhah from Anas bin Malik. 


3632. It was narrated that Anas said: "When this Verse was revealed - 'By no means shall you attain Al- 
Birr (piety, righteousness - here it means Allah's reward, i.e. Paradise), unless you spend (in Allah's 
cause)of that which you love'[Al Imran 3:92] — Abu Talhah said: 'Our Lord will ask us about our wealth. 
I adjure you, 0 Messenger of Allah! # I am giving my land to Allah.' The Messenger of Allah ® said: 
"Make it for your relatives, Hassan bin Thabit and Ubayy bin Ka'b." (Sahih). 

Comments: 'My land': In reality it was a garden, which was situated in front of the Prophet's “ mosque in 
the north. It was immensely fertile and dense. 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 
Abu Talha was the richest man in Medina amongst the Ansar and Beeruha' (garden) was the most beloved 
of his property, and it was situated opposite the mosque (of the Prophet. #). Allah's Apostle # used to 
enter it and drink from its sweet water. When the following Divine Verse were revealed: 

Abu Talha got up in front of 
Allah's Apostle # and said, "O Allah's Apostle #! Allah says in His Book, "You will not attain 
righteousness unless you spend (in charity) that which you love,' and verily, the most beloved to me of 
my property is Beeruha (garden), so I give it in charity and hope for its reward from Allah. O Allah's 
Apostle ! Spend it wherever you like." Allah's Apostle appreciated that and said, "That is perishable 
wealth, that is perishable wealth. I have heard what you have said; I suggest you to distribute it among 
your relatives." Abu Talha said, "I will do so, O Allah's Apostle ." So, Abu Talha distributed it among 
his relatives and cousins. The sub-narrator (Malik) said: The Prophet * said: "That is a profitable wealth," 
instead of "perishable wealth". 


«In it are clear signs [such as] the standing place of Abraham. And whoever enters it shall be safe. And 
[due] to Allah from the people is a pilgrimage to the House - for whoever is able to find thereto a way. 
But whoever disbelieves - then indeed, Allah is free from need of the worlds(97)» 


812. 'All narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Whoever has the provisions and the means to 
convey him to Allah's House and he does not perform Hajj, then it does not matter if he dies as a Jew or a 
Christian. That is because Allah said in His Book: 'And Hajj to the House is a duty that mankind owes to 
Allah, for whomever is able to bear the journey. (Da i'f) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it except from this route, and there is some 
criticism over its chain. Hilal bin 'Abdullah is an unknown, and Al-Harith was graded weak in Hadith. 


Comments: This narration is a warning for those who have the means for performing Hajj and they still 
do not perform. For such people it does not matter if they die as a Jew or a Christian. 


814. 'Ali bin Abi Talib narrated: "When Allah revealed: And Hajj to the House is a duty that mankind 
owes to Allah, for whomever is able to bear the jouncy “They said: '0 Messenger of 
Allah! Is that every year?’ He remained silent. So they said: '0 Messenger of Allah #! Is that every 
year?’ He said: 'No. If I had said yes, then it would have been made obligatory.' So Allah revealed: O you 
who believe! Do not ask about things which, if made plain to you, may cause you trouble 

5:101] (Daif) 

(He said:) There are narrations on this topic from Ibn 'Abbas and Abu Hurairah. 

Abii 'Eisa said: The Hadith of 'All is a Hasan Gharib Hadith from this route. Abu Al-Bukhtari's name is 
Sa'eed bin Abi 'Imran, and he is Sa'eed bin Fairuz. 

Comments: It is agreed upon that Hajj and 'Umrah are obligatory only once in lifetime. It can be 
obligatory again if someone vows to perform it. It is agreed and sure that after emigration to Al-Madinah 
the Prophet performed only one Hajj. 


(15). 3055. Abu Al-Bukhari narrated from 'Ali who said: "When (the following) was revealed: And Hajj 
to the House is a duty that mankind owes to Allah, for those who are able to undertake the journey. 

They said: '0 Messenger of Allah! “ Every year?’ But he was silent. So they said: '0 
Messenger of Allah! # Every year?' He said: 'No. If I were to say yes, then it would be required.'And 
Allah, Mighty and Sublime is He, revealed: 0 you who believe! Ask not about things which, if made plain 
to you, may cause you trouble. "{ Al-Ma'idah 5:101.]' (Daif) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib as a narration of 'Ali. There is something on this topic 
from Abu Hurairah and Ibn 'Abbas. 


1169. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "It is not lawful for a woman 
who believes in Allah and the Last Day to travel on a trip that is three days or more, unless she is 
accompanied by her father, her brother, her husband, her son, or someone who is a Mahram to her." 
(Sahih) 

There are narrations on this topic from Abu Hurairah, Ibn ‘Abbas, and Ibn 'Umar. 

(Abu 'Eisa said:) This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

It has been related that the Prophet * said: "A woman is not to travel the distance of a day and a night 
unless she is accompanied by someone who is a Mahram." And this is acted upon according to the people 
of knowledge, they dislike for a woman to travel unless accompanied by a Mahram. The people of 
knowledge differ over a woman who is well-off and she does not have a Mahram, does she perform Hajj? 
Some of the people of knowledge said that the Hajj is not obligatory upon her because having the 
Mahram is part of (the means) for the journey, as in Allah, the Mighty and Sublime's saying: For whoever 
is able to bear the journey. [Al Imran 3:97] So they say that when there is no Mahram for her then she is 
not able to bear the journey. This is the view of Sufyan Ath-Thawri and the people of Al-Kufah. Some of 
the people of knowledge said when the route is safe then she goes with the people for Hajj. This is the 
view of Malik and Ash-Shafi'. 

Comments: When a woman goes out to travel, she is in a different environment than the protected 
environment of her house. If she travels alone, she might face some mishap and it would not be possible 
for her to handle the situation all alone and save her honor. For this reason the Islamic Law has made it 
compulsory for her to travel with someone who is a Mahram. 


«O you who have believed, fear Allah as He should be feared and do not die except as Muslims [in 
submission to Him](102)» 


1105. ‘Abdullah bin Mas'ud narrated: "The Messenger of Allah @ taught us the Tashah-hud for Salat and 
the Tashah-hud for Al-Hajjah.". He said: "The Tashah-hud for Salat is: (At- Tahiyyatulillah, was- 
walawatu wat-tayyibatu. As-Sa lamu ‘alaika ayyuhan-Nabiu wa rahmatullahi wa barakdtuhu, As-Salamu 
‘alaina wa ‘ala 'ibadillahis-salihin. Ashhadu an la ilaha illallah, wa ashhadu anna Muhammadan ‘abduhu 
wa Rasiiluh.) ‘All greetings, prayers, and pure words are for Allah. Peace be upon you 0 Prophet, and 
Allah's mercy and His blessings. Peace be upon us and all of the righteous worshippers of Allah. I testify 
that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and I testify that Muhammad is His slave and His 
Messenger." And the Tashah-hud for Al-Hajjah is: Indeed all praise is due to Allah, we seek His aid, and 
we seek His forgiveness, and we seek refuge with Allah from the evils of our souls and the mischief of 
our deeds. (Innal-Hamdalillahi nasta'inuhu, wa nastaghfiruhu, wa na 'tidhu billahi min shururi anfusind, 
wa sayy 'iati a'malina, man yahdihi, fala mudilla lahu, wa man yud lil, fala hadiya lahu, wa ashhadu an la 
Maha illallah wa ashhadu anna Muhammadan ‘abduhu wa Rasiiluh) 'Whomever He guides - meaning 
Allah - then there is none to lead him astray, and whomever He misleads, then there is no guide for him. I 
testify that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and I testify that Muhammad is His worshipper 
and Messenger." 

He said: "And he recited three Ayat."(Daif)/ The Hadith is authentic via other chains. | 

‘Abthar (one of the narrators) said: "Sufyan Ath-Thawri explained that to us: Have Taqwa of Allah, with 
the Taqwa that He is due, and do not die except while you are Muslims. [AI ‘Imran 3:102]' And have 
Taqwa of Allah from whom you demand your mutual rights and revere the ties of kinship. Indeed Allah is 
Ever Watching over you. [An-Nisa’ 4:1.] Have Taqwa of Allah, and speak (always) the truth. ,[ Al-Ahzab 


(He said:) There is something on this topic from 'Adi bin Hatim. 

(Abu 'Eisa said:) The Hadith of 'Abdullah is a Hasan Hadith. It was reported by Al-A'mash, from Abu 
Ishaq, from Abu Al-Ahwas, from 'Abdullah, from the Prophet * . 

Shu'bah also reported it from Abii Isaq, from Abii 'Ubaidah, from 'Abdullah from the Prophet “. Both of 
the narrations are Sahih because Isra'il combined them both saying: "From Abu Isaq, from Abii Al- 
Ahwas, and Abii 'Ubaidah, from ‘Abdullah bin Mas'iid from the Prophet *.” 

The people of knowledge have said that a marriage without a Khutbah is acceptable. This is the view of 
Sufyan Ath-Thawri and others among the people of knowledge. 

Comments: In the oration of the marriage sermon all three Verses of the Qur'an carry the subject of being 
‘fearful of Allah’. And the wholesome and agreeable relationship between husband and wife depend on 
the fear of Allah Husband and wife both are required to care for each other and each other's rights. 
According to most of the scholars, the marriage sermon is not essential but according to A-ahriyah it is 
necessary and essential. (Tuzfat Al-Ahwadhi). 


2585. Ibn 'Abbas narrated that the Messenger of Allah * recited this Ayah: Have the Taqwa of Allah as is 
His due, and do not die except as Muslims: FAT lmrdn 33102) And the Messenger of Allah ® said: "If 
only a drop of Az-Zaqqum were to drip into the abode of the world, it would spoil the peoples' livelihood, 
so how about the person for whom it is his food?" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«On the Day [some] faces will turn white and [some] faces will turn black. As for those whose faces turn 
black, [to them it will be said], "Did you disbelieve after your belief? Then taste the punishment for what 
you used to reject."(106)» 


«But as for those whose faces will turn white, [they will be] within the mercy of Allah. They will abide 
therein eternally(107)» 


(8). 3000. Abu Ghalib said: "Abu Umamah saw heads (of the Khawarij) hanging on the streets of 
Damascus. He said: 'The dogs of the Fire and the worst dead people under the canopy of the heavens. The 
best dead men are those whom these have killed.' He then recited: On the Day when some faces will 
become white and some faces will become black... . [Al-'Imran 3:106] ' until the end of the Ayah. I said 
to Abu Umamah: 'Did you hear it from the Messenger of Allah #?' He said: 'If I had not heard it but one 
time, or two times, or three times, or four times - until he reached seven - I would not have narrated it to 
you." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] Hasan. Abti Ghalib's name is said to be Hazawwar. Abu Ummah AI-Bahl-i's name is 
Sudai bin 'Ajlan, and he was a chief of Bahilah. 

Comments: These people belong to a group of Khaw€arij called 'Azariqah', who were referred to Nail' bin 
Azraq Khanji. The Prophet * said this regarding the Khawarij. [Tuhfat Al-A hwadhi: vol. 4, p. 821]

«You are the best nation produced [as an example] for mankind. You enjoin what is right and forbid what 
is wrong and believe in Allah. If only the People of the Scripture had believed, it would have been better 
for them. Among them are believers, but most of them are defiantly disobedient(110)» 


(9). 3001. Bahz bin Hakim narrated from his father, from his grandfather that he heard the Prophet # 
saying about Allah, Most High saying: 'You are the best of peoples ever raised up for mankind ... . AL 

He said: "You are the completion of seventy nations, you are the best of them, and the 
most honorable of them to Allah." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. More than one narrator reported this Hadith from Bahz bin 
Hakim similarly, but they did not mention 'You are the best of peoples ever raised up for mankind in it.’ 
Comments: Meaning: You are the moderate nation and the followers of the middle course; you will 
guide the people to the truth and will bear witness against them regarding Allah's Religion, and only you 
are on the Right Path of Religion. 


«When two parties among you were about to lose courage, but Allah was their ally; and upon 
Allah the believers should rely(122)» 


Narrated Jabir: 


This Verse: "When two of your parties almost Decided to fall away..." was revealed in our connection, 


i.e. Bani Salama and Bani Haritha and I would not have liked that, if it was not revealed, for Allah said:-- 


Narrated Jabir bin 'Abdullah: 

The Verse 

(3.122) was revealed concerning us, and we were the two parties, i.e. Banu Haritha and Banu Salama, and 
we do not wish (that it had not been revealed) or I would not have been pleased (if it had not been 
revealed), for Allah says:--"...Allah was their Protector." 


«Not for you, [O Muhammad, but for Allah], is the decision whether He should [cut them down] or 
forgive them or punish them, for indeed, they are wrongdoers(128)» 


Narrated Salim's father: 
That he heard Allah's Apostle , when raising his head from bowing of the first Rak'a of the Morning 

Prayer, saying, "O Allah! Curse so-and-so and so-and-so" after he had said, "Allah hears him who sends 
his praises to Him. Our Lord, all the Praises are for you!" So Allah revealed:-- 


Salim bin 'Abdullah said' 
"Allah's Apostle # used to invoke evil upon Safwan bin Umaiya, Suhail bin 'Amr and Al-Harith bin 


Hisham. So the Verse was revealed:-- 


Narrated Salim's father: 

That he heard Allah's Apostle # on raising his head from the bowing in the last Rak'a in the Fajr prayer, 
saying, "O Allah, curse such-and-such person and such-and-such person, and such-and-such person," after 
saying, "Allah hears him who sends his praises to Him, O our Lord, all praise is for you." So Allah 
reveale 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

Whenever Allah's Apostle intended to invoke evil upon somebody or invoke good upon somebody, he 
used to invoke (Allah after bowing (in the prayer). Sometimes after saying, "Allah hears him who sends 
his praises to Him, all praise is for You, O our Lord," he would say, "O Allah. Save Al-Walid bin Al- 
Walid and Salama bin Hisham, and 'Aiyash bin Abu Rabi'a. O Allah! Inflict Your Severe Torture on 
Mudar (tribe) and strike them with (famine) years like the years of Joseph." The Prophet “ used to say in 
a loud voice, and he also used to say in some of his Fajr prayers, "O Allah! Curse so-and-so and so-and- 


so." aun some of the Arab tribes till Allah revealed 


Narrated Ibn 'Umar: 

That he heard the Prophet *, after raising his head from the bowing in Morning Prayer, saying, "O Allah, 
our Lord! All the praises are for you." And in the last (Rak'a) he said, "O Allah! Curse so-and-so and so-- 
and-so." And then Allah revealed:-- 


(10). 3002. Anas said: "On the Day of Uhud, the incisors of the Prophet “ were broken, and he had a 

facial wound in the area of the forehead, such that the blood flowed over his face. He said: 'How can a 

people that do this to their Prophet * succeed, while he is calling them to Allah?' So the following was 

revealed: Not for you is the decision whether He turns in mercy towards them or punishes them ... [AL 
until its end." (Sahih) . 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


(11). 3003. Anas said: "The face of the Messenger of Allah “ was wounded, his incisors were broken, 
and he was struck by an arrow on his shoulder. While blood was flowing over his face and he was wiping 
it, he said: 'How can a nation succeed while they are doing this to their Prophet * and he is calling them 
to Allah?' So Allah, Most High revealed: Not for you is the decision; whether He turns in mercy towards 
them or punishes them; verily they are the wrongdoers." ... (Sahih) 

I heard 'Abd bin Ilumaid saying: "Yazid bin Harun was mistaken in this." 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


(12). 3004. Salim bin 'Abdullah bin 'Umar narrated from his father: "On the Day of Uhud, the Messenger 
of Allah # said: '0 Allah! Curse Abu Sufyan! 0 Allah! Curse Al-Harith bin Hisham! 0 Allah! Curse 
Safwan bin Umayyah. The following was revealed: Not for you is the decision; whether He turns in 
mercy towards them [or punishes them]. ... /Al-'Imrdn 3:128] So Allah turned in mercy towards them, 
they accepted Islam and their (adherence to) Islam was good-" 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadtth is Hasan Gharib, being Ghanb as a narration of 'Umar bin Hamzah from 
Salim, [from his father]. This is how Az-Zuhri reported it, from Salim, from his father. [Muhammad bin 
Isma'il did not know it as a narration of 'Umar bin Hamzah, he knew it as a narration of Az-Zuhri]. 
Comments: The aim of this Ayah is that empowering a nation towards repentance and guidance, or to 
seize them for their mistakes and errors, is the sole authority of Allah, irrespective, it is not in the 
authority of any human. 


(13). 3005. 'Abdullah bin 'Umar narrated: "The Messenger of Allah ® was supplicating against four 
people, so Allah, Blessed and Most High, revealed: Not for you is the decision; whether He turns in 
mercy towards them or punishes them; verily they are the wrongdoers. ... So Allah 
guided them to Islam." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih, being Gharib from this route as a narration of 
Nafi' from Ibn 'Umar. Yabya bin Ayyub reported it from Ibn 'Ajlan. 

Comments: This Verse and these Ahddith prove that the Prophet * did not have full authority over the 
universe, nor had he the power of causing benefit or harm. The Full Authoritative, Omnipotent, the 
Master of benefit and harm, is only Allah. The people against whom the Prophet “ would invoke, they 


were destined to embrace Islam in Allah's plan; due to which Allah stopped him from making the 
supplication. 


1079. It was narrated from Salim from his father, that he heard the Prophet #, when he raised his head in 
the last Rak'ah of the Subh prayer, say: "0 Allah, curse so-and- so and so-and-so;" supplicating; against 
some of the hypocrites. Then Allah revealed the words: "Not for you is the decision; whether He turns in 


mercy to (pardon) them or punishes them; verily, they are the wrongdoers.” [Aal E Imran — 3:128] 
(Sahih). 


It has been narrated on the authority of Anas that the Messenger of Allah = (may peace be 
upon him) had his front teeth damaged on the day of the Battle of Uhud, and got a wound on his 
head. He was wiping the blood (from his face) and was saying: How will these people attain 
salvation who have wounded their Prophet “ and broken his tooth while he called them towards 
God? At this time, God, the Exalted and Glorious, revealed the Verse:" 


Abu Salama b. Abd al-Rahman b. 'Auf heard Abu Huraira say: (When) Allah's Messenger (may 
peace be upon him) (wished to invoke curse or blessing on someone, he would do so at the 
end) of the recitation in the dawn prayer, when he had pronounced Allah-o-Akbar (for bending) 
and then lifted his head (saying):" Allah listened to him who praised Him; our Lord! to Thee is all 
praise" ; he would then stand up and say:" Rescue al-Walid b. Walid, Salama b. Hisham, and 
‘Ayyash b. Abd Rabi'a, and the helpless among the Muslims. O Allah! trample severely Mudar 
and cause them a famine (which broke out at the time) of Joseph. O Allah! curse Lihyan, Ri'l, 
Dhakwan, 'Usayya, for they disobeyed Allah and His Messenger.” (The narrator then adds): The 
news reached us that he abandoned (this) when this verse was revealed 


«And those who, when they commit an immorality or wrong themselves [by transgression], remember 
Allah and seek forgiveness for their sins - and who can forgive sins except Allah? - and [who] do not 
persist in what they have done while they know(135)» 


406. Asma' bin Al-Hakam Al-Fazari said: "I heard Ali saying: ‘Indeed I am a man 
who, when I hear a Hadith from Allah's Messenger # then Allah causes me to 
benefit from it as much as He wills for me to benefit from it. When a man among 
his Companions narrates to me I ask him to swear an oath to me about it, and 
when he swears an oath to me I trust him. And Abu Bakr narrated to me — and 
Abu Bakr told the truth - he said: "I heard Allah's Messenger * saying: 'There is no 
man who commits a sin, then makes Wudt', then performs Salat, then seeks 
forgiveness from Allah, except that Allah forgives him.' Then he recited this Ayah: 


(Hasan) 
[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from Ibn Mas'ud, AbU Ad-Darda', Anas, 
Abu Umamah, Mu'adh, Wathilah, and Abu Al-Yasar, and his name is Ka'b bin 'Amr. 
Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of 'Ali is a Hasan Hadith, we do not know of it except 
from this route as a narration of 'Uthman bin Al-Mughirah. Shu'bah and others 
reported it from him as a Marfu narrations like that of AbU 'Awanah. (a narrator in 
the chain of this Hadith). 
Sufyan Ath-Thawri and Mis'ar narrated it in Mawquf form, without attributing it to 
the Prophet #. And this Hadith was reported from Mis'ar as a Marfu' narration as 
well. [And we do not know a Marfu' Hadith narrated by Asma' bin Al-Hakam except 
for this. ] 


(14). 3006. Asma' bin 4/-Hakam Al-Fazari said: "I heard 'Ali saying: 'Indeed J am a man who, when I 
hear a Hadith from the Messenger of Allah *;, then Allah causes me to benefit from it as much as He 
wills. When a man among his Companions narrates to me I ask him to swear an oath to me, about it, and 
when he swears an oath to me I trust him. And Abu Bakr narrated to me and Abu Bakr told the truth he 
said: "I heard the Messenger of Allah ® saying: 'There is no man who commits a sin, then stands for 
purification then performs Salat, then seeks forgiveness from Allah, except that Allah forgives him. 
Then he recited this Ayah: Those who, when they have committed Fahtshah or wronged themselves with 
evil, remember Allah. [Al-Imran 3:135] until the end of the Ayah." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] Shu'bah and more than one other narrator reported this Hadtth from 'Uthman bin AlI- 
Mughirah, in Marfu' form. Mis'ar and Sufyan reported it from 'Uthman bin Al-Mughirah and they did not 
narrate it in Marfu' form. [Some of them reported it from Mis'ar as Mawquf and some of them as Marfu'. 
Sufyan Ath-Thawri reported it from 'Uthman bin Al-Mughirah in Mawquf form. And we do not know of a 
Hadith from Asma' bin Al-Hakam except for this one]. 


Narrated AbuBakr as-Siddiq: 

Asma' bint al-Hakam said: I heard Ali say: I was a man; when J heard a tradition from the Apostle of 
Allah # (peace_be_upon_him), Allah benefited me with it as much as He willed. But when some one of 
his companions narrated a tradition to me I adjured him. When he took an oath, I testified him. AbuBakr 
narrated to me a tradition, and AbuBakr narrated truthfully. He said: I heard the apostle of Allah # 
(peace_be upon him) saying: When a servant (of Allah) commits a sin, and he performs ablution well, 
and then stands and prays two rak'ahs, and asks pardon of Allah, Allah pardons him. He then recited this 
verse: ). 


«Muhammad is not but a messenger. [Other] messengers have passed on before him. So if he was to die 
or be killed, would you turn back on your heels [to unbelief]? And he who turns back on his heels will 
never harm Allah at all; but Allah will reward the grateful(144)» 


Narrated 'Aisha : 
Abu Bakr came riding his horse from his dwelling place in As-Sunh. He got down from it, entered the 
Mosque and did not speak with anybody till he came to me and went direct to the Prophet , who was 


covered with a marked blanket. Abu Bakr uncovered his face. He knelt down and kissed him and then 
started weeping and said, "My father and my mother be sacrificed for you, O Allah's Prophet #! Allah 
will not combine two deaths on you. You have died the death which was written for you." 
Narrated Abu Salama from Ibn Abbas : Abu Bakr came out and 'Umar , was addressing the people, and 
Abu Bakr told him to sit down but 'Umar refused. Abu Bakr again told him to sit down but 'Umar again 
refused. Then Abu Bakr recited the Tashah-hud (i.e. none has the right to be worshipped but Allah and 
Muhammad is Allah's Apostle) and the people attended to Abu Bakr and left 'Umar. Abu Bakr said, 
"Amma ba'du, whoever amongst you worshipped Muhammad, then Muhammad is dead, but whoever 
worshipped Allah, Allah is alive and will never die. Allah said: 

(The narrator 
added, "By Allah, it was as if the people never knew that Allah had revealed this verse before till Abu 
Bakr recited it and then whoever heard it, started reciting it ") 


Narrated 'Aisha: 
(the wife of the Prophet #) Allah's Apostle # died while Abu Bakr was at a place called As-Sunah (AI- 
'Aliya) 'Umar stood up and said, "By Allah! Allah's Apostle # is not dead!" "Umar (later on) said, "By 
Allah! Nothing occurred to my mind except that." He said, "Verily! Allah will resurrect him and he will 
cut the hands and legs of some men." Then Abu Bakr came and uncovered the face of Allah's Apostle ®, 
kissed him and said, "Let my mother and father be sacrificed for you, (O Allah's Apostle), you are good in 
life and in death. By Allah in Whose Hands my life is, Allah will never make you taste death twice." Then 
he went out and said, "O oath-taker! Don't be hasty." When Abu Bakr spoke, 'Umar sat down. Abu Bakr 
praised and glorified Allah and said, No doubt! Whoever worshipped Muhammad, then Muhammad is 
dead, but whoever worshipped Allah, then Allah is Alive and shall never die." Then he recited Allah's 
He also recited:-- 


The people wept loudly, and the Ansar were assembled with Sad bin 'Ubada in the shed of Bani Saida. 
They said (to the emigrants). "There should be one 'Amir from us and one from you." Then Abu Bakr, 
Umar bin Al-Khattab and Abu 'baida bin Al-Jarrah went to them. 'Umar wanted to speak but Abu Bakr 
stopped him. 'Umar later on used to say, "By Allah, | intended only to say something that appealed to me 
and | was afraid that Abu Bakr would not speak so well. Then Abu Bakr spoke and his speech was very 
eloquent. He said in his statement, "We are the rulers and you (Ansars) are the ministers (i.e. advisers)," 
Hubab bin Al-Mundhir said, "No, by Allah we won't accept this. But there must be a ruler from us and a 
ruler from you." Abu Bakr said, "No, we will be the rulers and you will be the ministers, for they (i.e. 
Quarish) are the best family amongst the 'Arabs and of best origin. So you should elect either 'Umar or 
Abu 'Ubaida bin Al-Jarrah as your ruler." 'Umar said (to Abu Bakr), "No but we elect you, for you are our 
chief and the best amongst us and the most beloved of all of us to Allah's Apostle #8." So 'Umar took 
Abu Bakr's hand and gave the pledge of allegiance and the people too gave the pledge of allegiance to 
Abu Bakr. Someone said, "You have killed Sad bin Ubada." 'Umar said, "Allah has killed him." ‘Aisha said 
(in another narration), 

" Aisha said, Allah benefited the people by their two 
speeches. 'Umar frightened the people some of whom were hypocrites whom Allah caused to abandon 
Islam because of 'Umar's speech. Then Abu Bakr led the people to True Guidance and acquainted them 


with the right path they were to follow so that they went out reciting:--  _—_e 


«[Remember] when you [fled and] climbed [the mountain] without looking aside at anyone while the 
Messenger was calling you from behind. So Allah repaid you with distress upon distress so you would 
not grieve for that which had escaped you [of victory and spoils of war] or [for] that which had befallen 

you [of injury and death]. And Allah is [fully] Acquainted with what you do(153)» 


Narrated Al-Bara' bin 'Azib: 
The Prophet # appointed Abdullah bin Jubair as the commander of the cavalry archers on the day of the 
battle of Uhud. Then they returned defeated, and that what is referred to by Allah's Statement:-- ete 


«Then after distress, He sent down upon you security [in the form of] drowsiness, overcoming a faction of 
you, while another faction worried about themselves, thinking of Allah other than the truth - the thought 
of ignorance, saying, "Is there anything for us [to have done] in this matter?" Say, "Indeed, the matter 
belongs completely to Allah." They conceal within themselves what they will not reveal to you. They say, 
"If there was anything we could have done in the matter, some of us would not have been killed right 
here." Say, "Even if you had been inside your houses, those decreed to be killed would have come out to 
their death beds." [It was] so that Allah might test what is in your breasts and purify what is in your 

hearts. And Allah is Knowing of that within the breasts(154)» [ALi'Imran: 154] 


(15).3007. Anas narrated that Abu Talhah said: "I raised my head to look around on the Day of Uhud, and 
there was not one of them that day except that he was swaying under his shield due to drowsiness. Allah 


said about that: Then He sent down upon you - after the distress - a slumber of security. 
(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. (Another chain) from Abu Az-Zubair with similar. 

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: It happened when the Muslim soldiers could not maintain the systematic plan for fighting, 
several bodies with profound fatal wounds were struggling for life, the soldiers were broken down with 
severe injuries, and they had lost their senses because of the false news of the Prophet's death. In these 
circumstances, Allah Almighty covered them with sleep and removed their fatigue. After this, the 
Companions gathered around the Prophet * and established the front for fighting; soon after the condition 
was clear and the enemies began fleeing away. 


«It is not [attributable] to any prophet that he would act unfaithfully [in regard to war booty]. And 
whoever betrays, [taking unlawfully], will come with what he took on the Day of Resurrection. Then will 
every soul be [fully] compensated for what it earned, and they will not be wronged(161)» 


(17). 3009. Khusaif narrated from Miqsam that Ibn 'Abbas said: "This Ayah: It is not for a Prophet to 
illegally take a part of the booty was revealed about a red robe that was missing from the Day of Badr. 
Some of the people said: 'Perhaps the Messenger of Allah * took it.' So Allah, Blessed and Most High, 
revealed: It is not for a Prophet to illegally take a part of the booty . [Al-'‘Imran 3:161] until the end of 
the Ayah." (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. 'Abdus-Salam bin Harb reported it from Khuaif similarly. 
Some of them reported this Hadith from Khusaif, from Miqsam, without the mention of "from Ibn 
"Abbas" in it. 


(19). 3104. Az-Zuhri narrated from Anas who said: "Hudhaifah bin Al-Yaman came to 'Uthman, at the 
time when the people of Ash-Sham and the people of Al-'Iraq were waging war to conquer Arminiyah 
and Adharbijan. Hudhaifah saw their (the people of Ash-Sham and AI-'Iraq) different forms of recitation 
of the Qur'an. So he said to 'Uthman: '0 Commander of the Believers! Save this nation before they differ 
about the Book as the Jews and the Christians did before them.' So he (‘Uthman) sent a message to Hafsah 
(saying): 'Send us the manuscripts so that we may copy them in the Musdahift [Plural of Mushaf, a written 
copy of the Qur'an.] then we shall return it to you.' So Hafsah sent the manuscripts to 'Uthman bin 'Affan. 
'Uthman then sent order for Zaid bin Thabit, Sa'eed bin Al-'As, ‘Abdur-Rahman bin Al Harith bin 
Hisham, and 'Abdullah bin Az-Zubair to copy the manuscripts in the Musahif. 'Uthman said to the three 
Quraish men: In case you disagree with Zaid bin Thabit on any point in the (recitation dialect of the) 
Qur'an, then write it in the dialect of Quraish for it was revealed in their tongue.' So when they had copied 
the manuscripts in the Musahif;'Uthman sent one Mushaf from those Mudzif that they had copied to every 
province." Az-Zuhri said: "Kharijah bin Zaid [bin Thabit] narrated to me that Zaid bin Thabit said: 'T 
missed an Ayah of Surat Al-Ahzdb that I heard the Messenger of Allah * reciting: Among the believers 
are men who have been true to their covenant with Allah, of them, some have fulfilled their obligations, 
and some of them are still waiting.[ Al-A hzab 33:23.] so I searched for it and found it with Khuzaimah 
bin Thabit, or Abii Khuzaimah, so I put it in its Stirah."” Az-ZuhrI said: "They differed then with At-Tabtit 
and At-Tabuh. The Quraish said: At-Tabtit while Zaid said: At-Tabiih. Their disagreement was brought to 
"Uthman, so he said: "Write it as At- Tabiit, for it was revealed in the tongue of the Quraish." Az-Zuhri 
said: '"Ubaidullah bin 'Abdullah bin 'Utbah informed me that 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud disliked Zaid bin 
Thabit copying the Musahif, and he said: '0 you Muslim people! Avoid copying the Mushaf and recitation 
of this man. By Allah! When I accepted Islam he was but in the loins of a disbelieving man' - meaning 
Zaid bin Thabit - and it was regarding this that 'Abdullah bin Mas'iid said: '0 people of Al-'Iraq! Keep the 
Musahif that are with you, and conceal them. For indeed Allah said: And whoever conceals something, he 
shall come with what he concealed on the Day of Judgement. [AI "Imran 3:161.] So meet Allah with the 
Musahif." Az-Zuhri said: "It was conveyed to me that some men among the most virtuous of the 
Companions of the Messenger of Allah ® disliked that view of Ibn Masud." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih, it is the narration of Az-Zuhrl, and we do not know of it 
except as his narration. 


«And never think of those who have been killed in the cause » TERETE) Allah as dead. Rather, they are alive with 
their Lord, receiving provision(169)» [ALi'Imran: 169] 


It has been narrated on the authority of Masrug Who said: We asked ‘Abdullah about the 


Qur'anic verse:" 
He said: We asked the meaning 
of the verse (from the Holy Prophet #) who said: The souls, of the martyrs live in the bodies of 
green birds who have their nests in chandeliers hung from the throne of the Almighty. They eat 
the fruits of Paradise from wherever they like and then nestle in these chandeliers. Once their 
Lord cast a glance at them and said: Do ye want anything? They said: What more shall we 
desire? We eat the fruit of Paradise from wherever we like. Their Lord asked them the same 
question thrice. When they saw that they will continue to be asked and not left (without 
answering the question). they said: O Lord, we wish that Thou mayest return our souls to our 
bodies so that we may be slain in Thy way once again. When He (Allah) saw that they had no 
need, they were left (to their joy in heaven). 


(18). 3010. Musa bin Ibrahim bin Kathir Al-Ansari narrated: "I heard Talhah bin Khirash say: 'I heard 
Jabir bin 'Adullah saying: "The Messenger of Allah & met me and said to me: '0 Jabir! Why do I see you 
upset?' I said: '0 Messenger of Allah! #¢ My father was martyred [on the Day of Uhud] leaving family and 
debt behind." "He said: 'Shall I give you news of what your father met Allah with?" He said: "But of 
course 0 Messenger of Allah!’ # He said: 'Allah does not speak to anyone except from behind a veil, but 
He brought your father to speak to Him directly. He said: "[0 My slave!] Do you wish that I give You 
anything?' He said: '0 Lord! Give me life so that I may fight for You a second time.' So the Lord [Blessed 
and Most High] said: 'It has been decreed by Me That they shall not ST ae 
"So this Ayah was revealed: Think not of those as dead who are killed in the way of Allah." . 

(Hasan) 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib from this route. We do not know of it except as a narration 
of Musa bin Ibrahim. 'Ali bin 'Abdullah bin Al-Madini and more than one of the great people of Hadith 
reported it like this: "From Misa bin Ibrahim." And ‘Abdullah bin Muhammad bin 'Aqil reported some of 
this from Jabir. 


(19). 3011. Masrugq narrated from Abdullah that he was asked about Allah's saying: Think not of those as 
dead who are killed in the way of Allah. Nay they are alive, with their Lord. [ALImrdin 3:169] "So he 
said: "As for us, we asked about that, and we were informed that their souls are in green birds wandering 
in Paradise wherever they wish, returning to lamps hanging from the Throne. Your Lord looks at them 
and says: 'Do you want anything more that We may grant you more?' They say: 'Our Lord! What more 
could we have when we are in Paradise wandering wherever we want?' Then He looks at them a second 
time and says: 'Do you want anything more that We may grant you more?’ When they realize that they 
will not be left alone with that, they say: 'Return our souls to our bodies, so that we may return to the 
world to be killed in Your cause another time." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«Those [believers] who responded to Allah and the Messenger after injury had struck them. For those 
who did good among them and feared Allah is a great reward(172)»

Narrated 'Aisha: 
Regarding the Holy Verse: 


She said to 'Urwa, "O my nephew! Your father, Az-Zubair and Abu Bakr were amongst 
them (i.e. those who responded to the call of Allah and the Apostle #8 on the day (of the battle of 
Uhud). When Allah's Apostle &, suffered what he suffered on the day of Uhud and the pagans left, the 
Prophet #2 was afraid that they might return. So he said, ‘Who will go on their (i.e. pagans’) track?' He 
then selected seventy men from amongst them (for this purpose)." (The sub-narrator added, "Abu Bakr 
and Az-Zubair were amongst them.") 


«Those to whom hypocrites said, "Indeed, the people have gathered against you, so fear them." But it

Narrated Ibn Abbas:

Narrated Ibn Abbas: 


The last statement of Abraham when he was thrown into the fire was:--"Allah is Sufficient for us and He 
«And let not those who [greedily] withhold what Allah has given them of His bounty ever think that it is 
better for them. Rather, it is worse for them. Their necks will be encircled by what they withheld on the 


Day of Resurrection. And to Allah belongs the heritage of the heavens and the earth. And Allah, with

Narrated Abu Huraira: 

Allah's Apostle # said, "Whoever is made wealthy by Allah and does not pay the Zakat of his wealth, 
then on the Day of Resurrection his wealth will be made like a bald-headed poisonous male snake with 
two black spots over the eyes. The snake will encircle his neck and bite his cheeks and say, 'I am your 


wealth, I am your treasure.'" Then the Prophet “ recited the holy verses:-- 'Let not those who withhold . . 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

Allah's Apostle # said, "Anyone whom Allah has given wealth but he does not pay its Zakat, then, on the 
Day of Resurrection, his wealth will be presented to him in the shape of a bald-headed poisonous male 
snake with two poisonous glands in its mouth and it will encircle itself round his neck and bite him over 
his cheeks and say, "I am your wealth; I am your treasure." Then the Prophet * recited this Divine 


(21). 3012. Abu Wa'il narrated: "'Abdullah [bin Mas'ud] narrating from the Prophet * that he said: 'There 
is no person who does not pay the Zakat due on his wealth but on the Day of Resurrection Allah will 
make a Shuja ‘a around his neck.' Then he recited the Ayah for us from the Book of Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, testifying to that: And let not those who are stingy with that which Allah has bestowed on them 
of His bounty ... '[Al-'Imran 3:180] ' And another time he said: 'Testifying to that, the Messenger of Allah 
#2, recited: On the Day of Resurrection, the things that they were stingy with {Ab"mrdn 3:186] "and 
whoever deprives his Muslim brother of his wealth by swearing, then he shall meet Allah while He is 
angry with him.' Then testifying to that, the Messenger of Allah recited the Ayah from Allah's Book: 
Verily, those who purchase a small gain at the cost of Allah's covenant." {AL "Imrdin 3:77] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. And the meaning of his saying: "Shuja'an Aqra" is a snake. 
Comments:This Hadith informs that the people who avoid spending their wealth in Zakdat, whereas it has 
been given by Allah and Allah gave it to them merely Out of His mercy and generosity, not because they 
deserved it, they must not regard this behavior of theirs favorable to them. On the Day of Judgement this 
very wealth will enwrap around their necks in the form of snakes and serpents. 


2443. & 2484. It was narrated ‘Abdullah said: "The Messenger of Allah * said: 'There is no man who has 
wealth and does not pay the dues of his wealth, but a bald headed Shujaa ["A bald serpent": In actuality, 
there is no hair on a serpent's body. Therefore, baldness potency shows enormousness of its venom, due 
to which its scalp would disappear.] will be made to encircle his neck, and he will run away from it but it 
will follow him.' Then he recited the confirmation of that from the Book of Allah: 'And let not those who 
covetously withhold of that which Allah has bestowed on them of His Bounty (wealth)' think that it is 
good for them (and so they do not pay the obligatory Zakah). Nay, it will be worse for them; the things 
which they covetously withheld, shall be tied to their necks like a collar on the Day of resurrection.” il 
Imran 3:180] (Sahih). 


«Every soul will taste death, and you will only be given your [full] compensation on the Day of 
Resurrection. So he who is drawn away from the Fire and admitted to Paradise has attained [his desire]. 
And what is the life of this world except the enjoyment of delusion(185)» 


(22). 3013. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Indeed the space in Paradise 
taken up by a whip, is better than the world and what is in it. Recite if you wish: 'And whoever is moved 
away from the Fire and admitted to Paradise, he indeed is successful. The life of this world is only the 
enjoyment of deception." '[Al-'Imran 3:185] (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


(1). 3292. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah % said: "Allah said: 'I have prepared for My 
righteous worshippers, what no eye has seen, no ear has heard, and no human heart has conceived." So 
recite if you wish: No person knows what is kept hidden for them of delights of the eyes as a reward for 
what they used to do.{ As-Sajdah 32:17] And in Paradise there is a tree under whose shade a rider can 
travel for one-hundred years without stopping. Recite if you wish: And in shade extended. 

56:30] And the space occupied by a whip in Paradise is better than the world and whatever is in it. Recite 
if you wish: And whoever is removed away from the Fire and admitted to Paradise, he indeed is 
successful. The life of this world is only the enjoyment of deception (Hasan) . 

[Abt 'Eisa said:| This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«You will surely be tested in your possessions and in yourselves. And you will surely hear from those 
who were given the Scripture before you and from those who associate others with Allah much abuse. But 
if you are patient and fear Allah - indeed, that is of the matters [worthy] of determination(186)» 


Narrated Usama bin Zaid: 

Allah's Apostle # rode a donkey, equipped with a thick cloth-covering made in Fadak and was riding 
behind him. He was going to pay visit to Sad bin Ubada in Banu Al-Harith bin Al-Khazraj; and this 
incident happened before the battle of Badr. The Prophet * passed by a gathering in which 'Abdullah bin 
Ubai bin Salul was present, and that was before ‘Abdullah bin Ubai embraced Islam. Behold in that 
gathering there were people of different religions: there were Muslims, pagans, idol-worshippers and 
Jews, and in that gathering ‘Abdullah bin Rawaha was also present. When a cloud of dust raised by the 
donkey reached that gathering, 'Abdullah bin Ubai covered his nose with his garment and then said, "Do 
not cover us with dust." Then Allah's Apostle greeted them and stopped and dismounted and invited 
them to Allah (i.e. to embrace Islam) and recited to them the Holy Qur'an. On that, ‘Abdullah bin Ubai bin 
Saluil said, "O man ! There is nothing better than that what you say. If it is the truth, then do not trouble 
us with it in our gatherings. Return to your mount (or residence) and if somebody comes to you, relate 
(your tales) to him." On that 'Abdullah bin Rawaha said, "Yes, O Allah's Apostle! “ Bring it (i.e. what 
you want to say) to us in our gathering, for we love that." So the Muslims, the pagans and the Jews started 
abusing one another till they were on the point of fighting with one another. The Prophet * kept on 
quietening them till they became quiet, whereupon the Prophet # rode his animal (mount) and proceeded 
till he entered upon Sad bin Ubada. The Prophet * said to Sad, "Did you not hear what 'Abu Hubab 
said?" He meant ‘Abdullah bin Ubai. "He said so-and-so." On that Sad bin Ubada said, "O Allah's 
Apostle! “6 Excuse and forgive him, for by Him Who revealed the Book to you, Allah brought the Truth 
which was sent to you at the time when the people of this town (i.e. Medina) had decided unanimously to 
crown him and tie a turban on his head (electing him as chief). But when Allah opposed that (decision) 
through the Truth which Allah gave to you, he (i.e. "Abdullah bin Ubai) was grieved with jealously. and 
that caused him to do what you have seen." So Allah's Apostle # excused him, for the Prophet * and his 


companions used to forgive the pagans and the people of Scripture as Allah had ordered them, and they 


used to put up with their mischief with patience. Allah said: 


. So the Prophet # used to stick to the principle of forgiveness 
for them as long as Allah ordered him to do so till Allah permitted fighting them. So when Allah's 
Apostle fought the battle of Badr and Allah killed the nobles of Quraish infidels through him, Ibn Ubai 
bin Salul and the pagans and idolaters who were with him, said, "This matter (i.e. Islam) has appeared 
(i.e. became victorious)." So they gave the pledge of allegiance (for embracing Islam) to Allah's Apostle 
= and became Muslims. 


Narrated Usama bin Zaid: 
That Allah's Apostle rode over a donkey covered with a Fadakiya (velvet sheet) and Usama was riding 
behind him. He was visiting Sa'd bin 'Ubada (who was sick) in the dwelling place of Bani Al-Harith bin 
Al-Khazraj and this incident happened before the battle of Badr. They proceeded till they passed by a 
gathering in which 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salul was present., and that was before ‘Abdullah bin Ubat 
embraced Islam. In that gathering there were Muslims, pagan idolators and Jews, and among the Muslims 
there was 'Abdullah bin Rawaha. When a cloud of dust raised by (the movement of ) the animal covered 
that gathering, 'Abdullah bin Ubai covered his nose with his garment and said, "Do not cover us with 
dust." Allah's Apostle greeted them, stopped, dismounted and invited them to Allah (i.e. to embrace 
Islam) and recited to them the Holy Qur'an. On that 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salul said to him, "O man! 
There is nothing better than what you say, if it is the truth. So do not trouble us with it in our gatherings, 
but if somebody comes to you, you can preach to him." On that 'Abdullah bin Rawaha said "Yes, O 
Allah's Apostle! # Call on us in our gathering, for we love that." So the Muslims, the pagans and the Jews 
started abusing one another till they were about to fight with one another. Allah's Apostle kept on 
quietening them till all of them became quiet, and then Allah's Apostle rode his animal and proceeded till 
he entered upon Sa'd bin 'Ubada. Allah's Apostle # said, "O Sa'd! Didn't you hear what Abu Habab said?" 
(meaning 'Abdullah bin Unbar). "He said so-and-so." Sa'd bin Ubada said, "O Allah's Apostle! # Let my 
father be sacrificed for you ! Excuse and forgive him for, by Him Who revealed to you the Book, Allah 
sent the Truth which was revealed to you at the time when the people of this town had decided to crown 
him (‘Abdullah bin Ubai) as their ruler. So when Allah had prevented that with the Truth He had given 
you, he was choked by that, and that caused him to behave in such an impolite manner which you had 
noticed." So Allah's Apostle # excused him. (It was the custom of) Allah's Apostle & and his companions 
to excuse the pagans and the people of the scripture (Christians and Jews) as Allah ordered them, and they 
used to be patient when annoyed (by them). Allah said: 


He also said: 
So Allah's Apostle # used to apply what Allah had ordered him by 
excusing them till he was allowed to fight against them. When Allah's Apostle “ had fought the battle of 
Badr and Allah killed whomever He killed among the chiefs of the infidels and the nobles of Quraish, and 
Allah's Apostle “ and his companions had returned with victory and booty, bringing with them some of 
the chiefs of the infidels and the nobles of the Quraish as captives. 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salul and the 
pagan idolators who were with him, said, "This matter (Islam) has now brought out its face (triumphed), 
so give Allah's Apostle the pledge of allegiance (for embracing Islam.)". Then they became Muslims 


Humaid b. 'Abd al-Rahman b. 'Auf reported that Marwan said to Rafi’, his chamberlain, that he 
should go to Ibn 'Abbas and ask him: If every one of us be punished for his being happy upon 
his deed and for his being praised for what he has not done, nobody would be saved from the 


torment. Ibn 'Abbas said: What you have to do with this verse? It has been in fact revealed in 
connection with the people of the Book." Then Ibn Abbas recited this verse:" 


and then Ibn 'Abbas recited this verse:" 


Ibn ‘Abbas 
(further) said: Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon him) asked them about something and 
then they concealed that and they told him something else and they went out and they thought 
that they had informed him as lie had asked them and they felt happy of what they had 
concealed. 


«And [mention, O Muhammad], when Allah took a covenant from those who were given the 
Scripture, [saying], "You must make it clear to the people and not conceal it." But they threw it 
away behind their backs and exchanged it for a small price. And wretched is that which they 
purchased(187)» 


«And never think that those who rejoice in what they have perpetrated and like to be praised for 


what they did not do - never think them [to be] in safety from the punishment, and for them is a 
painful punishment(188)» [Abi'Tmran: 187-188) 


(23). 3014. Humaid bin 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Awf narrated that Marwan bin Al-Hakam said: "Go 0 Rafi" - 
who was his gatekeeper - "to Ibn 'Abbas and say to him: 'If every person who rejoices with what he has 
done, and loves to be praised for what he has not done, will be punished, then we will all be punished.' So 
Ibn 'Abbas said: 'This Ayah has got nothing to do with you. This was only revealed about the People of 
the Book.' Then Ibn 'Abbas recited: "When Allah took a covenant from those who were given the 
Scripture to make it known and clear to mankind..." [Al-'Imran 3:187] and he recited: "Think not that 
those who rejoice in what they have done, and love to be praised for what they have not done..." [AL- 

Ibn 'Abbas said: 'The Prophet # asked them about something, and they concealed it, and 
told him about something else. So they left wanting him to think that they informed him about what he 
asked them, and wanting to be praised for that by him, and they were rejoicing over what they had 
concealed, and the fact that they were asked about it." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 

Comments: These Verses were revealed regarding the People of the Book, the Jews; Allah, the Almighty 
had a covenant with them, that they would reveal Allah's Book (Torah) very clearly to the people and 
would conceal nothing of it. They threw this Divine Covenant behind their backs; particularly the glad 
tidings and signs mentioned regarding the Last Prophet, they concealed these all. For the mean worldly 
benefits, they distorted the facts and committed serious offences of concealing the truth, they shamelessly 
sold out the Shari'ah, yet they were delighted for what they had done, and wanted to be credited for it and 
desired to be praised and appreciated. But they would never escape Allah's wrath and punishment. 


Narrated Alqama bin Waqqas: 

Marwan said to his gatekeeper, "Go to Ibn 'Abbas, O Rafi, and say, 'If everybody who rejoices in what he 
has done, and likes to be praised for what he has not done, will be punished, then all of us will be 
punished." Ibn Abbas said, "What connection have you with this case? It was only that the Prophet # 
called the Jews and asked them about something, and they hid the truth and told him something else, and 
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showed him that they deserved praise for the favor of telling him the answer to his question, and they 
became happy with what they had concealed. Then Ibn Abbas recited:-- 

"(And remember) when Allah took a Covenant from those who were given the Scripture..and those who 
rejoice in what they have done and love to be praised for what they have not done.'" (3.187-188)

«And never think that those who rejoice in what they have perpetrated and like to be praised for what they 
did not do - never think them [to be] in safety from the punishment, and for them is a painful 
punishment(188)» /Al-iTmran: 188] 


Abu Sa'id Khudri reported that during the lifetime of Allah's Messenger @ (may peace be upon 
him) the hypocrites behaved in this way that when Allah's Apostle @ (may peace be upon him) 
set out for a battle, they kept themselves behind, and they became happy that they had 
managed to sit in the house contrary to (the act of) Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon 
him), and when Allah's Apostle & (may peace he upon him) came back, they put forward 
excuses and took oath and wished that people should laud them for the deeds which they had 
not done. It was on this occasion that this verse was revealed:” Think not that those who exult in 
what they have done, and love to be praised for what they have not done-think not them to be 
safe from the chastisement; and for them is a painful chastisement" (3.188). 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 

During the lifetime of Allah's Apostle “, some men among the hypocrites used to remain behind him (i.e. 
did not accompany him) when he went out for a Ghazwa and they would be pleased to stay at home 
behind Allah's Apostle # When Allah's Apostle “ returned (from the battle) they would put forward 
(false) excuses and take oaths, wishing to be praised for what they had not done. So there was revealed:-- 
"Think not that those who rejoice in what they have done, and love to be praised for what they have not 
done.." (3.188)

Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 

I stayed overnight in the house of my aunt Maimuna. Allah's Apostle talked with his wife for a while 
and then went to bed. When it was the last third of the night, he got up and looked towards the sky and 
said: "Verily! In the creation of the Heavens and the Earth and in the alteration of night and day, there are 
indeed signs for men of understanding." (3.190) . Then he stood up, performed ablution, brushed his teeth 
with a Siwak, and then prayed eleven Rakat. Then Bilal pronounced the Adhan (i.e. call for the Fajr 
prayer). The Prophet then offered two Rakat (Sunna) prayer and went out (to the Mosque) and offered the 
(compulsory congregational) Fajr prayer. 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 


Once I stayed overnight at the house of Maimuna and the Prophet “ was there with her. When it was the 
last third of the night, or some part of the night, the Prophet # got up looking towards the sky and recited: 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 

Once I stayed overnight at the house of (my aunt ) Maimuna while the Prophet “ was with her, to see 
how was the night prayer of Allah s Apostle Allah's Apostle ® talked to his wife for a while and then 
slept. When it was the last third of the night (or part of it), the Prophet “ got up and looked towards the 
sky and recited the Verse:-- 


Then He got up and performed the ablution, brushed his teeth and 
offered eleven Rakat. Then Bilal pronounced the Adhan whereupon the Prophet “ offered a two-Rak'at 
(Sunna) prayer and went out to lead the people in Fajr (morning compulsory congregational prayer. 


Ibn 'Abbas reported that he spent a night at the house of the Apostle of Allah (may peace be 
upon him), The Apostle of Allah # (may peace be upon him) got up for prayer in the latter part of 
the night. He went out and looked towards the sky and then recited this verse 


He then returned to his house, used the 
tooth-stick, performed the ablution, and then got up and offered the prayer. He then lay down on 
the bed and again got up and went out and looked towards the sky and recited this verse 
(mentioned above), then returned, used the tooth-stick, performed ablution and again offered 
the prayer. 


‘Abdullah b. 'Abbas reported: He spent (one night) in the house of the Messenger of Allah @ 
(may peace be upon him). He (the Holy Prophet “) got up, brushed his teeth and performed 
ablution and said:" 


to the end 
of the Surah. He then stood up and prayed two rak'ahs, standing, bowing and prostrating 
himself at length in them. Then he finished, went to sleep and snored. He did that three times, 
six rak'ahs altogether, each time cleaning his teeth, performing ablution, and reciting these 
verses. Then he observed three rak'ahs of Witr. The Mu'adhdhin then pronounced the Adhan 
and he went out for prayer and was saying,:" O Allah | place light in my heart, light in my tongue, 
place light in my hearing, place light in my eyesight, place light behind me, and light in front of 
me, and place light above me, and light below me. O Allah! grant me light." 


«Who remember Allah while standing or sitting or [lying] on their sides and give thought to the 
creation of the heavens and the earth, [saying], "Our Lord, You did not create this aimlessly; 
exalted are You [above such a thing]; then protect us from the punishment of the Fire(191)»

«Our Lord, indeed whoever You admit to the Fire - You have disgraced him, and for the 
wrongdoers there are no helpers(192)» 


«Our Lord, indeed we have heard a caller calling to faith, [saying], 'Believe in your Lord,' and we 
have believed.

«Our Lord, and grant us what You promised us through Your messengers and do not disgrace 
us on the Day of Resurrection.

1627. It was narrated that Ibn -Shihaab said: "Humaid bin 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Awf told me that a 

man from among the Companions of the Prophet * said: 'I said, when I was on a journey with the 
Messenger of Allah & By Allah, I am going to watch the prayer of Messenger of Allah & and see what 
he does. When he prayed Isha ,he lay down for a long time. Then he woke up and looked toward the 
horizon and said: "Our Lord! You have not created (all) this without purpose" until he reached: "for 
You never break ( Your ) Promise Then the Messenger of Allah reached 
across his bed and took Siwak from it, then he poured water from a vessel and cleaned his teeth. Then he 
stood and prayed until I said: "He has prayed for as long as he slept." Then he lay down until I said: "He 
has slept as long as he prayed." Then he woke up and did the same as he had done the first time and said 
the same as he had said. The Messenger of Allah #F did that three times before Fajr." (Sahih) 


Yazid al-Faqir said: This view of the Khwarij (i. e. those who commit major sins and would be 
eternally doomed to Hell) had obsessed me, and we set out in a large group intending to 
perform the hajj and then going to the people (for the propagation of the views of the Khwarij). 
He (the narrator) said: We happened to past by Medina and found there Jabir b. 'Abdullah 
sitting near a column narrating to the people (the ahadith of) the Holy Prophet (may peace be 
upon him). When he mentioned the inhabitants of Hell, | said: O companion of the Messenger of 
Allah what is this that thou narrateth, whereas Allah sayeth:" 


So what is it 
that you say? He said: Have you read the Qur'an? | said: Yes. He said: Have you heard about’ 
the (exalted) position of Muhammad # (may peace be upon him), i. e. to which Allah would 
raise, him? | said: Yes. He said: Verily the position of Muhammad * (may peace be upon him) is 
that of great glory and that is by which Allah would bring out whornsoever He would wish to 
bring out. He then described the Path (the Bridge) and the passing of the people over it, and 
said: | am afraid | may not have remembered (other things) but this much is still in my memory 
that people would come out of the Hell after having gone into it, and he said: They would come 
out of it as if they were the wood of the ebony tree. He (the narrator said: They would enter a 
river, one or the rivers of Paradise, and would bathe in it, and then come out as if they were 
(white like) paper. We then turned back and said: Woe be upon you! How can this old man tell a 
lie against the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him)? We turned back (from the views 
of the Khwarij), and by God every one of us abandoned this (band of Khwarij) except one man. 
A similar statement has been made by Abu Nu'aim. 


1999. 'Abdullah narrated: "The Prophet * said: 'Whoever has a speck of pride (arrogance) in his heart, 
shall not be admitted into Paradise. And whoever has a speck of faith in his heart, shall not be admitted 
into the Fire." He said: "So a man said to him: 'I like for my clothes to be nice, and my sandals to be 
nice?’ So he said: 'Indeed Allah loves beauty. But pride is refusing the truth and belittling the people." 
[Some of the people of knowledge explained that in this Hadith, the statement: "Whoever has a speck of 
faith in his heart, shall not be admitted into the Fire" only means not eternally dwelling in the Fire. 
Similarly, it has been reported from Abii Sa'eed Al-Khudri that the Prophet said: "He who has even a 
speck of faith in his heart shall be taken out of the Fire." More than one of the 7abi'in explained this 
Ayah: 0 Our Lord! Verily whom You admit into the Fire, You have indeed disgraced him 

saying: "Whoever is made to dwell in the Fire eternally, indeed he is digraced by Allah."] (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahth Gharib. 
Comments: If a man denies the truth out of pride and arrogance, refuses to believe in Allah or in the code 
of life ordained by Him and belittles others of his ilk, then this denial of truth shall make him an 
unbeliever deserving of Hellfire. If, however, he is a man of faith but considers himself superior to others 
because of things like his handsome figure, his position and rank, his pedigree or his superior knowledge, 
or else he does not follow the path of truth just out of obstinacy, then he is not a disbeliever in the 
accepted sense of the term. His position will then be like what we have discussed in the comments. 


«And their Lord responded to them, "Never will I allow to be lost the work of [any] worker among you, 
whether male or female; you are of one another. So those who emigrated or were evicted from their 
homes or were harmed in My cause or fought or were killed - I will surely remove from them their 

misdeeds, and I will surely admit them to gardens beneath which rivers flow as reward from Allah, and 

Allah has with Him the best reward."(195)» 


(9). 3023. ‘Amr bin Dinar narrated from a man among the children of Umm Salamah, from Umm 
Salamah that she said: "0 Messenger of Allah! I have not heard Allah mentioning anything about 
women and emigration." So Allah, Blessed and Most High, revealed: "Never will I allow to be lost the 
work of any of you, be he male or female. You are members one of another." [Al Imran 3:195] (Hasan) 
Comments: The weight of the deeds of a man and a woman are equal in the Scale of Allah; because the 
origin of both the man and woman is same, the great grandfather of them both is Adam and both are the 
offspring of Adam and Eve, the flesh and blood of both is the same. 


«O you who have believed, persevere and endure and remain stationed and fear Allah that you may be 
successful(200)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik that Zayd ibn Aslam had said that Ubayda ibn al-Jarrah had written to 
Umar ibn al-Khattab mentioning to him a great array of Byzantine troops and the anxiety they were 
causing him. Umar ibn al-Khattab wrote in reply to him, "Whatever hardship befalls a believing slave, 
Allah will make an opening for him after it, and a hardship will not overcome two eases. Allah the 
Exalted says in His Book, 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Makhrama ibn Sulayman from Kurayb, the mawla of Ibn Abbas, 
that Abdullah ibn Abbas told him that he had spent a night at the house of Maimuna, the wife of the 
Prophet #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, who was also Ibn Abbas' mother's sister. Ibn Abbas 
said, "I lay down with my head on the breadth of the cushion, and the Messenger of Allah @, may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace, and his wife lay down with their heads on its length. The Messenger of 
Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, slept, until, halfway through the night or a little before 
or after it, he awoke and sat up and wiped the sleep away from his face with his hand. Then he recited the 

Then he got up and went over to a water-skin which was hanging 
up and did wudu from it, doing his wudu thoroughly, and then he stood in prayer." Ibn Abbas continued, 
"I stood up and did the same and then went and stood by his side. The Messenger of Allah #, may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace, put his right hand on my head and took my right ear and tweaked it. He 
prayed two rakas, then two rakas, then two rakas, then two rakas, then two rakas, then two rakas, and then 
prayed an odd raka. Then he lay down until the muadhdhin came to him, and then prayed two quick rakas, 
and went out and prayed subh ." 


«O mankind, fear your Lord, who created you from one soul and created from it its mate and dispersed 


And fear Allah, through whom you ask one another, and the 
wombs. Indeed Allah is ever, over you, an Observer( |)»|fAReNiSaa 1) 


Mundhir b. Jarir reported on the authority of his father: While we were in the company of the 
Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon him) in the early hours of the morning, some people 
came there (who) were barefooted, naked, wearing striped woollen clothes, or cloaks, with their 
swords hung (around their necks). Most of them, nay, all of them, belonged to the tribe of 
Mudar. The colour of the face of the Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) underwent 


a change when he saw them in poverty. He then entered (his house) and came out and 
commanded Bilal (to pronounce Adhan). He pronounced Adhan and Iqima, and he (the Holy 
Prophet ) observed prayer (along with his Companion) and then addressed (them reciting 
verses of the Hol : 


(He then recited) a verse of 


(Then the audience began to vie with one another in giving charity.) Some 
donated a dinar, others a dirham, still others clothes, some donated a sa’ of wheat, some a sa’ 
of dates; till he (the Holy Prophet ) said: (Bring) even if it is half a date. Then a person from 
among the Ansar came there with a money bag which his hands could scarcely lift; in fact, they 
could not (lift). Then the people followed continuously, till | saw two heaps of eatables and 
clothes, and | saw the face of the Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) glistening, like gold 
(on account of joy). The Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) said: He who sets a 
good precedent in Islam, there is a reward for him for this (act of goodness) and reward of that 
also who acted according to it subsequently, without any deduction from their rewards; and he 
who sets in Islam an evil precedent, there is upon him the burden of that, and the burden of him 
also who acted upon it subsequently, without any deduction from their burden. 


Mundhir b. Jarir narrated on the authority of his father: When we were sitting in the company of 
the Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon him). There came people dressed in striped woollen 
clothes, and the rest of the hadith in the same, and there (it is also mentioned):" He observed 


the Zuhr EWE and then climbed up a small pulpit, praised Allah, lauded Him, and then said: 


1105. 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud narrated: "The Messenger of Allah taught us the Tashah-hud for Salat and 
the Tashah-hud for Al-Hajjah.". He said: "The Tashah-hud for Salat is: (At- Tahiyyatulillah, was- 
walawatu wat-tayyibatu. As-Sa lamu ‘alaika ayyuhan-Nabiu wa rahmatullahi wa barakdtuhu, As-Salamu 
‘alaina wa ‘ala 'ibadillahis-salihin. Ashhadu an la ilaha illallah, wa ashhadu anna Muhammadan ‘abduhu 
wa Rasiiluh.) 'All greetings, prayers, and pure words are for Allah. Peace be upon you 0 Prophet, and 
Allah's mercy and His blessings. Peace be upon us and all of the righteous worshippers of Allah. I testify 
that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and I testify that Muhammad is His slave and His 
Messenger." And the Tashah-hud for Al-Hajjah is: Indeed all praise is due to Allah, we seek His aid, and 
we seek His forgiveness, and we seek refuge with Allah from the evils of our souls and the mischief of 
our deeds. (Innal-Hamdalillahi nasta‘inuhu, wa nastaghfiruhu, wa na 'tidhu billahi min shururi anfusind, 
wa sayy'iati a'malina, man yahdihi, fala mudilla lahu, wa man yud lil, fala hadiya lahu, wa ashhadu an la 
llaha illallah wa ashhadu anna Muhammadan ‘abduhu wa Rastiluh) 'Whomever He guides - meaning 
Allah - then there is none to lead him astray, and whomever He misleads, then there is no guide for him. I 
testify that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and I testify that Muhammad is His worshipper 
and Messenger." He said: "And he recited three Ayat."(Daif)[ The Hadith is authentic via other chains. | 
‘Abthar (one of the narrators) said: "Sufyan Ath-Thawri explained that to us: Have Taqwa of Allah, with 
the Taqwa that He is due, and do not die except while you are Muslims. [AI ‘Imran 3:102]' And have 
Taqwa of Allah from whom you demand your mutual rights and revere the ties of kinship. Indeed Allah is 
Ever Watching over you. [An-Nisa’' 4:1.] Have Taqwa of Allah, and speak (always) the truth. 

(He said:) There is something on this topic from 'Adi bin Hatim. 
(Abu 'Eisa said:) The Hadith of ‘Abdullah is a Hasan Hadith. It was reported by Al-A'mash, from Abu 
Ishaq, from Abu Al-Ahwas, from 'Abdullah, from the Prophet *. 


Shu'bah also reported it from Abii Isaq, from Abii 'Ubaidah, from 'Abdullah from the Prophet #. Both of 
the narrations are Sahih because Isra'il combined them both saying: "From Abu Isaq, from Abii Al- 
Ahwas, and Abii 'Ubaidah, from ‘Abdullah bin Mas'iid from the Prophet =.” 

The people of knowledge have said that a marriage without a Khutbah is acceptable. This is the view of 
Sufyan Ath-Thawri and others among the people of knowledge. 

Comments: In the oration of the marriage sermon all three Verses of the Qur'an carry the subject of being 
‘fearful of Allah’. And the wholesome and agreeable relationship between husband and wife depend on 
the fear of Allah Husband and wife both are required to care for each other and each other's rights. 
According to most of the scholars, the marriage sermon is not essential but according to A-ahriyah it is 
necessary and essential. (Tuzfat Al-Ahwadhi). 


1405. It was narrated from Ahdulla "The Prophet * taught us Khutbat Al-Hajah: Alhamdu lillahi 
nasta'inahu wa nastaghfiruhu wa na'udhu billahi min shururi anfusina wa sayi'ati a'malina Man, 
yahdihillahu fala mudilla lahu wa man yudlil fala hadiya lahu. Wa ashadu an- la ilaha illallahu wa 
ashadu anna Muhammadan abduhu wa rasuluhu. (Praise be to Allah, we seek His help and His 
forgiveness. We seek refuge with Allah from the evil of our own souls and from our bad deeds. 
Whomsoever Allah guides will never be led astray, and whomsoever Allah leaves astray, no one can 
guide. I bear witness that there is none worthy of worship except Allah, and I bear witness that 
Muhammad is His slave and Messenger). Then he recited the following three verses: 0 you who believe! 
Fear Allah as He should be feared, and die not except as Muslims fAl fimran 3103) “0 mankind! Be 
dutiful to your Lord, Who created you from a single person, and from him He created his wife, and from 
them He created many men and women, and fear Allah through Whom you demand your mutual (rights), 
and (do not cut the relations of) the wombs (kinship). Surely, Allah is Ever an All-Watcher over su 
“Q you who believe! Keep your duty to Allah and fear Him, and speak (always) the truth” 
Abu 'Abdur-Rahman (An-Nasai) said: (One of the narrators) Abu 'Ubaidah did not hear 
anything from his father, nor did 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud, nor did 'Abdul-Jabbir bin 
Wail bin Hujr.[ Abh 'Ubaidah is the son of 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud and the one narrating this from him. 
The meaning is that none of them heard anything from their fathers. | 
Comments: 1. "Khutbat Al-Hajah" (the sermon of need): that means whenever there is a need to deliver a 
sermon, whether it be a discourse or wedding or anything else. That is why the honorable author has 
brought this narration in the chapter of the Juma'ah sermon, because it is also a need or necessity. Some 
people have on account of the context of the above-mentioned Verses taken it to mean the need of 
marriage. These Verses contain command of piety, and piety is required in each and evety act, not merely 
in marriage. 
2. This narration from the point of view of the chain of transmitters is Mungata (in Hadith terminology, a 
Hadith whose chain has missing or broken links). 


2555. Al-Mundhir bin Jarir narrated that his father said "While we were with the Messenger of Allah % 
in the early hours of the morning, some people came who were naked and barefoot, with their swords 
hung (around their necks). Most of them, nay all of them, belonged to the tribe of Mudar. The face of the 
Messenger of Allah & changed when he saw them in poverty. He went in (to his house) then he came out 
and ordered Bilal to call the Adhan and then the Igamah. He (the Prophet *) prayed, then he addressed 
them, (reciting the Verses): '0 mankind! Be dutiful to your Lord, Who created you from a single person 
(Adam), and from him :Adam) He created his wife [Hawwa (Eve)], and from them both He created many 
men and women; and fear Allah through Whom you demand (your mutual rights), and (do not cut the 
relations of) the wombs (kinship).Surely, Allah is Ever an All-Watcher over you.'[An-Nisa’ 4:1] and: 
"Fear Allah and keep your duty to Him. And let every person look to what he has sent forth for the 
morrow [Al-Hashr 59:18] , Then they gave in charity, some giving a Dinrar, others a Dirham. or a 


garment. or a Sa' of wheat or, a Sa’ of dates, until he said: 'Even half a date." A man from among the 
Ansar came with a bag of money which his hands could hardly lift. The people followed one another (in 
giving charity) until I saw two heaps of food and clothing, and I saw the face of the Messenger of Allah & 
shining like gold (with joy). The Messenger of Allah % said: 'Whoever sets a good precedent in Islam, he 
will have the reward for that, and the reward of those who acted in accordance with it, without that 
detracting from their reward in the slightest. And whoever sets an evil precedent in Islam, he will have a 
burden of sin for that, and the burden of those who acted in accordance with it, without that detracting 
from their burden in the slightest." (Sahih). 


«And give to the orphans their properties and do not substitute the defective [of your own] for the good 
[of theirs]. And do not consume their properties into oy own. Indeed, that is ever a great sin(2)» 


«And if you fear that you will not deal justly with the orphan girls, then marry those that please you of 
[other] women, two or three or four. But if you fear that you will not be just, then [marry only] one or 
those your right hand possesses. That is more suitable that you may not incline [to injustice](3)» 


Narrated 'Urwa: that he asked ‘Aisha about the Statement of Allah 


nephew! (This Verse has been revealed in connection with) an orphan girl under the guardianship of her 
guardian who is attracted by her wealth and beauty and intends to marry her with a Mahr less than 
what other women of her standard deserve. So they (such guardians) have been forbidden to marry 
them unless they do justice to them and give them their full Mahr, and they are ordered to marry other 
women instead of them." 


Narrated Az-Zuhri: 
Urwa bin Az-Zubair said that he asked 'Aisha about the meaning of the Quranic Verse:-- 


eer Aisha said, "It is about a female orphan under the guardianship of her guardian who is 


inclined towards her because of her beauty and wealth, and likes to marry her with a Mahr less than what 
is given to women of her standard. So they (i.e. guardians) were forbidden to marry the orphans unless 
they paid them a full appropriate Mahr (otherwise) they were ordered to marry other women instead of 
them. Later on the people asked Allah's Apostle # about it. So Allah revealed the following Verse:-- 


aii and in this Verse Allah indicated that if the orphan girl was beautiful and wealthy, her 


guardian would have the desire to marry her without giving her an appropriate Mahr equal to what her 
peers could get, but if she was undesirable for lack of beauty or wealth, then he would not marry her, 
but seek to marry some other woman instead of her. So, since he did not marry her when he had no 
inclination towards her, he had not the right to marry her when he had an interest in her, unless he 
treated her justly by giving her a full Mahr and securing all her rights. 


Narrated Aisha: 
There was an orphan (girl) under the care of a man. He married her and she owned a date palm (garden). 


He married her just because of that and not because he loved her. So the Divine Verse came regarding his 
case: "If you fear that you shall not be able to deal justly with the orphan girls." (4.3) The sub-narrator 


added: I think he (i.e. another sub-narrator) said, "That orphan girl was his partner in that datepalm 
(garden) and in his property." 


Narrated 'Urwa bin Az-Zubair: 


That he asked 'Aisha regarding the Statement of Allah: "If you fear that you shall not be able to deal justly 
FiRnSoRnN Ae aS) She said, "O son of my sister! An Orphan girl used to be under the care of a 


guardian with whom she shared property. Her guardian, being attracted by her wealth and beauty, would 
intend to marry her without giving her a just Mahr, i.e. the same Mahr as any other person might give her 
(in case he married her). So such guardians were forbidden to do that unless they did justice to their 
female wards and gave them the highest Mahr their peers might get. They were ordered (by Allah, to 
marry women of their choice other than those orphan girls." ‘Aisha added," The people asked Allah's 
Apostle * his instructions after the revelation of this Divine Verse whereupon Allah revealed: 

‘Aisha further said, "And the Statement of Allah: 
"And yet whom you desire to marry." (4.127) as anyone of you refrains from marrying an orphan girl 
(under his guardianship) when she is lacking in property and beauty." 'Aisha added, "So they were 
forbidden to marry those orphan girls for whose wealth and beauty they had a desire unless with justice, 
and that was because they would refrain from marrying them if they were lacking in property and 
beauty." 


Narrated Abdur-Rahman bin Yazid and Majammi bin Yazid. the same ,Hadith above: A man called 
Khidam married a daughter of his (to somebody) against her consent. 


And if somebody 
says to the guardian (of a woman), "Marry me to so-and-so," and the guardian remained silent or said to 
him, "What have you got?" And the other said, "I have so much and so much (Mahr)," or kept quiet, and 
then the guardian said, "I have married her to you," then the marriage is valid (legal). This narration was 
told by Sahl on the authority of the Prophet *. 


Narrated 'Urwa bin Az-Zubair: that he asked 'Aisha, sayin 
this Verse revealed): 


to her, "O Mother! (In what connection was 


Aisha said, "O my nephew! It was about the female 
orphan under the protection of her guardian who was interested in her beauty and wealth and wanted 
to marry her with a little or reduced Mahr. So such guardians were forbidden to marry female orphans 
unless they deal with them justly and give their full Mahr; and they were ordered to marry women other 
than them."'Aisha added, "(Later) the people asked Allah's Apostle &, for instructions, and then Allah 
revealed: 
(4.127) So Allah revealed to them in this Verse that-if a female orphan had wealth and beauty, they 
desired to marry her and were interested in her noble descent and the reduction of her Mahr; but if she 
was not desired by them because of her lack in fortune and beauty they left her and married some other 


woman. So, as they used to leave her when they had no interest in her, they had no right to marry her if 
they had the desire to do so, unless they deal justly with her and gave her a full amount of Mahr." 


Narrated 'Urwa: 
That he asked 'Aisha regarding the Verse: 

‘Aisha said, "It is about an orphan girl under the 
custody of her guardian who being attracted by her wealth and beauty wants to marry her with Mahr less 
than other women of her status. So such guardians were forbidden to marry them unless they treat them 
justly by giving them their full Mahr. Then the people sought the verdict of Allah's Apostle # for such 
cases, whereupon Allah revealed: (The sub- 
narrator then mentioned the Hadith.) 


'Urwa b. Zubair reported that he asked 'A'isha about the words of Allah:" If you fear that you will 
not be able to maintain equity amongst the orphan girls, then marry (those) you like from 
amongst the women two, three or four." She said: O, the son of my sister, the orphan girl is one 
who is under the patronage of her guardian and she shares with him in his property and her 
property and beauty fascinate him and her guardian makes up his mind to marry her without 
giving her due share of the wedding money and is not prepared (to pay so much amount) which 
anyone else is prepared to pay and so Allah has forbidden to marry these girls but in case when 
equity is observed as regards the wedding money and they are prepared to pay them the full 
amount of the wedding money and Allah commanded to marry other women besides them 
according to the liking of their heart. 'Urwa reported that 'A'isha said that people began to seek 
verdict from Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) after the revelation of this verse 
about them (orphan girls) and Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, revealed this verse:" 


She said: The wording of Allah" what is recited to you" in the Book 


means the first verse, i. e 
‘A'isha said: (And as for this verse 
, 1. e. and you intend" it pertains to 
one who is in charge (of orphans) having small amount of wealth and less beauty and they have 
been forbidden that they should marry what they like of her wealth and beauty out of the orphan 
girls, but with equity, because of their disliking for them. 


3348. 'Urwah bin Az-Zubair narrated that he asked 'Aishah about the saying of Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime: "And if you fear that you shall not be able to deal justly with the orphan girls then marry (other) 
women of your choice. [An-Nisa' 4:3] She said: "0 son of my sister, this refers to a female orphan who is 
in the care of her guardian, and her wealth is joined to his, and he is attracted to her wealth and her 
beauty. So her guardian wants to marry her without being fair with regard to her dowry, and without 
giving her what someone else would give her. So they were forbidden to marry them unless they were fair 
to them and gave them the highest possible dowry that is customarily given, and they were commanded to 
marry other women of their choice." 'Urwah said: "Aishah said: 'Then later on, Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, revealed concerning them: 'They ask your legal instruction concerning women, say: Allah 
instructs you about them, and about what is recited unto you in the Book concerning the orphan girls 
whom you give not the prescribed portions and yet whom you desire to marry. (An-Nisa"4:127] "‘Aishah 
said: 'What Allah, Most High, mentioned here that is recited in the Book is the first Verse in which it 
says: And if you fear that you shall not be able to deal justly with orphan girls then marry (other) women 
of your choice.'fAn-Nisa" 4:3] 'Aishah said: "What is referred to in the other Verse - and yet whom you 


desire to marry [An-Nisa’ 4:127] - is the desire of one of you not to marry orphan girl who is under his 
care if she is lacking in wealth and beauty. So they were forbidden to marry those orphan women to 
whose wealth they were attracted unless they were fair, because of their desire not to marry (those who 
were lacking in wealth and beauty)." (Sahih). 


«And test the orphans [in their abilities] until they reach marriageable age. Then if you perceive in them 
sound judgement, release their property to them. And do not consume it excessively and quickly, 
[anticipating] that they will grow up. And whoever, [when acting as guardian], is self-sufficient should 
refrain [from taking a fee]; and whoever is poor - let him take according to what is acceptable. Then when 

you release their property to them, bring witnesses upon them. And sufficient is Allah as Accountant 


Narrated Hisham bin 'Urwa from his father: who heard Aisha saying, "The Holy Verse; 


was revealed concerning 
the guardian of the orphans who looks after them and manages favorably their financial affairs; If the 
guardian Is poor, he could have from It what Is just and reasonable, (according to his labors)." 


Narrated 'Aisha: 


The following Verse:-- " 


was revealed in connection with the 
guardian of an orphan, and it means that if he is poor he can have for himself (from the orphan's wealth) 
what is just and reasonable according to the orphan's share of the inheritance. 


Narrated 'Urwa: 

Az-Zubair quarrelled with a man from the Ansar because of a natural mountainous stream at Al-Harra. 
The Prophet * said "O Zubair! Irrigate (your lands and the let the water flow to your neighbor The Ansar 
said, "O Allah's Apostle (This is because) he (Zubair) is your cousin?" At that, the Prophet's “ face 
became red (with anger) and he said "O Zubair! Irrigate (your land) and then withhold the water till it fills 
the land up to the walls and then let it flow to your neighbor." So the Prophet “ enabled Az-Zubair to take 
his full right after the Ansari provoked his anger. The Prophet “ had previously given a order that was in 
favor of both of them Az-Zubair said, "I don't think but the Verse was revealed in this connection: " 


«Indeed, those who devour the property of orphans unjustly are only consuming into their bellies fire. 
And they will be burned in a Blaze(10)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik, "The generally agreed upon way of doing things 
among us and what I have seen the people of knowledge doing in our city about 
the fixed shares of inheritance of children from the mother or father when one or 


other of them dies is that if they leave male and female children, the male takes 
the portion of two females. If there are only females, and there are more than two, 
they get two thirds of what is left between them. If there is only one, she gets a 
half. If someone shares with the children, who has a fixed share and there are 
males among them, the reckoner begins with the ones with fixed shares. What 
remains after that is divided among the children according to their inheritance. 
"When there are no children, grandchildren through sons have the same position as 
children, so that grandsons are like sons and grand-daughters are like daughters. 
They inherit as they inherit and they overshadow as they overshadow. If there are 
both children and grandchildren through sons, and there is a male among the 
children, then the grandchildren through sons do not share in the inheritance with 
him. "If there is no surviving male among the children, and there are two or more 
daughters, the granddaughters through a son do not share in the inheritance with 
them unless there is a male who is in the same position as them in relation to the 
deceased, or further than them. His presence gives access to whatever is left over, 
if any, to whoever is in his position and whoever is above him of the 
granddaughters through sons. If something is left over, they divide it among them, 
and the male takes the portion of two females. If nothing is left over, they have 
nothing. "If the only descendant is a daughter, she takes half, and if there are one 
or more grand-daughters through a son who are in the same position to the 
deceased, they share a sixth. If there is a male in the same position as the 
granddaughters through a son in relation to the deceased, they have no share and 
no sixth . "If there is a surplus after the allotting of shares to the people with fixed 
shares, the surplus goes to the male and whoever is in his position and whoever is 
above him of the female descendants through sons. The male has the share of two 
females. The one who is more distant in relationship than grandchildren through 
sons has nothing. If there is no surplus, they have nothing. That is because Allah, 
the Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 


Malik related to me that he heard that Umar ibn Abd al-Aziz gave a judgement 
about the mudabbar who did an injury. He said, "The master must surrender what 
he owns of him to the injured person. He is made to serve the injured person and 
recompense (in the form of service) is taken from him as the blood-money of the 
injury. If he completes that before his master dies, he reverts to his master." Malik 
said, "The generally agreed on way of doing things in our community about a 
mudabbar who does an injury and then his master dies and the master has no 
property except him is that the third (allowed to be bequeathed) is freed, and then 
the blood-money for the injury is divided into thirds. A third of the blood-money is 
against the third of him which was set free, and two-thirds are against the two- 
thirds which the heirs have. If they wish, they surrender what they have of him to 
the party with the injury, and if they wish, they give the injured person two-thirds 
of the blood-money and keep their portion of the slave. That is because that injury 
is a criminal action by the slave and it is not a debt against the master by which 
whatever setting free and tadbir the master had done would be abrogated. If there 


were a debt to people held against the master of the slave, as well as the criminal 
action of the slave, part of the mudabbar would be sold in proportion to the blood- 
money of the injury and according to the debt. Then one would begin with the 
blood-money which was for the criminal action of the slave and it would be paid 
from the price of the slave. Then the debt of his master would be paid, and then 
one would look at what remained after that of the slave. His third would b be set 
free, and two-thirds of him would belong to the heirs. That is because the criminal 
action of the slave is more important than the debt of his master. That is because, 
if the man dies and leaves a mudabbar slave whose value is one hundred and fifty 
dinars, and the slave strikes a free man on the head with a blow that lays open the 
skull, and the blood-money is fifty dinars, and the master of the slave has a debt of 
fifty dinars, one begins with the fifty dinars which are the blood-money of the head 
wound, and it is paid from the price of the slave. Then the debt of the master is 
paid. Then one looks at what remains of the slave, and a third of him is set free and 
two-thirds of him remain for the heirs. The blood-money is more pressing against 
his person than the debt of his master. The debt of his master is more pressing 
than the tadbir which is a bequest from the third of the property of the deceased. 
None of the tadbir is permitted while the master of the mudabbar has a debt which 
is not paid. It is a bequest. That is because Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, said, 

Malik said, "If there 
is enough in the third property that the deceased can bequeath to free all the 
mudabbar, he is freed and the blood-money due from his criminal action is held as 
a debt against him which follows him after he is set free even if that blood-money is 
the full blood-money. It is not a debt on the master." Malik spoke about a 
mudabbar who injured a man and his master surrendered him to the injured party, 
and then the master died and had a debt and did not leave any property other than 
the mudabbar, and the heirs said, "We surrender the mudabbar to the party," 
whilst the creditor said, "My debt exceeds that." Malik said that if the creditor's debt 
did exceed that at all , he was more entitled to it and it was taken from the one 
who owed the debt, according to what the creditor was owed in excess of the 
blood-money of the injury. If his debt did not exceed it at all, he did not take the 
slave. Malik spoke about a mudabbar who did an injury and had property, and his 
master refused to ransom him. He said, "The injured party takes the property of 
the mudabbar for the blood-money of his injury. If there is enough to pay it, the 
injured party is paid in full for the blood-money of his injury and the mudabbar is 
returned to his master. If there is not enough to pay it, he takes it from the blood- 
money and uses the mudabbar for what remains of the blood-money." 


3699. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "When these Verses were revealed - 'And come not near 

to the orphan's property, except to improve it, (AL-An'am 6:152] and 'Verily, those who unjustly eat up 
the property of orphans'[An-Nisa’ 4:10] -the people avoided the property and food of the orphans.That 
caused hardship to the Muslims and they complained about that to the Prophet # Then Allah revealed: 
‘And they ask you concerning orphans. Say: The best thing is to work honestly in their property, and if 
you mix your affairs with theirs, then they are your brothers. And Allah knows him who means mischief 
(e.g. to swallow their property) from him who means good (e.g. to save their property). And if Allah had 
wished, He could have put you into difficulties"[Al-Bagarah 2:220] (Daif) 


«Allah instructs you concerning your children: for the male, what is equal to the share of two females. But 
if there are [only] daughters, two or more, for them is two thirds of one's estate. And if there is only one, 
for her is half. And for one's parents, to each one of them is a sixth of his estate if he left children. But if 

he had no children and the parents [alone] inherit from him, then for his mother is one third. And if he had 

brothers [or sisters], for his mother is a sixth, after any bequest he [may have] made or debt. Your parents 
or your children - you know not which of them are nearest to you in benefit. [These shares are] an 
obligation [imposed] by Allah. Indeed, Allah is ever Knowing and Wise(1 1)» 


Narrated Jabir: 

The Prophet and Abu Bakr came on foot to pay me a visit (during my illness) at Banu Salama's 
(dwellings). The Prophet found me unconscious, so he asked for water and performed the ablution from 
it and sprinkled some water over it. I came to my senses and said, "O Allah's Apostle! 2 What do you 


order me to do as oe ~ wealth?" So there was revealed:-- "Allah commands you as regards your 


Malik said, "The inheritance of a husband from a wife when she leaves no children 
or grandchildren through sons is a half. If she leaves children or grandchildren 
through sons, male or female, by her present or previous husbands, the husband 
has a quarter after bequests or debts. The inheritance of a wife from a husband 
who does not leave children or grandchildren through sons is a quarter. If he leaves 
children or grandchildren through sons, male or female, the wife has an eighth after 
bequests and debts. That is because Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted! said in His 
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Malik said, "The generally agreed on way of doing things among us about which 
there is no dispute and what I have seen the people of knowledge in our city doing 
is that when a father inherits from a son or a daughter and the deceased leaves 
children, or grandchildren through a son, the father has a fixed share of one sixth. 
If the deceased does leave any children or male grandchildren through a son, the 
apportioning begins with those with whom the father shares in the fixed shares. 
They are given their fixed shares. If a sixth or more is left over, the sixth and what 
is above it is given to the father, and if there is less than a sixth left, the father is 
given his sixth as a fixed share, (i.e. the other shares are adjusted.) "The 
inheritance of a mother from her child, if her son or daughter dies and leaves 
children or male or female grandchildren through a son, or leaves two or more full 
or half siblings is a sixth. If the deceased does not leave any children or 


grandchildren through a son, or two or more siblings, the mother has a whole third 
except in two cases. One of them is if a man dies and leaves a wife and both 
parents. The wife has a fourth, the mother a third of what remains, (which is a 
fourth of the capital). The other is if a wife dies and leaves a husband and both 
parents. The husband gets half, and the mother a third of what remains, (which is a 
sixth of the capital). That is because Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, says in His 


The sunna is that the 
siblings be two or more." 


2092. Jabir bin 'Abdullah said: "The wife of Sa'd bin Ar-Rabi' came with her two daughters from Sa'd to 
the Messenger of Allah # and said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # These two are daughters of Sa'd bin Ar- 
Rabi' who fought along with you on the Day of Uhud and was martyred. Their uncle took their wealth, 
without leaving any wealth for them, and they will not be married unless they have wealth." He said: 
‘Allah will decide on that matter.' The Ayah about inheritance was revealed, so the Messenger of Allah % 
sent (word) to their uncle saying: 'Give the two daughters of Sa'd two thirds, and give their mother one 
eighth, and whatever remains; then it is for you.” [An-Nisa’ (4:11 ] (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih, we do not know of it except as a narration of 'Abdullah bin 
Muhammad bin 'Aqil (a narrator in the chain). Sharik also reported it from 'Abdullah bin Muhammad bin 
"Aqil. 

Comments: What the Hadith instructs us is that just as more than two daughters get two thirds of the 
inherited wealth; two daughters also get the same, viz, two-thirds of the inherited wealth. 

This is the view of the vast majority of scholars, which is on the correct side. The mother of course, in the 
presence of a child or more, gets just one-eighth of the wealth. 


2093. Huzail bin Shurahbil said: "A man came to Abii Musa and Salman bin Rabi'ah and asked them 
about a daughter, a son's daughter, a father's sister and a mother's sister. So they said: 'For the daughter is 
half, for the sister of the father and the mother is what remains.’ And they said to him: 'Go to 'Abdullah 
(bin Mas'ud) and ask him, for surely he will concur with us.' So he went to 'Abdullah mentioning that to 
him and informing him what they had said. 'Abdullah said: 'If that were the case, then I would have erred 
and not been among the rightlyguided (on the matter). Rather, I will judge with what the Messenger of 
Allah # judged: For the daughter is half, for the son's daughter a sixth, totaling two thirds, and for the 
sister 1s what remains." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahth, and Abu Qais Al-Awdi's (a narrator) name is 'Abdur- 
Rahman bin Tharwan Al-Kufi. Shu'bah also reported it from Abu Qais. 

Comments: - 

If the deceased person has left behind a single daughter plus one daughter or more from the son, 
unquestionably the daughter would get half of the inherited wealth since Allah himself has decreed one 
half for the single daughter (An-Nisa’, 4:11). In case there is one daughter or more from the son then, in 
order to make good the share of the daughters, one-sixth of the inherited wealth shall go to her (or them). 


2096. Jabir bin 'Abdullah said: "The Messenger of Allah # came to visit me while I was ill at Banu 
Salamah. I said: '0 Prophet of Allah! # How shall I divide my wealth among my children?! But he did not 
say anything to me, until the following was revealed: Allah commands you regarding your children's 
(inheritance): To the male, a portion equal to that of two females." (An-Nisa', 4:11)" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. [Shu'bah and] Ibn 'Uyainah and others reported it from 
Muhammad bin Al-Munkadir, from Jabir, may Allah be pleased with him. 

Comments: We learn from the Hadith contained in the next chapter as well as from the unanimous 
Ahadith reported in both Al-Bukhari and Muslim, Jabir was a Kaldlah (having neither ascendants nor 
descendants). As such the term Walad (children) attributed to him in the Hadith is used for his under-age 
sisters. 


«And for you is half of what your wives leave if they have no child. But if they have a child, for you is 
one fourth of what they leave, after any bequest they [may have] made or debt. And for the wives is one 
fourth if you leave no child. But if you leave a child, then for them is an eighth of what you leave, after 
any bequest you [may have] made or debt. And if a man or woman leaves neither ascendants nor 
descendants but has a brother or a sister, then for each one of them is a sixth. But if they are more than 
two, they share a third, after any bequest which was made or debt, as long as there is no detriment 
[caused]. [This is] an ordinance from Allah, and Allah is Knowing and Forbearing(12)» 


Malik said, "The generally agreed upon way of doing things among us is that 
maternal half-siblings do not inherit anything when there are children or 
grandchildren through sons, male or female. They do not inherit anything when 
there is a father or the father's father. They inherit in what is outside of that. If 
there is only one male or female, they are given a sixth. If there are two, each of 
them has a sixth. If there are more than that, they share in a third which is divided 
among them. The male does not have portion of two females. That is because 
Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, says in His Book 


Malik said, "The generally agreed on way of doing things among us is that full 
siblings do not inherit anything with sons nor anything with grandsons through a 
son, nor anything with the father. They do inherit with the daughters and the 
granddaughters through a son when the deceased does not leave a paternal 
grandfather. Any property that is left over, they are in it as paternal relations. One 
begins with the people who are allotted fixed shares. They are given their shares. If 
there is anything left over after that, it belongs to the full siblings. They divide it 
between themselves according to the Book of Allah, whether they are male or 
female. The male has a portion of two females. If there is nothing left over, they 
have nothing. "If the deceased does not leave a father or a paternal grandfather or 


children or male or female grandchildren through a son, a single full sister gets a 
half. If there are two or more full sisters, they get two thirds. If there is a brother 
with them, sisters, whether one or more, do not have a fixed share. One begins 
with whoever shares in the fixed shares. They are given their shares. Whatever 
remains after that goes to the full siblings. The male has the portion of two females 
except in one case, in which the full siblings have nothing. They share in this case 
the third of the half-siblings by the mother. That case is when a woman dies and 
leaves a husband, a mother, half-siblings by her mother, and full siblings. The 
husband has a half. The mother has one sixth. The half-siblings by the mother have 
a third. Nothing is left after that, so the full siblings share in this case with the half- 
siblings by the mother in their third. The male has the portion of two females in as 
much as all of them are siblings of the deceased by the mother. They inherit by the 
mother. That is because Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 


They therefore share in this case because all of them are siblings of the 
deceased by the mother." 


Malik said, "The generally agreed on wayof doing things among us is that when 
there are no full siblings with them, half-siblings by the father take the position of 
full siblings. Their males are like the males of the full siblings, and their females are 
like their females except in the case where the half-siblings by the mother and the 
full siblings share, because they are not offspring of the mother who joins these." 
Malik said, "If there are both full siblings and half-siblings by the father and there is 
a male among the full siblings none of the half-siblings by the father have any 
inheritance. If there is one or more females in the full siblings and there is no male 
with them, the one full sister gets a half, and the half sister by the father gets a 
sixth, completing the two-thirds. If there is a male with the half-sisters by the 
father, they have no share. The people of fixed shares are given their shares and if 
there is something left after that it is divided between the half-siblings by the 
father. The male has the portion of two females. If there is nothing left over, they 
get nothing. If the full siblings consist of two or more females, they get two-thirds, 
and the half-sisters by the father get nothing with them unless there is a half- 
brother by the father with them. If there is a half-brother by the father with them, 
the people of fixed shares are given their shares and if there is something left over 
after that, it is divided between the half-siblings by the father. The male gets the 
portion of two females. If there is nothing left over, they get nothing. Half-siblings 
by the mother, full-siblings, and half-siblings by the father, each have a sixth (when 
they are onlyone). Two and more share a third. The male has the same portion as 
the female. They are in the same position in it." 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Yahya ibn Said that he had heard that 
Muawiya ibn Abi Sufyan wrote to Zayd ibn Thabit asking him about the grandfather. 
Zayd ibn Thabit wrote to him, "You have written to me asking me about the 
grandfather. Allah knows best. That is part of what is only determined by the amirs, 
i.e. the khalifs. I was present with two khalifs before you who gave the grandfather 


a half with one sibling, and a third with two. If there were more siblings, they did 
not decrease his third." 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Zayd ibn Aslam that Umar ibn al-Khattab 
asked the Messenger of Allah “, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, about 
someone who died without parents or offspring, and the Messenger of Allah #, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, said to him, "The ayat which was sent down in 
the summer at the end of the is enough for you." Malik said, 
"The generally agreed on way of doing things among us, in which there is no 
dispute, and which I saw the people of knowledge in our city doing, is that the 
person who leaves neither parent nor offspring can be of two types. As for the kind 
described in the ayat which was sent down at the beginning of the Surat an-Nisa in 


which Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted! said, 
This heirless one 


does not have heirs among his mother's siblings since there are no children or 
parents. As for the other kind described in the ayat which comes at the end of the 
Surat an-Nisa, Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, said in it, 


Malik said, "If this 
person without direct heirs (parents) or children has siblings by the father, they 
inherit with the grandfather from the person without direct heirs. The grandfather 
inherits with the siblings because he is more entitled to the inheritance than them. 
That is because he inherits a sixth with the male children of the deceased when the 
siblings do not inherit anything with the male children of the deceased. How can he 
not be like one of them when he takes a sixth with the children of the deceased? 
How can he not take a third with the siblings while the brother's sons take a third 
with them? The grandfather is the one who overshadows the half-siblings by the 
mother and keeps them from inheriting. He is more entitled to what they have 
because they are omitted for his sake. If the grandfather did not take that third, 
the half-siblings by the mother would take it and would take what does not return 
to the half-siblings by the father. The half-siblings by the mother are more entitled 
to that third than the half-siblings by the father while the grandfather is more 
entitled to that than the half-siblings by the mother." 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Muhammad ibn Abi Bakr ibn Muhammad ibn 
Amribn Hazm that Abdar-Rahman ibn Hanthala az-Zurgi was informed by a mawla 
of Quraysh,who used to be known as Ibn Mursi, that he was sitting with Umar ibn 
al-Khattab, and when they had prayed dhuhr, he said, "Yarfa! Bring that letter! (a 
letter which he had written about the paternal aunt.) We asked about her and 
asked for information about her." Yarfa brought it to him. He called for a small 
vessel or a drinking-bowl in which there was water. He erased the letter in it. Then 


he said, "Had Allah approved of you as an heir, we would have confirmed you. Had 
Allah approved of you, we would have confirmed you." 


Malik said, "The generally agreed on way of doing things among us, in which there 
is no dispute, and which I saw the people of knowledge in our city doing, about 
paternal relations is that full brothers are more entitled to inherit than half-brothers 
by the father and half-brothers by the father are more entitled to inherit than the 
children of the full brothers. The sons of the full brothers are more entitled to 
inherit than the sons of the half-brothers by the father. The sons of the half- 
brothers by the father are more entitled to inherit than the sons of the sons of the 
full brothers. The sons of the sons of the half-brothers by the father's side are more 
entitled to inherit than the paternal uncle, the full brother of the father. The 
paternal uncle, the full brother of the father, is more entitled to inherit than the 
paternal uncle, the half-brotherof the father on the father's side. The paternal 
uncle, the half-brother of the father on the father's side is more entitled to inherit 
than the sons of the paternal uncle, the full brother of the father. The son of the 
paternal uncle on the father's side is more entitled to inherit than the paternal great 
uncle, the full brother of the paternal grandfather." Malik said, "Everything about 
which you are questioned concerning the inheritance of the paternal relations is like 
this. Trace the genealogy of the deceased and whoever among the paternal 
relations contends for inheritance. If you find that one of them reaches the 
deceased by a father and none of them except him reaches him by a father, then 
make his inheritance to the one who reaches him by the nearest father, rather than 
the one who reaches him by what is above that. If you find that they all reach him 
by the same father who joins them, then see who is the nearest of kin. If there is 
only one half-brother by the father, give him the inheritance rather than more 
distant paternal relations. If there is a full brother and you find them equally related 
from a number of fathers or to one particular father so that they all reach the 
genealogy of the deceased and they are all half-brothers by the father or full 
brothers, then divide the inheritance equally among them. If the parent of one of 
them is an uncle (the full-brother of the father of the deceased) and whoever is 
with him is an uncle (the paternal half brother of the father of the deceased), the 
inheritance goes to the sons of the full brother of the father rather than the sons of 
the paternal half-brother of the father. That is because Allah, the Blessed, the 
Exalted, said, ‘Those related by blood are nearer to one another in the Book of 
Allah, surely Allah has knowledge of everything.’ " Malik said, "The paternal 
grandfather, is more entitled to inherit than sons of the full-brother, and more 
entitled than the uncle, the full brother of the father. The son of the father's brother 
is more entitled to inherit from mawali retainers (freed slaves) than the 
grandfathers." 


Malik said, "The generally agreed on way of doing things among us in which there is 
no dispute and which I saw the people of knowledge in our city doing, is that the 
child of the half-sibling by the mother, the paternal grandfather, the paternal uncle 
who is the maternal half-brother of the father, the maternal uncle, the great- 
grandmother who is the mother of the mother's father, the daughter of the full- 


brother, the paternal aunt, and the maternal aunt do not inherit anything by their 
kinship." Malik said, "The woman who is the furthest relation of the deceased of 
those who were named in this Book, does not inherit anything by her kinship, and 
women do not inherit anything apart from those that are named in the Qur'an. 
Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, mentioned in His Book the inheritance ofthe mother 
from her children, the inheritance of the daughters from their father, the 
inheritance of the wife from her husband, the inheritance of the full sisters, the 
inheritance of the half-sisters by the father and the inheritance of the half-sisters 
by the mother. The grandmother is made an heir by the example of the Prophet, 
may Allah bless him and grant him peace, made about her. A woman inherits from 
a slave she frees herself because Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 
‘They are your brothers in the deen and your mawaii.' " 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Ibn Shihab from Ali ibn Husayn ibn Ali from 
Umar ibn Uthman ibn Affan from Usama ibn Zayd that the Messenger of Allah &, 
may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "A muslim does not inherit from a 
kafir." 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Rabia ibn Abi Abd ar-Rahman from more than 
one of the people of knowledge of that time, that those who were killed on the Day 
of the Camel, the Day of Siffin, the Day of al-Harra, and the Day of Qudayd did not 
inherit from each other. None of them inherited anything from his companion 
unless it was known that he had been killed before his companion.Malik said, "That 
is the way of doing things about which there is no dispute, and which none of the 
people of knowledge in our city doubt. The procedure with two mutual heirs who 
are drowned, or killed in another way, when it is not known which of them died first 
is the same - neither of them inherits anything from his companion. Their 
inheritance goes to whoever remains of their heirs. They are inherited from by the 
living." Malik said, "No one should inherit from anyone else when there is doubt, 
and one should only inherit from the other when there is certainty of knowledge 
and witnesses. That is because a man and his mawla whom his father has freed 
might die at the same time. The sons of the free man could say, ‘Our father 
inherited from the mawla.' They should not inherit from the mawla without 
knowledge or testimony that he died first. The living people most entitled to his 
wala’ inherit from him." Malik said, "Another example is two full brothers who die. 
One of them has children and the other does not. They have a half-brother by their 
father. It is not known which of them died first, so the inheritance of the childless 
one goes to his half-brother by the father. The children of the full-brother get 
nothing." Malik said, "Another example is when a paternal aunt and the son of her 
brother die, or else the daughter of the brother and her paternal uncle. It is not 
known which of them died first. The paternal uncle does not inherit anything from 
the daughter of his brother, and the son of the brother does not inherit anything 
from his paternal aunt." 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had heard that Urwa ibn az-Zubayr said 
about the child of lian and the child of fornication, that if they died, the mother 
inherited her right from them according to the Book of Allah, the Mighty, the 
Majestic! The siblings by the mother had their rights. The rest was inherited by the 
former masters of the mother if she was a freed slave. If she was a free woman by 
origin, she inherited her due and the siblings by the mother inherited their due, and 
the rest went to the Muslims. Malik said, "I heard the same as that from Sulayman 
ibn Yasar." Malik said, "That is what I saw the people of knowledge in our city 
doing." 


«And for you is half of what your wives leave if they have no child. But if they have a child, for you is 
one fourth of what they leave, after any bequest they [may have] made or debt.

«These are the limits [set by] Allah, and whoever obeys Allah and His Messenger will be admitted by 
Him to gardens [in Paradise] under which rivers flow, abiding eternally therein; and that is the great 
attainment(13)» 


2117. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * - said: Indeed a man, and a woman, perform 
deeds in obedience to Allah for sixty years, then death presents itself to them, and they cause such harm 
in the will that the Fire becomes warranted for them." Then he recited: After payment of legacies he (or 
she) may have bequeathed or debts, without causing harm. This is a Commandment from Allah... up to 
His saying: That is the magnificent success (Hasan) 

Abi 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan [Sahih] Gharib from this route, and Nasr bin 'Ali (a narrator in the 
chain) who reported from Al-Ash'ath bin Jabir is the grandfather of Nar bin 'Ali Al-Jahdami. 

Comments: The Hadith proves that it is not allowed for a believing man or woman to make a will to the 
detriment of the legal heirs, or to make a disproportionate will in favor of a certain heir to the detriment of 
others, or to make a false declaration of a debt upon himself or herself in order to do wrong to the heirs all 
these acts amount to committing a sin of a proportion whose only recompense is Hellfire. 


«O you who have believed, it is not lawful for you to inherit women by compulsion. And do not make 
difficulties for them in order to take [back] part of what you gave them unless they commit a clear 


immorality. And live with them in kindness. For if you dislike them - perhaps you dislike a thing and 
Allah makes therein much good(19)»

Narrated Ibn Abbas: 
Regarding the Divine Verse 


(Before this revelation) if a man died, his relatives used to have the right to inherit his 
wife, and one of them could marry her if he would, or they would give her in marriage if they wished, or, 
if they wished, they would not give her in marriage at all, and they would be more entitled to dispose her, 
than her own relatives. So the above Verse was revealed in this connection. 


«And how could you take it while you have gone in unto each other and they have taken from you a 


solemn covenant?(21)» [An-Nisaa: 21] 


Malik said that a man who had committed fornication with a woman and the hadd- 
punishment had been applied to him for it, could marry that woman's daughter and 
his son could marry the woman herself if he wished. That was because he had 
haram relations with her, and the relations Allah had made haram were from the 


relations made in a halal manner or in a manner resembling marriage. Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted, said, 


Malik said, "If a man were to marry a woman in her idda-period in 
a halal marriage and have relations with her, it would be haram for his son to marry 
the woman. That is because the father married her in a halal manner, and the 
hadd-punishment would not have been applied to him. Any child who was born to 
him would be attached to him as the father. Just as it would be haram for the son 
to marry a woman whom his father had married in her idda-period and had 
relations with, so the woman's daughter would be haram for the father if he had 
had sexual relations with her." 


«Prohibited to you [for marriage] are your mothers, your daughters, your sisters, your father's sisters, your 
mother's sisters, your brother's daughters, your sister's daughters, your [milk] mothers who nursed you, 
your sisters through nursing, your wives' mothers, and your step-daughters under your guardianship 
[born] of your wives unto whom you have gone in. But if you have not gone in unto them, there is no sin 
upon you. And [also prohibited are] the wives of your sons who are from your [own] loins, and that you 
take [in marriage] two sisters simultaneously, except for what has already occurred. Indeed, Allah is ever 
Forgiving and Merciful(23)» {An-Nisaa: 23] 


Narrated Aisha" 


(regarding) the Verse: 'And if you fear that you shall not be able to deal justly with the orphans..." (4.3) It 


is about the orphan girl who is in the custody of a man who is her guardian, and he intends to marry her 


because of her wealth, but he treats her badly and does not manage her property fairly and honestly. Such 
a man should marry women of his liking other than her, two or three or four. 'Prohibited to you (for 
Marriage is prohibited between persons 


having a foster suckling relationship corresponding to a blood relationship which renders marriage 
unlawful. 


1117. 'Amr bin Shu'aib narrated from his father, from his grandfather that the Prophet * said: "Whichever 
man married a woman and entered into her, then it is not lawful for him to marry her daughter. If he did 
not enter into her then he may marry her daughter. And whichever man married a woman and he entered 
into her, or he did not enter into her, then it is not lawful for him to marry her mother." (Da’‘if) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is not correct considering of its chain. It has only been reported by Ibn 
Lahi'ah and Al-Muthanna bin As-Sabbab from 'Amr bin Shu'aib, and Al-Muthana bin As -Sabbah and Ibn 
Lahi'ah are both weak in Hadith. This is acted upon according to most of the people of knowledge, they 
said that when a man marries a woman and then he divorces her before having entered into her, then 
marrying her daughter is lawful for him. And when a man marries a daughter and he divorces her before 
having entered into her, then it is not lawful for him to marry her mother due to Allah, Most High's 
Saying: Your wives' mothers [An-Nisa' 4:23.] And this is the view of Ash-Shafi'i, Ahmad and Ishaq. 
Comments: Allah has set up a condition of relationship on the daughter of the wife and said; "No 
prohibition if you have not gone in." There is no harm in marrying their daughters after divorcing them. 
But the mothers of the wives are forbidden without any condition of going in or not going in with them. It 
is not allowed to marry the mother of the wife in any condition. 


«And [also prohibited to you are all] married women except those your right hands possess. [This is] the 
decree of Allah upon you. And lawful to you are [all others] beyond these, [provided] that you seek them 
[in marriage] with [gifts from] your property, desiring chastity, not unlawful sexual intercourse. So for 
whatever you enjoy [of marriage] from them, give them their due compensation as an obligation. And 
there is no blame upon you for what you mutually agree to beyond the obligation. Indeed, Allah is ever 

Knowing and Wise(24)» 


Abu Sa'id al-Khudri (Allah be pleased with him) reported that at the Battle of Hanain Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) sent an army to Autas and encountered the enemy and 
fought with them. Having overcome them and taken them captives, the Companions of Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace te upon him) seemed to refrain from having intercourse with captive 
women because of their husbands being polytheists. Then Allah, Most High, sent down 


regarding that 
(4.04)" (i. e. they were lawful for them when their 'Idda period came to an end). 


Abu Sa’id al-Khudri (Allah be pleased with him) reported that Allah's Apostle (may peace be 
upon him) sent a small army. The rest of the hadith is the same except this that he said: Except 
what your right hands possessout of them are lawful for you; and he did not mention" when their 
‘idda period comes to an end". This hadith has been reported on the authority of AbuSa’id (al- 


Khudri) (Allah be pleased with him) through another chain of transmitters and the words are: 


tae took captives (women) on the day of Autas who had their husbands. They were afraid (to 
have sexual intercourse with them) when this verse was revealed:" 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Yahya ibn Said that Said ibn al-Musayyab said, 
"The slave girl is not married when there is a free woman who is a wife unless the 
free woman wishes it. If the free woman complies, she has two-thirds of the 
division of time." Malik said, "A free man must not marry a slave-girl when he can 
afford to marry a free-woman, and he should not marry a slave-girl when he cannot 
afford a free woman unless he fears fornication. That is because Allah, may he be 
Blessed and Exalted, says in His Book, 


He says, 'That is for those of you who fear 
al-anat.' " Malik said, "Al-anat is fornication." 


Malik said, "It is not halal to marry a christian or jewish slave-girl because Allah the 
Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 


and they are free women from the Christians and Jews. Allah, the Blessed, 
the Exalted, said in His Book, 


Malik said, "In our opinion, Allah made marriage to believing 
slave-girls halal, and He did not make halal marriage to christian and jewish slave- 
girls from the People of the Book." Malik said, "The christian and jewish slave-girl 
are halal for their master by right of possession, but intercourse with a magian 
slave-girl is not halal by the right of possession." 


1132. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri narrated: "We got some captives on the day of Awtas, and they had 
husbands among their people. They mentioned that to the Messenger of Allah % , so the following was 
revealed: And women who are already married, except those whom your right hands — 
4:24] (Hasan) 

(Abii 'Eisa said:) This Hadith is Hasan. This is how Ath-Thawri reported it: "From 'Uthman A]-Batti, 
from Abu Al-Khalil, from Abu Sa'eed." Abii Al-Khalil's name is Salih bin Abi Maryam. And Hammam 
reported this Hadith from Qatadah, from Salib Abu Al-Khalil, from Abu 'Alqamah Al-Hashimi, from Abu 
Sa'eed, from the Prophet “. That was narrated to us by 'Abd bin Humaid (he said): "Habb4n bin Hilal 
narrated to us (he said): Hammam narrated to us." 

Comments: - This issue is agreed upon by all Four A ‘immah; when a married woman becomes a prisoner 
of war without her husband, her contract of marriage with her husband ends, and her new master has the 
right to have sexual relations with her after the birth of a child if she is pregnant, or after waiting a while 
to confirm the status of her womb if she is not apparently pregnant. 


(3). 3016. Abu Saeed Al-Khudri said: "On the Day of Awtas, we captured some women who had 
husbands among the idolaters. So some of the men disliked that, so Allah, Most High, revealed: And 


women already married, except : those whom your right hands possess ...." 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 

Comments: For a solution and as a permanent principle regarding war captives, particularly those who 
are given a female captive as their share from the spoils of war, even though her non-believer and 
polytheist husband is alive; the recipient was allowed to have sexual intercourse with her after finding out 
the condition of her womb. The term 'finding out the clear condition of the womb' means to wait for her to 
have one menstrual cycle, if she menstruates then sexual intercourse with her will be allowed after her 
menses; and if she is pregnant, then the delivery of the pregnancy will be awaited. 


(Sahih) 


3335. It was narrated from Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri that the Prophet of Allah sent an army to Awtas. 
They met the enemy, fought them, and prevailed over them. They acquired female prisoners who had 
husbands among the idolaters. The Muslims felt reluctant to be intimate with them. Then Allah, the 
Mighty and Sublime revealed: "Also (forbidden are) women already married, except those (slaves) whom 


your right hands possess, 
their 'Iddah. (Sahih) 
Comments: 1. 'The Muslims felt reluctant’ because they were married, and their husbands were alive. 
2. ‘Completed their 'Iddah': And thus waiting period is one menstrual cycle. If the menses start, sexual 
intercourse would be permitted when it ends. But if the menses stop coming, it would be indicative of 
pregnancy. Until the childbirth, sexual intercourse is not permitted, nor marriage.

«O you who have believed, do not consume one another's wealth unjustly but only [in lawful] business by 
mutual consent. And do not kill yourselves [or one another]. Indeed, Allah is to you ever Merciful(29)» 


It has been narrated on the authority of 'Abd al-Rahman b. Abd Rabb al-Ka'ba who said: | 
entered the mosque when ‘Abdullah b. 'Amr b. al-'As was sitting in the shade of the Ka'ba and 
the people had gathered around him. | betook myself to them and sat near him. (Now) Abdullah 
said: | accompanied the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) on a journey. We 
halted at a place. Some of us began to set right their tents, others began to compete with one 
another in shooting, and others began to graze their beasts, when an announcer of the 
Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) announced that the people should gather 
together for prayer, so we gathered around the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him). 
He said: It was the duty of every Prophet that has gone before me to guide his followers to what 
he knew was good for them and warn them against what he knew was bad for them; but this 
Umma of yours has its days of peace and (security) in the beginning of its career, and in the last 
phase of its existence it will be afflicted with trials and with things disagreeable to you. (In this 
phase of the Umma), there will be tremendous trials one after the other, each making the 
previous one dwindle into insignificance. When they would be afflicted with a trial, the believer 
would say: This is going to bring about my destruction. When that (the trial) is over, they would 
be afflicted with another trial, and the believer would say: This surely is going to be my end. 


Whoever wishes to be delivered from the fire and enter the garden should die with faith in Allah 
and the Last Day and should treat the people as he wishes to be treated by them. He who 
swears allegiance to a Caliph should give him the pledge of his hand and the sincerity of his 
heart (i. e. submit to him both outwardly as well as inwardly). He should obey him to the best of 
his capacity.

Comments: The basis of a business deal according to Islamic Law (Shari'ah) depends on mutual consent 
and good-will, as Allah said: "But let there be among you trade by mutual good-will 

4:29.) So, the Islamic Shari'ah gives the option of annulment of a deal to all the parties before the 
conclusion of the meeting, and it also advises not to leave the meeting for the fear of the other party's 
appeal of cancelling the deal. If both parties agree on the final decision they are allowed to end the 
meeting. They are also allowed to give the option of cancellation of the deal to one or both the parties 
after the end of the meeting, but this choice is given in the meeting. 


«And do not wish for that by which Allah has made some of you exceed others. For men is a share of 
what they have earned, and for women is a share of what they have earned. And ask Allah of his bounty. 
Indeed Allah is ever, of all things, Knowing(32)» 


(8). 3022. Mujahid narrated from Umm Salamah that she said: "The men fight and the women do not 
fight, and we only get half the inheritance.’ So Allah, Blessed and Most a revealed: 'And wish not for 


things in which Allah has made some of you excell over others ...... Mujahid said: "And 
the following was revealed about that: "Verily the Muslim men and the Muslim women...' 

And Umm Salamah was the first camelborne woman to arrive in Al-Madinah as an emigrant." 
(Da'if) [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Mursal, and some of them reported it from Ibn Abi Najih from 
Mujahid in Mursal form, that Umm Salamah said like this and that. 
Comments: Allah stated in Stirat Ahzab very clearly that everybody will have the reward according to 
one's deeds and good earings; therefore the lead in matters of good deeds and in reward will not depend 
on physical features or physical nature. Rather it will be according to the performance of deeds. A man 
taking the lead in matters of Faith and good deeds, he will have full reward for his effort, hard work and 
toil; a woman taking the lead in good deeds, she will be rewarded fully for her efforts and toil; this field is 
open for everybody. 


«And for all, We have made heirs to what is left by parents and relatives. And to those whom your oaths 
have bound [to you] - give them their share. Indeed Allah is ever, over all things, a Witness(33)» 


Narrated Said bin Jubair: 


Ibn Abbas said, "In the verse: 

(And regarding the verse) 'And those with whom your right hands have made a pledge.’ Ibn 
'Abbas said, "When the emigrants came to the Prophet “ in Medina, the emigrant would inherit the 
Ansari while the latter's relatives would not inherit him because of the bond of brotherhood which the 
Prophet # established between them (i.e. the emigrants and the Ansar). When the verse: 'And to everyone 
We have appointed heirs' (4.33) was revealed, it cancelled (the bond (the pledge) of brotherhood 
regarding inheritance)." Then he said, "The verse: To those also to whom your right hands have pledged, 
remained valid regarding co-operation and mutual advice, while the matter of inheritance was excluded 
and it became permissible to assign something in one's testament to the person who had the right of 
inheriting before. 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 

Regarding the Verse: "To everyone, We have appointed heirs." (4.33) "Mawali' means heirs. And 
regarding:-- "And those to whom your right hands have pledged." 

When the Emigrants came to Medina, an Emigrant used to be the heir of an Ansari with the exclusion of 
the latter's relatives, and that was because of the bond of brotherhood which the Prophet * had 
established between them (i.e. the Emigrants and the Ansar). So when the Verses:-- "To everyone We 
have appointed heirs." was revealed, (the inheritance through bond of brotherhood) was cancelled. Ibn 
Abbas then said: "And those to whom your right hands have pledged." is concerned with the covenant of 
helping and advising each other. So allies are no longer to be the heir of each other, but they can bequeath 
each other some of their property by means of a will. 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: regarding the Holy Verse:--'And to everyone, We have appointed heirs. 

When the emigrants came to Medina, the Ansar used to be the heir of the emigrants (and vice versa) 
instead of their own kindred by blood (Dhawl-l-arham), and that was because of the bond of brotherhood 
which the Prophet * had established between them, i.e. the Ansar and the emigrants. But when the Divine 
Verse:-- ‘And to everyone We have appointed heirs,' (4.33) was revealed, it cancelled the other, order 
i.e. 'To those also, to whom Your right hands have pledged.’ 


«And if you fear dissension between the two, send an arbitrator from his people and an arbitrator from 
her people. If they both desire reconciliation, Allah will cause it between them. Indeed, Allah is ever 
Knowing and Acquainted [with all things](35)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had heard that Ali ibn Abi Talib said about the two arbiters about 
whom Allah, the Exalted, said, 


that the separation and the joining were overseen by 
the two of them. Malik said, "That is the best of what I have heard from the people of knowledge. 
Whatever the two arbiters say concerning separation or joining is taken into consideration”

«Indeed, Allah does not do injustice, [even] as much as an atom's weight; while if there is a good deed, 
He multiplies it and gives from Himself a great reward(40)» 


Narrated Abu Sa'id Al-Khudri: 

We said, "O Allah's Apostle! # Shall we see our Lord on the Day of Resurrection?" He said, "Do you 
have any difficulty in seeing the sun and the moon when the sky is clear?" We said, "No." He said, "So 
you will have no difficulty in seeing your Lord on that Day as you have no difficulty in seeing the sun and 
the moon (in a clear sky)." The Prophet * then said, "Somebody will then announce, 'Let every nation 
follow what they used to worship.' So the companions of the cross will go with their cross, and the 
idolators (will go) with their idols, and the companions of every god (false deities) (will go) with their 
god, till there remain those who used to worship Allah, both the obedient ones and the mischievous ones, 
and some of the people of the Scripture. Then Hell will be presented to them as if it were a mirage. Then 
it will be said to the Jews, "What did you use to worship?' They will reply, 'We used to worship Ezra, the 
son of Allah.' It will be said to them, 'You are liars, for Allah has neither a wife nor a son. What do you 
want (now)?! They will reply, 'We want You to provide us with water.' Then it will be said to them 
"Drink,' and they will fall down in Hell (instead). Then it will be said to the Christians, 'What did you use 
to worship?’ They will reply, 'We used to worship Messiah, the son of Allah.' It will be said, 'You are 
liars, for Allah has neither a wife nor a son. What: do you want (now)?' They will say, "We want You to 
provide us with water.' It will be said to them, 'Drink,' and they will fall down in Hell (instead). When 
there remain only those who used to worship Allah (Alone), both the obedient ones and the mischievous 
ones, it will be said to them, 'What keeps you here when all the people have gone?’ They will say, 'We 
parted with them (in the world) when we were in greater need of them than we are today, we heard the 
call of one proclaiming, 'Let every nation follow what they used to worship,' and now we are waiting for 
our Lord.' Then the Almighty will come to them in a shape other than the one which they saw the first 
time, and He will say, 'I am your Lord,' and they will say, "You are not our Lord.' And none will speak: to 
Him then but the Prophets, and then it will be said to them, 'Do you know any sign by which you can 
recognize Him?’ They will say. 'The Shin,' and so Allah will then uncover His Shin whereupon every 
believer will prostrate before Him and there will remain those who used to prostrate before Him just for 
showing off and for gaining good reputation. These people will try to prostrate but their backs will be 
rigid like one piece of a wood (and they will not be able to prostrate). Then the bridge will be laid across 
Hell." We, the companions of the Prophet said, "O Allah's Apostle! “ What is the bridge?' 

He said, "It is a slippery (bridge) on which there are clamps and (Hooks like) a thorny seed that is wide at 
one side and narrow at the other and has thorns with bent ends. Such a thorny seed is found in Najd and is 
called As-Sa'dan. Some of the believers will cross the bridge as quickly as the wink of an eye, some 
others as quick as lightning, a strong wind, fast horses or she-camels. So some will be safe without any 
harm; some will be safe after receiving some scratches, and some will fall down into Hell (Fire). The last 
person will cross by being dragged (over the bridge)." The Prophet said, "You (Muslims) cannot be more 
pressing in claiming from me a right that has been clearly proved to be yours than the believers in 
interceding with Almighty for their (Muslim) brothers on that Day, when they see themselves safe. 

They will say, 'O Allah! (Save) our brothers (for they) used to pray with us, fast with us and also do good 
deeds with us.' Allah will say, 'Go and take out (of Hell) anyone in whose heart you find faith equal to the 
weight of one (gold) Dinar.’ Allah will forbid the Fire to burn the faces of those sinners. They will go to 
them and find some of them in Hell (Fire) up to their feet, and some up to the middle of their legs. So they 
will take out those whom they will recognize and then they will return, and Allah will say (to them), 'Go 


and take out (of Hell) anyone in whose heart you find faith equal to the weight of one half Dinar.' They 
will take out whomever they will recognize and return, and then Allah will say, 'Go and take out (of Hell) 
anyone in whose heart you find faith equal to the weight of an atom (or a smallest ant), and so they will 
take out all those whom they will recognize." Abu Sa'id said: If you do not believe me then read the Holy 
Verse:-- 

The Prophet # added, "Then the prophets and Angels and the believers 
will intercede, and (last of all) the Almighty (Allah) will say, 'Now remains My Intercession. He will then 
hold a handful of the Fire from which He will take out some people whose bodies have been burnt, and 
they will be thrown into a river at the entrance of Paradise, called the water of life. They will grow on its 
banks, as a seed carried by the torrent grows. You have noticed how it grows beside a rock or beside a 
tree, and how the side facing the sun is usually green while the side facing the shade is white. Those 
people will come out (of the River of Life) like pearls, and they will have (golden) necklaces, and then 
they will enter Paradise whereupon the people of Paradise will say, 'These are the people emancipated by 
the Beneficent. He has admitted them into Paradise without them having done any good deeds and 
without sending forth any good (for themselves).' Then it will be said to them, 'For you is what you have 
seen and its equivalent as well." 


Abu Sa'id al-Khudri reported: Some people during the lifetime of the Messenger of Allah # (May 
peace be upon him) said: Messenger of Allah! # shall we see our Lord on the Day of 
Resurrection? The Messenger of Allah (May peace be upon him) said: Yes, and added: Do 
you feel any trouble in seeing the sun at noon with no cloud over it, and do you feel trouble in 
seeing the moon (open) in the full moonlit night with no cloud over it? They said: No, Messenger 
of Allah! # He (the Holy Prophet #) said: You will not feel any trouble in seeing Allah on the Day 
of Resurrection any more than you do in seeing any one of them. When the Day of Resurrection 
comes a Mu'adhdhin (a proclaimer) would proclaim: Let every people follow what they used to 
worship. Then all who worshipped idols and stones besides Allah would fall into the Fire, till only 
the righteous and the vicious and some of the people of the Book who worshipped Allah are left. 
Then the Jews would be summoned, and it would be said to them: What did you worship? They 
will say: We worshipped ‘Uzair, son of Allah. It would be said to them: You tell a lie; Allah had 
never had a spouse or a son. What do you want now? They would say: We feel thirsty, O our 
Lord! Quench our thirst. They would be directed (to a certain direction) and asked: Why don't 
you go there to drink water? Then they would be pushed towards the Fire (and they would find 
to their great dismay that) it was but a mirage (and the raging flames of fire) would be 
consuming one another, and they would fall into the Fire. Then the Christians would be 
summoned and it would be said to them: What did you worship? They would say: We 
worshipped Jesus, son of Allah. It would be said to them: You tell a lie; Allah did not take for 
Himself either a spouse or a son. Then it would be said to them: What do you want? They would 
say: Thirsty we are, O our Lord! Quench our thirst. They would be directed (to a certain 
direction) and asked: Why don't you go there to get water? But they would be pushed and 
gathered together towards the Hell, which was like a mirage to them, and the flames would 
consume one another. They would fall Into the Fire, till no one is left except he who worshipped 
Allah, be he pious or sinful. The Lord of the Universe, Glorified and Exalted, would come to 
them in a form recognisable to them and say; What are you looking for? Every people follow 
that which they worshipped. They would say: Our Lord, we kept ourselves separate from the 
people in the world, though we felt great need of them; we, however, did not associate 
ourselves with them. He would say: | am your Lord. They would say: We take refuge with Allah 
from thee and do not associate anything with Allah. They would repeat it twice or thrice, till 
some of them would be about to return. It would be said: Is there any sign between you and Him 
by which you will recognise Him? They would say: Yes. and the things would be laid bare. 
Those who used to prostrate themselves before God of their own accord would be permitted by 


God to prostrate themselves. But there would remain none who used to prostrate out of fear (of 
people) and ostentation but Allah would make his back as one piece, and whenever he would 
attempt to prostrate he would fall on his back. Then they would raise their heads and He would 
assume the Form in which they had seen Him the first time and would say: | am your Lord. They 
would say: Thou art our Lord. Then the bridge would be set up over the Hell and intercession 
would be allowed and they will say: O God, keep safe, keep safe. It was asked: Messenger of 
Allah, what is this bridge? He said: The void in which one Is likely to slip. There would be hooks, 
tongs, spits like the thorn that is found in Najd and is known as Sa'dan. The believers would 
then pass over within the twinkling of an eye, like lightning, like wind, like a bird, like the finest 
horses and camels. Some will escape and be safe, some will be lacerated and let go, and some 
will be pushed into the fire of Hell till the believers will find rescue from the Fire. By One in 
Whose hand is my life, there will be none among you more eager to claim a right than the 
believers on the Day of Resurrection for (saying their) brethren in the Fire who would say: O our 
Lord, they were fasting along with us, and praying and performing pilgrimage. It will be said to 
them: Take out those whom you recognise. Then their persons would be forbidden to the Fire; 
and they would take out a large number of people who had been overtaken by Fire up to the 
middle of the shank or up to the knees. They would then say: O our Lord | not one of those 
about whom Thou didst give us command remains in it. He will then say: Go back and bring out 
those in whose hearts you find good of the weight of a dinar Then they will take out a large 
number of people. Then they would say: O our Lord! we have not left anyone about whom You 
commanded us. He will then say: Go back and bring out those in whose hearts you find as 
much as half a dinar of good. Then they will take out a large number of people, and would say: 
O our Lord! not one of those about whom Thou commanded us we have left in it. Then He 
would say: Go back and in whose heart you find good to the weight of a particle bring him out. 
They would bring out a large number of people, and would then say: O our Lord, now we have 


not left anyone in it (Hell) having any good in him. Abu Sa'id Khudri said: If you don't testify me 
in this hadith, then recite if you like 
Then Allah, 


Exalted and Great, would say: The angels have interceded, the apostles have interceded and 
the believers have interceded, and no one remains (to grant pardon) but the Most Merciful of the 
mercifuls. He will then take a handful from Fire and bring out from it people who never did any 
good and who had been turned into charcoal, and will cast them into a river called the river of 
life, on the outskirts of Paradise. They will come out as a seed comes cut from the silt carried by 
flood. You see it near the stone or near the tree. That which is exposed to the sun is yellowish 
or greenish and which is under the shade is white. They said: Messenger of Allah! “ it seems as 
if you had been tending a flock in the jungle. He (the Holy Prophet #) said: They will come forth 
like pearls with seals on their necks. The inhabitants of Paradise would recognise them (and 
say): Those are who have been set free by the Compassionate One. Who has admitted them 
into Paradise without any (good) deed that they did or any good that they sent in advance Then 
He would say: Enter the Paradise; whatever you see in it is yours. They would say: O Lord, 
Thou hast bestowed upon us (favours) which Thou didst not bestow upon anyone else in the 
world.

Comments: Allah will gather all the nations and their Prophets on the Last Day, and the Prophets will be 
asked to bear witness that they conveyed the Message, likewise the Prophet “ would stand to bear 
witness of having conveyed the Religion to the people of his nation. He listened to this Ayah, he 
remembered the severity and horror of the Last Day and he began to cry; it guides us in that the aim of 
reading the Qur'an is also to learn lessons and contemplate on its message, and the reader gets impressed 
in order to bring about a constructive change in his lifestyle.

Intoxicants (all kinds of alcoholic drinks), 
and gambling, and Al-Ansab (stone altars for sacrifices to idols, Jinn,etc), and Al-Azlam (arrows for 
seeking luck or decision) are an abomination of Shaitan's (Satan's) handiwork. So avoid (strictly all) that 
(abomination) in order that you may be successful. Shaitan (Satan) wants only to excite enmity and 
hatred between you with Khamr (alcoholic drinks) and gambling, and hinder you from the remembrance 
of Allah and from As-Salah (the prayer). So, will you not then abstain? 

5542. It was narrated from 'Umar that when the prohibition of Khamr was revealed, 'Umar said: "0 Allah, 
give us a clear ruling on Khamr," and the Verse in Al-Bagarah was revealed. 'Umar was called and it 
was recited to him. Then 'Umar said: "O Allah, give us a clear ruling on Khamr," and the Verse in An- 
Nisa' was revealed: "0 you who believe! Approach not As-Salah (the prayer) when you are in a drunken 
state" [An-Nisa! 4:43] And when the Iqamah for prayer was said, the caller of the Messenger of Allah 
would cry out: "0 you who believe! Approach not As-Salah (the prayer) when you are in a drunken state." 
"Umar was called and this was recited to him. Then he said: "0 Allah, give us a clear ruling on Khamr." 
Then the Verse in Surat Al-Ma'idah was revealed, and 'Umar was called, and it was recited to him. When 
he reached the words, "So, will you not then abstain?," 'Umar said: "We have abstained, we have 
abstained." (Daif). 


(12). (Another chain) similar to the narration of Mu'awiyah bin Hisham. Abu 'Abdur-Rahman As-Sulami 
narrated that 'Ali bin Abu Talib said: "'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Awf prepared some food for which he invited 
us, and he gave us some wine to drink. The wine began affect us when it was time for Salat. So they 
encouraged me (to lead) and I recited: 'Say: 0 you disbelievers! I do not worship what you worship, and 
we worship what you worship' - so Allah, Most High, revealed: 0 you who believe! Do not approach 
Salat when you are in a drunken state until you know what you are saying." '[An-Nisa' 4:43] (Hasan) 
Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 

Comments: A drunkard loses senses and consciousness in the state of being drunk; in this state he does 
not know what he is saying, and he is unaware of the positive or negative promise with Allah. As 'Ali was 
drunk, he said some words in favor of the disbelievers unknowingly; and this Ayah of Surat An-Nisa' was 
revealed concerning this. It is also known from this Hadith that if one is overwhelmed by sleep and they 
are unaware of what is coming out from their mouth, one should then delay the prayer until the senses and 
consciousness have returned to their normal state. 


‘Ikrimah narrated that Ibn 'Abbas was asked about Tayammum. He said: "When 
Allah mentioned Wudu' in His Book, He said: 


And He said about Tayammum: 
And He said: 

So the 
Sunnah for cutting is the two hands. So it is only the face and the hands, meaning, 
Tayammum." (Daif) 

Abu 'Eisa said: this Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 


(8). 3049. 'Amr bin Shurahbil [Abu Maisarah] narrated, from 'Umar bin Al-Khattab, that he said: 
"0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the Ayah) in was 
revealed: They ask you concerning Khamr and gambling. Say: "In them is a great sin." 

So 'Umar was called, and it was recited to him, so he said: "0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning 
Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the '0 et revealed: you who believe! Approach 
not As-Salat while you are in a drunken state. So 'Umar was called and it was recited to 
him, so he said: "0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the Ayah) in 

was revealed: Shaitan only wants to excite enmity and hatred between you with Khamr and 

gambling...' up to His saying: 'So will you not then abstain.' (AL-Ma'idah 5:91] So 'Umar was called and 
it was recited to him, so he said: 'We abstained, we abstained." (Da‘if) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] [This Hadith] was reported from Isra'il in Mursal form. 
Comments: This Hadith tells that the prohibition of intoxicants was revealed gradually. It has been 
declared clearly in Siirat Al-Ma ‘idah that the ill-effects and evil consequences of intoxicants and 
gambling have become clear to you at various occasions, incidents and from various aspects. Would you 
still not avoid those!? Is there still any shadow of doubt remaining!? 


«Indeed, Allah does not forgive association with Him, but He forgives what is less than that for whom He 
wills. And he who associates others with Allah has certainly fabricated a tremendous sin(48)» 


5013. It was narrated that Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri said: "The Messenger of Allah * said: 'No one of you 
disputes more intensely for something that is rightly his in this world, than the believers will dispute with 
their Lord for their brothers who have entered the Fire. They will say: 'Our Lord, our brothers used to 
pray with us and fast with us, and perfom Hajj with us, and you have caused them to enter the Fire?’ He 
will say: 'Go and bring forth whomever you recognize arnong them.' So they will go to them, and will 
recognize them by their appearances. Among them will be those who have been seized by the Fire up to 
the middle of their shins, and some among them those whom it has taken up to his ankles. They will bring 
them forth, then they will say: 'Our Lord, we have broughtforth those whom You commanded us (to bring 
forth).' He will say: 'Bring forth everyone in whose heart is faith the weight of a Dinar.’ Then He will say: 
"Everyone in whose heart is faith the weight of half a Dinar,’ until He will say: 'In whose heart is faith the 
weight of the smallest speck."" Abu Sa'eed said: "Whoever does not believe this, let him read this Verse: 
Verily, Allah forgives not that partners should be set up with Him (in worship), but He forgives except 
that (anything else) to whom He wills up to a tremendous (sin). "(An-Nisa’ 4:48] (Sahih). 


«O you who have believed, obey Allah and obey the Messenger and those in authority among you. And if 
you disagree over anything, refer it to Allah and the Messenger, if you should believe in Allah and the 
Last Day. That is the best [way] and best in result(59)» 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 
The Verse: 
was revealed in connection with 'Abdullah bin Hudhafa bin Qais bin 'Adi' when the Prophet “ appointed 
him as the commander of a Sariyya (army detachment). 


It has been narrated on the authority of Ibn Juraij that the Qur'anic injunction 
Res beot rate one arty opi te Grace -was revealed 


in respect of ‘Abdullah b. Hudhafa b. Qais b. Adi al-Sahmi who was despatched by the Holy 
Prophet (may peace be upon him) as leader of a military campaign. The narrator said: He 
was informed of this fact by Ya'la bin Muslim who was informed by Sa’id bin Jubair who in turn 
was informed by Ibn Abbas. 


1672. Al-Hajjaj bin Muhammad narrated that Ibn Juraij commented on Allah's Saying: Obey Allah and 
obey the Messenger, and those in authority among you.,/An-Nisa’ 4:59] he said: "Abdullah bin Hudhafah 
bin Qais bin 'Adi As-Sahmi was sent by the Messenger of Allah % ; (as commander) over a military 
expedition. I was informed of that by Ya'la bin Muslim, from Sa'eed bin Jubair, from Ibn 'Abbas." 
(Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahth Gharib. We do not know of it except as a narration of Ibn 
Juraij. 

Comments: Ibn Juraij's comment on the Qur'anic verse (4:59) is intended to highlight the fact that, since 
‘Abdullah bin Hudhafah had been appointed commander of the expedition by the Prophet ®, for all intent 
and purposes he was one of the people in authority whose obedience has been made compulsory by the 
Qur'an and Hadith. A vast majority of scholars of the past and present also consider government 
functionaries (including the commander of the brigade) as the veritable "people of authority" of the 
community, and there is no doubt about that under an Islamic government, some scholars take the term to 
mean ‘men of learning’. (Tuhfat-Al-Ahwadhi, v. 3, p. 21). 


4199. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas (concerning the Verse): "0 you who believe! Obey Allah and obey 


the Messenger (Muhammad)." that he said: This was revealed concerning 'Ahdullah 
bin Hudhaifah bin Qais bin Adiyy, whom the Messenger of Allah & appointed in charge of an expedition 


(65 = Seale ee ee ee 


«But no, by your Lord, they will not [truly] believe until they make you, [O Muhammad], judge 
concerning that over which they dispute among themselves and then find within themselves no 
discomfort from what you have judged and submit in [full, willing] submission(65)» 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin Az-Zubair: 


An Ansari man quarrelled with Az-Zubair in the presence of the Prophet # about the Harra Canals which 
were used for irrigating the date-palms. The Ansari man said to Az-Zubair, "Let the water pass' but Az- 
Zubair refused to do so. So, the case was brought before the Prophet # who said to Az-Zubair, "O Zubair! 
Irrigate (your land) and then let the water pass to your neighbor." On that the Ansari got angry and said to 
the Prophet #, "Is it because he (i.e. Zubair) is your aunt's son?" On that the color of the face of Allah's 
Apostle changed (because of anger) and he said, "O Zubair! Irrigate (your land) and then withhold the 
water till it reaches the walls between the pits round the trees." Zubair said, "By Allah, I think that the 
following verse was revealed on this occasion": 


Narrated 'Urwa: 

When a man from the Ansar quarrelled with AzZubair, the Prophet said, "O Zubair! Irrigate (your land) 
first and then let the water flow (to the land of the others)." "On that the Ansari said, (to the Prophet *), 
"It is because he is your aunt's son." On that the Prophet * said, "O Zubair! Irrigate till the water reaches 
the walls between the pits around the trees and then stop (i.e. let the water go to the other's land)." I think 
the following verse was revealed concerning this event: 


Narrated 'Urwa bin Az-Zubair: 

An-Ansari man quarrelled with Az-Zubair about a canal in the Harra which was used for irrigating date- 
palms. Allah's Apostle , ordering Zubair to be moderate, said, "O Zubair! Irrigate (your land) first and 
then leave the water for your neighbor." The Ansari said, "Is it because he is your aunt's son?" On that the 
color of the face of Allah's Apostle changed and he said, "O Zubair! Irrigate (your land) and withhold 
the water till it reaches the walls that are between the pits around the trees." So, Allah's Apostle & gave 
Zubair his full right. Zubair said, "By Allah, the following verse was revealed in that connection 


(The sub-narrator,) Ibn Shihab said to Juraij (another sub-narrator), "The Ansar and the other people 
interpreted the saying of the Prophet ®, 'Irrigate (your land) and with-hold the water till it reaches the 
walls between the pits around the trees,' as meaning up to the ankles." 


Narrated Urwa bin Az-Zubair: 

Az-Zubair told me that he quarrelled with an Ansari man who had participated in (the battle of) Badr in 
front of Allah's Apostle about a water stream which both of them used for irrigation. Allah's Apostle # 
said to Az-Zubair, "O Zubair! Irrigate (your garden) first, and then let the water flow to your neighbor." 
The Ansari became angry and said, "O Allah's Apostle! * Is it because he is your cousin?" On that the 
complexion of Allah's Apostle changed (because of anger) and said (to Az-Zubair), "I irrigate (your 
garden) and then with-hold the water till it reaches the walls (surrounding the palms)." So, Allah's Apostle 
= gave Az-Zubair his full right. Before that Allah's Apostle had given a generous judgment beneficial for 
Az-Zubair and the Ansari, but when the Ansan irritated Allah's Apostle & he gave Az-Zubair his full right 
according to the evident law. Az-Zubair said, "By Allah ! I think the following Verse was revealed 


concerning that case: 


‘Urwa b. Zubair reported that ‘Abdullah b. Zubair had narrated to him that a person from the 
Ansar disputed with Zubair in the presence of Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) in 
regard to the watering places of Harra from which they watered the date-palms. The Ansari 
said: Let the water flow, but he (Zubair) refused to do this and the dispute was brought to Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and he said to Zubair: Zubair, water (your date-palms), 
then let the water flow to your neighbor. The Ansari was enraged and said: Allah's Messenger 
=, (you have given this decision) for he is the son of your father's sister. The face of Allah's 
Apostle (may peace be upon him) underwent a change, and then said: Zubair, water (your 
date-palms), then hold it until it rises up to the walls. Zubair said: | think, by Allah, that this 

verse 


1364. 'Imran bin Husain narrated: "A man from the Ansar freed six slaves of his upon his death, and he 
did not have any wealth aside from them. That was conveyed to the Prophet # , and he said some harsh 
words about him." He said:"Then he called for them and he divided them and had them draw lots. So he 
freed two of them and left four as slaves." (Sahih) 

[He said:] There is something on this topic from Abu Hurairah. 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] The Hadith of Imran bin Husain is a Hasan Sahih Hadith, and it has been reported 
through more than one route from 'Imran bin Husain. This is acted upon according to some of the people 
of knowledge [among the Companions of the Prophet /. It is the view of Malik bin Anas, Ash-Shafi'1, 
Ahmad, and Ishaq. They held the view that casting of lots could resorted to in this case and others. As for 
some of the people of knowledge among the people of Al-Kiifah and others, they did not approve of 
drawing lots. They said: Each one of the slaves should be freed one-third, and they should be allowed to 
work to earn the price of the other two-thirds their dispute to the Messenger of Allah the Messenger * of 
Allah said to Az-Zubair: '0 Zubair! Irrigate (your land) then let the water pass to your neighbor.’ The 
Ansari became angry and said: '[0 Messenger of Allah! #4] Is this because he is your aunt's son?' The face 
of the Messenger of Allah changed color. Then he said: '0 Zubair! Irrigate (your land) and then withold 
the water until it reaches the walls.' Az-Zubair said: 'By Allah! I think that this Ayah was revealed about 
that: But no, by your Lord, they can have no Faith until they make you (0 Muhammad) judge in all 
disputes between them, and find in themselves no resistance against your decisions and accept (them) 
with full submission. ""[An-Nisa’ 4:65] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan [Sahth]. 

Shu'bah bin Abi Hamzah reported it from Az-Zuhri, from 'Urwah bin Az-Zubair, from Az-Zubair, and he 
did not mention "from 'Abdullah bin Az-Zubair" in it. 'Abdullah bin Wahb reported it from Al-Laith and, 
Yunus from Az-Zuhri — from 'Urwah, from 'Abdullah bin Az-Zubair, (and it is) similar to the first 
narration. 

Comments: This man from Ansar was a Companion who participated in the Battle of Badr. In anger, he 
was not patient, and uttered those offensive words. No Muslim ever dares to behave in such a way as he 
did. This event gives a lesson. 


5409. & 5418. It was narrated from Az-Zubair bin Al-'Awwam that he disputed with a man among Ansar 
who had been present at Badr with the Messenger of Allah “ concerning a stream in Al-Harrah [The lava 
fields in and around Al-Madinah] from which they both used to water their date palm trees. The Ansari 
said: "Let the water flow." But he (Az-Zubair) refused. The Messenger of Allah * said: "Irrigate (your 
land), O Zubair! Then let the water flow to your neighbor." The Ansari became angry and said, "0 
Messenger of Allah ®, is it because he is your cousin?" The face of the Messenger of Allah changed 
color (because of anger) and he said: "0 Zubair! Irrigate (your land) then block the water, until it flows 
back to the walls." So the Messenger of Allah # allowed Az-Zubair to take his rights in full, although 
before that he had suggested to Az-Zubair a middle way that benefited both him and the Ansari. But 
when the Allah made the Messenger of Allah ® angry, he gave Az-Zubair his rights in full, as stated 
clearly in his ruling. Az-Zubair said: "I think that this Verse was revealed concerning this matter: "But no, 
by your Lord, they can have no faith, until they make you (0 Muhammad) judge in all disputes between 
them." (AneNisa’ 4:65] (Sahih) 


«And whoever obeys Allah and the Messenger - those will be with the ones upon whom Allah has 
bestowed favor of the prophets, the steadfast affirmers of truth, the martyrs and the righteous. And 
excellent are those as companions(69 


Narrated 'Aisha: 

I heard Allah's Apostle saying, "No prophet gets sick but he is given the choice to select either this 
world or the Hereafter." 'Aisha added: During his fatal illness, his voice became very husky and I heard 
him saying: 


And from this I came to know that he has been given the option. 


Narrated 'Aisha: 
I heard the Prophet # , who was resting against me, saying, 


Narrated 'Aisha: 
When Allah's Apostle # was healthy, he used to say, "No prophet * dies till he is shown his place in 
Paradise, and then he is given the option (to live or die 


," I said, "So, he does not choose us." Then I realized that it was the application of the statement he 
used to relate to us when he was healthy. So that was his last utterance (before he died), i.e. "O Allah! 
(Let me join) the Highest Companions." 


‘A'isha reported: | heard that never a prophet * dies until he is given an option to opt the life of 
(this) world or that of the Hereafter. She further said: | heard Allah's Messenger “ (may peace 


be upon him) say in his last illness in which he' died. | heard him sayin 


(It 
was on bearing these words) that | thought that he had been given choice (and he opted to live 
with these pious persons in the Paradise). 


Narrated 'Aisha: 


(the wife of the Prophet “) When Allah's Apostle was in good health, he used to say, "No prophet's 
soul is ever captured unless he is shown his place in Paradise and given the option (to die or survive)." So 
when the death of the Prophet “ approached and his head was on my thigh, he became unconscious for a 
while and then he came to his senses and fixed his eyes on the ceiling and said, 

. I said' "Hence he is not going to choose us." And I came to know 
that it was the application of the narration which he (the Prophet #) used to narrate to us. And that was 
the last statement of the Prophet * (before his death) i.e., " 


Narrated 'Aisha: 

There was a leather or wood container full of water in front of Allah's Apostle * (at the time of his death). 
He would put his hand into the water and rub his face with it, saying, "None has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah! No doubt, death has its stupors." Then he raised his hand and started saying, "O 
(and kept on saying it) till he expired and his 


hand dropped." 


«Have you not seen those who were told, "Restrain your hands [from fighting] and establish prayer and 
give zakah"? But then when fighting was ordained for them, at once a party of them feared men as they 
fear Allah or with [even] greater fear. They said, "Our Lord, why have You decreed upon us fighting? If 
only You had postponed [it for] us for a short time." Say, The enjoyment of this world is little, and the 
Hereafter is better for he who fears Allah. And injustice will not be done to you, [even] as much as a 
thread [inside a date seed]."(77)» 


3088. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas that 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Awf and some of his companions came to 
the Prophet # in Makkah and said: "O Messenger of Allah! # We were respected when we were idolators 
and when we believed, we were humiliated." He said: "I have been commanded to pardon, so do not 
fight." Then, when Allah caused us to move to Al-Madinah, He commanded us to fight, but they 
refrained. Then Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, revealed: “ Have you not seen those who were told to 
hold back their hands (from fighting) and perform As “Salah"[An-Nisa’ 4:77] (Sahih). 

Comments: Had the Muslims been permitted to resist or to retaliate in response at that time, the newly 
born movement of Islam and its priceless personages might have been exterminated. Instead, by 
commanding them to remain patient and forgiving, their power of endurance was enhanced to its 
immense height. Thus they became capable of enduring the hardships of the upcoming battles, and their 
moral training too, reached the pinnacle of its perfection. 


«And when there comes to them information about [public] security or fear, they spread it around. But if 
they had referred it back to the Messenger or to those of authority among them, then the ones who [can] 
draw correct conclusions from it would have known about it. And if not for the favor of Allah upon you 


and His mercy, you would have followed Satan, except for a few(83)» 


‘Umar b. al-Khattab (Allah be pleased with him) reported: When Allah's Apostle @ (may peace 
be upon him) kept himself away from his wives, | entered the mosque, and found people striking 
the ground with pebblesand saying: Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) has 
divorced his wives, and that was before they were commanded to observe seclusion 'Umar said 
to himself: | must find this (actual position) today. So | went to 'A’isha (Allah be pleased with her) 
and said (to her): Daughter of Abu Bakr, have you gone to the extent of giving trouble to Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him)? Thereupon she said: Son of Khattab, you have 
nothing to do with me, and | have nothing to do with you. You should look to your own 
receptacle. He ('Umar) said: | visited Hafsa daughter of 'Umar, and said to her: Hafsa, the 
(news) has reached me that you cause Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) trouble. 
You know that Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) does not love you, and had | not 
been (your father) he would have divorced you. (On hearing this) she wept bitterly. | said to her:

Narrated Zaid bin Thabit: Regarding the Verse:-- "Then what is the matter with you that you are divided 
into two parties about the hypocrites?" (4.88) Some of the companions of the Prophet ™ returned from the 
battle of Uhud (i.e. refused to fight) whereupon the Muslims got divided into two parties; one of them 
was in favor of their execution and the other was not in favor of it. So there was revealed: “Then what is 
the matter with you that you are divided into two parties about the hypocrites?” (4.88). Then the Prophet 
= said “It (i.e. Medina) is a Tayyaboh (good), it expels impurities as the fire expels the impurities of 
silver. 


Narrated Zaid bin Thabit: 

When the Prophet * set out for (the battle of) Uhud, some of those who had gone out with him, returned. 
The companions of the Prophet “ were divided into two groups. One group said, "We will fight them (i.e. 
the enemy)," and the other group said, "We will not fight them." So there came the Divine Revelation:-- 
'‘(O Muslims!) Then what is the matter within you that you are divided. Into two parties about the 
hypocrites? Allah has cast them back (to disbelief) Because of what they have earned.’ (4.88) On that, the 


Prophet * said, "That is Taiba (i.e. the city of Medina) which clears one from one's sins as the fire expels 
the impurities of silver." 


Zaid b. Thabit reported that Allah's Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) set out for Uhud. Some 
of those persons who were with them came back. The Companions of Allah's Apostle @ (may 
peace be upon him) were divided in two groups. One group said: We would kill them, and the 
other one said: No, this should not be done, and it was on this occasion that this verse was 
revealed:" Why should you, then, be two parties in relation to hypocrites?" (4.88). 


(14). 3028. 'Abdullah bin Yazid narrated from Zaid bin Thabit that he heard about this Ayah: Then what 
is the matter with you that you are divided into two parties about the hypocrites? [An-Nisa' 4:88] He 
said: "People among the Companions of the Prophet # returned on the Day of Uhud and there were two 
parties among them, a group who said: 'Kill them,’ and a group that say not to. So Allah revealed this 
Ayah: Then what is the matter with you that you are divided into two parties about the hypocrites? [An- 
Nisa’ 4:88] So he said: "Indeed it is Taibah (Al-Madinah). And he said: 'It expels filth just like the fire 
expels filth from iron." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. And Abdullah bin Yazid this Ansari khatmi and Sahabi. 
Comments: The hypocrisy of these people was clear, but some of the Muslims, who had contact, family 
relations or other relationships and tribal alliances with the hypocrites, were soft in relation to them; they 
wanted them not only to be ignored but also to keep relations and contact with them. 


«And never is it for a believer to kill a believer except by mistake. And whoever kills a believer by 
mistake - then the freeing of a believing slave and a compensation payment presented to the deceased's 
family [is required] unless they give [up their right as] charity. But if the deceased was from a people at 

war with you and he was a believer - then [only] the freeing of a believing slave; and if he was from a 
people with whom you have a treaty - then a compensation payment presented to his family and the 
freeing of a believing slave. And whoever does not find [one or cannot afford to buy one] - then [instead], 
a fast for two months consecutively, [seeking] acceptance of repentance from Allah. And Allah is ever 
Knowing and Wise(92)» [An-Nisaa: 92] 


Sa'id b. Jubair reported: The inhabitants of Kufa differed in regard to this verse:" But whoever 
slays another believer intentionally, his requital shall be Hell" (4.92), so | went to Ibn ‘Abbas and 
asked him about it, whereupon he said: This has been revealed and nothing abrogated it. 


Sa’'id b. Jubair reported: 'Abd al Rahman b. Abzi commanded me that | should ask Ibn ‘Abbas 
about these two verses:" He who slays a believer intentionally his requital shall be Hell where he 
would abide for ever" (4.92). So, | asked him and he said: Nothing has abrogated it. And as for 
this verse: “And they who call not upon another god with Allah and slay not the soul which Allah 
has forbidden, except in the cause of justice” (25.68), he (Ibn Abbas) said: This has been 
revealed in regard to the polytheists."

Sa'id b. Jubair reported: | said to Ibn Abbas: Will the repentance of that person be accepted who 
kills a believer intentionally? He said: No. | recited to him this verse of

So I asked Ibn ‘Abbas who said, "When the Verse that is in Sura-al-Furqan 
was revealed, the pagans of Mecca said, 'But we have slain such life as Allah has made sacred, and we 
have invoked other gods along with Allah, and we have also committed fornication.’ So Allah revealed:-- 
. So this Verse was concerned with those 
people. As for the Verse in it means that if a man, after understanding Islam and its 
laws and obligations, murders somebody, then his punishment is to dwell in the (Hell) Fire forever." 
Then | mentioned this to Mujahid who said, "Except the one who regrets (one's crime) . "

Narrated Ibn 'Umar: 


That a man came to him (while two groups of Muslims were fighting) and said, "O Abu 'Abdur Rahman!

As for 'Uthman, Allah forgave him and you disliked to forgive him, 
and Ali is the cousin and son-in-law of Allah's Apostle #." Then he pointed out with his hand and said,

the murdered will come with the murderer's scalp and his head in his hand, and his jugular vein flowing 


blood saying: '0 Lord! This one killed me!' Until he comes close to the Throne." So they mentioned 
repentance to Ibn 'Abbas, and he recited this Ayah: And whoever kills a believer intentionally then his 
recompense is Hell. [An-Nis@' 4:93] He said: "This Ayah was not abrogated nor (its ruling) replaced so 
from where is his repentance?" (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan [Gha rib] Some of them reported this Hadith; from 'Amr bin 
Dinar, from Ibn 'Abbas similarly, without mentioning it in Marfu' form. 


4005. It was narrated that Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "The people of Al-Kufah differed concerning this Verse: 
"And whoever kills a believer intentionally, "[AitNisd 4:93) So I went to Ibn 'Abbas and asked him, and 
he said: 'It was revealed among the last of what was revealed, and nothing of it was abrogated after that."" 
(Sahih) 

4006. It was narrated that Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "I said to Ibn ‘Abbas 'Can a person, who killed a 
believer intentionally, repent?' He said: 'No.' I recited the Verse from A/-Furgqan to him: 'And those who 
invoke not any other i/ah (god) along with Allah, or kill such person as Allah has forbidden, except by 
right," he said: 'This Verse was revealed in Makkah and was abrogated by a Verse 
that was revealed in Al-Madinah 'And whoever kills a believer intentionally, his recompense is Hell. "(An 


4867. It was narrated that Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "Abdur-Rahman bin Abi Laila told me to ask Ibn 'Abbas 
about two Verses: 'And whoever kills a believer intentionally, his recompense is Hell’ 
I asked him and he said: 'Nothing of this has been abrogated.' (And I asked him about the Verse): 'And 

those who invoke not any other ilah (god) along with Allah, nor kill such person as Allah has forbidden, 
except by right.’ He said: 'This was revealed concerning the people of Shirk. (Sahih). 


«O you who have believed, when you go forth [to fight] in the cause of Allah, investigate; and do not say 
to one who gives you [a greeting of] peace "You are not a believer," aspiring for the goods of worldly 
life; for with Allah are many acquisitions. You [yourselves] were like that before; then Allah conferred 

His favor upon you, so investigate. Indeed Allah is ever, with what you do, Acquainted(94)» 


(16). 3030. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "A man from Banu Sulaim who had some sheep with him, passed by 
some of the Companions of the Messenger of Allah ® . He gave Salam to them and they said: 'He did not 
give Salam except to protect himself.’ So they attacked him, killed him, and took his sheep. They went to 
the Messenger of Allah “ with them, and Allah, Most, High, revealed: 0 you who believe! When you go 
in the cause of Allah, verify and say not to anyone who greets you: "You are not a believer." 

4:94] (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. There is something about this from Usamah bin Zaid. 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

Regarding the Verse: "And say not to anyone who offers you peace (by accepting Islam), You are not a 
believer." There was a man amidst his sheep. The Muslims pursued him, and he said (to them) "Peace be 
on you." But they killed him and took over his sheep. Thereupon Allah revealed in that concern, the 
above Verse up to:-- "...seeking the perishable good of this life." (4.94) i.e. those sheep. 


It has been narrated on the authority of Bara’ who said: When the Qur'anic verse:" Those who 
sit (at home) from among mu'min" (4.94) was revealed, the son of Umm Maktum spoke to him 
(the Holy Prophet #). (At this). the words:" other than those who have a trouble (illness)" were 
revealed. 


Ibn Abbas reported that some Muslims met a person with a small flock of sheep. He said: As- 
Salam-o-'Alaikum. They caught hold of him and killed him and took possession of his flock. 
Then this verse was revealed:" He who meets you and extends you salutations, don't say: You 
are not a Muslim" (4.94). Ibn 'Abbas, however, recited the word as-Salam instead of" as-Salam".

«Not equal are those believers remaining [at home] - other than the disabled - and the 
mujahideen, [who strive and fight] in the cause of Allah with their wealth and their lives. Allah 
has preferred the mujahideen through their wealth and their lives over those who remain 
[behind], by degrees. And to both Allah has promised the best [reward]. But Allah has preferred 
the mujahideen over those who remain [behind] with a great reward(95)» [An-Nisaa: 95] 


It has been narrated on the authority of Abu Ishaq, that he heard Bara’ talking about the 
Qur'anic verse:" Those who sit (at home) from among the believers and those who go out for 
Jihad in the way of Allah are not aqual” (4.95). (He said that) the Messenger of Allah # (may 
peace be upon him) ordered Zaid (to write the verse). He brought a shoulder-blade (of a 
slaughtered camel) and inscribed it (the verse) thereon. The son of Umm Maktum complained of 
his blindness to the Holy Prophet # (may peace be upon him). (At this) descended the 
revelation:" Those of the believers who sit (at home) without any trouble (illness, incapacity, 
disability)" (4.95). The tradition has been handed down through two other chains of transmitters. 


Narrated Al-Bara: 

When the Divine Inspiration: "Those of the believers who sit (at home), was revealed the Prophet * sent 
for Zaid (bin Thabit) who came with a shoulder-blade and wrote on it. Ibn Um-Maktum complained about 
his blindness and on that the following revelation came: "Not equal are those believers who sit (at home) 
except those who are disabled (by injury, or are blind or lame etc.) and those who strive hard and fight in 
the Way of Allah with their wealth and lives)." (4.95) 


Narrated Sahl bin Sad As-Sa'idi: 

I saw Marwan bin Al-Hakam sitting in the Mosque. So I came forward and sat by his side. He told us that 
Zaid bin Thabit had told him that Allah's Apostle had dictated to him the Divine Verse: "Not equal are 
those believers who sit (at home) and those who strive hard and fight in the Cause of Allah with their 
wealth and lives.’ (4.95) Zaid said, "Ibn-Maktum came to the Prophet & while he was dictating to me 


that very Verse. On that Ibn Um Maktum said, "O Allah's Apostle! & If | had power, | would surely take 
part in Jihad." He was a blind man. So Allah sent down revelation to His Apostle &8 while his thigh was 
on mine and it became so heavy for me that | feared that my thigh would be broken. Then that state of 
the Prophet # was over after Allah revealed "...except those who are disabled (by injury or are blind or 
lame etc.) (4.95)

Narrated Al-Bara: 

When the Verse:-- "Not equal are those of the believers who sit (at home)" (4.95) was revealed, Allah 
Apostle * called for Zaid who wrote it. In the meantime Ibn Um Maktum came and complained of his 
blindness, so Allah revealed:

Narrated Al-Bara: 

When the Verse:--"Not equal are those of the believers who sit (at home)," (4.95) was revealed, the 
Prophet * said, "Call so-and-so." That person came to him with an ink-pot and a wooden board or a 
shoulder scapula bone. The Prophet * said (to him), "Write: 'Not equal are those believers who sit (at 
home) and those who strive and fight in the Cause of Allah." Ibn Um Maktum who was sitting behind the 
Prophet * then said, "O Allah's Apostle! * I am a blind man." So there was revealed in the place of that 
Verse, the Verse:--" 


Narrated Al-Bara: 
There was revealed: 


. The Prophet * said, "Call Zaid for me and let him bring the board, the inkpot and 
the scapula bone (or the scapula bone and the ink pot).'" Then he said, "Write: 'Not equal are those 
Believers who sit..", and at that time 'Amr bin Um Maktum, the blind man was sitting behind the Prophet 
= . He said, "O Allah's Apostle! “ What is your order For me (as regards the above Verse) as I am a blind 
man?" So, instead of the above Verse, the following Verse was revealed: 


1670. Al-Bara' bin 'Azib narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Bring me a shoulder blade or 
tablet." Then he wrote:" Not equal are those of the believers who sit. 'Amr bin Umm Maktum who was 
behind him said: "Is there an exemption for me?" So the following was revealed: Except those who are 
disabled. [An-Nisa’ 4:95] (Sahih) 

There are narrations on this topic from Ibn 'Abbas, Jabir, and Zaid bin Thabit. This Hadith is Hasan 
Sahih. [and it is a Hadith that is] Gharib from the narration of Sulaiman At-Taimi from Abu Ishaq. And 
Shu'bah and Ath-Thawri reported this Hadith from Abii Ishaq. 

Comments: People who do have a passion and a desire for participation in Jihad but find themselves 
unable to do so for some reason beyond their control, their lagging behind shall not be counted as sin, and 
their passion for Jihad and their desire for it would make them equal partners in reward. 


(17). 3031. Al-Bara' bin 'Azib said: "When the following was revealed: 'Not equal are those of the 
believers who sit' [An-Nisai' 4:95] ‘Amr bin Umm Maktum came to the Prophet * ." He said: "He was 
blind, so he said: '0 Messenger of Allah! “8 What do you order me with? Indeed my vision is disabled.' So 
Allah [Most High] revealed this Ayah: "Except those who are disabled.' So the Prophet * said: 'Bring me 
a shoulder bone and an inkwell' — or 'Bring me a tablet and an inkwell." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahth. He is called 'Amr bin Umm Maktum, and he is also called 
‘Abdullah bin Umm Maktum, and he is ‘Abdullah bin Za'idah and Umm Maktum is his mother. 


(18). 3032. Miqsam, the freed slave of 'Abdullah bin Al-Harith, narrated from Ibn 'Abbas that he said the 
Ayah: Not equal are those of the believers who sit, except those who are disabled . [An-Nisa’' 4:95] is 
about Badr and those who went out for Badr. At the time of the battle of Badr, 'Abdullah bin Jahsh and 
Ibn Umm Maktum said: 'We are blind 0 Messenger of Allah! # So is there an exemption for us?' So the 
following was revealed: Not equal are those of the believers who sit except those who are disabled. But 
Allah has preferred those who strive hard and fight above those who sit (at home) by a huge reward. [An- 
So these were the people who sat behind, that were not disabled: But Allah has preferred 
those who strive hard and fight, above those who sit (at home) by a huge reward - they are of levels above 
those who sit among the believers who did not have an excuse." (Sahih) 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib from this route as a narration of Ibn 'Abbas. Miqsam is 
called the freed slave of ‘Abdullah bin Al-Harith, and it is said that he is the freed slave of ‘Abdullah bin 
‘Abbas. And Miqsam's Kunyah is Abul-Qasim. 


3101. to 3104: It was narrated that Sahl bin Sa'd said: "I saw Marwan bin Al-Hakam sitting and I came 
and sat with him. He told us that Zaid bin Thabit told him, that the following was revealed to Allah’s 
Messenger “ (Not equal are those of the believers who sit (at home) and those who strive hard and fight 
in the cause of Allah), then Ibn Umm Maktum came when he was dictating it to me (Zaid), and said: '0 
Messenger of Allah! If I were able to go for Jihad I would go out for Jihad.' Then Allah, the Mighty 
and Sublime, revealed to him - while his thigh was against mine, and became so heavy that I thought my 
thigh would break, until (the revelation) stopped: 'Except those who are disabled (by injury or are blind or 
lame)." "[An-Nisa’ 4:95] (Sahih). 

Abu 'Abdur-Rahman (An-Nasa't) said: This 'Abdur-Rahman bin Ishaq is tolerable, while 'Abdur- 
Rahman bin Ishaq, from whom reports 'Ali bin Mushir, Abu Mu'awiyah, and 'Abdul-Wahid bin 

Ziyad from An-Nu'man bin Sa'd he is not trustworthy. 

Comments: Ibn Maktum was blind. A blind man is called 'Maktum' in Arabic. There is a disagreement 
concerning his real name. The majority of researchers have shown it to be Abdullah. Some have stated 
Umar also. And Allah knows best! 


«Indeed, those whom the angels take [in death] while wronging themselves - [the angels] will say, "In 
what [condition] were you?" They will say, "We were oppressed in the land." The angels will say, "Was 
not the earth of Allah spacious [enough] for you to emigrate therein?" For those, their refuge is Hell - and 

evil it is as a destination(97)» 


Narrated Abu Al-Aswad: 
An army unit was being recruited from the people of Medina and my name was written among them. 
Then I met 'Ikrima, and when I informed him about it, he discouraged me very strongly and said, "Ibn 
"Abbas told me that there were some Muslims who were with the pagans to increase their number against 
Allah's Apostle # (and the Muslim army) so arrows (from the Muslim army) would hit one of them and 
kill him or a Muslim would strike him (with his sword) and kill him. So Allah revealed:-- 


«Except for the oppressed among men, women and children who cannot devise a plan nor are they 
directed to a way(98)»» 


Narrated Ibn Abi Mulaika: 
Ibn Abbas recited:-- "Exeept the weak ones among men women and children," (4.98) and said, "My 
mother and I were among those whom Allah had excused." 


Narrated Muhammad bin Abdur-Rahman Abu Al-Aswad: 

The people of Medina were forced to prepare an army (to fight against the people of Sham during the 
caliphate of ‘Abdullah bin Az-Zubair at Mecca), and I was enlisted in it; Then I met 'Ikrima, the freed 
slave of Ibn 'Abbas, and informed him (about it), and he forbade me strongly to do so (i.e. to enlist in that 
army), and then said, "Ibn 'Abbas informed me that some Muslim people were with the pagans, increasing 
the number of the pagans against Allah's Apostle . An arrow used to be shot which would hit one of 
them (the Muslims in the company of the pagans) and kill him, or he would be struck and killed (with a 
sword)." Then Allah revealed:-- 


Abu Aswad added, 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 


Except the weak ones" (4.98) and added: My mother was one of those whom Allah excused. 


«And when you travel throughout the land, there is no blame upon you for shortening the prayer, 
[especially] if you fear that those who disbelieve may disrupt [or attack] you. Indeed, the disbelievers are 
ever to you a clear enemy(101)» 


458. It was narrated that Umayyah : bin 'Abdullah bin Khalid bin Asid said to Ibn 'Umar: "How can the 
Salah be shortened as Allah says: There is no sin on you if you shorten As-Salah (the prayer) if you are 
in Fear 2” [An-Nisa' 4:101] ;Ibn Umar said ‘O Son of my brother! The Messenger of Allah # came to us 
when we had gone astray and he taught us. One of the things that he taught us was that Allah, the Mighty 
and Sublime, has commanded us to pray two Rak'has when traveling." (Hasan). 


Sunan An-Nasai — Volume#02 - 15. Book Of Shortening The Prayer When Traveling - Chapter 1. 
1434. I t was narrated that Ya'la bin Umayyah said: "I said to 'Umar bin Al-Khattab: 'There is no sin on 
ou if you shorten Salah and if you fear that the disbelievers may put +you in trial (attack you );[An Nisa 
*As101] now the people are safe.' 'Umar said: 'I wondered the same thing, so I asked the Messenger of 
Allah % about that and he said: This is a favor from Allah to you, so accept His favor." (Sahih). 
Comments: In the above-mentioned Verse, apparently fear and traveling both have been deemed 
conditions for shortening the ritual prayer. Hence, this question is contextual. But, by the Prophet's # 
answer the matter becomes manifest that when the command for shortening the prayer descended, in that 


particular time they were still traveling and there was fear also. But later on, the condition of fear was 
repealed. 


«And when you are among them and lead them in prayer, let a group of them stand [in prayer] with you 
and let them carry their arms. And when they have prostrated, let them be [in position] behind you and 
have the other group come forward which has not [yet] prayed and let them pray with you, taking 
precaution and carrying their arms. Those who disbelieve wish that you would neglect your weapons and 
your baggage so they could come down upon you in one [single] attack. But there is no blame upon you, 
if you are troubled by rain or are ill, for putting down your arms, but take precaution. Indeed, Allah has 

prepared for the disbelievers a humiliating punishment(102)»

«Indeed, Allah does not forgive association with Him, but He forgives what is less than that for whom He 
wills. And he who associates others with Allah has certainly gone far astray 


(22).3036. Qatadah bin An-Nu'man said: "There was a household among us called Banu Ubairiq, among 
whom was a Bishr, a Bushair, and a Mubashshir. Bushair was a hypocrite who would recite poetry 
reviling the Companions of the Prophet # then he would attribute it to some of the Arabs. Then he would 
say: 'So-and-so said this and that [So and-so said this and that].' So when the Companions of the Prophet 
= would hear that poetry, they would say: 'By Allah! No one but this filthy person said this poetry or as 
the man said - and they would say: ‘Ibn Al-Ubairiq said it." He said: "They were a poor and needy 


household during Jahiliyvah and Islam. The only food the people of Al-Madinah had was dates and 
barely. When a man was able to, he would import flour from Ash-Sham which he bought and kept for 
himself. As for his dependants, their only food was dates and barely. So an import arrived from Ash- 
Sham, and my uncle Rifa'ah bin Zaid bought a load of it, which he put in a storage area he had, where he 
kept his weapons — his sheild and his sword. But it was taken from him from under the house. The 
storage was broken into and the food and weapons were taken. In the morning, my uncle Rifa'ah came to 
me and said: '0 my nephew! We were robbed during the night, our storage was broken into, and our food 
and weapons are gone." He said: "They overheard us in the house, and questioned us, and someone said 
to us, 'We saw Banu Ubairiq cooking during the night, and it looked like they had some of your food." He 
said: "Banu Ubairiq were saying — while we were questioning them amidst their dwellings — 'By Allah! 
We do not think the one you are looking for is other than Labid bin Sahl, a man among us who is 
righteous and accepted Islam.' When Labid heard that, he brandished his sword and said: 'I stole? By 
Allah! You either prove this theft, or I take to you with this sword.' They said: "Leave us 0 man! You are 
not the one who has it.' So we continued questioning in the dwellings until we had no doubt that they had 
taken it. So my uncle said to me: '0 my nephew! You should go to the Messenger of Allah * and tell him 
about that." Qatadah said: "So I went to the Messenger of Allah # and said: 'A family among us are ill- 
mannered, and they consipired against my uncle Rifa'ah bin Zaid. They broke into his storage and took 
his weapons and his food. We want them to return our weapons, but we have no need for the food.' So the 
Prophet * said: 'I will decide about that.' So when Banu Ubairiq heard about that, they brought a man 
from among them named Usair bin 'Urwah to talk to him about that, and some people from their houses 
gathered and said: '0 Messenger of Allah!  Qatadah bin An-Nu'man and his uncle came to a family 
among us who are a people of Islam and righteousness, accusing them of stealing without proof or 
confirmation." Qatadah said: "I went to the Messenger of Allah * and spoke to him, and he said: "You 
went to a family among them known for their Islam and righteousness, and accused them of stealing 
without confirmation or proof." He said: "So I returned wishing that I had lost some of my wealth, and 
that the Messenger of Allah * had not been spoken to about that. My uncle Rifa'ah came to me and said: 
'0 my nephew! What did you do?' So I told him what the Messenger of Allah * said to me, so he said: 'It 
is from Allah, Whom we seek help.' It was not long before the Qur'an was revealed: 'Surely, We have sent 
down to you the Book in truth, that you might judge between men by that which Allah has shown you, so 
be not a pleader for the treacherous.’ That is Banu Ubairiq. 'And seek forgiveness from Allah.' [That is] 
from what you said to Qatadah. 'Certainly Allah is Ever Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful And argue not on 
behalf of those who deceive themselves. Verily, Allah does not like anyone who is a betrayer, sinner. 
They may hide from men, but they cannot hide from Allah’ for He is with them up to His saying: 'Most- 
Merciful.' That is: If you seek Allah's forgiveness then He will forgive you. 'And whoever earns sin, he 
ears it only against himself...' up to His saying: 'A manifest sin.' Their saying about Labid; 'Had it not 
been for the grace of Allah and His mercy upon you...’ up to His saying: 'We shall give him a great 
reward. . So when the Qur'an was revealed, the Messenger of Allah @ brought 
the weapon and returned it to Rifa'ah. Qatadah said: "When the weapon was brought to my uncle and he 
was a elderly man with bad sight" or "an elderly weak man" - 

Abu 'Eisa was in doubt - "in Jahiliyah, and I thought that he merely had entered into Islam (without real 
sincerity) but when I brought it to him, he said: '0 my nephew! It is for Allah's cause.’ So I knew that his 
Islam was genuine. 

When the Qur'an was revealed, Bushair went with the idolaters, staying with Sulafah bint Sa'd bin 
Sumaah. So Allah, Most High, revealed: Whoever contradicts and opposes the Messenger after the right 
path has been shown clearly to him, and follows other than the believers' way, We shall keep him in the 
path he has chosen, and burn him in Hell - what an evil destination. Verily Allah forgives not associating 
others with Him, but He forgives what is less than that for whomever He wills. And whoever associates 
others with Allah, then he has indeed strayed far away. [An-Nisa' 4:115 to 4:116] "When he went to stay 
with Sulafah, Hassan bin Thabit lampooned her with verses of poetry. So she took his saddle, put it on her 
head, then she left with it to cast it into the valley. Then she said: "You gave me the poetry of Hassan - 
you did not bring me any good." (Hasan) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gha rib, we do not know of any one who narrated a chain for it other than 
Muhammad bin Salamah Al-Harrani. Yunus bin Bukair and others narrated this Hadith from Muhammad 
bin Ishaq, from 'Asim bin 'Umar bin Qatadah in Mursal form, they did not mention "from his father, from 
his grandfather" in it. Qatadah bin An-Nu'man is the brother of Abii Sa'eed Al-Khudri through his mother. 
Abu Sa'eed [Al-Khudri's] name is Sa'd bin Malik. 

Comments: This Hadith guides that the investigation and research should be made before making an 
allegation against someone. One should not take the law into his own hands. The matter should be 
reported to the responsible or authoritative person. The responsible person should also judge the matter 
through proper honesty, investigation and research. He should not merely rely on the reports and 
statements of the relatives and supporters, because such people sometimes provide support to their 
brethren needlessly. It is unlawful to support the dishonest and the corrupt. The Messenger of Allah did 
not have the knowledge of the unseen; and he cleared the people of Banu Ubairiq from this case. If an 
offence has been perpetrated, the perpetrator should confess it, and seek forgiveness and pardon from 
Allah Almighty. Condemning and criticising a perpetrator is allowed. Supporting a perpetrator gives the 
supporter a bad name. A person's sincerity and hypocrisy is judged by his character and behaviour. 
Opposing truth after it has become clear is unlawful. Being steadfast on the Book and the Sunnah and 
holding upon both firmly, is the only path to avoid and escape wrongdoing, conspiracies and plots of the 
wrongdoers. 


(23). 3037 Thuwair - Ibn Abi Fakhitah - narrated from his father that 'Ali bin Abu Talib said: "There is no 
Ayah in the Qur'an more beloved to me that this Ayah: Verily Allah forgives not accociating others with 
Him, but He forgives what is less than that for whomever He wills." [An-Nisa' 4:116] (Dai') 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. Abu Fatikhah's name is Sa'eed bin 'Ilaqah and Thuwair's 
Kunyah is Abu Jahm, and he is a man from Al-Kufah [among the Tabi'in]. He heard from Ibn 'Umar and 
Ibn Az-Zubair. Ibn Mahdi used to disparage him a little. 

Comments; If a person suffers from wrongdoings and follows the deviated path, he still has the chance to 
be forgiven and pardoned, but as for a person who associates others with Allah, he has no possibility 
whatsoever to be forgiven and pardoned. Therefore a person adhering to monotheism /Tawhid] has glad 
tidings in this Ayah from one aspect; and this is the main aspect of it being loved. 


«Paradise is not [obtained] by your wishful thinking nor by that of the People of the Scripture. Whoever 
does a wrong will be recompensed for it, and he will not find besides Allah a protector or a helper(123)» 


(24). 3038. Abu Hurairah said: "When the following was revealed: 'Whoever works evil will have the 
recompense of it...'[An-Nisa' 4:123] That worried the Muslims, so they complained about that to the 
Messenger of Allah “ and he said: "Seek closeness and be steadfast, and in all that afflicts the believer 
there is atonement, even a thorn that pricks him, and the hardship he suffers." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. Ton Muhaisin (a narrator in the chain) is 'Umar bin 
‘Abdur-Rahman bin Muhaisin. 


(25). 3039. Abu Bakr As-Siddiq said: "I was- with the Prophet  - when this Ayah was revealed to him: 
Whoever works evil will have Messenger of Allah said: '0 the recompense of it '[An-Nisa’ 4:123] So the 
Abu Bakr! Shall I recite to you an Ayah revealed to me?’ I said: Of course 0 Messenger of Allah!' # 'So 
he recited it to me, and I do not .know except that I found it as a fatal blow, but I repressed it. So :. the 


Messenger of Allah ® said: ,'What is bothering you 0 Abi Bakr?" I said: '0 Messenger of Allah! 2% May 
my father and my mother be your ransom! Which of us has not done evil - and yet we shall be 
recompensed for what we have done?' So the Messenger of Allah said: 'As for you 0 Abu Bakr, and the 
believers, they will be recompensed for that in the world until they meet Allah and they have no sins. As 
for the others, then that will be collected for them until they are recompensed for it on the Day of 
judgement. (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadtth is Gharib, there is criticism regarding " its chain. Musa bin 'Ubaidah was 
graded weak in Hadith; he was graded weak by Yaya bin Sa'eed and Ahmad bin Hanbal. The freed slave 
of Ibn Siba' is unknown. This Hadith has been reported through other routes from Abu Bakr, but its chain 
is also not Sahih. There is something on this topic from 'Aishah. 


(39). 2991. Umayyah narrated that she asked 'Aishah about the saying of Allah, Blessed and Most High: 
And whether you disclose what is in yourselves or conceal it, Allah will call you to account for it. 

And about His saying: And whoever does evil, he will be recompensed for it 

She said: "No one has asked me about it since I asked the Messenger of Allah *, he said: 'This is 
Allah's admonition for His slave regarding whatever he is striken with, of fever and problems, even the 
item that he has in the pocket of his shirt which he loses and worries about, until the slave's sins are 
removed, just as the red ore is removed from the bellows." Daif 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib as a narration of 'Aishah, we do not know of it except 
through the narration of Hammad bin Salamah. 


«And they request from you, [O Muhammad], a [legal] ruling concerning women. Say, "Allah gives you a 
ruling about them and [about] what has been recited to you in the Book concerning the orphan girls to 
whom you do not give what is decreed for them - and [yet] you desire to marry them - and concerning the 
oppressed among children and that you maintain for orphans [their rights] in justice." And whatever you 

do of good - indeed, Allah is ever Knowing of it(127 


Hisham reported that 'A'isha said in connection with the words of Allah:" 
that these 
relate to an orphan girl who is in charge of the person and she shares with him in his property 
(as a heir) even in the date-palm trees and he is reluctant to give her hand in marriage to any 
other person lest he (her husband) should partake of his property, and thus keep her in a 
lingering state. 


Narrated 'Urwa bin Az-Zubair: 
That he had asked 'Aisha about the meaning of the Statement of Allah: 


. She said, "O my nephew! This is about the orphan girl who lives with her guardian and shares his 
property. Her wealth and beauty may tempt him to marry her without giving her an adequate Mahr 
(bridal-money) which might have been given by another suitor. So, such guardians were forbidden to 
marry such orphan girls unless they treated them justly and gave them the most suitable Mahr; otherwise 
they were ordered to marry any other woman." 'Aisha further said, "After that verse the people again 
asked the Prophet * (about the marriage with orphan 'girls), so Allah revealed the following verses:-- 


. What is meant by Allah's Saying:-- ‘And about what is 
Recited unto you is the former verse which goes:-- 


‘Aisha said, "Allah's saying in the 
means the desire of the guardian to marry an 
orphan girl under his supervision when she has not much property or beauty (in which case he should 
treat her justly). The guardians were forbidden to marry their orphan girls possessing property and 
beauty without being just to them, as they generally refrain from marrying them (when they are neither 
beautiful nor wealthy)."

Narrated 'Urwa bin Az-Zubair: 


That he asked 'Aisha regarding the Statement of Allah: "If you fear that you shall not be able to deal justly 
eee She said, "O son of my sister! An Orphan girl used to be under the care of a 


guardian with whom she shared property. Her guardian, being attracted by her wealth and beauty, would 
intend to marry her without giving her a just Mahr, i.e. the same Mahr as any other person might give her 
(in case he married her). So such guardians were forbidden to do that unless they did justice to their 
female wards and gave them the highest Mahr their peers might get. They were ordered (by Allah, to 
marry women of their choice other than those orphan girls." ‘Aisha added," The people asked Allah's 
Apostle * his instructions after the revelation of this Divine Verse whereupon Allah revealed: 

‘Aisha further said, "And the Statement of Allah: "And yet 
whom you desire to marry." (4.127) as anyone of you refrains from marrying an orphan girl (under his 
guardianship) when she is lacking in property and beauty." 'Aisha added, "So they were forbidden to 
marry those orphan girls for whose wealth and beauty they had a desire unless with justice, and that was 
because they would refrain from marrying them if they were lacking in property and beauty." 


Narrated 'Urwa: that he asked ‘Aisha regarding the Verse: 'If you fear that you shall not be able to deal 
justly with the orphans (4.3) She said, "O my nephew! This Verse refers to the orphan girl who is under 
the guardianship of her guardian who likes her beauty and wealth and wishes to (marry her and) curtails 
her Mahr. Such guardians have been forbidden to marry them unless they do justice by giving them 
their full Mahr, and they have been ordered to marry other than them. The people asked for the verdict 
of Allah's Apostle #8 after that, so Allah revealed: 

So Allah revealed to them that if the orphan girl had beauty and 
wealth, they desired to marry her and for her family status. They can only marry them if they give them 
their full Mahr. And if they had no desire to marry them because of their lack of wealth and beauty, they 
would leave them and marry other women. So, as they used to leave them, when they had no interest, 
in them, they were forbidden to marry them when they had such interest, unless they treated them 
justly and gave them their full Mahr Apostle & said, 'If at all there is evil omen, it is in the horse, the 


woman and the house." a lady is to be warded off. And the Statement of Allah: ae 


Narrated 'Aisha: (As regards the Verse): 


This Verse is about the female orphan who is under the guardianship of a man with whom she shares her 
property and he has more right over her (than anybody else) but does not like to marry her, so he prevents 
her, from marrying somebody else, lest he should share the property with him. 


Narrated 'Aisha: (Regarding His Statement): 

It is about the female orphan who is under the guardianship of a 
man with whom she shares her property and he does not want to marry her and dislikes that someone else 
should marry her, lest he should share the property with him, so he prevents her from marrying. So Allah 


forbade such a guardian to do so (i.e. to prevent her from marrying). 


Narrated 'Urwa: That he asked 'Aisha regarding the Verse: 


‘Aisha said, "It is about an orphan 
girl under the custody of her guardian who being attracted by her wealth and beauty wants to marry her 
with Mahr less than other women of her status. So such guardians were forbidden to marry them unless 
they treat them justly by giving them their full Mahr. Then the people sought the verdict of Allah's 
Apostle * for such cases, whereupon Allah revealed: 

(4.127) (The sub-narrator then mentioned the Hadith.) 


3348. 'Urwah bin Az-Zubair narrated that he asked 'Aishah about the saying of Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime: "And if you fear that you shall not be able to deal justly with the orphan girls then marry (other) 
women of your choice. [An-Nisa’ 4:3] She said: "0 son of my sister, this refers to a female orphan who is 
in the care of her guardian, and her wealth is joined to his, and he is attracted to her wealth and her 
beauty. So her guardian wants to marry her without being fair with regard to her dowry, and without 
giving her what someone else would give her. So they were forbidden to marry them unless they were fair 
to them and gave them the highest possible dowry that is customarily given, and they were commanded to 
marry other women of their choice." 'Urwah said: "Aishah said: 'Then later on, Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, revealed concerning them: 'They ask your legal instruction concerning women, say: Allah 
instructs you about them, and about what is recited unto you in the Book concerning the orphan girls 
whom you give not the prescribed portions and yet whom you desire to marry.'[An-Nisa' 4:127] 'Aishah 
said: "What Allah, Most High, mentioned here that is recited in the Book is the first Verse in which it 
says: And if you fear that you shall not be able to deal justly with orphan girls then marry (other) women 
of your choice. 'Aishah said: "What is referred to in the other Verse - and yet whom you 
desire to marry is the desire of one of you not to marry orphan girl who is under his care 
if she is lacking in wealth and beauty. So they were forbidden to marry those orphan women to whose 
wealth they were attracted unless they were fair, because of their desire not to marry (those who were 
lacking in wealth and beauty). (Sahih). 


Narrated 'Aisha: 


Regarding the Verse 
(has been revealed regarding the case of) a man who 


has an orphan girl, and he is her guardian and her heir. The girl shares with him all his property, even a 
date-palm (garden), but he dislikes to marry her and dislikes to give her in marriage to somebody else 
who would share with him the property she is sharing with him, and for this reason that guardian prevents 
that orphan girl from marrying. So, this Verse was revealed: (And Allah's statement:) eee 


«And if a woman fears from her husband contempt or evasion, there is no sin upon them if they make 
terms of settlement between them - and settlement is best. And present in [human] souls is stinginess. But 
if you do good and fear Allah - then indeed Allah is ever, with what you do, Acquainted(128)» 


Narrated Aisha: 


Regarding the explanation of the following verse:-- "If a wife fears Cruelty or desertion On her husband's 
part.” (4.128) A man may dislike his wife and intend to divorce her, so she says to him, "I give up my 


rights, so do not divorce me." The above verse was revealed concerning such a case. 


Narrated Aisha: 
The following Verse: If a woman fears cruelty or desertion on her husband's part (i.e. the husband 
notices something unpleasant about his wife, such as old age or the like, and wants to divorce her, but 


she asks him to keep her and provide for her as he wishes). (4.128) "There is no blame on them if they 


‘A‘isha said in connection with the verse:" 


that it was revealed in case of a 
woman who had long association with a person (as his wife) and now he intends to divorce her 
and she says: Do not divorce me, but retain me (as wife in your house) and you are permitted to 
live with another wife. It is in this context that this verse was revealed. 


Narrated 'Aisha: Regarding the Verse 
(4.128) It is about a man who has a woman (wife) and he does not like her and wants to divorce her but 
she says to him, "I make you free as regards myself." So this Verse was revealed in this connection. 


Narrated Aisha: Regarding the Verse 

(4.128) It concerns the woman whose husband does not want to keep her with him any longer, but wants 
to divorce her and marry some other lady, so she says to him: 'Keep me and do not divorce me, and then 
marry another woman, and you may neither spend on me, nor sleep with me.’ This is indicated by the 
Statement of Allah: 


(26). 3040. Ibn 'Abbas said: "Sawdah feared that the Prophet “ was going to divorce her, so she said: 
"Do not divorce me, but keep me and give my day to 'Aishah.' So he did so, and the following was 
revealed: Then there is no sin on them both if they make terms of peace between themselves, and making 
peace is better. [An-Nisa' 4:128] So whatever they agree to make peace in something then it is 
permissible." (Sahih) 

[It is as if it is a statement of Ibn 'Abbas]. Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. 


«Indeed, the hypocrites will be in the lowest depths of the Fire - and never will you find for them a 
helper(145)»

Narrated Al-Aswad: 

While we were sitting in a circle in ‘Abdullah's gathering, Hudhaifa came and stopped before us, and 
greeted us and then said, "People better than you became hypocrites." Al-Aswad said: I testify the 
uniqueness of Allah! Allah says: 

On that 'Abdullah smiled and Hudhaifa sat somewhere in the Mosque. 'Abdullah then got up and his 
companions (sitting around him) dispersed. Hudhaifa then threw a pebble at me (to attract my 
attention). | went to him and he said, "| was surprised at ‘Abdullah's smile though he understood what | 
said. Verily, people better than you became hypocrite and then repented and Allah forgave them." 


«And there is none from the People of the Scripture but that he will surely believe in Jesus before his 
death. And on the Day of Resurrection he will be against them a witness(159)» 


Narrated Abu Huraira: Allah's Apostle #8 said, "By Him in Whose Hands my soul is, surely (Jesus,) the son 
of Mary will soon descend amongst you and will judge mankind justly (as a Just Ruler); he will break the 
Cross and kill the pigs and there will be no Jizya (i.e. taxation taken from non Muslims). Money will be in 
abundance so that nobody will accept it, and a single prostration to Allah (in prayer) will be better than 
the whole world and whatever is in it." Abu Huraira added "If you wish, you can recite (this verse of the 
Holy Book): 


(See Fateh Al Bari, Page 302 Vol 7) 


«They request from you a [legal] ruling. Say, "Allah gives you a ruling concerning one having neither 
descendants nor ascendants [as heirs]." If a man dies, leaving no child but [only] a sister, she will have 
half of what he left. And he inherits from her if she [dies and] has no child. But if there are two sisters [or 
more], they will have two-thirds of what he left. If there are both brothers and sisters, the male will have 
the share of two females. Allah makes clear to you [His law], lest you go astray. And Allah is Knowing of 

all things(176)» 


Narrated Al-Bara: The last Sura that was revealed was Bara'a, and the last Verse that was revealed was: 
"They ask you for a legal verdict, Say: 


Narrated Al-Bara: The last Quranic Verse that was revealed (to the Prophet #8) was the final Verse of 
Surat-an-Nisa, i.e., 'They ask you for a legal verdict Say: Allah directs (thus) About those who leave No 
descendants or ascendants as heirs....' (4.176) 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Zayd ibn Aslam that Umar ibn al-Khattab 
asked the Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, about 
someone who died without parents or offspring, and the Messenger of Allah @, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, said to him, "The ayat which was sent down in 
the summer at the end of the Surat an-Nisa (Sura 4) is enough for you." Malik said, 
"The generally agreed on way of doing things among us, in which there is no 
dispute, and which I saw the people of knowledge in our city doing, is that the 
person who leaves neither parent nor offspring can be of two types. As for the kind 
described in the ayat which was sent down at the beginning of the Surat an-Nisa in 
which Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted! said, 'If a man or a woman has no direct heir, 
but has a brother or a sister by the mother, each of the two has a sixth. If there are 
more than that, they share equally in a third.' (Sura 4 ayat 12) This heirless one 
does not have heirs among his mother's siblings since there are no children or 
parents. As for the other kind described in the ayat which comes at the end of the 
Surat an-Nisa, Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, said in it, "They will ask you for a 
decision. Say, "Allah gives you a decision about the indirect heirs. If a man perishes 
having no children, but he has a sister, she shall receive a half of what he leaves, 
and he is her heir if she has no children. If there are two sisters, they shall receive 
two-thirds of what he leaves. If there are brothers and sisters, the male shall 
receive the portion of two females. Allah makes clear to you that you might not go 
astray. Allah has knowledge of everything" '" (Sura 4 ayat 176). Malik said, "If this 
person without direct heirs (parents) or children has siblings by the father, they 
inherit with the grandfather from the person without direct heirs. The grandfather 
inherits with the siblings because he is more entitled to the inheritance than them. 
That is because he inherits a sixth with the male children of the deceased when the 
siblings do not inherit anything with the male children of the deceased. How can he 
not be like one of them when he takes a sixth with the children of the deceased? 
How can he not take a third with the siblings while the brother's sons take a third 
with them? The grandfather is the one who overshadows the half-siblings by the 
mother and keeps them from inheriting. He is more entitled to what they have 
because they are omitted for his sake. If the grandfather did not take that third, 
the half-siblings by the mother would take it and would take what does not return 
to the half-siblings by the father. The half-siblings by the mother are more entitled 
to that third than the half-siblings by the father while the grandfather is more 
entitled to that than the half-siblings by the mother." 


2097. Jabir bin 'Abdullah narrated: "I was ill, so the Messenger of Allah *, came to visit me and found 
me unconscious. He came walking while Abu Bakr and 'Umar were with him. The Messenger of Allah 
performed Wudii', then poured the remaining water on me, so I came to my senses. I said: '0 Messenger of 
Allah! # How shall I dispose of my wealth?’ - or - 'What shall I do with my wealth?'

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The Qur'anic Verse makes it clear that if a person dies and leaves behind neither parents nor 
children, but a single (real) sister, then the sister shall inherit half of his wealth. In case the sisters are 
more than one, they shall get a share of two-third of his wealth. If there is a brother in addition to the 
sister as well, the brother shall get twice as much as the sister. 


(27). 3041. Al-Bard' said: "The last Ayah revealed" or, "The last thing revealed was: They ask you about 
a legal verdict. Say: 'Allah directs (thus) regarding A/- Kalalah. [An-Nisa’ 4:176] (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. Abu As-Safar's (a narrator in the chain) name is Sa'eed bin 
Ahmad and it is said that he is Ibn YuhmidAth-Thawri.

It has been related that Ibn 'Abbas said: "The last Surah 
revealed was: 'When comes the help of Allah and the victory 

Comments: Every companion singled out a Stirah to be revealed last according to his own view and in 
the light of the signs and circumstances. No Prophetic statement expressed this. 


«O you who have believed, fulfill [all] contracts. Lawful for you are the animals of grazing livestock 


except for that which is recited to you [in this Qur'an] - hunting not being permitted while you are in the 
state of ihram. Indeed, Allah ordains what He intends( 1)» [AL Maidah: 1] 


Allah says: 0 you who believe! Fulfill (your) obligagtions This is a partnership formed 
between so and so, so and so, so and so and so and so, based on capital which they have collected of one 
type, and currency, and have combined it, so that it is now mixed, and none of them can tell which is his 
money. The share and rights of each partner are equal, and they will use this money for trade, whether 
buying or selling, for cash, or on credit, in all transactions, making decisions collectively or individually, 
each working independently of the others based on his own opinion, and what he sees fit. Whatever 
commitment or loan any one of the persons mentioned in this contract makes, then it is binding on each of 
his companions mentioned in this contract. All bounty and profits that Allah bestows over the capital 
amount, which is stated in this contract, is to be divided equally between all four. Any loss is to be borne 
equally by each of them. Each of the four persons mentioned in this contract appoints the others as his 
deputy (Wakil) who may demand every right, and debt, and deal with every dispute, concerning this 
contract, to dispute on behalf of the others with anyone who is disputing with them, or seek their dues. 
And each of them makes the others his executor (to act on his behalf after he dies), pay off his debts, and 
carry out the instructions in his will. Signed by and so, so and so, so andso and so and so. 

Comments: If a few individuals trade together, it is called partnership. The majority Fugha have shown 
partnership to be of four kinds: 

1) Cooperative partnership; 

2) Comprehensive partnership; 

3) Craftsmanship, Manufacturing or handicraft partnership; 

4) Well-Known partner partnership (Sharika Al-Wujuh) 

The discussion here pertains to cooperative partnership, in which every partner happens to be the 
authorized representative of the other, not the sponsor. There is the way or flexibility in this form of 
partnership. It is not necessasy that two shares of capital put up by the partners be equal in amount, they 
could be more or less. In the same way, equality is not essential in manufacturing partnership; irrespective 
of whether the wealth or the capital is equal. Likewise, there could be equalization in manufacturing or 
handicraft, even if the capital is not equal. One might have contributed dinars and the other dirhams. The 
rest of the details are given in the abovementioned document. It should, however, be borne in mind that 
partnership could exist between the two individuals, and the mention of three in the afore-mentioned 
document is incidental. 

2. Comprehensive partnership (Sharika Al-Mufawada) whose detail appears in the forthcoming 
document. This partnership is distinct from the cooperative partnership. In it, each partner happens to be 


the other's authorized representative and sponsor too, by which the partners share whatever they earn 
from their respective separate principal funds and labor; mutually covering the debts or financial 
liabilities incurred by either. The document makes mention of four partners, but this partnership could be 
struck between two partners also. 


4859. It was narrated that Ibn Shihab said: "I read the letter of the Messenger of Allah # which he wrote 
for 'Amr bin Hazm when he sent him to govern Najran. The letter was with Abu Bakr bin Hazm. The 
Messenger of Allah wrote this: 'A statement from Allah and His Messenger: O you who believe! Fulfill 
(your) ees and he wrote the Verses until he reached: Verily, Allah is Swift in 
reckoning. ' Then he wrote: 'This is the book of retaliation: For a soul, one hundred 


camels,"' and so on. (Hasan). 


«O you who have believed, do not violate the rites of Allah or [the sanctity of] the sacred month or 
[neglect the marking of] the sacrificial animals and garlanding [them] or [violate the safety of] those 
coming to the Sacred House seeking bounty from their Lord and [His] approval. But when you come out 
of ihram, then [you may] hunt. And do not let the hatred of a people for having obstructed you from al- 
Masjid al-Haram lead you to transgress. And cooperate in righteousness and piety, but do not cooperate in 

sin and aggression. And fear Allah; indeed, Allah is severe in penalty(2)» 


1295. Anas bin Malik narrated: "The Messenger of Allah * cursed -ten involved with wine: The one who 
presses it, the one who has it, the one it is carried to, its server, pressed, its drinker, its carrier, and its 
seller, the consumption of its price, the one who purchases it and the one it was purchased for." (Hasan) - 
[Abu Eisa said] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib as a narration of Anas. 

Similar to this has been reported from Ibn 'Abbas, Ibn Mas'ud, and Ibn 'Umar, from the Prophet 
Comments: This narration proves that the wine and its related business, and any kind of involvement in 
this business, is strictly disapproved. "_..Do not help one another in sin 
and transgression." is another proof of the disapproval and unlawfulness. 


«Prohibited to you are dead animals, blood, the flesh of swine, and that which has been dedicated to other 
than Allah, and [those animals] killed by strangling or by a violent blow or by a head-long fall or by the 
goring of horns, and those from which a wild animal has eaten, except what you [are able to] slaughter 

[before its death], and those which are sacrificed on stone altars, and [prohibited is] that you seek decision 
through divining arrows. That is grave disobedience. This day those who disbelieve have despaired of 
[defeating] your religion; so fear them not, but fear Me. This day I have perfected for you your religion 

and completed My favor upon you and have approved for you Islam as religion. But whoever is forced by 

severe hunger with no inclination to sin - then indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful(3)» 


Narated By ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab : 

Once a Jew said to me, "O the chief of believers! There is a verse in your Holy Book Which is read by all 
of you (Muslims), and had it been revealed to us, we would have taken that day (on which it was 
revealed as a day of celebration." 'Umar bin Al-Khattab asked, "Which is that verse?" The Jew replied, 


‘Umar replied,"No doubt, we know when and where this verse was revealed 
to the Prophet &. It was Friday and the Prophet #8 was standing at ‘Arafat (i.e. the Day of Hajj)" 


Narrated Tariq bin Shihab: 
A Jew said to 'Umar, "O Chief of the Believers, if this verse: 


had been 
revealed upon us, we would have taken that day as an 'Id (festival) day." 'Umar said, "I know definitely 
on what day this Verse was revealed; it was revealed on the day of 'Arafat, on a Friday." 


Malik related to me from Humayd ibn Qays al-Makki that a son of al-Mutawakkil had 
a mukatab who died at Makka and left (enough to pay) the rest of his kitaba and he 
owed some debts to people. He also left a daughter. The governor of Makka was 
not certain about how to judge in the case, so he wrote to Abd al-Malik ibn Marwan 
to ask him about it. Abd al-Malik wrote to him, "Begin with the debts owed to 
people, and then pay what remains of his kitaba. Then divide what remains of the 
property between the daughter and the master." Malik said, "What is done among 
us is that the master of a slave does not have to give his slave a kitaba if he asks 
for it. I have not heard of any of the Imams forcing a man to give a kitaba to his 
slave. I heard that one of the people of knowledge, when someone asked about 
that and mentioned that Allah the Blessed, the Exalted, said 
recited these two ayats, 


Malik commented, "It is a way of doing things for which Allah, the Mighty, 
the Majestic, has given permission to people, and it is not obligatory for them." 
Malik said, "I heard one of the people of knowledge say about the word of Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted, 'Give them of the wealth which Allah has given you,' that it 
meant that a man give his slave a kitaba and then reduce the end of his kitaba for 
him by some specific amount." Malik said, "This is what I have heard from the 
people of knowledge and what I see people doing here." Malik said, "I have heard 
that Abdullah ibn Umar gave one of his slaves his kitaba for 35,000 dirhams, and 
then reduced the end of his kitaba by 5,000 dirhams." Malik said, "What is done 
among us is that when a master gives a mukatab his kitaba, the mukatab's 
property goes with him but his children do not go with him unless he stipulates that 
in his kitaba." Yahya said, "I heard Malik say that if a mukatab whose master had 
given him a kitaba had a slave-girl who was pregnant by him, and neither he nor 
his master knew that on the day he was given his kitaba, the child did not follow 
him because he was not included in the kitaba. He belonged to the master. As for 
the slave-girl, she belonged to the mukatab because she was his property." Malik 
said that if a man and his wife's son (by another husband) inherited a mukatab 


from the wife and the mukatab died before he had completed his kitaba, they 
divided his inheritance between them according to the Book of Allah. If the slave 
paid his kitaba and then died, his inheritance went to the son of the woman, and 
the husband had nothing of his inheritance. Malik said that if a mukatab gave his 
own Slave a kitaba, the situation was looked at. If he wanted to do his slave a 
favour and it was obvious by his making it easy for him that was not permitted. If 
he was giving him a kitaba from desire to find money to pay off his own kitaba that 
was permitted for him. Malik said that if a man had intercourse with a mukataba of 
his and she became pregnant by him, she had an option. If she liked she could be 
an umm walad. If she wished, she could confirm her kitaba. If she did not conceive, 
she still had her kitaba. Malik said, "The generally agreed on way of doing things 
among us about a slave who is owned by two men is that one of them does not 
give a kitaba for his share, whether or not his companion gives him permission to 
do so, unless they both write the kitaba together, because that alone would effect 
setting him free. If the slave were to fulfil what he had agreed on to free half of 
himself, and then the one who had given a kitaba for half of him was not obliged to 
complete his setting free, that would be in opposition to the words of the Messenger 
of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him peace. 'If someone frees his share in 
a slave and has enough money to cover the full price of the slave, justly evaluated 
for him, he must give his partners their shares, so the slave is completely free .'" 
Malik said, "If he is not aware of that until the mukatab has met the terms or 
before he has met them the owner who has written him the kitaba returns what he 
has taken from the mukatab to him, and then he and his partner divide him 
according to their original shares and the kitaba is invalid. He is the slave of both of 
them in his original state." Malik spoke about a mukatab who was owned by two 
men and one of them granted him delay in the payment of the right which he was 
owed, and the other refused to defer it, and so the one who refused to defer the 
payment exacted his part of the due. Malik said that if the mukatab then died and 
left property which did not complete his kitaba, "They divide it according to what 
they are still owed by him. Each of them takes according to his share. If the 
mukatab leaves more than his kitaba, each of them takes what remains to them of 
the kitaba, and what remains after that is divided equally between them. If the 
mukatab is unable to pay his kitaba fully and the one who did not allow him to 
defer his payment has exacted more than his associate did, the slave is still divided 
equally between them, and he does not return to his associates the excess of what 
he has exacted, because he only exacted his right with the permission of his 
associate. If one of them remits what is owed to him and then his associate exacts 
part of what he is owed by him and then the mukatab is unable to pay, he belongs 
to both of them. And the one who has exacted something does not return anything 
because he only demanded what he was owed. That is like the debt of two men in 
one writing against one man. One of them grants him time to pay and the other is 
greedy and exacts his due. Then the debtor goes bankrupt. The one who exacted 
his due does not have to return any of what he took." 


(1). 3043. Tariq bin Shihab said: "A man among the Jews said to 'Umar bin Al-Khattab: '0 Commander of 
the Believers! If we were the ones unto whom this Ayah was revealed, 'This day, I have perfected your 


ESRIESET for you, completed My favor upon you, and have chosen for you Islam as your religion. [AI- 

- then we would have taken that day as a day of celebration.’ So 'Umar bin Al-Khattab said 
to aT ‘Indeed I do know which day this Ayah was revealed upon. It was revealed on the Day of 'Arafah, 
on Friday." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih 

Comments: This Ayah, because it was revealed on the Day of 'Arafah, and on a Friday; and both these 
days are like days of 'E/d for the Muslims. So the Muslims, on their own behalf, are not allowed to 
celebrate any day as 'E/d; because their E/d are appointed by Allah. It is you people who make self-made 
additions to the religion and you appoint the days of celebration and festivals according to your own 
desires. Unfortunately some Muslims have also introduced and added an 'E/d.. 


(2). 3044. 'AmmAr bin Abi'Ammar said: "Ibn 'Abbas recited:This day, I have perfected your religion for 
you, completed My favor upon you, and have chosen for you Islam as your religion, [ALMa'idah 5:3) 
and a Jew was with him who said: 'If this Ayah was revealed to us then we would have taken that day as a 
day of celebration.' So Ibn 'Abbas said: 'Indeed it was revealed on two ‘Eids: On Friday, and on the Day 
of 'Arafah." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib as a narration of Ibn 'Abbas, [and it is Sahih]. 


3005. It was narrated that Tariq bin Shihab said: "A Jew said to 'Umar: 'If this Verse had been revealed to 
us, we would have taken it as a festival (Eid): 'This day, I have perfected your religon for you.' 

"Umar said: 'I know the day when it was revealed and the night on which it was revealed; a 
Friday night when we were with the Messenger of Allah * in 'Arafat."" (Sahih). 


Sahih Muslim Book 043 — The Book of Commentary (Kitab Al-Tafsir), Number 7153: 
Tariq b. Shihab reported that a Jew said to'Umar: You recite a verse which, if it had been 
revealed in relation to us, we would have taken that day as the day of rejoicing. Thereupon 
‘Umar said: | know where it was revealed and on the day when it was revealed and where 
Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) had been at that time when it was revealed. It 
was revealed on the day of oe (ninth of Dhu'l Hijjah) and Allah's Messenger = (may peace 


be upon him) had been stayin eee Sufyan said: | doubt, whether it was Friday or not (and 
the verse referred ue is this:" 


«They ask you, [O Muhammad], what has been made lawful for them. Say, "Lawful for you are [all] good 
foods and [game caught by] what you have trained of hunting animals which you train as Allah has taught 
you. So eat of what they catch for you, and mention the name of Allah upon it, and fear Allah." Indeed, 

Allah is swift in account(4)» 


1467. 'Adi bin Hatim narrated: "I asked the Messenger of Allah % about the game caught by a falcon. So 
he said: 'What it catches for you, then eat it." (Daiif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] We do not know of this Hadith except as a narration of Mujahid from Ash-Sha'bi. This 
is acted upon according to the people of knowledge. They do not see any harm in the game caught by a 
falcon or hawk. Mujahid said about A/-Buzah (falcons) that it is a bird that is used for hunting, it is one of 
the predators which Allah Most High mentioned: And what you have trained of predators [AI-Ma'idah 


5:4] This refers to the dogs and birds that are used for hunting. Some of the people of knowledge have 
permitted the game caught by falcons, even if they have eaten some of it. They said its training only refers 
to it responding (to calls to retrieve). Some of them disliked it. As for the Fugaha', most of them said it 
can be eaten, even if the falcon ate from it. 

Comments: If a hunting dog eats a part of the catch, in the view of scholars it is prohibited and unlawful 
to eat, but the game hunted by the birds of prey is lawful to eat, even if the hunting bird eats a part of it. 


4859. It was narrated that Ibn Shihab said: "I read the letter of the Messenger of Allah which he wrote 
for 'Amr bin Hazm when he sent him to govern Najran. The letter was with Abu Bakr bin Hazm. The 
Messenger of Allah # wrote this: 'A statement from Allah and His Messenger: O you who believe! Fulfill

(18). 3215. Ibn 'Abbas said: "All types of women were prohibited for the Messenger of Allah # except for 
the believing women among those who emigrated. (Allah) said: 'It is not lawful for you (to marry other) 
women after this, nor to change them for other wives even though their beauty attracts you, except those 
whom your right hand possesses.[Al-A hzab 33:52] And Allah made your believing girls lawful 'And a 
believing woman if she offers herself to the Prophet'[Al-A hzab 33:50] and He made every woman of a 
religion other than Islam unlawful." Then He said: "And whoever disbelieves in faith then fruitless is his 
work; and in the Hereafter he will be among the losers.” [A l-Ma'idah 5:5] And He said: "Verily We 
have made lawful to you your wives, to whom you have paid their due, and those whom your right hands 
possess - whom Allah has given to you" up to His saying: "A privilege to only you, not for the (rest of) 
the believers."[AI-A hzab 33:50] He made the other types of women unlawful." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. We only know of it as a -narration of 'Abdul-Hamid bin Bahram. 
I heard Ahmad bin Al Hasan mentioning from Ahmad bin Hanbal, saying: "There is no harm in the 
narrations of 'Abdul-Hamid bin Bahram from Shahr bin Hawshab." 

Comments: After the Revelation of this principle, the Prophet “ was allowed to marry only three types 
of women; a) very close relative woman who had emigrated with him, b) whom the Prophet * received 
from the spoils of war or through another way like, Mariyah Qibtiyah and Raihanah; c) and those who 
presented themselves to the Prophet * ; and he liked to marry with them. 


Malik said, "It is not halal to marry a christian or jewish slave-girl because Allah the 
Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, ‘Believing women who are muhsanat and 
women of those who were given the Book before you who are muhsanat', (sura 5 
ayat 5) and they are free women from the Christians and Jews. Allah, the Blessed, 
the Exalted, said in His Book, ‘If you are not affluent enough to marry believing 
women who are muhsanat, take believing slave-girls whom your right hands own. 
(Sura 4 ayat 24) Malik said, "In our opinion, Allah made marriage to believing 
slave-girls halal, and He did not make halal marriage to christian and jewish slave- 
girls from the People of the Book." Malik said, "The christian and jewish slave-girl 
are halal for their master by right of possession, but intercourse with a magian 
slave-girl is not halal by the right of possession." 


[6 :5aiLall] 
«O you who have believed, when you rise to [perform] prayer, wash your faces and your forearms to the 
elbows and wipe over your heads and wash your feet to the ankles. And if you are in a state of janabah, 
then purify yourselves. But if you are ill or on a journey or one of you comes from the place of relieving 
himself or you have contacted women and do not find water, then seek clean earth and wipe over your 
faces and hands with it. Allah does not intend to make difficulty for you, but He intends to purify you and 
complete His favor upon you that you may be grateful(6)» [Al-Maidah: 6] 


Narrated Aisha: A necklace of mine was lost at Al-Baida' and we were on our way to Medina. The 
Prophet made his camel kneel down and dismounted and laid his head on my lap and slept. Abu Bakr 
came to me and hit me violently on the chest and said, "You have detained the people because of a 
necklace." I kept as motionless as a dead person because of the position of Allah's Apostle #; (on my lap) 
although Abu Bakr had hurt me (with the slap). Then the Prophet # woke up and it was the time for the 
morning (prayer). Water was sought, but in vain; so the following Verse was revealed:-- "O you who 
believe! When you intend to offer prayer.." (5.6) Usaid bin Hudair said, "Allah has blessed the people for 
your sake, O the family of Abu Bakr. You are but a blessing for them." 


‘Ikrimah narrated that Ibn 'Abbas was asked about Tayammum. He said: "When 
Allah mentioned Wudiu' in His Book, He said: "So wash your faces and your hands 
(forearms) up to the elbows." (Al-Ma'idah 5:6) And He said about Tayammum: 
"And rub therewith your faces and hands" (An-Nisa' 4:43) And He said: "And the 
male thief and the female thief; cut off their hands." (Al-Ma'idah 5:38) So the 
Sunnah for cutting is the two hands. So it is only the face and the hands, meaning, 
Tayammum." (Dali) Abu 'Eisa said: this Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 


Al-Ma'idah 5:6. 


1. It was narrated from Abu Hurairah that the Prophet “ said: "When any one of you wakes from sleep, 
let him not dip his hand in (the water he uses for) his Wudu, until he has washed it thee times, for none of 
you knows where his hand spent the night."

[Abu 'Eisa said:] There are narrations on this topic from Abu Hurairah, Khabbab bin Al-Aratt, Abu 
Bakrah, Ibn Mas'ud, Abu Wagqid, Abu Miisa, and Kharashah. This Hadith is Hasan. Some of them 
reported this Hadith from Al-Laith bin Sa'd in which he added a narrator (in the chain). 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith has been reported from Sa'd from the Prophet ® , through routes other than 
this. 


Comments: The Hadith confirms the fact that if conditions of trial, affliction and conflict in a society 
become so acute and civil strife appears, then the farther a person remains from all this the better it is for 
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«Indeed, the penalty for those who wage war against Allah and His Messenger and strive upon earth [to 
cause] corruption is none but that they be killed or crucified or that their hands and feet be cut off from 
opposite sides or that they be exiled from the land. That is for them a disgrace in this world; and for them 

in the Hereafter is a great punishment(33)» 


4029. Anas bin Malik narrated that a group of eighty people from ‘Ukl came to the Prophet *, but 

the climate of Al-Madinah did not suit them and they fell sick. They complained about that to the 
Messenger of Allah % and he said: "Why don't you go out with our herdsmen and drink the milk and urine 
of the camels?" They said: Yes (we will do that)." They went out and drank some of the (camels') milk 
and urine, and they recovered. Then they killed the herdsman of the Messenger of Allah # , so he sent 
(men after them) and they caught 'them and brought them back. He had their hands and feet cut off and 
branded their eyes, and left them in the sun to die. (Sahih) 

Comments: 'To die': Allah's Messenger * had not inflicted upon them this severe punishment without a 
reason. Their crimes were more than one. They had turned apostate. They had killed a herdsman. They 
did not stop at slaying him, but they tore his hands and feet apart, and poked his eyes with heated iron. 
Thereupon they cast the guiltless herdsman upon burning rocks, hungry and thirsty, to die. The 
punishment which Allah's Messenger * inflicted upon them was for their maltreatment of the herdsman. 
The punishment for their other crimes too fell under it. 


«Except for those who return [repenting] before you apprehend them. And know that Allah is Forgiving 
and Merciful(34)» 


1448. Jabir narrated that the Prophet ™ said: "There is no cutting of the hand for the traitor or the 
embezzler, nor the plunderer." (Sahih)

Mughlrah bin Muslim narrated it - just as Ibn Juraij did - from Abu Az-Zubair, from Jabir, from the 
Prophet *, and it is similar.

Comments: According to Qadi 'lyad, cutting of hand is only the punishment for stealing; robbery, 
plunder or embezzlement is more than stealing. These offences are terrorist activities and cause of 
creating violence and disturbances in the society, so the state, on such actions, can award severe 
punishment in the light of . The punishment may be execution or 
crucifixion.

Allah, the Majestic and Glorious, sent 
down (this verse):" O Messenger, (the behaviour of) those who vie with one another in denying 
the truth should not grieve you..." up to" is vouchsafed unto you, accept it" (5.41) 

2176 It was said (by the Jews): Go to Muhammad *; if he commands you to blacken the face 
and award flogging (as punishment for adultery), then accept it, but it he gives verdict for 
stoning, then avoid it.

Comments: This narration proves that there is no blood-money if an assailant is hurt during his assault. If 
someone is defending himself, and the assailant is hurt, there is no blood-money for him.

Muawiya wrote to him to kill him in retaliation for the dead 
man. Yahya said that Malik said, "The best of what I have heard on the 
interpretation of this ayat, the word of Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, 


is that retaliation is between women as it is 


between men. The free woman is killed for the free woman as the free man is killed 
for the free man. The slave-girl is slain for the slave-girl as the slave is slain for the 
slave. Retaliation is between women as it is between men. That is because Allah, 
the Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 


Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted, mentioned that it is a life for a life. It is the life of a free 
woman for the life of a free man, and her injury for his injury." Malik said about a 
man who held a man fast for another man to hit, and he died on the spot, "If he 
held him and he thought that he meant to kill him, the two of them are both killed 
for him. If he held him and he thought that he meant to beat him as people 
sometimes do, and he did not think that he meant to kill him, the murderer is slain 
and the one who held him is punished with a very severe punishment and jailed for 
a year. There is no killing against him." Malik said about a man who murdered a 
man intentionally or gouged out his eye intentionally, and then was slain or had his 
eye gouged out himself before retaliation was inflicted on him, "There is no blood- 
money nor retaliation against him. The right of the one who was killed or had his 
eye gouged out goes when the thing which he is claiming as retaliation goes. It is 
the same with a man who murders another man intentionally and then the 
murderer dies. When the murderer dies, the one seeking blood-revenge has 
nothing of blood-money or anything else. That is by the word of Allah, the Blessed 
the Exalted, 'Retaliation is written for you in killing. The free man for the free man 
and the slave for the slave.’ " Malik said, "He only has retaliation against the one 
who killed him. If the man who murdered him dies, he has no retaliation or blood- 
money."

5:67] "And whoever claimed that he knew what would be tomorrow, then he has uttered one of the worst 

lies against Allah. Allah says: Say: "None in the heavens and in the earth knows the unseen but Allah.” 
(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. The Kunyah of Masruq bin Al-Ajda' is Abu 'Aishah [and he 

is Masruq bin 'Abdur-Rahman, this is what his name is in Ad-Dlwan]. 


«Cursed were those who disbelieved among the Children of Israel by the tongue of David and of Jesus, 


the son of Mary. That was because "et ee and Eee transgressed(78)» 


«They used not to prevent one another from wrongdoing that they did. How wretched was that which they 
were doing(79)» 


«You see many of them becoming allies of those who disbelieved. How wretched is that which they have 
put forth for themselves in that Allah has become angry with them, and in the punishment they will abide 


sasha 80 ‘ 


«And if they had believed in Allah and the Prophet and in what was revealed to him, they would not have 
taken them as allies; but many of them are defiantly disobedient(8 1)» 


(7). 3048. Abu 'Ubaidah said: "The Messenger of Allah * said: "When the Children of Isra'il fell into 
decline, aman among them would see his brother committing a sin, and prohibit him from it. The next 
day, what he saw him doing would not prevent him from eating with him, drinking with him, and 
associating with him. So Allah pitted their hearts against each other, and He revealed about them in the 
Qur'an, He said: Those among the Children of Isra'il who disbelieved were cursed by the tongue of 
Dawud and 'Eisa, son of Mariam. That was because they disobeyed and were ever transgressing.' And he 
recited until he reached: 'And had they believed in Allah, and in the Prophet, and in what has been 
revealed to him, never would they have taken them as friends; but many of them are rebellious.' [AI- 
He said: "And Allah's Prophet #; was reclining, so he sat up and said: 'No! Not 
until you take the hand of the wrong-doer and incline him toward the truth." (Daif) 
Comments: Every Prophet from Dawud up to 'Eisa (Jesus) cursed the people of Israel because of their 
evil doings and offences. In the lifetime of the Prophet * these people had very strong relations and 
alliances with the disbelievers of Makkah; even they would consider the disbelievers more guided than 
the Muslims. 


«O you who have believed, do not prohibit the good things which Allah has made lawful to you and do 
not transgress. Indeed, Allah does not like transgressors(87)» 


Narrated 'Abdullah: 


We used to participate in the holy battles led by Allah's Apostle % and we had nothing (no wives) with us. 
So we said, "Shall we get ourselves castrated?" He forbade us that and then allowed us to marry women 
with a temporary contract (2) and recited to us: -- 


Abdullah (b. Mas'ud) reported: We were on an expedition with Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon 
him) and we had no women with us. We said: Should we not have ourselves castrated? He (the Holy 
Prophet #) forbade us to do so He then granted us permission that we should contract temporary marriage 
for a stipulated period giving her a garment, and 'Abdullah then recited this verse: 'Those who believe do 
not make unlawful the good things which Allah has made lawful for you, and do not transgress. Allah 
does not like trangressers" 


«O you who have believed, do not prohibit the good things which Allah has made lawful to you and do 
not transgress. Indeed, Allah does not like transgressors(87)» 


«And eat of what Allah has provided for you [which is] lawful and good. And fear Allah, in whom you 
are believers(88)» 


(14). 3054. 'Ikrimah narrated from Ibn 'Abbas: "A man came to the Prophet * and said: '0 Messenger of 
Allah! # When I consume meat and I get around women, my desires get the best of me. So I made meat 
unlawful for myself.’ So Allah revealed: 0 you who believe! Make not unlawful the good things which 
Allah has made lawful to you, and transgress not. Verily Allah does not like the transgressors. And eat of 
the things which Allah has provided for you, lawful and good." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. Some of them, other than 'Uthman bin Sa'd's narration, 
reported it in Mursal form without "from Ibn'Abbas" in it. Khalid Al-Hadhdha reported it from 'Ikrimah 
in Mursal form. 


«Allah will not impose blame upon you for what is meaningless in your oaths, but He will impose blame 
upon you for [breaking] what you intended of oaths. So its expiation is the feeding of ten needy people 
from the average of that which you feed your [own] families or clothing them or the freeing of a slave. 
But whoever cannot find [or afford it] - then a fast of three days [is required]. That is the expiation for 

oaths when you have sworn. But guard your oaths. Thus does Allah make clear to you His verses that you 

may be grateful(89 


Narrated 'Aisha: 
This Verse: "Allah will not punish you for what is unintentional in your oaths." (5.89) was revealed about 
a man's statement (during his talk), "No, by Allah," and "Yes, by Allah." 


«O you who have believed, indeed, intoxicants, gambling, [sacrificing on] stone alters [to other than 
Allah], and divining arrows are but defilement from the work of Satan, so avoid it that you may be 
successful(90)» 


Mus'ab bin Sa'd reported on the authority of his father that many verses of the Qur'an had been 
revealed in connection with him. His mother Umm Sa’'d had taken oath that she would never talk 
with him until he abandoned his faith and she neither ate nor drank and said: Allah has 
commanded you to treat well your parents and | am your mother and | command you to do this. 
She passed three days in this state until she fainted because of extreme hunger and at that time 
her son whose name was Umara stood up and served her drink and she began to curse Sa'd 
that Allah, the Exalted and Glorions, revealed these verses of the Holy Qur'an 


He also reported that there fell to the lot of Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) huge spoils of war and there was one sword in them. | 
picked that up and came to Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) and said: Bestow 
this sword upon me (as my share in the spoils of war) and you know my state. Thereupon he 
said: Return it to the place from where you picked it up. | went back until | decided to throw it in 
a store but my soul repulsed me so | came back and asked him to give that sword to me. He 
said in a loud voice to return it to the place from where | had picked it up. It was on this occasion 
that this verse was revealed:" They asked about the spoils of war" (8.1). He further said: | once 
fell ill and sent a message to Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon him). He visited me and | 
said to him: Permit me to distribute (in charity) my property as much as | like. He did not agree. | 
said: (Permit me to distribute) half of it. He did not agree. | said: (Permit me to distribute) the 
third part, whereupon he kept quiet and it was after this (that the distribution of one's property in 
charity) to the extent of one-third was held valid. He further said: | came to a group of persons of 
the Ansar and Muhajirin and they said: Come, so that we may serve you wine, and it was before 
the use of wine had been prohibited. | went to them in a garden and there had been with them 
the roasted head of a camel and a small water-skin containing wine. | ate and drank along with 
them and there came under discussion the Ansar (Helpers) and Muhajirin (immigrants). | said: 
The immigrants are better than the Ansar, that a person picked up a portion of the head (of the 
camel and struck me with it that my nose was injured. | came to Allah's Messenger # (may 
peace be upon him) and informed him of the situation that Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, 
revealed verses pertaining to wine:" 


«Satan only wants to cause between you animosity and hatred through intoxicants and gambling and to 
avert you from the remembrance of Allah and from prayer. So will you not desist?(91)» [AL Maidah: 91] 


(8). 3049. 'Amr bin Shurahbil [Abu Maisarah] narrated, from 'Umar bin Al-Khattab, that he said: 
"0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the Ayah) in was 
revealed: They ask you concerning Khamr and gambling. Say: "In them is a great sin." 


2:219] So 'Umar was called, and it was recited to him, so he said: "0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning 
Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the '0 ‘ e revealed: you who believe! Approach 
not As-Salat while you are in a drunken state. So 'Umar was called and it was recited to 
him, so he said: "0 Allah! Make the verdict concerning Khamr sufficiently clear for us!" So (the Ayah) in 
was revealed: Shaitan only wants to excite enmity and hatred between you with Khamr and 
gambling...' up to His saying: 'So will you not then abstain.' [Al-Ma'idah 5:91] So 'Umar was called and 
it was recited to him, so he said: 'We abstained, we abstained." (Da‘if) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] [This Hadith] was reported from Isra'il in Mursal form. 
Comments: This Hadith tells that the prohibition of intoxicants was revealed gradually. It has been 
declared clearly in Siirat Al-Ma ‘idah that the ill-effects and evil consequences of intoxicants and 
gambling have become clear to you at various occasions, incidents and from various aspects. Would you 
still not avoid those!? Is there still any shadow of doubt remaining!? 


Allah, the Blessed and Most High, says: "O you who believe! Intoxicants (all kinds of alcoholic drinks), 
and gambling, and Al-Ansab (stone altars for sacrifices to idols, Jinn,etc), and Al-Azlam (arrows for 
seeking luck or decision) are an abomination of Shaitan's (Satan's) handiwork. So avoid (strictly all) that 
(abomination) in order that you may be successful. Shaitan (Satan) wants only to excite enmity and 
hatred between you with Khamr (alcoholic drinks) and gambling, and hinder you from the remembrance 
of Allah and from As-Salah (the prayer). So, will you not then abstain? 

5542. It was narrated from 'Umar that when the prohibition of Khamr was revealed, 'Umar said: "0 Allah, 
give us a clear ruling on Khamr," and the Verse in Al-Bagarah was revealed. 'Umar was called and it 
was recited to him. Then 'Umar said: "O Allah, give us a clear ruling on Khamr," and the Verse in An- 
Nisa' was revealed: "0 you who believe! Approach not As-Salah (the prayer) when you are in a drunken 
state" [An-Nisa' 4:43] And when the Iqamah for prayer was said, the caller of the Messenger of Allah 
would cry out: "0 you who believe! Approach not As-Salah (the prayer) when you are in a drunken state." 
"Umar was called and this was recited to him. Then he said: "0 Allah, give us a clear ruling on Khamr." 
Then the Verse in Surat Al-Ma'idah was revealed, and 'Umar was called, and it was recited to him. When 
he reached the words, "So, will you not then abstain?," 'Umar said: "We have abstained, we have 
abstained." (Daif). 


«There is not upon those who believe and do righteousness [any] blame concerning what they have eaten 
[in the past] if they [now] fear Allah and believe and do righteous deeds, and then fear Allah and believe, 
and then fear Allah and do good; and Allah loves the doers of good(93)» 


Narrated Anas: 

I was the butler of the people in the house of Abu Talha, and in those days drinks were prepared from 
dates. Allah's Apostle # ordered somebody to announce that alcoholic drinks had been prohibited. Abu 
Talha ordered me to go out and spill the wine. I went out and spilled it, and it flowed in the streets of 
Medina. Some people said, "Some people were killed and wine was still in their stomachs." On that the 
Divine revelation came:-- 


Narrated Anas: The alcoholic drink which was spilled was Al-Fadikh. I used to offer alcoholic drinks to 
the people at the residence of Abu Talha. Then the order of prohibiting Alcoholic drinks was revealed, 


and the Prophet # ordered somebody to announce that: Abu Talha said to me, "Go out and see what this 
voice (this announcement) is." I went out and (on coming back) said, "This is somebody announcing that 
alcoholic beverages have been prohibited." Abu Talha said to me, "Go and spill it (i.e. the wine)," Then it 
(alcoholic drinks) was seen flowing through the streets of Medina. At that time the wine was Al-Fadikh. 
The people said, "Some people (Muslims) were killed (during the battle of Uhud) while wine was in their 
stomachs." So Allah revealed: 


Anas bin Malik reported: | was the cup-bearer of some people in the house of Abu Talha on the 
day when liquor was forbidden. Their liquor had been prepared from dry dates or fresh dates 
when the announcer made the announcement. He (Abu Talha) said to me: Go out and find out 
(what the announcement is). | got out (and found) an announcer making this announcement: 
Behold, liquor has been declared unlawful. He said: The liquor (was spilt and) flowed in the 
lanes of Medina. Abu Talha said to me: Go out and Spill it, and | spilt it. They said or some of 
them said: Such and such were killed, such and such were killed for (the wine) had been in their 
stomachs. He (the narrator) said. | do not know whether it is the narration transmitted by Anas, 
or by someone else). Then Allah, the Exalted and Majestic, revealed:" 


Abdullah reported that when this verse was revealed 


up to the end. Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) said to 
me: You are one amongst them. 


(10). 3050. Al-Bara' said: "A man among the Companions of the Prophet * died before Khamr had been 
made unlawful. So when Khamr was made unlawful, some men said: 'How about our companions who 
died while drinking Khamr?' So (the following) was revealed: Those who believe and do righteous good 
deeds, there is no sin on them for what they ate, if they have Taqwa and perform good. " 

5:93] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Shu'bah reported it from Abu Ishaq from A1-Bara' as well. 
Comments: The clear indications towards the prohibition of intoxicants have already been made before 
the revelation of the Verses of Surat Al-Ma'idah Despite that, the people kept drinking, so the concerns 
regarding them rose in the hearts about what would happen to them. It was answered, as this rule was 
revealed gradually, therefore Allah would not hold accountable such people who acted according to the 
granted permission. 


(11). 3051. Al-Bara' bin 'Azib said: "Some people among the Companions of the Prophet * died while 
they had been drinkning Khamr So when it was revealed that it was unlawful, some people among the 
Companions of the 'Messenger of Allah * said: 'How about our companions who died while they were 
drinking it?' So (the following) Ayah was revealed: Those who believe and do righteous good deeds, there 
is no sin on them for what they ate." "[Al-Ma'idah 5:93] (Sahih) [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan 
Sahih. 


[94 baal] 


«O you who have believed, Allah will surely test you through something of the game that your hands and 
spears [can] reach, that Allah may make evident those who fear Him unseen. And whoever transgresses 
after that - for him is a painful punishment(94)» [Al-Maidah: 94] 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had heard that Said ibn al-Musayyab 
disapproved of killing domestic animals that had become wild by any means that 
game was slain such as arrows and the like. Malik said, "I do not see any harm in 
eating game which is pierced by a throwing stick in a vital organ. Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted! said, 'Oh you who believe! Allah will surely try you with 
something of the game that your hands and spears attain.’ " (Sura 5 ayat 94). 
Yahya said, "Any game that man obtains by his hand or by his spear or by any 
weapon which pierces it and reaches a vital organ, is acceptable as Allah, the 
Exalted, has said." 


[95 :saiLell] 

«O you who have believed, do not kill game while you are in the state of ihram. And whoever of you kills 
it intentionally - the penalty is an equivalent from sacrificial animals to what he killed, as judged by two 
just men among you as an offering [to Allah] delivered to the Ka'bah, or an expiation: the feeding of 
needy people or the equivalent of that in fasting, that he may taste the consequence of his deed. Allah has 
pardoned what is past; but whoever returns [to violation], then Allah will take retribution from him. And 
Allah is Exalted in Might and Owner of Retribution(95)» [Al-Maidah: 95] 


Sunan Ibn Majah Book 20 - Hajj, Number 20.25.88: 

Malik said, "Allah, the Blessed and Exalted, says, 'O you who trust, do not kill game 
while you are in ihram. Whoever of you kills game intentionally has to pay a forfeit 
commensurate with what he has killed in cattle which two men from among you 
shall judge, a sacrificial animal which reaches the Kaba, or else he makes a kaffara 
of either feeding poor people or the equivalent of that in fasting, so that he may 
taste the consequences of what he has done.' " (Sura 5 ayat 95). Malik said, 
"Someone who hunts game when he is not in ihram and then kills it while he is in 
ihram is in the same position as someone who buys game while he is in ihram and 
then kills it. Allah has forbidden killing it, and so a man who does so has to pay a 
forfeit for it. The position that we go by in this matter is that a forfeit is assessed 
for anyone who kills game while he is in ihram." Yahya said that Malik said, "The 
best that I have heard about someone who kills game and is assessed for it is that 
the game which he has killed is assessed and its value in food is estimated and with 
that food he feeds each poor man a mudd, or fasts a day in place of each mudd. 
The number of poor men is considered, and if it is ten then he fasts ten days, and if 
it is twenty he fasts twenty days, according to how many people there are to be 
fed, even if there are more than sixty." Malik said, "I have heard that a forfeit is 
assessed for someone who kills game in the Haram while he is not in ihram in the 


same way that it is assessed for someone who kills game in the Haram while he is 
in inram.” 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Abd al-Malik ibn Qurayr from Muhammad ibn 
Sirin that a man came to Umar ibn al-Khattab and said, "I was racing a friend on 
horseback towards a narrow mountain trail and we killed a gazelle accidently and 
we were in ihram. What is your opinion?" Umar said to a man by his side, "Come, 
so that you and I may make an assessment." They decided on a female goat for 
him, and the man turned away saying, "This amir al-muminin cannot even make an 
assessment in the case of a gazelle until he calls a man to decide with him." Umar 
overheard the man's words and called him and asked him, "Do you recite surat al- 
Ma'ida?" and he said, "No." He said, "Then do you recognize this man who has 
taken the decision with me?" and he said, "No." He said, "If you had told me that 
you did recite surat al-Ma'ida, I would have dealt you a blow." Then he said, "Allah 
the Blessed, the Exalted says in His Book, 


and this is Abd 
ar-Rahman ibn Awf." 


«O you who have believed, do not ask about things which, if they are shown to you, will distress you. But 
if you ask about them while the Qur'an is being revealed, they will be shown to you. Allah has pardoned 
that which is past; and Allah is Forgiving and Forbearing(101)» 


Narrated Anas: 

The Prophet * delivered a sermon the like of which I had never heard before. He said, "If you but knew 
what I know then you would have laughed little and wept much." On hearing that, the companions of the 
Prophet # covered their faces and the sound of their weeping was heard. A man said, "Who is my 


father?" The Prophet “ said, "So-and-so." So this Verse was revealed: "Ask not about things which, if 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 
Some people were asking Allah's Apostle questions mockingly. A man would say, "Who is my father?"

Comments: It is agreed upon that Hajj and 'Umrah are obligatory only once in lifetime. It can be 
obligatory again if someone vows to perform it. It is agreed and sure that after emigration to Al-Madinah 
the Prophet “ performed only one Hajj. 


Narrated Anas: 

Once the people started asking Allah's Apostle questions, and they asked so many questions that he 
became angry and ascended the pulpit and said, "I will answer whatever questions you may ask me 
today." I looked right and left and saw everyone covering his face with his garment and weeping. Behold 
! There was a man who, on quarreling with the people, used to be called as a son of a person other than 
his father. He said, "O Allah's Apostle! # Who is my father?" The Prophet # replied, "Your father is 
Hudhaifa." And then 'Umar got up and said, "We accept Allah as our Lord, and Islam as (our) religion, 
and Muhammad * as (our) Apostle; and we seek refuge with Allah from the afflictions." Allah's Apostle 
= said," I have never seen a day like today in its good and its evil for Paradise and the Hell Fire were 
displayed in front of me, till I saw them just beyond this wall." Qatada, when relating this Hadith, used to

2168. Abii Bakr As-Siddigq said: "0 you people! You recite this Ayah: Take care of yourselves! If you 

follow the guidance no harm shall come to you I indeed heard the Messenger of 
Allah # saying: 'When the people see the wrongdoer and they do not take him by the hand, then soon 

Allah shall envelope you in a punishment from Him." (Sahih) (Another chain of narration) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] There are narrations on this topic from 'Aishah, Umm Salamah, An-Nu'man bin Bashir, 
‘Abdullah bin 'Umar, and Hudhaifah. [And this Hadith is Sahih.] More than one narrator reported 
narrations similar to the narration of Yazid from Isma'il, some of them narrated it in Marfu form from 
Isma'il, and some of them narrated it in Mawquf form. 


Comments: A person treading the right path puts an onus on him to direct others also to tread the right 
path and avoid taking the wrong one. If all people collectively decide to take this course, there shall be 
nothing to hinder their path. In case the society as a whole fails to fulfill this obligation, and there is an 
individual person who is capable and does his best to fulfill this duty, he will surely save himself from 
punishment. If no one performs this duty, then the entire community shall be considered sinning and be 
punished. The reason being that, as we shall read in the next chapter, stopping the wrongdoer from 
committing wrong is a collective duty that must be performed by all. 


(17). 3057. Abu Bakr As-Siddiq said: "0 you people! You recite this Ayah: Take care of yourselves! If 
you follow the guidance no harm shall come to you from those who are astray. 

I indeed heard the Messenger of Allah * saying: 'When the people see the wrongdoer, and they do not 
stop him (from doing wrong), then it is soon that Allah shall envelope you in a punishment from Him. 
(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Some of them reported it from Isma'il bin Abi Khalid in 
Mar fu' form, similar to this Hadith. Some of them reported it from Isma'il, from Qais, from Abu Bakr as 
his saying and they did not narrate it in Marfu' form. 

Comments: The aim of Abu Bakr in pointing out this Ayah guides that the people who are committing 
sins and wrongdoing, you keep telling them to do good and preventing them from evil; if they do not 
listen, they will harm themselves. They will not harm you at all, and eventually they will face the 
consequences of their wrongdoing. It never causes harm to those who are guided to the right path. 


«O you who have believed, testimony [should be taken] among you when death approaches one of you at 
the time of bequest - [that of] two just men from among you or two others from outside if you are 
traveling through the land and the disaster of death should strike you. Detain them after the prayer and let 
them both swear by Allah if you doubt [their testimony, saying], "We will not exchange our oath for a 
price, even if he should be a near relative, and we will not withhold the testimony of Allah. Indeed, we 

would then be of the sinful."(106)» 


(19). 3059. Ibn 'Abbas narrated from Tamim Ad-Dari, regarding this Ayah: 0 you who believe! When 
death approaches any of you then take the testimony if ALMa'idah 5:106] "He said: "The people are 


innocent of it, other than myself and 'Adi bin Badda'. We were Christians who used to frequent Ash-Sham 
before Islam." They went to Ash-Sham for their businesses, and they were approached by a freed slave of 
Banu Sahm, who was called Budail bin Abi Maryam, with some trade. He had a bowl they wanted made 
of silver, but he wanted a great deal for it. Then he became ill, and willed it to them, and he comissioned 
them to deliver what was left to his family. Tamim said: "When he died, we took that bowl and we sold it 
for one-thousand Dirham. Then 'Adi bin Badda' and I divided it. When we went to his family to give them 
what was with us, they searched for the bow] and asked us about it. We said: 'He did not leave behind 
other than this, nor did he give us other than this." Tamim said: "When I accepted Islam, after the 


Messenger of Allah had arrived in Al-Madinah, I felt guilty about that, so I went to his family, and 
informed them about what had happened. I gave them fifty-thousand Dirham and told them that my 
companion had the same. They took him to the Messenger of Allah * but he asked them for their proof, 
which they did not have, so he ordered them, to have him to take an oath in accordance with whatever the 
people of his religion revered, so he took the oath. Then Allah revealed: '0 you who believe! When death 
approaches any of you then take the testimony...' up to His saying: 'Or else they would fear that oaths will 
be admitted after their oaths.""[."{ AL-Ma'idah 5:106] "| So 'Amr bin Al-'As and another man stood to take 
an oath, and the fifty-thousand Dirham was taken from 'Adi bin Badda'." (Maudii') 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, and its chain is not Sahih. 

Abu An-Nadr, who Muhammad bin Ishaq reported this Hadith from, he is, in my view, Muhammad bin 
As-Sa'id Al-Kalbi, whose Kunyah is Abu An-Nadr. The people knowledgeable of Hadith have abandoned 
him, and he is the author of the Tafsir. J heard Muhammad bin Isma'il saying: "Muhammad bin As-Sa'ib 
Al-Kalbi's Kunyah is Abu An-Nadr." And we do not know of Salim Abii An-Nadr Al-Madani reporting 
from Abi Salih the freed slave of Umm Hani'. Something about this has also been reported in abridged 
form, through other routes from Ibn ‘Abbas. 

Comments: The aim of this Ayah is that if a Muslim is on the verge of death, and he is in need of making 
a will regarding his property and belongings, for this he will appoint two reliable and trustworthy 
witnesses from among the Muslims; and in case of him being on a journey, if two Muslim witnesses are 
not available, due to this crucial condition he may appoint two non-Muslim witnesses. 


«And [beware the Day] when Allah will say, "O Jesus, Son of Mary, did you say to the people, 'Take me 

and my mother as deities besides Allah?" He will say, "Exalted are You! It was not for me to say that to 

which I have no right. If I had said it, You would have known it. You know what is within myself, and I 
do not know what is within Yourself. Indeed, it is You who is Knower of the unseen(116)» 


(22). 3062. Abu Hurairah said: "Eisa was taught his argument, Allah taught him regarding His saying: 
And when Allah will say: '0 'Eisa, son of Maryam! Did you say unto men: 'Worship me and my mother as 
two gods besides Allah?" Abii Hurairah narrated from the Messenger of Allah  : "So Allah taught him: 
'Glory be to You! It was not for me to say what I had no right (to say).'[."[ Al-Ma'idah 5:116] "| The 
entire Ayah. (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: This question and answer session will take place on the Day of Judgement, in the gathering 
full with the people, to disgrace and humiliate the Christians who regard 'Eisa(Jesus) and his mother as 
partners to Allah. 


«I said not to them except what You commanded me - to worship Allah, my Lord and your Lord. And I 
was a witness over them as long as I was among them; but when You took me up, You were the Observer 
over them, and You are, over all things, Witness(117)» 


«If You should punish them - indeed they are Your servants; but if You forgive them - indeed it is You 
who is the Exalted in Might, the Wise(118)» [Al Maidah: 117-118] 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

The Prophet * said, "You will be gathered (on the Day of Judgment), bare-footed, naked and not 
circumcised." He then recited:--'As We began the first creation, We, shall repeat it: A Promise We have 
undertaken: Truly we shall do it.' (21.104) He added, "The first to be dressed on the Day of Resurrection, 
will be Abraham, and some of my companions will be taken towards the left side (i.e. to the (Hell) Fire), 
and I will say: 'My companions! My companions!’ It will be said: 'They renegade from Islam after you 
left them.' Then I will say as the Pious slave of Allah (i.e. Jesus) said. ‘And I was a witness Over them 
while I dwelt amongst them. When You took me up You were the Watcher over them, And You are a 
witness to all things. If You punish them. They are Your slaves And if You forgive them, Verily you, 
only You are the All-Mighty, the All-Wise." (5.117-118) 


Narrted Ibn Abbas: 

Allah's Apostle * said, "You will be resurrected (and assembled) bare-footed, naked and uncircumcised." 
The Prophet * then recited the Divine Verse:-- "As We began the first creation, We shall repeat it: A 
promise We have undertaken. Truly we shall do it." (21.104) He added, "The first to be dressed will be 
Abraham. Then some of my companions will take to the right and to the left. I will say: 'My companions! 
Tt will be said, 'They had been renegades since you left them.' I will then say what the Pious Slave Jesus, 
the son of Mary said: 'And I was a witness over them while I dwelt amongst them; when You did take me 
up, You were the Watcher over them, and You are a Witness to all things. If You punish them, they are 
Your slaves, and if you forgive them, You, only You are the All-Mighty the All-Wise.' " (5.117-118) 
Narrated Quaggas, "Those were the apostates who renegade from Islam during the Caliphate of Abu Bakr 
who fought them". 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

Allah's Apostle # delivered a sermon and said, "O people! You will be gathered before Allah bare-footed, 
naked and not circumcised." Then (quoting Quran) he said:-- "As We began the first creation, We shall 
repeat it. A promise We have undertaken: Truly we shall do it.." (21.104) .The Prophet * then said, "The 
first of the human beings to be dressed on the Day of Resurrection, will be Abraham. Lo! Some men from 
my followers will be brought and then (the angels) will drive them to the left side (Hell-Fire). I will say. 
'O my Lord! (They are) my companions!’ Then a reply will come (from Almighty), 'You do not know 
what they did after you.' I will say as the pious slave (the Prophet Jesus) said: And I was a witness over 
them while I dwelt amongst them. When You took me up. You were the Watcher over them and You are 
a Witness to all things.' (5.117) Then it will be said, "These people have continued to be apostates since 
you left them." 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: The Prophet # said, "You will be gathered (on the Day of Resurrection) and some 
people will be driven (by the angels) to the left side (and taken to Hell) whereupon | will say as the pious 
slave (Jesus) said:-- "And | was a witness over them while | dwelt amongst them...the ALMIGHTY, the All 
Wise." (5.117-118) 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 
The Prophet * stood up among us and addressed (saying) "You will be gathered, barefooted, naked, and 
uncircumcised (as Allah says): 'As We began the first creation, We shall repeat it..' (21.104) And the first 


human being to be dressed on the Day of Resurrection will be (the Prophet) Abraham Al-Khalil. Then 
will be brought some men of my followers who will be taken towards the left (i.e., to the Fire), and I will 
say: 'O Lord! My companions whereupon Allah will say: You do not know what they did after you left 
them. I will then say as the pious slave, Jesus said, And I was witness over them while I dwelt amongst 
them, ..5c...23 (up to) ...the All-Wise.' (5.117-118). The narrator added: Then it will be said that those people 
(relegated from Islam, that is) kept on turning on their heels (deserted Islam). 


‘Abdullah b. Amr b. al-'As reported: Verily the Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon him) 
recited the words of Allah, the Great and Glorious, that Ibrahim uttered. My Lord! lo! they have 
led many of mankind astray:" But who so followeth me, he verily is of me" (al-Qur'an, 14.35) and 
Jesus (peace be upon him) said:" If thou punisheth them, lo! they are Thy slaves, and if Thou 
forgiveth them-verily Thou art the Mighty, the Wise" (al-Qur'an, 5.117). Then he raised his 
hands and said: O Lord, my Ummah, my Ummah, and wept; so Allah the High and the Exalted 
said: O Gabriel, go to Muhammad (though your Lord knows it fully well) and ask him: What 
makes thee weep? So Gabriel (peace be upon him) came to him and asked him, and the 
Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) informed him what he had said (though Allah 
knew it fully well). Upon this Allah said: O Gabriel, go to Muhammad any say: Verily We will 
please thee with regard to your Ummah and would not displease thee. 


This hadith has been narrated through other chains of transmitters on the authority of Ibn 
Abbas, (and) the words are: While Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) stood up to 
deliver a sermon, he said: 0 people, Allah would make you assemble barefooted, naked and 
uncircumcised (and then recited the words of the Qur'an):" As We created you for the first time, 
We shall repeat it. (It is) a promise (binding) upon us. Lo! We are to perform it, and the first 
person who would be clothed on the Day of Resurrection would be (Hadrat) Ibrahim (peace be 
upon him)" and, behold! Some persons of my Ummah would be brought and taken to the left 
and | would say: My Lord, they are my companions, and it would be said: You do not know what 
they did after you, and | would say just as the pious servant (Hadrat 'Isa) said:, | was a witness 
regarding them as | remained among them and Thou art a witness over everything, so if Thou 
chastises them, they are Thy servants and if Thou for- givest them, Thou are Mighty, Wise" 
(5.117-118). And it would be said to him: They constantly turned to their heels since you left 
them. This hadith has been transmitted on the authority of Waki’ and Mu'adh (and the words 
are):" What new things they fabricated." 


(4). 3167. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "The Messenger of Allah ® stood to deliver a Khutbah, he said: '0 you 
people! You will be gathered before Allah naked and uncircumcised.' Then he recited: 'As We began the 
first creation, We shall repeat it...’ until the end of the Ayah. [Al-Anbiya' 21:104] He said: 'The first to be 
clothed on the Day of Resurrection is Ibrahim. Indeed some men from my Ummah will be brought and 
taken from the left side, so I will say: "My Lord! My followers!" It will be said: "Indeed you do not know 
what they innovated after you." So I shall say as the righteous slave said: 'And I was a witness over them 
while I dwelt among them, but when You took me up, You were the Watcher over them; and You are a 
Witness to all things. If You punish them, they are your slaves, and if You forgive them...’ [until the end 
of] the Ayah.[ Al-Ma@‘idah 5:117,118] 1 shall be told: 'These people have not ceased turning on their heels 
as apostates ever since you parted from them." (Sahih) 

(Another chain) with similar. [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Sufyan Ath-Thawri reported 
it from Al-Mughirah bin An-Nu'man similarly. 


Comments: It is known from this Hadith that after his demise, he is unaware of the people's personal and 
individual deeds. It is not in his knowledge if they commit major sins. In this Hadith, the matter of those 
Bedouin apostates is referred who chose the path of apostasy after the demise of the Prophet in the reign 
of Abu Bakr ; and Abu Bakr battled against them. /Tuhfat Al-Ahwadhi: vol. 4, p. 149] 


2089. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "The Messenger of Allah % stood up to give an admonition 
and he said: '0 people, you will be gathered to Allah 'naked."' (One of the narrators) Abu Dawud said: 
"Barefoot and uncircumcised." (The narrators) , Waki and Wahb said: "Naked and uncircumcised: As We 
began the first creation, We shall repeat it." [Al Anbiya 21:104]. The first one to be clothed on the Day of 
Resurrection will be Ibrahim, peace be upon him. Then some men from among my Ummah will be 
brought and will be taken toward the left,[ Meaning, toward Hell’) I will say: '0 Lord, my companions.' 
It will be said: "You do not know what they innovated after you were gone.' And I shall say what the 
righteous slave said: 'And I was a witness over them while I dwelt amongst them, but when You took me 
up, You were the Watcher over them; and You are a Witness to all things. If You punish them, they are 
Your slaves. and if You forgive them, verily, You, only You, are the All-Mighty, the All Wise Al 

And it will be said: 'These people kept turning away since you left them? (Sahih). 


Comments: "To the left" means they will be driven toward Hell. The denizens of Hell have been called 
the As’habush Shimal: the people of the left. 


2423. Ibn 'Abbas narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "The people will be gathered on the Day of 
Resurrection bare-foot, naked and uncircumcised as they were created." Then he recited: "As We began 
the first creation, We shall repeat it: A promise binding upon us. Truly We shall do it. 

And the first of people to be clothed will be Ibrahim. Among my companions will be some men 
who are taken to the right and to the left. I will say: '0 My Lord! My companions!’ It will be said: 'You do 
not know what they innovated after you, they continued to be apostates since you parted from them." So I 
will say as the righteous worshipper said: If you punish them, they are your slaves, and if You forgive 
them, indeed You, only You are the Almighty, the All-Wise.' [A1-Ma'idah (5:118)] (Sahih) 

(Another chain) and he mentioned similarly. [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Just as man comes to the world naked, he will be raised naked on the Day of Judgement. 
And the Almighty Creator that first created man can do it again. Every human being is clothed at birth. 
Prophet Ibrahim will be the first to be clothed after resurrection followed by the Prophet Muhammad . 
And "my companions" means "followers from my nation."

He then released me and again asked me to read, and 
I replied, "I do not know how to read," whereupon he caught me again and pressed me a second time till I 
could not bear it anymore. He then released me and asked me again to read, but again I replied, "I do not 
know how to read (or, what shall I read?)." Thereupon he caught me for the third time and pressed me and 
then released me and said, "Read: In the Name of your Lord, Who has created (all that exists). Has 
created man from a clot. 

(96.15) Then Allah's Apostle “ returned with the Inspiration, his neck muscles twitching with terror till 
he entered upon Khadija and said, "Cover me! Cover me!" They covered him till his fear was over and 
then he said, "O Khadija, what is wrong with me?" Then he told her everything that had happened and 
said, 'I fear that something may happen to me." Khadija said, 'Never! But have the glad tidings, for by 
Allah, Allah will never disgrace you as you keep good reactions with your Kith and kin, speak the truth, 
help the poor and the destitute, serve your guest generously and assist the deserving, calamity-afflicted 
ones."

Waraqa said, "This is the same Namus (i.e., Gabriel, the 
Angel who keeps the secrets) whom Allah had sent to Moses. I wish I were young and could live up to 
the time when your people would turn you out." Allah's Apostle # asked, "Will they turn me out?" 
Waraqa replied in the affirmative and said: "Never did a man come with something similar to what you 
have brought but was treated with hostility. If I should remain alive till the day when you will be turned 
out then I would support you strongly." But after a few days Waraqa died and the Divine Inspiration was 
also paused for a while and the Prophet * became so sad as we have heard that he intended several times 
to throw himself from the tops of high mountains and every time he went up the top of a mountain in 
order to throw himself down, Gabriel would appear before him and say, "O Muhammad! You are indeed 
Allah's Apostle in truth" whereupon his heart would become quiet and he would calm down and would 
return home. And whenever the period of the coming of the inspiration used to become long, he would do 
as before, but when he used to reach the top of a mountain, Gabriel would appear before him and say to 
him what he had said before. (Ibn 'Abbas said regarding the meaning of: ie ce 
daybreak (from the darkness)’ (6.96)

In the same manner, the animal which is slaughtered in the 
name of other than Allah is unlawful, and the animal which is slaughtered by a polytheist is unlawful, 
irrespective of whether he recites the name of A//ah, or of other than Allah.

The Commandments mentioned in these Verses are the ones on which all the previous generations were 
agreed in all times. 


3699. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "When these Verses were revealed - 'And come not near 

to the orphan's property, except to improve it, (Al-An'am 6:152] and 'Verily, those who unjustly eat up the 
property of orphans'[An-Nisa’ 4:10] -the people avoided the property and food of the orphans. That caused 
hardship to the Muslims and they complained about that to the Prophet # Then Allah revealed: 'And they 
ask you concerning orphans. Say: The best thing is to work honestly in their property, and if you mix your 
affairs with theirs, then they are your brothers.

Allahuma antal-maliku la 
ilaha illa anta subhanaka wa bihamdik (Allah is Most Great. Verily, I have turned my face toward Him 
Who has created the heavens and the Earth (worshipping none but Allah alone), as a Muslim, and I am 
not of the idolators. Verily, my Salah, my sacrifice, my living, and my dying are for Allah the Lord of the 
all that exists. He has no partner. And of this I have been commanded, and I am the first of the muslims.

Comments: |. In some routes of this Hadith too, there is mention of the optional prayers of the night. In 
other words, like other supplications, this supplication also may be recited both in obligatory and optional 
prayers. 
2. Some Hadith scholars have commented on the condition of the chains of this narration. But it is worthy 
of being applied in practice due to its many routes. Besides, it is brief the supplication. The Hanafis have 
adopted only this supplication on account of its being brief and beautifully-worded, particularly for the 
obligatory prayers. They consider other reported supplications to be specific to optional prayers. But there 
is no basis for such a specification. All authentically reported supplications are permitted, regardless of 
whether one is performing ohligatory or optional prayers.

O Suhaib, do you wail for me, whereas the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) 
said:" The dead would be punished on account of the lamentation of the (members of his 
family)"? Ibn 'Abbas said: When 'Umar died | made a mention of it to 'A'isha. She said: May 
Allah have mercy upon 'Umar! | swear by Allah that Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon 
him) never said that Allah would punish the believer because of the weeping (of any one of the 
members of his family), but he said that Allah would increase the punishment of the unbeliever 


because of the weeping of his family over him. 'A'isha said: The Qur'an is enough for you (when 
states)" No bearer of burden will bear another's burden (6.164). Thereupon Ibn ‘Abbas said 
Allah is He Who has caused laughter and weeping. Ibn Abu Mulaika said: By Allah, lbn 'Umar 
said nothing.

Abu Yasir bin Akhtab passed by the Prophet #, upon whom be peace, while he was 
reciting the opening words of (ie chapter 2 of the Quran): "Alif, Laam, Meem, this is 
a book in which there is no doubt". 

Abu Yasir went to his brother Huyayy who was with some other Jews and said, 'Do 
you know that I have heard Muhammad reciting in what has been sent down to him 
Alif, Laam, Meem'/Al-Bagara 2:1]. After expressing their surprise and shock, Huyayy 
and these men went to the Prophet and told them about what Abu Yasir told them, 
and they asked if Gabriel had brought this message to him from Allah. When he 
said that Gabriel had, they said, 'God sent Prophets before you but we do not know 
of anyone of them being told how long his kingdom would last and how long his 
community would last'. Huyayy turned to his men and said to them, ‘Alif is 1, Lam 
is 30, and Meem is 40 i.e. 71 years. Are you going to adopt a kingdom and 
community that will only last for 71 years?’ 

Then Huyayy turned to the Prophet and said, 'Have you anything else Muhammad?’ 
'Yes' he replied, 'Alif Lam Meem Saad' 

Huyayy replied, 'This by Allah is more weighty and longer: Alif is 1, Lam is 30, 
Meem is 40 and Saad is 90, i.e. 161 years' 

Similar questions were asked and answered in respect of Alif Laam Ra [Yunus 10:1] / 
i.e. 231 years; Alif Laam Meem Ra 
i.e. 271 years; then Huyayy said, 'Your situation seems obscure to us 
Muhammad, so we do not know whether you will have a short or long duration’. 
Huyayy and his men then left. Later when Abu Yasir met Huyayy and his men he 
asked, 'How do you know that all these totals should not be added together to 
make a grand total of 734 years?' They replied, 'His affair is obscure to us’. 

Abu Yasir and Huyayy were of the opinion that the following verse of the Quran was 
revealed in reference to them and the dialogue they had with the Prophet above: 
"He it is Who has revealed to thee (Muhammad) the Scripture wherein are clear revelations - 
they are the substance of the Book - and others which are allegorical. But those in whose hearts 
is doubt pursue, forsooth, that which is allegorical seeking to cause dissension by seeking to 
explain it. None knows its explanation save Allah. And those who are of sound instruction say: 
We believe therein; the whole is from our Lord; but only men of understanding really heed" ial 


Background: Huyayy ibn Akhtar was the chief of Banu Nadir, he was expelled from 
Medina after plotting to murder the Prophet in 4 AH. His daughter Safiya, despite 
her father and uncles dislike of Islam, actually accepted Islam and she married 
Prophet Muhammad. The family could trace their lineage back to Harun, the brother 
of Prophet Moses. With regards to the incident above Safiya says, "It was very early 
in the morning and between dawn and sunrise. They did not return until the sun 
was setting. They came back worn out and depressed, walking with slow, heavy 
steps. I smiled to them as I always did, but neither of them took any notice of me 
because they were so miserable. I head Abu Yasir ask my father, 'Is it him?' 'Yes, it 


is.’ 'Can you recognize him? Can you verify it?’ 'Yes, I can recognize him too well.' 
‘What do you feel towards him?' 'Enimity, enmity as long as I live."" 

N.B. Huyayy used a pre-Islamic system of counting, Abjad numbers, where letters 
from the Arabic alphabet are assigned values, to try to interpret the verses of the 
Quran. 

Comments: I have included this Hadith (which is not a part of Kutub Al Sittah), 
because of its valuable information.

It was narrated from Sa'eed bin Jubair that Ibn 'Abbas said: "Women used to circumambulate the 
Ka'bah naked, saying: "Today some, or all of it will appear ' And whatever appears I do not make it 
permissible.' Then the following was revealed: 'O Children of Adam! Take your adornment to every 
Masjid.""[Al Araf — 7:31](Sahih) 

2960. Abu Hurairah narrated that Abu Bakr sent him, during the Hajj that the Messenger of Allah @ 
appointed him to lead before the Farewell Pilgrimage, with a group of others to announce to the people: 
"No idolator is to perform Hajj after this year, and no one is to circumambulate the House naked." 
(Sahih) 

Comments: This occurred in the ninth year of Hijrah. Makkah had, however, been already conquered 
before the Hajj of the year 8H, but the Prophet ® , himself did not perform Hajj that year, or did he 
appoint anyone as commander to lead people in Hajj. In the year 9H, after the obligation of Hajj was 
revealed, the Prophet “ sent Abu Bakr as the commander of Hajj (Amirul Hajj). 


«And We will have removed whatever is within their breasts of resentment, [while] flowing beneath them 
are rivers. And they will say, "Praise to Allah, who has guided us to this; and we would never have been 
guided if Allah had not guided us. Certainly the messengers of our Lord had come with the truth." And 
they will be called, "This is Paradise, which you have been made to inherit for what you used to do."(43)» 


Abu Sa’id al-Khudri and Abu Huraira both reported Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon 
him) as saying: There would be an announcer (in Paradise) who would make this 
announcement: Verily | there is in store for you (everlasting) health and that you should never 
fall ill and that you live (forever) and do not die at all. And that you would remain young and 


never grow old. And that you would always live in affluent circumstances and never become 


destitute, as words of Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, are:" Cee ee een 


«And We took the Children of Israel across the sea; then they came upon a people intent in devotion to 
[some] idols of theirs. They said, "O Moses, make for us a god just as they have gods." He said, "Indeed, 
you are a people behaving ignorantly(138)» 


2180. Abu Wagid Al-Laithi narrated that when the Messenger of Allah “ went out to Hunain he passed a 
tree that the idolaters called Dhat Anwat upon which they hung their weapons. They (the Companions) 
said: "0 Messenger of Allah! # Make a Dhat Anwat for us as they have a Dhat Anwat' The Prophet # 
said: "Subhan Allah! This is like what Musa's people said: Make for us a god like their gods. IALA ‘raf 
7:138] By the One in Whose Hand is my soul! You shall follow the ways of those who were before you." 
(Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Abu Waqid Al-Laithl's name is Al-Harith bin 'Awf. And 
there are narrations on this topic from Abu Sa'eed and Abu Hurairah. 

Comments: The Hadith makes the point that if a people have an aptitude for thoughtlessly taking up the 
habits of other nations, they are quick to adopt the evil ways and customs of others, which causes them to 
go astray. 


«And when Moses arrived at Our appointed time and his Lord spoke to him, he said, "My Lord, show me 
[Yourself] that I may look at You." [Allah] said, "You will not see Me, but look at the mountain; if it 
should remain in place, then you will see Me." But when his Lord appeared to the mountain, He rendered 
it level, and Moses fell unconscious. And when he awoke, he said, "Exalted are You! I have repented to 

You, and I am the first of the believers."(143)» 


(1). 3074. Sulaiman bin Harb narrated (he said): "Hammad bin Salamah narrated to us, from Thabit, from 
Anas, that the Prophet recited this Ayah: So when his Lord appeared to the mountain, He made it 
collapse to dust. [AL-Ar'af 7:143]" - Hammad said: "Like this." Sulaiman held his thumb over the tip of 
his finger on the right hand. [ So that only the tip of one finger was protruding. |- and he (the Prophet ) 
said: "So the mountain fainted. 'And Miisa fell down unconscious." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. We do not know of it except as a narration of 
Hammad bin Salamah. (Another chain) from Anas from the Prophet # with similar in meaning. 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 


«And [mention, O Muhammad], when it was said to them, "Dwell in this city and eat from it wherever 
you will and say, 'Relieve us of our burdens,' and enter the gate bowing humbly; We will [then] forgive 
you your sins. We will increase the doers of good [in goodness and reward]."(161)» 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 
Allah's Apostle & said, "It was said to the children of Israel, 'Enter the gate in prostration and say Hitatun. 


We shall forgive you, your faults.’ But they changed (Allah's Order) and entered, dragging 
themselves on their buttocks and said, 'Habatun (a grain) in a Sha'ratin (hair)."

«And [mention] when your Lord took from the children of Adam - from their loins - their descendants 
and made them testify of themselves, [saying to them], "Am I not your Lord?" They said, "Yes, we have 
testified." [This] - lest you should say on the day of Resurrection, "Indeed, we were of this 

unaware."(172)» 


(2). 3075. Muslim bin Yasar Al-Juhani narrated that 'Umar bin Al-Khattab was asked about this Ayah: 
And when your Lord brought forth from the Children of Adam, from their loins, their seed and made 
them testify as to themselves: "Am I not your Lord?" They said: "Yes! We testify," lest you should say on 
the Day of Resurrection: 'Verily, we have been unaware of this," [ALAr‘af 7:172] So 'Umar bin Al- 
Khattab said: "I heard the Messenger of Allah “ being asked about it. So the Messenger of Allah % said: 
Indeed Allah created Adam, then He wiped his back with His Right Hand, and his offspring came out of 
him. So He said: "I created these for Paradise, and they will do the deeds of the people of Paradise. Then 
He wiped his back, and his offspring came out of ' it him. So He said: "I created these for the Fire, and 
they will do the deeds of the people of the Fire." A man said: 'Then of what good is doing deeds 0 
Messenger of Allah! #' The Messenger of Allah said: "Verily, when Allah created a man for Paradise, 
He makes him perform the deeds of the people of Paradise until he dies doing one of the deeds of the 
people of Paradise. So Allah will admit him into Paradise. And when He created a man for the Fire, He 
makes him perform the deeds of the people of the Fire until he dies doing the deeds of the people of the 
Fire. So Allah will enter him into the Fire." (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. Muslim bin Yasar did not hear from 'Umar. Some of them 
mentioned an unknown narrator between Muslim bin Yasar and 'Umar in this chain. 


«It is He who created you from one soul and created from it its mate that he might dwell in security with 
her. And when he covers her, she carries a light burden and continues therein. And when it becomes 
heavy, they both invoke Allah, their Lord, "If You should give us a good [child], we will surely be among 
the grateful."(189)» [ALA raf? 189] 


Yahya said that he heard Malik say, "The best of what I have heard about the 
testament of a pregnant woman and about what settlements she is permitted in her 
property is that the pregnant woman is like the sick person. When the illness is 
light, and one does not fear for the sick person, he does with his property what he 
likes. If the illness is such that his life is feared for, he can only dispose of a third of 
his estate." He said, "It is the same with a woman who is pregnant. The beginning 
of pregnancy is good news and joy. It is not illness and no fear because Allah the 


Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 


And He said, 


"When a pregnant woman becomes heavy, she is only permitted to dispose of a 
third of her estate. The beginning of this restriction is after six months. Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 
And He said, 
"When six months have passed for the pregnant woman from the day 
she conceived, she is only permitted to dispose of a third of her property." Yahya 
said that he heard Malik say, "A man who is advancing in the row for battle, can 
only dispose of a third of his property. He is in the same position as a pregnant 
woman or an ill person who is feared for, as long as he is in that situation." 


«Take what is given freely, enjoin what is good, and turn away from the ignorant(199)» [AL-A'raf: 199] 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

"Uyaina bin Hisn bin Hudhaifa came and stayed with his nephew Al-Hurr bin Qais who was one of those 
whom 'Umar used to keep near him, as the Qurra' (learned men knowing Qur'an by heart) were the people 
of 'Umar's meetings and his advisors whether they were old or young. 'Uyaina said to his nephew, "O son 
of my brother! You have an approach to this chief, so get for me the permission to see him." Al-Hurr 
said, "| will get the permission for you to see him." So Al-Hurr asked the permission for 'Uyaina and 
‘Umar admitted him. When 'Uyaina entered upon him, he said, "Beware! O the son of Al-Khattab! By 
Allah, you neither give us sufficient provision nor judge among us with justice." Thereupon 'Umar 
became so furious that he intended to harm him, but Al-Hurr said, "O chief of the Believers! Allah said to 
His Prophet &:

Hurr recited it before him; he observed (the orders of) Allah's Book strictly. 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin 'Abbas: 

Uyaina bin Hisn bin Hudhaifa bin Badr came and stayed (at Medina) with his nephew Al-Hurr bin Qais 
bin Hisn who has one of those whom 'Umar used to keep near him, as the Qurra' (learned men knowing 
Quran by heart) were the people of Umar's meetings and his advisors whether they were old or young. 
"Uyaina said to his nephew, "O my nephew! Have you an approach to this chief so as to get for me the 
permission to see him?" His nephew said, "I will get the permission for you to see him." (Ibn 'Abbas 
added: ) So he took the permission for 'Uyaina, and when the latter entered, he said, "O the son of Al- 
Khattab! By Allah, you neither give us sufficient provision nor judge among us with justice." On that 
‘Umar became so furious that he intended to harm him. Al-Hurr, said, "O Chief of the Believers!" Allah 


said to His Apostle

when Al-Hurr recited it before him, and 'Umar said to observe (the orders of) Allah's Book strictly." (See 
Hadith No. 166, Vol. 6) 


Narrated Said bin Jubair: | asked Ibn 'Abbas regarding . He said, "It was revealed in 
connection with the Battle of Badr." 


Sa'id b. Jubair reported: | said to Ibn 'Abbas about , whereupon he said: As for Sura 
, itis meant to humiliate (the non-believers and the hypocrites). There is constantly 
revealed in it (the pronoun) minhum (of them) and minhom (of them, i. e. such is the condition of 
some of them) till they (the Muslims) thought that none would be left unmentioned out of them 
who would not be blamed (for one fault or the other). | again said: What about Sura Anfal? He 

said: It pertains to the Battle of Badr. | again asked him about Sura al-Hashr. He said: It was 
revealed in connection with (the tribe) of Banu Nadir. 


Narrated Uthman ibn A ffan:: 
Yazid al-Farisi said: I heard Ibn Abbas say: I asked Uthman ibn Affan: What moved you to put the 
which belongs to the mi'in (surahs) (containing one hundred verses) and the 

which belongs to the mathani (Surahs) in the category of as-sab'u at-tiwal (the first long surah or 
chapters of the Qur'an), and you did not write "In the name of Allah, the Compassionate, the Merciful" 
between them? 
Uthman replied: When the verses of the Qur'an were revealed to the Prophet “ (peace _be_upon_him), he 
called someone to write them down for him and said to him: Put this verse in the surah in which such and 
such has been mentioned; and when one or two verses were revealed, he used to say similarly (regarding 
them). (Surah) al-Anfal is the first surah that was revealed at Medina, and was revealed 
last in the Qur'an, and its contents were similar to those of al-Anfal. I, therefore, thought that it was a part 
of al-Anfal. Hence I put them in the category of as-sab'u at-tiwal (the seven lengthy surahs), and I did not 
write "In the name of Allah, the Compassionate, the Merciful" between them. 


«They ask you, [O Muhammad], about the bounties [of war]. Say, "The [decision concerning] bounties is 
for Allah and the Messenger." So fear Allah and amend that which is between you and obey Allah and 
His Messenger, if you should be believers(1)» 


A hadith has been narrated by Mus'ab bin Sa'd who heard it from his father as saying: My father 
took a sword from Khums and brought it to the Holy Prophet “ (may peace be upon him) and 
said: Grant it to me. He refused. At this Allah revealed (the Qur'anic verse):" 


Mus'‘ab bin Sa'd reported on the authority of his father that many verses of the Qur'an had been 
revealed in connection with him. His mother Umm Sa'd had taken oath that she would never talk 
with him until he abandoned his faith and she neither ate nor drank and said: Allah has 


commanded you to treat well your parents and | am your mother and | command you to do this. 
She passed three days in this state until she fainted because of extreme hunger and at that time 
her son whose name was Umara stood up and served her drink and she began to curse Sa'd 
that Allah, the Exalted and Glorions, revealed these verses of the Holy Qur'an 


He also reported that there fell to the lot of Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) huge spoils of war and there was one sword in them. | 
picked that up and came to Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) and said: Bestow 
this sword upon me (as my share in the spoils of war) and you know my state. Thereupon he 
said: Return it to the place from where you picked it up. | went back until | decided to throw it in 
a store but my soul repulsed me so | came back and asked him to give that sword to me. He 
said in a loud voice to return it to the place from where | had picked it up. It was on this occasion 
that this verse was revealed . He further said: | once 
fell ill and sent a message to Allah's Apostle “ (may peace be upon him). He visited me and | 
said to him: Permit me to distribute (in charity) my property as much as | like. He did not agree. | 
said: (Permit me to distribute) half of it. He did not agree. | said: (Permit me to distribute) the 
third part, whereupon he kept quiet and it was after this (that the distribution of one's property in 
charity) to the extent of one-third was held valid. He further said: | came to a group of persons of 
the Ansar and Muhajirin and they said: Come, so that we may serve you wine, and it was before 
the use of wine had been prohibited. | went to them in a garden and there had been with them 
the roasted head of a camel and a small water-skin containing wine. | ate and drank along with 
them and there came under discussion the Ansar (Helpers) and Muhajirin (immigrants). | said: 
The immigrants are better than the Ansar, that a person picked up a portion of the head (of the 
camel and struck me with it that my nose was injured. | came to Allah's Messenger = (may 
peace be upon him) and informed him of the situation that Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, 
revealed verses pertaining to wine:" 


(1.) 3079. Mus'ab bin Sa'd narrated from his father who said: "On the Day of Badr I brought a sword so I 
said: '0 Messenger of Allah! “ Indeed Allah has satisfied my breast (i.e., my desire) on the idolaters - or 
something like that give me this sword.' So he said: 'This is not for me, nor is it for you.' I said: 'Perhaps 
he will give this to someone who did not go through the same struggle I went through (fighting).' So the 
Messenger of Allah “ came to me [and he said:] "You asked me, but it was not up to me. But now it has 
occurred that it is up to me, so it is yours." He said: "So (the following) was revealed: They ask you about 
the spoils of war. [ALA nfad 8:1] 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Simak [bin Harb] also reported it from Mu'ab bin 
Sa'd.There is something on this topic from 'Ubadah bin As-Samit. 

Comments: Anjal is plural of Nafal. It means more or above what is required. If a person gets something 
more than his due, or he gives more than what is due from him; it is called Nafi. Anfal, in this context, 
refers to part of the spoils of war, and its explanation has preceded, see no. 1561, and the Tafsir of Ibn 
Kathir for this Stirah. 
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«{ Remember, O believers], when Allah promised you one of the two groups - that it would be yours - and 
you wished that the unarmed one would be yours. But Allah intended to establish the truth by His words 
and to eliminate the disbelievers(7)» 


(2). 3080. Ibn 'Abbas said: "When the Messenger of Allah was finished at Badr, it was said to him: 
"You have to get the caravan, you can not settle for less than that.’ Al-'Abbas called out while he was 
bound up: 'There is no use." He said: 'For Allah, Most High, has promised you one of the two parties, and 
He gave you what He promised you.' He has said: 'He has said the truth." (Daiif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan [Sahih]. 

Comments: This Hadith is an indication to the following Verse: "And remember when Allah promised 
you (Muslims) one of the two parties (of the enemy i.e. either the army or the caravan) that it should be 
yours; you wished that the one not armed (the caravan) should be yours." Now as you 
have been granted victory over the armed party instead of the unarmed; thus Allah has fulfilled His 
promise, this is what He willed. Now if you would chase them after their defeat you might cause harm to 
yourselves. 


That He should establish the truth and abolish falsehood, even if the criminals disliked it(8) Al-Anfal:8] 


«{ Remember] when you asked help of your Lord, and He answered you, "Indeed, I will reinforce you 
with a thousand from the angels, following one another."(9)» 


(3). 3081. Ibn ‘Abbas narrated from 'Umar bin Al-Khattab, who said: "The Prophet of Allah looked 
over the idolaters, and there were a thousand of them, while his Companions were three hundred and ten 
and some odd number of men. So the Prophet of Allah # faced the Qiblah, stretched forth his hands and 
began beseeching his Lord: '0 Allah! Fulfill what You promised for me. [0 Allah! Bring about what You 
promised for me] 0 Allah! If you destroy this band of adherents to Islam, you will not be worshipped 
upon the earth.’ He continued beseeching his Lord with his hands stretched, facing the Qib/ah until his 
Rida' fell from his shoulders. Abu Bakr came to him, took his Rida’ and placed it back upon his shoulders, 
then embraced him from behind and said: '0 Prophet of Allah!# You have sufficiently beseeched your 
Lord, indeed He shall fulfill what He promised you.’ So Allah, Blessed and Most High, revealed: When 
you sought help of your Lord and He answered you (saying): 'I will help you with a thousand of the 
angels in succession." [AI-A nfal 8:9] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. We do not know of it as a Hadith of 'Umar, except 
through the narration of 'Ikrimah bin 'Ammar, from Abu Zumail, and Abu Zumail's name is Simak AI- 
Hanafi. And this was on the Day of Badr. 

Comments: The number of Muslims in the battle of Badr was 313 and they had insufficient arms and 
horses, camels and war equipment, whereas the disbelievers were nearly a thousand in number and they 
were fully armed with all types of weapons and war equipment. In these circumstances, Allah's help and 
assistance was the only reliance of the Muslims; the Prophet implored and begged help of Allah with 
full humbleness and humility, so this invocation was granted. 


«{Remember] when He overwhelmed you with drowsiness [giving] security from Him and sent down 
upon you from the sky, rain by which to purify you and remove from you the evil [suggestions] of Satan 
and to make steadfast your hearts and plant firmly thereby your feet(11)» 


Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, says: Had We sent down pure water from the sky 

And He, the Mighty and Sublime, says: And He caused water to descend on you from the sky, to clean 
you thereby) fAL-Anfial 8:11) And He, the Most High, says: And you find no water, then perform 
Tayammum with clean earth. 

326. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas that one of the wives of the Prophet performed Ghus/ from 
janabah, and the Prophet performed Wudu_ with her leftover water. She mentioned that to him and he 
said: "Water is not made impure by anything." (Daif) 


«Indeed, the worst of living creatures in the sight of Allah are the deaf and dumb who do not use 
reason(22)» 
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Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 
Regarding the Verse: 

(The people referred to here) were some persons from the tribe of 
Bani 'Abd-Addar. 
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«O you who have believed, respond to Allah and to the Messenger when he calls you to that which gives 
you life. And know that Allah intervenes between a man and his heart and that to Him you will be

Narrated Abu Said bin Al-Mu'alla: 
While I was praying in the Mosque, Allah's Apostle “ called me but I did not respond to him. Later I 
said, "O Allah's Apostle! # I was praying." He said, "Didn't Allah say' 

. He then said to me, "I will teach you a Sura 
which is the greatest Sura in the Qur'an, before you leave the Mosque." Then he got hold of my hand, 
and when he intended to leave (the Mosque), | said to him, "Didn't you say to me, 'I will teach you a 
Sura which is the greatest Sura in the Quran?’ He said, 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Mualla: 

While I was praying, the Prophet # passed by and called me, but I did not go to him till I had finished my 
prayer. When I went to him, he said, "What prevented you from coming?" J said, "I was praying." He 
said, "Didn't Allah say" 

Apostle." (8.24) Then he added, "Shall I tell you the most superior Sura in the Qur'an before I go out of 
the mosque?" When the Prophet “ intended to go out (of the Mosque), I reminded him and he said, "That 
is: "Alhamdu-lillahi Rabbil-'Alamin (Surat-al-fatiha)' which is the seven oft repeated verses (Al-Mathani) 
and the Grand Quran which has been given to me."

He said: "I finished praying, then I came to him, and he said: "What kept you 
from answering me?" He said: 'I was praying.' He said: 'Does not Allah say:0 you who believe Answer 
Allah (by obeying Him) and (His) Messenger when he calls you to that which will give you life? [Al 
Shall I not teach you the greatest Surah before I leave the Masjid?’ Then he went to leave, 
and I said: ‘0 Messenger of Allah #, what about what you said?' He said: "All the praise and thanks be to 
Allah, the Lord of all that exists. ."[Al Fatihah-1:2 ] These are the seven oft- recited that I have been 
given, and the Grand Qur'an." (Sahih). 

915. It was narrated that Ubayy bin Ka'b said: "The Messenger of Allah ® said: 'Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, did not reveal in the Tawrah or the Injil anything like Umm Al-Qur'an (Al-Fatihah), which is 
the seven oft-recited, and (Allah said) it is divided between Myself and My slave and My slave will have 
what he asked for."' (Hasan). 


«But Allah would not punish them while you, [O Muhammad], are among them, and Allah would not 
punish them while they seek forgiveness(33)» [AL-Anfal: 33] 


(4). 3082. Abu Burdah bin Abi Musa narrated from his father, that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Allah 
sent down two guarantees of safety for the benefit of my Ummah: And Allah would not are them 


while you are among them, nor will He punish them while they seek forgiveness So 
when I pass, I leave seeking forgiveness among them until the Day of Resurrection." (Daif) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib. Isma'il bin Ibrahim bin Muhajir was graded weak in Hadith. 


«But Allah would not punish them while you, [O Muhammad], are among them, and Allah would not 
punish them while they seek forgiveness(33)»

«But why should Allah not punish them while they obstruct [people] from al-Masjid al- Haram and they 
were not [fit to be] its guardians? Its [true] guardians are not but the righteous, but most of them do not 
know(34)» 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 
Abu Jahl said, "O Allah! If this (Quran) is indeed the Truth from You, then rain down on us a shower of 
stones from the sky or bring on us a painful torment." So Allah revealed 
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Narrated Anas bin Malik: 

Abu Jahl said, "O Allah! If this (Qur'an) is indeed the Truth from You), then rain down on us a shower of 
stones from the sky or bring on us a painful punishment." So there was revealed:-- ‘But Allah would not 
punish them while you (Muhammad) were amongst them, nor will He punish them while they seek 
(Allah's) Forgiveness. And why Allah should not punish them while they stop (men) from Al-Masjid-al- 
Haram ..' (8.33-34) 


Anas b. Malik reported that Abu Jahl said: O Allah, if he is true, then shower upon us the volley 
of stones from the sky or inflict upon us a grievous torment, and it was on this occasion that this 
verse was revealed:" ‘Allah would never torment them so long as you are amongst them. And 
Allah is not going to torment them as long as they seek forgiveness. And why is it that Allah 
should not torment them and they prevent people from coming to the sacred mosque...." (8.34) 
to the end.

«And fight them until there is no fitnah and [until] the religion, all of it, is for Allah. And if they cease - 
then indeed, Allah is Seeing of what they do(39)» [Al-Anfal: 39] 
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Narrated Ibn 'Umar: 

That a man came to him (while two groups of Muslims were fighting) and said, "O Abu 'Abdur Rahman! 
Don't you hear what Allah has mentioned in His Book: 'And if two groups of believers fight against each 
other...’ (49.9) So what prevents you from fighting as Allah has mentioned in His Book?" Ibn 'Umar said,

because of another Verse where Allah says: 'And whoever kills a believer intentionally..." (4.93) Then 
that man said, "Allah says:-- 'And fight them until there is no more afflictions (worshipping other besides 
Allah) and the religion (i.e. worship) will be all for Allah (Alone)" (8.39) Ibn ‘Umar said, "We did this 
during the lifetime of Allah's Apostle when the number of Muslims was small, and a man was put to trial 
because of his religion, the pagans would either kill or chain him; but when the Muslims increased (and 
Islam spread), there was no persecution." When that man saw that Ibn 'Umar did not agree to his 
proposal, he said, "What is your opinion regarding 'Ali and 'Uthman?" Ibn 'Umar said, "What is my 
opinion regarding Ali and 'Uthman? As for 'Uthman, Allah forgave him and you disliked to forgive him, 
and Ali is the cousin and son-in-law of Allah's Apostle 8." Then he pointed out with his hand and said, 
"And that is his daughter's (house) which you can see." 


«And know that anything you obtain of war booty - then indeed, for Allah is one fifth of it and for the 

Messenger and for [his] near relatives and the orphans, the needy, and the [stranded] traveler, if you 

have believed in Allah and in that which We sent down to Our Servant on the day of criterion - the day 
when the two armies met. And Allah, over all things, is competent(41)» [Al-Anfal: 41] 


4147. It was narrated that 'Ata said concerning the saying of Allah, the Mighty and Sublime: "And know 
that whatever of spoils of war that you may gain, verily, (1/5th) of it is assigned to Allah, and to the 
Messenger,-and to the near relatives (of the Messenger Muhammad) "[Al Anfal 8:41]' The Khumus 
(one-fifth) of Allah and of His Messenger is the same. The Messenger of Allah * used to provide 
mounts (for Jihad) with it, and give some (to the poor), and distribute it however he wanted and do with it 
whatever he wanted." (Hasan). 

Comments: 'The same': The meaning is there is no separate share of Allah, Most High. That is to say: not 
two shares of 1/5th each, but one share. 


4149. It was narrated that Musa bin Abi 'Aishah said: "I asked Yahya bin Al-Jazzar about this Verse: 
“And know that whatever of spoils of war that you may gain, verily, one-fifth of it is assigned to Allah, 
and to the Messenger") "[Al Anfal 8:41]" He said: "I said: 'How much of the Khumus did the Prophet 
take?' He said: 'One-fifth of the Khumus." (Sahih). 


4153. It was narrated that Malik bin Aws bin Al-Hadathan said: "Al-'Abbas and 'Ali came to 'Umar 

with a dispute. Al-'Abbas said: 'Pass judgment between him and I.' The people said: 'Pass judgment 
between them.' 'Umar said: 'I will not pass judgement between them. They know that the Messenger of 
Allah % said: We are not inherited from, what we leave behind is charity. He said: And (in his narration 
of it) Az-Zuhri said: 'It (the Khumus) was under the control of the Messenger of Allah “, and he took 
provision for himself and for his family from it, and disposed of the rest of it, as he disposed of other 
wealth (belonging to Muslims).. Then Abu Bakr took control of it and then | took control of it after 
Abu Bakr and | did with it what he used to do. Then these two came to me and asked me to give it to 
them, so that they could dispose of it as the Messenger of Allah * disposed of it, and as Abu Bakr 
disposed of it and I dispose of it. So leave it to them and I took promise from them; and they would take 
proper care of it. Then these two came to me and this one said give me my share from my brother’s son 
and this one said give me my share from my wife. If they want me to give it to them on the condition that 
they would dispose of it in the same manner as the Messenger of Allah did, and as Abu Bakr did and as 
I did, I would give it to them, but if they refuse then they do not have to worry about it.' Then he said: 
‘And know that whatever of spoils of war that you may gain, verily, one-fifth of it is assigned to Allah, 
and to the Messenger, and to the near relatives (of the Messenger Muhammad), (and also) the orphans, 
Al-Masakin (the poor) and the wayfarer' [AL-Anfal 8:41] - this is for them. As-Sadaqat (here it means 
Zakah) are only for the Fuqara' (poor), and Al-Masakin (the poor) and those employed to collect (the 
funds); and to attract the hearts of those who have been inclined (toward Islam); and to free the captives; 
and for those in debt; and for Allah's cause (i.e. for Mujahidun - those fighting in a holy battle)'/At- 

- this is for them. 'And what Allah gave as booty (Fay') to His Messenger (Muhammad) 
from them — for this you made no expedition with either cavalry or camels. [Al-Hashr 59:6] Az-Zuhri 
said: This applies exclusively to the Messenger of Allah ® and refers to an 'Arab village called Fadak, and 
so on. What Allah gave as booty (Fay') to His Messenger (Muhammad) from the people of the townships 
- it is for Allah, His Messenger (Muhammad), the kindred (of Messenger Muhammad), the orphans, A1- 
Masakin (the poor), and the wayfarer (And there is also a share in this booty) for the poor emigrants, who 
were expelled from their homes and their property And (it is also for) those who,before them, had homes 
(in Al-Madinah) and had adopted the Faith And those who came after them [Al-Hashr 59:7 to 10] These 
Verses apply to all the people. There is no one left among the Muslims but he has some right to this 
wealth, except for some of the slaves whom you own. If I live, if Allah wills, I will give every Muslim his 
right." Or he said: "His share." (Sahih) 

Comments: The view of 'Umar was that if it is distributed, it would create an impression that perhaps it is 
their property (particularly so when it is distributed according to the laws of inheritance). While this 


portrayal is not correct, 'I do not distribute it so that you may both organize it together. If they are not able 
to do so, it should be handed over to me. I would myself continue to look after it.' Sahih~Al-Bukhari (see 
No. 3094) contains a detailed clarification regarding this. 


«And prepare against them whatever you are able of power and of steeds of war by which you may terrify 
the enemy of Allah and your enemy and others besides them whom you do not know [but] whom Allah 
knows. And whatever you spend in the cause of Allah will be fully repaid to you, and you will not be 

wronged(60)» 


Yahya related to me that Malik said that he had heard that Umar ibn Abd al-Aziz 
used to say, "The man on horse-back has two shares, and the man on foot has 
one." Malik added, "I continue to hear the same." Malik, when asked whether a 
man who was present with several horses took a share for all of them, said, "I have 
never heard that. I think that there is only a share for the horse on which he 
fought." Malik said, "I think that foreign horses and half-breeds are considered as 
horses because Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 


the Mighty, the Majestic, 


think that foreign breeds and half-breeds are considered as horses if the governor 
accepts them." Said ibn al-Musayyab was asked about working horses, and whether 
there was zakat on them. He said, "Is there any zakat on horses?" 


(5). 4083. 'Uqbah bin 'Amir narrated that the Messenger of Allah # recited this Ayah upon the Minbar: 


And make ready against them all you can of power. He said: "Verily! Power is 
shooting" - three times -"Verily! Allah will open the earth for you and suffice you with supplies, so let 
none of you forsake practicing with his arrows." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] Some of them reported this Hadith from Usamah bin Zaid, from Salih bin Kaisan [and 
Abu Usamah as well as others - reported it] from 'Uqbah bin 'Amir. But the narration of Waki' .is more 
correct. Salib bin Kaisan did not see 'Uqbah bin 'Amir, while he did see Ibn 'Umar. 

Comments: The commentators explained this Verse clearly, that the Muslims should remain ready all the 
time to combat and ambush the enemies. The weapons, arms, artillery, all types of combating and war 
equipment and the armed forces, whatever is needed according to the circumstance, need and time, are to 
be prepared to the nation's best capability. The Muslims must not show any weakness in matters of 
military preparation. 
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«O Prophet, urge the believers to battle. If there are among you twenty [who are] steadfast, they will 
overcome two hundred. And if there are among you one hundred [who are] steadfast, they will overcome 
a thousand of those who have disbelieved because they are a people who do not understand(65)» 


«Now, Allah has lightened [the hardship] for you, and He knows that among you is weakness. So if there 
are from you one hundred [who are] steadfast, they will overcome two hundred. And if there are among 


you a thousand, they will overcome two thousand by permission of Allah. And Allah is with the 
steadfast(66)» [ALAnfal: 66] 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

When the Verse:-- 

was revealed, then it became obligatory for the Muslims that one (Muslim) should not flee from ten (non- 
Muslims). Sufyan (the sub-narrator) once said, "Twenty (Muslims) should not flee before two hundred 
(non Muslims)." Then there was revealed: 

So it became obligatory that one-hundred (Muslims) should not flee before two hundred (non-muslims). 
(Once Sufyan said extra, "The Verse: 'Urge the believers to the fight. If there are twenty steadfast 
amongst you (Muslims) ..' was revealed.) Sufyan said, "Ibn Shabrama said, "I see that this order is 
applicable to the obligation of enjoining good and forbidding evil." 
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Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

When the Verse:--'If there are twenty steadfast amongst you (Muslims), they will overcome two-hundred 
(non-Muslims).' was revealed, it became hard on the Muslims when it became compulsory that one 
Muslim ought not to flee (in war) before ten (non-Muslims). So (Allah) lightened the order by revealing: 


So when Allah 


reduced the number of enemies which Muslims should withstand, their patience and perseverance against 
the enemy decreased as much as their task was lightened for them. 


«It is not for a prophet to have captives [of war] until he inflicts a massacre [upon Allah 's enemies] in the 
land. Some Muslims desire the commodities of this world, but Allah desires [for you] the Hereafter. And 
Allah is Exalted in Might and Wise(67)» 


(6). 3084. ‘Amr bin Murrah narrated that Abu 'Ubaidah bin 'Abdullah narrated from 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud 
who said: "On the Day of Badr, when the captives were brought, the Messenger of Allah said: 'What do 
you say about these captives?’ So he mentioned the story. And the Messenger of Allah * said: 'Not one of 
them should be released without a ransom, or a blow to the neck." So 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud said: "0 
Messenger of Allah! # With the exception of Suhail bin Baida', for indeed I heard him mentioning 
Islam." He said: "So the Messenger of Allah “ was silent." He said: "I have not seen a day upon which I 
was more fearful of stones falling from the heavens upon my head than that day." [He -said:] "Until the 
Messenger of Allah “ said: 'Except for Suhail bin Al-Baida'." He said: "And the Qur'an was revealed in 
accordance with the view of 'Umar: 'It is not (fitting) for a Prophet that he - should have prisoners of war 
until he has fought (his enemies -- thoroughly) in the land...,' until the end of the Ayat." (Daif) . 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. Abu 'Ubaidah bin 'Abdullah did not hear from his father. 


Comments: The incident indicated in this Hadith and the revelation of these Verses in accordance with 
the opinion of Umar; the detail of the incident is that the Muslims captured seventy disbelievers in the 
battle of Badr. With regard to these captives, Allah granted the Muslims two options. Either to kill all the 
captives or to release them by taking ransom; in case of taking ransom the same number of Muslims 
would be killed in the next year. Giving them the right to choose any of the two options was in fact to test 
the Muslims over what option they would choose. 


«Indeed, those who have believed and emigrated and fought with their wealth and lives in the cause of 
Allah and those who gave shelter and aided - they are allies of one another. But those who believed and 
did not emigrate - for you there is no guardianship of them until they emigrate. And if they seek help of 
you for the religion, then you must help, except against a people between yourselves and whom is a 
treaty. And Allah is Seeing of what you do(72)» [AL Anfal: 72] 


Narrated 'Usama bin Zaid: 

I asked, "O Allah's Apostle! # Where will you stay in Mecca? Will you stay in your house in Mecca?" He 
replied, "Has 'Aqil left any property or house?" Aqil along with Talib had inherited the property of Abu 
Talib. Jafar and Ali did not inherit anything as they were Muslims and the other two were non-believers. 
‘Umar bin Al-Khattab used to say, "A believer cannot inherit (anything from an) infidel." Ibn Shihab, (a 
sub-narrator) said, "They (Umar and others) derived the above verdict from Allah's Statement:

Aba Ishaq reported this hadith on the authority of al-Bara' (Allah be pleased with him) with a 
slight variation of words, viz. the last sura that was revealed complete. 


Sa'id bin Jubair reported: | said to Ibn ‘Abbas about , whereupon he said: As for 

, it is meant to humiliate (the non-believers and the hypocrites). There is constantly 
revealed in it (the pronoun) minhum (of them) and minhom (of them, i. e. such is the condition of 
some of them) till they (the Muslims) thought that none would be left unmentioned out of them 
who would not be blamed (for one fault or the other). | again said: What about Sura Anfal? He 
said: It pertains to the Battle of Badr. | again asked him about Sura al-Hashr. He said: It was 
revealed in connection with (the tribe) of Banu Nadir. 


Narrated Uthman ibn A ffan:: 
Yazid al-Farisi said: I heard Ibn Abbas say: I asked Uthman ibn Affan: What moved you to put the 
eer which belongs to the mi'in (surahs) (containing one hundred verses) and the (Surah) al- 
which belongs to the mathani (Surahs) in the category of as-sab'u at-tiwal (the first long surah or 
chapters of the Qur'an), and you did not write "In the name of Allah, the Compassionate, the Merciful" 
between them? 
Uthman replied: When the verses of the Qur'an were revealed to the Prophet “ (peace _be_upon_him), he 
called someone to write them down for him and said to him: Put this verse in the surah in which such and 
such has been mentioned; and when one or two verses were revealed, he used to say similarly (regarding 
them). (Surah) al-Anfal is the first surah that was revealed at Medina, and was revealed 
last in the Qur'an, and its contents were similar to those of al-Anfal. I, therefore, thought that it was a part 
of al-Anfal. Hence I put them in the category of as-sab'u at-tiwal (the seven lengthy surahs), and I did not 
write "In the name of Allah, the Compassionate, the Merciful" between them. 


871. Zaid bin Uthai' said: I asked 'Ali: "What is it that you were sent with?" He said: "With four things: 
None will be admitted into Paradise except for the soul that is a Muslim. None is to perform Tawaf 
around the House while naked. The Muslims and the idolaters will not be gathering (in Makkah) together 
after this year. And for whomever there is a covenant between him and the Prophet #, then his covenant 
is (valid) until its term, and for that in which there was no term, then it shall be four months." (Sahih) 


(He said:) There is something on this topic from Abu Hurairah. 

Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of 'All is a Hasan Hadith. 

Comments: 

In the 9th year of Hijrah the Prophet # sent Abu Bakr to Makkah as the Amir of Hajj. Later on, he sent 
'Ali bin Abi Talib to recite, announcing to the people, from the beginning Verses of Siirat At-Tawbah. It 
was customary in that time that to abrogate a treaty, the one who signed it or one of his close relatives 
should announce the cancellation of the treaty. 


(1). 3086. Ibn 'Abbas said: "I said to 'Uthman bin 'Affan: "What was your reasoning with Al-Anfal - while 
it is from the Muthani, [Surah with less than one-hundred Ayat / and Bara'ah ' while it is from the Mi’n, 
[Surah with about one-hundred Ayat / then you put them together, without writing the line Bismillah Ar- 
Rahmanir-Rahim between them, and you placed them with the seven long (Surah) - why did you do that?" 
So 'Uthman said: 'A long time might pass upon the Messenger of Allah ® without anything being 
revealed to him, and then sometimes a Surah with numerous (Ayat) might be revealed. So when 
something was revealed, he would call for someone who could write, and say: "Put these Aydt in the 
Surah which mentions this and that in it." When an Ayah was revealed, he would say: "Put this Ayah in 
the Siirah which mentions this and that in it." Now Al-Anfal was among the first of those revealed in A1- 
Madinah, and Bara‘ah among the last of those revealed of the Qur'an, and its narrations (those of 
Bara'ah) resembled its narrations (those of A/-A nfal), so we thought that it was part of it. Then the 
Messenger of Allah ® died, and it was not made clear to us whether it was part of it. So it is for this 
reason that we put them together without writing the /ine Bismillah Ar-Rahmanir-Rahim between them, 
and we put that with the seven long (Stirahs)." (Hasan) [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. We 
do not know of it except as a narration of 'Awl from Yazid A1l-Farisi, from Ibn 'Abbas. Yazid Al-Farisi is 
one of the 7a bi 'in among the inhabitants of Al-Basrah. Yazid bin Aban Ar-Raqashi is one of the Tabi'in 
among the inhabitants of A/-Basrah, (but) he is less (in rank) than Yazid Al-Farisi. Yazld Ar- Raqashi 
only reported from Anas bin Malik. 

Comments: The Muslims have been advised, in Siirat Al-Anfal to make apparent and secret strategic 
planning for Jihad; and as for Siirat Bara'ah, it gives an ultimatum and the declaration of war. As the 
contents and subject of the two Siirah are connected profoundly, and the both the Surah have a deep 
relation in sense of aim and goal, one is directed fully towards the Muslims and the other is mainly 
directed to the polytheists, hypocrites and the people of the Book. Therefore Bismillah Ar-Rahmanir- 
Rahim has not been mentioned between them, so that it does not remain separate from the former, but it 
would remain distinguished and outstanding too. 


3719. Hubshi bin Junadah narrated that the Messenger of Allah said: "Ali is from me and I am from 'Ali. 

And none should represent me except myself or 'Ali." (Hasan) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 

Comments: In Arab society it was customary that if some tribe wanted to break a treaty, the head of the 

tribe had to do this job himself or some near relative had to be appointed to accomplish this work. When 
was revealed and it was commanded that the treaty between the Prophet * and the 

Mushrikun of Makkah be broken or kept for sometime, the Prophet # in 9 A.H., had already made Abu 

Bakr the leader of the Hajj party and the party had left for Makkah. The Stirah was revealed after their 

departure from Al-Madinah, so the Prophet *, sent 'Ali, as the custom of the day, to deliver the message 

to the people of Makkah, but Abu Bakr kept his position as the leader of the Hajj party. 


«Excepted are those with whom you made a treaty among the polytheists and then they have not been 


deficient toward you in anything or supported anyone against you; so complete for them their treaty until 
their term [has ended]. Indeed, Allah loves the righteous [who fear Him](4)»

Narrated Humaid bin Abdur Rahman: 

Abu Huraira said, "Abu Bakr sent me in that Hajj in which he was the chief of the pilgrims along with the 
announcers whom he sent on the Day of Nahr to announce at Mina: "No pagan shall perform Hajj after 
this year, and none shall perform the Tawaf around the Ka'ba in a naked state." Humaid added: That the 
Prophet * sent 'Ali bin Abi Talib (after Abu Bakr) and ordered him to recite aloud in public Surat-Baraa. 
Abu Huraira added, " 


«And if they break their oaths after their treaty and defame your religion, then fight the leaders of 
disbelief, for indeed, there are no oaths [sacred] to them; [fight them that] they might cease(12)»

Narrated Zaid bin Wahb: 

We were with Hudhaifa and he said, "None remains of the people described by this Verse (9.12), "Except 
three, and of the hypocrites except four." A bedouin said, "You the companions of Muhammad! Tell us 
(things) and we do not know that about those who break open our houses and steal our precious things? ' 
He (Hudhaifa) replied, "Those are Al Fussaq (rebellious wrongdoers) (not disbelievers or hypocrites). 
Really, none remains of them (hypocrite) but four, one of whom is a very old man who, if he drinks 
water, does not feel its coldness."

«The mosques of Allah are only to be maintained by those who believe in Allah and the Last Day and 
establish prayer and give zakah and do not fear except Allah, for it is expected that those will be of the 
[rightly] guided(18)» 


2617. Abu Sa'eed narrated that : the Messenger of Allah % said: "If you see a man who comes to the 
Masjid then bear witness to his faith. Because Allah, the Exalted, says: Only those who believe in Allah, 
and the Last Day, and establish the Salat, and give the Zakat (should) maintain the Masajid until the end 
of the Ayah.[ At-Tawbah 9:18. ] [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Ghartb. 

Comments: Looking after a mosque is apparently its construction and participting actively in its 
maintenance. But the real care of a mosque is performing prayers in congregation; and love for a mosque, 
close ties and contact with it is a symbol and sign of Jman, and these tasks cannot take place without 


Iman. 


(9). 3093. Abu Sa'eed narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "When you see a man frequenting the 
Masjid, then testify to his faith. Indeed Allah, Most High, said: The Masajid shall be maintained only by 
those who believe in Allah and the Last Day."{ At-Tawbah 9:18.] (Da'if) 

(Another chain) from Abu Sa'eed from the Prophet with similar except that he said: "Yata'ahadul- 
Masjid. "(Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, Abul-Haitham's (a narrator in the chain) name is 
Sulaiman bin 'Amr bin 'Abd Al-'UtwarL He was an orphan in the house of Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri. 
Comments: This Hadith proves that the responsibility of running and looking after a mosque is for the 
people who believe in Allah and in the Hereafter, establish prayer, pay Zakat and they have no fear of any 
other than Allah, i.e. they do not believe in anyone other than Allah as the Master of benefits and loss. 


«Have you made the providing of water for the pilgrim and the maintenance of al-Masjid al-Haram equal 
to [the deeds of] one who believes in Allah and the Last Day and strives in the cause of Allah? They are 
not equal in the sight of Allah. And Allah does not guide the wrongdoing people(19)» 


It has been narrated on the authority of Nu'man bin Bashir who said: As | was (sitting) near the 
pulpit of the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him), a man said: | do not care if, after 
embracing Islam, | do not do any good deed (except) distributing drinking water among the 
pilgrims. Another said: | do not care if, after embracing Islam, | do not do any good deed beyond 
maintenance service to the Sacred Mosque. Another said: Jihad in the way of Allah is better 
than what you have said. 'Umar reprimanded them and said: Don't raise your voices near the 
pulpit of the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) on Friday. When prayer was over, | 
entered (the apartment of the Holy Prophet *) and asked his verdict about the matter in which 
they had differed. (It was upon this that) Allah, the Almighty and Exalted, revealed the Qur'anic 


This tradition has been narrated on the authority of Nu'man b. 
Bashir through another chain of transmitters. 


«They have taken their scholars and monks as lords besides Allah, and [also] the Messiah, the 
son of Mary. And they were not commanded except to worship one God; there is no deity 
except Him. Exalted is He above whatever they associate with Him(31)» 


(10). 3095. 'Adi bin Hatim said: "I came to the Prophet # while I had a cross of gold around my neck. 
He said: '0 'Adi! Remove this idol from yourself!' And I heard him reciting from Surah Bara ‘ah: They 
took their rabbis and monks as lords besides Allah." He said: 'As for them, they did 
not worship them, but when they made something lawful for them, they considered it lawful, and when 
they made something unlawful for them, they considered it unlawful. (Da if) 


[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib we do not know of it except as a narration of 'Abdus- 
Salam bin Harb, and Ghutaif bin A'yan is not known for Hadith. 


«It is He who has sent His Messenger with guidance and the religion of truth to manifest it over all 
religion, although they who associate others with Allah dislike it(33)» 


'A'isha reported: | heard Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) as saying: The (system) 
of night and day would not end until the people have taken to the worship of Lat and 'Uzza. | 
said: Allah's Messenger *, | think when Allah has revealed this verse 


, itimplies that (this promise) is going to 
be fulfilled. Thereupon he (Allah's Apostle “) said: It would happen as Allah would like. Then 
Allah would send the sweet fragrant air by which everyone who has even a mustard grain of 
faith in Him would die and those only would survive who would have no goodness in them. And 
they would revert to the religion of their forefathers. 


«O you who have believed, indeed many of the scholars and the monks devour the wealth of 
people unjustly and avert [them] from the way of Allah. And those who hoard gold and silver and 
spend it not in the way of Allah - give them tidings of a painful punishment(34)» 


Narrated Zaid bin Wahab: 

I passed by a place called Ar-Rabadha and by chance I met Abu Dhar and asked him, "What has brought 
you to this place?" He said, "I was in Sham and differed with Muawiya on the meaning of (the followin 
verses of the Quran): 
Muawiya said, 'This verse is revealed regarding the people of the scriptures." I said, It was revealed 
regarding us and also the people of the scriptures." So we had a quarrel and Mu'awiya sent a complaint 
against me to 'Uthman. 'Uthman wrote to me to come to Medina, and I came to Medina. Many people 
came to me as if they had not seen me before. So I told this to 'Uthman who said to me, "You may depart 
and live nearby if you wish." That was the reason for my being here for even if an Ethiopian had been 
nominated as my ruler, I would have obeyed him . 


Narrated Zaid bin Wahb: 
I passed by (visited ) Abu Dhar at Ar-Rabadha and said to him, "What has brought you to this land?" He 
said, "We were at Sham and I recited the Verse 


where upon Muawiya said, 'This Verse 
is not for us, but for the people of the Scripture.' Then I said, 'But it is both for us (Muslim) and for them.' 


3094. Thawban said: "When (the following) was revealed: And those who hoard up gold and 
He said: "We were with the Messenger of Allah during one of his 


journeys, so some of his Companions said: (This) has been revealed about gold and silver, if we knew 
which wealth was better then we would use it. So he said: 'The most virtuous of it is a remembering 
tongue, a grateful heart, and a believing wife that helps him with his faith." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. | asked Muhammad bin Isma'il, saying to him: "Did Salim bin 
Abi Al-Ja'd (a narrator in the chain) hear from Thawban?" He said: "No." So I said to him: "Whom 
among the Companions of the Prophet did he hear from?" He said: "He heard from Jabir bin 'Abdullah 
and Anas bin Malik." And he mentioned others from the Companions of the Prophet *. 


«And among them are some who criticize you concerning the [distribution of] charities. If they are given 
from them, they approve; but if they are not ee from them, at once they become angry(58)» 


Narrated Abu Sa'id: 
While the Prophet was distributing (something, 'Abdullah bin Dhil Khawaisira At-Tamimi came and 
said, "Be just, O Allah's Apostle!" The Prophet * said, "Woe to you ! Who would be just if I were not?" 
‘Umar bin Al-Khattab said, "Allow me to cut off his neck ! " The Prophet said, " Leave him, for he has 
companions, and if you compare your prayers with their prayers and your fasting with theirs, you will 
look down upon your prayers and fasting, in comparison to theirs. Yet they will go out of the religion as 
an arrow darts through the game's body in which case, if the Qudhadh of the arrow is examined, nothing 
will be found on it, and when its Nasl is examined, nothing will be found on it; and then its Nadiyi is 
examined, nothing will be found on it. The arrow has been too fast to be smeared by dung and blood. The 
sign by which these people will be recognized will be a man whose one hand (or breast) will be like the 
breast of a woman (or like a moving piece of flesh). These people will appear when there will be 
differences among the people (Muslims)." Abu Sa'id added: I testify that I heard this from the Prophet % 
and also testify that 'Ali killed those people while I was with him. The man with the description given by 
the Prophet was brought to 'Ali. The following Verses were revealed in connection with that very person 
i.e., ‘Abdullah bin Dhil-Khawaisira At-Tarnimi): 


«Zakah expenditures are only for the poor and for the needy and for those employed to collect [zakah] 
and for bringing hearts together [for Islam] and for freeing captives [or slaves] and for those in debt and 
for the cause of Allah and for the [stranded] traveler - an obligation [imposed] by Allah. And Allah is 
Knowing and Wise(60)» fAtPauiba: 60] 


4153. It was narrated that Malik bin Aws bin Al-Hadathan said: "Al-'Abbas and 'Ali came to 'Umar 
with a dispute. Al-'Abbas said: 'Pass judgment between him and I.' The people said: 'Pass judginent 
between them.' 'Umar said: 'I will not pass judgement between them. They know that the Messenger of 
Allah # said: We are not inherited from, what we leave behind is charity. He said: And (in his narration 
of it) Az-Zuhri said: 'It (the Khumus) was under the control of the Messenger of Allah %, and he took 
provision for himself and for his family from it, and disposed of the rest of it, as he disposed of other 
wealth (belonging to Muslims).. Then Abu Bakr took control of it and then | took control of it after 
Abu Bakr and | did with it what he used to do. Then these two came to me and asked me to give it to 
them, so that they could dispose of it as the Messenger of Allah * disposed of it, and as Abu Bakr 
disposed of it and I dispose of it. So leave it to them and I took promise from them; and they would take 


proper care of it. Then these two came to me and this one said give me my share from my brother’s son 
and this one said give me my share from my wife. If they want me to give it to them on the condition that 
they would dispose of it in the same manner as the Messenger of Allah did, and as Abu Bakr did and as 
I did, I would give it to them, but if they refuse then they do not have to worry about it.' Then he said: 
‘And know that whatever of spoils of war that you may gain, verily, one-fifth of it is assigned to Allah, 
and to the Messenger, and to the near relatives (of the Messenger Muhammad), (and also) the orphans, 
Al-Masakin (the poor) and the wayfarer' [Al-Anfal 8:41] - this is for them. As-Sadagat (here it means 
Zakah) are only for the Fuqara' (poor), and Al-Masakin (the poor) and those employed to collect (the 
funds); and to attract the hearts of those who have been inclined (toward Islam); and to free the captives; 
and for those in debt; and for Allah's cause (i.e. for Mujahidun - those fighting in a holy battle)' 

- this is for them. 'And what Allah gave as booty (Fay') to His Messenger 
(Muhammad) from them — for this you made no expedition with either cavalry or camels.'[Al-Hashr 
59:6] Az-Zuhri said: This applies exclusively to the Messenger of Allah and refers to an 'Arab village 
called Fadak, and so on. What Allah gave as booty (Fay') to His Messenger (Muhammad) from the people 
of the townships - it is for Allah, His Messenger “ (Muhammad), the kindred (of Messenger 
Muhammad), the orphans, Al-Masakin (the poor), and the wayfarer (And there is also a share in this 
booty) for the poor emigrants, who were expelled from their homes and their property And (it is also for) 
those who,before them, had homes (in Al-Madinah) and had adopted the Faith And those who came after 
them [Al-Hashr 59:7 to 10] These Verses apply to all the people. There is no one left among the 
Muslims but he has some right to this wealth, except for some of the slaves whom you own. If I live, if 
Allah wills, I will give every Muslim his right." Or he said: "His share." (Sahih) 
Comments: The view of 'Umar was that if it is distributed, it would create an impression that perhaps it is 
their property (particularly so when it is distributed according to the laws of inheritance). While this 
portrayal is not correct, 'I do not distribute it so that you may both organize it together. If they are not able 
to do so, it should be handed over to me. I would myself continue to look after it.' Sahih~Al-Bukhari (see 
No. 3094) contains a detailed clarification regarding this. 


«They swear by Allah that they did not say [anything against the Prophet] while they had said the word of 
disbelief and disbelieved after their [pretense of] Islam and planned that which they were not to attain. 
And they were not resentful except [for the fact] that Allah and His Messenger had enriched them of His 
bounty. So if they repent, it is better for them; but if they turn away, Allah will punish them with a painful 
punishment in this world and the Hereafter. And there will not be for them on earth any protector or 

helper(74)» 


4807. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: ‘4 man killed another man dur ing the time of the Messenger 
of Allah ®, and the Prophet “ set the Diyah at twelve thousand. And he mentioned His saying: And they 
could not find any cause to do so except that Allah and His Messenger had enriched them of His 
Bounty.[At-Tawbah 9:74]" concerning them taking the Diyah." (Hasan)

«Those who criticize the contributors among the believers concerning [their] charities and [criticize] the

Narrated Abu Masud: When the verses of charity were revealed, we used to work as porters. A man came 
and distributed objects of charity in abundance. And they (the people) said, "He is showing off." And 
another man came and gave a sa (a small measure of food grains); they said, "Allah is not in need of this 
small amount of charity." And then the Divine Inspiration came: 


Narrated Abu Musud: When we were ordered to give alms, we began to work as porters (to earn 
something we could give in charity). Abu Ugail came with one half of a Sa (special measure for food 
grains) and another person brought more than he did. So the hypocrites said, "Allah is not in need of the 
alms of this (i.e. 'Uqail); and this other person did not give alms but for showing off." Then Allah 
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2531. It was narrated that Abu Mas'ud said: "When the Messenger of Allah “ commanded us to give in 
charity, Abu'Aqil gave half a Sa, and another man brought much more than that. The hypocrites said: 
Allah has no need of the charity of the former, and the latter only did it to show off.' Then the following 
was revealed: 'Those who defame such of the believers who give charity voluntarily, and such who could 
not find to give charity except what is available to them."{ At-Tawbah 9:79] (Sahih) 

Comments: "Another man": He was 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Awf. He was reckoned among the rich noble 
Companions. That day, he had come with four thousand, and accordiig to one other report, eight thousand 
Dirhams. The hypocrites accused him of ostentation, and they ridiculed Abu 'Aqil's offering one-half 
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«Ask forgiveness for them, [O Muhammad], or do not ask forgiveness for them. If you should ask 
forgiveness for them seventy times - never will Allah forgive them. That is because they disbelieved in 
Allah and His Messenger, and Allah does not guide the defiantly disobedient people(80 


«And do not pray [the funeral prayer, O Muhammad], over any of them who has died - ever - or stand at 
his grave. Indeed, they disbelieved in Allah and His Messenger and died while they were defiantly

Narrated Abdullah bin 'Umar: 

When Abdullah bin Ubai (bin Salul) died, his son came to Allah's Apostle # and said 'O Allah's Apostle, 
give me your shirt so that I may shroud my fathers body in it. And please offer a funeral prayer for him 
and invoke Allah for his forgiveness." The Prophet gave him his shirt and said to him "Inform us when 
you finish (and the funeral procession is ready) call us. When he had finished he told the Prophet “ and

He said: "The Messenger of Allah ® , was smiling 
until I had said too much to him and he said: "Leave me 0 'Umar! Indeed I have been given the choice, so 
I chose. I was told: Whether you ask forgiveness for them, or do not ask for forgiveness for them. Even 
though you ask for their forgiveness seventy times, Allah will not forgive them. ." —If 
I knew that were I to ask more than seventy times that he would be forgiven, then I would do so." He 

said: "Then he performed the Salat for him and walked with him (his funeral procession) and he stood at 
his grave until it was finished. I was amazed at myself and my daring to talk like that to the Messenger of 
Allah # , while Allah and His Messenger know better. But by Allah! It was not long until these two Ayat 
were revealed: 'And never pray for any of them who dies nor stand at his grave... ." 

until the end of the Ayah. He said: "So afterwards the Messenger of Allah “ did not perform the Salat for 
a hypocrite, nor would he stand at his grave until Allah took him." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 

Comments: The Prophet * offered the funeral prayer over 'Abdullah bin Ubayy to show kindness and 
sympathy to his faithful son, which he had personally made a request for. Many of his friends embraced 
Islam by observing the profound manners and mercy of the Messenger of Allah % But in the future, there 
was a risk that the believers would feel uncomfortable because of participating in funeral prayers and in 


burial arrangements of the hypocrites; so thereafter the Prophet # never offered funeral prayer over a 
hypocrite. 


Ibn 'Umar reported that when 'Abdullah b. Ubayy b. Salul died. His son 'Abdullah b. 'Abdullah (b. 
Ubayy) came to Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and begged him that he should 
give him his shirt which he would use as a coffin for his father, he gave him that. He then 
begged that he should conduct funeral prayer for him. Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be 
upon him) had hardly got up to observe the prayer for him that 'Umar stood up and caught hold 
of the garment of Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon him) and said: Allah's Messenger 
=, are you going to conduct prayer for this man, whereas Allah has forbidden you to offer prayer 
for him? Thereupon Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) said: Allah has given me an 
option as He has said:"

When Allah's Apostle ® got up (to offer the prayer) I jumped towards him and said, "O Allah's 
Apostle! Do you offer the prayer for Ibn Ubai although he said so-and-so on such-and-such-a day?" I 
went on mentioning his sayings. Allah's Apostle # smiled and said, "Keep away from me, O 'Umar!" But 
when I spoke too much to him, he said, "I have been given the choice, and I have chosen (this) ; and if I 
knew that if I asked forgiveness for him more than seventy times, he would be forgiven, I would ask it for 
more times than that." So Allah's Apostle & offered the funeral prayer for him and then left, but he did not 
stay long before the two Verses of Surat-Bara'a were revealed, i.e.:--

Narrated Ibn Umar: 

When Abdullah bin Ubai died, his son 'Abdullah bin 'Abdullah came to Allah's Apostle who gave his 
shirt to him and ordered him to shroud his father in it.

But 'Umar stopped him and 
said: 'Hasn't Allah forbidden you to offer the (funeral) prayer for the hypocrites?' He said: 'I have two 
options. Whether you ask forgiveness for them (hypocrites) or ask no forgiveness for them. 
So he offered the (funeral) prayer for him. Then Allah, Most High, revealed: 'And never pra 
(funeral prayer) for any of them (hypocrites) who dies, nor stand at his crave." At-Tawbah 9:84] So he 
stopped offering the (funeral) prayer for them." (Sahih). 
Comments: "He * gave him his shirt": it is said that this shirt, in fact, was in return for that shirt which 
‘Abdullah bin Ubayy had given to the Prophet's # uncle Abbas as a captive of the Battle of Badr.

And I started to list all 
the things that he had said. The Messenger of Allah * smiled and said: 'Leave me alone, O 'Umar.' When I 
spoke too much he said: 'I have been given the choice and J have chosen (to offer the prayer for him). If I 
knew that he could be forgiven by asking Allah's forgiveness more than seventy times, I would have done 
so.' The Messenger of Allah * offered the funeral prayer for him, then left. A short while later, the two 
Verses from Surah Bara’ were revealed: 'And never pray (funeral prayer) for any of them (hypocrites) 
who dies, nor stand at his grave. Certainly they disbelieved in Allah and His Messenger, and died while 
they were rebelious. "| At Tawbah 9:84) [Later I was astonished by my audacity toward the Messenger 
of Allah # on that day. And Allah and His Messenger # know best." (Sahih) 

Comments: 1. "Never pray for any of them who dies": here by the hypocrite is meant the hypocrite in 
belief. That means one who has not come to believe from the depth of his heart or sincerely; he in whose 
heart disbelief resides, and the one who has merely recited the Kalimah (the testimony of faith or 
Tawhid), with a view to deceiving. 

2. "Was astonished": in actuality, this courage was also bestowed upon him by Allah the Almighty and 
the Glorified. Otherwise, 'Umar could not utter a word before the Prophet #,. Several incidents posit this 
fact, and in the display of this courage there was much wisdom. 


«They will make excuses to you when you have returned to them. Say, "Make no excuse - never will we 
believe you. Allah has already informed us of your news. And Allah will observe your deeds, and [so 


will] His Messenger; then you will be taken back to the Knower of the unseen and the witnessed, and He 
will inform you of what you used to do."(94)» 


Narrated Abdullah bin Ka'b: 


I heard Ka'b bin Malik talking about the Verse:-- 'And to the three (He also forgave) who remained 
behind.' (9.118) saying in the last portion of his talk, "(I said), 'As a part (sign) of my repentance, I would 
like to give up all my property in the cause of Allah and His Apostle “,' The Prophet * said to me, 


Narrated Abdullah bin Kab: 


I heard Ka'b bin Malik who was one of the three who were forgiven, saying that he had never remained 
behind Allah's Apostle # in any Ghazwa which he had fought except two Ghazwat Ghazwat-al'Usra 
(Tabuk) and Ghazwat-Badr. He added. "I decided to tell the truth to Allah's Apostle in the forenoon, 
and scarcely did he return from a journey he made, except in the forenoon, he would go first to the 
mosque and offer a two-Rak'at prayer. The Prophet * forbade others to speak to me or to my two 
companions, but he did not prohibit speaking to any of those who had remained behind excepting us. So 
the people avoided speaking to us, and I stayed in that state till I could no longer bear it, and the only 
thing that worried me was that I might die and the Prophet * would not offer the funeral prayer for me, or 
Allah's Apostle might die and I would be left in that social status among the people that nobody would 
speak to me or offer the funeral prayer for me. But Allah revealed His Forgiveness for us to the Prophet # 
in the last third of the night while Allah's Apostle & was with Um Salama. Um Salama sympathized with 
me and helped me in my disaster. Allah's Apostle said, '0 Um Salama! Ka'b has been forgiven!' She 
said, 'Shall I send someone to him to give him the good tidings?' He said, 'If you did so, the people would 
not let you sleep the rest of the night.' So when the Prophet * had offered the Fajr prayer, he announced 
Allah's Forgiveness for us. His face used to look as bright as a piece of the (full) moon whenever he was 
pleased. When Allah revealed His Forgiveness for us, we were the three whose case had been deferred 
while the excuse presented by those who had apologized had been accepted. But when there were 
mentioned those who had told the Prophet lies and remained behind (the battle of Tabuk) and had given 
false excuses, they were described with the worse description one may be described with. Allah said 


«They will swear by Allah to you when you return to them that you would leave them alone. So leave 
them alone; indeed they are evil; and their refuge is Hell as recompense for what they had been

«They swear to you so that you might be satisfied with them. But if you should be satisfied with them - 
indeed, Allah is not satisfied with a defiantly disobedient people(96)» 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin Ka’'b: 

I heard Ka'b bin Malik at the time he remained behind and did not join (the battle of) Tabuk, saying, "By 
Allah, no blessing has Allah bestowed upon me, besides my guidance to Islam, better than that of helping 
me speak the truth to Allah's Apostle # otherwise I would have told the Prophet # a lie and would have 


been ruined like those who had told a lie when the Divine Inspiration was revealed:-- "They will swear by 


Ibn Shihab reported that Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) made an expedition to 
Tabuk and he (the Holy Prophet #) had in his mind (the idea of threatening the) Christians of 
Arabia in Syria and those of Rome. Ibn Shihab (further) reported that 'Abd al-Rahman bin 
‘Abdullah bin Ka'b informed him that Abdullah bin Ka'b who served as the guide of Ka'b bin 
‘Malik as he became blind that he heard Ka'b bin Malik narrate the story of his remaining behind 
Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) from the Battle of Tabuk. Ka'b bin Malik said: | 
never remained behind Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) from any expedition 
which he undertook except the Battle of Tabuk and that of the Battle of Badr. So far as the 
Battle of Badr is concerned, nobody was blamed for remaining behind as Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) and the Muslims (did not set out for attack but for waylaying) the 
caravan of the Quraish, but it was Allah Who made them confront their enemies without their 
intention (to do so). | had the honour to be with Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) 
on the night of 'Aqaba when we pledged our allegiance to Islam and it was more dear to me 
than my participation in the Battle of Badr, although Badr was more popular amongst people as 
compared with that (Tabuk). And this is my story of remaining back from Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) on the occasion of the Battle of Tabuk. Never did | possess means 
enough and (my circumstances) more favourable than at the occasion of this expedition. And, 
by Allah, | had never before this expedition simultaneously in my possession two rides. Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) set out for this expedition in extremely hot season; the 
journey was long and the land (which he and his army had to cover) was waterless and he had 
to confront a large army, so he informed the Muslims about the actual situation (they had to 
face), so that they should adequately equip themselves for this expedition, and he also told 
them the destination where he intended to go. And the Muslims who accompanied Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) at that time were large in numbers but there was no 
proper record of them. Ka’'b (further) said: Few were the persons who wanted to absent 
themselves, and were under the impression that they could easily conceal themselves (and thus 
remain undetected) until revelations from Allah, the Exalted and Glorious (descended in 
connection with them). And Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) set out on an 
expedition when the fruits were ripe and their shadows had been lengthened. | had weakness 
for them and it was during this season that Allah's Messenger @ (may peace be upon him) 
made preparations and the Muslims too along with them. | also set out in the morning so that | 
should make preparations along with them but | came back and did nothing and said to myself: | 
have means enough (to make preparations) as soon as | like. And | went on doing this 
(postponing my preparations) until people were about to depart and it was in the morning that 
Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) set out and the Muslims too along with him, but | 
made no preparations. | went early in the morning and came back, but | made no decision. | 
continued to do so until they (the Muslims) hastened and covered a good deal of distance. | also 
made up my mind to march on and to meet them. Would that | had done that but perhaps it was 
not destined for me. After the departure of Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as | 
went out amongst people, | was shocked to find that | did not find anyone like me but people 
who were labelled as hypocrites or the people whom Allah granted exemption because of their 
incapacity and Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon him) took no notice of me until he had 
reached Tabuk. (One day as he was sitting amongst the people in Tabuk) he said: What has 
happened to Ka'b bin Malik? A person from Banu' Salama said: Allah's Messenger *, the 
(beauty) of his cloak and his appreciation of his sides have allured him and he was thus 
detained. Mua'dh bin Jabal said: Woe be upon that what you contend. Allah's Messenger , by 


Allah, we know nothing about him but good. Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him), 
however, kept quiet. It was during that time that he (the Holy Prophet #) saw a person (dressed 
in all white (garment) shattering the illusion of eye (mirage). Thereupon Allah's Messenger = 
(may peace be upon him) said: May he be Abu Khaithama and, lo, it was Abu Khaithama al- 
Ansari and he was that person who contributed a sa' of dates and was scoffed at by the 
hypocrites. Ka'b bin Malik further said: When this news reached me that Allah's Messenger # 
(may peace be upon him) was on his way back from Tabuk | was greatly perturbed. | thought of 
fabricating false stories and asked myself how | would save myself from his anger on the 
following day. In this connection, | sought the help of every prudent man from amongst the 
members of my family and when it was said to me that Allah's Messenger * (may peace be 
upon him) was about to arrive, all the false ideas banished (from my mind) and | came to the 
conclusion that nothing could save me but the telling of truth, so | decided to speak the truth and 
it was in the morning that Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) arrived (in Medina). 
And it was his habit that as he came back from a journey he first went to the mosque and 
observed two Rak'ahs of nafl prayer (as a mark of gratitude) and then sat amongst people. And 
as he did that, those who had remained behind him began to put forward their excuses and take 
an oath before him and they were more than eighty persons. Allah's Messenger (may peace 
be upon him) accepted their excuses on the very face of them and accepted their allegiance 
and sought forgiveness for them and left their secret (intentions) to Allah, until | presented 
myself to him. | greeted him and he smiled and there was a tinge of anger in that. He (the Holy 
Prophet) then said to me: Come forward. | went forward until | sat in front of him. He said to me: 
What kept you back? Could you not afford to go in for a ride? | said: Allah's Messenger #, by 
Allah, if | were to sit in the presence of anybody else from amongst the worldly people | would 
have definitely saved myself from his anger on one pretext (or the other) and | have also the 
knack to fall into argumentation, but, by Allah, | am fully aware of the fact that if | were to put 
forward before you a false excuse to please you Allah would definitely provoke your wrath upon 
me, and if | speak the truth you may be annoyed with me, but | hope that Allah would make its 
end well and, by Allah, there is no valid excuse for me. By Allah, | never possessed so good 
means, and | never had such favourable conditions for me as | had when | stayed behind you 
(failed to join the expedition). Thereupon, Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) said: 
This man told the truth, so get up until Allah gives a decision in your case. | stood up and some 
people of Banu' Salama followed me in hot haste, and they said to me: By Allah, we do not 
Know about you that you committed a sin prior to this. You, however, showed inability to put 
forward an excuse before Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) as those who stayed 
behind him have put forward excuses. It would have been enough for the forgiveness of your sin 
that Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) would have sought forgiveness for you. By 
Allah, they continued to incite me until | thought of going back to Allah's Messenger @ (may 
peace be upon him) and contradict myself. Then | said to them: Has anyone else also met the 
same fate? They said: Yes, two persons have met the same fate as has fallen to you and they 
have made the sane statement as you have made, and the same verdict has been delivered in 
their case as it has been delivered in your case. | said: Who are they? They said: Murara b. ar- 
Rabi'a ‘Amiri and Hilal b. Umayya al-Wagqafi. They made a mention of these two pious persons 
to me who had participated in the Battle of Badr and there was an example for me in them. | 
went away when they named these two persons. Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon 
him) forbade the Muslims to talk with three of us from amongst those (persons) who had stayed 
behind him. The people began to avoid us and their attitude towards us underwent a change 
and it seemed as if the whole atmosphere had turned (hostile) against us and it was in fact the 
same atmosphere ot which | was fully aware and in which | had lived (for a fairly long time). We 
spent fifty nights in this very state and my two friends confined themselves within their houses 
and spent (most of the) time in weeping, but as | was young and strong amongst them | got (out 
of my house), participated in congregational prayers, moved about in the bazar; but none spoke 


to me. | came to Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) as he sat amongst (people) 
after the prayer, greeted him and asked myself whether his lips stirred in response to my 
greetings (or not). Then | observed prayer beside him and looked at him with stealing glances 
and when | attended to my prayer, he looked at me and when | cast a glance at him he turned 
away his eyes from me. And when the harsh treatment of the Muslims towards me extended to 
a (considerable) length of time, | walked until | climbed upon the wall of the garden of Abu 
Qatada, and he was my cousin, and | had the greatest love for him. | greeted him but, by Allah, 
he did not respond to my greetings. | said to him: Abu Qatada, | adjure you by Allah, aren’t you 
well aware of the fact that | love Allah and His Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) the most. 
He kept quiet. | again repeated saying: | adjure you by Allah. aren’t you well aware of the fact 
that | love Allah and His Messenger (may peace be upon him) the most. He kept quiet. | again 
adjured him, whereupon he said: Allah and the Messenger * (may peace be upon him) are best 
aware of it. My eyes began to shed tears and | came back climbing down from the wall and as | 
was walking in the bazar of Medina a Nabatean from amongst the Nabateans of Syria, who had 
come to sell food grains in Medina, asked people to direct him to Ka'b bin Malik. People gave 
him the indication by pointing towards me. He came to me and delivered to me a letter of the 
King of Ghassan and as | was a scribe | read that letter and it was written like this:" Coming to 
my point, it has been conveyed to us that your friend (the Holy Prophet #) is subjecting you to 
cruelty and Allah has not created you for a place where you are to be degraded and where you 
cannot find your right place, so you come to us that we should accord you honour. As | read that 
letter | said: This is also a calamity, so | burnt it in the oven. When out of the fifty days, forty 
days had passed and Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) received no revelation, 
there came the messenger of Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) to me and said: 
Verily, Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) has commanded you to remain separate 
from your wife. | said: Should | divorce her or what (else) should | do? He said: No, but only 
remain separate from her and don't have sexual contact with her. The same message was sent 
to my companions. So | said to my wife: You better go to your parents and stay there with them 
until Allah gives the decision in my case. The wife of Hilal bin Umayya came to Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and said: Allah's Messenger *, Hilal bint Umayya is a 
senile person, he has no servant. Do you disapprove of my serving him? He said: No, but don't 
go near him. She said: By Allah, he has no such instinct in him. By Allah, he spends his time in 
weeping from that day to this day. Some of the members of my family said to me: Were you to 
seek permission from Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) in regard to your wife as 
he has granted permission to the wife of Hilal bin Umayya to serve him. | said: | would not seek 
permission from Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him), for | cannot say what Allah's 
Apostle “ may say in response to seeking my permission. Moreover, | am a young man. It was 
in this state that | spent ten more nights and thus fifty nights had passed that (people) had 
observed boycott with us. It was on the morning of the fiftieth night that | observed my dawn 
prayer and was sitting on one of the roofs of our houses. And | was in fact sitting in that very 
state which Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, has described about us in these words:" Life had 
become hard for myself and the earth had compressed despite its vastness,” that | heard the 
noise of an announcer from the peak of the hill of Sal’ saying at the top of his voice: Ka'b bin 
Malik, there is glad tidings for you. | fell down in prostration and came to realise that there was 
(a message of) relief for me. Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) had informed the 
people of the acceptance of our repentance by Allah as he offered the dawn prayer. So the 
people went on to give us glad tidings and some of them went to my friends in order to give 
them the glad tidings and a person galloped his horse and came from the tribe of Aslam and his 
horse reached me more quickly than his voice. And when he came to me whose sound | heard, 
he gave me the glad tidings. | took off my clothes and clothed him with them because of his 
bringing good news to me and, by Allah, | possessed nothing else (in the form of clothes) than 
these two on that occasion, and | asked one to lend me two clothes and dressed myself in them. 


| came to Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and on my way | met groups of people 
who greeted me because of (the acceptance of) repentance and they said: Here is a greeting 
for you for your repentance being accepted by Allah. (| moved on) until | came to the mosque 
and Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) had been sitting there amongst persons. So 
Talha b. 'Ubaidullah got up and rushed towards me and he shook hands with me and greeted 
me and, by Allah, no person stood up (to greet me) from amongst the emigrants except he. Ka'b 
said that he never forgot (this good gesture of) Talha. Ka'b further said: | greeted Allah's 
Messenger (may peace be upon him) with Assalam-o-'Alaikam and his face was glistening 
because of delight, and he said: Let there be glad tidings and blessings for you, the like of which 
(you have neither found nor you will find, as you find today) since your mother gave your birth. | 
said: Allah's Messenger ®. is this acceptance of repentance from you or from Allah? He said: 
No, (it is not from me), it is from Allah, and it was common with Allah's Messenger @ (may 
Allah’s peace be upon him) that as he was happy his face brightened up and it looked like a 
part of the moon and it was from this that we recognised it (his delight). As | sat before him, | 
said: Allah's Messenger “, am | allowed to give in charity my wealth for Allah's sake and for the 
sake of His Messenger (may peace be upon him)? Thereupon Allah's Messenger “ (may peace 
be upon him) said: Keep some property with you as it is better for you. | said: | shall keep with 
me that part (of my property) which fell to my lot (on the occasion of the expedition of) Khaibar. | 
said: Allah's Messenger %, verily, Allah has granted me salvation because of truth and, 
therefore, (I think) that repentance implies that | should not speak anything but truth as long as | 
live. He said: By Allah, | do not know whether anyone amongst the Muslims was put to more 
severe trial than | by Allah because of telling the truth. And since | made a mention of this to 
Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) up to this day | have not told any lie and, by 
Allah, | have decided not to tell a lie and | hope that Allah would save me (from trials) for the rest 
life and Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, revealed these verses:" 


And this revelation reached up to the (words):" 

. Ka'b said: By Allah, 
since Allah directed me to Islam there has been no blessing more significant for me than this 
truth of mine which | spoke to Allah's Messenger @ (may peace be upon him) and if | were to tell 
a lie | would have been ruined as were ruined those who told lies, for in regard to those who told 
lies Allah used harshest words used for anyone as He descended revelation (and the words of 


said that the matter of us three persons was deferred as compared with those who took an oath 
in the presence of Allahs Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and he accepted their 
allegiance and sought forgiveness for them and Allah did not give any decision in regard to us. It 
was Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, Who gave decisions in our case, three who remained 
behind. (The words of the Qur'an)" the three who were left behind" do not mean that we 
remained back from Jihad but these imply that He kept our matter behind them who took oath 
and presented excuse before Him. This hadith has been narrated on the authority of Zuhri with 
the same chain of transmitters. 


«Do they not know that it is Allah who accepts repentance from His servants and receives 
charities and that it is Allah who is the ie of repentance, the Merciful?(104)» 


662. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah % said: "Indeed Allah accepts charity, and He 
accepts it with His Right (Hand) to nurture it for one of you, just like one of you would nurture his foal, 
until the bite (of food) becomes as large as Uhud." The Book of Allah, the Mighty and Sublime testifies to 
that: 'He accepts repentance from His worshippers, and accepts charity.’ 

And: 'Allah will destroy Riba and will give increase for charity.’ 

(Abu 'Eisa) said: This Hadith is (Hasan) Sahih. It has been reported from 'Aishah from the Prophet @ 
similarly. More than one of the people of knowledge have spoken about this Hadith, and the narrations 
that resemble it about the Attributes and the Descent of the Lord, Blessed and Most High, every night to 
the lowest Heaven. They said: "The narrations about these are affirmed and should be believed in without 
misinterpreting them nor saying 'how'." It has been reported like this from Malik (bin Anas), Suf'an bin 
"Uyainah, 'Abdullah bin Al-Mubarak; they would say about these Ahadith: They are conveyed without 
saying how. This is the view of the people of knowledge among AA/ As-Sunnah wal-Jama ‘ah. As for the 
Jahmiyyah, they reject these narrations and they say that this is Tashbih{Anthropomorphism, resembling 
Allah to creatures] And in other places in His Book, Allah, Blessed and Most High is He, has mentioned 
the Hand, the Hearing, the Seeing, so the Jahmiyyah misinterpret these Ayat and give them interpretations 
other than the interpretations of the people of knowledge. They say that Allah did not create Adam with 
His Hand, and they say the meaning of Hand is merely power. Isaq bin Ibrahim said: At-Tashbih is only 
when one says 'Hand; like a hand or similar to a hand' or 'Hearing; like hearing or similar to hearing.’ So 
when one says 'Hearing; like hearing or similar to hearing! then this is the Tashbih. As for when one says 
as Allah (Most High) said, Hand, Hearing, Seeing, and he does not say ‘how' nor say ‘similar to hearing' 
nor ‘like hearing' then this is not Tashbih. It is merely as Allah, Blessed and Most High is He said:'There 
is nothing like Him, and He is the All-Hearing, the All-Seeing.' 

Comments: As the reality and condition of Allah's Self is beyond our imagination, thinking, intellect and 
wisdom likewise the reality, condition and position of His Attributes is beyond our imagination, thinking, 
intellect, understanding and wisdom. Therefore to deny the Attributes, to misinterpret, to distort, to refuse, 
to explain resemblance and condition is just to lose the right path. 


«Do not stand [for prayer] within it - ever. A mosque founded on righteousness from the first day is more 
worthy for you to stand in. Within it are men who love to purify themselves; and Allah loves those who 
purify themselves(108)» 


698. It was narrated from Ibn Abi Sa'eed Al-Khudri that his father said: "Two men argued about the 
Masjid which was founded on piety from the first day.[ A+ Tnwbah 9:108] One man said that it was the 
Masjid of Quba,aand the other said that it was the Masjid of the Messenger of Allah ® .The Messenger of 
Allah ® said: 'It is this Masjd of mine." (Sahih) 


(14). 3099. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri said: "Two men disagreed over the Masjid whose foundation was laid 
upon 7aqwa from the first day. "[ At-Tawbah 9:108] A man said: 'It is Masjid Quba' and the other 


said: 'It is the Masjid of the Messenger of Allah So the Messenger of Allah * said: 'It is this Masjid of 
mine." (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih [Gharib as a narration of 'Imran bin Abi Anas]. This Hadith 
has been reported from Abu Sa'eed through routes other than this, and Unais bin Abi Yahya reported it 
from his father from Abu Sa'eed [may Allah be pleased with him. 


(15). 3100. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Prophet said: "This Ayah was revealed about the people of 

Quba': In it are men who love to purify themselves. And Allah loves those who make themselves pure. .." 
He said: "They used water to perform Istinja'so this Ayah was revealed about 

them." (Hasan) 

[AbU 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Gharib from this route. [He said:] There are narrations on this topic from 

Abu Ayyub, Anas bin Malik and Muhmmad bin 'Abdullah bin Salam. 


Narrated AbuHurayrah: 

The Prophet “ (peace _be_ upon him) said: The following verse was revealed in connection with the 
people of Quba': He (AbuHurayrah) said: They used to 
cleanse themselves with water after easing. So the verse was revealed in connection with them. 


323. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri narrated: "A man from Banu Khudrah and a man from 
Banu 'Amr bin 'Awf were disputing about the Masjid that was founded upon Taqwa 
[Mentioned in ] The man from Banu Khudrah said: 'It is the Masjid 
of Allah's Messenger *.' The other one said that it was Masjid Quba’'. So they went 
to ask Allah's Messenger # about that. He * said: 'It is this' - meaning his Masjid - ' 
and in that one (Masjid Quba') there is much good." (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. [He said: ] Abu Bakr narrated to us, from 
‘Ali bin ‘Abdullah who said: "I asked Yahya bin Sa'eed about Muhammad bin Abi 
Yaya Al-Aslami. He said: He is tolerable his brother Unais bin Abi Yaya, (a narrator 
in the chain of this Hadith) is more reliable than he is." 

Comments: - 

It looked from the argument and differences of both Companions that the true 
interpretation of the mosque built on the basis of Allah's fear is only Masjid Quba’', 
not the mosque of Prophet # ; but he #, answered very wisely that although the 
Qur'anic Verse [Siirat At-Tawbah 9:108] was revealed about the Mosque Quba, yet it 
doubtlessly includes the Mosque of the Prophet # .

«It is not for the Prophet and those who have believed to ask forgiveness for the

(16). 3101. 'All narrated: "I heard a man seeking forgiveness for his parents who were idolaters, so I said 
to him: "You seek forgiveness for your parents while they are idolaters?' He said: 'Did Ibrahim not seek 
forgiveness for his father, and he was an idolater? So I mentioned that to the Prophet * and (the 
following) was revealed: It is not for the Prophet nor those who believe, that they should seek forgiveness 
for the idolaters ." 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan. [He said:] There is something on this topic from Sa eed bin Al 
Musayyab from his father. 


Narrated Said bin Al-Musaiyab from his father: 

When the time of the death of Abu Talib approached, Allah's Apostel went to him and found Abu Jahl 
bin Hisham and ‘Abdullah bin Abi Umaiya bin Al-Mughira by his side. Allah's Apostle = said to Abu 
Talib, "O uncle! Say: None has the right to be worshipped but Allah, a sentence with which I shall be a 
witness (i.e. argue) for you before Allah. Abu Jahl and 'Abdullah bin Abi Umaiya said, "O Abu Talib! 
Are you going to denounce the religion of Abdul Muttalib?" Allah's Apostle kept on inviting Abu Talib 
to say it (1.e. 'None has the right to be worshipped but Allah’) while they (Abu Jahl and Abdullah) kept on 
repeating their statement till Abu Talib said as his last statement that he was on the religion of Abdul 
Muttalib and refused to say, ‘None has the right to be worshipped but Allah.' (Then Allah's Apostle # 
said, "I will keep on asking Allah's forgiveness for you unless I am forbidden (by Allah) to do so." So 
Allah revealed (the verse) concerning him (i.e. 


Narrated Al-Musaiyab: 
When Abu Talib was in his death bed, the Prophet went to him while Abu Jahl was sitting beside him. 
The Prophet * said, "O my uncle! Say: None has the right to be worshipped except Allah, an expression I 
will defend your case with, before Allah." Abu Jahl and 'Abdullah bin Umaya said, "O Abu Talib! Will 
you leave the religion of 'Abdul Muttalib?" So they kept on saying this to him so that the last statement he 
said to them (before he died) was: "I am on the religion of 'Abdul Muttalib." Then the Prophet * said, " I 
will keep on asking for Allah's Forgiveness for you unless I am forbidden to do so." Then the followin 
Verse was revealed:--

Sahih Muslim Book 001 — The Book of Faith (Kitab Al-Iman), Number 0032: 
It is narrated on the authority of Jabir that the Messenger of Allah ## said: | have been 
commanded that | should fight against people till they declare that there is no god but Allah, and 
when they profess it that there is no god but Allah, their blood and riches are guaranteed 
protection on my behalf except where it is justified by law, and their affairs rest with Allah, and 


then he (the Holy Prophet #2) recited (this verse of the Holy Qur'an):" Thou art not over them a 
It is reported by Sa’id bin. Musayyib who narrated it on the authority of his 


father (Musayyib bin Hazm) that when Abu Talib was about to die, the Messenger of Allah #4 
(may peace be upon him) came to him and found with him Abu Jahl (‘Amr b. Hisham) and 
‘Abdullah b. Abi Umayya ibn al-Mughirah. The Messenger of Allah 2 (May peace be upon him) 
said: My uncle, you just make a profession that there is no god but Allah, and | will bear 
testimony before Allah (of your being a believer), Abu Jahl and ‘Abdullah b. Abi Umayya 
addressing him said: Abu Talib, would you abandon the religion of 'Abdul-Muttalib? The 
Messenger of Allah 2 (May peace be upon him) constantly requested him (to accept his offer), 


and (on the other hand) was repeated the same statement (of Abu Jahl and ‘Abdullah b. Abi 

Umayya) till Abu Talib gave his final decision and be stuck to the religion of 'Abdul-Muttalib and 
refused to profess that there is no god but Allah. Upon this the Messenger of Allah #4 
remarked: By Allah, | will persistently beg pardon for you till | am forbidden to do so (by God), It 
was then that Allah, the Magnificent and the Glorious, revealed this verse: 


And it was said to the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him):

Narrated Al-Musaiyab: 

When Abu Talib's death approached, the Prophet went to him while Abu Jahl and 'Abdullah bin Abi 
Umaiya were present with him. The Prophet “ said, "O uncle, say: None has the right to be worshipped 
except Allah, so that I may argue for your case with it before Allah." On that, Abu Jahl and 'Abdullah bin 
Abu Umaiya said, "O Abu Talib! Do you want to renounce 'Abdul Muttalib's religion?" Then the Prophet 
= said, "I will keep on asking (Allah for) forgiveness for you unless I am forbidden to do so." Then there 


was revealed:-- 


«It is not for the Prophet and those who have believed to ask forgiveness for the polytheists, even if they 
were relatives, after it has become clear to them that they are companions of Hellfire(1 13)» 


«And the request of forgiveness of Abraham for his father was only because of a promise he had made to 
him. But when it became apparent to Abraham that his father was an enemy to Allah, he disassociated 
himself from him. Indeed was Abraham compassionate and patient(114)» 


2037. It was narrated from Sa'eed bin Al-Musayyab that his father said: "When Abu Talib was dying, 

the Prophet # came to him and found Abu Jahl and ‘Abdullah bin Abu Umayyah with him. He said: 

‘O uncle, say La ilaha illallah (there is none worthy of worship except Allah), a word with 
which I will defend you before Allah.' Abu Jahl and 'Abdullah bin Abi Umayyah said: '0 Abu Talib, are 
you turning away from the religion of 'Abdul-Muttalib?’ They kept on saying to him until the last thing 
that he said was: 'The religion of 'Abdul-Muttalib.' Then the Prophet ® said: 'I will keep on asking for 
Allah's forgiveness for you unless I am forbidden to do so.' Then the following was revealed: It is not 
(proper) for the Prophet and those who believe to ask Allah's forgiveness for the idolators... ............ 0.5 
{At Tanbah 9115] 0 the following was revealed: Verily, you (0 Muhammad) guide not whom you 
like (Sahih) 

Comments: It is proven that Abu Talib did not accept Islam, and he died upon disbelief. It is altogether a 
different thing that Allah, Most High, will grant him some alleviation in his punishment, because of the 
Messenger of Allah £4 And his punishment shall be the lightest of all. 

2038. It was narrated that 'Ali said: "I heard a man praying for forgiveness for his parents who were 
idolators, and I said: 'Are you praying for forgiveness for them , even though they are idolators? He said: 
‘Didn't Ibrahim pray for forgiveness for his father? I went to the Prophet #4 and told him about that, then 


the following was revealed : And Ibrahim's (Abraham) invoking (of Allah) for his father's forgiveness 
was only because of a promise he (Ibrahim) had made to him (his father)."..[ At-Tawbah 9:114] (Daif) 


«Allah has already forgiven the Prophet and the Muhajireen and the Ansar who followed him in the hour 
of difficulty after the hearts of a party of them had almost inclined [to doubt], and then He forgave them. 
Indeed, He was to them Kind and Merciful(117)» 


3699. Abu 'Abdur-Rahman As-Sulami said: "When 'Uthman was besieged, he looked out over them from 
atop his house and said: 'I remind you by Allah. Do you know that when (mount) Hira' shook, the 
Messenger of Allah ® said: "Be firm 0 Hira'! For there is none upon you except a Prophet, a Siddiq, and a 
martyr?" They said: 'Yes.' He said: 'I remind you by Allah.! Do you know that the Messenger of Allah 
said, about the army of distress (Al- 'Usrah) [Referring to the Battle of Tabiik. See 

9:117]"Who will spend something which shall be accepted (by Allah)?" And the people were struggling 
during difficult times, so I prepared that army?' They said: 'Yes.' Then he said: 'I remind you by Allah. Do 
you know that no one drank from the well of Rumah but have to pay for it, then I bought it and made it 
for the rich, the poor, and the wayfarer?' They said: '0 Allah! Yes!" And he listed other things. This 
Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib from this route; as a narration of Abu 'Abdur-Rahman As-Sulami from 
"Uthman. (Sahih) 

Comments: 

The owner of the well of Rumah was a Jew and he sold the water of the well. 'Uthman bought this well 
from him for twenty thousand Dinar. He spent more money to rennovate and widen it, and reserved it for 
public use. He also donated money for the expansion of 41-Masjid An-Nabawi.

Narrated Abdullah bin Ka'b: 
I heard Ka'b bin Malik talking about the Verse:-- 'And to the three (He also forgave) who remained 

behind.' (9.118) saying in the last portion of his talk, "(I said), 'As a part (sign) of my repentance, I would 
like to give up all my property in the cause of Allah and His Apostle %,' The Prophet * said to me, 


Narrated Abdullah bin Kab: 


I heard Ka'b bin Malik who was one of the three who were forgiven, saying that he had never remained 
behind Allah's Apostle “ in any Ghazwa which he had fought except two Ghazwat Ghazwat-al'Usra 
(Tabuk) and Ghazwat-Badr. He added. "I decided to tell the truth to Allah's Apostle in the forenoon, 
and scarcely did he return from a journey he made, except in the forenoon, he would go first to the 


mosque and offer a two-Rak'at prayer. The Prophet # forbade others to speak to me or to my two 
companions, but he did not prohibit speaking to any of those who had remained behind excepting us. So 
the people avoided speaking to us, and I stayed in that state till I could no longer bear it, and the only 
thing that worried me was that I might die and the Prophet * would not offer the funeral prayer for me, or 
Allah's Apostle might die and I would be left in that social status among the people that nobody would 
speak to me or offer the funeral prayer for me. But Allah revealed His Forgiveness for us to the Prophet # 
in the last third of the night while Allah's Apostle & was with Um Salama. Um Salama sympathized with 
me and helped me in my disaster. Allah's Apostle said, '0 Um Salama! Ka'b has been forgiven!' She 
said, 'Shall I send someone to him to give him the good tidings?' He said, 'If you did so, the people would 
not let you sleep the rest of the night.' So when the Prophet * had offered the Fajr prayer, he announced 
Allah's Forgiveness for us. His face used to look as bright as a piece of the (full) moon whenever he was 
pleased. When Allah revealed His Forgiveness for us, we were the three whose case had been deferred 
while the excuse presented by those who had apologized had been accepted. But when there were 
mentioned those who had told the Prophet lies and remained behind (the battle of Tabuk) and had given 
false excuses, they were described with the worse description one may be described with. Allah said 
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«Allah has already forgiven the Prophet and the Muhajireen and the Ansar who followed him in the hour 
of difficulty after the hearts of a party of them had almost inclined [to doubt], and then He forgave them. 
Indeed, He was to them Kind and Merciful(117)» 


«And [He also forgave] the three who were left behind [and regretted their error] to the point that the 
earth closed in on them in spite of its vastness and their souls confined them and they were certain that 
there is no refuge from Allah except in Him. Then He turned to them so they could repent. Indeed, Allah 

is the Accepting of repentance, the Merciful(118)» 


«O you who have believed, fear Allah and be with those who are true(119)» [At-Tauba: 117-119] 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin Kab: 

I heard Ka'b bin Malik talking about the story of the battle of Tabuk when he remained behind, "By 
Allah, I do not know anyone whom Allah has helped for telling the truth more than me since I mentioned 
that truth to Allah's Apostle * till today, I have never intended to tell a lie. And Allah revealed to His 


Apostle #: 
(See Hadith No. 702 Vol 5). 


Ibn Shihab reported that Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) made an expedition to 
Tabuk and he (the Holy Prophet #) had in his mind (the idea of threatening the) Christians of 
Arabia in Syria and those of Rome. Ibn Shihab (further) reported that 'Abd al-Rahman bin 


‘Abdullah bin Ka'b informed him that Abdullah bin Ka'b who served as the guide of Ka'b bin 
‘Malik as he became blind that he heard Ka’'b bin Malik narrate the story of his remaining behind 
Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) from the Battle of Tabuk. Ka'b bin Malik said: | 
never remained behind Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon him) from any expedition 
which he undertook except the Battle of Tabuk and that of the Battle of Badr. So far as the 
Battle of Badr is concerned, nobody was blamed for remaining behind as Allah's Messenger = 
(may peace be upon him) and the Muslims (did not set out for attack but for waylaying) the 
caravan of the Quraish, but it was Allah Who made them confront their enemies without their 
intention (to do so). | had the honour to be with Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) 
on the night of ‘Aqaba when we pledged our allegiance to Islam and it was more dear to me 
than my participation in the Battle of Badr, although Badr was more popular amongst people as 
compared with that (Tabuk). And this is my story of remaining back from Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) on the occasion of the Battle of Tabuk. Never did | possess means 
enough and (my circumstances) more favourable than at the occasion of this expedition. And, 
by Allah, | had never before this expedition simultaneously in my possession two rides. Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) set out for this expedition in extremely hot season; the 
journey was long and the land (which he and his army had to cover) was waterless and he had 
to confront a large army, so he informed the Muslims about the actual situation (they had to 
face), so that they should adequately equip themselves for this expedition, and he also told 
them the destination where he intended to go. And the Muslims who accompanied Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) at that time were large in numbers but there was no 
proper record of them. Ka’'b (further) said: Few were the persons who wanted to absent 
themselves, and were under the impression that they could easily conceal themselves (and thus 
remain undetected) until revelations from Allah, the Exalted and Glorious (descended in 
connection with them). And Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) set out on an 
expedition when the fruits were ripe and their shadows had been lengthened. | had weakness 
for them and it was during this season that Allah's Messenger @ (may peace be upon him) 
made preparations and the Muslims too along with them. | also set out in the morning so that | 
should make preparations along with them but | came back and did nothing and said to myself: | 
have means enough (to make preparations) as soon as | like. And | went on doing this 
(postponing my preparations) until people were about to depart and it was in the morning that 
Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) set out and the Muslims too along with him, but | 
made no preparations. | went early in the morning and came back, but | made no decision. | 
continued to do so until they (the Muslims) hastened and covered a good deal of distance. | also 
made up my mind to march on and to meet them. Would that | had done that but perhaps it was 
not destined for me. After the departure of Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as | 
went out amongst people, | was shocked to find that | did not find anyone like me but people 
who were labelled as hypocrites or the people whom Allah granted exemption because of their 
incapacity and Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) took no notice of me until he had 
reached Tabuk. (One day as he was sitting amongst the people in Tabuk) he said: What has 
happened to Ka'b bin Malik? A person from Banu' Salama said: Allah's Messenger #, the 
(beauty) of his cloak and his appreciation of his sides have allured him and he was thus 
detained. Mua'dh bin Jabal said: Woe be upon that what you contend. Allah's Messenger ™, by 
Allah, we know nothing about him but good. Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him), 
however, kept quiet. It was during that time that he (the Holy Prophet “) saw a person (dressed 
in all white (garment) shattering the illusion of eye (mirage). Thereupon Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) said: May he be Abu Khaithama and, lo, it was Abu Khaithama al- 
Ansari and he was that person who contributed a sa' of dates and was scoffed at by the 
hypocrites. Ka'b bin Malik further said: When this news reached me that Allah's Messenger # 
(may peace be upon him) was on his way back from Tabuk | was greatly perturbed. | thought of 
fabricating false stories and asked myself how | would save myself from his anger on the 


following day. In this connection, | sought the help of every prudent man from amongst the 
members of my family and when it was said to me that Allah's Messenger (may peace be 
upon him) was about to arrive, all the false ideas banished (from my mind) and | came to the 
conclusion that nothing could save me but the telling of truth, so | decided to speak the truth and 
it was in the morning that Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) arrived (in Medina). 
And it was his habit that as he came back from a journey he first went to the mosque and 
observed two Rak'ahs of nafl prayer (as a mark of gratitude) and then sat amongst people. And 
as he did that, those who had remained behind him began to put forward their excuses and take 
an oath before him and they were more than eighty persons. Allah's Messenger (may peace 
be upon him) accepted their excuses on the very face of them and accepted their allegiance 
and sought forgiveness for them and left their secret (intentions) to Allah, until | presented 
myself to him. | greeted him and he smiled and there was a tinge of anger in that. He (the Holy 
Prophet) then said to me: Come forward. | went forward until | sat in front of him. He said to me: 
What kept you back? Could you not afford to go in for a ride? | said: Allah's Messenger *, by 
Allah, if | were to sit in the presence of anybody else from amongst the worldly people | would 
have definitely saved myself from his anger on one pretext (or the other) and | have also the 
knack to fall into argumentation, but, by Allah, | am fully aware of the fact that if | were to put 
forward before you a false excuse to please you Allah would definitely provoke your wrath upon 
me, and if | speak the truth you may be annoyed with me, but | hope that Allah would make its 
end well and, by Allah, there is no valid excuse for me. By Allah, | never possessed so good 
means, and | never had such favourable conditions for me as | had when | stayed behind you 
(failed to join the expedition). Thereupon, Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) said: 
This man told the truth, so get up until Allah gives a decision in your case. | stood up and some 
people of Banu' Salama followed me in hot haste, and they said to me: By Allah, we do not 
know about you that you committed a sin prior to this. You, however, showed inability to put 
forward an excuse before Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) as those who stayed 
behind him have put forward excuses. It would have been enough for the forgiveness of your sin 
that Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) would have sought forgiveness for you. By 
Allah, they continued to incite me until | thought of going back to Allah's Messenger @ (may 
peace be upon him) and contradict myself. Then | said to them: Has anyone else also met the 
same fate? They said: Yes, two persons have met the same fate as has fallen to you and they 
have made the sane statement as you have made, and the same verdict has been delivered in 
their case as it has been delivered in your case. | said: Who are they? They said: Murara b. ar- 
Rabi'a ‘Amiri and Hilal b. Umayya al-Wagafi. They made a mention of these two pious persons 
to me who had participated in the Battle of Badr and there was an example for me in them. | 
went away when they named these two persons. Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon 
him) forbade the Muslims to talk with three of us from amongst those (persons) who had stayed 
behind him. The people began to avoid us and their attitude towards us underwent a change 
and it seemed as if the whole atmosphere had turned (hostile) against us and it was in fact the 
same atmosphere ot which | was fully aware and in which | had lived (for a fairly long time). We 
spent fifty nights in this very state and my two friends confined themselves within their houses 
and spent (most of the) time in weeping, but as | was young and strong amongst them | got (out 
of my house), participated in congregational prayers, moved about in the bazar; but none spoke 
to me. | came to Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) as he sat amongst (people) 
after the prayer, greeted him and asked myself whether his lips stirred in response to my 
greetings (or not). Then | observed prayer beside him and looked at him with stealing glances 
and when | attended to my prayer, he looked at me and when | cast a glance at him he turned 
away his eyes from me. And when the harsh treatment of the Muslims towards me extended to 
a (considerable) length of time, | walked until | climbed upon the wall of the garden of Abu 
Qatada, and he was my cousin, and | had the greatest love for him. | greeted him but, by Allah, 
he did not respond to my greetings. | said to him: Abu Qatada, | adjure you by Allah, aren’t you 


well aware of the fact that | love Allah and His Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) the most. 
He kept quiet. | again repeated saying: | adjure you by Allah. aren’t you well aware of the fact 
that | love Allah and His Messenger (may peace be upon him) the most. He kept quiet. | again 
adjured him, whereupon he said: Allah and the Messenger # (may peace be upon him) are best 
aware of it. My eyes began to shed tears and | came back climbing down from the wall and as | 
was walking in the bazar of Medina a Nabatean from amongst the Nabateans of Syria, who had 
come to sell food grains in Medina, asked people to direct him to Ka'b bin Malik. People gave 
him the indication by pointing towards me. He came to me and delivered to me a letter of the 
King of Ghassan and as | was a scribe | read that letter and it was written like this:" Coming to 
my point, it has been conveyed to us that your friend (the Holy Prophet #) is subjecting you to 
cruelty and Allah has not created you for a place where you are to be degraded and where you 
cannot find your right place, so you come to us that we should accord you honour. As | read that 
letter | said: This is also a calamity, so | burnt it in the oven. When out of the fifty days, forty 
days had passed and Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) received no revelation, 
there came the messenger of Allah's Messenger = (may peace be upon him) to me and said: 
Verily, Allah's Messenger @ (may peace be upon him) has commanded you to remain separate 
from your wife. | said: Should | divorce her or what (else) should | do? He said: No, but only 
remain separate from her and don't have sexual contact with her. The same message was sent 
to my companions. So | said to my wife: You better go to your parents and stay there with them 
until Allah gives the decision in my case. The wife of Hilal bin Umayya came to Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) and said: Allah's Messenger “, Hilal bint Umayya is a 
senile person, he has no servant. Do you disapprove of my serving him? He said: No, but don't 
go near him. She said: By Allah, he has no such instinct in him. By Allah, he spends his time in 
weeping from that day to this day. Some of the members of my family said to me: Were you to 
seek permission from Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) in regard to your wife as 
he has granted permission to the wife of Hilal bin Umayya to serve him. | said: | would not seek 
permission from Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him), for | cannot say what Allah's 
Apostle “ may say in response to seeking my permission. Moreover, | am a young man. It was 
in this state that | spent ten more nights and thus fifty nights had passed that (people) had 
observed boycott with us. It was on the morning of the fiftieth night that | observed my dawn 
prayer and was sitting on one of the roofs of our houses. And | was in fact sitting in that very 
state which Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, has described about us in these words:" Life had 
become hard for myself and the earth had compressed despite its vastness," that | heard the 
noise of an announcer from the peak of the hill of Sal’ saying at the top of his voice: Ka'b bin 
Malik, there is glad tidings for you. | fell down in prostration and came to realise that there was 
(a message of) relief for me. Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) had informed the 
people of the acceptance of our repentance by Allah as he offered the dawn prayer. So the 
people went on to give us glad tidings and some of them went to my friends in order to give 
them the glad tidings and a person galloped his horse and came from the tribe of Aslam and his 
horse reached me more quickly than his voice. And when he came to me whose sound | heard, 
he gave me the glad tidings. | took off my clothes and clothed him with them because of his 
bringing good news to me and, by Allah, | possessed nothing else (in the form of clothes) than 
these two on that occasion, and | asked one to lend me two clothes and dressed myself in them. 
| came to Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) and on my way | met groups of people 
who greeted me because of (the acceptance of) repentance and they said: Here is a greeting 
for you for your repentance being accepted by Allah. (I moved on) until | came to the mosque 
and Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) had been sitting there amongst persons. So 
Talha b. 'Ubaidullah got up and rushed towards me and he shook hands with me and greeted 
me and, by Allah, no person stood up (to greet me) from amongst the emigrants except he. Ka'b 
said that he never forgot (this good gesture of) Talha. Ka'b further said: | greeted Allah's 
Messenger (may peace be upon him) with Assalam-o-'Alaikam and his face was glistening 


because of delight, and he said: Let there be glad tidings and blessings for you, the like of which 
(you have neither found nor you will find, as you find today) since your mother gave your birth. | 
said: Allah's Messenger *. is this acceptance of repentance from you or from Allah? He said: 
No, (it is not from ma), it is from Allah, and it was common with Allah's Messenger @ (may 
Allah’s peace be upon him) that as he was happy his face brightened up and it looked like a 
part of the moon and it was from this that we recognised it (his delight). As | sat before him, | 
said: Allah's Messenger “, am | allowed to give in charity my wealth for Allah's sake and for the 
sake of His Messenger (may peace be upon him)? Thereupon Allah's Messenger “ (may peace 
be upon him) said: Keep some property with you as it is better for you. | said: | shall keep with 
me that part (of my property) which fell to my lot (on the occasion of the expedition of) Khaibar. | 
said: Allah's Messenger *, verily, Allah has granted me salvation because of truth and, 
therefore, (I think) that repentance implies that | should not speak anything but truth as long as | 
live. He said: By Allah, | do not know whether anyone amongst the Muslims was put to more 
severe trial than | by Allah because of telling the truth. And since | made a mention of this to 
Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) up to this day | have not told any lie and, by 
Allah, | have decided not to tell a lie and | hope that Allah would save me (from trials) for the rest 
life and Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, revealed these verses:" 


And this revelation reached up to the (words):" 

. Ka'b said: By Allah, 
since Allah directed me to Islam there has been no blessing more significant for me than this 
truth of mine which | spoke to Allah's Messenger @ (may peace be upon him) and if | were to tell 
a lie | would have been ruined as were ruined those who told lies, for in regard to those who told 
lies Allah used harshest words used for anyone as He descended revelation (and the words of 


said that the matter of us three persons was deferred as compared with those who took an oath 
in the presence of Allahs Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) and he accepted their 
allegiance and sought forgiveness for them and Allah did not give any decision in regard to us. It 
was Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, Who gave decisions in our case, three who remained 
behind. (The words of the Qur'an)" the three who were left behind" do not mean that we 
remained back from Jihad but these imply that He kept our matter behind them who took oath 
and presented excuse before Him. This hadith has been narrated on the authority of Zuhri with 
the same chain of transmitters. 


(17). 3102.- 'Abdur-RahmAn bin Ka' b bin Malik narrated from his father who said: "I did not remain 
behind from any of the battles the Prophet fought in, until the battle of Tabuk, except for Badr and the 
Prophet # did not scold anyone who remained behind from Badr, because he only went out to look for 
the caravan. The Quraish came out to help their caravan, so they met without an appointment as Allah the 
Mighty and Sublime, said. By my life, people consider the most honorable of battles of the Messenger of 
Allah ® to be that of Badr, but I would not have liked to attend it instead of giving my oath of allegiance 
on the night of Al-'Agabah when we took a covenant for Islam. Afterwards, did not stay behind from the 
Prophet # until the battle of Tabuk, and it was the last of the battles he fought. The Messenger of Allah 
informed the people of the departure" and he mentioned -the Hadith in its entirety, and said - "So I went 


to the Prophet * and he was sitting in the Masjid, surrounded by the Muslims. He was beaming like the 
moon beams. When he was happy about a matter he would beam. So I came and sat in front of him. He 
said: 'Receive glad tidings - 0 Ka'b bin Malik - of the best day you have seen since your mother bore you!' 
So I said: '0 Prophet of Allah! * Is it from Allah or from you?' He said: 'From Allah.' Then he recited 
these Ayat: Allah has forgiven the Prophet, the Muhajirin, and the Ansar who followed him in the time of 
distress, after the hearts of a party of them had nearly deviated, but He accepted their repentance. 
Certainly, He is unto them full of kindness, Most-Merciful ." [until he reached: 
Verily Allah is the One Who forgives and accepts repentance, Most-Merciful. ." He 
said: "And it was about us that (the following) was revealed as well: Have Taqwa of Allah, and be with 
the those who are true." ." He said: "0 Prophet of Allah! * Part of my repentance is 
to not say but the truth, and to give up all of my wealth as charity for Allah and His Messenger *.' So the 
Prophet * said: 'Keep some of your wealth for yourself, for indeed that is better for you.' I said: 'So I will 
keep my share from Al-Khaibar." He said: "So after my acceptance of Islam, Allah did not grant me a 
greater favor than when I and my two companions told the truth to the Messenger of Allah # and we were 
not among the liars to be ruined like the others were ruined. Indeed I hope that Allah will not test anyone 
over telling the truth as he tested me. I did not resort to a lie ever since then, and I hope that Allah will 
protect me regarding what remains to come." (Sahih) 

[He said:] This Hadith has been reported from Az-Zuhri with differences in the chain. It has been said: 
"From 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Abdullah bin Ka'b bin Malik from his father, from Ka'b." And it has been said 
otherwise. Yunus bin Yazid reported this Hadith from Az-Zuhri, from 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Abdullah [bin 
Ka'b] bin Malik, that his father narrated to him, from Ka'b bin Malik. 


«There has certainly come to you a Messenger from among yourselves. Grievous to him is what you 
suffer; [he is] concerned over you and to the believers is kind and merciful(128)» 


«But if they turn away, [O Muhammad], say, "Sufficient for me is Allah; there is no deity except Him. On 
Him I have relied, and He is the Lord of the Great Throne."(129)» 


(18).3103. Az-Zuhri narrated: "From 'Ubaid bin As-Sabbaq, that Zaid bin Thabit narrated to him, he 
said: 'Abu Bakr As-Siddiq sent for me - (regarding) those killed at Al-Yamamah - and 'Umar bin A]- 
Khattab was with him. He (Abu Bakr) said: " 'Umar came to me and said: 'The fighting inflicted many 
casualties among the reciters of the Qur'an on the Day of Al-Yamamah, and I fear that there will be more 
casualties among the reciters in other parts of the land, such that much of the Qur'an maybe lost. In my 
view, you should order that the Qur'an be collected." Abu Bakr said to 'Umar: "How can I do something 
which was not done by the Messenger of Allah  'Umar said: "By Allah! It is something good.' 'Umar 
continued trying to convince me until Allah opened up my chest to that which He had opened the chest of 
‘Umar, and I saw it as he saw it." 

Zaid said: 'Abu Bakr said: "You are a young wise man, and we have no suspicions of you. You used to 
write down the Revelation for the Messenger of Allah % as the Qur'an was revealed." He (Zaid) said: 'By 
Allah! If they had ordered me to move one of the mountains it would have been lighter on me than that.' 
He said: 'I said: "How will you do something which was not done by the Messenger of Allah #?" Abu 
Bakr said: "By Allah! it is something good." Abu Bakr and 'Umar continued trying to convince me, until 
Allah opened up my chest for that, just as He had opened their chests, the chest of Abu Bakr and the chest 
of 'Umar. So I began searching for Qur'anic material from parchments, leaf stalks of datepalms and Al/- 
Likhaf — meaning stones - and the chests of men. I found the end of Surah Bara'ah with Khuzaimah bin 
Thabit: Verily, there has come to you a Messenger from among yourselves. It grieves him that you should 


receive any injury or difficulty. He is eager for you; for the believers (he is) full of pity, kind, and 
merciful. But if they turn away, say: "Allah is sufficient for me. There is no god but He, in Him I put my 
trust, and He is the Lord of the Mighty Throne."{ At Tawbah 9:128 - 129] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: When the Prophet *, had left the world, and the noble Companions had to fight on various 
fronts due to various reasons, many well-versed reciters of the Qur'an began to fall victims of various 
battles and were martyred. It was then realised that the Qur'an should be gathered in the form of a proper 
textual book. The Qur'an was already written on different things and also the people had memorised it 
The noble Companions were strict followers of the Prophet #; and they had the strongest enthusiastic 
passion of following the footsteps of the Messenger of Allah *, they would never approve of any kind of 
disobedience to the example of the Messenger of Allah ™ As the Prophet * did not gather the whole 
Qur'an in form of a proper textual book, so Abu Bakr was reluctant to do so. But when he became certain 
that the Prophet * did not do so because of a certain reason - as he would dictate to write various 
Revealed Verses at different places in different Siirah, and there was also the possibility of abrogation of 
the Verses - after the demise of the Messenger of Allah * this reason had come to an end. So the current 
circumstances and the common benefits of the Ummah demanded the preparation of the Qur'an in the 
form of a proper textual book; finally Abu Bakr agreed to perform this duty. 


Narrated Zaid bin Thabit Al-Ansari: who was one of those who used to write the Divine Revelation: Abu 
Bakr sent for me after the (heavy) casualties among the warriors (of the battle) of Yamama (where a great 
number of Qurra' were killed). 'Umar was present with Abu Bakr who said, 'Umar has come to me and 
said, The people have suffered heavy casualties on the day of (the battle of) Yamama, and I am afraid that 
there will be more casualties among the Qurra' (those who know the Qur'an by heart) at other battle- 
fields, whereby a large part of the Qur'an may be lost, unless you collect it. And I am of the opinion that 
you should collect the Qur'an." Abu Bakr added, "I said to 'Umar, 'How can I do something which Allah's 
Apostle has not done?! 'Umar said (to me), 'By Allah, it is (really) a good thing.' So 'Umar kept on 
pressing, trying to persuade me to accept his proposal, till Allah opened my bosom for it and I had the 
same opinion as 'Umar." (Zaid bin Thabit added:) Umar was sitting with him (Abu Bakr) and was not 
speaking. me). "You are a wise young man and we do not suspect you (of telling lies or of forgetfulness): 
and you used to write the Divine Inspiration for Allah's Apostle %. Therefore, look for the Qur'an and 
collect it (in one manuscript). " By Allah, if he (Abu Bakr) had ordered me to shift one of the mountains 
(from its place) it would not have been harder for me than what he had ordered me concerning the 
collection of the Qur'an. I said to both of them, "How dare you do a thing which the Prophet * has not 
done?" Abu Bakr said, "By Allah, it is (really) a good thing. So I kept on arguing with him about it till 
Allah opened my bosom for that which He had opened the bosoms of Abu Bakr and Umar. So I started 
locating Quranic material and collecting it from parchments, scapula, leaf-stalks of date palms and from 
the memories of men (who knew it by heart). I found with Khuzaima two Verses of Surat-at-Tauba which 
I had not found with anybody else, (and they were):-- " 


The manuscript on which the Quran was collected, remained with Abu Bakr till Allah took him unto Him, 
and then with 'Umar till Allah took him unto Him, and finally it remained with Hafsa, Umar's daughter. 


Abu Bakr As-Siddiq sent for me when the people! of Yamama had been killed (i.e., a number of the 
Prophet's Companions who fought against Musailama). (I went to him) and found 'Umar bin Al- 
Khattab sitting with him. Abu Bakr then said (to me), "Umar has come to me and said: "Casualties were 
heavy among the Qurra' of the! Qur'an (i.e. those who knew the Quran by heart) on the day of the Battle 


of Yalmama, and I am afraid that more heavy casualties may take place among the Qurra' on other 
battlefields, whereby a large part of the Qur'an may be lost. Therefore I suggest, you (Abu Bakr) order 
that the Qur'an be collected." I said to 'Umar, "How can you do something which Allah's Apostle * did 
not do?" 'Umar said, "By Allah, that is a good project. "Umar kept on urging me to accept his proposal till 
Allah opened my chest for it and I began to realize the good in the idea which 'Umar had realized." Then 
Abu Bakr said (to me). 'You are a wise young man and we do not have any suspicion about you, and you 
used to write the Divine Inspiration for Allah's Apostle #. So you should search for (the fragmentary 
scripts of) the Qur'an and collect it in one book)." By Allah If they had ordered me to shift one of the 
mountains, it would not have been heavier for me than this ordering me to collect the Qur'an. Then I said 
to Abu Bakr, "How will you do something which Allah's Apostle # did not do?" Abu Bakr replied, "By 
Allah, it is a good project." Abu Bakr kept on urging me to accept his idea until Allah opened my chest 
for what He had opened the chests of Abu Bakr and 'Umar. So I started looking for the Qur'an and 
collecting it from (what was written on) palmed stalks, thin white stones and also from the men who knew 
it by heart, till I found the last Verse of Surat At-Tauba (Repentance) with Abi Khuzaima Al-Ansari, and I 
did not find it with anybody other than him. The Verse is: 


Then the 
complete manuscripts (copy) of the Qur'an remained with Abu Bakr till he died, then with 'Umar till the 
end of his life, and then with Hafsa, the daughter of 'Umar. 


Narrated Zaid bin Thabit: 

Abu Bakr sent for me and said, "You used to write the Divine Revelations for Allah's Apostle “ : So you 
should search for (the Qur'an and collect) it." I started searching for the Qur'an till I found the last two 
Verses of Surat At-Tauba with Abi Khuzaima Al-Ansari and I could not find these Verses with anybody 
other than him. (They were): 


Narrated Zaid bin Thabit: 

Abu Bakr sent for me owing to the large number of casualties in the battle of Al-Yamama, while 'Umar 
was sitting with him. Abu Bakr said (to me), 'Umar has come to my and said, 'A great number of Qaris of 
the Holy Quran were killed on the day of the battle of Al-Yamama, and I am afraid that the casualties 
among the Qaris of the Quran may increase on other battle-fields whereby a large part of the Quran may 
be lost. Therefore I consider it advisable that you (Abu Bakr) should have the Qur'an collected.' I said, 
'How dare I do something which Allah's Apostle # did not do?' 'Umar said, By Allah, it is something 
beneficial.' 'Umar kept on pressing me for that till Allah opened my chest for that for which He had 
opened the chest of 'Umar and I had in that matter, the same opinion as 'Umar had." Abu Bakr then said to 
me (Zaid), "You are a wise young man and we do not have any suspicion about you, and you used to 
write the Divine Inspiration for Allah's Apostle . So you should search for the fragmentary scripts of the 
Quran and collect it (in one Book)." Zaid further said: By Allah, if Abu Bakr had ordered me to shift a 
mountain among the mountains from one place to another it would not have been heavier for me than this 
ordering me to collect the Qur'an. Then I said (to "Umar and Abu Bakr), "How can you do something 
which Allah's Apostle # did not do?" Abu Bakr said, "By Allah, it is something beneficial." Zaid added: 
So he (Abu Bakr) kept on pressing me for that until Allah opened my chest for that for which He had 
opened the chests of Abu Bakr and 'Umar, and I had in that matter, the same opinion as theirs. 

So I started compiling the Quran by collecting it from the leafless stalks of the date-palm tree and from 
the pieces of leather and hides and from the stones, and from the chests of men (who had memorized the 
Quran). I found the last verses of Sirat-at-Tauba: 


from Khuzaima or Abi Khuzaima and I added to 


it the rest of the Sura. The manuscripts of the Quran remained with Abu Bakr till Allah took him unto 
Him. Then it remained with 'Umar till Allah took him unto Him, and then with Hafsa bint 'Umar. 


Narrated Zaid bin Thabit: 
Abu Bakr sent for me, so I collected the Qur'an till I found the last part of Surat-at-Tauba with Abi 
Khuzaima Al-Ansari and did not find it with anybody else. (The Verses are): -- 


Abu Yasir bin Akhtab passed by the Prophet #, upon whom be peace, while he was 
reciting the opening words of (ie chapter 2 of the Quran): "Alif, Laam, Meem, this is 
a book in which there is no doubt". 

Abu Yasir went to his brother Huyayy who was with some other Jews and said, 'Do 
you know that I have heard Muhammad reciting in what has been sent down to him 
Alif, Laam, Meem'/Al-Bagara 2:1]. After expressing their surprise and shock, Huyayy 
and these men went to the Prophet and told them about what Abu Yasir told them, 
and they asked if Gabriel had brought this message to him from Allah. When he 
said that Gabriel had, they said, 'God sent Prophets before you but we do not know 
of anyone of them being told how long his kingdom would last and how long his 
community would last'. Huyayy turned to his men and said to them, ‘Alif is 1, Lam 


is 30, and Meem is 40 i.e. 71 years. Are you going to adopt a kingdom and 
community that will only last for 71 years?’ 

Then Huyayy turned to the Prophet and said, 'Have you anything else Muhammad?’ 
'Yes' he replied, 'Alif Lam Meem Saad' 

Huyayy replied, ‘This by Allah is more weighty and longer: Alif is 1, Lam is 30, 
Meem is 40 and Saad is 90, i.e. 161 years’ 

Similar questions were asked and answered in respect of Alif Laam Ra /Yunus 10:1] / 
i.e. 231 years; Alif Laam Meem Ra 
i.e. 271 years; then Huyayy said, 'Your situation seems obscure to us 
Muhammad, so we do not know whether you will have a short or long duration’. 
Huyayy and his men then left. Later when Abu Yasir met Huyayy and his men he 
asked, 'How do you know that all these totals should not be added together to 
make a grand total of 734 years?' They replied, 'His affair is obscure to us’. 

Abu Yasir and Huyayy were of the opinion that the following verse of the Quran was 
revealed in reference to them and the dialogue they had with the Prophet above:

[Yiinus 10:26] - the Prophet ® said: "When the people of Paradise enter Paradise, a caller 
shall call out: Indeed you have a promise from Allah.' They will say: 'Did He not whiten our faces, save 
us from the Fire, and admit us into Paradise?’ They will say: 'Indeed.' Then the Veil shall be lifted." He 
said: "So, by Allah, He did not grant them anything more beloved to them than looking at Him." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith was only narrated with a chain in Marfu' form by Hammad bin Salamah. 
Sulaiman bin Al-Mughirah [and Hammad bin Zaid] reported this Hadith from Thabit Al-Bunani from 
'Abdur-Rahman bin Abi Laila as his statement. 

Comments: Greater than all the bounties of Paradise will be the supreme bliss of seeing the Countenance 
of Allah. The simple reason being that all other bounties are things created while the Countenance shall 
be Allah's who is the Creator. And obviously the creation can stand no comparison to the Creator. 


(1). 3105. Suhaib narrated from the Prophet  , regarding the saying of Allah Most High: And for those 
who have done good is the best and even more. - He said: "When the inhabitants of 
Paradise have entered Paradise a caller will call out: 'Indeed there remains for you a promise with Allah, 
and He wants to reward you with it.' They will say: 'Have our faces not been made bright, have we not 
been saved from the Fire, and have we not been admitted into Paradise?" He said: "So the Veil will be 
lifted." He said: "By Allah! Nothing given to them [by Allah] will be more beloved to them than looking 
at Him." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This is the narration of Hammad bin Salamah, and more than one reported it like this 
from Hammad bin Salamah, in Marfu' form. Sulaiman bin Al-Mughirah reported this Hadith from Thabit, 
from 'Abdur-Rahman bin AbI Laila as his saying, and he did not mention "from Suhaib, from the Prophet 
"in it. 


«For that is Allah, your Lord, the Truth. And what can be beyond truth except error? So how are you

Yahya related to me from Malik from Nafi from Abdullah ibn Umar that when he 
found one of his family playing dice he beat him and destroyed the dice. Yahya said 
that he heard Malik say, "There is no good in chess, and he disapproved of it."

2382. Al-Walid bin Abu Al-Walid Abu 'Uthman Al-Mada'ini narrated that 'Uqbah bin Muslim narrated to 
him, that Shufaiy Al-Asbahi narrated that he entered Al-Madinah and saw a man around whom the people 
had gathered. He asked: "Who is this?" They said: "Abu Hurairah." (He said): So I got close to him until I 
was sitting in front of him as he was narrating to the people. When he was silent and alone, I said to him: 
"I ask you in absolute truth' if you would narrate to me a Hadith which you heard from the Messenger of 
Allah #, that you understand and know." So Abu Hurairah said: "You want me to narrate a Hadith to you 
which the Messenger of Allah # narrated to me that I understand and know." Then Abu Hurairah began 
sobbing profusely. We sat for a while, then he recovered and said: "I shall narrate to you a Hadith which 
the Messenger of Allah narrated in this House, while there was no one with us other than he and I." 
Then, again, Abu Hurairah began sobbing severely. Then he recovered, and wiped his face, and said: 
"You want me to narrarate to you a Hadith which the Messenger of Allah % narrated while he and I were 
sitting in this House, and no one was with us but he and I." Then Abu Hurairah began sobbing severely. 
Then he bent, falling on his face, so I supported him for a long time. Then he recovered and said: "The 
Messenger of Allah narrated to me, that on the Day of Judgement, Allah, Most High, will descend to 
His slaves to judge between them. Every nation shall be kneeling. The first of those who will be called 
before him will be a man who memorized the Qur'an, and a man who was killed in Allah's cause, and a 
wealthy man. Allah will say to the reciter: 'Did I not teach you what I revealed to My Messenger?' He 
says: 'Of course 0 Lord!' He says: 'Then what did you do with what you learned?' He said: 'I would stand 
(in prayer reciting) with it during all hours of the night and all hours of the day.' Then Allah would say to 
him: 'You have lied.' And the angels will say: "You have lied.' Allah will say to him: 'Rather, you wanted 
it to be said that so-and-so is a reciter. And that was said.' The person with the wealth will be brought, and 
Allah will say to him: 'Was I not so generous with you, such that I did not leave you having a need from 
anyone?" He will say: 'Of course 0 Lord!' He says: 'Then what did you do with what I gave to you?' He 


says: 'I would nurture the ties of kinship and give charity.' Then Allah will say to him: 'You have lied. 
And the angels will say to him: 'You have lied.' Allah, Most High, will say: 'Rather, you wanted it to be 
said that so-and-so is so generous, and that was said.’ Then the one who was killed in Allah's cause shall 
be brought, and Allah will say to him: 'For what were you killed?' So he says: 'I was commanded to fight 
in Your cause, so I fought until I was killed.’ Allah [Most High] will say to him: "You have lied.' And the 
angels will say to him: 'You have lied.' Allah [Most High] will say: 'Rather, you wanted it to be said that 
so-and-so is brave, and that was said.' "Then the Messenger of Allah # hit me on my knees and said: '0 
Abu Hurairah! These first three are the creatures of Allah with whom the fire will be enflamed on the Day 
of Judgement." Al-Walid Abu 'Uthman Al-Mada'ini said: "So 'Uqbah bin Muslim informed me that 
Shufaiy, is the one who entered upon Mu'awiyah to inform him about this." Abu 'Uthman said: "And Al- 
‘Ala' bin Abu Hakim narrated to me that he was the executioner for Mu'awiyah, he said: 'So a man entered 
upon him, and informed him of this from Abu Hurairah. Then Mu'awiyah said: "This has been done with 
these people, then how about with those who remain among the people?" Then Mu'awiyah began weeping 
so intensely, that we thought that he will kill himself with excessive weeping. We said: "This man came 
to us to cause evil." Then Mu'awiyah recovered, wiped off his face and said: "Allah and His Messenger 
told the truth: Whosoever desires the life of the world and its glitter, to them We shall pay in full (the 
wages of) their deeds therein, and they shall have no dimunition therein. They are those for whom there is 
nothing in the Hereafter but Fire, and vain are the deeds they did therein. And of no effect is that which 
they used to do." [Hiid (11:15,16)] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. 

Comments: Obviously, all the three deeds mentioned in the Hadith are acts of great virtuosity. If done 
with sincerity and purity of intention, they would fetch great reward from Allah. However, even these 
acts, if done in order to make a show of them and for publicity, they become so heinous before Allah that 
the perpetrators would be the first among the sinners to be consigned to the burning flames of the Fire. 


«And who is more unjust than he who invents a lie about Allah? Those will be presented before their 
Lord, and the witnesses will say, "These are the ones who lied against their Lord." Unquestionably, the 
curse of Allah is upon the wrongdoers(18)» 


Narrated Safwan bin Muhriz Almazini: While I was walking with Ibn 'Umar holding his hand, a man 
came in front of us and asked, "What have you heard from Allah's Apostle & about An-Najwa?" Ibn 
"Umar said, "I heard Allah's Apostle # saying, 'Allah will bring a believer near Him and shelter him with 
His Screen and ask him: Did you commit such-and-such sins? He will say: Yes, my Lord. Allah will keep 
on asking him till he will confess all his sins and will think that he is ruined. Allah will say: 'I did screen 
your sins in the world and I forgive them for you today’, and then he will be given the book of his good 
deeds. Regarding infidels and hypocrites (their evil acts will be exposed publicly) and the witnesses will 
say:

«{So it was], until when Our command came and the oven overflowed, We said, "Load upon the ship of 
each [creature] two mates and your family, except those about whom the word has preceded, and 
[include] whoever has believed." But none had believed with him, except a few(40)» 


(3). 3230. Samurah narrated, regarding the saying of Allah, Most High: And his progeny, them We made 


survivors. The Prophet * said: "Ham, Sam and Yafith" with (the letter) Tha’. (Da'if) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] It is said: Yafit and Yafith both with Ta’ and with Tha’. And it is (also) said: Yafith. 
[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we do not know of it except as a narration of Sa'eed bin Bashir. 
Comments: Very few people from Noah's offspring believed in him, so only those were saved, and the 
rest of the people were all drowned because of their rebellious behavior. But Surat Hiid, 11:40, informs 
that some other people, other than the offspring of Noah, also believed. Therefore the offspring of those 
believers along with the offspring of the three sons of Nuh [Noah] were also spared. So it is said in 

‘0 the children of those whom we carried in the ship with Nuh’. 
(4). 3231. Samurah narrated that the Prophet * said: "Sam was the father of the Arabs, Ham the father of 
the Ethiopians, and Yafith the father of the Romans." (Da iif) 
Comments: It does not mean that the offspring of these three were only these tribes and they did not have 
offspring other than these; rather there were other children too, other than these three. [/A/-KawakibAd- 
Darari, vol. 4, p. 248, footnote no: 1] 


«And his Wife was standing, and she smiled. Then We gave her good tidings of Isaac and after Isaac, 
Jacob(71)» [ads 71] 


Yahya said that he heard Malik say, "The best of what I have heard about the 
testament of a pregnant woman and about what settlements she is permitted in her 
property is that the pregnant woman is like the sick person. When the illness is 
light, and one does not fear for the sick person, he does with his property what he 
likes. If the illness is such that his life is feared for, he can only dispose of a third of 
his estate." He said, "It is the same with a woman who is pregnant. The beginning 
of pregnancy is good news and joy. It is not illness and no fear because Allah the 
Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 

And He said, 


"When a pregnant woman becomes heavy, she is only permitted to dispose of a 
third of her estate. The beginning of this restriction is after six months. Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted, said in His Book, 
And He said, 
"When six months have passed for the pregnant woman from the day 
she conceived, she is only permitted to dispose of a third of her property." Yahya 
said that he heard Malik say, "A man who is advancing in the row for battle, can 
only dispose of a third of his property. He is in the same position as a pregnant 
woman or an ill person who is feared for, as long as he is in that situation." 


«He said, "If only I had against you some power or could take refuge in a strong support."(80)» [Hud: 80] 


(1). 3116. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Indeed, the honorable, the son of 
the honorable, the son of the honorable, the son of the honorable: Yiisuf bin Ya'qub bin Isaq bin Ibrahim." 
He said: "And if I were to have remained in the prison as long as Yusuf, then the messenger came, I 
would have accepted." Then he recited: When the messenger came to him, he said: "Return to your king 


and ask him: 'What happened to the women who cut their hands? He said: "May Allah 
have mercy upon Lut, certainly he used to lean toward powerful support, since he said: "Would that I had 
strength to overpower you, or that I could betake myself to some powerful support. , [Hiid 11:80] So 
Allah did not send a Prophet after him except among a high ranking family (Dhirwah) among his people." 
(Another chain) except that he said: "Allah did not send a Prophet after him except among a wealthy 
family (Tharwah) among his people." Muhammad bin 'Amr said: " Tharwah is riches and power. (Hasan) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This is more correct than the narration of Al-Fadi bin Musa, (a narrator in the chain of 
no. 3116) and this Hadith is Hasan. 

Comments: The Prophet * said so to express and magnify the perseverance, steadfastness and 
consistency of Prophet Yusuf he refused to be released from the prison without an investigation of the 
incident, in order to make clear that none would dare to speak a single word of suspicion about him. It is a 
true fact that only a person of great virtue can realise the righteousness and significance of others. 


«So when Our command came, We made the highest part [of the city] its lowest and rained upon them 
stones of layered hard clay, [which were](82)» [Hud: 82) 


1457. Jabir narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "What I fear most from my Ummah is the 
behavior of the people of Lut." 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we only know of it from this route, from ‘Abdullah bin 
Muhammad bin 'Aqil bin Abi Talib, from Jabir. 

Comments: Sodomy and lesbianism are among the most disgusting forms of sexual satisfaction. Old 
civilizations were destroyed and stones were rained upon such people, as stated in 
"We turned (the cities) upside down and rained down, on them stones of baked clay, spread layer on 
layer." 


«And thus is the seizure of your Lord when He seizes the cities while they are committing wrong. Indeed, 
His seizure is painful and severe(102

gives respite (Yumli)" and perhaps he said: "(Yumhi1) respite to the wrong-doer until, when He seizes 
him, and he cannot escape." Then he recited the Ayah:Such is the punishment of your Lord when He 


seizes the towns while they are doing wrong 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. 

Abii Usamah reported it from Buraid similarly, and he said: "Yumli." 

(Another chain) from Abu Musa, from the Prophet “ with similar, and he said: "Yumli" having no doubt 
about it. 

Comments: Allah inflicts punishment on the nations and towns because of their wrongdoing, 
transgression and rebellion. He never oppresses anyone; people call for their own destruction through 
various means by disobeying the commandments of Allah and His Messenger *.

«The Day it comes no soul will speak except by His permission. And among them will be the wretched 
and the prosperous(105)» 


(3). 3111. Ibn 'Umar narrated that "Umar bin Al-Khattab said: "When this Ayah was revealed: Some 
among them will be wretched and (others) blessed. [Hiid 11:105] 1 asked the Messenger of Allah @ 
saying: '0 Prophet of Allah! “ Based upon what are we then working; something that has already 
finished, or something that has not yet happened?' He said: 'Rather something that has happened, and the 
Pens have already passed over it 0 'Umar! But for everyone, what he has been created for is made easy. 
(Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib from this route, we do not know of it except as a narration 
of 'Abdul-Malik bin ‘Amr. 


«And establish prayer at the two ends of the day and at the approach of the night. Indeed, good deeds do 
away with misdeeds. That is a reminder for those who remember(1 14)» 


(4). 3112. ‘Abdullah said: "A man came to the Prophet * and said: 'I fondled a woman who lives on the 
edge of Al-Madinah, and I did with her what is less than intercourse, and here I am, so judge in my case 
as you will.' So 'Umar said to him: 'Allah covered you, so you should have covered yourself.' The 
Messenger of Allah % did not give him any reply. The man left but the Messenger of Allah ® sent a man 
after him to call him. He recited to him: 'And perform the Salat, at the two ends of the day, and in some 
hours of the night. Verily, the good deeds remove the evil deeds. That is a reminder for the mindful’. 
until the end of the Ayah. A man among the people said: 'Is this specific for him?' He said: 
'No. Rather for all of the people." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. This is how it was reported by Isra'il from Simak, from 
Ibrahim, from 'Alqamah and Al-Aswad, from 'Abdullah from the Prophet *, and it is similar. Shu'bah 
reported it from Simak [bin Harb], from Ibrahim, from Al-Aswad, from 'Abdullah from the Prophet 
similarly. Sufyan Ath-Thawri reported the same from Simak, from Ibrahim, 'Abdur-Rahman bin Yazld, 
from ‘Abdullah from the Prophet #. And the narrations of these people are more correct than the narration 
of Ath-Thawri. 


(Another chain) from ‘Abdullah from the Prophet with similar. (Another chain) from 'Abdullah bin 
Mas'iid from the Prophet “ with similar in meaning, but he did not mention "from Al-A'mash" in it. And 
Sulaiman At-Taimi reported this Hadith from Abu 'Uthman An-Nahdi, from Ibn Mas'ud from the Prophet 


Narrated Ibn Mas'ud: 
A man kissed a woman (unlawfully) and then went to the Prophet “ and informed him. Allah revealed: 


The man 
asked Allah's Apostle, "Is it for me?" He said, "It is for all my followers." 


Narrated Ibn Masud: 
A man kissed a woman and then came to Allah's Apostle #8 and told him of that, so this Divine Inspiration 
was revealed to the Prophet 


The man said, Is this instruction for me only?' The Prophet 
said, "It is for all those of my followers who encounter a similar situation." 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Hisham ibn Urwa from his father from 
Humran, the mawla of Uthman ibn Affan, that Uthman ibn Affan was once sitting on 
the Maqaid (the benches surrounding the Madina Mosque, or else a stone near 
Uthman ibn Affan's house where he sat to discuss with people), when the 
muadhdhin came and told him that it was time for the asr prayer. He called for 
water and did wudu. Then he said, "By Allah, I shall tell you something which I 
would not tell you if it were not in the Book of Allah. I heard the Messenger of Allah 
#2, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, say, 'If a man does wudu, and makes 
sure he does it correctly, and then does the prayer, he will be forgiven everything 
that he does between then and the time when he prays the next prayer.' " Yahya 
said that Malik said, "I believe he meant this ayat 


‘Abdullah b. Mas'ud reported that a person kissed a woman and he came to Allah's Apostle 
(may peace be upon him) and made a mention of that to him. It was (on this occasion) that this 
verse was revealed:" 


That person said: Allah's Messenger, does it concern me only? He (the Holy Prophet) said: It 
concerns every one of my Ummah, who acts according to it. 


«And be patient, for indeed, Allah does not allow to be lost the reward of those who do good(115)» 


‘Abdullah reported that a person came to Allah's Apostle 2 (may peace be upon him) and said: 
Allah's Messenger, | sported with a woman in the outskirts of Medina, and | have committed an 
offence short of fornication. Here | am (before you), kindly deliver verdict about me which you 
deem fit. Umar said: Allah concealed your fault. You had better conceal it yourself also. Allah's 
Apostle (may peace be upon him), however, gave no reply to him. The man stood up and went 
away and Allah's Apostle % (may peace be upon him) sent a person after him to call him and 
be recited this verse:" 


person amongst the people said: Allah's Apostle #2, does it concern this man only? Thereupon 
he (the Holy Prophet) said: No, but the people at large. 


(Hashiya Saikh Zaazah Tatseer Bedawi, Vol) page 65)\(This is not from Kutub Al Sittah) 

Abu Yasir bin Akhtab passed by the Prophet “, upon whom be peace, while 
he was reciting the opening words of (ie chapter 2 of the Quran): "Alif, 
Laam, Meem, this is a book in which there is no doubt". 

Abu Yasir went to his brother Huyayy who was with some other Jews and 
said, 'Do you know that I have heard Muhammad reciting in what has been 
sent down to him Alif, Laam, Meem'/4r-Bagara 2:1). After expressing their 
surprise and shock, Huyayy and these men went to the Prophet and told 
them about what Abu Yasir told them, and they asked if Gabriel had brought 
this message to him from Allah. When he said that Gabriel had, they said, 


‘God sent Prophets before you but we do not know of anyone of them being 
told how long his kingdom would last and how long his community would 
last’. Huyayy turned to his men and said to them, 'Alif is 1, Lam is 30, and 
Meem is 40 i.e. 71 years. Are you going to adopt a kingdom and community 
that will only last for 71 years?' 
Then Huyayy turned to the Prophet and said, 'Have you anything else 
Muhammad?’ 
'Yes' he replied, 'Alif Lam Meem Saad! /AL-A'raf 7:1) 
Huyayy replied, 'This by Allah is more weighty and longer: Alif is 1, Lam is 
30, Meem is 40 and Saad is 90, i.e. 161 years’ 
Similar questions were asked and answered in respect of Alif Laam Ra /Yunus 
i.e. 231 years; Alif Laam Meem 
Ra i.e. 271 years; then Huyayy said, 'Your situation seems 
obscure to us Muhammad, so we do not know whether you will have a short 
or long duration’. Huyayy and his men then left. Later when Abu Yasir met 
Huyayy and his men he asked, 'How do you know that all these totals should 
not be added together to make a grand total of 734 years?' They replied, 
'His affair is obscure to us’. 
Abu Yasir and Huyayy were of the opinion that the following verse of the 
Quran was revealed in reference to them and the dialogue they had with the 
Prophet above: "He it is Who has revealed to thee (Muhammad) the Scripture 
wherein are clear revelations - they are the substance of the Book - and others which 
are allegorical. But those in whose hearts is doubt pursue, forsooth, that which is 
allegorical seeking to cause dissension by seeking to explain it. None knows its 
explanation save Allah. And those who are of sound instruction say: We believe therein; 
the whole is from our Lord; but only men of understanding really heed" 
Background: Huyayy ibn Akhtar was the chief of Banu Nadir, he was 
expelled from Medina after plotting to murder the Prophet in 4 AH. His 
daughter Safiya, despite her father and uncles dislike of Islam, actually 
accepted Islam and she married Prophet Muhammad. The family could trace 
their lineage back to Harun, the brother of Prophet Moses. With regards to 
the incident above Safiya says, "It was very early in the morning and 
between dawn and sunrise. They did not return until the sun was setting. 
They came back worn out and depressed, walking with slow, heavy steps. I 
smiled to them as I always did, but neither of them took any notice of me 
because they were so miserable. I head Abu Yasir ask my father, 'Is it him?’ 
'Yes, it is.’ 'Can you recognize him? Can you verify it?' 'Yes, I can recognize 
him too well.' 'What do you feel towards him?' 'Enimity, enmity as long as I 
live." 
N.B. Huyayy used a pre-Islamic system of counting, Abjad numbers, where 
letters from the Arabic alphabet are assigned values, to try to interpret the 
verses of the Quran. 
Comments: I have included this Hadith (which is not a part of Kutub Al Sittah), 
because of its valuable information. 


«And they brought upon his shirt false blood. [Jacob] said, "Rather, your souls have enticed you to 
something, so patience is most fitting. And Allah is the one sought for help against that which you 
describe."(18)» 


Narrated Masruq: 

I asked Um Ruman, 'Aisha's mother about the accusation forged against 'Aisha. She said, "While I was 
sitting with 'Aisha, an Ansari woman came to us and said, 'Let Allah condemn such-and-such person.' I 
asked her, 'Why do you say so?' She replied, 'For he has spread the (slanderous) story.' 'Aisha said, 'What 
story?' The woman then told her the story. 'Aisha asked, 'Have Abu Bakr and Allah's Apostle # heard 
about it ?' She said, 'Yes.' 'Aisha fell down senseless (on hearing that), and when she came to her senses, 
she got fever and shaking of the body. The Prophet # came and asked, 'What is wrong with her?'I said, 
‘She has got fever because of a story which has been rumored.' Aisha got up and said, 'By Allah! Even if I 
took an oath, you would not believe me, and if I put forward an excuse, You would not excuse me. My 
example and your example is just like that example of Jacob and his sons. Against that which you assert, 
it is Allah (Alone) Whose Help can be sought.' (12.18) The Prophet # left and then Allah revealed the 
Verses (concerning the matter), and on that 'Aisha said, 'Thanks to Allah (only) and not to anybody else." 


Narrated Um Ruman: 
Who was 'Aisha's mother: While I was with 'Aisha, 'Aisha got fever, whereupon the Prophet * said, 

"Probably her fever is caused by the story related by the people (about her)." I said, "Yes." Then 'Aisha 
sat up and said, "My example and your example is similar to that of Jacob and his sons:-- 


Sa'id bin. Musayyib, 'Urwa bin. Zubair, 'Alqama bin Waqqas and 'Ubaidullah bin Abdullah bin 'Utba bin 
Mas'ud--all of them reported the story of the false allegation against 'A'isha, the wife of Allah's 

Apostle # (may peace be upon him). And they (the slanderers) said what they had to say, but Allah 
exonerated her of this charge and all of them reported a part of the hadith and some of them who had 
better memories reported more and with better retention, and I tried to retain this hadith (listening) from 
every one of them that they reported to me and some of them attested the other. (The sumaried substance 
of the false allegation is this): 'A'isha said: Whenever Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) 
intended to set out on a journey he cast lots amongst his wives and he took one with him in whose favour 
the lot was cast. It so happened that he cast lots amongst us while setting out on a battle and it was cast in 
my favour, so I set out along with Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him). This relates to the 
period when the revelation concerning the commands of veil had been made. I was carried in a haudaj and 
I was brought down where we had to stay. In short, when we set out for return journey from the 
expedition and our caravan was near Medina, Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) commanded 
one night to march forward. I also got up when the command for the march was given and moved on until 
I went out of the encampments of the army and after relieving myself I came to my place. I touched my 
chest and found that my necklace which had been made of the stones of zafar had been broken. I retraced 
my steps and tried to search my necklace and this detained me there. The group of people who saddled 
my ride and placed my haudaj carrying me upon the camels marched on. They were under the impression 
that I was in it. The women in those days were light of weight and they did not wear much flesh, as they 
ate less food; so they did not perceive the weight of my haudaj as they placed it upon the camel as I was a 


young girl at that time. So they drove the camel and Eet out and I found my necklace after the army had 
marched. I came to my place and there was none to call and none to respond (the call). I waited at my 
place under the impression that when the people would riot find me they would come back. So I kept 
sitting at my place. I was overpowered by sleep and slept. Safwan b. Mu'attal Sulami Dhakwini, who had 
lagged behind the army because of taking rest came to my place walking in the latter part of the night and 
he saw the body of a person who was asleep. He came to me and recognised me as he had seen me before 
it was enjoined to observe purda. I got ap by his voice as he recited Inna lillahi wa inna ilaihi raji'un [we 
are for Allah and to Him we have to return. | and I covered my head with my headdress. By Allah, he did 
not speak to me a word and I did not hear a word from him except Inna lillahi. He made his camel kneel 
down and I amounted the camel as he pressed the camel's foreleg and he moved on leaning the camel by 
the nose string on which I was riding until we came to the army where it had encamped for rest because 
of extreme heat. Woe be upon those who harboured doubts about me and the most notorious among them 
was 'Abdullah bin. Ubayy, the great hypocrite. We came to Medina and I fell sick for a month. The 
people had been deliberating over the statements of those who had brought these calumnies against me. I 
was absolutely unaware of anything concerning that. This, however, caused doubt in my mind that I did 
not see Allah's Messenger ® (may peace be upon him.) treating me with such kindness with which he 
treated me as I fell ill before this. The Holy Prophet “ (may peace be upon him) would come and greet 
me with Assalamo Alaikum and only ask me how I was. This caused doubt in my mind, but I was 
unaware of the evil. I wept outside despite my failing health and there went along with me Umm Mistah 
and she said the daughter of Abu Rhm bin. Muttalib b. 'Abd Manaf and his mother was the daughter of 
Sakhr bin. 'Amir, the sister of the mother of Abu Bakr Siddiq and his son was Mistah bin. Uthatha bin. 
'Abbad bin. Muttalib. I and the daughter of Abu Rahm set towards the direction of my house. Something 
got into the head dress of Umm Mistah and she said: Woe be upon Mistah. And I said. Woe be upon what 
you say. Do you curse people who had participated in Badr? She said: Innocent woman, have you not 
heard what he said? I said: What did he say? She conveyed to me the statement of those who had brought 
false allegations against me. So my illness was aggravated. I went to my house and Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) came to me and he greeted me and then said: How is that woman? I said: Do 
you permit me to go to the (house) of my parents? She (further) said: I had at that time made up my mind 
to confirm this news from them. Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) permitted me. So I came 
to (the house of) my parents and said to my mother: Mother, do you know what the people are talking 
about? She said: My daughter, you should not worry. By Allah, if there is a handsome woman who is 
loved by her husband and he has co-wives also they talk many a thing about her. I said: Hallowed be 
Allah, what are the people talking about? I wept during the whole night until it was morning and I did not 
have a wink of sleep and I wept even in the morning. As the revelation was delayed (in regard to this 
matter), so Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) called 'Ali ibn Abi 'Talib and Usama b. Zaid in 
order to seek their advice in regard to the separation of his wife. Usama bin. Zaid told Allah's Messenger 
= (may peace be apen him) about the innocence of his wives and what he knew about his love for them. 
He said: Allah's Messenger #%, they are your wives and we know nothing else about them but goodness. 
And as for 'Ali bin. Abu Talib, he said: Allah has not put any unnecessary burden upon you (in regard to 
your wives). There are a number of women besides her and if you ask that maidservant (Barira) she will 
tell you the truth. So, Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) called Barira and said: Barira, did 
you see anything in 'A'isha which can cause doubt about her? Barira said: By Him Who sent thee with the 
truth, I have seen nothing objectionable in her but only this much that she is a young girl and she goes to 
sleep while kneading the flour and the lamb eats that. Thereupon Allah's Messenger * (may peace be 
upon him) mounted the pulpit and sought vindication against 'Abdullah bin. Ubayy bin. Salul, and he 
further said: Who would exonerate me from imputations of that person who has troubled (me) in regard to 
my family? By Allah, I find nothing in my wife but goodness and the person whom the people have 
mentioned in this connection is, according to my knowledge, a thoroughly pious person, and he did never 
get into my house but along with me. Sa'd bin. Mu'adh stood up and said: Allah's Messenger *%, I defend 
your honour against him. If he belong to the tribe of Aus we would strike his neck and if he belongs to the 
tribe of our brother Khazraj and you order us we would comply with your order. Then Sa'd bin. 'Ubada 


stood up. He was chief of the Khazraj tribe. He was otherwise a pioas man but he had somewhat tribal 
partisanship in him and he said to Sa'd bin. Mu'adh: By the everlasting existence of Allah. you are not 
stating the fact, you will not be able to kill him and you will not have the power to do so. Thereupon, 
Usaid bin. Hudair stood up, and he was the first cousin of Sa'd bin. Mu'adh and said to Sa'd bin. 'Ubada: 
By the everlasting existence of Allah, you are not stating the fact. We would kill him. You are a hypocrite 
and so you argue in defence of the hypocrites, and thus both the tribes Aus and Khazraj were flared up, 
until they were about to fall upon one another and Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) kept 
standing upon the pulpit and Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) tried to subside their anger 
until they became silent and thus there was silence. 'A'isha further reported: I spent the whole day in 
weeping and even the night and could not have a wink of sleep even next night. My parents thought that 
this constant weeping of mine would break my heart. I wept and they sat beside me. In the meanwhile a 
woman of the Ansar came to see me. I permitted her to see me and she also began to weep. And we were 
in this very state that Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) came and he greeted me and then sat 
down. He had never sat with me since a month when this rumour was afloat, and there was no revelation 
(to clarity) my case. Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) recited Tashahhud (there is no god 
but Allah and Muhammad is His Apostle) and then said: Coming to the point, 'A'isha, this is what has 
reached me about you and if you are innocent, Allah would Himself vindicate your honour, and if 
accidentally there has been a lapse on your part sock forgiveness of Allah; He will pardon thee for when a 
servant makes a confession of his fault and turns (to Him) penitently, Allah also turns to him (mercifully) 
accepting his repentance. When Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) talked, my tears dried up 
and not even a single drop of tear was perceived by me (rolling out of my eyes). I said to my father: You 
give a reply to Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) on my behalf. He said: By Allah, I do not 
know what I should say to Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him). I then said to my mother: Give 
a reply to Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) on my behalf, but she said: By Allah, I do not 
know what I should say to Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him). I was a small girl at that time 
and I had not read much of the Qur'an (but I said): By Allah, I perceive that you have heard about this and 
it has settled down in your mind and you have taken it to be true, so if I say to you that I am quite 
innocent, and Allah knows that I am innocent, you would never believe me to be true, and if I confess to 
(the alleged) lapse before you, whereas Allah knows that I am completely innocent (and I have not 
committed this sin at all), in that case You will take me to be true and, by Allah, I, therefore, find no other 
alternative for me and for you except that what the father of Yousuf said:, (My course is) comely 
patience. : 
After this I turned my face to the other side and lay down on my bed. By Allah, I was fully aware of this 
fact that I was innocent but I did not expect that Allah would descend Wahy Matlu (Qur'anic Wahy) in 
my case as | did not think myself so much important that Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, would speak in 
this matter in words to be recited. I only hoped that Allah would in vision give an indication of my 
innocence to Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) during his sleep. And, by Allah, Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) had not moved an inch from where he had been sitting and none 
from the members of my family had gone that Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, descended revelation upon 
Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) there and then and he felt the burden which he used to 
feel at the time of receiving revelation. He began to perspire because of the burden of words of Allah as 
they descended upon him even during the winter season and there fell the drops of his sweat like silvery 
beads. When this state of receiving revelation was over, the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon 
him) smiled and the first words which he spoke to me were that he said: 'A'isha, there is glad tidings for 
you. Verily, Allah has vindicated your honour, and my mother who had been standing by me said: Get up 
(and thank him, i. e. the Holy Prophet #). I said: By Allah, I shall not thank him and laud him but Allah 
Who has descended revelation vindicating my honour. She ('A'isha) said: Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, 
revealed:" 


in regard to my innocence. She further said: Abu Bakr used to give to Mistah 
(some stipend) as a token of kinship with him and for his poverty and he (Abu Bakr) said: By Allah, now 
I would not spend anything for him. 'A'isha said: It was upon this that Allah the Exalted and Glorious 


revealed this verse:" 


Hibban bin. Musa’ 
said that 'Abdullah bin. Mubarak used to say: It is a verse contained in the Book which most (eminently) 
brightens the hope. Abu Bakr said: By Allah, I wish that Allah should pardon me. I shall never stop this 
stipend. So he continued to give him the stipend which he had withdrawn. 'A'isha said that Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) asked Zainab, daughter of Jahsh, the wife of Allah's Apostle 
(may peace be upon him), about me what she knew or what she had seen in me, and she said: Allah's 
Messenger *%, I shall not say anything without hearing (with my ears) and seeing with my eyes. By Allah, 
I find nothing in her but goodness. (And she stated this in spite of the fact) that she was the only lady who 
amongst the wives of Allah's Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) used to vie with me but Allah saved her 
in bringing false allegation against me because of her God-consciousness. Her sister Hamna bint Jahsh, 
however, opposed her and she was undone along with others. 


(4). 3180. 'Aishah narrated: "What was said about me had been said, and I myself was unaware of it, the 
Messenger of Allah & got up and addressed the people, He recited the Tashah-hud and after praising and 
expressing gratitude to Allah, as He deserved, he said: 'To proceed: 0 people! Give me your opinion 
regarding those people who made a forged story against my wife. By Allah, I do not know anything bad 
about her at all. By Allah, they accused her of being with a man about whom I have never known 
anything bad, and he never entered my house unless I was present there, and whenever I went on a 
journey, he went with me.' Sa'd bin Mu'adh [may Allah be pleased with him] got up and said: '0 
Messenger of Allah ! # Allow me to chop their heads off!' Then a man from A1-Khazraj, to whom the 
mother of Hassan bin Thabit was a relative, got up and said (to sa'd): 'You have told a lie! By Allah, if 
those persons were from Al-Aws, you would not like to chop off their heads.' It was probable that some 
evil would take place between Aws and Khazraj in the Masjid while I was unaware of that. In the evening 
of that day, I went out for some of my needs, and Umm Mistah was accompanying me. On our return, 
Umm Mistah stumbled and said: 'Let Mistah be ruined!" I said to her, '0 mother! Why do you abuse your 
son?' On that Umm Mistah became silent for a while, and stumbling again, she said: 'Let Mistah be 
ruined!" I said to her, '0 mother! Why do you abuse your son?' She stumbled for the third time and said, 
"Let Mistah be ruined!' I said to her, 0 mother! why do you abuse your son.' Upon that she said: "By Allah! 
I do not abuse him except because of you.' I asked her, 'Concerning what of my affairs?’ So, she disclosed 
the whole story to me. I said: 'Has this really happened?! She replied, 'Yes, by Allah!’ I returned to my 
house, so astonished, that I did not know for what purpose I had gone out. "Then I became sick and said to 
the Messenger of Allah  : 'Send me to my father's house." So, he sent a servant with me, and when I 
entered the house, I found Umm Roman downstairs, while Abii Bakr was reciting something upstairs. My 
mother asked, 'What has brought you, 0 daughter?" She said: "I informed her and mentioned the whole 
story to her, but she did not feel as I did about it. She said, '0 my daughter! Do not worry much about this 
matter, for there is never a charming lady loved by her husband who has other wives, but that they feel 
jealous of her and speak badly of her.' But she did not feel the same about it as I did. I asked her: 'Does 
my father know about it?' She said, 'Yes' I asked, "Does the Messenger of Allah “ know about it too?’ She 
said, 'Yes, the Messenger of Allah % also knows about it.' Tears filled my eyes and I wept. Abii Bakr, 
who was reading upstairs, heard my voice, and came down asking my mother: 'What is the matter with 
her?' She said, 'She has heard what has been said about her.' On that Abu Bakr wept and said: 'I beseech 
you, by Allah, 0 my daughter, to go back to your home.' I went back to my home, and the Messenger of 
Allah # had come to my house asking my maidservant about me. The maidservant said: 'By Allah! I do 
not know of any fault or defect in her character except that she sleeps and lets the sheep enter and eat her 
dough.' On that, some of the Prophet's Companions spoke harshly to her and said: 'Tell the truth to the 
Messenger of Allah *.' Finally, they told her of the slander and she said: 'SubhanAllah!! By Allah, I know 
nothing against her except what a goldsmith knows about a piece of pure gold.’ Then this news reached 
the man who was accused, and he said: ‘Subhdn Allah!! By Allah, I have never uncovered the private 


parts of any woman.' Later, that man was martyred in Allah's Cause. "Then next morning, my parents 
came to pay me a visit and they stayed with me until the Messenger of Allah came to me, after he had 
performed the 'Asr prayer. He came to me while my parents were sitting around me on my right and my 
left. The Prophet said the Tashah-hud, praised and glorified Allah and said, 'Now then, 0 'Aishah! If you 
have committed a bad deed, or you have wronged (yourself), then repent to Allah, as Allah accepts the 
repentance from His worshippers.' "An Ansar( woman had come and was sitting near the gate. I said to 
the Prophet  , ‘Isn't it improper that you speak in such a way in the presence of this lady?' The 
Messenger of Allah “ then gave a piece of advice and I turned to my father and requested him to reply to 
him. My father said, 'What should I say?' Then I turned to my mother and asked her to answer him. She 
said, 'What should I say?' When my parents did not reply to the Prophet *, I said the Tashahhud, praised 
and glorified Allah as is His due, and I said: 'Then, by Allah! If I were to tell you that I have not done 
(this) and Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, is witness that I am telling the truth, that would not be of any 
use to me on your part, because you (people) have spoken about it and your hearts have absorbed it (as 
truth); and if I were to tell you that I have done this sin, and Allah knows that I have not done it, then you 
will say, 'She has confessed her guilt.' By Allah! I do not see a suitable example for me and you except 
the example of - and I could not remember Ya'qub's name - Yusufs father when he said: So patience is 
most fitting. And it is Allah Whose help can be sought against that which you describe 

She said: "It was at that time that Revelation came to the Messenger of Allah #, and we remained silent. 
Then the Revelation was over, and I noticed the signs of happiness on his face while he was wiping (the 
sweat) from his forehead, and saying. 'Have the good tidings 0 'Aishah! Allah has revealed your 
innocence.' At that time I was extremely angry. My parents said to me, 'Get up and go to him." I said, 'By 
Allah, I will not do it, and will not thank him nor either of you, but I will thank Allah, Who has revealed 
my innocence. {/0 Verses were revealed in Surah#24 [An-Nur 24:11 to20] } You have heard (this story) 
but neither of you have denied it, nor have you changed it (to defend me)." 'Aishah used to say: "But as 
regards to Zainab bint Jahsh Allah protected her because of her piety. She did not say anything except 
good (about me). But her sister, Hamnah was ruined among those who were ruined. Those who used to 
speak evil about me were Mistah, Hassan bin Thabit, and the hypocrite 'Ahdullah bin Ubayy [bin Salil] 
and [it is he who] used to spread that news and tempt others to speak of it, and it was he and Hamnah who 
had the greater share therein. Abu Bakr took an oath that he would never do any favor for Mistah at all. 
Then Allah, Most High, revealed this Ayah: 'Let not those among you who are blessed with graces and 
wealth' [until the end of the Ayah] referring to Abu Bakr: 'to give to their kinsmen, the poor, and those 
who left their homes for Allah's Cause.' - meaning Mistah - up to His saying: Do you not love that Allah 
should forgive you? And Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. fAniNur 24:22) On that, AbU Bakr said: 
"Yes, by Allah! 0 our Lord! We wish that You forgive us.' So he returned to what he had been doing." 
(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahth Gharib as a narration of Hisham bin 'Urwah. Yunus bin 
Yazid, Ma'mar, and others reported this Hadith from Az-Zuhri, from 'Urwah bin Az-Zubair, Sa'eed bin 
Al-Musayyab, 'Algamah bin Waqgqas Al-Laithi and 'Ubaidullah bin ‘Abdullah, from 'Aishah, and it is 
longer and more complete than the narration of Hisham bin 'Urwah. 


«And women in the city said, "The wife of al-'Azeez is seeking to seduce her slave boy; he has 
impassioned her with love. Indeed, we see her [to be] in clear error." 


«So when she heard of their scheming, she sent for them and prepared for them a banquet and gave each 
one of them a knife and said [to Joseph], "Come out before them." And when they saw him, they greatly 
admired him and cut their hands and said, "Perfect is Allah! This is not a man; this is none but a noble 
angel."(31)» 


«She said, "That is the one about whom you blamed me. And I certainly sought to seduce him, but he 
firmly refused; and if he will not do what I order him, he will surely be imprisoned and will be of those 
debased."(32)» [Vustaf: 30-32) 


Narrated 'Aisha: (the mother of believers) Allah's Apostle ® during his fatal ailment said, "Order Abu 
Bakr to lead the people in prayer." I said, "If Abu Bakr stood at your place (in prayers, the people will not 
be able to hear him because of his weeping, so order 'Umar to lead the people in prayer." He again said, 
"Order Abu Bakr to lead the people in prayer " Then I said to Hafsa, "Will you say (to the Prophet *), 'If 
Abu Bakr stood at your place, the people will not be able to hear him be cause of his weeping, so order 
‘Umar to lead the people in prayer?" Hafsa did so, whereupon Allah's Apostle * said, "You are like the 
companions of Joseph (See Qur'an, 12:30-32). Order Abu Bakr to lead the people in prayer." Hafsa then 
said to me, "I have never received any good from you!" 


«They said, "[It is but] a mixture of false dreams, and we are not learned in the interpretation of 
dreams."(44)» 


2277. Abu Qatadah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Dreams are from Allah and Hulum [It 
are from Shaitan. So when one of you sees 
something that bothers him, then let him spit on his left three times, and let him seek refuge in Allah from 
its evil. Then it will not harm him." (Sahlh) 

[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from 'Abdullah bin 'Amr, Abu Sa'eed, Jabir and Arias. 

[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Allah is the Creator of all things good and bad. No creature has any say in matters of 
creation. However, as a rule, all matters pleasing and good are attributed to Allah, but nothing disliked or 
hateful is to be attributed to Him. That is why jumbled thoughts and medleys of dreams have been 
attributed to Shaitan.

(1). 3116. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Indeed, the honorable, the son of 
the honorable, the son of the honorable, the son of the honorable: Yiisuf bin Ya'qub bin Isaq bin Ibrahim." 
He said: "And if I were to have remained in the prison as long as Yusuf, then the messenger came, I 
would have accepted." Then he recited: When the messenger came to him, he said: "Return to your king 


He said: "May Allah 
have mercy upon Lut, certainly he used to lean toward powerful support, since he said: "Would that I had 
strength to overpower you, or that I could betake myself to some powerful support. , [Hiid 11:80] So 
Allah did not send a Prophet * after him except among a high ranking family (Dhirwah) among his 


people." (Another chain) except that he said: "Allah did not send a Prophet “ after him except among a 
wealthy family (Tharwah) among his people." Muhammad bin 'Amr said: " Tharwah is riches and power. 
(Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This is more correct than the narration of Al-Fadi bin Musa, (a narrator in the chain of 
no. 3116) and this Hadith is Hasan. 

Comments: The Prophet * said so to express and magnify the perseverance, steadfastness and 
consistency of Prophet Yusuf he refused to be released from the prison without an investigation of the 
incident, in order to make clear that none would dare to speak a single word of suspicion about him. It is a 
true fact that only a person of great virtue can realise the righteousness and significance of others. 


«He said, "I will ask forgiveness for you from my Lord. Indeed, it is He who is the Forgiving, the 
Merciful."(98)» 


3570. 'Ikrimah, the freed slave of Ibn 'Abbas, narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "We were with the Messenger 
of Allah #; when 'Ali bin Abu Talib came to him, and he said: 'May my father and mother be ransomed 
for you! This Qur'an has suddenly left my heart, and I do not find myself capable of it.' So the Messenger 
of Allah # said to him: '0 Abul-Hasan! Should I not teach you words that Allah shall benefit you with, 
and benefit whomever you teach, and they will make whatever you have learned in your chest firm?' He 
said: 'Of course, 0 Messenger of Allah *, so teach me.' He said: 'When it is the night of (before) Friday, 
then if you are able to stand in the last third of the night, then verily, it is a witnessed hour, and 
supplication is answered in it. And my brother Ya'qub did say to his sons: I shall seek forgiveness for you 
from my Lord. [Yusuf 12:98] He said:' "Until the night of Friday comes." So if you are not able, then 
stand in the middle of it, and if you are not able, then stand in the first of it. And pray four Rak'ah. Recite 
Ftiliatul-Kitab (the Opening of the Book) and Stirat Ya-Sin in the first Rak'ah, and Fatihatul-Kitab and 
Ha-Mim Ad-Dukhan in the second Rak'ah, and Fatihatul-Kitab and Alif Lam Mim Tanzil As-Sajdah in the 
third Rak'ah, and Fatihatul-Kitab and Tabarak Al-Mufassal in the fourth Rak'ah. So when you have 
finished with the Tashah-hud, then praise Allah and mention Allah's greatness in an excellent manner, 
and send Salat upon me - and be excellent in it - and upon the rest of the Prophets. And seek 

forgiveness for the believing men and the believing women, and for your brothers who have preceded you 
in faith. Then say in the end of that: "0 Allah, have mercy on me by abandonment of sins forever, so long 
as You keep me remaining. And have mercy on me from taking upon myself what does not concern me, 
and provide me good sight for what will make You pleased with me. 0 Allah, Originator of the heavens 
and the earth, Possessor of glory, and generosity, and honor that is not exceeded. I ask you, 0 Allah, 0 
Rahman, by Your glory and the light of Your Face, to make my heart constant in remembering Your 
Book as You taught me, and grant me that I recite it in the manner that will make You pleased with me. 0 
Allah, Originator of the heavens and the earth, Possessor of glory, and generosity, and honor that is not 
exceeded. I ask you, 0 Allah, 0 Rahman, by Your glory and the light of Your Face, to enlighten my sight 
with Your Book, and make my tongue free with it, and to relieve my heart with it, and to expand my chest 
with it, and to wash my body with it. For indeed, none aids me upon the truth other than You, and none 
gives it except You, and there is no might or power except by Allah, the High, the Magnificent.

Billahil-'Alil-'Azim)." 0 Abul-Hasan! So do this three Fridays, or five, or seven, you will be answered - by 
the will of Allah - by the One Who sent me with the Truth, it has not failed a believer once." 

‘Abdullah bin 'Abbas said: "So, by Allah, 'Ali did not wait but five or seven until ['Ali] he came to the 
Messenger of Allah in a gathering similar to that and said: '0 Messenger of Allah *, indeed I was [a 
man] in the time that passed, who used to not take except four Ayat or about that much, so when I would 
recite them to myself they would suddenly depart- from me, and today I learn forty Ayah or about that 
much, and when I recite them to myself, then it is as if the Book of Allah is before my eyes. I used to hear 
a Hadith and when I would repeat it, it would suddenly depart from me, and today I hear Ahadith, and 
when I report them, I do not err in a single letter.' So the Messenger of Allah * said at that point: 'A 
believer, by the Lord of the Ka'bah, 0 Abul-Hasan." (Da iif) 

[Abii 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we do not know of it except through the narration of Al- 
Walid bin Muslim.

When he said that Gabriel had, they said, 
‘God sent Prophets before you but we do not know of anyone of them being 
told how long his kingdom would last and how long his community would 
last’. Huyayy turned to his men and said to them, 'Alif is 1, Lam is 30, and 
Meem is 40 i.e. 71 years. Are you going to adopt a kingdom and community 
that will only last for 71 years?’ 

Then Huyayy turned to the Prophet and said, 'Have you anything else 
Muhammad?’ 

'Yes' he replied, 'Alif Lamm Meem Saad' /AL-A'raf 7:1] 

Huyayy replied, 'This by Allah is more weighty and longer: Alif is 1, Lam is 
30, Meem is 40 and Saad is 90, i.e. 161 years’ 

Similar questions were asked and answered in respect of Alif Laam Ra /Yunus 
i.e. 231 years; Alif Laam Meem 
Ra i.e. 271 years; then Huyayy said, 'Your situation seems 
obscure to us Muhammad, so we do not know whether you will have a short 
or long duration’. Huyayy and his men then left. Later when Abu Yasir met 
Huyayy and his men he asked, 'How do you know that all these totals should 
not be added together to make a grand total of 734 years?' They replied, 
'His affair is obscure to us’. 

Abu Yasir and Huyayy were of the opinion that the following verse of the 
Quran was revealed in reference to them and the dialogue they had with the 
Prophet above: "He it is Who has revealed to thee (Muhammad) the Scripture 
wherein are clear revelations - they are the substance of the Book - and others which 
are allegorical. But those in whose hearts is doubt pursue, forsooth, that which is 
allegorical seeking to cause dissension by seeking to explain it. None knows its 
explanation save Allah. And those who are of sound instruction say: We believe therein; 
the whole is from our Lord; but only men of understanding really heed" 

Background: Huyayy ibn Akhtar was the chief of Banu Nadir, he was 
expelled from Medina after plotting to murder the Prophet in 4 AH. His 
daughter Safiya, despite her father and uncles dislike of Islam, actually 
accepted Islam and she married Prophet Muhammad. The family could trace 
their lineage back to Harun, the brother of Prophet Moses. With regards to 
the incident above Safiya says, "It was very early in the morning and 
between dawn and sunrise. They did not return until the sun was setting. 


They came back worn out and depressed, walking with slow, heavy steps. I 
smiled to them as I always did, but neither of them took any notice of me 
because they were so miserable. I head Abu Yasir ask my father, 'Is it him?’ 
‘Yes, it is." 'Can you recognize him? Can you verify it?' 'Yes, I can recognize 
him too well.' 'What do you feel towards him?' 'Enimity, enmity as long as I 
live." 

N.B. Huyayy used a pre-Islamic system of counting, Abjad numbers, where 
letters from the Arabic alphabet are assigned values, to try to interpret the 
verses of the Quran. 

Comments: I have included this Hadith (which is not a part of Kutub Al Sittah), 
because of its valuable information.

Al-Ash'ath bin 'Abdul-Malik 
reported this Hadith from Al-Hasan, from Sa'd bin Hisham, from 'Aishah, from the Prophet * and it is 
similar.And it is said that both narrations are Sahih. 

Comments: Celibacy is not allowed in Islam. The Arabic word ‘At-Tabbattul' means to stay away from 
women. A woman who has no interest in men is called Bati/' in the Arabic language. Fatimah was called 
Batiil because she was always busy in the remembrance of Allah. 


3218. It was narrated from Sa'd bin Hisham that he came to the Mother of the Believers, 'Aishah. He said: 
"I want to ask you about celibacy, what do you think about it?" She said: "Do not do that; have you not 
heard that Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, says: 'And indeed We sent Messengers before you, and made 
for them wives and offspring, 2[Ar Rad 13:38) So do not be celibate."'

Comments: The Verses mentioned in this Hadith are from two different Surah different revealed in the 
Makkan era; whereas 'Abdullah bin Salam embraced Islam in A1-Madinah, after the emigration. His 
saying 'these Verses were revealed regarding him' means the meaning of these Verses also applies to him, 
so they were revealed regarding the people like myself. As Iam honored with this status and rank, I am 
telling you to correct your aim and not to commit the murder of 'Uthman ; the consequences of 'Uthman's 
murder would be very dangerous for the Muslims.

Jesus (peace be upon him) said:" 
Then he raised his 
hands and said: O Lord, my Ummah, my Ummah, and wept; So Allah the High and the Exalted 
said: O Gabriel, go to Muhammad (though your Lord knows it fully well) and ask him: What 
makes thee weep? So Gabriel (peace be upon him) came to him and asked him, and the 
Messenger of Allah #2 (may peace be upon him) informed him what he had said (though Allah 
knew it fully well). Upon this Allah said: O Gabriel, go to Muhammad any say: Verily We will 
please thee with regard to your Ummah and would not displease thee. 


«Our Lord, | have settled some of my descendants in an uncultivated valley near Your sacred 
House, our Lord, that they may establish prayer. So make hearts among the people incline 
toward them and provide for them from the fruits that they might be grateful(37)» 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 
The first lady to use a girdle was the mother of Ishmael. She used a girdle so that she might hide her 
tracks from Sarah. Abraham brought her and her son Ishmael while she was suckling him, to a place near 
the Ka'ba under a tree on the spot of Zam-Zam, at the highest place in the mosque. During those days 
there was nobody in Mecca, nor was there any water So he made them sit over there and placed near them 
a leather bag containing some dates, and a small water-skin containing some water, and set out 
homeward. Ishmael's mother followed him saying, "0 Abraham! Where are you going, leaving us in this 
valley where there is no person whose company we may enjoy, nor is there anything (to enjoy)?" She 
repeated that to him many times, but he did not look back at her Then she asked him, "Has Allah ordered 
you to do so?" He said, "Yes." She said, "Then He will not neglect us," and returned while Abraham 
proceeded onwards, and on reaching the Thaniya where they could not see him, he faced the Ka'ba, and 
raising both hands, invoked Allah saying the followin 


Ishmael's mother went on suckling 
Ishmael and drinking from the water (she had). When the water in the water-skin had all been used up, 
she became thirsty and her child also became thirsty. She started looking at him (i.e. Ishmael) tossing in 


agony; She left him, for she could not endure looking at him, and found that the mountain of Safa was the 
nearest mountain to her on that land. She stood on it and started looking at the valley keenly so that she 
might see somebody, but she could not see anybody. Then she descended from Safa and when she 
reached the valley, she tucked up her robe and ran in the valley like a person in distress and trouble, till 
she crossed the valley and reached the Marwa mountain where she stood and started looking, expecting to 
see somebody, but she could not see anybody. She repeated that (running between Safa and Marwa) seven 
times." The Prophet * said, "This is the source of the tradition of the walking of people between them 
(i.e. Safa and Marwa). When she reached the Marwa (for the last time) she heard a voice and she asked 
herself to be quiet and listened attentively. She heard the voice again and said, 'O, (whoever you may be)! 
You have made me hear your voice; have you got something to help me?" And behold! She saw an angel 
at the place of Zam-zam, digging the earth with his heel (or his wing), till water flowed from that place. 
She started to make something like a basin around it, using her hand in this way, and started filling her 
water-skin with water with her hands, and the water was flowing out after she had scooped some of it." 
The Prophet # added, "May Allah bestow Mercy on Ishmael's mother! Had she let the Zam-Zam (flow 
without trying to control it) (or had she not scooped from that water) (to fill her water-skin), Zam-Zam 
would have been a stream flowing on the surface of the earth." The Prophet * further added, "Then she 
drank (water) and suckled her child. The angel said to her, 'Don't be afraid of being neglected, for this is 
the House of Allah which will be built by this boy and his father, and Allah never neglects His people.' 
The House (i.e. Kaaba) at that time was on a high place resembling a hillock, and when torrents came, 
they flowed to its right and left. She lived in that way till some people from the tribe of Jurhum or a 
family from Jurhum passed by her and her child, as they (i.e. the Jurhum people) were coming through 
the way of Kaaba'. They landed in the lower part of Mecca where they saw a bird that had the habit of 
flying around water and not leaving it. They said, 'This bird must be flying around water, though we know 
that there is no water in this valley.' They sent one or two messengers who discovered the source of water, 
and returned to inform them of the water. So, they all came (towards the water)." The Prophet “ added, 
"Ishmael's mother was sitting near the water. They asked her, 'Do you allow us to stay with you?" She 
replied, 'Yes, but you will have no right to possess the water.' They agreed to that." The Prophet * further 
said, "Ishmael's mother was pleased with the whole situation as she used to love to enjoy the company of 
the people. So, they settled there, and later on they sent for their families who came and settled with them 
so that some families became permanent residents there. The child (i.e. Ishmael) grew up and learnt 
Arabic from them and (his virtues) caused them to love and admire him as he grew up, and when he 
reached the age of puberty they made him marry a woman from amongst them. After Ishmael's mother 
had died, Abraham came after Ishmael's marriage in order to see his family that he had left before, but he 
did not find Ishmael there. When he asked Ishmael's wife about him, she replied, 'He has gone in search 
of our livelihood.' Then he asked her about their way of living and their condition, and she replied, 'We 
are living in misery; we are living in hardship and destitution,’ complaining to him. He said, 'When your 
husband returns, convey my salutation to him and tell him to change the threshold of the gate (of his 
house).' When Ishmael came, he seemed to have felt something unusual, so he asked his wife, 'Has 
anyone visited you?' She replied, "Yes, an old man of so-and-so description came and asked me about you 
and I informed him, and he asked about our state of living, and I told him that we were living in a 
hardship and poverty.' On that Ishmael said, 'Did he advise you anything?’ She replied, 'Yes, he told me to 
convey his salutation to you and to tell you to change the threshold of your gate.’ Ishmael said, 'It was my 
father, and he has ordered me to divorce you. Go back to your family.' So, Ishmael divorced her and 
married another woman from amongst them (i.e. Jurhum). Then Abraham stayed away from them for a 
period as long as Allah wished and called on them again but did not find Ishmael. So he came to Ishmael's 
wife and asked her about Ishmael. She said, 'He has gone in search of our livelihood.' Abraham asked her, 
"How are you getting on?' asking her about their sustenance and living. She replied, 'We are prosperous 
and well-off (i.e. we have everything in abundance).'’ Then she thanked Allah' Abraham said, 'What kind 
of food do you eat?' She said. 'Meat.' He said, 'What do you drink?’ She said, 'Water." He said, "O Allah! 
Bless their meat and water." The Prophet added, "At that time they did not have grain, and if they had 
grain, he would have also invoked Allah to bless it." The Prophet added, "If somebody has only these two 


things as his sustenance, his health and disposition will be badly affected, unless he lives in Mecca." The 
Prophet added," Then Abraham said Ishmael's wife, "When your husband comes, give my regards to him 
and tell him that he should keep firm the threshold of his gate.' When Ishmael came back, he asked his 
wife, 'Did anyone call on you?' She replied, 'Yes, a good-looking old man came to me,' so she praised him 
and added. 'He asked about you, and I informed him, and he asked about our livelihood and I told him 
that we were in a good condition.' Ishmael asked her, 'Did he give you any piece of advice?’ She said, 
"Yes, he told me to give his regards to you and ordered that you should keep firm the threshold of your 
gate.’ On that Ishmael said, 'It was my father, and you are the threshold (of the gate). He has ordered me 
to keep you with me.' Then Abraham stayed away from them for a period as long as Allah wished, and 
called on them afterwards. He saw Ishmael under a tree near Zamzam, sharpening his arrows. When he 
saw Abraham, he rose up to welcome him (and they greeted each other as a father does with his son or 
a son does with his father). Abraham said, 'O Ishmael! Allah has given me an order.' Ishmael said, 'Do 
what your Lord has ordered you to do.' Abraham asked, 'Will you help me?’ Ishmael said, 'I will help 
you.' Abraham said, Allah has ordered me to build a house here,’ pointing to a hillock higher than the 
land surrounding it." The Prophet added, "Then they raised the foundations of the House (i.e. the Ka'ba). 
Ishmael brought the stones and Abraham was building, and when the walls became high, Ishmael 
brought this stone and put it for Abraham who stood over it and carried on building, while Ishmael was 
handing him the stones, and both of them were saying 


«[It will be] on the Day the earth will be replaced by another earth, and the heavens [as well], and all 
creatures will come out before Allah, the One, the Prevailing(48)»

Allah, the Exalted and Glorious:"

(5). 3121. Masruq said: "'Aishah recited this Ayah: The Day when the earth will be changed to another 


earth. 
Sirat." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. It has been reported through other routes from 'Aishah. 


She said: '0 Messenger of Allah! #% Where will the people be?' He said: 'Upon the 


(Hashiya'Saikh Zaazah Tafseer Bedawi, Vol1,/page 65) (This is not from Kutub Al Sittah) 

Abu Yasir bin Akhtab passed by the Prophet “, upon whom be peace, while 
he was reciting the opening words of (ie chapter 2 of the Quran): "Alif, 
Laam, Meem, this is a book in which there is no doubt". 

Abu Yasir went to his brother Huyayy who was with some other Jews and 
said, 'Do you know that I have heard Muhammad reciting in what has been 
sent down to him Alif, Laam, Meem'/4r-Bagara 2:1). After expressing their 
surprise and shock, Huyayy and these men went to the Prophet and told 
them about what Abu Yasir told them, and they asked if Gabriel had brought 
this message to him from Allah. When he said that Gabriel had, they said, 
‘God sent Prophets before you but we do not know of anyone of them being 
told how long his kingdom would last and how long his community would 
last’. Huyayy turned to his men and said to them, 'Alif is 1, Lam is 30, and 
Meem is 40 i.e. 71 years. Are you going to adopt a kingdom and community 
that will only last for 71 years?’ 

Then Huyayy turned to the Prophet and said, 'Have you anything else 
Muhammad?’ 

'Yes' he replied, 'Alif Lamm Meem Saad' /AL-A'raf 7:1] 

Huyayy replied, 'This by Allah is more weighty and longer: Alif is 1, Lam is 
30, Meem is 40 and Saad is 90, i.e. 161 years’ 

Similar questions were asked and answered in respect of Alif Laam Ra /Yunus 
i.e. 231 years; Alif Laam Meem 
Ra i.e. 271 years; then Huyayy said, 'Your situation seems 
obscure to us Muhammad, so we do not know whether you will have a short 
or long duration’. Huyayy and his men then left. Later when Abu Yasir met 
Huyayy and his men he asked, 'How do you know that all these totals should 
not be added together to make a grand total of 734 years?' They replied, 
'His affair is obscure to us’. 

Abu Yasir and Huyayy were of the opinion that the following verse of the 
Quran was revealed in reference to them and the dialogue they had with the 
Prophet above: "He it is Who has revealed to thee (Muhammad) the Scripture 
wherein are clear revelations - they are the substance of the Book - and others which 
are allegorical. But those in whose hearts is doubt pursue, forsooth, that which is 
allegorical seeking to cause dissension by seeking to explain it. None knows its 
explanation save Allah. And those who are of sound instruction say: We believe therein; 
the whole is from our Lord; but only men of understanding really heed" 

Background: Huyayy ibn Akhtar was the chief of Banu Nadir, he was 
expelled from Medina after plotting to murder the Prophet in 4 AH. His 
daughter Safiya, despite her father and uncles dislike of Islam, actually 
accepted Islam and she married Prophet Muhammad. The family could trace 
their lineage back to Harun, the brother of Prophet Moses. With regards to 
the incident above Safiya says, "It was very early in the morning and 
between dawn and sunrise. They did not return until the sun was setting. 


They came back worn out and depressed, walking with slow, heavy steps. I 
smiled to them as I always did, but neither of them took any notice of me 
because they were so miserable. I head Abu Yasir ask my father, 'Is it him?’ 
‘Yes, it is." 'Can you recognize him? Can you verify it?' 'Yes, I can recognize 
him too well.' 'What do you feel towards him?' 'Enimity, enmity as long as I 
live." 

N.B. Huyayy used a pre-Islamic system of counting, Abjad numbers, where 
letters from the Arabic alphabet are assigned values, to try to interpret the 
verses of the Quran. 

Comments: I have included this Hadith (which is not a part of Kutub Al Sittah), 
because of its valuable information. 


«Perhaps those who disbelieve will wish that they had been Muslims(2)» [AL-Hijr: 2] 


2638. As-Sunabihi narrated from 'Ubadah bin As-Samit, he said: "I entered upon him while he was 
dying, so I cried, and he said: 'There now, why are you crying? For by Allah, if I am a martyr, then I will 
bear witness for you, and if I am granted intercession I will intercede for you, and if I can I will benefit 
you,' then he said: 'By Allah! There is no Hadith which I heard from the Messenger of Allah “ OR which 
is good for you but I narrated it to you, except for one and I shall narrate it to you today, while I am near 
death. I heard the Messenger of Allah # say: "Whoever testifies to La aha Ilallah and that Muhammad 
is the Messenger of Allah %, then Allah has forbidden the Fire to him." (Sahih) 

There are narrations on this topic from Abu Bakr, 'Umar, 'Uthman, 'Ali, Talhah, Jabir, Ibn 'Umar and Zaid 
bin Khalid. [He said: I heard Ibn Abi 'Umar say: "I heard Ibn 'Uyainah say: "Muhammad bin 'Ajlan (a 
narrator in the chain) was trustworthy and reliable in Hadith. As-Sunabihi is 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Usailah, 
Abu 'Abdullah. 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib from this route.It has been related from Az-Zuhri that 
he was asked about the statement of the Prophet @ "Whoever says La Ilaha Illallah, will enter paradise," 
so he said: "That was only in the beginning of Islam before the revelation of the obligations, and the 
commands and prohibitions." 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] According to some of the people of knowledge, the meaning of this Hadith is that the 
people of Zawhid will enter Paradise, even if they are punished in the Fire because of their sins, so they 
will not dwell eternally in the Fire. It has been related from ['Abdullah] bin Mas'ud, Abu Dharr, 'Imran 
bin Husain, Jabir bin 'Abdullah, Ibn 'Abbas, Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri and Anas bin Malik that the Prophet 
said: "A group of people from the people of Zawhid will come out of the Fire and enter Paradise." This is 
what has been reported from Sa'eed bin Jubair, Ibrahim An-Nakha'i, and others among the Tabi‘in - and it 
has been reported through other routes from Abii Hurairah, from the Prophet - regarding the explanation 
of the Ayah: And those who disbelieve will wish that they were Muslims./ Al-Hijr 15:2. ] They said: 
"When the people of Tawhid are taken out from the Fire and admitted into Paradise, those who 
disbelieved will wish that they had been Muslims." 

Comments: In this Hadith, the meaning of declaration of Tawhid and the truth of the Messenger * is to 
accept the call of Islam fully from the heart and to follow it; in other words, it may be said thus that the 
declaration of Tawhid and Messengerhood include the complete religion of Islam. Doubtlessly, he who 
embraces the religion of Tawhid from the heart truly, he will enter paradise. 


«And We have already known the preceding [generations] among you, and We have already known the 
later [ones to come](24)» 


(1). 3122. Ibn 'Abbas said: "There was a woman who performed Salat behind the Messenger of Allah 
who was the most beautiful among the people. Some of the people would go forward to the first line so as 
not to see her. Others would go back to the last line so when he would bow, he could look at her from 
under his armpit. So Allah revealed: Indeed We know those who try to come forward among you, and We 
know those who try to go back. [AI-Hijr 15:24]' (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] Ja'far bin Sulaiman reported this Hadith from 'Amr bin Malik, from Abu Al-Jawza' 
similarly. But he did not mention "from Ibn 'Abbas" in it. It" is more likely that this is more correct than 
the narration of Nuh (no. 3122). 


871. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "There was a woman who used to pray behind the Messenger of 
Allah who was beautiful, one of the most beautiful of people. Some of the people used to go to the 
front row to avoid seeing her, and some used to go to the back row so that when they bowed they could 
see her from beneath their armpits. Then Allah revealed the words: 'To Us are known those of you who 
hasten forward and those who lag behind.'[Al Hijr 15:24] (Daif) 

Comments: Worshippers consist of various kinds of people pious as well as evil, true believers as well as 
hypocrites. In this Hadith, therefore, there is nothing far from probable. 


«Indeed in that are signs for those who discern(75)» [AL-Hijr: 75] 


(6). 3127. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Beware of the believer's 
intuition, for indeed he sees with Allah's Light." Then he recited: Surely in this are signs for those who 
see [AI-Hijr 15:75] (Da'if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gha rib we do not know of it except through this route. It has been 
related that some of the people of knowledge said the interpretation of this Ayah: ‘Surely in this are signs 
for those who see.' is: "For the intuitive." 


«And We have certainly given you, [O Muhammad], seven of the often repeated [verses] and the great 
Qur'an(87)» 


914. It was narrated from Abu Sa'eed bin Al-Mu'alla that the Prophet passed by him when he was 
praying, and called him. He said: "I finished praying, then I came to him, and he said: "What kept you 
from answering me?" He said: 'I was praying.' He said: 'Does not Allah say:O you who believe Answer 


Allah (by obeying Him) and (His) Messenger when he calls you to that which will give you life? [Al 


Shall I not teach you the greatest Surah before I leave the Masjid?’ Then he went to leave, 
and I said: '0 Messenger of Allah, what about what you said?" He said: "All the praise and thanks be to 
Allah, the Lord of all that exists. ."[Al Fatihah-1:2 ] These are the seven oft- recited that I have been 
given, and the Grand Qur'an." (Sahih). 

915. It was narrated that Ubayy bin Ka'b said: "The Messenger of Allah ® said: 'Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, did not reveal in the Tawrah or the Injil anything like OE EEREED which is 
the seven oft-recited, and (Allah said) it is divided between Myself and My slave and My slave will have 
what he asked for." (Hasan). 


917. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said, concerning the words of Allah, the Mighty and Sublime: 
"Seven of Al-Mathani" (seven repeatedly-recited) '[Al Hijr 15:87]: "The seven long ones." (Hasan) 


«Just as We had revealed [scriptures] to the separators(90)» [Al-Hijr: 90] 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: concerning: 
"As We sent dow (the Seripture) on those who are divided (Jews and Christians).” (15.90) They believed 


in part of it and disbelieved in the other, are the Jews and the Christians. 


«Who have made the Qur'an into portions(91)» [Al-Hijr: 91] 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 
They, the people of the Sens divided this Scripture into parts, believing in some portions of it and 


disbelieving the others. 


«So by your Lord, We will surely question them all(92)» 


«About what they used to do(93)» 


(5). 3126. Anas bin Malik narrated that regarding Allah's saying: We shall certainly call all of them to 
[Al-Hijr 15:92,93]

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we only know of it as a narration of Laith bin Abi Sulaim. 
‘Abdullah bin Idris reported it from Laith bin Abi Sulaim, from Bishr from Anas bin Malik similarly, but 
he did not narrate it in Marfa’ form. 


The Prophet * said: "About saying La Ilaha 


«And [He created] the horses, mules and donkeys for you to ride and [as] adornment. And He creates that 
which you do not know(8)» 


Sunan Ibn Majah Book 21 - Jihad, Number 21.12.21: 

Yahya related to me that Malik said that he had heard that Umar ibn Abd al- 
Aziz used to say, "The man on horse-back has two shares, and the man on 
foot has one." Malik added, "I continue to hear the same." Malik, when 
asked whether a man who was present with several horses took a share for 
all of them, said, "I have never heard that. I think that there is only a share 
for the horse on which he fought." Malik said, "I think that foreign horses 
and half-breeds are considered as horses because Allah, the Blessed, the 
Exalted, said in His Book, 


He said, the Mighty, the Majestic, 


I think that 
foreign breeds and half-breeds are considered as horses if the governor 

accepts them." Said ibn al-Musayyab was asked about working horses, and 
whether there was zakat on them. He said, "Is there any zakat on horses?" 


Yahya related to me from Malik that the best of what he had heard about horses, 
mules, and donkeys was that they were not eaten because Allah, the Blessed, the 
Exalted,said 


. He said, may He be Blessed and Exalted, 
He said, the 


Blessed, the Exalted, 


Malik said "Allah mentioned horses, mules, and donkeys for 
riding and adornment, and He mentioned cattle for riding and eating." Malik said, 
"Al-qani also means the poor." 


«So enter the gates of Hell to abide eternally therein, and how wretched is the residence of the 
arrogant(29)»»

Narrated Anas: 

The Prophet * said, "On the Day of Resurrection the Believers will assemble and say, 'Let us ask 
somebody to intercede for us with our Lord.' So they will go to Adam and say, 'You are the father of all 
the people, and Allah created you with His Own Hands, and ordered the angels to prostrate to you, and 
taught you the names of all things; so please intercede for us with your Lord, so that He may relieve us 
from this place of ours.' Adam will say, 'I am not fit for this (i.e. intercession for you).' Then Adam will 


remember his sin and feel ashamed thereof. He will say, 'Go to Noah, for he was the first Apostle, Allah 
sent to the inhabitants of the earth.' They will go to him and Noah will say, 'I am not fit for this 
undertaking.’ He will remember his appeal to his Lord to do what he had no knowledge of, then he will 
feel ashamed thereof and will say, 'Go to the Khalil-Ur-Rahman (i.e. Abraham).' They will go to him and 
he will say, 'I am not fit for this undertaking. Go to Moses, the slave to whom Allah spoke (directly) and 
gave him the Torah .' So they will go to him and he will say, 'I am not fit for this undertaking.’ and he will 
mention (his) killing a person who was not a killer, and so he will feel ashamed thereof before his Lord, 
and he will say, 'Go to Jesus, Allah's Slave, His Apostle and Allah's Word and a Spirit coming from Him. 
Jesus will say, 'I am not fit for this undertaking, go to Muhammad the Slave of Allah whose past and 
future sins were forgiven by Allah.' So they will come to me and I will proceed till I will ask my Lord's 
Permission and I will be given permission. When I see my Lord, I will fall down in Prostration and He 
will let me remain in that state as long as He wishes and then I will be addressed.’ (Muhammad!) Raise 
your head. Ask, and your request will be granted; say, and your saying will be listened to; intercede, and 
your intercession will be accepted." I will raise my head and praise Allah with a saying (i.e. invocation) 
He will teach me, and then I will intercede. He will fix a limit for me (to intercede for) whom I will admit 
into Paradise. Then I will come back again to Allah, and when I see my Lord, the same thing will happen 
to me. And then IJ will intercede and Allah will fix a limit for me to intercede whom I will let into 
Paradise, then I will come back for the third time; and then I will come back for the fourth time, and will 
say, 'None remains in Hell but those whom the Quran has imprisoned (in Hell) and who have been 
destined to an eternal stay in Hell.'" (The compiler) Abu 'Abdullah said: 'But those whom the Qur'an has 
imprisoned in Hell,' refers to the Statement of Allah: 


«Have they not considered what things Allah has created? Their shadows incline to the right and to the 
left, prostrating to Allah, while they are humble(48)» 


(1). 3128. 'Abdullah bin 'Umar narrated: "I heard 'Umar bin Al-Khattab saying: "The Messenger of 
Allah ® said: "Four before Zuhr, after the zenith, are reckoned with their like from Salat As-Sahr." The 
Messenger of Allah ® said: "There is nothing but that it glorifies Allah at that hour." Then he recited the 
Ayah: Their shadows shift from right to left, prostrating to Allah while they are humble. 

(Daif) 

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Ghartb, we do not know of it except as a narration of 'Ali bin 'Asim. 
Comments: When the sun passes its zenith, everything glorifies Allah and prostrates in its own way, 
according to its ability; therefore offering prayer at such time is a sign of unanimity and likeness with 
everything. It is very effective and a source of reward and virtuousness like the prayer at midnight. 


«And from the fruits of the palm trees and grapevines you take intoxicant and good provision. Indeed in 
that is a sign for a people who reason(67)» [An-Nahl: 67] 


5575. Abu Hurairah said: "The Messenger of Allah # said: Khamr comes from these two." Suwaid (one 
of the narrators) said: "From these two trees: The date palm and the grapevine." (Sahih). 


«And when We substitute a verse in place of a verse - and Allah is most knowing of what He sends down 
- they say, "You, [O Muhammad], are but an inventor [of lies]." But most of them do not know(101)» 


3529. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas with regard to Allah's saying: "Whatever a Verse (revelation) do 
We abrogate or cause to be forgotten, We bring a better one or similar to it."{ Al-Bagarah 2:106] and He 
said: "And when We change a Verse in place of another — and Allah knows best what He sends down. "[ 
and He said: "Allah blots out what He wills and confirms (what He wills). And with 
Him is the Mother of the book. "/ Ar-Ra ‘d 13:39/The first thing that was abrogated in the Qur'an was the 
Qiblah." And He said: "And divorced women shall wait (as regards their marriage) for three menstrual 
periods." ."{ Al-Baqarah 2:228] and He said: "And those of your women as have passed the age of 
monthly courses, for them the 'Iddah, if you have doubt (about their periods), is three months." [At+Talaq 
65:4] So (some) of that was abrogated, (according to) His, Most High, saying: "And then divorce them 
before you have sexual intercourse with them, no 'Iddah have you to count in respect of them, "{ Al- 
(Hasan) 


3584. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas, regarding Allah's saying: "Whatever a Verse do We abrogate or 
cause to be forgotten, We bring a better one or similar to it." ™ and "And when We 
change a Verse in place of another and Allah knows best what He sends down" and 
"Allah blots out what He wills and confirms (what He wills). And with Him is the Mother of the book." 

The first thing that was abrogated in the Qur‘an was the Qiblah. And He said: "And 
divorced women shall wait (as regards their marriage) for three menstrual periods, and it is not lawful for 
them to conceal what Allah has created in their wombs, if they believe in Al/ah and the Last Day." "And 
their husbands have better right to take them back in that period, if they wish for reconciliation. [AI- 

that is because when a man divorced his wife, he had more right to take her back, even if 
he had divorced her three times. Then (Allah) abrogated that and said: "The divorce is twice, after that, 
either you retain her on reasonable terms or release her with kindness." [Al-Bagarah 2:229] ( Hasan) 
Comments: The return of a woman who is in her waiting period from an unfinalized, non-threefold 
divorce to the state of marriage is possible twice only. After the pronouncement of the third divorce, the 
woman becomes unlawful: neither returning (taking back) nor remarriage. This is an agreed upon issue. 


«Whoever disbelieves in Allah after his belief... except for one who is forced [to renounce his religion] 
while his heart is secure in faith. But those who [willingly] open their breasts to disbelief, upon them is 
wrath from Allah, and for them is a great punishment;(106)» 


4074. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said concerning Surat An-Nahl "Whoever disbelieved in Allah after 
his belief, except him who is forced thereto and whose heart is at rest with Faith; but such as open their 
breasts to disbelief, on them is wrath from Allah, and theirs will be a great torment, "[An-Nalil 16106) 
"This was abrogated, and an exception was made, as Allah said: 'Then, verily your Lord for those who 
emigrated after they had been put to trials and thereafter strove hard and fought (for the Cause of Allah) 


and were patient, verily, your Lord afterward is , Oft-Forgiving , Most Merciful. "[An-Nahl 16:110] This 
was 'Abdullah bin Sa'd bin Abi As-Sarh who was the governor of Egypt and used to write to the 
Messenger of Allah & . The Shaitan misled him and he went and joined the unbelievers. So he (the 
Prophet “) commanded that he be killed on the day of the Conquest of Makkah. Then, 'Uthman bin 'Afan 
sought protection for him, and the Messenger of Allah “ granted him protection." (Hasan). 


«And if you punish [an enemy, O believers], punish with an equivalent of that with which you were 
harmed. But if you are patient - it is better for those who are patient(126)» 


(2). 3129. Ubayy bin Ka'b said: "On the Day of Uhud, sixty-four of the Ansar were killed, and six from 
the Muhajirin, one of whom was Hamzah, and they mutilated them, so the Ansar said: 'Tf, (in the future) 
we are able to kill them on a day like this, we would mutilate from among them as twice as they (mutilate 
from among us)." He said: "So on the day of the Conquest of Makkah, Allah revealed: And if you punish 
them, then punish them with the like of that with which you were afflicted. But if you have patience with 
them, then it is better for those who are patient. . [An-Nahl 16:126] So a man said: 'There shall be no 
Quraish after today.' But the Messenger of Allah * said: 'Leave the people, except for four." (Hasan) 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gha rib as a narration of Ubayy bin Ka’'b. 

Comments: Siirat An-Nahl was revealed in Makkah, but the last three Verses were revealed in Al- 
Madinah. At the conquest of Makkah, the Prophet #, told Abu Hurairah: "make the announcement among 
the Ansar, whoever you see in your way finish him." A man then said none from the Quraish would 
remain alive after this day. [A/-Kawakib Ad-Darari: vol. 4, p. 178, footnote no:2.1. The Prophet @ issued 
a general ordinance to kill four persons wherever they were found; and those four were: Ikrimah bin Abu 
Jahl, ‘Abdullah bin Khatal, Qais bin Sababah and 'Abdullah bin Sa'd bin Abu As-Sarh. 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud: 
Surat Bani-lsrael, Al-Kahf (The Cave), Maryam, Taha, Al-Anbiya' (The prophets) are amongst my first 
earnings and my old property, and (in fact) they are my old property. 


3405. 'Aishah [may Allah be pleased with her] said: "The Prophet # would to not sleep until he recited 
and Banii Israi ‘il. "Muhammad bin Isma'il informed me: "This Abu Lubabah's (a narrator in 

the chain) name is Marwan, the freed slave of 'Abdur-Rahman bin Ziyad. He heard from 'Aishah, and 

Hammad bin Zaid heard from him." 

Comments: The Prophet “ would recite various Siirat and supplications before sleeping at night. Every 

Muslim should try to recite some of these regularly before sleeping at night. Reciting more of them is 

better. Ignoring the supplication before sleeping is a great loss. 


«Exalted is He who took His Servant by night from al-Masjid al-Haram to al-Masjid al-Aqsa, whose 
surroundings We have blessed, to show him of Our - Indeed, He is the Hearing, the Seeing(1)» 


(17). 3147. Zirr bin Hubaish said: "I said to Hudhaifah bin Al-Yaman: 'Did the Messenger of Allah % 
perform Salat in Bait Al-Maqdis?' He said: 'No." I said: 'But he did.' He said: 'You say that, 0 bald one! 
Based upon what do you say that?' I said: "Based upon the Qur'an, (the Judge) between you and I is the 
Qur'an.' So Hudhaifah said: 'Whoever argues using the Qur'an, then he has indeed succeeded." (One of the 
narrators) Sufyan said: "He means: 'He has indeed proven" - and perhaps he (Sufyan) said: "He 
triumphed." He (Zirr) said: "Glorified is He Who took His slave for a journey by night from Al-Masjid 
A1-Harém to Al-Masjid Al-Aqsa. ".[ Al-Isra' 17:1] He (Hudhaifah) said: 'Do you see (this proves that) 
he (%) performed Salat in it?' I said: 'No.' He said: 'If he had performed Saldt in it, then it would have 
been required upon you that you perform Salat in it, just as it is required that you perform Salat in Al- 
Masjid Al-Haram.' Hudhaifah said: 'The Messenger of Allah # was brought a beast with a long back - 
stretching out like this - one stride of it, is as far as his vision. So, the two of them remained upon the 
back of Al-Buraq until they saw Paradise and the Fire, and all of what has been prepared for the 
Hereafter, then they returned back to where they began." He said: 'They say that he was fettered, but for 
what? Because he might flee? The Knower of the unseen and the witnessed subdued him." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Although there is no clear evidence in Surat Al-Isra’ that the Prophet “ offered prayer in the 
holy mosque in Jerusalem, which is why Hudhaifah denied it; yet the narrations prove that the Prophet # 
offered the prayer in A/-Masjid Al-Aqsa the clear evidence of tying the Al-Buraq to the stone also exists 
in the narrations. 


«O descendants of those We carried [in the ship] with Noah. Indeed, he was a grateful servant(3)» 


(3). 3230. Samurah narrated, regarding the saying of Allah, Most High: And his progeny, them We made 
survivors.'[As-Saffat 37:77] The Prophet * said: "Ham, Sam and Yafith" with (the letter) Tha’. (Da'if) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] It is said: Yafitand Yafith both with Ta’ and with 7ha'. And it is (also) said: Yafith. 
[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we do not know of it except as a narration of Sa'eed bin Bashir. 
Comments: Very few people from Noah's offspring believed in him, so only those were saved, and the 
rest of the people were all drowned because of their rebellious behavior. But Surat Hiid, 11:40, informs 
that some other people, other than the offspring of Noah, also believed. Therefore the offspring of those 
believers along with the offspring of the three sons of Nuh [Noah] were also spared. So it is said in 

‘0 the children of those whom we carried in the ship with Nuh’. 
(4). 3231. Samurah narrated that the Prophet * said: "Sam was the father of the Arabs, Ham the father of 
the Ethiopians, and Yafith the father of the Romans." (Da iif) 
Comments: It does not mean that the offspring of these three were only these tribes and they did not have 
offspring other than these; rather there were other children too, other than these three. [A/-KawakibAd- 
Darari, vol. 4, p. 248, footnote no: 1] 


«And [for] every person We have imposed his fate upon his neck, and We will produce for him on the 
Day of Resurrection a record which he will encounter spread open(13)» 


Abu Harb bin. Abu al-Aswad reported on the authority of his father that Abu Musa al-Ash'ari 
sent for the reciters of Basra. They came to him and they were three hundred in number. They 
recited the Qur'an and he said: You are the best among the inhabitants of Basra, for you are the 
reciters among them. So continue to recite it. (But bear in mind) that your reciting for a long time 
may not harden your hearts as were hardened the hearts of those before you. We used to recite 
a surah which resembled in length and severity to (Surah) Bara’at. | have, however, forgotten it 
with the exception of this which | remember out of it:" If there were two valleys full of riches, for 
the son of Adam, he would long for a third valley, and nothing would fill the stomach of the son 
of Adam but dust." And we used so recite a surah which resembled one of the surahs of 
Musabbihat, and | have forgotten it, but remember (this much) out of it:" 
and 


«Whoever is guided is only guided for [the benefit of] his soul. And whoever errs only errs 
against it. And no bearer of burdens will bear the burden of another. And never would We 


punish until We sent a messenger(15)» 


1004. Yaya bin 'Abdur-Raliman narrated from Ibn 'Umar that the Prophet * said: "The deceased is 
punished for the crying of his family over him." So 'Aishah said: "May Allah have mercy upon him. He 
has not lied, but he is mistaken. It is only that the Messenger of Allah ® said about a Jewish man who 
died: 'The deceased is being punished and his family is crying over him." (Hasan) 

(He said:) There are narrations on this topic from Ibn 'Abbas, Qarazah bin Ka'b, Abu Hurairah, Ibn 
Mas'ud and Usamah bin Zaid. 


Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of 'Aishah is a Hasan Sahih Hadith, and it has been reported through more 
than one route from 'Aishah. The people of knowledge followed this, and they interpreted it with the 
Ayah: No one laden with burdens can bear another's burden. [/A1-Isra’ 17:15] This is the view of Ash- 
Shafi'l. 
[56 ss!w Yl] 
«Say, "Invoke those you have claimed [as gods] besides Him, for they do not possess the [ability for] 
removal of adversity from you or [for its] transfer [to someone else]."(56)» 


[57 :el YI] 
«Those whom they invoke seek means of access to their Lord, [striving as to] which of them would be 


nearest, and they hope for His mercy and fear His punishment. Indeed, the punishment of your Lord is 
ever feared(57)» [[srael: 56-57] 


Narrated Abdullah: 

Regarding the explanation of the Verse: 'Those whom they call upon (worship) (like Jesus the Son of 
Mary, angels etc.) desire (for themselves) means of access to their Lord (Allah) as to which of them 
should be the nearer and they hope for His Mercy and fear His torment.’ (17.57) They themselves (e.g. 
Angels, saints, Apostles, Jesus, etc.,) worshipped Allah, Those Jinns who were worshipped by some 
Arabs became Muslims (embraced Islam), but those human beings stuck to their (old) religion. Al-Amash 
said extra: 'Say, (O Muhammad): Call unto those besides Him whom you assume (to be gods).' (17.56) 


Narrated Abdullah: Regarding the Verse: 'Those whom they call upon (worship) (like Jesus the Son of 
Mary or angels etc.) desire (for themselves) means of access, to their Lord....' (17.57) (It was revealed 
regarding) some Jinns who used to be worshipped (by human beings). They later embraced Islam (while 
those people kept on worshipping them). 


Abdullah b. Mas'ud reported in connection with the words of Allah, the Exalted and Glorious: 
"Those to whom they call upon, themselves seek the means or access to their Lord as to 
whoever of them becomes nearest" (17.57) that it related to a party of Jinn who were being 
worshipped and they embraced Islam but those who worshipped them kept on worshipping 
them (though the Jinn whom the misguided people worshipped had become Muslims). It was 
then that this verse was revealed.

«And [remember, O Muhammad], when We told you, "Indeed, your Lord has encompassed the people." 
And We did not make the sight which We showed you except as a trial for the people, as was the accursed 
tree [mentioned] in the Qur'an. And We threaten them, but it increases them not except in great 
transgression(60)» [[srael: 60] 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 
Regarding: 'And We granted the vision (Ascension to the Heaven "Miraj") which We showed you (O 
Muhammad as an actual eye witness) but as a trial for mankind.’ (17.60) It was an actual eye-witness 


which was shown to Allah's Apostle during the night he was taken on a journey (through the heavens). 
And the cursed tree is the tree of Az-Zaqqum (a bitter pungent tree which grows at the bottom of Hell). 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: Regarding the Statement of Allah" 


.lbn Abbas added: The sights which Allah's Apostle 8 was shown on the Night Journey when he 
was taken to Bait-ul-Maqdis (i.e. Jerusalem) were actual sights, (not dreams). And the Cursed Tree 
(mentioned) in the Quran is the tree of Zaqqum (itself) . 


Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas: (Regarding the Verse) 


Allah's Apostle # actually saw with his own eyes the vision (all the things which were shown to 
him) on the night of his Night Journey to Jerusalem (and then to the heavens). The cursed tree which is 
mentioned in the Qur'an is the tree of Az-Zaqqum. 


(4). 3134. Ibn 'Abbas commented on Allah, the Most High, saying: And We made not the vision which 
we showed you but a trial for mankind He said: "It is the vision he saw with his eyes, 
on the night the Prophet was taken on the journey to Bait Al-Maqdis. And 'the accursed tree in the 
Qur'an He said: "It is the Zaqqum tree." (Sahih). This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 
Comments: The word ‘Ru'ya'is used both for the observation of the eye and the vision in the dream. Ibn 
Abbas indicated by using the phrase 'the observation of eye' that the incident of /sra' and Mi'rdj is not the 
vision of dream but in fact it is the observation of eye. 


«{Mention, O Muhammad], the Day We will call forth every people with their record [of deeds]. Then 
whoever is given his record in his right hand - those will read their records, and injustice will not be done 
to them, [even] as much as a thread [inside the date seed](71 


(6). 3136. Abii Hurairah narrated that regarding the saying of Allah, Most High: "The Day when We shall 
call together all human beings with their (respective) Imam" J AL-Isra’ 17:71] the Prophet # said One 
of you will be called to be given his record in his right hand, he will be grown in his body to sixty 
forearm-lengths, his face will be whitened, and a crown of sparkling pearls will be placed upon his head. 
So he will go to his companions, who can see him from afar, and they will say: '0 Allah! Bring this one to 
us, and let us be blessed by him.Until he reaches them, and says to them: Receive the good news! For 
each man among you shall be the likes of this. [He said:] As for the disbeliever, then his face shall be 
blackened, he will be grown in his body to sixty forearm-lengths in the image of Adam, he will be given a 
crown, and his companions will see him and say: 'We seek refuge in Allah from the evil of this one. 0 
Allah! Do not bring this one to us." He said: "So when he reaches them, they say: '0 Allah! Take him 
away' so they will be told: 'May Allah cast you away! Indeed for each man among you is the likes of 
this." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. As-Suddi's (a narrator in the chain) name is Isma'il bin 
‘Abdur-Rahman. 


Comments: It has been related from 'Abdullah bin Abbas, in this Verse ‘Imam’ means the book of deeds. 
Every person will be treated according to his good and bad deeds. 


«Establish prayer at the decline of the sun [from its meridian] until the darkness of the night and [also] the 
Qur'an of dawn. Indeed, the recitation of dawn is ever witnessed(78)» Israel: 78] 


(5). Abu Hurairah narrated regarding Allah, Most High, saying: "And recite the Qur'an in the early dawn. 
Verily the recitation of the Qur'an in the early dawn is ever witnessed." The Prophet 
said: "It is witnessed by the angels of the night and the angels of the day." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 'Ali bin Mus-hir reported similarly from A1-A'mash, from 
Abu Salib, from Abu Hurairah and Abii Sa'eed from the Prophet * That was narrated to us by 'Ali bin 
Hujr (who said): Ali bin Mus-hir narrated to us, from Al-A'mash" and he mentioned similarly. 
Comments: The recitation in the morning prayer is long as well as audible; Mash-hud means that in the 
morning prayer both the /mam and the people standing behind are more attentive and the angels also 
attend this prayer because the duties of the angels change in the morning, the angels of the day takeover, 
and the angels of the night leave, so the angels of both shifts are present together. 


Narrated Ibn Al-Musaiyab: 

Abu Huraira said, "The Prophet * said, 'A prayer performed in congregation is twenty-five times more 
superior in reward to a prayer performed by a single person. The angels of the night and the angels of the 
day are assembled at the time of the Fajr (Morning) prayer." Abu Huraira added, "If you wish, you can 
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Abu Huraira reported Allah's Apostle # (may peace be upon him) as saying: Prayer said in a 
congregation is twenty-five degrees more excellent than prayer said by a single person. He 


(Abu Huraira further) said: The angels of the night and the angels of the day meet together. Abu 
Huraira said: Recteit you like:” Surely the rectal of the Qur'an at dawn is witnessed” (al-Qur'an, 
17.78). 


487. It was narrated from Abu Hurairah that the Messenger of Allah @ said: "Prayer in congregation is 
twenty-five times more virtuous than the prayer of any one of you offered on his own. The angels of the 
night and the day meet at Fajr prayer. Recite if you wish: Verily, the recitation of the Qur'an in the early 
dawn is ever witnessed. "(AI Isra 17:78” (Sahih) 

Comments: "Twenty-five fold" because in order to offer prayer in congregation, one has to perform 
several righteous deeds such as setting out from the home with the intention of offering the prayer, taking 
steps toward the mosque, supplicating while walking toward the mosque, exchanging greeting with 
people an the way, asking after the health of the ill, keeping the path clean, showing the way to strangers, 
aiding the helpless, inquiring after the health and wellbeing of fellow praying persons, and assisting them 
during difficult times. 


«And from [part of] the night, pray with it as additional [worship] for you; it is expected that your 
Lord will resurrect you to a praised station(79)» 


Narrated Anas: 
The Prophet * said, "The believers will be kept (waiting) on the Day of Resurrection so long that they 
will become worried and say, "Let us ask somebody to intercede far us with our Lord so that He may 
relieve us from our place. Then they will go to Adam and say, 'You are Adam, the father of the people. 
Allah created you with His Own Hand and made you reside in His Paradise and ordered His angels to 
prostrate before you, and taught you the names of all things will you intercede for us with your Lord so 
that He may relieve us from this place of ours? Adam will say, 'I am not fit for this undertaking.' He will 
mention his mistakes he had committed, i.e., his eating off the tree though he had been forbidden to do so. 
He will add, 'Go to Noah, the first prophet sent by Allah to the people of the Earth.’ The people will go to 
Noah who will say, I am not fit for this undertaking’ He will mention his mistake which he had done, i.e., 
his asking his Lord without knowledge.' He will say (to them), 'Go to Abraham, Khalil Ar-Rahman.' They 
will go to Abraham who will say, 'I am not fit for this undertaking. He would mention three words by 
which he told a lie, and say (to them). 'Go to Moses, a slave whom Allah gave the Torah and spoke to, 
directly and brought near Him, for conversation.’ They will go to Moses who will say, 'I am not fit for this 
undertaking. He will mention his mistake he made, i.e., killing a person, and will say (to them), 'Go to 
Jesus, Allah's slave and His Apostle, and a soul created by Him and His Word.' (Be: And it was.) They 
will go to Jesus who will say, ‘I am not fit for this undertaking but you'd better go to Muhammad the slave 
whose past and future sins have been forgiven by Allah.' So they will come to me, and I will ask my 
Lord's permission to enter His House and then I will be permitted. When I see Him I will fall down in 
prostration before Him, and He will leave me (in prostration) as long as He will, and then He will say, 'O 
Muhammad, lift up your head and speak, for you will be listened to, and intercede, for your intercession 
will be accepted, and ask (for anything) for it will be granted:' Then I will raise my head and glorify my 
Lord with certain praises which He has taught me. Allah will put a limit for me (to intercede for a certain 
type of people) I will take them out and make them enter Paradise." (Qatada said: I heard Anas saying 
that), the Prophet said, "I will go out and take them out of Hell (Fire) and let them enter Paradise, and 
then I will return and ask my Lord for permission to enter His House and I will be permitted. 
When I will see Him I will fall down in prostration before Him and He will leave me in prostration as 
long as He will let me (in that state), and then He will say, '0 Muhammad, raise your head and speak, for 
you will be listened to, and intercede, for your intercession will be accepted, and ask, your request will be 
granted.' " The Prophet # added, "So I will raise my head and glorify and praise Him as He has taught 
me. Then I will intercede and He will put a limit for me (to intercede for a certain type of people). I will 
take them out and let them enter Paradise." (Qatada added: I heard Anas saying that) the Prophet * said, 'I 
will go out and take them out of Hell (Fire) and let them enter Paradise, and I will return for the third time 
and will ask my Lord for permission to enter His house, and I will be allowed to enter. When I see Him, I 
will fall down in prostration before Him, and will remain in prostration as long as He will, and then He 
will say, 'Raise your head, O Muhammad, and speak, for you will be listened to, and intercede, for your 
intercession will be accepted, and ask, for your request will be granted.' So I will raise my head and praise 
Allah as He has taught me and then I will intercede and He will put a limit for me (to intercede for a 
certain type of people). I will take them out and let them enter Paradise." (Qatada said: I heard Anas 
saying that) the Prophet * said, "So I will go out and take them out of Hell (Fire) and let them enter 
Paradise, till none will remain in the Fire except those whom Quran will imprison (i.e., those who are 
destined for eternal life in the fire)." The narrator then recited the Verse:-- 

The narrator added: This is the Station of Praise and 
Glory which Allah has promised to your Prophet *. 


(7). 3137. Abu Hurairah narrated regarding Allah's saying: "It may be that your Lord will raise you to a 
praised station" that the Messenger of Allah was asked about it and he said: "It is the 
intercession."(Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. Dawud Az-Za'afiri (a narrator in the chain) is Dawud Al-Awdi 
bin Yazid bin Abdullah, and he is the paternal uncle of ‘Abdullah bin Idris. 

Comments: Maqam Mahmiid (Station of praise and glory) means the great intercession by the Prophet # 
because of this, the reckoning of all humanity will begin, and this intercession will exclusively belong to 
the Prophet *. 


(18). 3148. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "I am the chief of the 
children of Adam on the Day of Judgement and I am not boasting, and in my hand is the banner of praise 
and I am not boasting, and there has been no Prophet * since Adam or other than him, except that he is 
under my banner. And I am the first for whom the earth will split open, and I am not boasting." He said: 
"The people will be frightened by three frights. So they will come to Adam saying: 'You are our father 
Adam, so intercede for us with your Lord.' So he says: 'I committed a sin for which I was expelled to the 
earth, so go to Nuh.’ So they will come to Nuh and he will say: 'I supplicated against the people of the 
earth, so they were destroyed. So go to Ibrahim.' So they will go to Ibrahim, and he says: 'I lied three 
times." Then the Messenger of Allah said: "He did not lie except defending Allah's religion." "So go to 
Musa.' So they will come to Musa, and he will say: 'I took a life. So go to 'Eisa.' So they go to 'Eisa and he 
says: 'I was worshipped besides Allah. So go to Muhammad ." He said: "So they will come to me, and I 
will go with them." (One of the narrators) Ibn Ju'dan said: "Anas said: 'It is as if I am looking at the 
Messenger of Allah ® , and he is saying: "So I will take hold of a ring of a gate of Paradise to rattle it, and 
it will be said: 'Who is there?’ It will be said: 'Muhammad." They will open it for me, and welcome me 
saying, 'Welcome.' I will fall prostrate and Allah will inspire me with statements of gratitude and praise 
and it will be said to me: 'Raise your head, ask and you shall be given, intercede, and your intercession 
shall be accepted, speak, and your saying shall be heard.' And that is A4-Ma gam Al-Mahmiid about which 
Allah said: It may be that your Lord will raise you to Magaman-Mazmud."" 

Sufyan said: "None of it is from Anas except this sentence: 'I will take hold of a ring of a gate of Paradise 
to rattle it." (Hasan). Abii 'Elsa said: This Hadith is Hasan [Sahih]. Some of them reported this Hadith in 
its entirety from Abu Nasrah from Ibn 'Abbas. 

Comments: The Prophet * told us some of his exclusive qualities and distinct advantages on the Day of 
Judgement, just for the sake of delight and gratitude that Allah bestowed on him out of His mercy and 
grace; he was not talking about these virtues with pride and boastfulness, it was in fact to transmit the 
information in order that the people would know about his special qualities. 


«And say, "My Lord, cause me to enter a sound entrance and to exit a sound exit and grant me from 
Yourself a supporting authority."(80)» 


(9). 3139. Ibn 'Abbas said: "The Prophet # was in Makkah, then Hijrah was ordered, so the following 
was revealed to him: Say: 'My Lord! Let my entry be good and (likewise) let my exit be good. And grant 
me from You a helping authority. ".[ Al-Isra’ 17:80] (Da ‘if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


Comments: When the circumstances in Makkah became extremely critical and the emigration of the 
Prophet ® from Makkah was essential; as a Messenger of Allah never emigrates without Allah's 
permission, the Prophet * was taught this supplication as a signal that the time for emigration was near; 
the supplication also had the good news that the place for emigration had already been chosen before his 
setting out for emigration. 


«And say, "Truth has come, and falsehood has departed. Indeed is falsehood, [by nature], ever bound to 
depart."(81)» 


(8). 3138. Ibn Mas'ud said: "The Messenger of Allah * entered Makkah during the year of the Conquest, 
and there were three hundred and sixty Nusb[Altars for sacrifice to idols.] around the Ka'bah. So the 
Prophet * started hitting them with a stick he had in his hand" - or perhaps he said: "With a piece of 
wood, and he was saying: The truth has come and falsehood has vanished. Surely falsehood is ever bound 


to vanish" The truth has come and falsehood can neither originate anything nor 
resurrect (anythin (Sahih) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih, and there is something about this from Ibn 'Umar. 


Narrated Abdullah bin Masud: 
Allah's Apostle # entered Mecca (in the year of the Conquest) and there were three-hundred and sixty 
idols around the Ka'ba. He then started hitting them with a stick in his hand and say: 


«And they ask you, [O Muhammad], about the soul. Say, "The soul is of the affair of my Lord. And 
mankind have not been given of knowledge except a little."(85)» [Isracl: 85] 


Narated By ‘Abdullah : While | was going with the Prophet € through the ruins of Medina and he was 
reclining on a date-palm leaf stalk, some Jews passed by. Some of them said to the others: Ask him (the 
Prophet #2) about the spirit. Some of them said that they should not ask him that question as he might 
give a reply which would displease them. But some of them insisted on asking, and so one of them stood 
up and asked, "O Aba-l-Qasim ! What is the spirit?" The Prophet #8 remained quiet. | thought he was 
being inspired Divinely. So | stayed till that state of the Prophet #8 (while being inspired) was over. The 
Prophet #8 then said, 


Narrated Abdullah: 

While I was in the company of the Prophet # on a farm and he was reclining ona palm leave stalk, some 
Jews passed by. Some of them said to the others. "Ask him (the Prophet * about the spirit." Some of them 
said, "What urges you to ask him about it" Others said, "(Don't) lest he should give you a reply which you 


dislike." But they said, "Ask him." So they asked him about the Spirit. The Prophet & kept quiet and did 
not give them any answer. I knew that he was being divinely inspired so I stayed at my place. When the 
divine inspiration had been revealed, the Prophet #% said. 


Narrated Ibn Masud: I was with the Prophet * at one of the farms of Medina while he was leaning on a 
date palm leaf-stalk. He passed by a group of Jews and some of them said to the other, Ask him (the 
Prophet “) about the spirit. Some others said, "Do not ask him, lest he should tell you what you dislike" 
But they went up to him and said, "O Abal Qasim! Inform us bout the spirit." The Prophet “ stood up for 
a while, waiting. I realized that he was being Divinely Inspired, so I kept away from him till the 
inspiration was over. Then the Prophet * said, "(O Muhammad) they ask you regarding the spirit, Say: 

(This is a 
miracle of the Qur'an that all the scientists up till now do not know about the spirit, i.e, how life comes to 
a body and how it goes away at its death) (See Hadith No. 245, Vol. 6) 


Narrated 'Abdullah: While I was walking with Allah's Apostle * in one of the fields of Medina and he 
was walking leaning on a stick, he passed a group of Jews. Some of them said to the others, "Ask him (the 
Prophet #) about the spirit." Others said, "Do not ask him." But they asked him and he stood leaning on 
the stick and I was standing behind him and I thought that he was being divinely inspired. Then he said, 


On that some of the Jews said to the others, "Didn't 
we tell you not to ask?" 


Narrated Ibn Mas'ud: While I was walking in company with the Prophet * in one of the fields of Medina, 
the Prophet # was reclining on a palm leave stalk which he carried with him. We passed by a group of 
Jews. Some of them said to the others, "Ask him about the spirit." The others said, "Do not ask him, lest 
he would say something that you hate." Some of them said, "We will ask him." So a man from among 
them stood up and said, 'O Abal-Qasim! What is the spirit?" The Prophet kept quiet and I knew that he 
was being divinely inspired. Then he said: 


‘Abdullah (b. Mas'ud) reported: As | was going along with Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon 
him) in a cultivable land and he (the Holy Prophet) was walking with the support of a wood, a 
group of Jews happened to meet him. Some of them said to the others: Ask him about the Soul. 
They said: What is your doubt about it? There is a possibility that you may ask him about 
anything (the answer of) which you may not like. They said: Ask him. So one amongst them 
asked him about the Soul. Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) kept quiet and he gave 


no reply and | came to know that revelation was being sent to him, so | stood at my place and 
thus this revelation descended upon him:" 


(10). 3140. Ibn 'Abbas said: "The Quraish said to the Jews: 'Give us something that we can ask this man 


about.' So he said: 'Ask him about the Ruh.' So they asked him about the Ruh. So Allah Most High, 
revealed: They ask you concerning the Riih. Say: The Ruh is one of the things, the knowledge of which is 
only with my Lord. And of knowledge, you have been given only a little. " f AL-Isra’ 17:85) They 
replied: 'We have been given immense knowledge, we were given the Tawrah, and whoever has been 
given the Tawrah, then he has indeed been given a wealth of knowledge.' So the following was revealed: 
Say: 'If the sea were ink for the Words of my Lord, surely the sea would be exhausted (before the Words 
of my Lord would be finished.) ... (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gha rib from this route. 


(11). 3141. 'Abdullah said: "I took a walk with the Prophet *, on a farm in Al-Madinah, and when he 
reclined upon a palm-leaf stalk, a group of Jews were passing by. Some of them said, 'We should question 
him." Others said: 'Do not question him for he might tell you something that you do not like.' They said to 
him: '0 Abul-Qasim, narrate to us about the Riih.' The Prophet * stood for some time, he raised his head 
toward the heavens, and I recognized revelation was coming to him, until the revelation ceased. Then he 
(*) said: "The Rih is one of the things, the knowledge of which is only with my Lord. And of knowledge, 
you have been given only a little." ".[ Al-Isra’ 17:85] "" (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«And We had certainly given Moses nine evident signs, so ask the Children of Israel [about] when he 
came to them and Pharaoh said to him, "Indeed I think, O Moses, that you are affected by magic."(101)» 


(14). 3144. Safwan bin 'Assal Al-Muradi said: "A Jew said to his companion: 'Accompany us to this 
Prophet.' So his companion said: 'Do not say: "Prophet," for if he hears you calling him a Prophet then he 
will be happy.’ So they went to the Prophet “ to question him about Allah, the Most High, saying: And 
indeed we gave Musa nine clear signs" ' AL-Isra’ 17-101] So the Messenger of Allah * said to them: 
‘Do not associate anything with Allah, nor commit unlawful intercourse, nor take a life which Allah has 
made prohibited, except for what is required (in the law), nor steal, nor practise magic, nor hasten to 
damage the reputation of an innocent person in front of a ruler, so that he will be killed, nor consume 
Riba, nor falsely accuse the chaste woman, nor turn to flee on the day of the march (i.e. flee from war),' - 
Shu'bah was in doubt - 'and for you Jews particularly, to not violate the Sabbath." He said: "So they 
kissed his hands and his feet and they said: 'We bear witness that you are a Prophet *.' So he said: 'Then 
what prevents you from accepting Islam?’ They said: 'Because Dawud supplicated to his Lord, that his 
offspring never be devoid of Prophets, and we feared that if we follow you then the Jews will kill us. 
(Hasan) .[ Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Nine clear signs, in this Hadith mean the nine commandments; they also mean the nine 
miracles: white hand, Mia's staff, years of famine, the failure of the crops, the flood, the locusts, the lice, 
the frogs and the blood. [Its detail has passed in chapter 'Kissing the hand and the feet’ Hadith no. 2733] 


«Say, "Call upon Allah or call upon the Most Merciful. Whichever [name] you call - to Him belong the 
best names." And do not recite [too] loudly in your prayer or [too] quietly but seek between that an 
[intermediate] way(110)» (Israel: 110] 


(15). 3145. Sa'eed bin Jubair narrated from Ibn 'Abbas, regarding: 'And offer your Salat neither aloud nor 


in a low voice. " He said: "It was revealed in Makkah. When the Messenger of Allah 
= would raise his voice with the Qur'an, the idolaters would insult him, the One Who revealed it, and the 
one who came with it. So Allah revealed: And offer your Sa/at neither aloud so that they would not insult 
the Qur'an and the One Who revealed it, and the one who came with it; nor in a low voice (too low) such 
that you can let your Companions hear it, and learn it from you." (Sahih) 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: (regarding): ‘Neither say your, prayer aloud, nor say it in a low tone.’ (17.110) This 


Verse was revealed while Allah's Apostle #8 was hiding himself in Mecca. When he prayed with his 
companions, he used to raise his voice with the recitation of Qur'an, and if the pagans happened to hear 
him, they would abuse the Qur'an, the One who revealed it and the one who brought it. Therefore Allah 


said to His Prophet : ‘Neither say your prayer aloud.' (17.110) i.e. do not recite aloud lest the pagans 


should hear you, but follow a way between. 


Narrated 'Aisha: The Verse: 'Neither say your prayer aloud, nor say it in a low tone.' (17.110) was 
revealed as regards invocation. 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: (Regarding the Verse):-- 


This Verse was revealed while Allah's Apostle & was hiding himself in Mecca, and when he 
raised his voice while reciting the Qur'an, the pagans would hear him and abuse the Qur'an and its 
Revealer and to the one who brought it. So Allah said:-- 

That is, Do not say your prayer so loudly that the pagans can hear you, nor say it in such a 
low tone that your companions do not hear you.' But seek a middle course between those (extremes), i.e., 
let your companions hear, but do not relate the Qur'an loudly, so that they may learn it from you. 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: Regarding the explanation of the Verse 

This Verse was revealed while Allah's Apostle @ was hiding 
himself at Mecca. At that time, when he led his companions in prayer, he used to raise his voice while 
reciting the Qur'an; and if the pagans heard him, they would abuse the Qur'an, its Revealer, and the one 
who brought it. So Allah said to His Prophet: "Neither say your prayer aloud. i.e., your recitation (of 
Qur'an) lest the pagans should hear (it) and abuse the Quran" nor say it in a low tone,

Narrated 'Aisha: The Verse:-- 
was revealed in connection with the invocations. 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: The Prophet “ was hiding himself in Mecca and used to recite the (Qur'an) in a loud 
voice. When the pagans heard him they would abuse the Qur'an and the one who brought it, so Allah said 
to His Prophet: 


Ibn 'Abbas reported: The word of (Allah) Great and Glorious: NE iy, nor 


was revealed as the Messenger of Allah 2 (may peace be upon him) was 
hiding himself in Mecca. When he led his Companions in prayer he raised his voice (while 
reciting the) Qur'an. And when the polytheists heard that, they reviled the Qur'an and Him Who 
revealed it and him who brought it. Upon this Allah, the Exalted, said to His Apostle 4 (may 
peace be upon him): Utter not thy prayer so loudly that the polytheists may hear thy recitation 
and (recite it) not so low that it may be inaudible to your Companions. Make them hear the 
Qur'an, but do not recite it loudly and seek a (middle) way between these. Recite between loud 
and low tone. 


‘Aisha reported that so far as these words of (Allah) Glorious and High are concerned:" And 
relate to supplication (du'a’). 


Yahya related to me from 
Malik from Hisham ibn Urwa that his father said, "The following ayat was sent down 
about dua - 


Yahya said that Malik was asked about 
making dua in obligatory prayers and he said, "There is no harm in making dua in 
them." 


TORTURES mY wee 


Narrated Al-Bara': A man was reciting and his horse was tied with two ropes beside him. A 
cloud came down and spread over that man, and it kept on coming closer and closer to him till his horse 
started jumping (as if afraid of something). When it was morning, the man came to the Prophet *, and 
told him of that experience. The Prophet * said, "That was As-Sakina (tranquility) which descended 
because of (the recitation of) the Qur'an." 


Abu Darda' reported Allah's Apostle #2 (may peace be upon him) as saying: If anyone learns by 
heart the first ten verses of the , he will be protected from the Daijal. 


This hadith has been transmitted by Qatada with the same chain of transmitters. But Shu'ba 


one of the narrators) said: At the end of Surah al-Kahf, but Hammam said: At the beginning of 


Narrated Said bin Jubair: 

I said to Ibn Abbas, "Nauf Al-Bukah claims that Moses, the companion of Al-Khadir was not Moses (the 
prophet) of the children of Israel, but some other Moses." Ibn 'Abbas said, "Allah's enemy (i.e. Nauf) has 
told a lie. Ubai bin Ka'b told us that the Prophet * said, 'Once Moses stood up and addressed Bani Israel. 
He was asked who was the most learned man amongst the people. He said, 'I.' Allah admonished him as 
he did not attribute absolute knowledge to Him (Allah). So, Allah said to him, 'Yes, at the junction of the 
two seas there is a Slave of Mine who is more learned than you.' Moses said, 'O my Lord! How can I meet 
him?' Allah said, 'Take a fish and put it in a large basket and you will find him at the place where you will 
lose the fish." Moses took a fish and put it in a basket and proceeded along with his (servant) boy, Yusha 
‘bin Nun, till they reached the rock where they laid their heads (i.e. lay down). Moses slept, and the fish, 
moving out of the basket, fell into the sea. It took its way into the sea (straight) as in a tunnel. Allah 
stopped the flow of water over the fish and it became like an arch (the Prophet pointed out this arch with 
his hands). They travelled the rest of the night, and the next day Moses said to his boy (servant), 'Give us 
our food, for indeed, we have suffered much fatigue in this journey of ours.' Moses did not feel tired till 
he crossed that place which Allah had ordered him to seek after. His boy (servant) said to him, 'Do you 
know that when we were sitting near that rock, I forgot the fish, and none but Satan caused me to forget to 
tell (you) about it, and it took its course into the sea in an amazing way?.' So there was a path for the fish 
and that astonished them. Moses said, "That was what we were seeking after.' So, both of them retraced 
their footsteps till they reached the rock. There they saw a man Lying covered with a garment. Moses 
greeted him and he replied saying, 'How do people greet each other in your land?’ Moses said, 'I am 
Moses.' The man asked, 'Moses of Bani Israel?' Moses said, "Yes, I have come to you so that you may 
teach me from those things which Allah has taught you." He said, 'O Moses! I have some of the 
Knowledge of Allah which Allah has taught me, and which you do not know, while you have some of the 
Knowledge of Allah which Allah has taught you and which I do not know.' Moses asked, 'May I follow 
you?' He said, 'But you will not be able to remain patient with me for how can you be patient about things 
which you will not be able to understand?' (Moses said, 'You will find me, if Allah so will, truly patient, 
and I will not disobey you in aught.') So, both of them set out walking along the sea-shore, a boat passed 
by them and they asked the crew of the boat to take them on board. The crew recognized Al-Khadir and 
so they took them on board without fare. When they were on board the boat, a sparrow came and stood on 
the edge of the boat and dipped its beak once or twice into the sea. Al-Khadir said to Moses, 'O Moses! 
My knowledge and your knowledge have not decreased Allah's Knowledge except as much as this 
sparrow has decreased the water of the sea with its beak.' Then suddenly Al-Khadir took an adze and 


plucked a plank, and Moses did not notice it till he had plucked a plank with the adze. Moses said to him, 
"What have you done? They took us on board charging us nothing; yet you have intentionally made a hole 
in their boat so as to drown its passengers. Verily, you have done a dreadful thing.’ Al-Khadir replied, 
‘Did J not tell you that you would not be able to remain patient with me?' Moses replied, 'Do not blame 
me for what I have forgotten, and do not be hard upon me for my fault.' So the first excuse of Moses was 
that he had forgotten. When they had left the sea, they passed by a boy playing with other boys. Al- 
Khadir took hold of the boys head and plucked it with his hand like this. (Sufyan, the sub narrator pointed 
with his fingertips as if he was plucking some fruit.) Moses said to him, "Have you killed an innocent 
person who has not killed any person? You have really done a horrible thing." Al-Khadir said, "Did I not 
tell you that you could not remain patient with me?' Moses said "If I ask you about anything after this, 
don't accompany me. You have received an excuse from me.' Then both of them went on till they came to 
some people of a village, and they asked its inhabitant for wood but they refused to entertain them as 
guests. Then they saw therein a wall which was just going to collapse (and Al Khadir repaired it just by 
touching it with his hands). (Sufyan, the sub-narrator, pointed with his hands, illustrating how Al-Khadir 
passed his hands over the wall upwards.) Moses said, "These are the people whom we have called on, 
but they neither gave us food, nor entertained us as guests, yet you have repaired their wall. If you had 
wished, you could have taken wages for it." Al-Khadir said, "This is the parting between you and me, and 
| shall tell you the explanation of those things on which you could not remain patient." The Prophet & 
added, "We wished that Moses could have remained patient by virtue of which Allah might have told us 
more about their story. (Sufyan the sub-narrator said that the Prophet # said, "May Allah bestow His 
Mercy on Moses! If he had remained patient, we would have been told further about their case.") 


An-Nawwas b. Sam'an reported that Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) made a 
mention of the Dajjal one day in the morning. He sometimes described him to be insignificant 
and sometimes described (his turmoil) as very significant and we felt as if he were in the cluster 
of the date-palm trees. When we went to him (to the Holy Prophet #2) in the evening and he 
read (the signs of fear) in our faces, he said: What is the matter with you? We said: Allah's 
Messenger #2, you made a mention of the Dajjal in the morning (sometimes describing him) to 
be insignificant and sometimes very important, until we began to think as if he were present in 
some (near) part of the cluster of the date palm trees. Thereupon he said: | harbour fear in 
regard to you in so many other things besides the Daijjal. If he comes forth while | am among on, 
| shall contend with him on your behalf, but if he comes forth while | am not amongst you, a man 
must contend on his own behalf and Allah would take care of every Muslim on my behalf (and 
safeguard him against his evil). He (Dajjal) would be a young man with twisted, contracted hair, 
and a blind eye. | compare him to 'Abd-ul-'Uzza bin. Qatan. He who amongst you would survive 
to see him should recite over him the opening verses of Sura Kahf (xviii.). He would appear on 
the way between Syria and Iraq and would spread mischief right and left. O servant of Allah! 
adhere (to the path of Truth). We said: Allah's Messenger “4, how long would he stay on the 
earth? He said.. For forty days, one day like a year and one day like a month and one day like a 
week and the rest of the days would be like your days. We said: Allah's Messenger #£, would 
one day's prayer suffice for the prayers of day equal to one year? Thereupon he said: No, but 
you must make an estimate of time (and then observe prayer). We said: Allah's Messenger =, 
how quickly would he walk upon the earth? Thereupon he said: Like cloud driven by the wind. 
He would come to the people and invite them (to a wrong religion) and they would affirm their 
faith in him and respond to him. He would then give command to the sky and there would be 
rainfall upon the earth and it would grow crops. Then in the evening, their posturing animals 
would come to them with their humps very high and their udders full of milk and their flanks 
stretched. He would then come to another people and invite them. But they would reject him 


and he would go away from them and there would be drought for them and nothing would be left 
with them in the form of wealth. He would then walk through the waste, land and say to it: Bring 
forth your treasures, and the treasures would come out and collect (themselves) before him like 
the swarm of bees. He would then call a person brimming with youth and strike him with the 
sword and cut him into two pieces and (make these pieces lie at a distance which is generally) 
between the archer and his target. He would then call (that young man) and he will come 
forward laughing with his face gleaming (with happiness) and it would at this very time that Allah 
would send Christ, son of Mary, and he will descend at the white minaret in the eastern side of 
Damscus wearing two garments lightly dyed with saffron and placing his hands on the wings of 
two Angels. When he would lower his head, there would fall beads of perspiration from his 
head, and when he would raise it up, beads like pearls would scatter from it. Every non-believer 
who would smell the odour of his self would die and his breath would reach as far as he would 
be able to see. He would then search for him (Daijjal) until he would catch hold of him at the gate 
of Ludd and would kill him. Then a people whom Allah had protected would come to Jesus, son 
of Mary, and he would wipe their faces and would inform them of their ranks in Paradise and it 
would be under such conditions that Allah would reveal to Jesus these words: | have brought 
forth from amongst My servants such people against whom none would be able to fight; you 
take these people safely to Tur, and then Allah would send Gog and Magog and they would 
swarm down from every slope. The first of them would pass the lake of Tiberia and drink out of 
it. And when the last of them would pass, he would say: There was once water there. Jesus and 
his companions would then be besieged here (at Tur, and they would be so much hard pressed) 
that the head of the ox would be dearer to them than one hundred dinars and Allah's Apostle, 
Jesus, and his companions would supplicate Allah, Who would send to them insects (which 
would attack their necks) and in the morning they would perish like one single person. Allah's 
Apostle, Jesus, and his companions would then come down to the earth and they would not find 
in the earth as much space as a single span which is not filled with their putrefaction and 
stench. Allah's Apostle, Jesus, and his companions would then again beseech Allah, Who 
would send birds whose necks would be like those of Bactrian camels and they would carry 
them and throw them where God would will. Then Allah would send rain which no house of clay 
or (the tent of) camels' hairs would keep out and it would wash away the earth until it could 
appear to be a mirror. Then the earth would be told to bring forth its fruit and restore its blessing 
and, as a result thereof, there would grow (such a big) pomegranate that a group of persons 
would be able to eat that, and seek shelter under its skin and milch cow would give so much 
milk that a whole party would be able to drink it. And the milch camel would give such (a large 
quantity of) milk that the whole tribe would be able to drink out of that and the milch sheep 
would give so much milk that the whole family would be able to drink out of that and at that time 
Allah would send a pleasant wind which would soothe (people) even under their armpits, and 
would take the life of every Muslim and only the wicked would survive who would commit 
adultery like asses and the Last Hour would come to them. 


2240. It was narrated from An-Nawwas bin Sam'an, who said: “The Messenger of Allah “ mentioned the 
Dajjal one morning, he belittled him and mentioned his importance, until we thought that he might be 
amidst a cluster of date-palms." He said: "We departed from the presence of the Messenger of Allah ® , 
then we returned to him, and he noticed that (concern) in us. So he said: 'What is wrong with you?" We 
said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # You mentioned the DajjG/ this morning, belittling him, and mentioning his 
importance until we thought that he might be amidst a cluster of the date-palms.' He said: 'It is not the 
Dajjal that I fear for you. If he were to appear while Iam among you, then I will be his adversary on your 
behalf. And if he appears and I am not among you, then each man will have to fend for himself. And 
Allah will take care of every Muslim after me. He is young, with curly hair, his eye protruding, 


resembling someone from 'Abdul-Uzza bin Qatan. Whoever among you sees him, then let him recite the 
beginning of Surah Ashab Al-Kahf.' "He said: 'He will appear from what is between Ash-Sham and Al- 
Iraq, causing devastation toward the right and toward the left. 0 worshippers of Allah! Hold fast!" We 
said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # How long will he linger on the earth?! He said: 'Forty days, a day like a 
year, a day like a month, a day like a week, and the remainder of his days are like your days." We said: '0 
Messenger of Allah!# Do you think that during the day that is like a year, the Salat of one day will be 
sufficient for us?' He said: 'No. You will have to estimate it.’ We said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # How fast 
will he move through the earth.’ He said: 'Like a rain storm driven by the wind. He will come upon a 
people and call them, and they will deny him, and reject his claims. Then he will leave them, and their 
wealth will follow him. They will awaken in the morning with nothing left. Then he will come upon a 
people and call them, and they will respond to him, believing in him. So he will order the heavens to 
bring rain, and it shall rain, and he will order the land to sprout, and it will sprout. Their cattle will return 
to them with their coats the longest, their udders the fullest and their stomachs the fattest.' He said: 'Then 
he will come upon some ruins, saying to it: "Bring me your treasures!" He will turn to leave it, and it will 
follow him, like drone bees. Then he will call a young man, full of youth, and he will strike him with the 
sword, cutting him into two pieces. Then he will call him, and he will come forward with his face 
beaming and laughing. So while he is doing that, 'Eisa bin Mariam, peace be upon him, will descend in 
eastern Damascus at the white minaret, between two Mahriid, with his hands on the wings of two angels. 
When he lowers his head, drops fall, and when he raises it, gems like pearls drop from him.’ He said: 'His 
('Eisa bin Mariam) breath does not reach anyone but he dies, and his breath reaches as far as his sight.’ He 
said: 'So he pursues him (the Dajjal) until he catches up with him at the gate of Ludd where he kills him.' 
He said: 'So he remains there as a long as Allah wills.' He said: 'Then Allah reveals to him: "Take my 
slaves to At-Tiir, for I have sent down some creatures of Mine which no one shall be able to kill." He said: 
‘Allah dispatches Ya'jiij and Ma'juj, and they are as Allah said: They swoop down from every mount.' 

"He said: 'The first of them pass by the lake of Tiberias, drinking what is in it. Then 
the last of them pass by it saying: "There was water here at one time." They travel until they reach a 
mountain at Bait Al-Maqdis. They will say: "We have killed whoever was in the earth. Come! Let us kill 
whoever is in the skies." They will shoot their arrows into the heavens, so Allah will return their arrows to 
them red with blood. 'Eisa bin Mariam and his companions will be surrounded, until the head of a bull on 
that day would be better to them than a hundred Dinar to one of you today.' "He (* s.a.w) said: "Eisa will 
beseech Allah, as will his companions." He said: 'So Allah will send An-Naghaf down upon their necks. In 
the morning they will find that they have all died like the death of a single soul.’ He said: " 'Eisa and his 
companions will come down, and no spot nor hand-span can be found, except that it is filled with their 
stench, decay and blood. So 'Eisa will beseech Allah, as will his companions.' So Allah will send upon 
them birds like the necks of Bukht(milch)camels.' They will carry them off and cast them into an abyss. 
The Muslims will burn their bows, arrows and quivers for seventy years.' "He(s.a.w) said: 'Allah will send 
upon them a rain which no house of hide nor mud will bear. The earth will be washed, leaving it like a 
mirror. Then it will be said to the earth: "bring forth your fruits and return your blessings." So on that day, 
a whole troop would eat a pomegranate and seek shade under its skin. Milk will be so blessed that a large 
group of people will be sufficed by one milking of a camel. And that a tribe will be sufficed by one 
milking of a cow, and that a group will be sufficed by the milking of sheep. While it is like that, Allah 
will send a wind which grabs the soul of every believer, leaving the remainder of the people copulating 
publicly like the copulation of donkeys. Upon them the Hour shall begin." (Sahih) 


2885. Abu Ishaq narrated hearing : Al-Bard' say: "There was a man reciting aa when he saw 


his riding animal stamping his feet, so he looked and there was something like a shadow or cloud so he 
went to the Messenger of Allah and mentioned that to him. The Prophet said: "That was the tranquility 
which descends with the Qur'an, or descends because of the Qur'an." (Sahih) 

[Abu'Eisa Said:] This Hadith is Hasan $ahih. There is something on this topic from Usaid bin Hudair. 


Comments: It is known from this Hadith that the recitation of the Qur'an brings down the tranquility and 
peace from Allah Almighty, and sometimes this tranquility appears in a visible form.

Moses said, 'No.' So Allah sent the Divine 
inspiration to Moses:-- "Yes, Our Slave Khadir is more learned than you' Moses asked Allah how to meet 
him ( Khadir) So Allah made the fish as a sign for him and it was said to him, 'When you lose the fish, go 
back (to the place where you lose it) and you will meet him.' So Moses went on looking for the sign of the 
fish in the sea. The boy servant of Moses (who was accompanying him) said to him, 


Moses said: 
So they both found Kadir (there) and then 


happened what Allah mentioned about them (in the Quran)! 


Narrated Ubai bin Kab: 
That he heard Allah's Apostle & saying, "(The prophet) Moses said to his attendant,

I said to Ibn 'Abbas, "Nauf Al-Bikali claims that Moses, the companion of Al-Khadir was not the Moses 
of the children of Israel" Ibn 'Abbas said, "The enemy of Allah (Nauf) told a lie." Narrated Ubai bin Ka'b 
that he heard Allah's Apostle % saying, "Moses got up to deliver a speech before the children of Israel and 
he was asked, Who is the most learned person among the people?' Moses replied, 'I (am the most 
learned).' Allah admonished him for he did not ascribe knowledge to Allah alone. So Allah revealed to 
him: 'At the junction of the two seas there is a slave of Ours who is more learned than you.' Moses asked, 
'O my Lord, how can I meet him?' Allah said, 'Take a fish and put it in a basket (and set out), and where 
you, will lose the fish, you will find him.' So Moses (took a fish and put it in a basket and) set out, along 
with his boy-servant Yusha' bin Nun, till they reached a rock (on which) they both lay their heads and 
slept. The fish moved vigorously in the basket and got out of it and fell into the sea and there it took its 
way through the sea (straight) as in a tunnel). (18.61) Allah stopped the current of water on both sides of 
the way created by the fish, and so that way was like a tunnel. When Moses got up, his companion forgot 
to tell him about the fish, and so they carried on their journey during the rest of the day and the whole 
night. The next morning Moses asked his boy-servant 'Bring us our early meal; no doubt, we have 
suffered much fatigue in this journey of ours.’ (18.62) Moses did not get tired till he had passed the place 
which Allah had ordered him to seek after. His boy-servant then said to him,' 'Do you remember when we 
be-took ourselves to the rock I indeed forgot the fish, none but Satan made me forget to remember it. It 
took its course into the sea in a marvelous way.' (18.63) There was a tunnel for the fish and for Moses and 
his boy-servant there was astonishment. Moses said, 'That is what we have been seeking’. So they went 
back retracing their footsteps. (18.64) They both returned, retracing their steps till they reached the rock. 
Behold ! There they found a man covered with a garment. Moses greeted him. Al-Khadir said 
astonishingly. 'Is there such a greeting in your land?' Moses said, 'I am Moses.' He said, 'Are you the 
Moses of the children of Israel?' Moses said, 'I have come to you so that you may teach me of what you 
have been taught. Al-Khadir said, 'You will not be able to have patience with me. (18.66) O Moses! I 
have some of Allah's knowledge which He has bestowed upon me but you do not know it; and you too, 
have some of Allah's knowledge which He has bestowed upon you, but I do not know it." Moses said, 
"Allah willing, you will find me patient, and I will not disobey you in anything.' (18.6) Al-Khadir said to 
him. 'If you then follow me, do not ask me about anything until I myself speak to you concerning it.' 
(18.70), After that both of them proceeded along the sea coast, till a boat passed by and they requested the 
crew to let them go on board. The crew recognized Al-Khadir and allowed them to get on board free of 
charge. When they got on board suddenly Moses saw that Al-Khadir had pulled out one of the planks of 
the boat with an adze. Moses said to him.' These people gave us a free lift, yet you have scuttled their boat 
so as to drown its people! Truly, you have done a dreadful thing.' (18.71) Al-Khadir said, 'Didn't I say that 
you can have no patience with me ?' (18.72) Moses said, 'Call me not to account for what I forgot and be 
not hard upon me for my affair (with you.)" (18.73) Allah's Apostle said, "The first excuse given by 
Moses, was that he had forgotten. Then a sparrow came and sat over the edge of the boat and dipped its 
beak once in the sea. Al-Khadir said to Moses, 'My knowledge and your knowledge, compared to Allah's 
knowledge is like what this sparrow has taken out of the sea.’ Then they both got out of the boat, and 
while they were walking on the sea shore, Al-Khadir saw a boy playing with other boys. Al-Khadir got 
hold of the head of that boy and pulled it out with his hands and killed him. Moses said, 'Have you killed 
an innocent soul who has killed nobody! Truly, you have done an illegal thing.' (18.74) He said, "Didn't I 
tell you that you can have no patience with me?’ (18.75) (The sub narrator said, the second blame was 
stronger than the first one.) Moses said, 'If | ask you about anything after this, keep me not in your 
company, you have received an excuse from me.'

Narrated Ibn Juraij: 
Ya'la bin Muslim and 'Amr bin Dinar and some others narrated the narration of Said bin Jubair. 
Narrated Said: While we were at the house of Ibn 'Abbas, Ibn 'Abbas said, "Ask me (any question)" I 
said, "O Abu Abbas! May Allah let me be sacrificed for you ! There is a man at Kufa who is a story-teller 
called Nauf; who claims that he (Al-Khadir's companion) is not Moses of Bani Israel." As for 'Amr, he 
said to me, "Ibn 'Abbas said, "(Nauf) the enemy of Allah told a lie." But Ya'la said to me, "Ibn 'Abbas 
said, Ubai bin Ka'b said, Allah's Apostle * said, 'Once Moses, Allah's Apostle, preached to the people till 
their eyes shed tears and their hearts became tender, whereupon he finished his sermon. Then a man came 
to Moses and asked, 'O Allah's Apostle! Is there anyone on the earth who is more learned than you?' 
Moses replied, 'No.' So Allah admonished him (Moses), for he did not ascribe all knowledge to Allah. It 
was said, (on behalf of Allah), 'Yes, (there is a slave of ours who knows more than you ).' Moses said, 'O 
my Lord! Where is he?' Allah said, 'At the junction of the two seas.' Moses said, 'O my Lord ! Tell me of 
a sign whereby I will recognize the place.'" 'Amr said to me, Allah said, "That place will be where the 
fish will leave you." Ya'la said to me, "Allah said (to Moses), 'Take a dead fish (and your goal will be) the 
place where it will become alive.'" So Moses took a fish and put it in a basket and said to his boy-servant 
"I don't want to trouble you, except that you should inform me as soon as this fish leaves you." He said (to 
Moses)." You have not demanded too much." And that is as mentioned by Allah: 

Yusha! bin Nun. (Said did not state that). The Prophet * said, 
"While the attendant was in the shade of the rock at a wet place, the fish slipped out (alive) while Moses 
was sleeping. His attendant said (to himself), "I will not wake him, but when he woke up, he forgot to tell 
him The fish slipped out and entered the sea. Allah stopped the flow of the sea. where the fish was, so that 
its trace looked as if it was made on a rock. 'Amr forming a hole with his two thumbs and index fingers, 
said to me, "Like this, as in its trace was made on a rock." Moses said "We have suffered much fatigue on 
this journey of ours." (This was not narrate by Said). Then they returned back and found Al-Khadir. 
"'Uthman bin Abi Sulaiman said to me, (they found him) on a green carpet in the middle of the sea. Al- 
Khadir was covered with his garment with one end under his feet and the other end under his head. When 
Moses greeted, he uncovered his face and said astonishingly, 'Is there such a greeting in my land? Who 
are you?’ Moses said, 'I am Moses.’ Al-Khadir said, 'Are you the Moses of Bani Israel?' Moses said, 'Yes.' 
Al-Khadir said, "What do you want?' Moses said, 'I came to you so that you may teach me of the truth 
which you were taught.’ Al-Khadir said, 'Is it not sufficient for you that the Torah is in your hands and the 
Divine Inspiration comes to you, O Moses? Verily, I have a knowledge that you ought not learn, and you 
have a knowledge which I ought not learn.’ At that time a bird took with its beak (some water) from the 
sea: Al-Khadir then said, 'By Allah, my knowledge and your knowledge besides Allah's Knowledge is 
like what this bird has taken with its beak from the sea. ; 
They found a small boat which used to carry the people from this sea-side to the other sea-side. The crew 
recognized Al-Khadir and said, 'The pious slave of Allah.' (We said to Said "Was that Khadir?" He said, 
"Yes.") The boat men said, 'We will not get him on board with fare.’ Al-Khadir scuttled the boat and then 
plugged the hole with a piece 0 wood. Moses said, 

(Mujahid said. "Moses said so protestingly.") Al-Khadir 
said, The first inquiry of Moses was done 
because of forget fullness, the second caused him to be bound with a stipulation, and the third was done 
he intentionally. Moses said, 

. (Then) they found a boy and Al-Khadir killed him. Ya'la- said: Said said "They 
found boys playing and Al-Khadir got hold of a handsome infidel boy laid him down and then slew him 


with knife. Moses said, 'Have you killed a innocent soul who has killed nobody’ (18.74) Then they 
proceeded and found a wall which was on the point of falling down, and Al-Khadir set it up straight Said 
moved his hand thus and said 'Al-Khadir raised his hand and the wall became straight. Ya'la said, 'I think 
Said said, 'Al-Khadir touched the wall with his hand and it became straight (Moses said to Al-Khadir), 'If 
you had wished, you could have taken wages for it. Said said, 'Wages that we might had eaten.'

Narrated Said bin Jubair: 

I said to Ibn 'Abbas, "Nauf-al-Bakali " claims that Moses of Bani Israel was not Moses, the companion of 
Al-Khadir." Ibn 'Abbas said, "Allah's enemy tells a lie! Ubai bin Ka'b narrated to us that Allah's Apostle 
= said, 'Moses got up to deliver a sermon before Bani Israel and he was asked, 'Who is the most learned 
person among the people?' Moses replied, 'I (am the most learned).’ Allah then admonished Moses for he 
did not ascribe all knowledge to Allah only (Then) came the Divine Inspiration:-- "Yes, one of Our slaves 
at the junction of the two seas is more learned than you.' Moses said, 'O my Lord ! How can I meet him?' 
Allah said, 'Take a fish in a basket and wherever the fish is lost, follow it (you will find him at that place). 
So Moses set out along with his attendant Yusha' bin Nun, and they carried with them a fish till they 
reached a rock and rested there. Moses put his head down and slept. (Sufyan, a sub-narrator said that 
somebody other than 'Amr said) 'At the rock there was a water spring called 'Al-Hayat' and none came in 
touch with its water but became alive. So some of the water of that spring fell over that fish, so it moved 
and slipped out of the basket and entered the sea. When Moses woke up, he asked his attendant, ‘Bring 


our early meal’ (18.62). The narrator added: Moses did not suffer from fatigue except after he had passed 
the cas he had been ordered to observe. His attendant Yusha bin Nun said to him, Do youememr

Narrated Ubai bin Kab: 

Allah's Apostle # said, "Moses the Apostle of Allah," and then he narrated the whole story about him. Al- 
Khadir said to Moses, Moses then 
violated the agreement for the first time because of forgetfulness, then Moses promised that if he asked 
Al-Khadir about anything, the latter would have the right to desert him. Moses abided by that condition 
and on the third occasion he intentionally asked Al-Khadir and caused that condition to be applied. The 
three occasions referred to above are referred to by the following Verses: 


(1). 3149. Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "I said to Ibn 'Abbas: 'Nawf Al-Bikali claims that Musa, of Banu Isra‘il 
is not the Miisaé that was the companion of Al-Khidr. He said: 'The enemy of Allah has lied. I heard 
Ubayy bin Ka’'b saying: "I heard the Messenger of Allah saying: 'Musa stood to deliver a Khutbah to 
the children of Isra'il. He was asked: "Who is the most knowledgeable among the people?" He said: "I am 
the most knowledgeable." So Allah admonished him, since he did not refer the knowledge back to Him. 
Allah revealed to him: "A slave, among My slaves at the junction of the two seas, is more knowledgeable 
than you." So Musa said: "0 Lord! How can I meet him?" He said to him: "Carry a fish in a basket, 
wherever you loose the fish, then he is there." So he set off, and his boy set off with him - and he was 
Yusha' bin Nun. Musa put a fish in a basket, he and the boy set off walking, until when they reached a 
rock, Musa and his boy fell asleep. The fish was flopping around in the basket, until it escaped from the 
basket, falling into the sea.’ He said: 'Allah held back the flow of water until it was like a tunnel, and the 
fish could glide. Musa and his boy were amazed. They set off the remainder of the day and the night, and 
Musa's companion forgot to inform him (of the escape of the fish). When Musa arose in the morning, he 
said to his boy: Bring us our morning meal; truly we have suffered much fatigue in this, our journey. ' 

He said: 'He had not gotten tired until he passed the place which Allah had ordered him to 
go. He said: Do you remember when we betook ourselves to the rock? I indeed forgot the fish, none but 
Shaitan made me forget to remember it. It took its course into the sea in a strange way. 

Musa said: That is what we have been seeking. So they went back, retracing their tracks. ' 


He said: 'So they began retracing their tracks." Sufyan (one of the narrators) said: "People claim 
that there is a spring of life at that rock, no dying person has its water poured over him, but 


he becomes alive, and the fish came in contact with some of it, so when the water dropped on it he 
became alive." "He (the Prophet ) said: 'They retraced their tracks until they arrived at the rock to see a 
man covered with a garment. Miisa greeted him, and he replied: Is there such greeting in your land? He 
said: Iam Musa. He said: Musa of the children of Isra'il? He said: Yes. He said: 0 Musa! Indeed you have 
some knowledge from Allah, which Allah taught you, which I have not been taught, and I have some 
knowledge from Allah, which Allah taught me, which you have not been taught.' So Musa said: May I 
follow you so that you may teach me something of the knowledge which you have been taught? [A1-Kahf 
18:66] He said: Verily, you will not be able to have patience with me! And how can you have patience 
about a thing which you know not? He said: If Allah wills, you will find me patient, and I will not 
disobey you at all [A1-Kahf 18:67 to 69] Al-Khadir said to him: Then if you follow me, ask me not 
about anything until I myself mention it to you. [Al-Kahf 18:70] Musa said: Yes. So Musi and A1- 
Khadir set off walking along the shore of the sea. A boat was passing by them, and they spoke to them 
(the crew) asking them to let them get on board. They recognized Al-Khadir so they let the two of them 
ride without charge. Al-Khadir took one of the planks (in the boat) and removed it, so Musa said 

to him: These people gave us a ride free of charge, yet you sabotaged their boat so that its people will 
drown. Indeed you have done a dreadful thing. He said: Did I not tell you that you 
would not be able to have patience with me? He said: Call me not to account for what I 
forgot, and be not hard upon me for my affair. ' Then they exited the boat, and while 
they were walking upon the shore, they saw a boy playing with two other boys. So Al-Khadir took him 
by his head, pulling it off with his hands, and he killed him. So Musa said to him: Have you killed an 
innocent person who killed no one! Verily you have done a horrendous thing. . He 
said: Did I not tell you that you would not be able to have patience with me? . - he (the 
narrator) said: - "This was more severe than the first one" — He said: If I ask you about anything after this, 
keep me not in your company, you have received an excuse from me. So they both proceeded until they 
came to the inhabitants of a town. They asked them for food but they refused to entertain them. There 
they found a wall on the verge of falling down. "AL-Kahf 18:76 & 77) He (the narrator) said: -meaning 
leaning over - 'So Al-Khadir took his hand like this, so he set it up straight . [AI-Kahf 18:77] so Miisa 
said to him: We arrived at these people, they did not treat us as guests nor feed us. If you had wished, 
surely you could have taken wages for it! He said: "This is the parting between you and I. I will tell you 
the interpretation of (those) things over which you were not able to be patient. TAL-Kahf 18:77 & 78] 
The Messenger of Allah ® said: 'May Allah have mercy upon Musa! We wish that he would have had 
patience, so the we could have had more knowledge about that two of them." He said: "So the Messenger 
of Allah ® said: 'The first time Musa had forgotten.' He said: 'And a sparrow came, until it perched on the 
edge of the boat, and pecked at the sea. So Al-Khadir said to him: My knowledge and your knowledge do 
not diminish anything from the knowledge of Allah, but like what this sparrow diminishes of the sea." 
Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "And he would" - meaning Ibn 'Abbas - "recite: 'And there was before them a king 
who would take every useful boat by force.'['] And he would recite: 'As for the boy, he was a disbeliever." 
(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. [Abu Ishaq Al-Hamdani has reported it from Sa'eed bin 
Jubair, from Ibn 'Abbas, from Ubayy bin Ka'b from the Prophet “] Az-Zuhri reported it from 'Ubaidullah 
bin 'Abdullah bin 'Utbah, from Ibn 'Abbas, from Ubayy bin Ka'b from the Prophet # Abu Muzabim As- 
Samarqandi said: "Ali bin Al-Madini said: 'I performed Hajj, and I had no (additional) concern but to 
hear Sufyan mentioning this Hadith with an expression that he was informed of it, until I heard him 
saying: "Amir bin Dinar narrated to us." And I had heard this from Sufyan before that, and he did not 
mention it with an expression indicating that he was informed of it." 

(3). 3151. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah % said: "He was called Al-Khadir because 
he sat on a barren Farwah and it turned green beneath him." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. 

Comments: "The meaning of Farwah here is a patch of withered vegetation which is dry stalks. This is 
the view of 'Abdur-Razzaq. Others say that it means the face of the earth." Ibn Kathir, the Tafstr of A1- 
Kahf 18:82. They also say it is barren earth. Se TuhfatAl-Ahwadhi. 


Sa'id b. Jubair reported: | said to lbn Abbas that Nauf al-Bikali was of the opinion that Moses 
(peace be upon him), the Apostle of Bani Isra'il, was not the same who accompanied Khadir, 
whereupon he said: The enemy of Allah tells a lie. | heard Ubayy b. Ka'b say: Moses (peace be 
upon him) stood up to give sermon to the people of Isra'il. He was asked as to who amongst the 
people has the best knowledge, whereupon he said: | have the best knowledge. Thereupon 
Allah was annoyed with him that he did not attribute (the best knowledge) to Him. He revealed 
to him: A servant amongst My servants is at the junction of two rivers who has more knowledge 
than yours. Moses said: How can | meet him? It was said to him: Carry a fish in the large basket 
and the place where you find it missing there you will find him. Thereupon Moses proceeded 
forth along with a young man (Yusha’). Joshua bin. Nun and Moses (peace be upon him) put 
the fish in the basket and there went along with him the young man (Yusha’) until they came to 
a certain rock and Moses and his companion went to sleep and the fish stirred in that basket 
and fell into the ocean and Allah stopped the current of water like a vault until the way was 
made for the fish. Moses and his young companion were astonished and they walked for the 
rest of the day and the night and the friend of Moses forgot to inform him of this incident. When 
it was morning, Moses (peace be upon him) said to the young man: Bring for us the breakfast 
for we are dead tired because of this journey, and they did not feel exhausted until they had 
passed that place where they had been commanded (to stay). He said: Don't you know that 
when we reached the Sakhra (rock) | forgot the fish and nothing made me forget it but the Satan 
that |. could not remember it? How strange is it that the fish found a way in the river? Moses 
said: That was what we had been aiming at. Then both of them retraced their steps until they 
reached Sakhra; there they saw a man covered with a cloth. Moses greeted him. Khadir said to 
him: Where is as-Salam in our country? He said: | am Moses, whereupon he (Khadir) said: You 
mean the Moses of Bani Isra’il? He said: Yes. He (Khadir) said: You have a knowledge out of 
the knowledge of Allah which in fact Allah imparted to you and about that | know nothing and | 
have knowledge out of Allah's knowledge which He imparted to me and about that you do not 
know. Moses (peace be upon him) said to him: May | follow you so that you may teach me that 
with which you have been taught righteousness. He said: You will not be able to bear with me; 
how you will be able to bear that about which you do not know? Moses said: Thou wilt find me 
patient, nor shalt | disobey you in aught. Khadir said to him: If you were to follow me, then do 
not ask me about anything until | myself speak to you about it. He said: Yes. So Khadir and 
Moses set forth on the bank of the river that there came before them a boat. Both of theni talked 
to them (the owners of the boat) so that they might carry both of them. They had recognised 
Khadir and they carried them free. Khadir thereupon took hold of a plank in the boat and broke it 
away. Moses said: These people have carried us without any charge and you attempt to break 
their boat so that the people sailing in the boat may drown. This is (Something) grievous that you 
have done. He said: Did | not say that you would not bear with me? He said: Blame me not for 
what | forgot and be not hard upon what | did. Then both of them got down from the boat and 
began to walk along the coastline that they saw a boy who had been playing with other boys. 
Khadir pulled up his head and killed him. Moses said: Have you killed an innocent person who is 
in no way guilty of slaying another? You have done something horrible. Thereupon he said: Did 
| not say to you that you will not be able to bear with me? He (Moses) said: This (act) is more 
grievous than the first one. He (Moses) further said. If | ask you about anything after this, keep 
not company with me, then you would no doubt find (a plausible) excuse for this. Then they both 
walked on until they reached the inhabitants of a village. They asked its inhabitants for food but 
they refused to entertain them as their guests. They found in it a wall which had been bent on 
one side and was about to fall. Khadir set it right with his own hand. Moses, said to him: It is the 


people to whom we came but they showed us no hospitality and they did not serve us food. If 
you wish you can get wages for it. He (Khadir) said: This is the parting of ways between mt and 
you. Now | wish to reveal to you the significance of that for which you could not bear with me. 
Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) said. May Allah have mercy upon Moses! | 
wish if Moses could show patience and a (fuller) story of both of them could have been told. 
Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) said that the first thing which Moses said was 
out of forgetfulness. Then there came a sparrow until it perched on the wall of the boat and took 
water from the ocean. Thereupon, Khadir said: My knowledge and your knowledge in 
comparison with the knowledge of Allah is even less than the water taken by the sparrow in its 
beak in comparison to the water of the ocean, and Sa’id b. jubair used to recite 

in this way: There was before them a king who used to seize every boat by 
force which was in order, the boy was an unbeliever. 


That he differed with Hur bin Qais bin Hisn Al-Fazari regarding the companion of (the Prophet) Moses.

(6). 3153. Abu Rafi’ narrated a Hadith of Abu Hurairah, from the Prophet , regarding the 'barrier.'[A1- 
"They excavated each day, until when they are just about to penetrate it, their leader says: 
'Go back so that you can penetrate it tomorrow!" He said: "But Allah makes it return just as it was, until 
their appointed time, when Allah ordains to send them upon the people, and their leader says: 'Go back so 
you can penetrate it tomorrow, if Allah wills.’ So he makes this exception." He said:"So they return and 
find it just as it was when they left it. Then they penetrate it, and (they, i.e., Ya'jiij and Ma'juj) are released 
upon the people drinking up the water, and the people flee from them. They shoot their arrows into the 
heavens so they return dyed with blood, and they say - crudely and arrogantly- "We vanquished those in 
the earth, let us dominate the inhabitants of the heavens.' Then Allah sends Naghafupon them, attaching 
to the nape of their necks, destroying them." He said: "By the One in Whose Hand is the soul of 
Muhammad! The beasts of the earth will become very fat and bloated with milk from their flesh." (Sahih) 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Ghartb. We only know of it like this from this route. 
Comments: Dhul-Qarnain built a strong and mighty iron wall to protect the people from the mischief and 
destruction of Ya'juj and Ma'juj in order to make them unable to jump over the wall and incapable of 
breaking through it. They, every day, try to dig through the wall, but so long as Allah does not will their 
appearance there will be no excavation through the wall. When the time of their appearance will arrive, 
according to the wording of the Qur'an, 'He would make it ground into powder’; then their appearance 
beyond the wall will be possible. For other related matters, see no. 2240 about Yaj'uj and Ma'juj.

Narrated Musab: 
I asked my father, "Was the Verse:-- 

revealed regarding Al-Haruriyya?" He said, "No, but regarding the Jews and the 
Christians, for the Jews disbelieved Muhammad and the Christians disbelieved in Paradise and say that 
there are neither meals nor drinks therein. Al- Hururiyya are those people who break their pledge to Allah 
after they have confirmed that they will fulfill it, and Sad used to call them 'Al-Fasiqin (evildoers who 
forsake Allah's obedience). 


«Those are the ones who disbelieve in the verses of their Lord and in [their] meeting Him, so their deeds 
have become worthless; and We will not “ie to them on the Day of Resurrection any importance(105)» 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 
Allah's Apostle # said, "On the Day of Resurrection, a huge fat man will come who will not weigh, the 
weight of the wing of a mosquito in Allah's Sight." and then the Prophet “ added, 'We shall not give them 
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Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) as saying: A bulky person 
would be brought on the Day of judgment and he would not carry the weight to the eye of Allah 
equal even to that of a gnat. 


«Say, "I am only a man like you, to whom has been revealed that your god is one God. So whoever would 
hope for the meeting with his Lord - let him do righteous work and not associate in the worship of his 
Lord anyone."(110)» 


1535. Sa'd bin 'Ubaidah narrated that Ibn 'Umar heard a man saying: "No by the Ka'bah" so Ibn 'Umar 
said: "Nothing is sworn by other than Allah, for I heard the Messenger of Allah ® say: 'Whoever swears 
by other than Allah, he has committed disbelief or Shirk" (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 

According to some of the people of knowledge, the explanation of this Hadith is that his saying: "He has 
committed disbelief or Shirk" is to demonstrate its severity. The proof for that is the Hadith of Ibn 'Umar: 
That the Prophet * heard 'Umar saying: "By my father! By my father!' So he said: "Verily Allah prohibits 
you from swearing by your fathers." As well as the Hadith of Abii Hurairah from the Prophet %, that he 
said: "Whoever says in his oath: 'By Al-Lat! By Al-'Uzza!' Then let him say: ‘La Haha ilallah (None has 
the right to be worshipped but Allah)'." 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This is similar to what has been reported from the Prophet “ saying: "Indeed Riya' is 
Shirk." Some of the people of knowledge explained this Ayah: So whoever hopes in meeting his Lord, 
then let him work righteous deeds [A1-Kahf 18:110] and they said it means: "Do not commit Riya’.” 
Comments: Intentionally taking an oath by false gods is a pure act of polytheism and whoever takes an 
oath by a false god as habit from the period of Jahiliyyah, he should say "La ilaha illallah" - none has the 
right to be worshipped but Allah. 


«O sister of Aaron, your father was not a man of evil, nor was your mother unchaste."(28)» (Maryam: 28] 


«And warn them, [O Muhammad], of the Day of Regret, when the matter will be concluded; and [yet], 
they are in [a state of] heedlessness, and they do not believe(39)» 


(1). 3755. Al-Mughirah bin Shu'bah narrated: "The Messenger of Allah % sent me to Najran. They said to 


me: 'Do you people not recite: 0 sister of Harun while between Musa and 'Eisa there is 
such (gap) as there is?’ I did not know how to respond to them. So when I returned to the Prophet *, I 
told him about that, and he said: "Why didn't you tell them that they were named after their Prophets and 
righteous people before them." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadtth is Hasan Sahih Gharib we do not know of it except as a narration of Ibn 
Idris (a narrator in the chain). 

Comments: This Harun is not Harun the brother of Musa, instead he was a righteous and known man 
from the family of Maryam; because giving a name with the names of previous Prophets and righteous 
people is permissible. 

(2). 3156. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri said: "The Messenger of Allah recited: And warn them of a Day of 
grief and regrets [Mayam 19:39] and he said: 'Death will be brought as if it is a mixed black and white 
ram, until it is halted upon the barrier between Paradise and the Fire. It will be said: '0 people of Paradise! 
They will raise up their necks to look. It will be said: '0 people of the Fire! And they will raise up their 
necks to look. It will be said: 'Do you recognize this?! They will say: 'Yes. This is death.’ Then it will be 
laid down and slaughtered. If it were not that Allah had decreed that the inhabitants of Paradise would 
remain, then they would die of joy, and if it were not that Allah had decreed that the inhabitants of the 
Fire would remain, then they would die of grief." (Da'‘if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih 

Comments: The Day of Judgment is called the day of regret and shame because on this day the evil and 
sinful people would be ashamed and remorseful; they would then wish for doing good and righteous 
deeds. 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 

Allah's Apostle # said, "On the Day of Resurrection Death will be brought forward in the shape of a 
black and white ram. Then a call maker will call, 'O people of Paradise!' Thereupon they will stretch their 
necks and look carefully. The caller will say, 'Do you know this?' They will say, 'Yes, this is Death.' By 
then all of them will have seen it. Then it will be announced again, 'O people of Hell !' They will stretch 
their necks and look carefully. The caller will say, 'Do you know this?! They will say, "Yes, this is Death. 
And by then all of them will have seen it. Then it (that ram) will be slaughtered and the caller will say, 'O 
people of Paradise! Eternity for you and no death O people of Hell! Eternity for you and no death."" Then 
the Prophet, recited:-- 


Abu Sa'id reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as saying: Death would be 
brought on the Day of Resurrection. in the form of a white-coloured ram. Abu Kuraib made this 
addition: Then it would be made to stand between the Paradise and the Hell. So far as the rest 
of the hadith is concerned there is perfect agreement (between the two narrators) and it would 
be said to the inmates of Paradise: Do you recognise this? They would raise up their necks and 
look towards it and say: Yes, ' it is death. Then it would be said to the inmates of Hell-Fire.. Do 
you recognise this? And they would raise up their necks and look and say: Yes, it is death. Then 
command would be given for slaughtering that and then it would be said: 0 inmates of 
Paradise,, there is an everlasting life for you and no death. And then (addressing) to the inmates 
of the Hell-Fire, it would be said: 0 inmates of Hell-Fire, there is an everlasting living for you and 


no death. Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) then recited this verse pointing with 
his hand to this (material) world 


«And We raised him to a high station(57)» [Maryam: 57] 


(3). 3157. Shaiban narrated from Qatadah, that regarding Allah's saying: And We raised him to a high 
station. [Mayam 19:57] He said: "Anas bin Malik narrated that Allah's Prophet @ said: "When I was 
brought up, I saw Idris in the Fourth Heaven." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

[He said:] There is something on this topic from Abu Sa'eed from the Prophet The Hadith about AI- 
Mi'raj of the Prophet * was reported in its entirety by Sa'eed bin Abu 'Arubah, Hammam and more than 
one narrator from Qatadah, from Anas bin Malik, from Malik bin Sa'ah from the Prophet *. To me, this is 
an abridgement of it. 

Comments: Prophet Idris (Enoch) had to go through a critical test which he passed with patience and 
perseverance; because of it he achieved great reward and status from Allah, one of its forms was of his 
being on the Fourth Heaven. 


«[ Gabriel said], "And we [angels] descend not except by the order of your Lord. To Him belongs that 
before us and that behind us and what is in between. And never is your Lord forgetful(64)» 


(4). 3158. Sa'eed bin Jubair narrated from Ibn 'Abbas who said: "The Messenger of Allah % said to 
Jibra'il: 'What prevents you from visiting us more than you visit us?" He said: "So this Ayah was revealed: 
And we descend not except by the command of your Lord. To Him belongs what is before us and what is 
behind us." Up to the end of the Ayat [Mayam 19:64] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith isHasan Gha rib. [(Another chain) with similar]. 

Comments: When Gabriel would visit the Prophet “, he ; would be pleased and relaxed, because the 
Revelation would strengthen the Prophet “ and provide him guidance in difficult matters. In the 
Revelation, there also used to be the straight and irresistible answer to the objections and problems ignited 
daily by the opponents of the Prophet. He would therefore wait anxiously for Gabriel's visit. 


Sahih Bukhari Volume 4, Book 54 — Beginning of the Creation, Number 441: 
Narrated Ibn Abbas: 


Allah's Apostle # asked Gabriel, "Why don't you visit us more often than you do?" Then the followin

There are narrations on this topic from 'Umar, Mu'adh, Ka'b bin Malik, 'Utbah bin 'Abd, Umm Sulaim, 
Jabir, Anas, Abt Dharr, Ibn Mas'ud, Abu Tha'labah Al-Ayja'i, Ibn 'Abbas, 'Uqbah bin 'Amir, Abu Sa'eed, 
and Qurrah bin lyas Al-Muzani. 
(He said:) Abu Tha'labah (Al-Ash ja'i) has one Hadith from the Prophet *, that is, this Hadith. He is not 
(Abu Tha'labah) Al-Khushani.Abii 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Abu Hurairah is a Hasan Sahih Hadith. 
Comments: In this narration "except for what will fulfill the oath" means Allah's Command in Surat 
Pass over it does not mean to enter Hell or going into 
the Fire, it only means to pass by it. 


(5). 3159. As-Suddi said: "I asked Murrah Al-Hamdani about the saying of Allah, Mighty and Sublime is 
He: There is not one of you but will pass over it. (Mayam 19:71] So he narrated to me that ‘Abdullah 
bin Mas'ud narrated to him: saying:'The Messenger of Allah ® said: "The people will pass over the Fire, 
then they avert it based upon their deeds. The first of them (would pass over it) like a flash of lightening, 
then like the wind, then like a fleeing horse, then like a rider fleeing on a mount, then like a man fleeing, 
then like one walking." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan, and Shu'bah reported from As-Suddi without mentioning it in 
Marfu' form. 


1876. It was narrated from Abu Hurairah that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "No Muslim, three of 
whose children die, will be touched by the Fire, except in fulfillment of the (Divine) oath." [There is not 
one of you but will pass over it (Hell); this is with your Lord, a Decree which must he accomplished." 


"| (Sahih). 

Comments: Since man is inherently a wrongdoer, everyone's traversing the bridge (As-Sirat) is 
inevitably rational. It is altogether a different thing that sinless beings, for instance the Prophet # , would 
traverse it with the speed of lightning. 


«Then We will save those who feared Allah and leave the wrongdoers within it, on their knees(72)» 


Umm Mubashshir reported that she heard Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon him) as saying 
in presence of Hafsa: God willing, the people of the Tree would never enter the fire of Hell one 
amongst those who owed allegiance under that. She said: Allah's Messenger #, why not? He 
scolded her. Hafsa said: And there is none amongst you but shall have to pass over that 
(narrow Bridge). Thereupon Allah's Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) said: Allah, the Exalted 
and Glorious, has said:

«Then, have you seen he who disbelieved in Our verses and said, "I will surely be given wealth and 
children [in the next life]?"(77)» 


Narrated Khabbab: 

I was a blacksmith In the Pre-lslamic period of ignorance, and 'Asi bin Wail owed me some money. I 
went to him to demand it, but he said to me, "I will not pay you unless you reject faith in Muhammad *." 
I replied, "By Allah, I will never disbelieve Muhammad * till Allah let you die and then resurrect you." 


He said, "Then wait till I die and come to life again, for then I will be given property and offspring and 
will pay your right." So, thus revelation came: 


Narrated Khabbab: 

I came to Al-'Asi bin Wail As-Sahmi and demanded something which he owed me. He said, "I will not 
give you (your money) till you disbelieve in Muhammad **."

Narrated Khabbab: 


I was a blacksmith in the Pre-lslamic period, and 'Asi bin Wail owed me some money, so I went to him to 
demand it. He said (to me), "I will not pay you unless you disbelieve Muhammad #*." I said, "I will not 
disbelieve till Allah kills you and then you get resurrected." He said, "Leave me till I die and get 
resurrected, then I will be given wealth and children and I will pay you your debt." On that occasion it 
was revealed to the Prophet:

He said, "If 
Allah should make me die and then resurrect me and I would have wealth and children." So Allah 
revealed:-- 


«And We will inherit him [in] what he mentions, and he will come to Us alone(80)» (Maryam: 80] 


Khabbab reported that al-As bin. Wa'il owed debt to me. | came to him in order to demand that. 
He said: | will never repay you unless you belie Muhammad. | said: | would never belie 
Muhammad until you die and you are again raised up. He said: When | would be raised up after 
death, | would repay your debt when | would get my property and children back. Waki' said: This 
is how Almash has narrated and it was on this occasion that this verse was revealed:" 


«Indeed, those who have believed and done righteous deeds - the Most Merciful will appoint for them 
affection(96)» 


3161. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "When Allah loves a slave He calls 
Jibra'il, (saying): 'Indeed I love soand-so, so love him." He said: "So he calls out in the heavens. Then 
love for him descends among the people of the earth. That is as in the saying of Allah: Verily, those who 
believe and work deeds of righteousness, the Most Gracious will grant love for them. . 

And when Allah hates a slave He calls out to Jibra'il, (saying): Indeed I hate so-and-so.' So he calls out in 
the heavens. Then hatred for him descends upon the earth."(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Similar to this has been reported by 'Abdur-Rabman bin 
‘Abdullah bin Dinar, from his father, from Abu Salib, from Abu Hurairah from the Prophet =. 


«Indeed, I am your Lord, so remove your sandals. Indeed, you are in the sacred valley of Tuwa(12)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik from his paternal uncle Abu Suhayl ibn Malik from 
his father that Kab al-Ahbar said to a man who took off his sandals, "Why have you 
taken off your sandals? Perhaps you have interpreted this ayat, 

Do you know what 
the sandals of Musa were?" Malik (the father of Abu Suhayl) said, "I do not know 
what the man answered." Kab said, "They were made from the skin of a dead 
donkey." 


«Indeed, I am Allah. There is no deity except Me, so worship Me and establish prayer for My 
remembrance(14)» 


Abu Huraira reported that when the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) returned 
from the expedition to Khaibar, he travelled one night, and stopped for rest when he became 
sleepy. He told Bilal to remain on guard during the night and he (Bilal) prayed as much as he 
could, while the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him) and his Companions slept. When 
the time for dawn approached Bilal leaned against his camel facing the direction from which the 
dawn would appear but he was overcome by sleep while he was leaning against his camel, and 
neither the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) nor Bilal, nor anyone else among 
his Companions got up, till the sun shone on them. Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon 
him) was the first of them to awake and, being startled, he called to Bilal who said: Messenger 
of Allah # may my father and mother be offered as ransom for thee, the same thing 
overpowered me which overpowered you. He (the Holy Prophet #, then) said: Lead the beasts 
on: so they led their camels to some distance. The Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon 
him) then performed ablution and gave orders to Bilal who pronounced the Iqama and then led 
them in the morning prayer. When he finished the prayer he said: When anyone forgets the 
prayer, he should observe it when he remembers it, for Allah has said:" BERISUSER SRISIET 

Yunus said: Ibn Shilab used to recite it like this:" (And 
observe the prayer) for remembrance." 


(1). 3163. Abu Hurairah said: "While the Messenger of Allah was returning from Khaibar he traveled 
during the night until he became sleepy and he sat down to rest. Then he said: '0 Bilal! Stand guard for us 
for the night." He said: 'So Bilal performed Sa/at, then he leaned against his mount facing the direction of 
(dawn awaiting) Fajr. His eyes overcame him until he slept, and not one of them awoke. The first of them 
to awaken was the Prophet ® who said: '0 Bilal!' Bilal said: 'May my father be ransomed for you 0 
Messenger of Allah! # I was overtaken just as you were overtaken.' So the Messenger of Allah * said: 
"Move out!’ Then he kneeled to perform Wudhu' and to announce the standing for the Salat, then he 
performed Sa/at the same as he would when not traveling. Then he said: 'And establish the Salat for My 
remembrance." [Ta Ha 20:14] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is not preserved. More than one of the Huffaz reported it from Az-Zuhri, 
"from Sa'eed bin Al-Musayyab, that the Prophet “ and they did not mention Abu Hurairah in it. Salih bin 
Abi Al-Akhdar (a narrator in the chain) was graded weak in Hadith. Yaya bin Sa'eed Al-Qattan and 
others graded him weak due to his memory. 


619. It was narrated that Abu Hurairah said: The Messenger of Allah ® said: If you forget a prayer, pray 

it when you remember it, for Allah says: "and perform the Salah for My remembrance 

(Sahih) 

620. It was narrated from Abu Hurairah that the Messenger of Allah “ said: "Whoever forgets a prayer, 

let him pray it when he remembers it, for Allah says: and perfom the Salah for My remembrance "Tae 
(Sahih). 


«{And We favored you] when your sister went and said, 'Shall I direct you to someone who will be 
responsible for him?' So We restored you to your mother that she might be content and not grieve. And 
you killed someone, but We saved you from retaliation and tried you with a [severe] trial.

Ibn Fudail reported on the authority of his father that he heard Salim bin. ‘Abdullah bin. 'Umar as 
saying: O people of Iraq, how strange it is that you ask about the minor sins but commit major 
sins? | heard from my father ‘Abdullah bin. 'Umar, narrating that he heard Allah's Messenger # 
(may peace be upon him) as saying while pointing his hand towards the east: Verily. the turmoil 
would come from this side, from where appear the horns of Satan and you would strike the 
necks of one another; and Moses killed a person from among the people of Pharaoh 
unintentionally and Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, said:" 


. Ahmad bin Umar reported this 
hadith from Salim, but he did not make a mention of the words:" | heard". 


«Indeed, whoever comes to his Lord as a criminal - indeed, for him is Hell; he will neither die therein nor 
live(74)» 


It is reported by Abu Sa'id that the Messenger of Allah “8 (May peace be upon him) said: The 
(permanent) inhabitants of the Fire are those who are doomed to it, and verily they would 
neither die nor live in it (al-Qur'an, 20.74; 87.13). But the people whom the Fire would afflict 
(temporarily) on account of their sins, or so said (the narrator)" on account of their misdeeds," 
He would cause them to die till they would be turned into charcoal. Then they would be granted 
intercession and would be brought in groups and would be spread on the rivers of Paradise and 
then it would be said: O inhabitants of Paradise, pour water over them; then they would sprout 
forth like the sprouting of seed in the silt carried by flood. Aman among the people said: (It 
appears) as if the Messenger of Allah * lived in the steppe. 


«So be patient over what they say and exalt [Allah] with praise of your Lord before the rising of 
the sun and before its setting; and during periods of the night [exalt Him] and at the ends of the 
day, that you may be satisfied(130)» 


Jarir b. Abdullah is reported to have said: We were sitting with the Messenger of Allah (may 
peace be upon him) that he looked at the full moon and observed: You shall see your Lord as 
you are seeing this moon, and you will not be harmed by seeing Him. So if you can, do not let - 


yourselves be overpowered in case of prayer observed before the rising of the sun and its 
setting, i. e. the 'Asr prayer and the morning prayer. Jarir then recited ‘CEI Uae aa EES 


«And enjoin prayer upon your family [and people] and be steadfast therein. We ask you not for 
provision; We provide for you, and the [best] outcome is for [those of] righteousness(132)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Zayd ibn Aslam from his father that Umar ibn 
al-Khattab used to pray as much as Allah willed in the night until at the end of the 
night he would wake his family for the prayer. He used to say to them, "The prayer, 
the prayer." Then he would recite the ayat, " 


Surah#21___AkAnbiya Ju#17._— A tara 
«And We place the scales of justice for the Day of Resurrection, so no soul will be treated 
unjustly at all. And if there is [even] the weight of a mustard seed, We will bring it forth. And 


sufficient are We as accountant(47)» 


(2). 3165. 'Aishah narrated that a man came and sat in front of the Messenger of Allah and said: "0 
Messenger of Allah! I have two slaves who lie to me, deceive me, and disobey me, and I scold them and 
hit them. So what is my case because of them?" He said: "The extent to which they betrayed you, 
disobeyed you and lied to you will be measured against how much you punish them. If your punishing 
them is equal to their sins, then the two will be the same, nothing for you and nothing against you. If your 


punishing them is less than their sins, then there will be something in your favor. And if your punishing 
them is above their sins, some of your rewards will be taken from you and given to them." So the man 
left, and began weeping and crying aloud. The Messenger of Allah “ said: "You should read what Allah 
said in His Book: 'And We shall set up the Balances of justice on the Day of Resurrection, then none will 
be dealt with unjustly in anything...’ to 

the rest of the Ayah [Al-Anbiya' 21:47] So the man said: "By Allah, 0 Messenger of Allah! # I see 
nothing better for myself and for them, than me parting with them. Bear witness that they are all free." 
(Daif) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it except through the narration of 'Abdur- 
Rahman bin Ghazwan. Ahmad bin Hanbal reported this Hadith from 'Abdur-Rahman bin Ghazwan. 


«He said, "Rather, this - the largest of them - did it, so ask them, if they should [be able to] speak."(63)» 


(3). 3166. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Ibrahim, peace be upon him, did 
not lie about anything at all except for three: 'Verily Iam sick while he was not sick. 
And his saying about Sarah: 'She is my sister' and his saying: Nay, this one, the biggest of -them did it 
[Al-Anbiya! 21:63] (Sahil 

[It has been reported through more than one route from Abu Hurairah from the Prophet “ without 
mentioning, it is Gharib as -a narration of Ibn Isaq from Abu Az-Zinad].131 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: [brahim regarded the use of the equivocation and ambiguous words unsuitable to his dignity 
and virtuousness; his real aim of considering the equivocation, from himself, as a lie was in fact to make 
an apology to those who requested his intercession. Therefore he branded the equivocation and use of 
ambiguous words by himself a lie. According to the people the word Saqim (sick) means he was 
physically sick, whereas he \ meant that he was worried, concerned and sick of their idolatry; if he 
attended the festival with them, his worry, distress and sadness would increase even more. As for the 
matter of Sarah, she was his sister according to the religious brotherhood, which he himself had told her. 
'No, the biggest of them did it' was his scoffing and laughing at their foolish attitude. Why do you not ask 
the idols, if they can speak, they themselves will tell the story! 


«And there is prohibition upon [the people of] a city which We have destroyed that they will [ever] 
return(95)» 


(18). 3010. Musa bin Ibrahim bin Kathir Al-Ans4ri narrated: "I heard Talhah bin Khirash say: 'I heard 
Jabir bin 'Adullah saying: "The Messenger of Allah & met me and said to me: '0 Jabir! Why do I see you 
upset?' I said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # My father was martyred [on the Day of Uhud] leaving family and 
debt behind." "He said: 'Shall I give you news of what your father met Allah with?" He said: "But of 
course 0 Messenger of Allah!’ ® He said: 'Allah does not speak to anyone except from behind a veil, but 
He brought your father to speak to Him directly. He said: "[0 My slave!] Do you wish that I give You 
anything?' He said: '0 Lord! Give me life so that I may fight for You a second time.' So the Lord [Blessed 
and Most High] said: 'It has been decreed by Me That they shall not return." He said: 
"So this Ayah was revealed: Think not of those as dead who are killed in the way of Allah." .

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib from this route. We do not know of it except as a narration 
of Musa bin Ibrahim. 'Ali bin 'Abdullah bin Al-Madini and more than one of the great people of Hadith 
reported it like this: "From Musa bin Ibrahim." And 'Abdullah bin Muhammad bin 'Aqil reported some of 
this from Jabir.

2240. It was narrated from An-Nawwas bin Sam'an, who said: ““The Messenger of Allah “ mentioned the 
Dajjal one morning, he belittled him and mentioned his importance, until we thought that he might be 
amidst a cluster of date-palms." He said: "We departed from the presence of the Messenger of Allah ® , 
then we returned to him, and he noticed that (concern) in us. So he said: 'What is wrong with you?" We 
said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # You mentioned the Dajjdl this morning, belittling him, and mentioning his 
importance until we thought that he might be amidst a cluster of the date-palms.' He said: 'It is not the 
Dajjal that I fear for you. If he were to appear while Iam among you, then I will be his adversary on your 
behalf. And if he appears and I am not among you, then each man will have to fend for himself. And 
Allah will take care of every Muslim after me. He is young, with curly hair, his eye protruding, 
resembling someone from 'Abdul-Uzza bin Qatan. Whoever among you sees him, then let him recite the 
beginning of Surah Ashab Al-Kahf.' "He said: 'He will appear from what is between Ash-Sham and Al- 
Iraq, causing devastation toward the right and toward the left. 0 worshippers of Allah! Hold fast!" We 
said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # How long will he linger on the earth?! He said: 'Forty days, a day like a 
year, a day like a month, a day like a week, and the remainder of his days are like your days." We said: '0 
Messenger of Allah! Do you think that during the day that is like a year, the Salat of one day will be 
sufficient for us?' He said: 'No. You will have to estimate it.’ We said: '0 Messenger of Allah! #% How fast 
will he move through the earth.' He said: 'Like a rain storm driven by the wind. He will come upon a 
people and call them, and they will deny him, and reject his claims. Then he will leave them, and their 
wealth will follow him. They will awaken in the morning with nothing left. Then he will come upon a 
people and call them, and they will respond to him, believing in him. So he will order the heavens to 
bring rain, and it shall rain, and he will order the land to sprout, and it will sprout. Their cattle will return 
to them with their coats the longest, their udders the fullest and their stomachs the fattest.' He said: 'Then 
he will come upon some ruins, saying to it: "Bring me your treasures!" He will turn to leave it, and it will 
follow him, like drone bees. Then he will call a young man, full of youth, and he will strike him with the 
sword, cutting him into two pieces. Then he will call him, and he will come forward with his face 
beaming and laughing. So while he is doing that, 'Eisa bin Mariam, peace be upon him, will descend in 
eastern Damascus at the white minaret, between two Mahriid, with his hands on the wings of two angels. 
When he lowers his head, drops fall, and when he raises it, gems like pearls drop from him.’ He said: 'His 
('Eisa bin Mariam) breath does not reach anyone but he dies, and his breath reaches as far as his sight.’ He 
said: 'So he pursues him (the Dajjal) until he catches up with him at the gate of Ludd where he kills him.' 
He said: 'So he remains there as a long as Allah wills.' He said: 'Then Allah reveals to him: "Take my 
slaves to At-Tiir, for [have sent down some creatures of Mine which no one shall be able to kill." He said: 
‘Allah dispatches Ya'jiij and Ma'juj, and they are as Allah said: They swoop down from every mount.' 
"He said: 'The first of them pass by the lake of Tiberias, drinking what is in it. Then 
the last of them pass by it saying: "There was water here at one time." They travel until they reach a 
mountain at Bait Al-Maqdis. They will say: "We have killed whoever was in the earth. Come! Let us kill 
whoever is in the skies." They will shoot their arrows into the heavens, so Allah will return their arrows to 
them red with blood. 'Eisa bin Mariam and his companions will be surrounded, until the head of a bull on 
that day would be better to them than a hundred Dinar to one of you today.""He (* s.a.w) said: "Eisa will 


beseech Allah, as will his companions." He said: 'So Allah will send An-Naghaf down upon their necks. In 
the morning they will find that they have all died like the death of a single soul.’ He said: " 'Eisa and his 
companions will come down, and no spot nor hand-span can be found, except that it is filled with their 
stench, decay and blood. So 'Eisa will beseech Allah, as will his companions.' So Allah will send upon 
them birds like the necks of Bukht(milch)camels.' They will carry them off and cast them into an abyss. 
The Muslims will burn their bows, arrows and quivers for seventy years.’ "He(s.a.w) said: ‘Allah will send 
upon them a rain which no house of hide nor mud will bear. The earth will be washed, leaving it like a 
mirror. Then it will be said to the earth: "bring forth your fruits and return your blessings." So on that day, 
a whole troop would eat a pomegranate and seek shade under its skin. Milk will be so blessed that a large 
group of people will be sufficed by one milking of a camel. And that a tribe will be sufficed by one 
milking of a cow, and that a group will be sufficed by the milking of sheep. While it is like that, Allah 
will send a wind which grabs the soul of every believer, leaving the remainder of the people copulating 
publicly like the copulation of donkeys. Upon them the Hour shall begin." (Sahih) 


«And [when] the true promise has approached; then suddenly the eyes of those who disbelieved will be 
staring [in horror, while they say], "O woe to us; we had been unmindful of this; rather, we were 
wrongdoers."(97)» 


2187. Zainab bint Jahsh said: "One day, the Messenger of Allah “ awoke from sleep with a flushed red 
face, and said: 'La I/aha illallah. He repeated it thrice. "Woe to the Arabs from the evil drawn near. Today 
a gap has been made in the wall of Ya'juj and Ma'juj like this." And he formed ten (with his fingers)." 
Zainab said: "I said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # Shall we be destroyed while there are righteous among us?’ 
He said: 'Yes, when the evil abounds." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Sufyan has done well with this Hadith. [Al-Humaidi, Ali 
bin Al-Madini, and more than one of the Huffaz reported it similarly from Sufyan bin 'Uyainah.] Al- 
Humaidi said: "From Sufyan bin 'Uyainah: 'I remembered that in this chain from Az-Zuhri there were 
four women: Zainab bint Abu Salamah, from Habibah - and they are step-daughters of the Prophet * - 
from Umm Habibah, from Zainab hint Jahsh - two (of the) wives of the Prophet “ " Ma'mar reported [and 
others] reported this Hadith from Az-Zuhri, but they did not mention: "From Habibah" in it. [Some of the 
companions of Ibn 'Uyainah reported this Hadith from Ibn 'Uyainah but they did not mention: "From 
Umm Habibah" in it]. 

Comments: Allah confirms the appearance of Yajuj and Majuj (Gog and Magog) close to the Hour 


«They will not be grieved by the greatest terror, and the angels will meet them, [saying], "This is your 
Day which you have been promised"(103 


1663. Al-Miqdam bin Ma'diykarib narrated that the Messenger of Allah * , said: "There are six things 

with Allah for the martyr: He is forgiven with the first flow of blood (he suffers), he is shown his place in 

Paradise, he is protected from punishment in the grave, secured from the greatest ‘erro aes 
the crown of dignity is placed upon his head — and its gems are better than the world and what is 

in it - he is married to seventy-two wives among Al/-Hiir-Al- 'Ayn of Paradise, and he may intercede for 

seventy of his close relatives." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 
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Comments: The purpose behind recounting the special favors bestowed upon the martyr is to awaken in 
our hearts the desire to sacrifice our lives and all that belongs to us in the path of Allah.

The Prophet “ stood up among us and addressed (saying) "You will be gathered, barefooted, naked, and 
uncircumcised (as Allah says): 'As We began the first creation, We shall repeat it..' (21.104) And the first 
human being to be dressed on the Day of Resurrection will be (the Prophet) Abraham Al-Khalil. Then 
will be brought some men of my followers who will be taken towards the left (i.e., to the Fire), and I will 
say: 'O Lord! My companions whereupon Allah will say: You do not know what they did after you left 
them. I will then say as the pious slave, Jesus said, And I was witness over them while I dwelt amongst 
thence.) (up to) ...the All-Wise.' (5.117-118). The narrator added: Then it will be said that those people 
(relegated from Islam, that is) kept on turning on their heels (deserted Islam). 


2423. Ibn 'Abbas narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "The people will be gathered on the Day of 
Resurrection bare-foot, naked and uncircumcised as they were created." Then he recited: "As We began 
the first creation, We shall repeat it: A promise binding upon us. Truly We shall do it. [A -Anbiya' 


(21:104)] And the first of people to be clothed will be Ibrahim. Among my companions will be some men 
who are taken to the right and to the left. I will say: '0 My Lord! My companions!’ It will be said: 'You do 
not know what they innovated after you, they continued to be apostates since you parted from them.' So I 
will say as the righteous worshipper said: If you punish them, they are your slaves, and if You forgive 
them, indeed You, only You are the Almighty, the All-Wise.' [A1-Ma'idah (5:118)] (Sahih) 

(Another chain) and he mentioned similarly. [Abt 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Just as man comes to the world naked, he will be raised naked on the Day of Judgement. 
And the Almighty Creator that first created man can do it again. Every human being is clothed at birth. 
Prophet Ibrahim will be the first to be clothed after resurrection followed by the Prophet Muhammad *. 
And "my companions" means "followers from my nation." 


(4). 3167. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "The Messenger of Allah ® stood to deliver a Khutbah, he said: '0 you 
people! You will be gathered before Allah naked and uncircumcised.' Then he recited: 'As We began the 
first creation, We shall repeat it...’ until the end of the Ayah. He said: 'The first to be 
clothed on the Day of Resurrection is Ibrahim. Indeed some men from my Ummah will be brought and 
taken from the left side, so I will say: "My Lord! My followers!" It will be said: "Indeed you do not know 
what they innovated after you." So I shall say as the righteous slave said: 'And I was a witness over them 
while I dwelt among them, but when You took me up, You were the Watcher over them; and You are a 
Witness to all things. If You punish them, they are your slaves, and if You forgive them...’ [until the end 
of] the Aya I shall be told: 'These people have not ceased turning on their heels 
as apostates ever since you parted from them." (Sahih) 

(Another chain) with similar. [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Sufyan Ath-Thawri reported 
it from Al-Mughirah bin An-Nu'man similarly. 

Comments: It is known from this Hadith that after his demise, he is unaware of the people's personal and 
individual deeds. It is not in his knowledge if they commit major sins. In this Hadith, the matter of those 
Bedouin apostates is referred who chose the path of apostasy after the demise of the Prophet * in the 
reign of Abu Bakr ; and Abu Bakr battled against them. /Tuhfat Al-Ahwadhi: vol. 4, p. 149] 


2084. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas that the Prophet said: "The people will be gathered on the Day 
of Resurrection naked and uncircumcised. The first one to be clothed will be Ibrahim ." Then he recited: 
As We began the first creation, We shall repeat it'"[Al Anbiya 21:104] (Sahih). 

Comments: 

1. It is said that Prophet Ibrahim attained this excellence because before casting him into the blazing fire, 
he was stripped naked; and he bore patiently the ordeal for the immense pleasure of Allah, and hoped to 
receive the recompense (in the Afterlife). 

2. "As We began the first creation, We shall repeat it." It means all the limbs and organs of the body will 
be in the original state. 


2089. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "The Messenger of Allah stood up to give an admonition 
and he said: '0 people, you will be gathered to Allah 'naked."" (One of the narrators) Abu Dawud said: 
"Barefoot and uncircumcised." (The narrators) , Waki and Wahb said: "Naked and uncircumcised: As We 
began the first creation, We shall repeat it." [Al Anbiya 21:104]. The first one to be clothed on the Day of 
Resurrection will be Ibrahim, peace be upon him. Then some men from among my Ummah will be 
brought and will be taken toward the left,[ Meaning, toward Hell’ I will say: '0 Lord, my companions.' 
It will be said: "You do not know what they innovated after you were gone.' And I shall say what the 
righteous slave said: 'And I was a witness over them while I dwelt amongst them, but when You took me 


up, You were the Watcher over them; and You are a Witness to all things. If You punish them, they are 
Your slaves. and if You forgive them, verily, You, only You, are the All-Mighty, the All-Wise.'[Al 

And it will be said: 'These people kept turning away since you left them? (Sahih). 
Comments: "To the left" means they will be driven toward Hell. The denizens of Hell have been called 
the As’habush Shimal: the people of the left.

Comments: For the renewal of good news and to revamp the pleasure and excitement of the Muslims, the 
noble Prophet did not tell of all the numbers at once, he instead told them again and again so that they 
would extol Allah's Highness and Excellence repeatedly, again and again..

Narrated Abu Mijlaz: 

From Qais bin Ubad: 'Ali bin Abi Talib said, "I shall be the first man to kneel down before (Allah), the 
Beneficent to receive His judgment on the day of Resurrection (in my favor)."

Abit 'Eisa said: This Hadith is [Gharib], we only know of it as a narration of Sufyan bin Ziyad. They 
differed in reporting this Hadith from Sufyan bin Ziyad, and we do not know that Ayman bin Khuraim 
heard from the Prophet =. 

Comments: Untruth is common to both, false-witnessing and polytheism. Since, if ascribing partners to 
Allah is an act of falsehood, so is false-witnessing. Thus, in essence, both are the same, although 
polytheism is a falsehood of much greater proportion. 


«For you the animals marked for sacrifice are benefits for a specified term; then their place of 
sacrifice is at the ancient House(33)» [Al-Hajj: 33]

(Ibn Juraij, one of the narrators) said to 'Ata': On what authority does he (Ibn Abbas) say this?

‘Abbas (Allah be pleased with them) had stated (that the place of sacrifice is the Ancient House)

"From Ibn 'Abbas." 

(Another chain) from Sa'eed bin Jubair in Mursal form, and it does not contain: "From Ibn 'Abbas." 
Comments: This is the first battle, for which the Muslims were allowed to fight in selfdefence. Because 
immediately after the emigration, the Muslims were yet not so powerful to fight beyond their defence, this 
Verse also brought glad tidings of Allah's help for the Muslims; and later when Muslims emerged as a 
force, they were then allowed to wage battles beyond their defence. 

(5). 3172. Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "When the Prophet # was expelled from Makkah a man said: 'They have 
driven out their Prophet' ® so (the following) was revealed: "Permission (to fight) is given to those who 
are fought against, because they have been wronged; and surely, Allah is able to give them victory.

(1). 3173. 'Umar bin Al-Khattab [may Allah be pleased with him] said: "When revelation came to the 
Messenger of Allah & , one could hear what sounded like the drone of bees before his face.

When it passed from him, he faced the 
Qiblah, raised his hands and said: '0 Allah! Increase us, do not diminish us. Favor us, do not withhold 
from us, make us pleased and be pleased with us.' He /#/ said: 'Ten Ayat were revealed to me, whoever 
abides by them shall enter Paradise (and they are): 'Sucessful indeed are the believers..." until the 
completion of ten Ayat." 
Comments: In the first ten Verses of Stirat Al-Muminiin, all those characteristics have been mentioned 
upon which the reform, prosperity and success depend; and the people of these characteristics will 
triumph in this life and in the Hereafter.

1122. Muhammad bin Ka’b narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: “Mut'ah was only during the beginning of 
Islam. A man would arrive in a land that he was not familiar with so he would marry a woman for the 
extent of time that he thought he would remain there. So his Mut'ah was upheld and his case was fine 


until the (following) Ayah was revealed: Except their wives or what their right hands possess. [A1- 
Then every private part other than those became unlawful." (Da ‘if) 

Comments: The issue and its subject matter which Ibn Abbas has described, belongs to the pre-Islamic 
era, and after the advent of Islam, when the Islamic Divine Law was still being revealed to the Prophet , 
this custom of the pre-Islamic era was still in existence in beginning of Islam. This issue of Mut'ah was 
totally terminated with the Verse of the Qur'an revealed in Makkah that only the wife and the slave girl 
are lawful for sexual intercourse. A woman under Mut'ah is neither a wife nor a slave girl, and it is agreed 
upon that she cannot be an heir. 


«{ Allah said], ""O messengers, eat from the good foods and work righteousness. Indeed, I, of what you do,

Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as saying: 0 people, Allah 
is Good and He therefore, accepts only that which is good.

widely, his hair dishevelled and covered with dust. He lifts his hand towards the sky (and thus 
makes the supplication):" O Lord,O Lord," whereas his diet is unlawful, his drink is unlawful, and 
his clothes are unlawful and his nourishment is unlawful. How can then his supplication be 
accepted? 


(37). 2989. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "0 you people! Indeed Allah is 
Tayyib (good) and he does not accept but what is good. And indeed Allah ordered the believers with what 


He ordered the Messengers. He said: '0 you Messengers! Eat of the good things and do righteous deeds. 
[A-Mu'minun 23:51] And He said: '0 you who We have 


Verily I am well acquainted with what you do. 

provided for you. [Al-Bagarah 2:172] He believe! Eat from the good things said: "And he mentioned a 
man: 'Who is undertaking a long journey, whose hair is disheveled and he is covered with dust. He raises 
his hands to the heavens and says: "0 Lord! 0 Lord!" Yet his food is from the unalwful, his drink is from 
the unlawful, his clothing is from the unlawful, and he was nourished by the unlawful. So how can that be 
accepted?" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. We only know of it as a narration of Fudail bin Marztiq, ' 
and Abii Hazim is Al-Asjja'i — his name is Salman, the freed slave of 'Azzah Al-'Asjjaiyyah. 


«And they who give what they give while their hearts are fearful because they will be returning to their 
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«lt is those who hasten to good deeds, and they outstrip [others] therein(61)» [Al-Muminun: 61] 


(4). 3175. 'Abdur-Rahman bin [Sa'eed bin] Wahb that is Al-Hamdani narrated that 'Aishah the wife of the 
Prophet # said: "I asked the Messenger of Allah about this Ayah: And those who give that which they 
give with their hearts full of fear..." [AlL-Mu'minun 23:60] 'Aishah " said: "Are they those who drink 
Khamr and steal?" He said: "No, 0 daughter of As-Siddiq. They are those who fast, perform Salat, give 
charity while they fear that their Lord will not accept it from them: It is these who hasten to do good 
deeds, and they are the foremost of them." { Al-Mu 'minun 23:61] (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadilh has been reported from 'Abdur-Rahman bin Weed, from Abu Hazim, from 
Abu Hurairah, from the Prophet * similarly. 

Comments: It is known from this Verse and from the Hadith that after performing a good deed, the 
person should have fear and worry, lest it should not achieve the status of acceptance from Allah because 
of one's own shortcomings and weakness. The people who have this type of cautious concem, they hasten 
to perform good deeds and they enjoy the fruits and good outcome of their good deeds. 


«The Fire will sear their faces, and they therein will have taut smiles(104)» [A-Muminun: 104] 


2587. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri narrated that the Prophet * said: "And therein they will grimace with 
displaced lips. [A1-Mu'miniin 23:104] - He will be grilled by the fire until his upper lip is folded up, 
reaching the middle of his head, and his bottom lip hangs down, until it hits his navel." (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Ghar(b. Abu Al-Haitham's (a narrator in the chain) name is 
Sulaiman bin 'Amr bin 'Abd Al-'Utwad, and he was an orphan under the care of Abu Sa'eed. 

Comments: Buming fire shall distort the figure of the inmates of Hell so that they will look absolutely 
scary and ugly. 


«They will say, "Our Lord, our wretchedness overcame us, and we were a people astray(106)» 


«Our Lord, remove us from it, and if we were to return [to evil], we would indeed be 
wrongdoers."(107)» 


«He will say, "Remain despised therein and do not speak to Me(108)» /A-Muminun: 108] 


2586. Abu Ad-Darda' narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "The inhabitants of the Fire will suffer 
from a hunger equal to the punishment they experience, so they will seek relief, and be given to eat of 
Dari’; which will neither nourish nor avail against hunger. [Al-Ghashiah 88:7] So they will (again) seek 
food to relieve (their hunger), and they will be given to eat of a food that causes one to choke. Then they 
will remember that they used remedy for choking in the world by drinking something. So they will seek 
relief from drink. Then they will be given Hamim with meat hooks, so when it comes toward their faces it 
melts their faces, and when it enters their insides it cuts up what is inside of them. So (some of them) say: 


‘Call the keepers of Hell' so they say: Did there not come to you your Messengers with clear signs? They 
say: 'Yes!' They say: 'Then call as you like.' And the invocation of the disbelievers is nothing but in vain." 
{Ghafir 40:50) He said: "They will say: 'Call Malik.’ So they say: 0 Malik! Let your Lord make an end of 
us!" He said: "So he answers them: Verily you shall abide forever. [Az-Zuklimf 43:77] A\_A'mash said: 
"I was informed that there is a thousand years between their calling him, and Malik's answering them." 
He said: "They say: 'Call your Lord, for there is none better than your Lord.' So they will say: Our Lord! 
Our wretchedness overcame us, and we were (an) erring people. Our Lord! Bring us out of this. If we ever 
return (to evil), then indeed we shall be wrongdoers." He said: "So the reply to them is: You remain in it 
in ignominy! And do not speak to Me He said: "So with that, they lose 
hope of any good, and with that they are taken to moaning, despair and severe ruin." (Da‘if) 

‘Abdullah bin 'Abdur-Rahmén said: "The people do not narrate this Hadith in Marfu' form." 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith has only been reported from Al-A'mash, from Shimr bin 'Atiyyah, from 
Shahr bin Hawshab, from Umm Ad-Darda’, from Abu Ad-Darda' as his statement, not in Marfu' form. 
And Qutbah bin 'Abdul-'Aziz (a narrator in the chain) is trustworthy according to the people of Hadith. 


Surah#24___An-Noor ___Suz#18 aad Aflaha 
Sahih Bukhari, Volume 3, Book 48 - Witnesses, Number 837: 

Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

Hilal bin Umaiya accused his wife before the Prophet “ of committing illegal sexual intercourse with 
Sharik bin Sahma.' The Prophet * said, "Produce a proof, or else you would get the legal punishment (by 
being lashed) on your back." Hilal said, "O Allah's Apostle! * If anyone of us saw another man over his 


wife, would he go to search for a proof." The Prophet “ went on saying, "Produce a proof or else you 
would get the legal punishment (by bein 


lashed) on your back." The Prophet # then mentioned the 
narration of Lian (as in the Holy Book). 
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«The [unmarried] woman or [unmarried] man found guilty of sexual intercourse - lash each one of them 
with a hundred lashes, and do not be taken by pity for them in the religion of Allah, if you should believe 
in Allah and the Last Day. And let a group of the believers witness their punishment(2)» 


«The fornicator does not marry except a [female] fornicator or polytheist, and none marries her except a 
fornicator or a polytheist, and that has been made unlawful to the believers(3)» [An-Nur: 3] 


(1). 3177. 'Amr bin Shu'aib narrated from his father, from his grandfather, who said: "There was a man 
named Marthad bin Abi Marthad, and he was a man who would carry captives from Makkah to Al- 
Madinah." He said: "And there was a prostitute woman in Makkah called 'Anaq, who was a friend of his. 
He had promised a man from the captives of Makkah that he would transport him, and he said: 'So I came 
until I reached one of the walls of Makkah on a moon-lit night.' He said: "Anaq came along and she saw 
the darkness of my shadow next to the wall. When she reached me she recognized me and said: 
"Marthad?" So I replied: "(Yes it is) Marthad." She said: "Welcome, come and spend the night with us." I 
said: "0 'Anaq! Allah has made illicit sexual relations unlawful." So she said: "0 people of the tents! This 
is the man who takes your captives away!" He said: "Eight people followed me, and I went through the 
passes of Al-Khandamah. I stopped at a cave and entered it. They came until they stood over my head, 
and they began urinating, their urine falling on my head. Yet Allah made them unable to see me. He said: 
‘Then I went back. I returned to my companion to transport him — and he was a heavy man - until I 
reached Al-Idhkhir. There I removed his shackles to make him easier to carry, since he was exhausting 
me, until I arrived at Al-Madinah. I went to the Messenger of Allah # and I said: "0 Messenger of Allah! 
= May I marry 'Anaq? [I said this, two times] but the Messenger of Allah ® was silent, and he did not 
reply to me at all until (the following) was revealed: The Zani marries not but a Zaniyah or a Mushrikah; 
and the Zaniyah, none marries her except a Zani or a Mushrik, [An-Niir 24:3.] So do not marry her." 
(Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Ghartb, we do not know of it except through this route. 


3230. It was narrated from 'Amr bin Shu'aib, from his father, from his grandfather, that Marthad bin 

Abi Marthad Al-Ghanawi - a strong man who used to take the prisoners from Makkah to Al-Madinah - 
said: "I arranged with a man to bring him (from Makkah to Al-Madinah). There was a prostitute in 
Makkah who was called 'Anaq, and she was his friend. She came out and saw my shadow on the wall, and 
said: 'Who is this? Marthad? Welcome, 0 Marthad, come tonight and stay at our place.' I said: ‘0 'Anaq, 
the Messenger of Allah has forbidden adultery.' She said: ‘0 people of the tents, this porcupine is the 
one who is taking your prisoners from Makkah to Al-Madinah!' I headed toward (the mountain of) Al- 
Khandamah, and eight men came after me. They came and stood over my head, and they urinated, and 
their urine reached me, but Allah caused them not to see me. Then I went to my companion (the prisoner) 
and brought him to Al-Arik, where I undid his fetters. Then I came to the Messenger of Allah ® and said: 
‘0 Messenger of Allah, shall I marry 'Anaq?' He remained silent and did not answer me, then the 
following was revealed: 'And the adulteress - fornicator, none marries her except an adulterer - fornicator 
or an idolater.'[4n Nur 24:3] He called me and recited them to me and said: 'Do not marry her.""(Hasan). 


«And those who accuse chaste women and then do not produce four witnesses - lash them with eighty 
lashes and do not accept from them testimony ever after. And those are the defiantly disobedient(4)» 


Yahya said from Malik that he heard from Sulayman ibn Yasar and others that when 
they were asked whether the testimony of a man flogged for a hadd crime was 
permitted, they said, "Yes, when repentance (tawba) appears from him." Malik 
related to me that he heard Ibn Shihab being asked about that and he said the like 
of what Sulayman ibn Yasar said. Malik said, "That is what is done in our 
community. It is by the word of Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted,

Sa'id b Jubair reported: | was asked about the invokers of curses during the reign of Mus'ab (b. 
Zubair) whether they could separate (themselves by this process). He said: | did not understand 
what to say. So | went to the house of Ibn 'Umar (Allah be pleased with them) in Mecca. | said to 
his servant: Seek permission for Me. He said that he (Ibn 'Umar) had been taking rest. He (Ibn 
‘Umar) heard my voice. and said: Are you Ibn Jubair? | said: Yes. He'said: Come in. By Allah, it 
must be some (great) need which has brought you here at this Hour. So | got in and found him 
lying on a blanket reclining against a pillow stuffed with fibres of date-palm. | said: O Abu'Abd al- 
Rahman, should there be separation between the invokers of curses? He said: Hallowed be 
Allah, yes, The first one who asked about it was so and so. he said: Messenger of Allah *, tell 
me If one of us finds his wife committing adultery: what should he do? If he talks, that is 
something great, and if he keeps quiet that is also (something great) (which he cannot afford to 
do). Allah's Prophet “ (may peace be upon him) kept quiet (or some time). After some time he 
(that very person) came to him (Allah's Messenger) and said: | have been involved in that very 
cage about which | had asked you Allah the Exalted and Majestic then revealed (these) verses 
of Surah Nur:" Those who accuse their wives" (verse 24.6), and he (the Holy Prophet *) recited 
them to him and admonished him, and exhorted him and informed him that the torment of the 
world is less painful than the torment of the Hereafter. He said: No, by Him Who sent you with 
Truth, | did not tell a lie against her. He (the Holy Prophet #4) then called her (the wife of that 
person who had accused her) and admonished her, and exhorted her, and informed her that the 
torment of this world is less painful than the torment of the Hereafter. She said: No, by Him Who 
sent thee with Truth, he is a liar. (it was) the man who started the swearing of oath and he 
swore in the name of Allah four times that he was among the truthful. and at the fifth time he 
said: Let there be curse of Allah upon him if he were among the liars. Then the woman was 
called and she swore four times in the name of Allah that he (her husband) was among the liars, 
and at the fifth time (she said): Let there be curse upon her if he were among the truthful. He 
(the Holy Prophet #) then effected separation between the two. A hadith like this is narrated by 
Ibn Numair with a slight variation of words. 


‘Abdullah reported: We were on the night of Friday staying in the mosque when a person from 
the Ansar came there and said: If a person finds his woman along with a man, and he speaks 
about it, you would lash him, and if he kills, you will kill him, and if he keeps quiet he shall have 
to consume anger. By Allah, | will definitely ask about him from Allah's Messenger (may 
peace be upon him). On the following day he came to Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon 
him) and asked him thus: If a man were to find with his wife a man and if he were to talk about 
it, you would lash him; and if he killed, you would kill him, and if he were to keep quiet. he would 
consume anger, whereupon he (the Holy Prophet #) said: Allah, solve (this problem), and he 
began to supplicate (before Him), and then the verses pertaining to li'an were revealed 

The person was then 


put to test according to these verses in the presence of the people. There came he and his wife 
in the presence of Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him), and they invoked curses (in 
order to testify their claim). The man swore four times in the name of Allah that he was one of 
the truthful and then invoked curse for the fifth time saying: Let there be curse of Allah upon him 
if he were among the liars. Then she began to invoke curse. Allah's Messenger “ (may peace 
be upon him) said to her: just wait (and curse after considering over it), but she refused and 
invoked curse and when she turned away, he (Allah's Apostle =) said: It seems that this woman 
shall give birth to a curly-haired black child, And so she did gave birth to a curly-haired black 
child. 


3499. It was narrated that Anas bin Malik said: "The first Zi‘an in Islam was when Hilal bin Umayyah 
accused Sharik bin As-Sahma (of committing adultery) with his wife. He came to the Prophet * and told 
him about that. The Prophet * said: '(Bring) four witnesses, otherwise (you will feel) the Hadd 
punishment on your back.’ And he repeated that several times. Hilal said to him: 'By Allah, 0 Messenger 
of Allah! # Allah, the Mighty and Sublime. knows that I am telling the truth, ahd Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, will certainly reveal to you that which will spare my back from the whip.' While they were like 
that, the Verse of Li‘an was revealed to him: “As to those who accuse their wives. JAn NAP 2&6) He 
called Hilal and he bore witness four times by Allah that he was telling the truth, and the fifth time he 
invoked the curse of Allah upon him if he were lying. Then he called the woman and she bore witness 
four times by Allah that he was lying. When it came to the fourth or fifth time, the Messenger of Allah & 
said: 'Stop her, for it will inevitably bring the punishment of Allah upon the liar.' She hesitated until we 
thought that she was going to confess, then she said: 'I will not dishonor my people today.' Then she went 
ahead with the oath. The Messenger of Allah * said: 'Wait and see. If she produces a child who is white. 
with straight hair and Qadiy'a eyes, then he belongs to Hilal bin Umayyah, but if she produces a child 
who is dark with curly hair, of average size and with narrow calves, then he belongs to Sharik bin As- 
Sahma'.' She produced a child who was dark with curly hair, of average size and with narrow calves. The 
Messenger Allah * said: 'Had not the matter been settled by the Book of Allah, I would have punished 
her severely."" (Sahih) 

The Sheikh said: Qadiy'a eye: Long eye lashes, not the opening of the eye or their protrusion. And Allah, 
Glorious is He and Most High, knows best. (Sahih).

3503. 'Abdul-Malik bin Abi Sulaiman said: "I heard Sa'eed bin Jubair say: 'I was asked about the two who 
engage in Li‘an during the governorship of Ibn Az-Zubair - should they" be separated? I did not know 


what to say, so I got up and went to the house of Ibn 'Umar and said: "0 Abu 'Abdur-Rahman, should the 
two who engage in Li'an be separated?" He said: "Yes, Subhan-Allah! The first one who asked about that 
was so-and-so the son of so-and-so who said: '0 Messenger of Allah #, what do you think if a man among 
us sees his wife committing immoral actions, and if he speaks of it, he will be speaking of a grave matter, 
but if he keeps quiet, he will be keeping quiet about a grave matter?’ He did not answer him, then after 
that, he came to him and said: 'I was tried with the matter that I asked you about, so Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, revealed these Verses in Surat An-Nur: 'And for those who accuse their wives until he reached': 
'And the fifth (testimony) should he that the Wrath of Allah be upon her if he (her husband) speak the 
truth.'[An Nur 24:6 to 9] So he started with the man, exhorting him, reminding him, and telling him that 
the punishment in this world was less severe than the punishment in the Hereafter. He said: 'By the One 
Who sent you with the truth, I am not lying.' Then he turned to the woman and exhorted her and reminded 
her. She said: 'By the One Who sent you with the truth, he is lying.' So he started with the man, and he 
bore witness four times by Allah that he was telling the truth, and the fifth time (he invoked) the curse of 
Allah upon himself if he was lying. Then he turned to the woman and she bore witness four times by 
Allah that he was lying, and the fifth time (she invoked) the wrath of Allah upon herself if he was telling 
the truth. Then he separated them." (Sahih). 

Comments: |. 'Punishment of this world' means the Hadd. If the husband has lied, the penalty for hurling 
accusation would be eighty lashes, and if the wife has indulged in adultery, her penalty for adultety would 
be stoning to death. Whereas, the torment of the Hereafter is Hellfire, except what Allah wills. 

2. He then effected separation between the two, because after such accusations, their remaining together 
as husband and wife is disgraceful, and this is an agreed upon issue.

Afterwards he came to 
the Prophet # and said: "The one who asked you about it has been tried by it." So Allah revealed these 
Ayat from - And those who accuse their wives and have no witnesses except themselves 
Until the end of those Ayat. So he called for the man and recited the Ayat to him and 
admonished him, reminded him, and he told him "Indeed the punishment of the world is less than the 
punishment of the Hereafter." So he said: "Nay! By the One Who sent you with the truth! I did not lie 
about her." Then he did the same with the woman, admonishing her and reminding her and he told her: 
"Indeed the punishment of the world is less than the punishment of the Hereafter." She said: "Nay! 
By the One Who sent you with the truth! He is not telling the truth "He said: 'So he started with the man: 
He testified four times, by Allah that he is one of the truthful, and the fifth time that the curse of Allah be 
upon him if he was one of the liars. Then the same with the woman: She testified four times by Allah, that 
he was one of the liars, and the fifth time that the wrath of Allah be upon her if he was one of the truthful.

(He said:) There are narrations on this topic from Sahi bin Sa'd, Ibn 'Abbas, Hudhaifah, and Ibn Mas'ud. 
(Abu 'Eisa said:) The Hadith of Ibn 'Umar is a Hasan Sahih Hadith. This Hadith is acted upon according 
to the people of knowledge. 

Comments: According to Imam Shafi'i only on the occasion of a man's Li‘an will there be separation, but 
in the view of the Ahnaf, separation will be effective on the orders of the judge. Imam Akimad affirms 
both the views. When the Li‘an is imposed there is no way out for their remarriage. It will be a life long 
separation. The issue of Li‘an is started with the oath of husband. (A/-Mughni v. 11 p. 144-145.)

So Allah revealed 
these Ayat from SuratAn-Niir: 'And those who accuse their wives and have no witnesses except 
themselves, let the testimony of one of them be four testimonies by Allah" - [An-Nur 24:6-10] until the 
end of those Ayat. He said: 'So he called for the man and recited the Ayat to him and admonished him, 
reminded him, and he told him: "Indeed the punishment of the world is less than the punishment of the 
Hereafter." So he said: "Nay! By the One Who sent you with the Truth! I did not lie about her." Then he 
(¢) did the same with the woman, admonishing her and reminding her and he told her: "Indeed the 
punishment of the world is less than the punishment of the Hereafter." She said: "Nay! By the One Who 
sent you with the Truth! He is not telling the truth." "He said: 'So he started with the man: He testified 
four times, by Allah that he is one of the truthful, and the fifth time that the curse of Allah be upon him if 
he was one of the liars.

(3). 3179. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "Hilal bin Umayyah went to the Prophet # and accused his wife of 
committing illegal sexual intercourse with Sharik bin Sahma'. The Messenger of Allah ® said: 'Either you 
produce proof, or you will receive the legal punishment on your back." He said: "Hilal said: '0 Messenger 
of Allah! # If one of us saw a man over his wife, should he go and search for witnesses?' The Prophet # 
kept on saying: 'Either you produce proof, or you will receive the legal punishment on your back." He 
said: "Hilal then said, 'By Him Who sent you with the Truth, I am telling the truth and Allah will reveal to 
you what will save my back from the legal punishment.' Then (the following) was revealed: And for those 
who accuse their wives, but have not witnesses except themselves, let the testimony of one of them be 
four testimonies by Allah that he is one of those who speak the truth.'- [An-Nur 24:6-9] He recited it until 
he reached: 'And the fifth; should be that the wrath of Allah be upon her if she he speaks the truth. Then 
the Prophet * left and sent for the two of them. They came, and Hilal bin Umayyah stood and took the 
oaths. The Prophet # was saying: 'Allah knows that one of you is a liar, so, will either of you repent?’ 
Then the woman got up and took the oaths, and when she was about to take the fifth one; That the wrath 
of Allah be upon her if she he speaks the truth’, the people stopped her and said to her: 'It will definitely 
bring about Allah's curse upon you (if you are guilty)." Ibn 'Abbas said: 'So she hesitated, and recoiled so 
much so, that we thought that she would withdraw her denial. But she said: 'I will not dishonor my family 
for the rest of their days.' The Prophet * then said: 'Watch her, if she delivers a child with eyes that 


appear to have Kuh/ on them, big hips, and fat shins then it is Sharik bin Sahma's child.' (Later) she gave 
birth to a child fitting that description. So the Prophet % said: 'If it had not been settled in the Book of 
Allah [the Mighty and Sublime], I would punish her severely." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Ghartb [from this route, as a narration of Hisham bin Hassan]. 
And this is how this Hadith was reported by 'Abbad bin Mansur; from 'Ikrimah, [in Mursal form], from 
Ibn 'Abbas from the Prophet #. Ayyub reported it from 'Ikrimah in Mursal form and he did not mention 
"from Ibn 'Abbas" in it. 

Comments: The Verses with regard to invoking curses were revealed regarding the incidents of Hilal bin 
Umayyah and Uwaymar Ajlani; they both inquired the Prophet * of this issue; that if a husband sees his 
wife committing adultery what should he do. These Verses were revealed regarding this issue and the 
Prophet #; recited the Verses unto them both and they performed Li‘an. Therefore the revelation of the 
Verses is referred to both of them. /Tuhfat Al-Ahwadhi,: vol. 4, p. 154]

stomach because she never eats the flesh of indiscreet (ladies)." 'Aisha said to him, "But you are not like 
that." I said to her, "Why do you grant him admittance, though Allah said:-- Rene eens 


On that, 'Aisha said, "And what punishment is more than blinding?" She, added, "Hassan used to defend 
or say poetry on behalf of Allah's Apostle ® (against the infidels)." 


Narrated Az-Zuhri: 

Urwa bin Az-Zubair, Said bin Al-Musaiyab, 'Al-Qama bin Waqqas and 'Ubaidullah bin 'Abdullah related 
the narration of 'Aisha, the wife the Prophet *, when the slanderers had said about her what they had said 
and Allah later declared her innocence. Each of them related a part of the narration (wherein) the Prophet 
= said (to 'Aisha). "If you are innocent, then Allah will declare your innocence: but if you have 
committed a sin, then ask for Allah's Forgiveness and repent to him." 'Aisha said, "By Allah, I find no 
example for my case except that of Joseph's father (when he said), 'So (for me) patience is most fitting." 
“Then Allah revealed the ten Verses:-- 


Masrugq reported: | visited 'A‘isha when Hassan was sitting there and reciting verses from his 
compilation: She is chaste and prudent. There is no calumny against her and she rises up early 
in the morning without eating the meat of the un- mindful. 'A'isha said: But you are not so. 


Masruq said: | said to her: Why do you permit him to visit you, whereas Allah has said:" 


Thereupon she said: What torment can be more severe than this that he 
has become blind? He used to write satire as a rebuttal on behalf of Allah's Messenger (may 
peace be upon him).

Narrated Aisha: 

(the wife of the Prophet ) "Whenever Allah's Apostle * intended to go on a journey, he would draw lots 
amongst his wives and would take with him the one upon whom the lot fell. During a Ghazwa of his, he 
drew lots amongst us and the lot fell upon me, and I proceeded with him after Allah had decreed the use 
of the veil by women. I was carried in a Howdah (on the camel) and dismounted while still in it. When 
Allah's Apostle “ was through with his Ghazwa and returned home, and we approached the city of 
Medina, Allah's Apostle “ ordered us to proceed at night. When the order of setting off was given, I 
walked till I was past the army to answer the call of nature. After finishing I returned (to the camp) to 
depart (with the others) and suddenly realized that my necklace over my chest was missing. So, I returned 
to look for it and was delayed because of that. The people who used to carry me on the camel, came to my 
Howdah and put it on the back of the camel, thinking that I was in it, as, at that time, women were light in 
weight, and thin and lean, and did not use to eat much. So, those people did not feel the difference in the 
heaviness of the Howdah while lifting it, and they put it over the camel. At that time I was a young lady. 
They set the camel moving and proceeded on. I found my necklace after the army had gone, and came to 
their camp to find nobody. So, I went to the place where I used to stay, thinking that they would discover 
my absence and come back in my search. While in that state, I felt sleepy and slept. Safwan bin Mu'attal 
As-Sulami Adh-Dhakwani was behind the army and reached my abode in the morning. When he saw a 
sleeping person, he came to me, and he used to see me before veiling. So, I got up when I heard him 
saying, "Inna lil-lah-wa inn a ilaihi rajiun (We are for Allah, and we will return to Him)." He made his 
camel knell down. He got down from his camel, and put his leg on the front legs of the camel and then I 
rode and sat over it. Safwan set out walking, leading the camel by the rope till we reached the army who 
had halted to take rest at midday. Then whoever was meant for destruction, fell into destruction, (some 
people accused me falsely) and the leader of the false accusers was 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salul. After 
that we returned to Medina, and I became ill for one month while the people were spreading the forged 
statements of the false accusers. I was feeling during my ailment as if I were not receiving the usual 
kindness from the Prophet “ which I used to receive from him when I got sick. But he would come, greet 
and say, 'How is that (girl)?' I did not know anything of what was going on till I recovered from my 
ailment and went out with Um Mistah to the Manasi where we used to answer the call of nature, and we 
used not to go to answer the call of nature except from night to night and that was before we had 
lavatories near to our houses. And this habit of ours was similar to the habit of the old 'Arabs in the open 
country (or away from houses). So. I and Um Mistah bint Ruhm went out walking. Um Mistah stumbled 
because of her long dress and on that she said, 'Let Mistah be ruined." I said, 'You are saying a bad word. 


Why are you abusing a man who took part in (the battle of) Badr?' She said, 'O Hanata (you there) didn't 
you hear what they said?' Then she told me the rumors of the false accusers. My sickness was aggravated, 
and when I returned home, Allah's Apostle came to me, and after greeting he said, 'How is that (girl)?' I 
requested him to allow me to go to my parents. I wanted then to be sure of the news through them I 
Allah's Apostle # allowed me, and I went to my parents and asked my mother, 'What are the people 
talking about?' She said, 'O my daughter! Don't worry much about this matter. By Allah, never is there a 
charming woman loved by her husband who has other wives, but the women would forge false news 
about her.’ I said, 'Glorified be Allah! Are the people really taking of this matter?' That night I kept on 
weeping and could not sleep till morning. In the morning Allah's Apostle * called Ali bin Abu Talib and 
Usama bin Zaid when he saw the Divine Inspiration delayed, to consul them about divorcing his wife (1.e. 
'‘Aisha). Usama bin Zaid said what he knew of the good reputation of his wives and added, 'O Allah's 
Apostle! # Keep your wife, for, by Allah, we know nothing about her but good.' 'Ali bin Abu Talib said, 
'O Allah's Apostle! Allah has not imposed restrictions on you, and there are many women other than 
she, yet you may ask the woman-servant who will tell you the truth.' On that Allah's Apostle called 
Buraira and said, 'O Burair. Did you ever see anything which roused your suspicions about her?' Buraira 
said, 'No, by Allah Who has sent you with the Truth, I have never seen in her anything faulty except that 
she is a girl of immature age, who sometimes sleeps and leaves the dough for the goats to eat.' On that day 
Allah's Apostle # ascended the pulpit and requested that somebody support him in punishing 'Abdullah 
bin Ubai bin Salul. Allah's Apostle ® said, 'Who will support me to punish that person (‘Abdullah bin 
Ubai bin Salul) who has hurt me by slandering the reputation of my family? By Allah, I know nothing 
about my family but good, and they have accused a person about whom I know nothing except good, and 
he never entered my house except in my company.' Sad bin Mu'adh got up and said, 'O Allah's Apostle! = 
by Allah, I will relieve you from him. If that man is from the tribe of the Aus, then we will chop his head 
off, and if he is from our brothers, the Khazraj, then order us, and we will fulfill your order.' On that Sad 
bin 'Ubada, the chief of the Khazraj and before this incident, he had been a pious man, got up, motivated 
by his zeal for his tribe and said, 'By Allah, you have told a lie; you cannot kill him, and you will never be 
able to kill him.' On that Usaid bin Al-Hadir got up and said (to Sad bin 'Ubada), 'By Allah! you are a liar. 
By Allah, we will kill him; and you are a hypocrite, defending the hypocrites.' On this the two tribes of 
Aus and Khazraj got excited and were about to fight each other, while Allah's Apostle @ was standing on 
the pulpit. He got down and quietened them till they became silent and he kept quiet. On that day I kept 
on weeping so much so that neither did my tears stop, nor could I sleep. In the morning my parents were 
with me and I had wept for two nights and a day, till I thought my liver would burst from weeping. While 
they were sitting with me and I was weeping, an Ansari woman asked my permission to enter, and I 
allowed her to come in. She sat down and started weeping with me. While we were in this state, Allah's 
Apostle # came and sat down and he had never sat with me since the day they forged the accusation. No 
revelation regarding my case came to him for a month. He recited Tashah-hud (i.e. None has the right to 
be worshipped but Allah and Muhammad is His Apostle #) and then said, 'O 'Aisha! I have been 
informed such-and-such about you; if you are innocent, then Allah will soon reveal your innocence, and if 
you have committed a sin, then repent to Allah and ask Him to forgive you, for when a person confesses 
his sin and asks Allah for forgiveness, Allah accepts his repentance.’ When Allah's Apostle finished his 
speech my tears ceased completely and there remained not even a single drop of it. I requested my father 
to reply to Allah's Apostle & on my behalf. My father said, By Allah, I do not know what to say to Allah's 
Apostle *.' I said to my mother, 'Talk to Allah's Apostle # on my behalf.' She said, 'By Allah, I do not 
know what to say to Allah's Apostle ®. I was a young girl and did not have much knowledge of the 
Quran. I said. 'I know, by Allah, that you have listened to what people are saying and that has been 
planted in your minds and you have taken it as a truth. Now, if I told you that I am innocent and Allah 
knows that I am innocent, you would not believe me and if I confessed to you falsely that I am guilty, and 
Allah knows that I am innocent you would believe me. By Allah, I don't compare my situation with you 
except to the situation of Joseph's father (i.e. Jacob) who said, 'So (for me) patience is most fitting against 
that which you assert and it is Allah (Alone) whose help can be sought.' Then I turned to the other side of 
my bed hoping that Allah would prove my innocence. By Allah I never thought that Allah would reveal 


Divine Inspiration in my case, as I considered myself too inferior to be talked of in the Holy Qur'an. I had 
hoped that Allah's Apostle might have a dream in which Allah would prove my innocence. By Allah, 
Allah's Apostle # had not got up and nobody had left the house before the Divine Inspiration came to 
Allah's Apostle #8. So, there overtook him the same state which used to overtake him, (when he used to 
have, on being inspired divinely). He was sweating so much so that the drops of the sweat were dropping 
like pearls though it was a (cold) wintry day. When that state of Allah's Apostle was over, he was 
smiling and the first word he said, 'Aisha! Thank Allah, for Allah has declared your innocence.' My 
mother told me to go to Allah's Apostle *. I replied, 'By Allah I will not go to him and will not thank but 
Allah.’ So Allah revealed: 
When Allah gave the declaration of my Innocence, Abu Bakr, who used to provide for Mistah bin 
Uthatha for he was his relative, said, 'By Allah, I will never provide Mistah with anything because of 
what he said about Aisha.' But Allah later revealed: -- 


After that Abu Bakr said, 'Yes ! By Allah! I like that Allah should 
forgive me,' and resumed helping Mistah whom he used to help before. Allah's Apostle & also asked 
Zainab bint Jahsh (i.e. the Prophet's #8 wife about me saying, ‘What do you know and what did you 
see?' She replied, 'O Allah's Apostle! & | refrain to claim hearing or seeing what | have not heard or 
seen. By Allah, | know nothing except goodness about Aisha." Aisha further added "Zainab was 
competing with me (in her beauty and the Prophet's & love), yet Allah protected her (from being 
malicious), for she had piety."

Narrated 'Aisha: 

Whenever Allah's Apostle intended to go on a journey, he used to draw lots amongst his wives, and 
Allah's Apostle “ used to take with him the one on whom lot fell. He drew lots amongst us during one of 
the Ghazwat which he fought. The lot fell on me and so I proceeded with Allah's Apostle # after Allah's 
order of veiling (the women) had been revealed. I was carried (on the back of a camel) in my howdah and 
carried down while still in it (when we came to a halt). So we went on till Allah's Apostle had finished 
from that Ghazwa of his and returned. When we approached the city of Medina he announced at night 
that it was time for departure. So when they announced the news of departure, I got up and went away 
from the army camps, and after finishing from the call of nature, I came back to my riding animal. I 
touched my chest to find that my necklace which was made of Zifar beads (1.e. Yemenite beads partly 
black and partly white) was missing. So I returned to look for my necklace and my search for it detained 
me. (In the meanwhile) the people who used to carry me on my camel, came and took my howdah and put 
it on the back of my camel on which I used to ride, as they considered that I was in it. In those days 
women were light in weight for they did not get fat, and flesh did not cover their bodies in abundance as 
they used to eat only a little food. Those people therefore, disregarded the lightness of the howdah while 
lifting and carrying it; and at that time I was still a young girl. They made the camel rise and all of them 
left (along with it). I found my necklace after the army had gone. Then I came to their camping place to 
find no call maker of them, nor one who would respond to the call. So I intended to go to the place where 
I used to stay, thinking that they would miss me and come back to me (in my search). While I was sitting 
in my resting place, I was overwhelmed by sleep and slept. Safwan bin Al-Muattal As-Sulami Adh- 
Dhakwani was behind the army. When he reached my place in the morning, he saw the figure of a 


sleeping person and he recognized me on seeing me as he had seen me before the order of compulsory 
veiling (was prescribed). So I woke up when he recited Istirja' (i.e. "Inna lillahi wa inna Ilaihi raji'un") as 
soon as he recognized me. I veiled my face with my head cover at once, and by Allah, we did not speak a 
single word, and I did not hear him saying any word besides his Istirja'. He dismounted from his camel 
and made it kneel down, putting his leg on its front legs and then I got up and rode on it. Then he set out 
leading the camel that was carrying me till we overtook the army in the extreme heat of midday while 
they were at a halt (taking a rest). (Because of the event) some people brought destruction upon 
themselves and the one who spread the Ifk (i.e. slander) more, was 'Abdullah bin Ubai Ibn Salul." 

(Urwa said, "The people propagated the slander and talked about it in his (i.e. 'Abdullah's) presence and 
he confirmed it and listened to it and asked about it to let it prevail." Urwa also added, "None was 
mentioned as members of the slanderous group besides (‘Abdullah) except Hassan bin Thabit and Mistah 
bin Uthatha and Hamna bint Jahsh along with others about whom I have no knowledge, but they were a 
group as Allah said. It is said that the one who carried most of the slander was 'Abdullah bin Ubai bin 
Salul." Urwa added, "Aisha disliked to have Hassan abused in her presence and she used to say, 'It was 
he who said: My father and his (i.e. my father's) father and my honor are all for the protection of 
Muhammad's honor from you."). 'Aisha added, "After we returned to Medina, I became ill for a month. 
The people were propagating the forged statements of the slanderers while I was unaware of anything of 
all that, but I felt that in my present ailment, I was not receiving the same kindness from Allah's Apostle 
= as I used to receive when I got sick. (But now) Allah's Apostle would only come, greet me and say,' 
How is that (lady)?' and leave. That roused my doubts, but I did not discover the evil (i.e. slander) till I 
went out after my convalescence, I went out with Um Mistah to Al-Manasi' where we used to answer the 
call of nature and we used not to go out (to answer the call of nature) except at night, and that was before 
we had latrines near our houses. And this habit of our concerning evacuating the bowels, was similar to 
the habits of the old 'Arabs living in the deserts, for it would be troublesome for us to take latrines near 
our houses. So I and Um Mistah who was the daughter of Abu Ruhm bin Al-Muttalib bin Abd Manaf, 
whose mother was the daughter of Sakhr bin 'Amir and the aunt of Abu Bakr As-Siddiq and whose son 
was Mistah bin Uthatha bin 'Abbas bin Al-Muttalib, went out. I and Um Mistah returned to my house 
after we finished answering the call of nature. Um Mistah stumbled by getting her foot entangled in her 
covering sheet and on that she said, 'Let Mistah be ruined!" I said, 'What a hard word you have said. Do 
you abuse a man who took part in the battle of Badr?' On that she said, 'O you Hantah! Didn't you hear 
what he (i.e. Mistah) said? 'I said, 'What did he say?' Then she told me the slander of the people of Ifk. So 
my ailment was aggravated, and when I reached my home, Allah's Apostle # came to me, and after 
greeting me, said, 'How is that (lady)?' I said, "Will you allow me to go to my parents?’ as I wanted to be 
sure about the news through them. Allah's Apostle allowed me (and I went to my parents) and asked 
my mother, 'O mother! What are the people talking about?’ She said, 'O my daughter! Don't worry, for 
scarcely is there a charming woman who is loved by her husband and whose husband has other wives 
besides herself that they (1.e. women) would find faults with her." I said, 'Subhan-Allah! (I testify the 
uniqueness of Allah). Are the people really talking in this way?’ I kept on weeping that night till dawn I 
could neither stop weeping nor sleep then in the morning again, I kept on weeping. When the Divine 
Inspiration was delayed. Allah's Apostle * called 'Ali bin Abi Talib and Usama bin Zaid to ask and 
consult them about divorcing me. Usama bin Zaid said what he knew of my innocence, and the respect he 
preserved in himself for me. Usama said, '(O Allah's Apostle! #) She is your wife and we do not know 
anything except good about her.' 'Ali bin Abi Talib said, 'O Allah's Apostle! Allah does not put you in 
difficulty and there are plenty of women other than she, yet, ask the maid-servant who will tell you the 
truth.' On that Allah's Apostle * called Barira (i.e. the maid-servant) and said, 'O Barira! Did you ever see 
anything which aroused your suspicion?’ Barira said to him, 'By Him Who has sent you with the Truth. I 
have never seen anything in her (i.e. Aisha) which I would conceal, except that she is a young girl who 
sleeps leaving the dough of her family exposed so that the domestic goats come and eat it.' 

So, on that day, Allah's Apostle % got up on the pulpit and complained about 'Abdullah bin Ubai (bin 
Salul) before his companions, saying, 'O you Muslims! Who will relieve me from that man who has hurt 
me with his evil statement about my family? By Allah, I know nothing except good about my family and 


they have blamed a man about whom I know nothing except good and he used never to enter my home 
except with me.' Sad bin Mu'adh the brother of Banu 'Abd Al-Ashhal got up and said, 'O Allah's Apostle! 
= I will relieve you from him; if he is from the tribe of Al-Aus, then I will chop his head off, and if he is 
from our brothers, i.e. Al-Khazraj, then order us, and we will fulfill your order.’ On that, a man from Al- 
Khazraj got up. Um Hassan, his cousin, was from his branch tribe, and he was Sad bin Ubada, chief of 
Al-Khazraj. Before this incident, he was a pious man, but his love for his tribe goaded him into saying to 
Sad (bin Mu'adh). 'By Allah, you have told a lie; you shall not and cannot kill him. If he belonged to your 
people, you would not wish him to be killed.’ On that, Usaid bin Hudair who was the cousin of Sad (bin 
Mu'adh) got up and said to Sad bin 'Ubada, 'By Allah! You are a liar! We will surely kill him, and you are 
a hypocrite arguing on the behalf of hypocrites.' On this, the two tribes of Al-Aus and Al Khazraj got so 
much excited that they were about to fight while Allah's Apostle # was standing on the pulpit. Allah's 
Apostle # kept on quietening them till they became silent and so did he. All that day I kept on weeping 
with my tears never ceasing, and I could never sleep. In the morning my parents were with me and I wept 
for two nights and a day with my tears never ceasing and I could never sleep till I thought that my liver 
would burst from weeping. So, while my parents were sitting with me and I was weeping, an Ansari 
woman asked me to grant her admittance. I allowed her to come in, and when she came in, she sat down 
and started weeping with me. While we were in this state, Allah's Apostle came, greeted us and sat 
down. He had never sat with me since that day of the slander. A month had elapsed and no Divine 
Inspiration came to him about my case. Allah's Apostle ® then recited Tashah-hud and then said, 'Amma 
Badu, O 'Aisha! I have been informed so-and-so about you; if you are innocent, then soon Allah will 
reveal your innocence, and if you have committed a sin, then repent to Allah and ask Him for forgiveness 
for when a slave confesses his sins and asks Allah for forgiveness, Allah accepts his repentance.' 

When Allah's Apostle = finished his speech, my tears ceased flowing completely that I no longer felt a 
single drop of tear flowing. I said to my father, 'Reply to Allah's Apostle # on my behalf concerning what 
he has said.' My father said, "By Allah, I do not know what to say to Allah's Apostle ®.' Then I said to my 
mother, 'Reply to Allah's Apostle on my behalf concerning what he has said.' She said, 'By Allah, I do 
not know what to say to Allah's Apostle .' In spite of the fact that I was a young girl and had a little 
knowledge of Quran, I said, 'By Allah, no doubt I know that you heard this (slanderous) speech so that it 
has been planted in your hearts (i.e. minds) and you have taken it as a truth. Now if I tell you that Iam 
innocent, you will not believe me, and if confess to you about it, and Allah knows that I am innocent, you 
will surely believe me. By Allah, I find no similitude for me and you except that of Joseph's father when 
he said, '(For me) patience in the most fitting against that which you assert; it is Allah (Alone) Whose 
Help can be sought.' Then I turned to the other side and lay on my bed; and Allah knew then that I was 
innocent and hoped that Allah would reveal my innocence. But, by Allah, I never thought that Allah 
would reveal about my case, Divine Inspiration, that would be recited (forever) as I considered myself too 
unworthy to be talked of by Allah with something of my concern, but I hoped that Allah's Apostle 
might have a dream in which Allah would prove my innocence. But, by Allah, before Allah's Apostle # 
left his seat and before any of the household left, the Divine inspiration came to Allah's Apostle *. 

So there overtook him the same hard condition which used to overtake him, (when he used to be inspired 
Divinely). The sweat was dropping from his body like pearls though it was a wintry day and that was 
because of the weighty statement which was being revealed to him. When that state of Allah's Apostle % 
was over, he got up smiling, and the first word he said was, 'O 'Aisha! Allah has declared your 
innocence!' Then my Mother said to me, 'Get up and go to him (i.e. Allah's Apostle ). I replied, 'By 


Allah, I will not go to him, and I praise none but Allah. So Allah revealed the ten Verses:-- "Verily! They 
ES iiues (tae eed ete erent id) Allah revealed those Quranic Verses 


to declare my innocence. Abu Bakr As-Siddiq who used to disburse money for Mistah bin Uthatha 
because of his relationship to him and his poverty, said, 'By Allah, I will never give to Mistah bin Uthatha 
anything after what he has said about Aisha.' Then Allah revealed:-- 


Abu Bakr As-Siddiq said, "Yes, by 


Allah, I would like that Allah forgive me.' and went on giving Mistah the money he used to give him 
before. He also added, 'By Allah, I will never deprive him of it at all.’ Aisha further said:." Allah's Apostle 
#8 also asked Zainab bint Jahsh (i.e. his wife) about my case. He said to Zainab, 'What do you know and 
what did you see?" She replied, "O Allah's Apostle! #8 | refrain from claiming falsely that | have heard or 
seen anything. By Allah, | know nothing except good (about 'Aisha).' From amongst the wives of the 
Prophet & Zainab was my peer (in beauty and in the love she received from the Prophet ##) but Allah 
saved her from that evil because of her piety. Her sister Hamna, started struggling on her behalf and she 
was destroyed along with those who were destroyed. The man who was blamed said, 'Subhan-Allah! By 
Him in Whose Hand my soul is, | have never uncovered the cover (i.e. veil) of any female.' Later on the 
man was martyred in Allah's Cause." 


Sa'id b. Musayyib, 'Urwa b. Zubair, ‘Algama b. Waqqas and 'Ubaidullah b. Abdullah b. 'Utba b. 
Mas'ud--all of them reported the story of the false allegation against 'A’isha, the wife of Allah's 
Apostle (#). And they (the slanderers) said what they had to say, but Allah exonerated her of 
this charge and all of them reported a part of the hadith and some of them who had better 
memories reported more and with better retention, and | tried to retain this hadith (listening) 
from every one of them that they reported to me and some of them attested the other. (The 
sumaried substance of the false allegation is this): 

‘Aisha said: Whenever Allah's Messenger (#) intended to set out on a journey he cast lots 
amongst his wives and he took one with him in whose favour the lot was cast. It so happened 
that he cast lots amongst us while setting out on a battle and it was cast in my favour, so | set 
out along with Allah's Messenger (#). This relates to the period when the revelation concerning 
the commands of veil had been made. | was carried in a haudaj and | was brought down where 
we had to stay. In short, when we set out for return journey from the expedition and our caravan 
was near Medina, Allah's Messenger (#) commanded one night to march forward. | also got up 
when the command for the march was given and moved on until | went out of the encampments 
of the army and after relieving myself | came to my place. | touched my chest and found that my 
necklace which had been made of the stones of zafar had been broken. | retraced my steps and 
tried to search my necklace and this detained me there. The group of people who saddled my 
ride and placed my haudaj carrying me upon the camels marched on. They were under the 
impression that | was in it. The women in those days were light of weight and they did not wear 
much flesh, as they ate less food; so they did not perceive the weight of my haudaj as they 
placed it upon the camel as | was a young girl at that time. So they drove the camel and Eet out 
and | found my necklace after the army had marched. | came to my place and there was none to 
call and none to respond (the call). | waited at my place under the impression that when the 
people would riot find me they would come back. So | kept sitting at my place. | was 
overpowered by sleep and slept. Safwan b. Mu'attal Sulami Dhakwini, who had lagged behind 
the army because of taking rest came to my place walking in the latter part of the night and he 
saw the body of a person who was asleep. He came to me and recognised me as he had seen 
rue before it was enjoined to observe purda. | got ap by his voice as he recited Inna lillahi wa 
inna ilaihi raji'un [we are for Allah and to Him we have to return. ] and | covered my head with 
my headdress. By Allah, he did not speak to me a word and | did not hear a word from him 
except Inna lillahi. He made his camel kneel down and | amounted the camel as he pressed tLe 
camel's foreleg and he moved on leaning the camel by the nose string on which | was riding 
until we came to the army where it had encamped for rest because of extreme heat. Woe be 
upon those who harboured doubts about me and the most notorious among them was ‘Abdullah 
b. Ubayy, the great hypocrite. We came to Medina and | fell sick for a month. The people had 
been deliberating over the statements of those who had brought these calumnies against me. | 


was absolutely unaware of anything concerning that. This, however, caused doubt in my mind 
that | did not see Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him.) treating me with such 
kindness with which he treated me as | fell ill before this. The Prophet () would coome and 
greet me with Assalam-o-'Alaikum and only ask me how | was. This caused doubt in my mind, 
but | was unaware of the evil. | wept outside despite my failing health and there went along with 
me Umm Mistah and she said the daughter of Abu Rhm b. Muttalib b. 'Abd Manaf and his 
mother was the daughter of Sakhr b. 'Amir, the sister of the mother of Abu Bakr Sidiq and his 
son was Mistah b. Uthatha b. 'Abbad b. Muttalib. | and the daughter of Abu Rahm set towards 
the direction of my house. Something got into the head dress of Umm Mistah and she said: Woe 
be upon Mistah. And | said. Woe be upon what you say. Do you curse people who had 
participated in Badr? She said: Innocent woman, have you not heard what he said? | said: What 
did he say? She conveyed to me the statement of those who had brought false allegations 
against me. So my illness was aggravated. | went to my house and Allah's Messenger (#) came 
to me and he greeted me and then said: How is that woman? | said: Do you permit me to go to 
the (house) of my parents? She (further) said: | had at that time made up my mind to confirm 
this news from them. Allah's Messenger (#) permitted me. So | came to (the house of) my 
parents and said to my mother: Mother, do you know what the people are talking about? She 
said: My daughter, you should not worry. By Allah, if there is a handsome woman who is loved 
by her husband and he has co-wives also they talk many a thing about her. | said: Hallowed be 
Allah, what are the people talking about? | wept during the whole night until it was morning and | 
did not have a wink of sleep and | wept even in the morning. As the revelation was delayed (in 
regard to this matter), so Allah's Messenger (#) called 'Ali ibn Abi 'Talib and Usama b. Zaid in 
order to seek their advice in regard to the separation of his wife. Usama b. Zaid told Allah's 
Messenger (may peace be apen him) about the innocence of his wives and what he knew 
about his love for them. He said: Allah's Messenger ®, they are your wives and we know 
nothing else about them but goodness. And as for 'Ali bin. Abu Talib, he said: Allah has not put 
any unnecessary burden upon you (in regard to your wives). There are a number of women 
besides her and if you ask that maidservant (Barira) she will tell you the truth. So, Allah's 
Messenger (#) called Bailra and said: Barira, did you see anything in 'A'isha which can cause 
doubt about her? Barira said: By Him Who sent thee with the truth, | have seen nothing 
objectionable in her but only this much that she is a young girl and she goes to sleep while 
kneading the flour and the lamb eats that. Thereupon Allah's Messenger (*) mounted the pulpit 
and sought vindication against 'Abdullah b. Ubayy b. Salul, and he further said: Who would 
exonerate me from imputations of that person who has troubled (me) in regard to my family? By 
Allah, | find nothing in my wife but goodness and the person whom the people have mentioned 
in this connection is, according to my knowledge, a thoroughly pious person, and he did never 
get into my house but along with me. Sa'd b. Mu'adh stood up and said: Allah's Messenger *, | 
defend your honour against him. If he belong to the tribe of Aus we would strike his neck and if 
he belongs to the tribe of our brother Khazraj and you order us we would comply with your 
order. Then Sa'd b. 'Ubada stood up. He was chief of the Khazraj tribe. He was otherwise a 
pioas man but he had some what tribal partisanship in him and he said to Sa'd b. Mu'adh: By 
the everlasting existence of Allah. you are not stating the fact, you will not be able to kill him and 
you will not have the power to do so. Thereupon, Usaid b. Hudair stood up, and he was the first 
cousin of Sa'd b. Mu'adh and said to Sa'd bin. 'Ubada: By the everlasting existence of Allah, you 
are not stating the fact. We would kill him. You are a hypocrite and so you argue in defence of 
the hypocrites, and thus both the tribes Aus and Khazraj were flared up, until they were about to 
fall upon one another and Allah's Messenger (*) kept standing upon the pulpit and Allah's 
Messenger (*) tried to subside their anger until they became silent and thus there was silence. 
‘A‘isha further reported: | spent the whole day in weeping and even the night and could not have 
a wink of sleep even next night. My parents thought that this constant weeping of mine would 
break my heart. | wept and they sat beside me. In the meanwhile a woman of the Ansar came to 


see me. | permitted her to see me and she also began to weep. And we were in this very state 
that Allah's Messenger (#) came and he greeted me and then sat down. He had never sat with 
me since a month when this rumour was afloat, and there was no revelation (to clarity) my case. 
Allah's Messenger (#) recited Tashahhud (there is no god but Allah and Muhammad is His 
Apostle) and then said: Coming to the point, 'A’isha, this is what has reached me about you and 
if you are innocent, Allah would Himself vindicate your honour, and if accidentally there has 
been a lapse on your part seek forgiveness of Allah; He will pardon thee for when a servant 
makes a confession of his fault and turns (to Him) penitently, Allah also turns to him (mercifully) 
accepting his repentance. When Allah's Messenger (#) talked, my tears dried up and not even a 
single drop of tear was perceived by me (rolling out of my eyes). | said to my father: You give a 
reply to Allah's Messenger (#) on my behalf. He said: By Allah, | do not know what | should say 
to Allah's Messenger (#). | then said to my mother: Give a reply to Allah's Messenger (#) on my 
behalf, but she said: By Allah, | do not know what | should say to Allah's Messenger (#). | was a 
small girl at that time and | had not read much of the Qur'an (but | said): By Allah, | perceive that 
you have heard about this and it has settled down in your mind and you have taken it to be true, 
so if | say to you that | am quite innocent, and Allah knows that | am innocent, you would never 
believe me to be true, and if | confess to (the alleged) lapse before you, whereas Allah knows 
that | am completely innocent (and | have not committed this sin at all), in that case You will take 
me to be true and, by Allah, I, therefore, find no other alternative for me and for you except that 
what the father of Yousuf said:, (My course is) comely patience. 

. After this | turned my face to the other 
side and lay down on my bed. By Allah, | was fully aware of this fact that | was innocent but | did 
not expect that Allah would descend Wahy Matlu (Qur'anic Wahy) in my case as | did not think 
myself so much important that Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, would speak in this matter in 
words to be recited. | only hoped that Allah would in vision give an indication of my innocence to 
Allah's Messenger (#) during his sleep. And, by Allah, Allah's Messenger (#) had not moved an 
inch from where he had been sitting and none from the members of my family had gone that 
Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, descended revelation upon Allah's Messenger (#) there and 
then and he felt the burden which he used to feel at the time of receiving revelation. He began 
to perspire because of the burden of words of Allah as they descended upon him even during 
the winter season and there fell the drops of his sweat like silvery beads. When this state of 
receiving revelation was over, the Messenger of Allah (2) smiled and the first words which he 
spoke to me were that he said: 'A’isha, there is glad tidings for you. Verily, Allah has vindicated 
your honour, and my mother who had been standing by me said: Get up (and thank him, i. e. 
the Holy Prophet). | said: By Allah, | shall not thank him and laud him but Allah Who has 
descended revelation vindicating my honour. She (‘A'isha) said: Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, 
revealed:" 


in regard to my innocence. She further said: Abu Bakr used to 
give to Mistah (some stipend) as a token of kinship with him and for his poverty and he (Abu 
Bakr) said: By Allah, now | would not spend anything for him. 'A'isha said: It was upon this that 
Allah the Exalted and Glorious revealed this verse: 


Hibban b. Musa’ said that ‘Abdullah b. Mubarak used to say: It is a 
verse contained in the Book which most (eminently) brightens the hope. Abu Bakr said: By 
Allah, | wish that Allah should pardon me. | shall never stop this stipend. So he continued to give 
him the stipend which he had withdrawn. 'A'isha said that Allah's Messenger (#) asked Zainab, 
daughter of Jahsh, the wife of Allah's Apostle (#), about me what she knew or what she had 
seen in me, and she said: Allah's Messenger, | shall not say anything without hearing (with my 
ears) and seeing with my eyes. By Allah, | find nothing in her but goodness. (And she stated this 
in spite of the fact) that she was the only lady who amongst the wives of Allah's Apostle (*) 
used to vie with me but Allah saved her in bringing false allegation against me because of her 


God-consciousness. Her sister Hamna bint Jahsh, however, opposed her and she was undone 
along with others. 


Narrated 'Urwa bin Az-Zubair: 

Sa'id bin Al-Musaiyab, 'Alqama bin Waqqas and 'Ubaidullah bin 'Abdullah regarding the narrating of the 
forged statement against 'Aisha, the wife of the Prophet *, when the slanderers said what they said and 
Allah revealed her innocence. 'Aisha said, "But by Allah, I did not think that Allah, (to confirm my 
innocence), would reveal Divine Inspiration which would be recited, for I consider myself too 
unimportant to be talked about by Allah through Divine Inspiration revealed for recitation, but I hoped 
that Allah's Apostle might have a dream in which Allah would reveal my innocence. So Allah revealed:-- 


Narrated 'Aisha: 

(when the slanderers said what they said about her): I went to my bed knowing at that time that I was 
innocent and that Allah would reveal my innocence, but by Allah, I never thought that Allah would reveal 
in my favor a revelation which would be recited, for I considered myself too unimportant to be talked 
about by Allah in the Divine Revelation that was to be recited. So Allah revealed the ten Verses (of Surat- 
an-Nur). 


Narrated Az-Zuhri: 
I heard 'Urwa bin Az-Zubair, Said bin Al-Musaiyab, 'Alqama bin Waqqas and 'Ubaidullah bin 'Abdullah 
bin 'Uqba relating from ‘Aisha, the wife of the Prophet * the narration of the people (i.e. the liars) who 
spread the slander against her and they said what they said, and how Allah revealed her innocence. Each 
of them related to me a portion of that narration. (They said that 'Aisha said), "Then Allah revealed the ten 
Verses starting with:-- 
All these verses were in proof of my innocence. Abu Bakr As-Siddiq who used to provide for Mistah 
some financial aid because of his relation to him, said, "By Allah, I will never give anything (in charity) 
to Mistah, after what he has said about 'Aisha" Then Allah revealed 


On that, Abu 
Bakr said, "Yes, by Allah, I like that Allah should forgive me." and then resumed giving Mistah the aid he 
used to give him and said, "By Allah! I will never withhold it from him." 


«When you received it with your tongues and said with your mouths that of which you had no knowledge 
and thought it was insignificant while it was, in the sight of Allah, tremendous(15)» 


Narrated Ibn Abi Malaika: ‘Aisha used to recite this Verse:-- ‘Ida taliqunahu bi-alsinatikum’ (24.15) "(As 
you tell lie with your tongues.)" and used to say "Al-Walaq" means "telling of a lie. "She knew this Verse 
more than anybody else as it was revealed about her. 


(4). 3180. 'Aishah narrated: "What was said about me had been said, and I myself was unaware of it, the 
Messenger of Allah “ got up and addressed the people, He recited the Tashah-hud and after praising and 


expressing gratitude to Allah, as He deserved, he said: 'To proceed: 0 people! Give me your opinion 
regarding those people who made a forged story against my wife. By Allah, I do not know anything bad 
about her at all. By Allah, they accused her of being with a man about whom I have never known 
anything bad, and he never entered my house unless I was present there, and whenever I went on a 
journey, he went with me.' Sa'd bin Mu'adh [may Allah be pleased with him] got up and said: '0 
Messenger of Allah ! 2% Allow me to chop their heads off!' Then a man from A1-Khazraj, to whom the 
mother of Hassan bin Thabit was a relative, got up and said (to sa'd): 'You have told a lie! By Allah, if 
those persons were from Al-Aws, you would not like to chop off their heads.' It was probable that some 
evil would take place between Aws and Khazraj in the Masjid while I was unaware of that. In the evening 
of that day, I went out for some of my needs, and Umm Mistah was accompanying me. On our return, 
Umm Mistah stumbled and said: 'Let Mistah be ruined!" I said to her, '0 mother! Why do you abuse your 
son?' On that Umm Mistah became silent for a while, and stumbling again, she said: 'Let Mistah be 
ruined!" I said to her, '0 mother! Why do you abuse your son?’ She stumbled for the third time and said, 
"Let Mistah be ruined!' I said to her, 0 mother! why do you abuse your son.' Upon that she said: 'By Allah! 
I do not abuse him except because of you." I asked her, ‘Concerning what of my affairs?' So, she disclosed 
the whole story to me. I said: 'Has this really happened?! She replied, 'Yes, by Allah!’ I returned to my 
house, so astonished, that I did not know for what purpose I had gone out. "Then I became sick and said to 
the Messenger of Allah “8: 'Send me to my father's house.' So, he sent a servant with me, and when I 
entered the house, I found Umm Roman downstairs, while Abii Bakr was reciting something upstairs. My 
mother asked, 'What has brought you, 0 daughter?" She said: "I informed her and mentioned the whole 
story to her, but she did not feel as I did about it. She said, '0 my daughter! Do not worry much about this 
matter, for there is never a charming lady loved by her husband who has other wives, but that they feel 
jealous of her and speak badly of her.' But she did not feel the same about it as I did. I asked her: 'Does 
my father know about it?' She said, 'Yes' I asked, "Does the Messenger of Allah know about it too?’ She 
said, "Yes, the Messenger of Allah also knows about it.' Tears filled my eyes and I wept. Abii Bakr, 
who was reading upstairs, heard my voice, and came down asking my mother: 'What is the matter with 
her?' She said, 'She has heard what has been said about her.' On that Abu Bakr wept and said: 'I beseech 
you, by Allah, 0 my daughter, to go back to your home.'I went back to my home, and the Messenger of 
Allah # had come to my house asking my maidservant about me. The maidservant said: 'By Allah! I do 
not know of any fault or defect in her character except that she sleeps and lets the sheep enter and eat her 
dough.' On that, some of the Prophet's Companions spoke harshly to her and said: 'Tell the truth to the 
Messenger of Allah *.' Finally, they told her of the slander and she said: 'Subhan Allah!! By Allah, I 
know nothing against her except what a goldsmith knows about a piece of pure gold.' Then this news 
reached the man who was accused, and he said: ‘Subhdan Allah!! By Allah, I have never uncovered the 
private parts of any woman.’ Later, that man was martyred in Allah's Cause. "Then next morning, my 
parents came to pay me a visit and they stayed with me until the Messenger of Allah % came to me, after 
he had performed the 'Asr prayer. He came to me while my parents were sitting around me on my right 
and my left. The Prophet said the Tashah-hud, praised and glorified Allah and said, 'Now then, 0 
‘Aishah! If you have committed a bad deed, or you have wronged (yourself), then repent to Allah, as 
Allah accepts the repentance from His worshippers.' "An Ansar( woman had come and was sitting near 
the gate. I said to the Prophet *, 'Isn't it improper that you speak in such a way in the presence of this 
lady?' The Messenger of Allah then gave a piece of advice and I turned to my father and requested him 
to reply to him. My father said, 'What should I say?' Then I turned to my mother and asked her to answer 
him. She said, 'What should I say?' When my parents did not reply to the Prophet *, I said the 
Tashahhud, praised and glorified Allah as is His due, and I said: 'Then, by Allah! If I were to tell you that 
I have not done (this) and Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, is witness that I am telling the truth, that would 
not be of any use to me on your part, because you (people) have spoken about it and your hearts have 
absorbed it (as truth); and if I were to tell you that I have done this sin, and Allah knows that I have not 
done it, then you will say, 'She has confessed her guilt.’ By Allah! I do not see a suitable example for me 
and you except the example of - and I could not remember Ya'qub's name - Yusufs father when he said: 
So patience is most fitting. And it is Allah Whose help can be sought against that which you describe./ 


Yusuf 12:18] She said: "It was at that time that Revelation came to the Messenger of Allah # , and we 
remained silent. Then the Revelation was over, and I noticed the signs of happiness on his face while he 
was wiping (the sweat) from his forehead, and saying. 'Have the good tidings 0 'Aishah! Allah has 
revealed your innocence.' At that time I was extremely angry. My parents said to me, 'Get up and go to 
him.' I said, 'By Allah, I will not do it, and will not thank him nor either of you, but I will thank Allah, 
Who has revealed my innocence. You have heard (this story) but neither of you have denied it, nor have 
you changed it (to defend me)." 'Aishah used to say: "But as regards to Zainab bint Jahsh Allah protected 
her because of her piety.She did not say anything except good (about me). But her sister, Hamnah was 
ruined among those who were ruined. Those who used to speak evil about me were Mistah, Hassan bin 
Thabit, and the hypocrite 'Ahdullah bin Ubayy [bin Saliil] and [it is he who] used to spread that news and 
tempt others to speak of it, and it was he and Hamnah who had the greater share therein. Abu Bakr took 
an oath that he would never do any favor for Mistah at all. Then Allah, Most High, revealed this Ayah: 
"Let not those among you who are blessed with graces and wealth’ [until the end of the Ayah/ referring to 
Abu Bakr: 'to give to their kinsmen, the poor, and those who left their homes for Allah's Cause.' - 
meaning Mistah - up to His saying: Do you not love that Allah should forgive you? And Allah is Oft- 
Forgiving, Most Merciful '[An-Nur 24:22] On that, Abu Bakr said: 'Yes, by Allah! 0 our Lord! We wish 


that You forgive us.' So he returned to what he had been doing." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahth Gharib as a narration of Hisham bin 'Urwah. Yiinus bin 
Yazid, Ma'mar, and others reported this Hadith from Az-Zuhri, from 'Urwah bin Az-Zubair, Sa'eed bin 
Al-Musayyab, 'Algamah bin Waqgqas Al-Laithi and 'Ubaidullah bin ‘Abdullah, from 'Aishah, and it is 
longer and more complete than the narration of Hisham bin 'Urwah. 


«But let them who find not [the means for] marriage abstain [from sexual relations] until Allah enriches 
them from His bounty. And those who seek a contract [for eventual emancipation] from among whom 
your right hands possess - then make a contract with them if you know there is within them goodness and 
give them from the wealth of Allah which He has given you. And do not compel your slave girls to 
prostitution, if they desire chastity, to seek [thereby] the temporary interests of worldly life. And if 
someone should compel them, then indeed, Allah is [to them], after their compulsion, Forgiving and 

Merciful(33)» 


Jabir reported that 'Abdullah bin. Ubayy bin. Salul used to say to his slave-girl: Go and fetch 
something for us by committing prostitution. It was in this connection that Allah, the Exalted and 
Glorious, revealed this verse:" 


Malik related to me from Humayd ibn Qays al-Makki that a son of al-Mutawakkil had 
a mukatab who died at Makka and left (enough to pay) the rest of his kitaba and he 
owed some debts to people. He also left a daughter. The governor of Makka was 
not certain about how to judge in the case, so he wrote to Abd al-Malik ibn Marwan 
to ask him about it. Abd al-Malik wrote to him, "Begin with the debts owed to 
people, and then pay what remains of his kitaba. Then divide what remains of the 
property between the daughter and the master." Malik said, "What is done among 
us is that the master of a slave does not have to give his slave a kitaba if he asks 


for it. I have not heard of any of the Imams forcing a man to give a kitaba to his 
slave. I heard that one of the people of knowledge, when someone asked about 
that and mentioned that Allah the Blessed, the Exalted, said 
recited these two ayats, 


Malik commented, "It is a way of doing things for which Allah, the Mighty, 
the Majestic, has given permission to people, and it is not obligatory for them." 
Malik said, "I heard one of the people of knowledge say about the word of Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted, 'Give them of the wealth which Allah has given you,' that it 
meant that a man give his slave a kitaba and then reduce the end of his kitaba for 
him by some specific amount." Malik said, "This is what I have heard from the 
people of knowledge and what I see people doing here." Malik said, "I have heard 
that Abdullah ibn Umar gave one of his slaves his kitaba for 35,000 dirhams, and 
then reduced the end of his kitaba by 5,000 dirhams." Malik said, "What is done 
among us is that when a master gives a mukatab his kitaba, the mukatab's 
property goes with him but his children do not go with him unless he stipulates that 
in his kitaba." Yahya said, "I heard Malik say that if a mukatab whose master had 
given him a kitaba had a slave-girl who was pregnant by him, and neither he nor 
his master knew that on the day he was given his kitaba, the child did not follow 
him because he was not included in the kitaba. He belonged to the master. As for 
the slave-girl, she belonged to the mukatab because she was his property." Malik 
said that if a man and his wife's son (by another husband) inherited a mukatab 
from the wife and the mukatab died before he had completed his kitaba, they 
divided his inheritance between them according to the Book of Allah. If the slave 
paid his kitaba and then died, his inheritance went to the son of the woman, and 
the husband had nothing of his inheritance. Malik said that if a mukatab gave his 
own slave a kitaba, the situation was looked at. If he wanted to do his slave a 
favour and it was obvious by his making it easy for him that was not permitted. If 
he was giving him a kitaba from desire to find money to pay off his own kitaba that 
was permitted for him. Malik said that if a man had intercourse with a mukataba of 
his and she became pregnant by him, she had an option. If she liked she could be 
an umm walad. If she wished, she could confirm her kitaba. If she did not conceive, 
she still had her kitaba. Malik said, "The generally agreed on way of doing things 
among us about a slave who is owned by two men is that one of them does not 
give a kitaba for his share, whether or not his companion gives him permission to 
do so, unless they both write the kitaba together, because that alone would effect 
setting him free. If the slave were to fulfil what he had agreed on to free half of 
himself, and then the one who had given a kitaba for half of him was not obliged to 
complete his setting free, that would be in opposition to the words of the Messenger 
of Allah, may Allah bless him and grant him peace. 'If someone frees his share in a 
slave and has enough money to cover the full price of the slave, justly evaluated for 
him, he must give his partners their shares, so the slave is completely free .' " 
Malik said, "If he is not aware of that until the mukatab has met the terms or 
before he has met them the owner who has written him the kitaba returns what he 
has taken from the mukatab to him, and then he and his partner divide him 
according to their original shares and the kitaba is invalid. He is the slave of both of 
them in his original state." Malik spoke about a mukatab who was owned by two 


men and one of them granted him delay in the payment of the right which he was 
owed, and the other refused to defer it, and so the one who refused to defer the 
payment exacted his part of the due. Malik said that if the mukatab then died and 
left property which did not complete his kitaba, "They divide it according to what 
they are still owed by him. Each of them takes according to his share. If the 
mukatab leaves more than his kitaba, each of them takes what remains to them of 
the kitaba, and what remains after that is divided equally between them. If the 
mukatab is unable to pay his kitaba fully and the one who did not allow him to 
defer his payment has exacted more than his associate did, the slave is still divided 
equally between them, and he does not return to his associates the excess of what 
he has exacted, because he only exacted his right with the permission of his 
associate. If one of them remits what is owed to him and then his associate exacts 
part of what he is owed by him and then the mukatab is unable to pay, he belongs 
to both of them. And the one who has exacted something does not return anything 
because he only demanded what he was owed. That is like the debt of two men in 
one writing against one man. One of them grants him time to pay and the other is 
greedy and exacts his due. Then the debtor goes bankrupt. The one who exacted 
his due does not have to return any of what he took." 


Allah, the Mighty and Sublime says: "And such of your slaves as seek a writing (of emancipation), give 
them such writing, if you find that there is good and honesty in them, "An Nur 24:33) This is a contract 
written by so and so the son of so and so, who is in good health and in full control of his wealth, to his 
Nubian slave who is called so and so, who at this time is in his possession and owned by him. I have 
agreed to manumit you in return for three thousand Dirhams, non-counterfeit and weighing seven, to be 
paid in installments by you over six consecutive years, starting at the beginning of such and such month 
in such and such year. You will pay me the amount of money stated in this contract in installments, then 
you will be free in return for that, with the same rights and duties as all free men. If you default on any of 
these installments, this contract will be null and void, and you will remain a slave with no contract of 
manumission. I have accepted your contract of manumission based on the conditions stipulated in this 
contract before we finished taking, and departed from our meeting, which took place between us. Signed 
hy So-and-so and So-and-So. 

Comments: In many an issue of the Divine law, emancipation of slave has been made a part of expiation 
or Kaffarah. For a slave who is able to earn a living and is capable of paying for his freedom, it has been 
made incumbent upon his owner that he enters into a contract with him for his freedom. (The original 
term used in this context is Kitabat (or Mukatabat) which means 'a contract of a slave with his master' that 
he would pay a certain sum as a price for himself and on payment thereof, he would be free). 


2943. 'Umar bin Al-Khattab narrated: "I passed by Hisham bin Hakim bin Hizam while he was reciting 
during the lifetime of the Messenger of Allah ® ;. I listened to his recitation and - 
noticed that he recited it in several different ways, which the Messenger of Allah * had not taught me. I 
was about to jump over him during his Salat, but waited until he said the Salam. When he had said the 
Salam, I strangled him with his uppergarment and said: 'Who taught you this Stirah which I heard you 
reciting?’ He said: 'The Messenger of Allah * taught it to me.' I said to him: "You lie! By Allah! The 
Messenger of Allah # taught me this Siirah which you were reciting.' I dragged him to the Messenger of 
Allah % and said: '0 Messenger of Allah! I heard this one reciting Surat Al-Furqan in a manner 
different from how you taught me, and you taught me Strat Al-Furqan.' The Prophet * said: "Release him 
0 'Umar! Recite 0 Hisham.' So he recited it for him as I had heard him reciting. Then the Prophet * said 
to me: 'This is how it was revealed.' Then the Prophet * said to me, 'Recite 0 'Umar.' So I recited the 
recitation which the Prophet taught me. The Prophet * said: 'This is how it was revealed.’ Then the 
Prophet * said: Indeed this Qur'an was revealed in seven modes, so recite of it what is easier for you." 
(Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is [Hasan] Sahih. 
Malik bin Anas reported it similarly with this chain, from Az-Zuhri, except that he did not mention Al- 
Miswar bin Makhramah in it. 
Comments: What is the meaning that the Qur'an was revealed in seven Huraf (dialects)? The best 
interpretation and explanation is that seven Huruf are the seven different forms or types of pronunciations. 


2944. Ubayy bin Ka’b said: "The Messenger of Allah & met Jibra'il and said: '0 Jibra'il! I have been sent 
to an illiterate nation among whom are the elderly woman, the old man, the boy and the girl, and the man 
who cannot read a book at all.' He said: '0 Muhammad! Indeed the Qur'an was revealed in seven modes." 
(Hasan) 

Comments: This Hadith proves that the real purpose and objective of seven types of pronunciations, is 
that the Prophet “ was sent to an illiterate nation that included all types of people. If the recitation of the 
Qur'an was defined just with one pronunciation, then the Ummah would suffer from hardship. 


«And it is He who sends the winds as good tidings before His mercy, and We send down from the sky 
pure water(48)» 


Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, says: Had We sent down pure water from the sky [AL Furqan 25:48] And 
He, the Mighty and Sublime, says: And He caused water to descend on you from the sky, to clean you 
thereby: And He, the Most High, says: And you find no water, then perform Tayammum 
with clean earth. 

326. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas that one of the wives of the Prophet performed Ghus/ from 
janabah, and the Prophet performed Wudu_ with her leftover water. She mentioned that to him and he 
said: "Water is not made impure by anything." (Daif) 


«And those who do not invoke with Allah another deity or kill the soul which Allah has forbidden [to be 
killed], except by right, and do not commit unlawful sexual intercourse.

Narrated 'Abdullah:

"What is next?" The Prophet said, "To commit illegal sexual intercourse with the wife of your 
neighbor." Then Allah revealed in confirmation of that: 


It is narrated on the authority of Abdullah b. Mas'ud that a man said: Messenger of Allah =, 
which offence is the most grievous in the eye of Allah? He (the Holy Prophet #) replied: That 
you associate a partner with Allah (despite the fact) that He created you. He (the man) said: 
What next? He (the Holy Prophet #) replied: That you kill your child out of fear that he would 
join you in food. He (the inquirer) said (again): What next? He (the Holy Prophet ) replied: That 
you commit adultery with the wife of your neighbour. And the Almighty and Exalted Lord testified 


4005. It was narrated that Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "The people of Al-Kufah differed concerning this Verse: 


"And whoever kills a believer intentionally So I went to Ibn 'Abbas and asked him, and 
he said: 'It was revealed among the last of what was revealed, and nothing of it was abrogated after that." 
(Sahih) 
4006. It was narrated that Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "I said to Ibn 'Abbas 'Can a person, who killed a 
believer intentionally, repent?' He said: 'No.' I recited the Verse from A/-Furgqan to him: 'And those who 
invoke not any other i/ah (god) along with Allah, or kill such person as Allah has forbidden, except by 
right," [Al-Furgan 25:68] he said: 'This Verse was revealed in Makkah and was abrogated by a Verse 
that was revealed in Al-Madinah 'And whoever kills a believer intentionally, his recompense is Hell. "[An 
(Sahih).

4020. It was narrated that 'Abdullah said: "I asked the Messenger of Allah # which sin is most grievous?" 
He said: "Shirk, setting up a rival to Allah, committing adultery with your neighbor's wife, and killing 
your child for fear of poverty, and that he may eat with you." Then 'Abdullah recited the Verse: "And 
those who invoke not any other //ah (god) along with Allah," [Al-Furgan 25:68] 

Abu 'Abdur-Rahman (An-Nasai) said: This is a mistake, and what is correct is the one before it. This 
narration of Yazid is a mistake, it should be Wasil. 


‘An-Nisa’ 4:93 
4867. It was narrated that Sa'eed bin Jubair said: "Abdur-Rahman bin Abi Laila told me to ask Ibn 'Abbas 
about two Verses: 'And whoever kills a believer intentionally, his recompense is Hell'”/An-Nisa’ 4:93] 

I asked him and he said: 'Nothing of this has been abrogated.' (And I asked him about the Verse): 'And 
those who invoke not any other ilah (god) along with Allah, nor kill such person as Allah has forbidden, 
except by right.'[A4/-Furgan 25:68] He said: "This was revealed concerning the people of Shirk. (Sahih). 


Sa’'id b. Jubair reported: 'Abd al Rahman b. Abzi commanded me that | should ask Ibn ‘Abbas 
about these two verses:" He who slays a believer intentionally his requital shall be Hell where he 
would abide for ever" (4.92). So, | asked him and he said: Nothing has abrogated it. And as for 
this verse: “And they who call not upon another god with Allah and slay not the soul which Allah 
has forbidden, except in the cause of justice" (25.68), he (Ibn Abbas) said: This has been 
revealed in regard to the polytheists." 


Sa’'id b. Jubair reported: | said to Ibn Abbas: Will the repentance of that person be accepted who 
kills a believer intentionally? He said: No. | recited to him this verse of Sura al-Furqan (25):" And 
those who call not upon another god with Allah and slay not the soul which Allah has forbidden 
except in the cause of justice” to the end of the verse. He said: This is a Meccan verse which 
has been abrogated by a verse revealed at Medina:" He who slays a believer intentionally, for 
him is the requital of Hell-Fire where he would abide for ever," and in the narration of Ibn 
Hisham (the words are): | recited to him this verse of Sura al-Furqan:" Except one who made 


repentance."

«Multiplied for him is the punishment on the Day of Resurrection, and he will abide therein 
humiliated(69)» [Al-Furqan: 69] 


(2). 3183. ‘Abdullah said: "I asked the Messenger of Allah % which sin is the worst.' He said: 'That you 
make an equal to Allah while it is He who created you, that you kill your child so that he will not eat with 
you - or because of your food, and that you commit adultery with your neighbor's wife." He said: "And he 
recited this Ayah: 'And those who invoke not any other god along with Allah, nor kill such person as 
Allah has forbidden, except what is required, nor commit illegal sexual intercourse and whoever does that 
shall receive punishment.

[Abu 'Eisa said:] The Hadith of Sufyan from Mansur and Al-A'mash (the other chain above) is more 
correct than the narration of Shu'bah from Wasil (no. 3183) because he added a narrator in its chain.

(Another chain) with similar. [He said:] This is how it was reported by Shu'bah: "From Wail, from Abu

Then Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, revealed: "And those who invoke not any other ilah (god) along with Allah up to for those, 
Allah will change their sins into good deeds," [Al-Furgan 25:68 to 70] he said: "So Allah will change 
their Shirk into faith, and their adultery into chastity And the Verse: "Say: 0 'Ibadi (My slaves) who 
have transgressed against themselves (by committing evil deeds and sins) "[Al Zumar 39:53] was 
revealed. (Hasan) 


It is narrated on the authority of Ibn 'Abbas that some persons amongst the polytheist had 
committed a large number of murders and had excessively indulged in fornication. Then they 
came to Muhammad (May peace be upon him) and said: Whatever you assert and whatever 
you Call to is indeed good. But if you inform us that there is atonement of our past deeds (then 
we would embrace Islam). Then it was revealed: 

And those who call not unto another god along with Allah and slay not any soul which Allah has 
forbidden except in the cause of justice, nor commit fornication; and he who does this shall meet 
the requital of sin. Multiplied for him shall be the torment on the Day of Resurrection, and he 
shall therein abide disgraced, except him who repents a believes and does good deeds. Then 
these! for the Allah shall change their vices into virtues. Verily Allah is Ever Forgiving, Merciful 
(25.68-70). 

Say thou: O my bondsmen woo have committed extravagance against themselves despair not 
of the Mercy of Allah | Verily Allah will forgive the sins altogether. He is indeed the Forgiving, the 
Merciful

Narrated Said bin Jubair: 

‘AbdurRahman bin Abza said, "Ask Ibn 'Abbas about these two Qur'anic Verses: ‘Nor kill such life as 
Allah has made sacred, Except for just cause.’ (25.168) "And whoever kills a believer intentionally, his 
recompense is Hell. (4.93) 

So I asked Ibn 'Abbas who said, "When the Verse that is in Sura-al-Furqan was revealed, the pagans of 
Mecca said, 'But we have slain such life as Allah has made sacred, and we have invoked other gods along 
with Allah, and we have also committed fornication.' So Allah revealed:-- 'Except those who repent, 
believe, and do good-- (25.70) 

So this Verse was concerned with those people. As for the Verse in Surat-an-Nisa (4-93), it means that if 
a man, after understanding Islam and its laws and obligations, murders somebody, then his punishment is 
to dwell in the (Hell) Fire forever." Then I mentioned this to Mujahid who said, "Except the one who 
regrets (one's crime) . " 


«Say, "What would my Lord care for you if not for your supplication?" For you [disbelievers] have 
denied, so your denial is going to be adherent(77)» 


(1). 3254. Masruq said: "A man came to 'Abdullah and said: 'A story teller has said that a smoke will 
appear from the earth, taking the hearing of the disbelievers and manifesting as a cold for the believers." 
He became angry, and since he was reclining, he sat up then said: "When one of you is asked about 
something he knows, then let him speak accordingly" -Manstir (one of the narrators) narrated it as: "Then 
let him inform of it" - "And when asked about what he does not know, then let him say: "Allah knows 
best." For indeed, it is part of a man's knowledge, that when he is asked about something he does not 
know, he says: "Allah knows best." For verily Allah, Most High said to His Prophet #: Say: "No wage do 
Lask of you for this, nor am I one of the pretenders. [Sad 38:86] When the Messenger of Allah @ saw 
that the Quraish were behaving stubbornly with him, he said: "0 Allah! Assist me against them with seven 
(years of famine) like the seven of Yusuf." So He punished them with drought making everything barren, 
until they ate skins and carcasses" - and one of them said: "bones.' He said: 'And it appeared that smoke 
was coming out of the earth. So Abii Sufy'an came to him and said: "Verily your people are being 
destroyed, so supplicate to Allah for them." He said: "So this is about His saying: "The Day when the sky 
will bring forth a visible smoke, covering the people, this is a painful torment. 

Mansur narrated it as: "So this is about His saying: Our Lord! Remove the torment from us, really we 
shall become believers." - "So shall the punishment be removed from them in the 
Hereafter? Al-Batshah, [See and see the Tafsir of Ibn Kathir (Abridged, Darussalam) 
vol. Sp. 678] Al-Lizam, ["Torment" referring to . See the Tafsir of Ibn Kathir (Abridged, 
Darussalam) vol. 7 p. 209.] the smoke," - one of them said: " the moon" the other said: "The Romans 
have all passed." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] 4/-Lizam [means] the Day of Badr. [He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Batshah means the humiliated defeat in the battle of Badr; and Lizam refers to the disbeliever 
captives of the battle of Badr; Dukhan [smoke] is the one that the disbeliever observed due to the severity 
of starvation. The smoke mentioned in the Qur'an is different than the smoke that will emerge before the 
Day of Judgement. 


«And warn, [O Muhammad], your closest kindred(214)» [Ash-Shu'araa: 214] 


Narrated Anas: 

The Prophet * said to Abu Talha, "I recommend that you divide (this garden) amongst your relatives." 
Abu Talha said, "O Allah's Apostle! I will do the same." So Abu Talha divided it among his relatives 
and cousins. Ibn 'Abbes said, "When the Qur'anic Verse: 

Was revealed, the Prophet * started calling the various big families of Quraish, "O Bani Fihr! O Bani 
Adi!". Abu Huraira said, "When the Verse: "Warn your nearest kinsmen" was revealed, the Prophet & 
said (in a loud voice), "O people of Quraish!" 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: 

When the Verse:-- was revealed, the Prophet * started 
calling (the 'Arab tribes), "O Bani Fihr, O Bani 'Adi" mentioning first the various branch tribes of 
Quraish. Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: When the Verse:-- 
revealed, the Prophet # started calling every tribe by its name.

Abu Huraira reported: When this verse was revealed:" 
26.214), the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) called the Quraish; so they 
gathered and he gave them a general warning. Then he made a particular (reference to certain 
tribes) and said: O sons of Ka'b bin. Luwayy, rescue yourselves from the Fire; O sons of Murra 
bin. Ka'b, rescue yourselves from the Fire: O sons of Abd Shams, rescue yourselves from the 
Fire; 0 sons of Abd Manaf rescue yourselves from the Fire; O sons of Hashim, rescue 
yourselves from the Fire; 0 sons of Abd al-Muttalib, rescue yourselves from the Fire; O Fatimah, 
rescue thyself from the Fire, for | have no power (to protect you) from Allah in anything except 
this that | would sustain relationship with you. 


2310. 'Aishah narrated: "When this Ayah was revealed: And warn your near kindre 

26:214.] the Messenger of Allah ® said: '0 Safiyyah bint 'Abdul-Muttalib! 0 Fatimah bint Muhammad! 0 
Banu 'Abdul -Muttalib! I have no authority on your behalf over Allah for anything. Ask me for whatever 
you want of my wealth." (Sahih) 

[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from Abu Hurairah, Ibn Abbas, and Abu Musa. 

[He said:] The Hadith of 'Aishah is a Hasan [Gharib] Hadith. [This is how some of them reported it, 
from Hishém bin Urwah, similarly.] Some of them reported the same from Hisham bin 'Urwah from his 
father from the Prophet *. 

Comments:The Hadith tells us in no uncertain terms that we cannot depend on the good deeds of our 
parents or kinsfolk. Success in the Hereafter is linked to our own faith and right actions. Intercession shall 
only come on the basis of virtuous deeds. 


(1). 3184.(3185 & 3186) 'Aishah said: "When this Ayah was revealed: 'And warn your tribe of near 


kindred.’ The Messenger of Allah said: '0 Safiyyah bint 'Abdul-Muflalib! 0 
Fatimah bint Muhammad! 0 Banu 'Abdul-Muttalib! I have no power to help you at all before Allah! Ask 
of me whatever you want from my wealth." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. This is how Waki' and more than one narrator reported this 
Hadith: "From Hisham bin 'Urwah, from his father, from 'Aishah" similar, to the narration of Muhammad 
bin 'Abdur-Rahman At-Tufawl (no. 3184). Some of them reported it from Hishém bin 'Urwah, from his 
father, from the Prophet in Mursal form without mentioning 'Aishah in it. There are narrations on this 
topic from 'Ali and Ibn 'Abbas. 

Comments: The close relation and the family ties with the Messenger of Allah * will be ineffective for 
protection against Hell and deliverance from it without believing in him; but with Faith this relation will 
be beneficial. 


3674. To 3678. It was narrated that Abu Hurairah said: "When the following was revealed: 'And warn 
your tribe (0 Muhammad) of near kindred," [Ash Shuara 26:214] the Messenger of Allah “ called the 
Quraish and they gathered, and he spoke in general and specific terms, then he said: '0 Banu Ka’'b bin 
Lu'ayy! O Banu Murrah bin Ka'b! O Banu 'Abd -Shams! 0 Banu 'Abd Manaf! 0 Banu Hashim! 0 Banu 
'Abdul-Muttalib! Save yourselves from the Fire! 0 Fatimah! Save yourself from the Fire. I cannot avail 
you anything before Allah., but I will uphold the ties of kinship with you." (Sahih).

Hisham narrated on the authority of his father that it was mentioned to 'A'isha that Ibn 'Umar had 
narrated as marfu' hadith from the Apostle of Allah # (may peace be upon him) that the dead 
would be punished in the grave because of the lamentation of his family for him. Upon this she 
said: He (Ibn 'Umar) missed (the point). The Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) 
had (in fact) said: He (the dead) is punished for his faults or for his sins, and the members of his 
family are wailing for him now. (This misunderstanding of Ibn 'Umar is similar to his saying: ) 
The Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) stood by the well in which were lying the 
dead bodies of those polytheists who had been killed on the Day of Badr, and he said to them 
what he had to say, i. e.: They hear what | say.

When Abu Talib was in his death bed, the Prophet went to him while Abu Jahl was sitting beside him. 
The Prophet * said, "O my uncle! Say: None has the right to be worshipped except Allah, an expression I 
will defend your case with, before Allah." Abu Jahl and 'Abdullah bin Umaya said, "O Abu Talib! Will 
you leave the religion of 'Abdul Muttalib?" So they kept on saying this to him so that the last statement he 
said to them (before he died) was: "I am on the religion of 'Abdul Muttalib." Then the Prophet * said, " I 
will keep on asking for Allah's Forgiveness for you unless I am forbidden to do so." Then the following 
Verse was revealed:-- "It is not fitting for the Prophet and the believers to ask Allah's Forgiveness for the 
pagans, even if they were their near relatives, after it has become clear to them that they are the dwellers 
of the (Hell) Fire." (9.113) . The other Verse was also revealed:-- "(O Prophet!) Verily, you guide not 
whom you like, but Allah guides whom He will ....... " (28.56) 


It is narrated on the authority of Jabir that the Messenger of Allah # said: | have been 
commanded that | should fight against people till they declare that there is no god but Allah, and 
when they profess it that there is no god but Allah, their blood and riches are guaranteed 
protection on my behalf except where it is justified by law, and their affairs rest with Allah, and 
then he (the Holy Prophet) recited (this verse of the Holy Qur'an):" Thou art not over them a 
warden" (88.22). It is reported by Sa'id bin. Musayyib who narrated it on the authority of his 
father (Musayyib bin. Hazm) that when Abu Talib was about to die, the Messenger of Allah 
(may peace be upon him) came to him and found with him Abu Jahl (‘Amr b. Hisham) and 
‘Abdullah bin. Abi Umayya ibn al-Mughirah.The Messenger of Allah # (May peace be upon him) 
said: My uncle, you just make a profession that there is no god but Allah, and | will bear 
testimony before Allah (of your being a believer), Abu Jahl and ‘Abdullah b. Abi Umayya 
addressing him said: Abu Talib, would you abandon the religion of 'Abdul-Muttalib? The 
Messenger of Allah % (May peace be upon him) constantly requested him (to accept

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadiith is Hasan Gharib, we do not know of it except as a narration of Yazid bin 
Kaisan. 

Comments: The word 'Guidance' is used for two meanings: a): To show the path or way and b): To take 
to the destination. The Prophet's duty is to show the straight path and to convey the True Message to the 
people, but to make the people guided is not in his authority, this authority belongs only to Allah. 


2037. It was narrated from Sa'eed bin Al-Musayyab that his father said: "When Abu Talib was dying, 

the Prophet # came to him and found Abu Jahl and 'Abdullah bin Abu Umayyah with him. He said: 

‘O uncle, say La ilaha illallah (there is none worthy of worship except Allah), a word with 
which I will defend you before Allah.' Abu Jahl and 'Abdullah bin Abi Umayyah said: '0 Abu Talib, are 
you turning away from the religion of 'Abdul-Muttalib?' They to him until the last thing that he said was: 
'The religion of 'Ahdul-Muttalib.' Then the Prophet * said: 'I will keep on asking for Allah's forgiveness 
for you unless I am forbidden to do so.'

2038. It was narrated that 'Ali said: "I heard a man praying for forgiveness for his parents who were 
idolators, and I said: 'Are you praying for forgiveness for them , even though they are idolators? He said: 
‘Didn't Ibrahim pray for forgiveness for his father? I went to the Prophet & and told him about that, then 
the following was revealed : And Ibrahim's (Abraham) invoking (of Allah) for his father's forgiveness

Mus'‘ab bin. Sa'd reported on the authority of his father that many verses of the Qur'an had been 
revealed in connection with him. His mother Umm Sa’d had taken oath that she would never talk 
with him until he abandoned his faith and she neither ate nor drank and said: Allah has 
commanded you to treat well your parents and | am your mother and | command you to do this. 
She passed three days in this state until she fainted because of extreme hunger and at that time 
her son whose name was Umara stood up and served her drink and she began to curse Sa'd 
that Allah, the Exalted and Glorions, revealed these verses of the Holy Qur'an 


He also reported that there fell to the lot of Allah's 
Messenger (may peace be upon him) huge spoils of war and there was one sword in them. | 
picked that up and came to Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) and said: Bestow this 
sword upon me (as my share in the spoils of war) and you know my state. Thereupon he said: 
Return it to the place from where you picked it up. | went back until | decided to throw it in a 
store but my soul repulsed me so | came back and asked him to give that sword to me.

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadiith is Hasan Sahih.

(2). 3190. Umm Hani narrated that regarding Allah's saying: '...And you practice evil in your meetings...' 
that the Prophet * said: "They would throw pebbles at the people of the land and 

make a mockery of them." (Daif) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:]This Hadith is Hasan, we only know of it as a narration of Hatim bin Abi Saghirah from 

Simak 

Comments: They would do inappropriate and abhorrent things in their gatherings, hurling stones on the 

strangers and wayfarers, and making fun of them was a part of their misconduct. Breaking wind aloud, 

pulling down the waist garments of others, whistling, playing dice, cards and to commit indecent acts 

were their favorite activities. Nawab Siddique Hasan Khan mentioned many of their misconducts in ‘Fat 

Al-Bayan'. [TuiifatAl-Aiwadhi: vol. 4, p. 1601

2935. Abu Sa'eed narrated: "On the Day of (the battle of) Badr, the Romans had a victory over the 
Persians. So the believers were pleased with that, then the following was revealed: Alif Lam Mim. The 
Romans have beende feated..." up to His saying: '....the believers will rejoice SRE He said: 
"So the believers were happy with the victory of the Romans over the Persians." (Hasan) 

Comments: Stirat Ar-Rum was revealed in Makkah before Hijrah, the Romans were the people of the 
book and were defeated at that time. So the polytheists of Makkah rejoiced because the Persians were the 
idol worshippers like the people of Makkah, but it aggrieved the Muslims. Thereafter this prophesy was 
revealed in the Qur'an that the Romans, the people of the book, would eventually overcome and the 
Muslims would rejoice their victory; this victory coincided with the victory at the battle of Badr, so the 
Muslims rejoiced dually. See any book of commentary for further details of the background of its 
revelation. The meaning of it having been revealed at the time of victory at Badr is not that it was 
regarding Badr, but in fact it was revealed concerning the defeat of Romans and thereafter about their 
victory over the Persians. 


«In the victory of Allah. He gives victory to whom He wills, and He is the Exalted in Might, the 


Merciful(5)» [Ar-Rum: 5] 


(1). 3191. Ibn 'Abbas narrated that regarding "Alif Lam Mim. The Romans have been defeated" (In the 

nearest land, and they, after their defeat, will be victorious. Within Bid’ years ... )" [Ar-Rum 30:1,2] The 

Messenger of Allah said to Abu Bakr about the wager: "Why were you not more cautious Abu Bakr? 

For indeed A/-Bid' refers to what is from three to nine." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib Hasan from this route; as a narration of Az-Zuhri, from 

"Ubaidullah from Ibn 'Abbas. 

Comments: Abu Bakr set a short time limit, as follows, therefore the Prophet told him to be careful 

and to increase the period to nine years. 

(2). 3192. 'Atiyya said: Abu Sa'eed narrated: "On the Day of Badr, the Romans had a victory over the 

Persians. So the believers were pleased with that, then the following was revealed: 'Alif Lam Mim. The 

Romans have been defeated, up to His saying: 'the believers will rejoice - with the help of Allah ...' [Ar- 
He said: "So the believers were happy with the victory of the Romans over the Persians." 

(Sahih) 


[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib from this route. This is how Nasr bin 'Ali recited it: 
"Ghalabat Ar-Rum." 

(3). 3193. Sa'eed bin Jubair narrated from Ibn 'Abbas, regarding the saying of Allah, Most High: Alif Lam 
Mim. The Romans have been defeated. In the nearest land" [Ar-Rum 30:1 to 3] he said: "Ghulibat wa 
Ghalabat (defeated and then victorious)." He said: "The idolaters wanted the Persians to be victorious 
over the Romans because they too were people who worshipped idols, while the Muslims wanted the 
Romans to be victorious over the Persians because they were people of the Book. This was mentioned to 
Abii Bakr, so Abu Bakr mentioned that to the Messenger of Allah “ and he said: 'They will certainly 
prevail.’ Abii Bakr mentioned that to them, and they said: 'Make a wager between us and you; if we win, 
we Shall get this and that, and if you win, you shall get this or that.' He made the term five years, but they 
(the Romans) were not victorious. They mentioned that to the Prophet * and he said: "Why did you not 
make it less (than)" He (one of the narrators said): I think he said: "ten?" He said: Sa'eed said: "A/-Bid'’ is 
what is less than ten" - he said: "Afterwards the Romans were victorious." He said: "That is what Allah 
Most High said: 'Alif Lam Mim. The Romans have been defeated’ up to His saying: 'And on that day, the 
believers will rejoice - with the help of Allah. He helps whom He wills.'' [Ar-Rum 30:1 to 5] Sufyan 
said: "I heard that they were victorious over them on the Day of Badr." (Sahih) [Abu 'Eisa said:] This 
Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib, we only know of it as a narration of Sufyan Ath-Thawri from Habib bin 
Abi 'Amrah. 

Comments: The news of the Roman victory over the Persians came when the Muslims had overcome the 
polytheists in the battle of Badr, so the Muslims rejoiced twice. 

(4). 3194. Niyar bin Mukram Al-Aslami said: "When (the following) was revealed: Alif Lam Mim. The - 
Romans have been defeated. In the nearest land, and they, after their defeat, will be victorious in Bid’ 
years.'[Ar-Rum 30:1 to 4] — on the day that these Ayat were revealed, the Persians had defeated the 
Romans, and the Muslims had wanted the Romans to be victorious over them, because they were people 
of the Book. So Allah said about that: 'And on that day, the believers will rejoice — with ' the help of 
Allah. He helps whom He wills, and He is the Almighty, the Most Merciful. [Ar-Rum 30: 4 to 5] ' The 
Quraish -wanted the Persians to be victorious since they were not people of the Book, nor did they believe 
in the Resurrection.- So when Allah revealed these Ayat, Abu Bakr A-Siddiq, may Allah be pleased with 
him, went out, proclaiming throughout Makkah: Alif Lam Mim. The Romans have been defeated. In the 
nearest land and they, after their defeat, will be victorious, in Bid’ years. '[Ar-Rum 30:1 to 4] Some of 
the Quraish said: 'Then this is (a bet) between us and you. Your companion claims that the Romans will 
defeat the Persians in Bid' years, so why not have a bet on that between us and you?' Abu Bakr said: 'Yes.' 
This was before betting had been forbidden. So Abii Bakr and the idolaters made a bet, and they said to 
Abii Bakr: 'What do you think - Bid’ means something between three and nine years, so let us agree on the 
middle.’ So they agreed on six years; Then six years passed without the Romans being victorious. The 
idolaters took what they won in the bet from Abu-Bakr. When the seventh year came and the Romans 
were finally victorious over the Persians, the Muslims rebuked Abu Bakr for agreeing to six years. He 
said: "Because Allah said: 'In Bid’ years.' At that time, many people became Muslims." (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib [as a narration of Niyar bin Mukram]. We do not 
know of it except as a narration of 'Abdur-Rahman bin Abi Az-Zinnad. 

Comments: Initially the disbelievers won the bet at the set time, but at a later time it was set again with 
an increased time limit and the number of camels was also increased to one hundred. The Romans 
prevailed over the Persians at the same time as the Muslims won the battle of Badr, so the Muslims were 
immensely pleased. Abu Bakr gave the camels in charity after winning the bet, because by then betting 
had been prohibited. According to the apparent circumstances, the Romans' victory over the Persians 
seemed almost impossible; but according to the Qur'anic prophesy the impossible thing appeared to come 
true, due to which many people embraced Islam. [For detail see: A/-Kawakib Ad-Darart, vol. 4, footnote 
on pages 232, 233] 


«So direct your face toward the religion, inclining to truth. [Adhere to] the fitrah of Allah upon which He 
has created [all] people. No change should there be in the creation of Allah. That is the correct religion, 
but most of the people do not know(30)» 


Narrated Ibn Shihab: 


The funeral prayer should be offered for every child even if he were the son of a prostitute as he was born 
with a true faith of Islam (i.e. to worship none but Allah Alone). If his parents are Muslims, particularly 
the father, even if his mother were a non-Muslim, and if he after the delivery cries (even once) before his 
death (i.e. born alive) then the funeral prayer must be offered. And if the child does not cry after his 
delivery (i.e. born dead) then his funeral prayer should not be offered, and he will be considered as a 
miscarriage. Abu Huraira, narrated that the Prophet * said, "Every child is born with a true faith (i.e. to 
worship none but Allah Alone) but his parents convert him to Judaism or to Christianity or to Magainism, 
as an animal delivers a perfect baby animal. Do you find it mutilated?" Then Abu Huraira recited the holy 


There is none born but is created to his true nature (Islam). It is his parents who make him a 
Jew or a Christian or a Magian quite as beasts produce their young with their limbs perfect. Do 
ou see anything deficient in them? Then he quoted the Qur'an., 


«So indeed, you will not make the dead hear, nor will you make the deaf hear the call when they turn their 
backs, retreating(52)» 


Narrated Hisham's father: 

It was mentioned before ‘Aisha that Ibn 'Umar attributed the following statement to the Prophet # "The 
dead person is punished in the grave because of the crying and lamentation Of his family." On that, 'Aisha 
said, "But Allah's Apostle ® said, 'The dead person is punished for his crimes and sins while his family 
cry over him then." She added, "And this is similar to the statement of Allah's Apostle @ when he stood 
by the (edge of the) well which contained the corpses of the pagans killed at Badr, 'They hear what I say.' 


She added, "But he said now they know very well what I used to tell them was the truth." ‘Aisha then 
recited and 'You cannot make those who are in their Graves, 
that is, when they had taken their places in the (Hell) Fire. 


Narrated Ibn Umar: 


The Prophet * stood at the well of Badr (which contained the corpses of the pagans) and said, "Have you 
found true what your lord promised you?" Then he further said, "They now hear what I say." This was 


mentioned before 'Aisha and she said, "But the Prophet * said, "Now they know very well that what I 
used to tell them was the truth.' Then she recited (the Holy Verse):-- Rr ee 


2078. It was narrated from Ibn 'Umar that the Prophet “ stood at the well of Badr and said: "Have 

you found what your Lord promised to be true?" He said: "They can hear what I am saying to them now." 
Mention of that was made to 'Aishah and she said: "Ibn 'Umar is mistaken. Rather the Messenger of Allah 
=. said: 'Now they know that what I used to say to them is the truth.' Then she recited: So verily, you (0 
Muhammad) cannot make the dead to hear., until she recited the Verse.” [Ar Rum 30:52] (Sahih) 


«And of the people is he who buys the amusement of speech to mislead [others] from the way of Allah 
without knowledge and who takes it in ridicule. Those will have a humiliating punishment(6)» 


1282. Abu Umamah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Do not sell the (slave) female singers, 
nor purchase them, nor teach them (to sing). And there is no good in trading in them, and their prices are 
unlawful. It was about the likes of this that this Ayah was revealed: And among mankind is he who 
purchases idle talk to divert from the way of Allah." [Lugqman 31:6.] (Da’if) 

[He said:] There is narration about this from 'Umar bin Al-Khattab. 


[Abii 'Eisa said:] We only know of the Hadith of Abu Umamah, like this, from this route. Some of the 
people of knowledge have criticized 'Ali bin Yazid (one of the narrators) and graded him weak, and he is 
from Ash-Sham. 

Comments: ‘Qaynah' means female singer. Here it means the slave girl who is a singer. As music and 
singing is prohibited, therefore, buying and selling a singing slave girl is also prohibited, otherwise the 
buying or selling of slaves is allowed. (Tuhfat Al-A hwadhi. v.2. p. 259.) 


(1). 3295. Abu Umamah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Do not sell the female singers, nor 
purchase them, nor teach them (to sing). And there is no good in trade in them, and their prices are 
unlawful. It was about the likes of this that this Ayah was revealed: 'And among mankind is he who 
purchases idle talk to divert from the way of Allah." [Luqman 31:6.] (Daif) 

[He said:] There is something about this from Ibn 'Umar. 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, it was only reported as a narration of Al-QAsim from Abu 
Umamah. Al-Qasim is trustworthy, and 'Ali bin Yazid (one of the narrators) was graded weak in Hadith, 
this was said by Muhammad bin Isma'1l. 

Comments: According to Hasan Al-Basri, 'Lahw Al-Hadith' (idle talks) means everything that makes one 
unmindful of Allah's worship and His remembrance, like: useless story telling, vain talks of mockery and 
jokes, indecent and impolite activities, music and dance etc. /Riih Al-Ma ‘ant: 21, 22; p. 91]. In the light 
of this Verse and the Hadith, any such business that makes one unmindful of Allah's worship and His 
remembrance is prohibited 


«And [mention, O Muhammad], when Luqman said to his son while he was instructing him, "O my son, 
do not associate [anything] with Allah. Indeed, association [with him] is great injustice."(13)» 


Narrated Abdullah: When the Verse 
was revealed, we said, "O Allah's Apostle! 8 Who is 
there amongst us who has not done wrong to himself?" He replied, "It is not as you say, for 'wrong' in 
the Verse and ‘do not confuse their belief, with wrong means 'SHIRK' (i.e. joining others in worship with 
Allah). Haven't you heard Luqman's saying to his son 


Narrated 'Abdullah: When the Verse:-- "was 


revealed, the Muslims felt it very hard on them and said, "O Allah's Apostle! &8 Who amongst us does 
not do wrong to himself?"

(6.82) was revealed, it was hard on the companions of the Prophet @ 
and they said, "Who among us has not wronged (oppressed) himself?" Allah's Apostle # said, "The 
meaning of the Verse is not as you think, but it is as Luqman said to his son, 'O my son! Join not in 
worship others with Allah, Verily! Joining others in worship with Allah is a great wrong indeed." (31.13) 


It is narrated on the authority of ‘Abdullah (b. Mas'ud) that when this verse was revealed:" It is 
those who believe and confound not their belief with wrongdoing" (6.82), the Companions of the 
Messenger of Allah “ were greatly perturbed. They said: Who amongst us (is so fortunate) that 
he does not wrong himself? Upon this the Messenger of Allah # (May peace be upon him) 
remarked: It does not mean that which you presume It implies that which Luqman said to his 
son: O my son, do not associate anything with Allah, for indeed it is the gravest wrongdoing

His mother Umm Sa’'d had taken oath that she would never talk 
with him until he abandoned his faith and she neither ate nor drank and said: Allah has 
commanded you to treat well your parents and | am your mother and | command you to do this. 
She passed three days in this state until she fainted because of extreme hunger and at that time 
her son whose name was Umara stood up and served her drink and she began to curse Sa'd 
that Allah, the Exalted and Glorions, revealed these verses of the Holy Qur'an:" And We have 
enjoined upon a person goodness to his parents but if they contend with thee to associate 


He also reported that there fell to the lot of Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) huge spoils of war and there was one sword in them. | 
picked that up and came to Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and said: Bestow 
this sword upon me (as my share in the spoils of war) and you know my state. Thereupon he 
said: Return it to the place from where you picked it up. | went back until | decided to throw it in 
a store but my soul repulsed me so | came back and asked him to give that sword to me. He 
said in a loud voice to return it to the place from where | had picked it up. It was on this occasion 
that this verse was revealed . He further said: | once

charity) to the extent of one-third was held valid. He further said: | came to a group of persons of 
the Ansar and Muhajirin and they said: Come, so that we may serve you wine, and it was before 
the use of wine had been prohibited. | went to them in a garden and there had been with them 
the roasted head of a camel and a small water-skin containing wine. | ate and drank along with 
them and there came under discussion the Ansar (Helpers) and Muhajirin (immigrants). | said: 
The immigrants are better than the Ansar, that a person picked up a portion of the head (of the 
camel and struck me with it that my nose was injured. | came to Allah's Messenger # (may 
peace be upon him) and informed him of the situation that Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, 
revealed verses pertaining to wine:" 


«Indeed, Allah [alone] has knowledge of the Hour and sends down the rain and knows what is in the 
wombs. And no soul perceives what it will earn tomorrow, and no soul perceives in what land it will die. 
Indeed, Allah is Knowing and Acquainted(34)» errr 


One day while the Prophet * was sitting in the company of some people, (The angel) Gabriel came and 
asked, "What is faith?" Allah's Apostle * replied, 'Faith is to believe in Allah, His angels, (the) meeting 
with Him, His Apostles, and to believe in Resurrection." Then he further asked, "What is Islam?" Allah's 
Apostle # replied, "To worship Allah Alone and none else, to offer prayers perfectly to pay the 
compulsory charity (Zakat) and to observe fasts during the month of Ramadan." Then he further asked, 
"What is Ihsan (perfection)?" Allah's Apostle replied, "To worship Allah as if you see Him, and if you 
cannot achieve this state of devotion then you must consider that He is looking at you." Then he further 
asked, "When will the Hour be established?" Allah's Apostle “ replied, "The answerer has no better 
knowledge than the questioner. But I will inform you about its portents. 

1. When a slave (lady) gives birth to her master. 

2. When the shepherds of black camels start boasting and competing with others in the construction of 
higher buildings. And the Hour is one of five things which nobody knows except Allah. 

The Prophet #8 then recited Then 


that man (Gabriel) left and the Prophet “ asked his companions to call him back, but they could not see 
him. Then the Prophet * said, "That was Gabriel who came to teach the people their religion." Abu 
‘Abdullah said: He (the Prophet *) considered all that as a part of faith. 


Narrated Abdullah: Allah's Apostle # said, 


Narrated Ibn Umar: Allah's Apostle #8 said, 


(2). 3278. Ash-Sha'bi said: "Ibn ‘Abbas met Ka’'b at 'Arafat, so he asked him about something and he kept 
on saying the Takbir until it reverberated off of the mountains. So Ibn 'Abbas (finally) said: 'We are Banu 
Hashim.’ So Ka'b said: Indeed Allah divided His being seen and His speaking between Muhammad 
and Miisa. He spoke to Musa two times, and Muhammad “ saw Him two times.' Masrugq said: 'I entered 
upon 'Aishah and asked her if Muhammad * saw his Lord.' She said: 'You have said something that 
makes my hair stand on end." I said: 'Take it easy.' Then I recited: Indeed he saw of the great signs of his 
Lord [An-Najm 53:18) So she said: 'What do you mean by that? That is only Jibra'il. Whoever informed 
you that Muhammad * saw his Lord, or that he (#8) concealed something he was ordered with, or he 
knew of the five things about which Allah [Most High] said: Verily Allah, with Him is the knowledge of 
the Hour, He sends down the rain - then he has fabricated the worst lie. Rather he #8 saw 
Jibra'il, but he did not see him in his (real) image except two times. One time at Sidrat Al-Muntaha and 
one time in Jiyad, he had six-hundred wings which filled the horizon." (Da‘if) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] Dawud bin Abu Hind reported similar to this Hadith from Ash-Sha'bi, from Masrugq, 
from 'Aishah, from the Prophet #. The narration of Dawud is shorter than the narration of Mujahid. 
Comments: 'Aishah and Ibn Ma'sud, may Allah be pleased with both of them, are not of the view that the 
Prophet # saw Allah . 'Abdullah bin Abbas holds the opinion of the Prophet # seeing Allah . (A/- 
Kiiwakib Ad-Darari vol.4, p. 285;the details of this have been mentioned in Stirat Al-An ‘am)

4994. It was narrated that Abu Hurairah and Abu Dharr said: "The Messenger of Allah # would sit 
among his Companions and if a stranger came, he would not know which of them was he (the Prophet *) 
until he asked. So we suggested to the Messenger of Allah * that we should make a dais for him so that 
any stranger would know him if he came to him. So we built for him a bench made of clay on which he 
used to sit. (One day) we were sitting and the Messenger of Allah was sitting in his spot, when a man 
came along who was the most handsome and good-smelling of all people, and it was as if no dirt had ever 
touched his garments. He came near the edge of the rug and greeted him, saying: 'Peace be upon you, 0 
Muhammad!' He returned the greeting, and he said: ' Shall I come closer , 0 Muhammad?' He came a little 
closer, and he kept telling him to come closer, until he put his hands on the knees of the Messenger of 
Allah He said: '0 Muhammad, tell me, what is Islam?! He said: 'Islam means to worship Allah and not 
associate anything with Him; to establish Salah, to pay Zakah, to perform Hajj to the House, and to fast 
Ramadan.' He said: 'If I do that, will I have submitted (be a Muslim)? He said: 'Yes.' He said: 'You have 
spoken the truth.' When we heard the man say, "You have spoken the truth,’ we found it odd. He said: '0 
Muhammad, tell me, what is faith?' He said: 'To believe in Allah, His Angels, the Book, the Prophets, and 


to believe in the Divine Decree." He said: 'If I do that, will I have believed?' The Messenger of Allah % 
said: 'Yes.'He said: 'You have spoken the truth.' He said: '0 Muhammad, tell me, what is AJ-Jhsan?' He 
said: 'To worship Allah as if you can see Him, for although you cannot see Him, He can see you.' He said: 
"You have spoken the truth.' He said: '0 Muhammad, tell me about the Hour.' He lowered his head and did 
not answer. Then he repeated the question, and he did not answer. Then he repeated the question (a third 
time) and he did not answer. Then he raised his head and said: 'The one who is being asked does not 
know more than the one who is asking. But it has signs, by which it may be known. When you see the 
herdsmen competing in building, tall buildings, when you see the barefoot and naked ruling the Earth, 
when you see a woman giving birth to her mistress. Five things which no one knows except Allah. Verily, 
Allah, with Him (alone) is the knowledge of the Hour up to His saying: 'Verily, Allah is All-Knower, All- 
Aware (of —o Then he said: 'No, by the One who sent Muhammad with the truth, 
with guidance and glad tidings, I did not know him more than any man among you. That was Jibril, peace 
be upon you, who came down in the form of Dihyah Al-Kalbi."' (Sahih). 


2891. Abii Hurairah narrated that the Prophet said: "Indeed there -is a Siirah in the Qur'an of thrity 
Ayat, which intercedes for a man until he is forgiven. It is [Surat Al-Mulk] Tabarak Alladhi Biyadihil- 
Mulk." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 

2892. Jabir narrated: The Prophet would not sleep until he recited Alif Lam Mim Tanzil and: Tabarak 
Alladhi Biyadihil-Mulk." This Hadith was reported similarly by more than one from Laith bin Abu 
Sulaim. Mughirah bin Muslim reported it from Abii Az-Zubair, from Jabir from the Prophet * and it is 
similar to this. Zuhair reported it and said: "I said to Abu Az-Zubair: 'Did you hear Jabir mentioning this 
Hadith?' He said: 'Safwan or Ibn Safwan informed me of it." It is as if Zubair rejected the idea that this 
Hadith was from Abu Az-Zubair from Jabir. . 

(Another chain) with similar in meaning. (Another chain) that Tawus said: "They are seventy good merits 


more of virtue in it than every Surahin the Qur'an."(Da‘'i 
Comments: Alif Lam Mim Tanzil Al-Kitab i.e , speaks of the truth about the 


Qur'an, the creation of the heavens and the earth, creation of humans and the purpose of his life, the end 
of the one who bears its teachings in mind and acts accordingly, punishment for those who oppose its 
teachings, the mention of the Torah and the character of some people among the children of Israel; as if it 
consists of all the lessons for the Hereafter. 


3404. Jabir said: "The Prophet “ would not sleep until he recited Tanzil as-Sajdah [As-Sajdah 32.] and 
Tabarak. (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This is how [Sufyan] Ath-Thawri and more than one report this Hadith; from Laith from 
Abu Az-Zubair, from Jabir from the Prophet 2 with similar. Zubair reported this Hadith from Abu Az- 
Zubair, saying: "I said to him, 'Did you hear it from Jabir?' He said: 'I did not hear it from Jabir. I heard it 
from Safwan or Ibn Safwan." And Shababah narrated it from - Mughirah bin Muslim, from Abu Az- 
Zubair, from Jabir, and it is similar to the narration of Laith. 

Comments: These Siirat and supplications recited before sleeping demand that they should be understood 
in depth, and special efforts and arrangements should be made to recite them regularly. However, it does 
not mean that he who does not know the meanings should not recite them. He should try to understand the 
meanings. 


«They arise from [their] beds; they supplicate their Lord in fear and aspiration, and from what We have

Sahl b. Sa'd as-Sa'idi reported: | was in the company of Allah's Messenger # (may peace be 
upon him) that he gave a description of Paradise and then Allah's Apostle & (may peace be 
upon him) concluded with these words: There would be bounties which the eye has not seen 


and the ear has not heard and no human heart has ever perceived them. He then recited this 


2616. Mu'adh bin Jabal narrated: "I accompanied the Prophet on a journey. One day I was near him 
while we were moving so I said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # Inform me about an action by which I will be 
admitted into Paradise, and which will keep me far from the Fire.' He said: 'You have asked me about 
something great, but it is easy for whomever Allah makes it easy: Worship Allah and do not associate any 
partners with him, establish the Salat, give the Zakat, fast Ramadan and perform Hajj to the House.' Then 
he said: 'Shall I not guide you to the doors of good? Fasting is a shield, and charity extinguishes sins like 
water extinguishes fire - and a man's praying in the depths of the night." He said: "Then he recited: 'Their 
sides forsake their beds to call upon their Lord.' Until he reached: 'What they used to do." 

Then he said: 'Shall I not inform you about the head of the entire matter, and its pillar, and its 
hump.'I said: 'Of course 0 Messenger of Allah!' “ He said: 'The head of the matter is Islam, its pillar is 
the Salat, and its hump is .Jihdd.' Then he said: 'Shall I not inform you about what governs all of that?' I 
said: 'Of course 0 Messenger of Allah!" # He said: "So he grabbed his tongue. He said: 'Restrain this.' I 
said: '0 Prophet of Allah! # Will we be taken to account for what we say?' He said: 'May your mother 
grieve your loss 0 Mu'adh! Are the people tossed into the Fire upon their faces, or upon their noses, 
except because of what their tongues have wrought?" (Hasan) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The Noble Prophet * told us in this Hadith about the status and virtues of the important and 
fundamental principles, and about their good effects and results, that the deeds that will be a means to 
enter paradise are hard, but they are easy for whom Allah makes them easy and bestows ability to perform 
them, because no deed is possible without the assistance of Allah. 


(1). 3196. Anas bin Malik said about this Ayah: Their sides forsake their beds[As- Sajdah 32:16'] - "It 
was revealed about waiting for [this] Sa/at which you call Al-'Atamah." (Hasan) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib, we do not know of it except through this route. 


(2). 3197. Abii Hurairah narrated that the Prophet said: "Allah Most High said: 'I have prepared for My 
righteous worshippers what no eye has seen, no ear has heard, and no human heart has conceived." And 
that is testified to in Allah's [the Mighty and Sublime] Book: No person knows what is kept hidden for 
them of delights of the eyes [As- Sajdah 32:17] ' (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The favors of Paradise mentioned in the Qur'an and in the Hadith are called merely with the 
worldly names, and the real blissful nature of these things is not known by the worldly names, nor can a 
person in this life know the reality of the favors of the next life. 


Narrated Abu Huraira: Allah's Apostle & said, "Allah said, "| have prepared for My Pious slaves things 
which have never been seen by an eye, or heard by an ear, or imagined by a human being." If you wish, 
you can recite this Verse from the Holy Quran 


It is reported on the authority of al-Mughira b. Shu'ba that the Messenger of Allah (may peace 
be upon him) said: Moses asked his Lord: Who amongst the inhabitants of Paradise is the 
lowest to rank? He (Allah) said: The person who would be admitted into Paradise last of all 
among those deserving of Paradise who are admitted to it. | would be said to him: Enter 
Paradise. He would say: O my Lord! how (should | enter) while the people have settled in their 
apartments and taken the shares (portions)? It would be said to him: Would you be pleased if 
there be for you like the kingdom of a king amongst the kings of the world? He would say: | am 
pleased my Lord. He (Allah) would say: For you is that, and like that, and like that, and like that, 
and that. He would say at the fifth (point): | am well pleased. My Lord. He (Allah) would say: It is 
for you and, ten times like it, and for you is what your self desires and your eye enjoys. He 
would say: | am well pleased, my Lord. He (Moses) said: (Which is) the highest of their 
(inhabitants of Paradise) ranks? He (Allah) said: They are those whom | choose. | establish their 
honour with My own hand and then set a seal over it (and they would be blessed with Bounties) 
which no eye has seen, no ear has heard and no human mind has perceived: and this is sub- 
stantiated by the Book of Allah, Exalted and Great 


Abu Huraira reported Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon him) as saying that: Allah the 
Exalted and Glorious, said: | have prepared for My pious servants which no eye has ever seen, 
and no ear has ever heard, and no human heart has ever perceived but it is testified by the 
Book of Allah. He then recited 


(1). 3292. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Allah said: 'I have prepared for My 
righteous worshippers, what no eye has seen, no ear has heard, and no human heart has conceived." So 
recite if you wish: No person knows what is kept hidden for them of delights of the eyes as a reward for 
what they used to do.[ As-Sajdah 32:17] And in Paradise there is a tree under whose shade a rider can 
travel for one-hundred years without stopping. Recite if you wish: And in shade extended. 

And the space occupied by a whip in Paradise is better than the world and whatever is in it. Recite 
if you wish: And whoever is removed away from the Fire and admitted to Paradise, he indeed is 
successful. The life of this world is only the enjoyment of deception [Al ‘Imran 3:185 ] (Hasan) . [Abii 
'Eisa said:| This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«But as for those who defiantly disobeyed, their refuge is the Fire. Every time they wish to emerge from 
it, they will be returned to it while it is said to them, "Taste the punishment of the Fire which you used to 
deny."(20)» 


Yazid al-Faqir said: This view of the Khwarij (i. e. those who commit major sins and would be 
eternally doomed to Hell) had obsessed me, and we set out in a large group intending to 
perform the hajj and then going to the people (for the propagation of the views of the Khwarij). 
He (the narrator) said: We happened to past by Medina and found there Jabir b. ‘Abdullah 
sitting near a column narrating to the people (the ahadith of) the Holy Prophet “ (may peace be 
upon him). When he mentioned the inhabitants of Hell, | said: O companion of the Messenger of 


Allah # what is this that thou narrateth, whereas Allah sayeth:" 


So what is it 
that you say? He said: Have you read the Qur'an? | said: Yes. He said: Have you heard about’ 
the (exalted) position of Muhammad # (may peace be upon him), i. e. to which Allah would 
raise, him? | said: Yes. He said: Verily the position of Muhammad * (may peace be upon him) is 
that of great glory and that is by which Allah would bring out whomsoever He would wish to 
bring out. He then described the Path (the Bridge) and the passing of the people over it, and 
said: | am afraid | may not have remembered (other things) but this much is still in my memory 
that people would come out of the Hell after having gone into it, and he said: They would come 
out of it as if they were the wood of the ebony tree. He (the narrator said: They would enter a 
river, one of the rivers of Paradise, and would bathe in it, and then come out as if they were 
(white like) paper. We then turned back and said: Woe be upon you! How can this old man tell a 
lie against the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him)? We turned back (from the views 
of the Khwarij), and by God every one of us abandoned this (band of Khwarij) except one man. 
A similar statement has been made by Abu Nu'aim. 


«And we will surely let them taste the nearer punishment short of the greater punishment that 
perhaps they will repent(21)» 


bayy b. Ka'b reported that the words of Allah, the Exalted and Glorious:" 


imply the torments of the world. (victory of) Rome, seizing (of the Meccans), or smoke. 
And Shaiba was in doubt about seizing or smoke.

The Prophet * said, "On the night of my Ascent to the Heaven, I saw Moses who was a tall brown curly- 
haired man as if he was one of the men of Shan'awa tribe, and I saw Jesus, a man of medium height and 
moderate complexion inclined to the red and white colors and of lank hair. I also saw Malik, the gate- 
keeper of the (Hell) Fire and Ad-Dajjal amongst the signs which Allah showed me." (The Prophet # then 
recited the Holy Verse 


Narrated Anas and Abu Bakra: "The Prophet said, "The angels will guard Medina from Ad-Dajjal (who 
will not be able to enter the city of Medina)." 


1678. Ibn Abi Awfa said: "I heard him saying" - meaning the Prophet - "while supplicating against the 
:'0 Allah, Revealer of the Book! Severe in reckoning! Rout the Ahzab and shake them." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] There is something on this topic from Ibn Mas'ud. This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 
Comments: Supplication is a believer's weapon. Success and prosperity in wars come from fortitude and 
courage of the heart as well as from the warriors' steadfastness exhibited on the battlefield. If a warrior's 
heart loses its courage and fortitude, his feet will refuse to support him. If a condition of this nature 
overtakes the battling army, defeat will be the only outcome of war. 


«Allah has not made for a man two hearts in his interior. And He has not made your wives whom you 
declare unlawful your mothers. And he has not made your adopted sons your [true] sons. That is [merely] 
your saying by your mouths, but Allah says the truth, and He guides to the [right] way(4)» 


(1) 3199. Zuhair narrated: "Qabus bin Abu Zabyan narrated to us, that his father narrated to him, he said: 
"We said to Ibn 'Abbas: "What is the meaning of the saying of Allah the Mighty and Sublime: Allah has 
not made for any man two hearts inside his body.?" [ALA hzab 33:4] He said: "The Prophet of Allah 
stood one day for Sa/dt, then he was unsure. The hypocrites who prayed with him said: 'Don't you see that 
he has two hearts, a heart with you and another with them?’ So Allah revealed: 'Allah has not made for 
any man two hearts inside his body." (Da‘if)

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan.

Narrated 'Aisha: 

(the wife of the Prophet ) Abu Hudhaifa, one of those who fought the battle of Badr, with Allah's 
Apostle adopted Salim as his son and married his niece Hind bint Al-Wahd bin 'Utba to him' and Salim 
was a freed slave of an Ansari woman. Allah's Apostle # also adopted Zaid as his son. In the Pre-lslamic 


period of ignorance the custom was that, if one adopted a son, the people would call him by the name of 
the one whom he would inherit as well, till Allah vealed: as 


Narrated 'Aisha: 


Abu Hudhaifa bin 'Utba bin Rabi'a bin Abdi Shams who had witnessed the battle of Badr along with the 
Prophet “ adopted Salim as his son, to whom he married his niece, Hind bint Al-Walid bin 'Utba bin 
Rabi'a; and Salim was the freed slave of an Ansar woman, just as the Prophet # had adopted Zaid as his 
son. It was the custom in the Pre-lslamic Period that if somebody adopted a boy, the people would call 
him the son of the adoptive father and he would be the latter's heir. But when Allah revealed the Divine 
Verses: ‘Call them by (the names of) their fathers . . . your freed-slaves,! (33.5) the adopted persons were 
called by their fathers' names. The one whose father was not known, would be regarded as a Maula and 
your brother in religion. Later on Sahla bint Suhail bin 'Amr Al-Quraishi Al-'Amiri--and she was the wife 
of Abu- Hudhaifa bin 'Utba--came to the Prophet “ and said, "O Allah's Apostle! 2 We used to consider 
Salim as our (adopted) son, and now Allah has revealed what you know (regarding adopted sons)." The 
sub-narrator then mentioned the rest of the narration. 


Narrated 'Aisha: 
Regarding: 
Verse was revealed concerning such oath formulas as: 'No, by Allah!' and 'Yes, by Allah!’ something 
against his oath due to forgetfulness should he make expiation?). And the Statement of Allah 
And Allah said:-- '(Moses said to Khadir):

‘Aisha (Allah be pleased with her) reported that Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) 
sought our permission when he had a (turn to spend) a day with (one of his wives) amongst us 
whereas he wanted to visit his other wives too). It was after this that this verse was revealed 


Mu'adha said to her: What did you say to Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) when 
he sought your permission? She said: | used to say: If it had the option in this | would not have 
(allowed anyone) to have precedence over me. 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Ibn Shihab that he was asked about the 
suckling of an older person. He said, "Urwa ibn az-Zubayr informed me that Abu 
Hudhayfa ibn Utba ibn Rabia, one of the companions of the Messenger of Allah =, 
may Allah bless him and grant him peace, who was present at Badr, adopted Salim 
(who is called Salim, the mawla of Abu Hudhayfa) as the Messenger of Allah @, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, adopted Zayd ibn Haritha. He thought of him 
as his son, and Abu Hudhayfa married him to his brother's sister, Fatima bint al- 
Walid ibn Utba ibn Rabia, who was at that time among the first emigrants. She was 
one of the best unmarried women of the Quraysh. When Allah the Exalted sent 
down in His Book what He sent down about Zayd ibn Haritha, 


people in this position were traced back to their fathers. When the father 
was not known, they were traced to their mawla. "Sahla bint Suhayl who was the 
wife of Abu Hudhayfa, and one of the tribe of Amr ibn Luayy, came to the 
Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, and said, 
"Messenger of Allah! # We think of Salim as a son and he comes in to see me while 
I am uncovered. We only have one room, so what do you think about the 
situation?’ The Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
said, 'Give him five drinks of your milk and he will be mahram by it.' She then saw 


him as a foster son. A'isha umm al-muminin took that as a precedent for whatever 
men she wanted to be able to come to see her. She ordered her sister, Umm 
Kulthum bint Abi Bakr as-Siddiq and the daughters of her brother to give milk to 
whichever men she wanted to be able to come in to see her. The rest of the wives 
of the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, refused to let anyone 
come in to them by such nursing. They said, 'No! By Allah! We think that what the 
Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, ordered Sahla bint 
Suhayl to do was only an indulgence concerning the nursing of Salim alone. No! By 
Allah! No one will come in upon us by such nursing!’ "This is what the wives of the 
Prophet @, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, thought about the suckling of 
an older person." 


3225. & 3226. It was narrated from 'Aishah that Abu Hudaifah bin 'Utbah bin Rabi'ah bin 'Abd Shams - 
who was one of those who had been present at Badr with the Messenger of Allah # - adopted Salim and 
married him to his brother's daughter, Hind bint Al-Walid bin 'Utbah bin Rabi'ah bin 'Abd Shams, and he 
was a freed slave of an Ansari woman - as the Messenger of Allah & had adopted Zaid. During the 
Jahiliyyah, if a man adopted someone, the people would- call him his son, and he would inherit from his 
legacy, until Allahh, the Mighty and Sublime, revealed about that: 'Call them by (the names of) their 
fathers, that is more just with A//ah. But if you know not their fathers' (names call them) your brothers in 
faith and Mawalikum (your freed slaves)." [Al Ahzab 33:5] Then if a person's father's name was not 
known, he would be their freed slave and brother in faith. (Sahih). 


3814. Ibn 'Umar said: "We called Zaid bin Harithah nothing but 'Zaid bin Muhammad" until the Qur'an 
was revealed (ordering) Call them by their fathers, that is more just according to Allah. 
(Sahih) 

[He said:] This Hadith is Sahih. 


«The Prophet is more worthy of the believers than themselves, and his wives are [in the position of] their 
mothers. And those of [blood] relationship are more entitled [to inheritance] in the decree of Allah than 
the [other] believers and the emigrants, except that you may do to your close associates a kindness 

[through bequest]. That was in the Book inscribed(6)» 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 
The Prophet * said, "I am closer to the believers than their selves in this world and in the Hereafter, and if 
you like, you can read Allah's Statement 

So, if a true believer dies and leaves behind some property, it will be for his inheritors (from the 
father's side), and if he leaves behind some debt to be paid or needy offspring, then they should come 
to meas | am the guardian of the deceased." 


«{Remember] when they came at you from above you and from below you, and when eyes shifted [in 
fear], and hearts reached the throats and you assumed about Allah [various] assumptions(10)» 


Narrated 'Aisha: As regards the following Quranic Verse:-- 


That happened on the day of Al-Khandagq (i.e. Trench).

«There has certainly been for you in the Messenger of Allah an excellent pattern for anyone whose hope

Narrated Nafi: 
Ibn 'Umar assumed Ihram and said, "If something should intervene between me and the Ka'ba, then | 
will do what the Prophet #8 did when the Quraish infidels intervened between him and (the Ka'ba). 

Then Ibn 'Umar recited: 


Hafs b. 'Asim said: | accompanied Ibn 'Umar on the road to Mecca and he led us in two rak'ahs 
at the noon prayer, then he went forward and we too went along with him to a place where he 
alighted, and he sat and we sat along with him, and he cast a glance to the side where he said 
prayer and he saw people standing and asked: What are they doing? | said: They are engaged 
in glorifying Allah, offering Sunnah prayer. He said: If | had done so | would have perfected my 
prayer; O my nephew! | accompanied the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) ona 
journey, and he made no addition to two rak'ahs, till Allah called him. | accompanied Abu Bakr 
and he made no addition to two rak'ahs till Allah caused him to die. | accompanied 'Umar and 
he made no addition to two rak'ahs till Allah caused him to die. | accompanied 'Uthman and he 
made no addition to two rak'ahs, till Allah caused him to die, and Allah has said:" 


Nafi' reported that ‘Abdullah b. ‘Abdullah and Salim b. Abdullah said to ‘Abdullah (b. 'Umar) at 
the time when Hajjaj came to fight against Ibn Zubair: There would be no harm if you do not 
(proceed) for Hajj this year, for we fear that there would be fight among people which would 
cause obstruction between you and the House, whereupon he said: If there would be 
obstruction between me and that (Ka'ba), | would do as Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be 
upon him) did. | was with him (the Holy Prophet #) when the infidels of Quraish caused 
obstructions between him (the Holy Prophet #) and the House. | call you as my witness (to the 
fact) that | have made 'Umra essential for me. He proceeded until he came to Dhu'l-Hulaifa and 
pronounced Talbiya for Umra, and said: If the way Is clear former, | would then complete my 


‘Umra but If there is some obstruction between me and that (the Ka'ba). | would then do what 


Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) had done (at the occasion of Hudaibiya), and | 
was with him (the Holy Prophet #4). and then recited aH Eis ESSERE OSE 
ae TSE REST He then moved on until he came to the rear side of al-Baida' and 
said: There is one command for both of them automatically) (Hajj and Umra). If | am detained (in 
the performance) of 'Umra, | am ( automatically detained (in the performance) of Hajj (too). | call 
you as witness that Hajj along with 'Umra | had made essential for me. (| am performing Hajj 
and 'Umra as Qiran.) He then bought sacrificial animals at Qudaid and then circumambulated 
the House and ran between al-Safa' and al-Marwa once (covering both Hajj and Umra), and did 
not put off Ihram until on the Day of Sacrifice in the month of Dhu'l-Hijja. 


Amr b. Dinar said: We asked Ibn Umar about a person who came for Umra and 
circumambulated the House, but he did not run between al-Safa’ and al-Marwa, whether he is 
allowed to (put off Ihram) and have intercourse with his wife. He replied: Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) circumambulated the House seven times and offered two rak'ahs of 
prayer after staying (at Arafat), and ran between al-Safa and al-Marwa seven times." Verily 


2963. It was narrated that 'Amr meaning, bin 'Umar - said: "The Messenger of Allah # came and 
circumambulated the House seven times, then he prayed two Rak'ahs behind the Maqam and performed 
Sa'l between As-Safa and Al-Marwah, and he said: "Indeed in the Messenger of Allah you have a good 
example to follow. "[Al Ahzab — 33:21] (Sahih). 


«Among the believers are men true to what they promised Allah. Among them is he who has fulfilled his 
vow [to the death], and among them is he who awaits [his chance]. And they did not alter [the terms of 
their commitment] by any alteration(23)» 


Narrated Anas: 

My uncle Anas bin An-Nadr was absent from the Battle of Badr. He said, "O Allah's Apostle! I was 
absent from the first battle you fought against the pagans. (By Allah) if Allah gives me a chance to fight 
the pagans, no doubt. Allah will see how (bravely) I will fight." On the day of Uhud when the Muslims 
turned their backs and fled, he said, "O Allah! I apologize to You for what these (i.e. his companions) 
have done, and I denounce what these (i.e. the pagans) have done." Then he advanced and Sad bin Muadh 
met him. He said "O Sad bin Muadh ! By the Lord of An-Nadr, Paradise! I am smelling its aroma coming 
from before (the mountain of) Uhud," Later on Sad said, "O Allah's Apostle! “ I cannot achieve or do 
what he (i.e. Anas bin An-Nadr) did. We found more than eighty wounds by swords and arrows on his 
body. We found him dead and his body was mutilated so badly that none except his sister could recognize 
him by his fingers." We used to think that the following Verse was revealed concerning him and other 
men of his sort: 
(33.23) His sister Ar-Rubbaya' broke a front tooth of a woman and Allah's Apostle @ ordered for 
retaliation. On that Anas (bin An-Nadr) said, "O Allah's Apostle! By Him Who has sent you with the 
Truth, my sister's tooth shall not be broken." Then the opponents of Anas's sister accepted the 
compensation and gave up the claim of retaliation. So Allah's Apostle # said, "There are some people 
amongst Allah's slaves whose oaths are fulfilled by Allah when they take them.” 


Narrated Kharija bin Zaid: 
Zaid bin Thabit said, "When the Quran was compiled from various written manuscripts, one of the Verses 
of Surat Al-Ahzab was missing which I used to hear Allah's Apostle # reciting. I could not find it except 


with Khuzaima bin Thabit Al-Ansari, whose witness Allah's Apostle # regarded as equal to the witness of 
two men. And the Verse was:-- 


Narrated Zaid bin Thabit: 


When we wrote the Holy Quran, I missed one of the Verses of Surat-al-Ahzab which I used to hear 
Allah's Apostle “ reciting. Then we searched for it and found it with Khuzaima bin Thabit Al-Ansari. The 


So we wrote this in its place in the Quran. 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 

Hudhaifa bin Al-Yaman came to Uthman at the time when the people of Sham and the people of Iraq 
were Waging war to conquer Arminya and Adharbijan. Hudhaifa was afraid of their (the people of Sham 
and Iraq) differences in the recitation of the Qur'an, so he said to 'Uthman, "O chief of the Believers! Save 
this nation before they differ about the Book (Quran) as Jews and the Christians did before." So 'Uthman 
sent a message to Hafsa saying, "Send us the manuscripts of the Qur'an so that we may compile the 
Qur'anic materials in perfect copies and return the manuscripts to you." Hafsa sent it to 'Uthman. 'Uthman 
then ordered Zaid bin Thabit, ‘Abdullah bin AzZubair, Said bin Al-As and 'AbdurRahman bin Harith bin 
Hisham to rewrite the manuscripts in perfect copies. 'Uthman said to the three Quraishi men, "In case you 
disagree with Zaid bin Thabit on any point in the Qur'an, then write it in the dialect of Quraish, the Qur'an 
was revealed in their tongue." They did so, and when they had written many copies, 'Uthman returned the 
original manuscripts to Hafsa. 'Uthman sent to every Muslim province one copy of what they had copied, 
and ordered that all the other Qur'anic materials, whether written in fragmentary manuscripts or whole 
copies, be burnt. Said bin Thabit added, "A Verse from Surat Ahzab was missed by me when we copied 
the Qur'an and I used to hear Allah's Apostle reciting it. So we searched for it and found it with Khuzaima 
bin Thabit Al-Ansari. (That Verse was): 


It has been Deported on the authority of Anas who said: My uncle and | have been named after 
him was not present with the Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon him) on the Day of 
Badr. He felt distressed about it. He would say: | have missed the first battle fought by the 
Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him), and if God now gives me an opportunity to see 
a battlefield with the Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him), God will see what | do 
therein. He was afraid to say more than this (lest he be unable to keep his word with God). He 
was present with the Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon him) on the Day of Uhud. He 
met Sa'd b. Mu'adh (who was retreating). Anas said to him: O Abu 'Amr, where (are you going)? 
Woe (to thee)! | find the smell of Paradise beside the Uhud mountain. (Reprimanding Sa'd in 
these words) he went forward and fought them (the enemy) until he was killed. (The narrator 
says). More than eighty wounds inflicted with swords, spears and arrows were found on his 
body. His sister, my aunt, ar-Rubayyi', daughter of Nadr, said: | could not recognise my brother's 
body (it was so badly mutilated) except from his finger-tips. (It was on this occasion that) the 


Quranic verse:" 


The narrator said that the verse had 
been revealed about him (Anas b. Nadr) and his Companions. 


(19). 3104. Az-Zuhri narrated from Anas who said: "Hudhaifah bin Al-Yaman came to 'Uthman, at the 
time when the people of Ash-Sham and the people of Al-'Iraq were waging war to conquer Arminiyah 
and Adharbijan. Hudhaifah saw their (the people of Ash-Sham and AI-'Iraq) different forms of recitation 
of the Qur'an.So he said to 'Uthman: '0 Commander of the Believers! Save this nation before they differ 
about the Book as the Jews and the Christians did before them.' So he (‘Uthman) sent a message to Hafsah 
(saying): 'Send us the manuscripts so that we may copy them in the Musahift/Plural of Mushaf, a written 
copy of the Qur'an.] then we shall return it to you.' So Hafsah sent the manuscripts to 'Uthman bin 'Affan. 
'Uthman then sent order for Zaid bin Thabit, Sa'eed bin Al-'As, ‘Abdur-Rahman bin Al Harith bin 
Hisham, and 'Abdullah bin Az-Zubair to copy the manuscripts in the Musahif. 'Uthman said to the three 
Quraish men: 'In case you disagree with Zaid bin Thabit on any point in the (recitation dialect of the) 
Qur'an, then write it in the dialect of Quraish for it was revealed in their tongue.’ So when they had copied 
the manuscripts in the Musahif;"Uthman sent one Mushaf from those Mudzif that they had copied to every 
province." 

Az-Zuhri said: "Kharijah bin Zaid [bin Thabit] narrated to me that Zaid bin Thabit said: 'I missed an Ayah 
of Surat Al-Ahzab that I heard the Messenger of Allah * reciting: Among the believers are men who have 
been true to their covenant with Allah, of them, some have fulfilled their obligations, and some of them 
are still waiting,{ Al-A hzab 33:23.] so I searched for it and found it with Khuzaimah bin Thabit, or Abii 
Khuzaimah, so I put it in its Stirah." Az-Zuhrl said: "They differed then with At-Tabtit and At-Tabuh. The 
Quraish said: At-Tabiit while Zaid said: At-Tabtih. Their disagreement was brought to 'Uthman, so he 
said: "Write it as At- Tabiit, for it was revealed in the tongue of the Quraish." Az-Zuhri said: "'Ubaidullah 
bin 'Abdullah bin 'Utbah informed me that ‘Abdullah bin Mas'ud disliked Zaid bin Thabit copying the 
Musahif, and he said: '0 you Muslim people! Avoid copying the Mushaf and recitation of this man. By 
Allah! When I accepted Islam he was but in the loins of a disbelieving man' - meaning Zaid bin Thabit - 
and it was regarding this that 'Abdullah bin Mas'iid said: '0 people of Al-'Iraq! Keep the Musahif that are 
with you, and conceal them. For indeed Allah said: And whoever conceals something, he shall come with 
what he concealed on the Day of Judgement. [AI Imran 3:161.] So meet Allah with the Musahif." 
Az-Zuhri said: "It was conveyed to me that some men among the most virtuous of the Companions of the 
Messenger of Allah disliked that view of Ibn Masud." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih, it is the narration of Az-Zuhrl, and we do not know of it 
except as his narration. 


(2). 3200. Anas said: "My paternal uncle Anas bin An-Nadr — after whom I was named - did not 
participate in the battle of Badr with the Messenger of Allah % .This distressed him and he said: 'I was 
absent from the first battle which the Messenger of Allah “ attended. By Allah! If Allah gives me the 
opportunity to participate in another battle along with the Messenger of Allah “ then Allah will see what 
I will do!" He said: "He did not want to say more than that. A year later, he attended the battle of Uhud, 
where he saw Sa'd bin Mu'adh and said: '0 Abu 'Amr where are you going?’ He said: 'I long for the 
fragrance of Paradise and I have found it near the mountains of Uhud.' He fought them until he was killed. 
They found more than eighty wounds on his body, be they from blows of a sword, puncture wounds, or 
arrows.My paternal aunt Ar-Rubal' bin An-Nadr said: 'I could not recognize my brother except by his 
finger tips.' And this Ayah was revealed: 'Among the believers are men who have been true to their 
covenant with Allah; of them some have fulfilled their vow; and some of them are still waiting, but they 


have never changed in the least." [AL-A hzab 33:23] "" (Sahih) 


[Abii 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


3741. Musa bin Talhah said: "I entered upon Mu'awiyah and he said: 'Shall I not give you some 'good 
news?" I said: 'Of course!" He said: 'I heard the Messenger of Allah “ saying: 'Talhah is among those who 
fulfilled their vow." [Referring to Surat AL-A hzab 33:23.] 

[He said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it as a narration of Mu'awiyah except through this 
route. 


3742. Musa and 'Eisa, the sons of Talhah, narrated from their father: "The Companions of the Prophet = 
said, to an unknowing Bedouin man: 'Ask him who it is that has fulfilled his vow.' They were not in the 
habit of asking him questions out of their respect and reverence for him. So the Bedouin asked him, but 
he turned away from him. Then he asked him again, but he turned away from him. Then again he asked 
him but he turned away from him. Then I stood looking from the door of the Masjid, while I was wearing 
a green garment and saw the Prophet * he said: 'Where is the one who was asking about the one who 
fulfilled his vow?' The Bedouin said: 'Here I am —"O Messenger of Allah!’ “ The Messenger of Allah % 
said: 'This is one who has fulfilled his vow." (Hasan) 

[Abu Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we do not know of it except as a narration of Abu Kuraib 
from Yiinus bin Bukair. And more than one of the major scholars from among the people of Hadith 
reported this Hadith from Abu Kuraib. I heard Muhammad bin 'Isma'il report this Hadith from Abi 
Kuraib, and he placed it in Kitab Al-Fawa ‘id. 

Comments: This narration refers to Verse 23 of Surat Al-A hzab that states, "Among the believers are 
men who have been true to their covenant with Allah; of them some have fulfillled their obligations (i.e., 
have been martyred) and some of them are still waiting, but they have never changed in the least." 


«And Allah repelled those who disbelieved, in their rage, not having obtained any good. And sufficient 
was Allah for the believers in battle, and ever is Allah Powerful and Exalted in Might(25)» 


662. It was narrated from 'Abdur-Rahman bin Abi Sa'eed that his father said: "On the day of Al-Khandaq 
the idolators kept us from praying Zuhr until the sun had gone down; that was before the revelation 
concerning fighting was revealed. Then Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, revealed: Allah sufficed for the 
believers in the fighting,.[Al Ahzab 33:25] The Messenger of Allah “ commanded Bilal to say the 
Iqamah for the Zuhr prayer, and he offered it just as he used to offer it on time. Then he said the Jgamah 
for 'Asr and he offered it just as he used to offer it on time. Then he called the Adhan for Maghrib and 
offered it on time." (Sahih). 

Note: Al-Khandaq means the trench. This indicates the battle of the trench which took place during the 
fifth year after Hijrah 


«O Prophet, say to your wives, "If you should desire the worldly life and its adornment, then come, I will 
provide for you and give you a gracious release(28)» 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin 'Abbas: 
I had been eager to ask 'Umar about the two ladies from among the wives of the Prophet “ regarding 
whom Allah said (in the Qur'an saying): 

till 
performed the Hajj along with 'Umar (and on our way back from Hajj) he went aside (to answer the call 
of nature) and I also went aside along with him carrying a tumbler of water. When he had answered the 
call of nature and returned. I poured water on his hands from the tumbler and he performed ablution. I 
said, "O Chief of the believers! 'Who were the two ladies from among the wives of the Prophet % to 
whom Allah said: 'If you two return in repentance (66.4)? He said, "I am astonished at your question, O 
Ibn 'Abbas. They were Aisha and Hafsa." Then 'Umar went on relating the narration and said. "I and an 
Ansari neighbor of mine from Bani Umaiya bin Zaid who used to live in 'Awali Al-Medina, used to visit 
the Prophet * in turns. He used to go one day, and I another day. When I went I would bring him the 
news of what had happened that day regarding the instructions and orders and when he went, he used to 
do the same for me. We, the people of Quraish, used to have authority over women, but when we came to 
live with the Ansar, we noticed that the Ansari women had the upper hand over their men, so our women 
started acquiring the habits of the Ansari women. Once | shouted at my wife and she paid me back in my 
coin and I disliked that she should answer me back. She said, 'Why do you take it ill that I retort upon 
you? By Allah, the wives of the Prophet * retort upon him, and some of them may not speak with him for 
the whole day till night.’ What she said scared me and I said to her, 'Whoever amongst them does so, will 
be a great loser.' Then I dressed myself and went to Hafsa and asked her, 'Does any of you keep Allah's 
Apostle angry all the day long till night?' She replied in the affirmative. I said, 'She is a ruined losing 
person (and will never have success)! Doesn't she fear that Allah may get angry for the anger of Allah's 
Apostle * and thus she will be ruined? Don't ask Allah's Apostle too many things, and don't retort upon 
him in any case, and don't desert him. Demand from me whatever you like, and don't be tempted to 
imitate your neighbor (i.e. 'Aisha) in her behavior towards the Prophet *), for she (i.e. Aisha) is more 
beautiful than you, and more beloved to Allah's Apostle %. In those days it was rumored that Ghassan, (a 
tribe living in Sham) was getting prepared their horses to invade us. My companion went (to the Prophet 
= on the day of his turn, went and returned to us at night and knocked at my door violently, asking 
whether I was sleeping. I was scared (by the hard knocking) and came out to him. He said that a great 
thing had happened. I asked him: What is it? Have Ghassan come? He replied that it was worse and more 
serious than that, and added that Allah's Apostle “ had divorced all his wives. I said, Hafsa is a ruined 
loser! I expected that would happen someday.' So I dressed myself and offered the Fajr prayer with the 
Prophet. Then the Prophet entered an upper room and stayed there alone. I went to Hafsa and found her 
weeping. I asked her, "Why are you weeping? Didn't I warn you? Have Allah's Apostle divorced you 
all?' She replied, 'I don't know. He is there in the upper room." I then went out and came to the pulpit and 
found a group of people around it and some of them were weeping. Then I sat with them for some time, 
but could not endure the situation. So I went to the upper room where the Prophet @ was and requested to 
a black slave of his: "Will you get the permission of (Allah's Apostle ) for Umar (to enter)? The slave 
went in, talked to the Prophet “ about it and came out saying, 'I mentioned you to him but he did not 
reply.' So, I went and sat with the people who were sitting by the pulpit, but I could not bear the situation, 
so I went to the slave again and said: "Will you get he permission for Umar? He went in and brought the 
same reply as before. When I was leaving, behold, the slave called me saying, "Allah's Apostle # has 
granted you permission." So, I entered upon the Prophet “ and saw him lying on a mat without wedding 
on it, and the mat had left its mark on the body of the Prophet #, and he was leaning on a leather pillow 
stuffed with palm fibres. I greeted him and while still standing, I said: "Have you divorced your wives?' 
He raised his eyes to me and replied in the negative. And then while still standing, I said chatting: "Will 
you heed what I say, 'O Allah's Apostle! # We, the people of Quraish used to have the upper hand over 
our women (wives), and when we came to the people whose women had the upper hand over them..." 


"Umar told the whole story (about his wife). "On that the Prophet “ smiled." 'Umar further said, "I then 
said, 'I went to Hafsa and said to her: Do not be tempted to imitate your companion (‘Aisha) for she is 
more beautiful than you and more beloved to the Prophet #.' The Prophet # smiled again. When I saw 
him smiling, I sat down and cast a glance at the room, and by Allah, I couldn't see anything of importance 
but three hides. I said (to Allah's Apostle #) "Invoke Allah to make your followers prosperous for the 
Persians and the Byzantines have been made prosperous and given worldly luxuries, though they do not 
worship Allah?' The Prophet # was leaning then (and on hearing my speech he sat straight) and said, 'O 
Ibn Al-Khatttab! Do you have any doubt (that the Hereafter is better than this world)? These people have 
been given rewards of their good deeds in this world only.' I asked the Prophet * . 'Please ask Allah's 
forgiveness for me. The Prophet * did not go to his wives because of the secret which Hafsa had 
disclosed to 'Aisha, and he said that he would not go to his wives for one month as he was angry with 
them when Allah admonished him (for his oath that he would not approach Maria). When twenty-nine 
days had passed, the Prophet # went to Aisha first of all. She said to him, 'You took an oath that you 
would not come to us for one month, and today only twenty-nine days have passed, as I have been 
counting them day by day.' The Prophet * said, 'The month is also of twenty-nine days.' That month 
consisted of twenty-nine days. 'Aisha said, 'When the Divine revelation of Choice was revealed, the 
Prophet * started with me, saying to me, 'I am telling you something, but you needn't hurry to give the 
reply till you can consult your parents." ‘Aisha knew that her parents would not advise her to part with the 
Prophet #. The Prophet * said that Allah had said:-- 


‘Aisha said, 'Am | to consult my 
parents about this? | indeed prefer Allah, His Apostle #8, and the Home of the Hereafter.' After that the 
Prophet #2 gave the choice to his other wives and they also gave the same reply as ‘Aisha did." 


Jabir b. ‘Abdullah (Allah be pleased with them) reported: Abu Bakr (Allah be pleased with him) 
came and sought permission to see Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him). He found 
people sitting at his door and none amongst them had been granted permission, but it was 
granted to Abu Bakr and he went in. Then came 'Umar and he sought permission and it was 
granted to him, and he found Allah's Apostle # (may peace be upon him) sitting sad and silent 
with his wives around him. He (Hadrat 'Umar) said: | would say something which would make 
the Holy Prophet “ (may peace be upon him) laugh, so he said: Messenger of Allah #, | wish 
you had seen (the treatment meted out to) the daughter of Khadija when you asked me some 
money, and | got up and slapped her on her neck. Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon 
him) laughed and said: They are around me as you see, asking for extra money. Abu Bakr 
(Allah be pleased with him) then got up went to 'A'isha (Allah be pleased with her) and slapped 
her on the neck, and 'Umar stood up before Hafsa and slapped her saying: You ask Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) which he does not possess. They said: By Allah, we do 
not ask Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) for anything he does not possess. Then 


he withdrew from them for a month or for twenty-nine days. Then this verse was revealed to 
rim: Prophet: Say to thy wives... for @ mighty reward’ (33.28). He then went first to'Aisha 
(Allah be pleased with her) and said: | want to propound something to you, 'A'isha, but wish no 
hasty reply before you consult your parents. She said: Messenger of Allah #, what is that? He 
(the Holy Prophet #*) recited to her the verse, whereupon she said: Is it about you that | should 
consult my parents, Messenger of Allah #? Nay, | choose Allah, His Messenger #, and the Last 
Abode; but | ask you not to tell any of your wives what | have said He replied: Not one of them 
will ask me without my informing her. God did not send me to be harsh, or cause harm, but He 
has sent me to teach and make things easy. 


Ibn 'Abbas (Allah be pleased with them) reported. | had always been anxious to ask ‘Umar 
(Allah be pleased with him) about the two ladies amongst the wives of Allah's Prophet (may 
peace be upon him) about whom Allah, the Exalted, said 


, until 'Umar (Allah be pleased with 
him) set out for Hajj and | also went along with him. And as we were going along a path, 'Umar 
(Allah be pleased with hiyn) went aside and | also went aside with him with a jug (of water). He 
answered the call of nature, and then came to me and | poured water over his hands and he 
performed ablution | said: Commander of the Faithful, who are the two ladies amongst the wives 
of Allah's Prophet “ (may peace be upon him) about whom Allah, the Exalted and Majestic, 
said: 'If you both turn to Allah in repentance, then indeed your heart are inclined to it"? ‘Umar 
(Allah he pleased with him) said: How strange is it for you, lbn ‘Abbas! (Zuhri said: By Allah, he 
disliked what he asked about, but did not keep it a secret.) He (‘'Umar) said: They are Hafsa and 
‘A'isha; and he then began to narrate the hadith and said: We were such people among the 
Quraish who dominated women, and as we reached Medina we found there people who were 
dominated by their women, and our women began to learn (the habits) of their women. He 
further said: And my house was situated in the suburb of Aledina in the tribe of Banu Umayya b. 
Zaid. One day | became angry with my wife and she retorted upon me. | did not like that she 
should retort upon me. She said: You disapprove of my retorting upon you By Allah, the wives of 
Allah's Apostle # (may peace be upon him) retort upon him, and one of them detaches herself 
from him for the day until the night. So | (‘Umar) went out and visited Hafsa and said: Do you 
retort upon Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him)? She said: Yes. | said; Does any 
one of you detach herself from him from the day to the night? She said: Yes. He said: She who 
did like it amongst you in fact failed and incurred loss. Does everyone amongst you not fear the 
wrath of Allah upon her due to the wrath of His Messenger “ (may peace be upon him), and (as 
a result thereof) she may perish? So do not retort upon Allah's Messenger * (may peace be 
upon him) and do not ask him for anything, but ask me that which you desire, (and the frank 
behaviour) of your companion may not mislead you, if she is more graceful and is dearer to 
Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) than you (meaning 'A'isha) (Allah be pleased 
with her). He (Hadrat 'Umar further) said: | had a companion from the Ansar and, we used to 
remain in the company of the Messenger # (may peace be upon him) turn by turn. He remained 
there for a day while | remained there on the other day, and he brought me the news about the 
revelation and other (matter), and | brought him (the news) like this. And we discussed that the 
Ghassanids were shoeing the horses in order to attack us. My companion once attended (the 
Apostle #). and then came to me at night and knocked at my door and called me, and | came 
out to him, and he said: A matter of great importance has happened. | said: What is that? Have 
the Ghassanids come? He said: No, but even more serious and more significant than that: the 
Holy Prophet # (may peace be upon him) has divorced his wives. | said: Hafsa has failed and 
has incurred loss. and | feared that it would happen. When it was dawn | observed the dawn 
prayer and dressed myself, and then came there (in the house of the Holy Prophet #) and 
visited Hafsa, and she was weeping. | said: Has Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) 
divorced you (all)? She said: | do not know. He has, however, separated himself in his attic. | 
came to a black servant and said to him: Seek permission for ‘Umar. He went in and then came 
to me and said: | made mention of you to him, but he kept quiet. | then went to the pulpit and sat 
there, and there was a group of people sitting by it and some of then were weeping. | sat there 
for some time, until | was overpowered (by that very idea) which was in my mind. | then came 
back to the boy and said to him: Seek permission for Umar. He went in and came to me and 
said: | made mention of you to him but he kept quiet. | was about to turn back when the boy 
called me and said: Go in; permission has been granted to you. | went in and greeted Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and he was reclining against the couch of mat and it 
had left its marks upon his side. | said: Messenger of Allah #, have you divorced your wives? 


He raised his head towards me and said: No. | said: Allah is the Greatest. Messenger of Allah 
=, | wish if you had seen how we the people of Quraish had domination over women but when 
we came to Medina we found people whom their women dominated. So our women began to 
learn from their women. One day | became angry with my wife and she began to retort upon me. 
| did not approve that she should retort upon me. She said: You do not like that | should retort 
upon you, but, by Allah. the wives of Allah's Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) retort upon him 
and any one of them separates herself from him for a day until night. | said: He who did that 
amongst them in fact failed and incurred loss. Does any of them feel sate from the wrath of 
Allah upon her due to the wrath of Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him), and she has 
certainly perished. Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) smiled, | said: Messenger of 
Allah *, | visited Hafsa and said: (The behaviour) of your companion (‘A'isha) may not mislead 
you, If she is more graceful than you and is dearer to Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon 
him) than you. Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) smiled for the second time. | 
said: Allah's Messenger , way | talk to you about agreeable things? He said: Yes. | sat down 
and lifted my head (to see things) in the house and, by Allah, | did not see anything significant 
besides three hides. | said: Messenger of Allah “, supplicate the Lord that He should make (life) 
prosperous for your Ummah as He has made plentiful for the people of Persia and Rome (in 
spite of the fact) that they do no, worship Allah, the Exalted and Majestic, whereupon he (Allah's 
Messenger *) sat up an | then said: Ibn Khattab, do you doubt that they are a nation whom their 
nice things have been given immediately in the life of this world. | said: Allah's Messenger! 
seek pardon for me. And he (Allah's Messenger #) had taken an oath that he would not visit 
them for a month due to extreme annoyance with them until Allah showed His displeasure to 
him (Allah's Messenger #). Zuhri said: 'Urwa informed me that 'A'isha (Allah be pleased with 
her) said: When twenty-nine nights were over, Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) 
visited me, and he began (his visit) with me. | said: Messenger of Allah #, you had taken an 
oath that you would not visit us for a month, while you have visited after | have counted only 
twenty-nine (nights). Thereupon he said: The month may also be of twenty-nine (days). He then 
said: 'A'isha, | am going to talk to you about a matter, and you should not be hasty in it (and do 


not give your final decision) until you have consulted your parents. He then recited this verse to 
me ‘A'isha (Allah be 


pleased with her) said: By Allah, he knew that my parents would not allow me to separate from 
him. | said: Is there any need to consult my parents in this matter? | in fact choose Allah and His 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) and the abode in the Hereafter. Ma'mar said: Ayyub 
reported to me that 'A'isha said: Don't inform your wives that | have chosen you, whereupon 
Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon him) said: Verily Allah has sent me as a conveyer of 
message, and He has not sent me as a source of hardship (to others). Qatada said:" Saghat 
qulubukum" means" Your hearts have inclined." 


(1). 3318. Ibn ‘Abbas said: "I was ever determined to ask 'Umar about the two women, among the wives 
of the Prophet “, about whom Allah [the Mighty and Sublime] said: If you two turn in repentance, your 
hearts are indeed so inclined until once when 'Umar performed Hajj, and I 
performed Hajj along with him. I poured water for his Wudhii' from a water holder, and I said: '0 
Commander of the Believers! Who are the two women among the wives of the Prophet “, about whom 
Allah said: If your two turn in repentance, you hearts are indeed so inclined?' He said to me: 'I am 
astonished at you 0 Ibn 'Abbas!" - Az-Zuhri (one of the narrators) said: "By Allah! He disliked what he 
asked him, but he did not withhold it from him." -"He said to me: 'It was 'Aishah and Hafsah." He said: 
"Then he began narrating the Hadith to me. He said: "We, the people of the Quraish, used to have the 
upper hand over our women. So when we arrived in Al-Madinah, we found a people whose women had 
the upper hand over them. Our women began acquiring the habits of their women. One day I became 


angry with my wife when she started talking back to me, she said: "What bothers you about that? By 
Allah! The wives of the Prophet * talk back to him, and one of them may stay away from him a whole 
day until the night?" "He said: 'I said to myself: "Whoever among them has done that, then she has 
thwarted herself and lost." "He said: 'My house was in Al-'Awali among those of Banu Umayyah, and I 
had a neighbor among the Ansar, and he and I would take turns visting the Messenger of Allah ® .' He 
said: 'One day I would visit him and bring the news of the Revelation, and other than that, and one day he 
would visit him and bring the same.

He said: 'So I went to the 
Masjid. There I found a group of people sitting around the Minbar weeping, so I sat down with them. 
Then it became too much for me, so I went to the slave and said: "Seek permission for 'Umar." He 

went in, then he came out to me and said: "I mentioned you to him, but he did not say anything." He said: 
'So I went to the Masjid again, and sat there until I could not take it any more, and I went back to the 
salve and said: "Seek permission for 'Umar." He went in, then he came out to me and said: "I mentioned 
you to him but he did not say anything." He said: 'So I turned to leave, when the slave called me back. He 
said: "Enter, for he has given you permission." He said: 'So I entered, and found the Prophet “ reclining 
upon a woven mat, and I saw the marks it left on his side. I said: "0 Messenger of Allah! #% Have you 
divorced your women?" He said: "No." I said: "Allahu Akbar! If you only saw us 0 Messenger of Allah! 
= We the people of the Quraish used to have the upper hand over our women, but when we came to Al- 
Madinah we found a people whose women had the upper hand over them. Our women began acquiring 
the habits of their women. One day I became angry with my wife, so when she started talking back to me 
I rebuked her and she said: "What bothers you about that? By Allah! The wives of the Prophet talk back 
to him, and one of them may stay away from him a whole day until the night?" He said: "I said to Hafsah: 
'Do you talk back to the Messenger of Allah?' She said: "Yes, and one of us may stay away from him all 
day until the night." He said: "I said: "Whoever among them has done that, then she has thwarted herself 
and lost. Do any of you feel so secure against Allah becoming angry with you because of the anger of the 
Messenger of Allah * , then she will be ruined?’ He said: 'So the Prophet “ smiled.' He said: 'So I said to 
Hafsah: "Do not talk back to the Messenger of Allah ® , and don't ask him for anything. Ask me for 
whatever you want. And do not be tempted by the behavior of your companion, for she is more 

beautiful than you, and more loved by the Messenger of Allah *." He said: 'So he smiled again. I said: "0 
Messenger of Allah! # May I speak candidly?" He said: "Yes." He said: 'I raised my head and did not see 
in the house except for three hides. So I said: "0 Messenger of Allah!  Supplicate to Allah to make your 
followers prosperous. For verily, He has made the Persians and the Romans prosper, and they do not 
worship Him." He then sat up and said: "Do you have some doubts 0 Ibn Al-Khattab? They are a people 
whose good has been hastened for them in this world's life." He said: 'He swore that he would not enter 
upon his women for a month. So Allah censured him for that, and he made the atonement of an oath." Az- 
Zuhri said: "Urwah informed me that 'Aishah said: 'When twenty-nine days passed, the Prophet # entered 
upon me first, and he said: "0 Aishah! I am about to mention something to you, but do not be hasty in 
reply until you consult your parents." She said: 'Then he recited this Ayah: "0 Prophet! Say to your 
wives." [Al Ahzab 33:28] She said: 'I knew by Allah! That my parents would not tell me to part with 
him." She said: 'I said: "Is it about this that I should consult with my parents? Indeed I want Allah and His 
Messenger “ and the abode of the Hereafter." Ma'mar (one of the narrators) said: "Ayyub informed me 
that 'Aishah said to him: '0 Messenger of Allah! * Do not inform your wives that I chose you.' So the 
Prophet * said: 'Allah sent me only as one who conveys (Muballigh), He did not send me as one causing 
hardship." (Sahih) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. It has been reported through more than one route 
from Ibn 'Abbas. 

Comments:This Verse means, if you turn to Allah in repentance, it should not be surprising or something 
odd, it is in fact the best thing for you; because your hearts are inclined to Allah and the Messenger and 
towards repentance. 


3203. It was narrated from 'Aishah, the wife of the Prophet * that the Messenger of Allah @ came to her 
when Allah commanded him to give his wives the choice. 'Aishah said: "The Messenger of Allah 
started with me and said: 'I am going to tell you something, but you do not have to rush until you consult 
your parents."’ She said: "He knew that my parents would not tell me to leave him." Then the Messenger 
of Allah ® said: 'O Prophet! Say to your wives: If you desire the life of this world, and its glitter, then 
come! I will make a provision for you and set you free in a handsome manner.’ "I said: 
"Do I need to consult my parents about this? I choose Allah and His Messenger, and the abode of the 
Hereafter."’ (Sahih). 


«But if you should desire Allah and His Messenger and the home of the Hereafter - then indeed, Allah has 
prepared for the doers of good among you a great reward."(29)» 


(6). 3204. 'Aishah [may Allah be pleased with her] said: "When the Messenger of Allah was ordered to 
tell his wives to make a choice, he started with me. He said: '0 'Aishah! I am going to mention something 
to you, but you should not hasten (to reply) until you have consulted your parents." She said: "And he 
knew that my parents would not have ordered me to part from him." She said: "Then Allah [Most High] 
revealed: '0 Prophet! Say to your wives: If you desire the life of this world and its glitter then come...’ 
until reaching: '...for the good doers among you an enormous reward.'." [Al-Ahzab 33:28,29] said: 'For 
what should I consult my parents? Indeed I want Allah, His Messenger * and the abode of the Hereafter.' 
The (remaining) wives of the Prophet * ; did the same as I did." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. This has also been reported from Az-Zuhri, from 'Urwah, 
from 'Aishah 

Comments: As the Muslims' financial circumstances got better because of the war spoils of the victories 
over cities, the wives of the Prophet *, according to human nature, also asked for an increase in their 
living expenses, it really shocked the simple lifestyle of the Prophet #. Subsequently, the Prophet *, 
separated from them for a month. These Verses came down with respect to their financial demands; all 
the wives of the Messenger of Allah # gave precedence to Allah, His Messenger and the Hereafter. 


‘Umar b. al-Khattab (Allah be pleased with him) reported: When Allah's Apostle @ (may peace 
be upon him) kept himself away from his wives, | entered the mosque, and found people striking 
the ground with pebbles and saying: Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon him) has 
divorced his wives, and that was before they were commanded to observe seclusion ‘Umar said 
to himself: | must find this (actual position) today. So | went to 'A'isha (Allah be pleased with her) 
and said (to her): Daughter of Abu Bakr, have you gone to the extent of giving trouble to Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him)? Thereupon she said: Son of Khattab, you have 
nothing to do with me, and | have nothing to do with you. You should look to your own 
receptacle. He ('Umar) said: | visited Hafsa daughter of 'Umar, and said to her: Hafsa, the 
(news) has reached me that you cause Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) trouble. 


You know that Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) does not love you, and had | not 
been (your father) he would have divorced you. (On hearing this) she wept bitterly. | said to her: 
Where is Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him)? She said: He is in the attic room. | 
went in and found Rabah, the servant of Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him), sitting 
on the thresholds of the window dangling his feet on the hollow wood of the date-palm with the 
help of which Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) climbed (to the apartment) and came 
down. | cried: 0 Rabah, seek permission for me from Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon 
him).

| said: Messenger of Allah , have you divorced them? He said: No. | said: Messenger of Allah 
=, | entered the mosque and found the Muslims playing with pebbles (absorbed in thought) and 
saying: Allah's Messenger * has divorced his wives. Should | get down and inform there that 
you have not divorced them? He said: Yes, if you so like. And | went on talking to him until | 
(found) the signs of anger disappeared on his face and (his seriousness was changed to a 
happy mood and as a result thereof) his face had the natural tranquillity upon it and he laughed 
and his teeth were the most charming (among the teeth) of all people. Then Allah's Apostle @ 
(may peace be upon him) climbed down and | also climbed down and catching hold of the wood 
of the palm-tree and Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) came down (with such 
ease) as if he was walking on the ground, not touching anything with his hand (to get support). | 
said: Messenger of Allah , you remained in your apartment for twenty-nine days. He said: (At 
times) the month consists of twenty-nine days. | stood at the door of the mosque and | called out 
at the top of my voice: The Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him) has not divorced his 
wives (and it was on this occasion that this) verse was revealed:" 


And it was | 
who understood this matter, and Allah revealed the verse pertaining to option (given to the Holy 
Prophet (may peace be upon him in regard to the retaining or divorcing of his wives). 


3469. It was narrated that 'Aishah, the wife of the Prophet , said: "When the Messenger of Allah # was 
commanded to give his wives the choice, he started with me and said: 'I am going to say something to you 
and you do not have to rush (to make a decision) until you consult your parents."’ She said: "He knew that 
my parents would never tell me to leave him." She said: "Then he recited this Verse: 'O Prophet! Say to 
your wives: If you desire the life of this world, and its glitter, then come! I will make a provision for you 
and set you free in a handsome manner[Al Alizab 33:29) I said: 'Do I need to consult my parents 
concerning this? I desire Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, and His Messenger ™, and the home of the 
Hereafter."' 'Aishah said: "Then the wives of the Prophet * all did the same as I did, and that was not 
counted as a divorce, when the Messenger of Allah * gave them the choice and they chose him." (Sahih) 
3470. It was narrated that 'Aishah said: "When the following was revealed: 'But if you desire Allah 

and His Messenger *,'the Prophet # came and started with me. He said: '0 'Aishah, I am going to say 
something to you and you do not have to rush (to make a decision) until you consult your parents." 

She said: "He knew by Allah, that my parents would never tell me to leave him. Then he recited to me: 

‘0 Prophet! Say to your wives: If you desire the life of this world, its glitter."[Al Ahzab 33:28] "I said: 
'Do I need to consult my parents concerning this? I desire Allah and His Messenger *."' (Sahih) 

Abu 'Abdur-Rahman (An-Nasa’i) said: This is a mistake, and the first is more worthy of being correct. 
And Allah, Glorious is He and Most High, knows best. 


«And abide in your houses and do not display yourselves as [was] the display of the former times of 
ignorance. And establish prayer and give zakah and obey Allah and His Messenger. Allah intends only to 
remove from you the impurity [of sin], O people of the [Prophet's] household, and to purify you with 

[extensive] purification(33)» 


(7). 3205. 'Umar bin Abi Salamah - the step-son of the Prophet said: "When these Ayat were revealed 
to the Prophet # 'Allah only wishes to remove the Rijs from you, 0 members of the family, and to purify 


you with a thorough purification. in the home of Umm Salamah, he called for Fatimah, 
Hasan, Husain, and wrapped them in a cloak, and 'Ali was behind him, so he wrapped him in the cloak, 
then he said: '0 Allah! These are the people of my house, so remove the Rijs from them, and purify them 
with a through purification.’ So Umm Salamah said: 'And I, Prophet “ of Allah?' He said: 'You are in 
your place, and you are upon goodness." (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Gharib from this route, as a narration of 'Ata' from 'Umar bin Abi Salamah. 
Comments: Initially the wives of the Prophet are guided in this Verse; it is explained kindly and nicely 
that the guidance and instruction given to you does not have the aim to make your life full of restrictions, 
instead Allah wants to keep the family of the Prophet *, far away from any type of impurity, and He 
wants to keep them in the company of His Messenger *, in this life and in the Hereafter by making them 
highly purified and well-mannered. The context of this Verse is a clear evidence that the wives of the 
Prophet have got the honor of being the Family of the Prophet & (AAlul-Bait), principally and truly. 


3787. 'Umar bin Abi Salamah -the step-son of the Prophet * said: "When these Ayat were revealed to the 
Prophet  'Allah only wishes to remove the Rijs from you, 0 members of the family, and to purify you 


with a thorough purificatio in the home of Umm Salamah, he called for Fatimah, 
Hasan, Husain, and wrapped them in a cloak, and 'Ali was behind him, so he wrapped him in the cloak, 
then he said: '0 Allah! These are the people of my house, so remove the Rijs from them, and purify them 
with a thorough purification.' So Umm Salamah said: 'And am I with them 0 Messenger of Allah?' He 
said: 'You are in your place, and you are more virtuous to me." (Sahih) 

[He said:] And there are narrations concerning this topic from Umm Salamah, Ma'gil bin Yasar, Abu Al- 
Hamra', and Anas bin Malik. [Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib from this route. 

Comments: ‘Rijs’ means base and mean and this word includes all bad habits, actions and deeds. In 
reality and genuinely it can be said that the real people of the house are his wives as is clear from the text 
of the narration. 


«Indeed, the Muslim men and Muslim women, the believing men and believing women, the obedient men 
and obedient women, the truthful men and truthful women, the patient men and patient women, the 
humble men and humble women, the charitable men and charitable women, the fasting men and fasting 
women, the men who guard their private parts and the women who do so, and the men who remember 
Allah often and the women who do so - for them Allah has po forgiveness and a great reward(35)» 


(14). 3211. Umm 'Umarah Al-Ansariyyah narrated that she came to the Prophet * and said: "I do not see 
but that everything is for the men, and I do not see anything being mentioned for the women." So this 
Ayah was revealed: 'Indeed the Muslim men and the Muslim women, the believing men and the believing 
women.. ‘ALA hzab 33:35] (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. We only know of this Hadith from this route. 
Comments: The aim of this Verse is that the society, meant and aimed at by Allah and His Messenger *, 
its characteristics and components are both males and females. Therefore the women are not mentioned 
under the mention of men, rather they are mentioned equally side by side of men, because the women are 
a half of the society and they are equal part of it. They are even more in numbers; the women's role of 
constructing a stable society or causing mischief to it is not less than that of the men. 


(8). 3022. Mujahid narrated from Umm Salamah that she said: "The men fight and the women do not 
fight, and we only get half the inheritance.’ So Allah, Blessed and Most High, revealed: 'And wish not for 
things in which Allah has made some of you excell over others ...... '[An-Nisa@' 4:32] Mujahid said: "And 
the following was revealed about that: "Verily the Muslim men and the Muslim women...' 

33:35] And Umm Salamah was the first camelborne woman to arrive in Al-Madinah as an emigrant." 
(Da'if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Mursal, and some of them reported it from Ibn Abi Najih from Mujahid 
in Mursal form, that Umm Salamah said like this and that. 


Comments: Allah stated in Stirat Ahzab very clearly that everybody will have the reward according to 
one's deeds and good earings; therefore the lead in matters of good deeds and in reward will not depend 
on physical features or physical nature. Rather it will be according to the performance of deeds. A man 
taking the lead in matters of Faith and good deeds, he will have full reward for his effort, hard work and 
toil; a woman taking the lead in good deeds, she will be rewarded fully for her efforts and toil; this field is 
open for everybody. 


«It is not for a believing man or a believing woman, when Allah and His Messenger have decided a 
matter, that they should [thereafter] have any choice about their affair. And whoever disobeys Allah and 
His Messenger has certainly strayed into clear error(36)» 


5646. Sa'eed bin Jubair narrated : that he heard Ibn 'Umar and Ibn 'Abbas testify that the Messenger of 
Allah % forbade Ad-Dubba’ (gourds), Al-Hantam, Al-Muzaffat, and An-Nagir. Then the Messenger of 
Allah # recited this Verse: "And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad) gives you, take it; and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it) (Sahih) 

5647. It was narrated from Asma bint Yazid that a paternal uncle of hers whose name was Anas said: "Ibn 
"Abbas said: Does not Allah say: "And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad) gives you, take it; and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it)."? He said: 'Yes,' He said: 'Does not Allah 
say: 'It is not for a believer, man or woman, when Allah and His Messenger have decreed a matter 

that they should have any option in their decision? I said: 'Yes.' He said: 'I bear witness 
that the Prophet of Allah & forbade An-Nagqir, Al-Muqayyar, Ad-Dubba', and Al-Hantam."' (Sahih) 


«And [remember, O Muhammad], when you said to the one on whom Allah bestowed favor and you 
bestowed favor, "Keep your wife and fear Allah," while you concealed within yourself that which Allah is 
to disclose. And you feared the people, while Allah has more right that you fear Him. So when Zayd had 
no longer any need for her, We married her to you in order that there not be upon the believers any 
discomfort concerning the wives of their adopted sons when they no longer have need of them. And ever 
is the command of Allah accomplished(37)» [AL Ahzab: 37] 


Narrated Anas: 
Zaid bin Haritha came to the Prophet “ complaining about his wife. The Prophet “ kept on saying (to 
him), "Be afraid of Allah and keep your wife." Aisha said, "If Allah's Apostle # were to conceal anything 
(of the Quran he would have concealed this Verse." Zainab used to boast before the wives of the Prophet 
= and used to say, "You were given in marriage by your families, while I was married (to the Prophet *) 
by Allah from over seven Heavens." And Thabit recited, "The Verse 

was revealed 
in connection with Zainab and Zaid bin Haritha." 


(15). 3212. Anas narrated: "When this a was revealed: 'But you did hide in yourself that which Allah 


will make manifest..." about Zainab bint Jahsh, Zaid had come to the Prophet 
complaining and he wanted to divorce her so, he consulted with - the Prophet #. The Prophet * said: 
'Keep your wife to yourself, and have Taqwa of Allah.’ [Al-A hzab 33:37] (Sahih) 

[Abu Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahlh. 

Comments: The Prophet * advised Zaid that he should not take the step of divorcing his wife just for 
being emotional and oversensitive, be fearful of Allah, and do not take this step just because of an 
ordinary misunderstanding. The Prophet * said so considering Zaid's intention of divorce, merely based 
on oversensitivity and emotion; as he explained the background of his complaint, that she always 
expressed her superiority and the supremacy of her family status and highness over him. [Tadabbur-e- 
Qur'an, commentary of StiratAl-Ahzab] 

(16). 3213. Anas said: "When this Ayah was revealed about Zainab bint Jahsh: 'So when Zaid had 
completed his aim with her, We gave her to you in marriage’ — he said: "She used to boast to the wives of 
the Prophet # saying: 'Your families married you (to him) while Allah married me (to him) from above 
the Seven Heavens." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Generally, the Wali (guardian) allows a female to marry and he is the one who accepts the 
proposal, but as for Zainab, her Nikah was conducted by Allah Almighty. After her waiting period has 
been over, the Prophet * sent Zaid bin Harithah to Zainab with the message of Nikah from the Prophet *. 
When Zaid entered upon her, she was making dough. Zaid reports, "Because the Messenger of Allah, 
wanted to many her, so my heart became full of respect for her and I could not see her; so I said to her 
while turning my back to her and walking backwards: 0 Zainab! The Messenger of Allah ® sent me to 
give you the message of marriage. She said, 'I do not say anything about it until I seek Allah's guidance. 
She then began to pray (the prayer of Istikharah) in the mosque in her home. The Qur'anic Verse was 
revealed regarding this issue, whereupon the Messenger of Allah “, entered upon her without asking the 
permission. {Sahih Muslim]. It tells that Allah Almighty Himself conducted the Marriage of Zainab with 
His Messenger *. 


«Muhammad is not the father of [any] one of your men, but [he is] the Messenger of Allah and last of the 
prophets. And ever is Allah, of all things, Knowing(40)» 


(9). 3207. 'Aishah [may Allah be pleased with her] said: "If the Messenger of Allah “ was to have 
concealed anything that was revealed to him, then he would have concealed these Ayat: 'When you said to 
him on whom Allah has bestowed grace (meaning by Islam); and you have done a favor (meaning that he 
was a slave and you freed him) "Keep your wife to yourself, and have Taqwa of Allah." But you did hide 
in yourself that which Allah will make manifest, you did fear the people whereas Allah had a better right 
that you should fear Him' up to His saying: 'And Allah's command must be fulfilled." 
They said: "He married his wife's son, so Allah revealed: ‘Muhammad is not the father of any of your 
men, but he is the Messenger of Allah and the Last of the Prophets.'[Al-Ahzab 33:40] The Messenger of 
Allah % had taken (adopted) him as a son when he was small, and he remained being called 'Zaid bin 
Muhammad' until he grew up to adulthood, then Allah revealed: 'Call them by their fathers, that is more 
just with Allah. But if you know not their fathers, then your brothers in religion and your Mawéili. [AL 
(Say) So-and-so, the Mawla of so-and-so, and; So-and-so, the brother of so and-so. 'That is 
more just with Allah' meaning that doing that is more just to Allah." (Daiif) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith was reported from Dawud bin Abu Hind from Ash-Sha'bi, from Masruq 
from 'Aishah, she said: "If the Prophet * was to have hidden anything from the Revelation, then he would 
have hidden this Ayah: 'When you said to him on whom Allah has bestowed grace and you have done a 
favor' - with this wording, it was not reported in its entirety.(Another chain of narration) 

(10,11). 3208. 'Aishah [may Allah be pleased with her] said: "If the Prophet * was to have hidden - 
anything from the Revelation, then he would have hidden this Ayah: 'When you said to him on whom - 
Allah has bestowed grace and you have done a favor." (Sahih) 

[AbU 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is HasanSahih. 

Comments: If Zaid divorced Zainab, the only form of consolation for Zainab would be if the Prophet # 
himself would marry her. But this would ignite a crucial test for the Prophet *, as the people would raise 
fingers on him that he married a divorcee of his adopted son. On the other side, Allah had willed it; the 
pre-Islamic custom that a person was not allowed to marry the divorcee of his adopted son, it was 
predestined to be uprooted practically by the Messenger of Allah *. 


«O You who have believed, when you marry believing women and then divorce them before you have 
touched them, then there is not for you any waiting period to count concerning them. So provide for them 
and give them a gracious release(49)» 


3529. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas with regard to Allah's saying: "Whatever a Verse (revelation) do 


We abrogate or cause to be forgotten, We bring a better one or similar to it and He 
said: "And when We change a Verse in place of another — and Allah knows best what He sends dow 
and He said: "Allah blots out what He wills and confirms (what He wills). And with 

Him is the Mother of the book. "/ Ar-Ra ‘d 13:39/The first thing that was abrogated in the Qur'an was the 
Qiblah." And He said: "And divorced women shall wait (as regards their marriage) for three menstrual 
periods." ."{ Al-Bagarah 2:228] and He said: "And those of your women as have passed the age of 
monthly courses, for them the 'Iddah, if you have doubt (about their periods), is three months." 
65:4] So (some) of that was abrogated, (according to) His, Most High, saying: "And then divorce them 
before you have sexual intercourse with them, no 'Iddah have you to count in respect of them, "[ Al- 
(Hasan) 


«O Prophet, indeed We have made lawful to you your wives to whom you have given their due 
compensation and those your right hand possesses from what Allah has returned to you [of captives] and 
the daughters of your paternal uncles and the daughters of your paternal aunts and the daughters of your 

maternal uncles and the daughters of your maternal aunts who emigrated with you and a believing woman 
if she gives herself to the Prophet [and] if the Prophet wishes to marry her, [this is] only for you, 
excluding the [other] believers. We certainly know what We have made obligatory upon them concerning 
their wives and those their right hands possess, [but this is for you] in order that there will be upon you no 
discomfort. And ever is Allah Forgiving and Merciful(50)» 


(17). 3214. Umm Hani bint Abu Talib said: "The Messenger of Allah “ proposed to me, but I asked him 
to excuse me, so he did excuse me. Then Allah [Most High] revealed: 'Verily We have made lawful to 
you your wives, to whom you have paid their due, and those whom your right hands possess - whom 
Allah has given to you, and the daughters of your paternal uncles, and the daughters of your paternal 
aunts and the daughters of your maternal uncles, and the daughters of your maternal aunts, who migrated 
with you, and a believing woman if she offers herself to the Prophet...'[[Al-Ahzab 33:50] She said: "So I 
was not lawful for him because I did not perform Hijrah; I was one of the Tulaga ,[ Those that accepted 
Islam after the conquest of Makkah] (Da'i/) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan [Sahih], we do not know of it except from this route as a narration 
of As-Suddi. 

Comments: This Verse tells about the exemptions and particular qualities granted to the Messenger of 
Allah *, pertaining to the issues of marriage; first of all the issue of his wives, who were already in his 
marriage when this Verse was revealed, and he had paid them the dowry, it was explained that they were 
all lawful and legal for him; therefore no objection on the issue of their marriage is to be taken into 
consideration. Then the matter of those women was brought forward whom he received from the war 
captives. He received Juwairiyah in the battle of Banu Mutalaq and Safiyyah in the battle of Khaibar. But 
the Prophet #; married her after setting her free regarding her family status and honor. Then, the issue of 
women of close relations has been mentioned with detail; if any of them has forsaken her relatives, family 
ties and her tribe for the sake of Religion and she has migrated too, the Prophet @ was allowed to marry 
any of those for their courage and in appreciation of their sacrifice. 


3206. It was narrated that 'Ata said: "Aishah said: 'The Messenger of Allah * did not die until women 
had been made lawful to him.'[Al Ahzab 33:50] (Sahih). 

Comments: When the pure wives of the Prophet & were proved absolutely successful in the above- 
mentioned test of volition, Allah's Messenger “ was prohibited from divorcing any of his wives, or taking 
any other wife in addition of them; 'with a view to underscore their esteemed rank.' But since the 
objective was not to impose any restriction upon the Prophet *, the objective was rather to highlight the 
sublimity of the pure wives of the Prophet *, after a little while, it was made clear that there is no 
restriction upon the Prophet , concerning the matter of marriage and divorce. You may retain whomever 
you wish, divorce whomever you want, and take in marriage whomever you desire. But Allah's 
Messenger & did not make use of this choice. He ™ rather retained all his current wives and held them in 
high esteem. 


«You, [O Muhammad], may put aside whom you will of them or take to yourself whom you will. And 
any that you desire of those [wives] from whom you had [temporarily] separated - there is no blame upon 
you [in returning her]. That is more suitable that they should be content and not grieve and that they 
should be satisfied with what you have given them - all of them. And Allah knows what is in your hearts. 

And ever is Allah Knowing and Forbearing(51)» 


Narrated Hisham's father: 
Khaula bint Hakim was one of those ladies who presented themselves to the Prophet * for marriage. 
‘Aisha said, "Doesn't a lady feel ashamed for presenting herself to a man?" But when the Verse: 


Muhammad) You may postpone (the turn of) any of them (your wives) that you please,’ (33.51) was 


revealed, " 'Aisha said, 'O Allah's Apostle! # I do not see, but, that your Lord hurries in pleasing you.' " 


‘Aisha (Allah be pleased with her) reported: | felt jealous of the women who offered themselves 
to Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) and said: Then when Allah, the Exalted and 
Glorious, revealed this 


, | (‘A'isha.) 
said: It seems to me that your Lord hastens to satisfy your desire. 


3201. It was narrated that 'Aishah said: "I used to feel jealous of those (women) who offered themselves 
(in marriage) to the Prophet * and I said: 'Would a free woman offer herself?’ Then Allah the Mighty and 
Sublime, revealed: "You can postpone whom you will of them, and you may receive whom you 

will." I said: 'By Allah, I see that your Lord is quick to respond to your wishes." (Sahih) 
Comments: Allah, Most High, had made it permissible for the Prophet * that if any believing emigrant 
woman offers herself to Allah's Messenger ™ to contract marriage, he could marry her without her 
guardians; because in the first place, the guardians of the Emigrant women were disbelievers. Their 
guardianship, therefore, stood annulled. Secondly, in the event of the absence of genealogical guardians, 
he was their legal guardian on account of him being the ruler. Therefore, in the event of a woman's 
offering herself, the Prophet's “ marriage with her fulfilled all the prerequisites or conditions. But Allah’s 
Messenger “ did not take any such woman in marriage, who had offered herself on her own, so that no 
idle good-for-nothing person could make any accusation, although it was lawful for the Prophet # 
according to the rule of the Divine law; horn every dimension, legal as well as moral.

«Not lawful to you, [O Muhammad], are [any additional] women after [this], nor [is it] for you to 
exchange them for [other] wives, even if their beauty were to please you, except what your right hand 
possesses. And ever is Allah, over all things, an Observer(52)»» 


(18). 3215. Ibn 'Abbas said: "All types of women were prohibited for the Messenger of Allah % except for 
the believing women among those who emigrated. (Allah) said: 'It is not lawful for you (to marry other) 
women after this, nor to change them for other wives even though their beauty attracts you, except those 
whom your right hand possesses. [Al-Ahzab 33:52] And Allah made your believing girls lawful 'And a 
believing woman if she offers herself to the Prophet'/Al-Ahizab 33:50) and He made every woman of a 
religion other than Islam unlawful." Then He said: "And whoever disbelieves in faith then fruitless is his 
work; and in the Hereafter he will be among the losers." [Al-Ma'idah 5:5] And He said: "Verily We have 
made lawful to you your wives, to whom you have paid their due, and those whom your right hands 
possess - whom Allah has given to you" up to His saying: "A privilege to only you, not for the (rest of) 
the believers." [Al-Ahzab 33:50] He made the other types of women unlawful." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. We only know of it as a -narration of 'Abdul-Hamid bin Bahram. 
I heard Ahmad bin Al Hasan mentioning from Ahmad bin Hanbal, saying: "There is no harm in the 
narrations of 'Abdul-Hamid bin Bahram from Shahr bin Hawshab." 


Comments: After the Revelation of this principle, the Prophet “ was allowed to marry only three types 
of women; a) very close relative woman who had emigrated with him, b) whom the Prophet received 
from the spoils of war or through another way like, Mariyah Qibtiyah and Raihanah; c) and those who 
presented themselves to the Prophet ; and he liked to marry with them. 


«O you who have believed, do not enter the houses of the Prophet except when you are permitted for a 
meal, without awaiting its readiness. But when you are invited, then enter; and when you have eaten, 
disperse without seeking to remain for conversation. Indeed, that [behavior] was troubling the Prophet, 
and he is shy of [dismissing] you. But Allah is not shy of the truth. And when you ask [his wives] for 
something, ask them from behind a partition. That is purer for your hearts and their hearts. And it is not 
[conceivable or lawful] for you to harm the Messenger of Allah or to marry his wives after him, ever. 

Indeed, that would be in the sight of Allah an enormity(53)» 


(21). 3218. Al-Ja'd bin Abi 'Uthman narrated from Anas bin Malik: "The Messenger of Allah % got 
married, and he went in with his wife." He said: "So my mother, Umm Sulaim prepared some Hais in a 
Tawr'i (a vessel made of brass and stone) and said: '0 Anas! Take this to the Prophet *.' I said to him: 
"My mother sent this to you, and she conveys her Salam, and says: "This is a little something from us for 
you." He said: 'Put it down.’ Then he said: 'Go and invite so-and-so, so-and-so, and so and-so for me, and 
whomever you meet." He named some people, and said: "I invited those he named, and whomever I met." 
-He (A1-Ja'd) said: "I said to Anas:'How many of you were there?' He said: 'Roughly about 
threehundred."- He (Anas) said: "The Messenger of Allah * said to me: '0 Anas! Bring me the Tawr." He 
said: "They entered until the Suffah . and the apartment were full. The Messenger of Allah said: 'Let 
groups of ten in, and let each person eat what is near him." He said: "They ate until they were full." He 
said: "A group exited, and another group entered, until all of them ate." He said: "He said to me: '0 Anas! 
Remove it." He said: "So I took it. I could not tell if there was more when I first put it down, or when I 
picked it up." He said: "Groups of them sat talking in the house of the Messenger of Allah *, while the 
Messenger of Allah “ and his wife sat facing the wall. They began to be burdensome on the Messenger of 
Allah #, so the Messenger of Allah “ went out to greet his women folk, then he returned. When they saw 
that the Messenger of Allah * ; had returned, they realized that they had overburdened him, so they 
hastened for the gate and all of them exited. The Messenger of Allah # came until he lowered the curtain, 
and entered while I was sitting in the apartment. He did not remain there long before he left me, and these 
Ayat were revealed.So the Messenger of Allah “ went out to recite them to the people: '0 you who 
believe! Do not enter the Prophet's house unless permission is given to you for a meal, not to wait for its 
preparation. But when you are invited, enter, and when you have taken your meals, disperse without 
sitting for a talk. Verily, such annoys the Prophet...’ till the end of the Ayah " "TAI-A hzab 33:53] Al-Ja'd 
said: "Anas said: 'I am the earliest of the people to encounter these Aydt, and to be screened from the 
wives of the Prophet #." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Al-Ja'd is Ibn 'Uthmari, and it is said that he is Ibn Dinar, 
and his Kunyah is Abu 'Uthman, and he is from A1-Basrah. He is trustworthy according to the people of 
Hadith. Yunus bin 'Ubaid, Shu'bah and Hammad bin Zaid reported from him. 

Comments: This bride was Zainab, the daughter of Jahsh. The people came to attend her wedding feast, 
but they remained sitting engaged in conversation after they had eaten. As the Prophet # had gone but 


they could not understand that they should have gone too; and finally they left because of the Prophet's # 
coming and going again and again. 

(22). 3219 : Comments: This Verse teaches the manners of visiting the houses of the Prophet *. (1) 
Enter not the houses without asking the permission. (2) Do not go unless and until you are invited. (3) Do 
not go early to attend the invitation and keep sitting there while waiting for the food. (4) When invited for 
food, one should attend it at the right time, and should leave after having eaten; keep not sitting for 
talking. (5) The Walimah (wedding feast) is Sunnah. (6) Both, rich and poor should all be invited for the 
wedding feast. (7) Sending gifts for weddings are allowed. (8) People are allowed to eat in groups (9) The 
wives of the Prophet “ who were the Mothers of the Believers; used to observe Hijab,other women 
should definitely observe the veil. 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 

"Whenever the Prophet “ passed by (my mother Um-Sulaim) he used to enter her and greet her. Anas 
further said: Once the Prophet “ way a bridegroom during his marriage with Zainab, Um Sulaim said to 
me, "Let us give a gift to Allah's Apostle ." I said to her, "Do it." So she prepared Haisa (a sweet dish) 
made from dates, butter and dried yoghurt and she sent it with me to him. I took it to him and he said, 
"Put it down," and ordered me to call some men whom he named, and to invite whomever | would meet. 
| did what he ordered me to do, and when | returned, | found the house crowded with people and saw 
the Prophet #8 keeping his hand over the Haisa and saying over it whatever Allah wished (him to say). 
Then he called the men in batches of ten to eat of it, and he said to them, "Mention the Name of Allah, 
and each man should eat of the dish the nearest to him." When all of them had finished their meals, 
some of them left and a few remained there talking, over which | felt unhappy. Then the Prophet & 
went out towards the dwelling places (of his wives) and | too, went out after him and told him that 
those people had left. Then he returned and entered his dwelling place and let the curtains fall while | 
was in (his) dwelling place, and he was reciting the Verses:-- 


Abu Uthman said: Anas said, "| served the Prophet # for ten 


years." 


Narrated Anas: 

When the Prophet # married Zainab, the people came and were offered a meal, and then they sat down 

(after finishing their meals) and started chatting. The Prophet showed as if he wanted to get up, but they 

did not get up. When he noticed that, he got up, and some of the people also got up and went away, while 

some others kept on sitting. When the Prophet * returned to enter, he found the people still sitting, but 

then they got up and left. So I told the Prophet * of their departure and he came and went in. I intended to 
o in but the Prophet “8 put a screen between me and him, for Allah revealed

Narrated Anas bin Malik: 

When Allah's Apostle # married Zainab bint Jahsh, he invited the people who took their meals and then 
remained sitting and talking. The Prophet * pretended to be ready to get up, but the people did not get up. 
When he noticed that, he got up, and when he had got up, some of those people got up along with him and 
there remained three (who kept on sitting). Then the Prophet # came back and found those people still 
sitting. Later on those people got up and went away. So I went to the Prophet “ and informed him that 
they had left. The Prophet came, and entered (his house). I wanted to enter(along with him) but he 


dropped a curtain between me and him. Allah then revealed: ee ena rene ond 


Anas (Allah be pleased with him) reported: | was sitting behind Abu Talha on the Day of Khaibar 
and my feet touched the foot of Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him), and we came 
(to the people of Khaibar) when the sun had risen and they had driven out their cattle, and had 
themselves come out with their axes, large baskets and hatchets, and they said: (Here come) 
Muhammad and the army. Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) said: Khaibar is 
ruined. 


Allah, the Majestic and the Glorious, defeated them (the inhabitants of 
Khaibar), and there fell to the lot of Dihya a beautiful girl, and Allah's Messenger * (may peace 
be upon him) got her in exchange of seven heads, and then entrusted her to Umm Sulaim so 
that she might embellish her and prepare her (for marriage) with him. He (the narrator) said: He 
had been under the impression that he had said that so that she might spend her period of 
‘Iddah in her (Umm Sulaim's) house. (The woman) was Safiyya daughter of Huyayy. Allah's 
Messenger (may peace be upon him) arranged the wedding feast consisting of dates, 
cheese, and refined butter, and pits were dug and tiers were set in them dining cloths, and there 
was brought cheese and refined butter, and these were placed there. And the people ate to their 
fill, and they said: We do not know whether he (the Holy Prophet #%) had married her (as a free 
woman), or as a slave woman. They said: If he (the Holy Prophet #4) would make her wear the 
veil, then she would be a (free married) woman, and if he would not make her wear the veil, 
then she should be a slave woman. When he intended to ride, he made her wear the veil and 
she sat on the hind part of the camel; so they came to know that he had married her. As they 
approached Medina, Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) drove (his ride) quickly and 
so we did. 'Adba’' (the name of Allah's Apostle's # camel) stumbled and Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) fell down and she (Hadrat Safiyya: also fell down. He (the Holy 
Prophet *) stood up and covered her. woman looked towards her and said: May Allah keep 
away the Jewess! He (the narrator) said: | said: Abu Hamza, did Allah's Messenger # (may 
peace be upon him) really fall down? He said: Yes, by Allah, he in fact fell down. Anas said: | 
also saw the wedding feast of Zainab, and he (the Holy Prophet ) served bread and meat to 
the people, and made them eat to their heart's content, and he (the Holy Prophet #) sent me to 
call people, and as he was free (from the ceremony) he stood up and | followed him. Two 
persons were left and they were busy in talking and did not get out (of the apartment). He (the 
Holy Prophet #) then proceeded towards (the apartments of) his wives. He greeted with As- 
Salamu '‘alaikum to every one of them and said: Members of the household, how are you? They 
said: Messenger of Allah , we are in good state 'How do you find your family? He would say: In 
good state. When he was free from (this work of exchanging greetings) he came back, and | 
also came back along with him. And as he reached the door, (he found) that the two men were 
still busy in talking. And when they saw him having returned, they stood up and went out; and by 
Allah! | do not know whether | had informed him, or there was a revelation to him (to the affect) 
that they had gone. He (the Holy Prophet *) then came back and | also returned along with him, 


and as he put his step on the threshold of his door he hung a curtain between me and him, and 
(it was on this occasion) that Allah revealed this verse: 


Anas (Allah be pleased with him) reported: When the 'Iddah of Zainab was over, Allah's 
Messenger (may peace be upon him) said to Zaid to make a mention to her about him. Zaid 
went on until he came to her and she was fermenting her flour. He (Zaid) said: As | saw her | felt 


in my heart an idea of her greatness so much so that | could not see towards her (simply for the 
fact) that Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) had made a mention of her. So | 
turned my back towards her. and | turned upon my heels, and said: Zainab, Allah's Messenger 
= (may peace be upon him) has sent (me) with a message to you. She said: | do not do 
anything until | solicit the will of my Lord. So she stood at her place of worship and the (verse of) 
were revealed, and Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be 
upon him) came to her without permission. He (the narrator) said: | saw that Allah's Messenger 
= (may peace be upon him) served us bread and meat until it was broad day light and the 
people went away, but some persons who were busy in conversation stayed on in the house 
after the meal. Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) also went out and | also followed 
him, and he began to visit the apartments of his wives greeting them (with the words): As- 
Salamu ‘alaikum, and they would say: Allah's Messenger #, how did you find your family (hadrat 
Zainab)? He (the narrator) stated: | do not know whether | had informed him that the people had 
gone out or he (the Holy Prophet #) informed me (about that). He moved on until he entered the 
apartment, and | also went and wanted to enter (the apartment) along with him, but he threw a 
curtain between me and him, as (the verses pertaining to seclusion) had been revealed, and 
people were instructed in what they had been instructed. Ibn Rafii had made this addition in his 


Anas b. Malik (Allah be pleased with him) reported: When Allah's Apostle (may peace be 
upon him) married Zainab bint jahsh, he invited people (to the wedding feast) and they ate food. 
They then sat there and entered into conversation. He (the Holy Prophet “) made a stir as if he 
was preparing to stand up, but (the persons busy in talking) did not stand up. When he (the Holy 
Prophet *) saw it, he stood up and when he did so, some other persons stood up. 'Asim and 
Abd al-A'la in their narrations made this addition: Three (persons) sat there, and Allah's Apostle 
= (may peace be upon him) came there to enter (the apartment) but he found the people sitting 
there. Then they stood up and went away. He said: Then | came and informed Allah's Apostle = 
(may peace be upon him) that they had gone away. He (the Holy Prophet *) then came there 
until he entered (the apartment). | also went and was about to enter, when he hung a curtain 
between me and him (and it was on this occasion that) Allah, the Exalted and Majestic, revealed 


Anas b. Malik (Allah be pleased with him) reported: Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon 
him) contracted marriage and he went to his wife. My mother Umm Sulaim prepared hais and 
placed it in an earthen vessel and said: Anas, take it to Allah's Messenger (may peace be 
upon him) and say: My mother has sent that to you and she offers greetings to you, and says 
that it is a humble gift for you on our behalf, Messenger of Allah #. So | went along with it to 
Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and said: My mother offers you salutations, and 
says that it is a humble gift for you on our behalf. He said: Place it here, and then said: Go and 
invite on my behalf so and so and anyone whom you meet, and he even named some persons. 
He (Anas) said: | invited whom he had named and whom | met. | (one of the narrators) said: | 
said to Anas: How many (persons) were there? He (Anas) said: They were about three hundred 
persons. Then Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) (said to me): Anas, bring that 
earthen vessel. They (the guests) then began to enter until the courtyard and the apartment 
were fully packed. Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) said: Make a circle of ten 


(guests), and every person should eat from that nearest to him. They began to eat, until they ate 
to their fill. A group went out (after eating the food), and another group came in until all of them 
had eaten. He (the Holy Prophet #) said to me: Anas, lift it (the earthen vessel), so | lifted it, but 
| could not assess whether it had more (food) when | placed it (before Allah's Messenger #*) or 
when | lifted it (after the people had been served out of it). A group among them (the guests) 
began to talk in the house of Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) and the Messenger 
of Allah # (may peace be upon him) was sitting and his wife had been sitting with her face 
turned towards the wall. It was troublesome for Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him), 
so Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) went out and greeted his wives. He then 
returned. When they (the guests) saw that Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) had 
returned they thought that it (their overstay) was something troublesome for him. He (the 
narrator) said: They hastened towards the door and all of them went out. And there came 
Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) and he hung a curtain and went in, and | was 
sitting in his apartment and he did not stay but for a short while. He then came to me and these 
verses were revealed. Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) came out and recited 
them to the people 


(Al-Ja'd said that Anas [b. Malik] stated: | am the 
first amongst the people to hear these verses), and henceforth the wives of the Apostle = (may 
peace be upon him) began to observe seclusion (al-hijab).

«O Prophet, tell your wives and your daughters and the women of the believers to bring down over 
themselves [part] of their outer garments. That is more suitable that they will be known and not be 
abused. And ever is Allah Forgiving and Merciful(59)» [ALAhgab: 59] 


539. Umm 'Atiyyah narrated: "Allah's Messenger #; would order the virgins, the 
mature women, the secluded and the menstruating to go out for the two Eid. As for 
the menstruating women, they were to stay away from the Musalla and participate 
in the Muslims supplications." One of them said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # What if 
she does not have a Jilbab?' { A garment that covers the woman's entire body, which Allah ordered 
women to wear when leaving the home: Al-Ahzab (33:59).}' He said: ‘Then let her sister lend 
her a Jilbab." 


«O you who have believed, be not like those who abused Moses; then Allah cleared him of what they 
said. And he, in the sight of Allah, was distinguished(69)» 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

Allah's Apostle “ said, "(The Prophet) Moses was a shy person and used to cover his body completely 
because of his extensive shyness. One of the children of Israel hurt him by saying, 'He covers his body in 
this way only because of some defect in his skin, either leprosy or scrotal hernia, or he has some other 
defect.’ Allah wished to clear Moses of what they said about him, so one day while Moses was in 
seclusion, he took off his clothes and put them on a stone and started taking a bath. When he had finished 


the bath, he moved towards his clothes so as to take them, but the stone took his clothes and fled; Moses 
picked up his stick and ran after the stone saying, 'O stone! Give me my garment!' Till he reached a group 
of Bani Israel who saw him naked then, and found him the best of what Allah had created, and Allah 
cleared him of what they had accused him of. The stone stopped there and Moses took and put his 
garment on and started hitting the stone with his stick. By Allah, the stone still has some traces of the 
hitting, three, four or five marks. This was what Allah refers to in His Saying:-- 


Prophet (my Pats bain hem] and Companion Wish ALPadr lumber 


Abu Huraira reported that Moses was a modest person. He was never seen naked and Banu 
Isra'il said: (He was afraid to expose his private part) because he had been suffering from 
scrotal hernia. He (one day) took bath in water and placed his garments upon a stone. The 
stone began to move on quickly. He followed that and struck it with the help of a stone (saying): 
O stone, my garment; O stone, my garments, O stone; until it stopped near the big gathering of 
Israel, and this verse was revealed (pertaining to the incident 


(24). 3221. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Prophet * said: "Verily Musa, peace be upon him, was a shy 
and modest man, who would never show anything of his skin out of modesty. Some of the Children of 
Isra'il annoyed him by saying: 'He only keeps himself covered because of some defect in his skin, either 
leprosy, a scrotal hernia or some other defect. Allah [the Mighty and Sublime] wanted to free Musa from 
what they were saying about him. One day Musa, [peace be upon him,] was alone. He took off his 
garment, and put it on a rock, then he took a bath. 'When he had finished, he turned back to pick up his 
garment, but the rock moved away, taking his garment with it. Musa picked up his staff, and chased the 
rock saying: 'My garment, 0 you rock! My garment, 0 you rock!’ Until he reached a group of the Children 
of Isra'il who saw him naked, and discovered that he was the best of those whom Allah had created." He 
said: "The rock stood still, he took his garment and put it on. He started striking the rock with his staff, 
and by Allah, the marks of that beating were left on the rock; three, four, or five. This is what is referred 
to in the Ayah: '0 you who believe! Be not like those who annoyed Musa, but Allah freed him from what 
they had alleged, and he was honorable before Allah." ."[A-Ahzab 33:69] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih, it has been reported through other routes from Abu 
Hurairah from the Prophet # .[And there is something about it from Anas from the Prophet #]. 
Comments: The Jews annoyed and troubled Musa (Moses) at various occasions through various secret 
plans, but Allah cleared him from all plans and accusations; because he was respected, noble, honored 
and dignified. In this Hadith, Musa has been cleared of one accusation. 


«O you who have believed, fear Allah and speak words of appropriate justice(70)» [Al-Ahzab: 70] 


1105. 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud narrated: "The Messenger of Allah taught us the Tashah-hud for Salat and 
the Tashah-hud for Al-Hajjah.". He said: "The Tashah-hud for Salat is: (At- Tahiyyatulillah, was- 
walawatu wat-tayyibatu. As-Sa lamu ‘alaika ayyuhan-Nabiu wa rahmatullahi wa barakdtuhu, As-Salamu 


‘alaina wa ‘ala ‘ibadillahis-salihin. Ashhadu an la ilaha illallah, wa ashhadu anna Muhammadan ‘abduhu 
wa Rasiiluh.) 'All greetings, prayers, and pure words are for Allah. Peace be upon you 0 Prophet, and 
Allah's mercy and His blessings. Peace be upon us and all of the righteous worshippers of Allah. I testify 
that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and I testify that Muhammad is His slave and His 
Messenger." And the Tashah-hud for Al-Hajjah is: Indeed all praise is due to Allah, we seek His aid, and 
we seek His forgiveness, and we seek refuge with Allah from the evils of our souls and the mischief of 
our deeds.

I 
testify that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and I testify that Muhammad is His worshipper 
and Messenger." He said: "And he recited three Ayat."(Daif)[ The Hadith is authentic via other chains. | 
'Abthar (one of the narrators) said: "Sufyan Ath-Thawri explained that to us: Have Taqwa of Allah, with 
the Taqwa that He is due, and do not die except while you are Muslims. (Al "Imran 3:102]" And have 
Taqwa of Allah from whom you demand your mutual rights and revere the ties of kinship. Indeed Allah is 
Ever Watching over you. [Ain-Nis@ 4:1] Have Taqwa of Allah, and speak (always) the truth. 


(He said:) There is something on this topic from 'Adi bin Hatim. 

(Abu 'Eisa said:) The Hadith of 'Abdullah is a Hasan Hadith. It was reported by Al-A'mash, from Abu 
Ishaq, from Abu Al-Ahwas, from 'Abdullah, from the Prophet *. 

Shu'bah also reported it from Abii Isaq, from Abii 'Ubaidah, from 'Abdullah from the Prophet #. Both of 
the narrations are Sahih because Isra'il combined them both saying: "From Abu Isaq, from Abii Al- 
Ahwas, and Abii 'Ubaidah, from ‘Abdullah bin Mas'iid from the Prophet =.” 

The people of knowledge have said that a marriage without a Khutbah is acceptable. This is the view of 
Sufyan Ath-Thawri and others among the people of knowledge. 

Comments: In the oration of the marriage sermon all three Verses of the Qur'an carry the subject of being 
‘fearful of Allah’. And the wholesome and agreeable relationship between husband and wife depend on 
the fear of Allah Husband and wife both are required to care for each other and each other's rights. 
According to most of the scholars, the marriage sermon is not essential but according to A-ahriyah it is 
necessary and essential. (Tuzfat Al-Ahwadhi). 


1105. 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud narrated: "The Messenger of Allah taught us the Tashah-hud for Salat and 
the Tashah-hud for Al-Hajjah.".

I 
testify that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and I testify that Muhammad is His worshipper 
and Messenger." 

He said: "And he recited three Ayat."(Daif){ The Hadith is authentic via other chains. ] 

‘Abthar (one of the narrators) said: "Sufyan Ath-Thawri explained that to us: Have Taqwa of Allah, with 
the Taqwa that He is due, and do not die except while you are Muslims. (Al "Imran 3:102)' And have 
Taqwa of Allah from whom you demand your mutual rights and revere the ties of kinship. Indeed Allah is 


Ever Watching over you. [An-Nisa' 4:1.] Have Taqwa of Allah, and speak (always) the truth. ,[ Al-Ahzab 


(He said:) There is something on this topic from 'Adi bin Hatim. 

(Abu 'Eisa said:) The Hadith of 'Abdullah is a Hasan Hadith. It was reported by Al-A'mash, from Abu 
Ishaq, from Abu Al-Ahwas, from 'Abdullah, from the Prophet *. 

Shu'bah also reported it from Abii Isaq, from Abii 'Ubaidah, from 'Abdullah from the Prophet *. Both of 
the narrations are Sahih because Isra'il combined them both saying: "From Abu Isaq, from Abii Al- 
Ahwas, and Abii 'Ubaidah, from ‘Abdullah bin Mas'iid from the Prophet =.” 

The people of knowledge have said that a marriage without a Khutbah is acceptable. This is the view of 
Sufyan Ath-Thawri and others among the people of knowledge. 

Comments: In the oration of the marriage sermon all three Verses of the Qur'an carry the subject of being 
‘fearful of Allah’. And the wholesome and agreeable relationship between husband and wife depend on 
the fear of Allah Husband and wife both are required to care for each other and each other's rights. 
According to most of the scholars, the marriage sermon is not essential but according to A-ahriyah it is 
necessary and essential. (Tuzfat Al-Ahwadhi). 


(1). 3222. Farwah bin Musaik Al-Muradi said: "I went to the Prophet “ and said: '0 Messenger of Allah! 
= Shall I not fight those who turn away among my people, along with those who believe? So he permitted 
me to fight them and made me their commander.' When I left him, he asked me, saying: 'What has Al- 
Ghutaifi done?' He was informed that I set off on my journey." He said: "So he sent a message on my 
route that I should return. I went to him and he was with a group of his Companions.He said: 'Invite your 
people. Whoever accepts Islam among them then accept it from him. And whoever does not accept Islam, 
then do not be hasty until new news reaches you." He said: "And what was revealed about Saba' was 
revealed, so a man said: '0 Messenger of Allah! “8 What is Saba'; is it a land or a woman?’ He said: 'It is 
neither a land, nor a woman, but it is a man who had ten sons among the Arabs. Six of them went south 
(in Yemen) and four of them went north (toward Ash-Sham). As for those who went north, they are 
Lakhm, Judham, 'Ghassan and 'Amilah. As for those who went south, they are Azad, Al-'Ash'ariyyun, 
Himyar, Kindah, Madhhij, and Anmar.' A man said: '0 Messenger of Allah! # Who are Anmar?' He said: 


'Those among whom are Khath'am and Bajilah." [This Hadith has been related from Ibn 'Abbas from the 
Prophet #/. (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib Hasan. 

Comments: This Hadith tells that Saba' is the name of a man, who was an Arab. He had ten children. Six 
of them settled in Yemen and the remaing four settled in Syria; and thereafter various tribal branches 
came to existence; Ghutaif is a branch of a tribe. Initially, the Prophet gave Farwah a general 
permission of fighting, but as he was leaving, the Prophet * realised the need of explanation, so he # 
called him back and gave a full explanation. 


«And intercession does not benefit with Him except for one whom He permits. [And those wait] until, 
when terror is removed from their hearts, they will say [to one another], "What has your Lord said?" They 
will say, "The truth." And He is the Most High, the Grand(23)» /Saba: 23] 


(2). 3223. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Prophet *, said: "When Allah decrees a matter in the Heavens, 
the angels beat their wings in submission to His saying, (sounding) as if it is a chain (being dragged) upon 
a rock. When the fear resides from their hearts, they say (to each other): 'What did your Lord say?' They 
reply: 'The truth, and He is the Most High the Great." aera He said: 'And the Shayatin are one 
atop another. "(Sahih) -[ Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: This Hadith informs that the matters of the worldly life are decided above in the Heavens; 
and the angels accept to execute them wholeheartedly. As they receive the message regarding the divine 
decisions through a sound like that of a chain striking over a rock, so they become full of fear; and as 
soon as the fear goes away they ask each other regarding the issued commandments. The angels who are 
close to the Throne say whatever has been commanded is true. The devils stand on each other to listen to 
the commandment in order to pass the information to the fortune-tellers. 


Narrated Abu Huraira: The Prophet * said, "When Allah has ordained some affair in the Heaven, the 
angels beat with their wings in obedience to His statement, which sounds like a chain dragged over a 
rock." (‘Ali and other sub-narrators said, "The sound reaches them.") "Until when fear is banished from 
their (angels) hearts, they (angels) say, 'What was it that your Lord said? They say, 

Then those who gain a hearing by stealing (i.e. devils) will hear 
Allah's Statement:-- 'Those who gain a hearing by stealing, (stand one over the other like this). 

(Sufyan, to illustrate this, spread the fingers of his right hand and placed them one over the other 
horizontally.) A flame may overtake and burn the eavesdropper before conveying the news to the one 
below him; or it may not overtake him till he has conveyed it to the one below him, who in his turn, 
conveys it to the one below him, and so on till they convey the news to the earth. (Or probably Sufyan 
said, "Till the news reaches the earth.") Then the news is inspired to a sorcerer who would add a hundred 
lies to it. His prophecy will prove true (as far as the heavenly news is concerned). The people will say. 
‘Didn't he tell us that on such-and-such a day, such-and-such a thing will happen? We have found that is 
true because of the true news heard from heaven." 


Narrated Abu Huraira: The Prophet * said, "When Allah ordains something on the Heaven the angels 
beat with their wings in obedience to His Statement which sounds like that of a chain dragged over a rock. 
His Statement: "Until when the fear is banished from their hearts, the Angels say, 'What was it that your 
Lord said?' 'They reply, 


«Whatever Allah grants to people of mercy - none can withhold it; and whatever He withholds - none can 
release it thereafter. And He is the Exalted in Might, the Wise(2)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had heard that Abu Hurayra used to say, 
when morning came after it had rained on the people, "We have been rained upon 
by the rain of Allah's opening," and would then recite the ayat, 


«And no bearer of burdens will bear the burden of another. And if a heavily laden soul calls [another] to 

[carry some of] its load, nothing of it will be carried, even if he should be a close relative. You can only 

warn those who fear their Lord unseen and have established prayer. And whoever purifies himself only 
purifies himself for [the benefit of] his soul. And to Allah is the [final] destination(18)» 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin 'Ubaidullah bin Abi Mulaika: 
One of the daughters of 'Uthman died at Mecca. We went to attend her funeral procession. Ibn 'Umar and 
Ibn Abbas were also present. I sat in between them (or said, I sat beside one of them. Then a man came 
and sat beside me.) 'Abdullah bin 'Umar said to 'Amr bin 'Uthman, "Will you not prohibit crying as 
Allah's Apostle * has said, 'The dead person is tortured by the crying of his relatives.?" Ibn Abbas said, 
"Umar used to say so." Then he added narrating, "I accompanied Umar on a journey from Mecca till we 
reached Al-Baida. There he saw some travelers in the shade of a Samura (A kind of forest tree). He said 
(to me), "Go and see who those travelers are." So I went and saw that one of them was Suhaib. I told this 
to 'Umar who then asked me to call him. So I went back to Suhaib and said to him, "Depart and follow the 
chief of the faithful believers." Later, when 'Umar was stabbed, Suhaib came in weeping and saying, "O 
my brother, O my friend!" (on this 'Umar said to him, "O Suhaib! Are you weeping for me while the 
Prophet # said, "The dead person is punished by some of the weeping of his relatives?" Ibn Abbas added, 
"When 'Umar died I told all this to Aisha and she said, 'May Allah be merciful to Umar. By Allah, Allah's 
Apostle * did not say that a believer is punished by the weeping of his relatives. But he said, Allah 
increases the punishment of a non-believer because of the weeping of his relatives." Aisha further added, 
"The Quran is sufficient for you (to clear up this point) as Allah has stated: 

Ibn Abbas then said, "Only Allah makes one laugh or cry." Ibn Umar did not 
say anything after that. 


1856. It was narrated that Ibn 'Umar said: "The Messenger of Allah #¥ said: 'The deceased is punished 
due to his family's weeping over him.' Mention of that was made to 'Aishah and she said: 'He is wrong; 
rather the Prophet passed by a grave and said: The occupant of this grave is being punished and his 
family are weeping for him." Then she recited: And no bearer of burdens shall bear another's 

burden atir" 35:18) (Sahih). 

1859. 'Abdul-Jabbar bin Al-Ward narrated: "I heard Ibn Abi 'Mulaikah say: 'When Umm Aban died, I 
attended with the people sat in front of 'Ahdullah bin 'Umar and Ibn 'Abbas, and the women wept. Ibn 


"Umar said: 'Why don't you tell them not to weep? For I heard the Messenger of Allah # say: The 
deceased is punished due to some of his family's weeping for him."' Ibn 'Abbas said: "Umar used to 
narrate something like that. I went out with 'Umar and when we got to on uninhabited area, he saw a 
caravan beneath a tree. He said: 'See whose caravan this is.' I went and I found Suhaib and his family. I 
came back to him and said: '0 Commander of the Believers! This is Suhaib and his family.' He said: 
"Bring Suhaib to me.' When we entered Al-Madinah, 'Umar was attacked and Suhaib sat by him, weeping 
and saying, ‘0 my brother, 0 my brother.' 'Umar said: '0 Suhaib, do not weep, for I heard the Messenger 
of Allah say: The deceased is punished due to some of the weeping of his family for him. He said: I 
mentioned that to Aishah and she said: 'By Allah you are not narrating this Hadith from two liars who 
have disbelieved. but sometimes you mishear. And in the Qur'an you have that which gives you the 
answer: And no bearer of us_ burdens shall bear another's burden./ Fatir! 35:18] And the Messenger of 
Allah ®, said: 'Allah increases the punishment of the disbeliever because of his family's weeping for 
him." (Sahih). 


«And not equal are the living and the dead. Indeed, Allah causes to hear whom He wills, but you cannot 
make hear those in the graves(22)» [Fatir: 22] 


Narrated Hisham's father: It was mentioned before 'Aisha that Ibn 'Umar attributed the following 
statement to the Prophet # "The dead person is punished in the grave because of the crying and 
lamentation Of his family." On that, 'Aisha said, "But Allah's Apostle said, 'The dead person is punished 
for his crimes and sins while his family cry over him then." She added, "And this is similar to the 
statement of Allah's Apostle when he stood by the (edge of the) well which contained the corpses of the 
pagans killed at Badr, 'They hear what I say.’ She added, "But he said now they know very well what I 
used to tell them was the truth." 'Aisha then recite and 'You 
that is, when they had taken their places in 


the (Hell) Fire. 


«Then we caused to inherit the Book those We have chosen of Our servants; and among them is he who 
wrongs himself, and among them is he who is moderate, and among them is he who is foremost in good 
deeds by permission of Allah. That [inheritance] is what is the great bounty(32 


3225. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri narrated from the Prophet *, that he said about this Ayah: 'Then We gave 
the Book as inheritance to such of Our worshippers whom We chose. Then of them are some who wrong 
themselves, and of them are some who follow a middle course, and of them are some who are, by Allah's 
leave, foremost in good deeds." /Fatir 35:32] He said: "All of these people are of the same rank, and all 
of them are in Paradise." (Da'if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib Hasan [we do not know of it except through this route]. 
Comments: The people, who were given the Book as inheritance, are the people of Muhammad *. 
Being the member, of the nation of Muhammad *, all are equal. Though they are of three kinds 
depending on the ranks and degrees; a) who wrong themselves, they abandon some obligations and 
commit some prohibitions; b) the second group is of the middle course people, those who fulfill the 
obligations and avoid the prohibitions but sometimes give up desirable deeds and do some disliked acts; 
c) the third type of people are those who perform the obligations and the desirable deeds, they avoid 


prohibitions and disliked deeds, and even some permissible things as well. These three groups will enter 
Paradise. The third group will enter Paradise without being held for reckoning; the reckoning of the 
second group will be easier, whereas the first type of people will enter Paradise as result of the Prophet's 
=. intercession. 


2887. Anas narrated that the Messenger of Allah ™ said: "Indeed for everything there is a heart, and the 
Qur'an's heart is Ya Sin. Whoever recites Ya Sin, then for its recitation, Allah writes for him that he 
recited the Qur'an ten times." (Da'if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Ghartb, we do not know of it except as a narration of Humaid bin 
‘Abdur-Rahman. And in Al-Basrah, they did not know it as a narration from Qatadah except through this 
route. Harun Abu Muhammad is a Shaikh who is unknown. 

(Another chain) with this There is something on this topic from Abu Bakr A-Siddiq, but the Hadith of 
Abu Bakr is not correct because its chain is weak. There is something on this topic from Abu Hurairah. 
Comments: The subjects and contents of the Qur'an may be summed up under three topics: Oneness, 
Hereafter and the Messenger hood; and these are the principle and fundamental subjects. Stirat A1- 
Fatihah consists of these, and these subjects have been explained comprehensively in Stirat Yastn. This is 
how it is the heart of the Qur'an, i.e. the extract, abridgement and the spirit. 


«Indeed, it is We who bring the dead to life and record what they have put forth and what they left 
behind, and all things We have enumerated in a clear register(12)» [Ya-Sin: 12] 


Narrated Humaid: Anas said, "The Prophet & said, 'O Bani Salima! Don't you think that for every step of 
yours (that you take towards the mosque) there is a reward (while coming for prayer)?" Mujahid said: 


"Regarding Allah's Statement: "We record that which they have sent before (them), and their traces” 


(36.12). ‘Their traces' means 'their steps.’ " And Anas said that the people of Bani Salima wanted to shift 
to a place near the Prophet #8 but Allah's Apostle # disliked the idea of leaving their houses 
uninhabited and said, "Don't you think that you will get the reward for your footprints." Mujahid said, 
"Their foot prints mean their foot steps and their going on foot." 


(1). 3226. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri said: "Banu Salamah's dwellings were on the outskirts of Al-Madinah, 
so they wanted to relocate closer to the Masjid. Then this Ayah was revealed: 'Verily We give life to the 
dead, and We record that which they send before (them), and their traces..." [Ya Sin 36:12] So the 
Messenger of Allah ® said: 'Your steps are recorded, so do not relocate." (Da'if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib as a narration of Ath-Thawri. Abu Sufyan (a narrator in 
the chain) is Taff As-Sa'di 

(2). 3227. Abu Dharr said: "I entered the Masjid when the sun had set, and the Prophet * was sitting. He 
said: '0 Abii Dharr! Do you know where this goes?' I said: 'Allah and His Messenger ™ know better.' He 
said: 'Indeed it goes to seek permission to prostrate, so it is permitted. And it is as if it has been said to it: 
"Rise from whence you came." So it shall rise from its setting place.' Then he recited: 'That is its fixed 
course." [Ya Sin 36:12] He said: "That is the recitation of ‘Abdullah bin Masud." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The prostration of the sun means it is performing its duty fully and actively. Everything in 
the universe is fulfilling its duty without the least diminution. It is said in Stirat Al-Hajj: "See you not that 
whoever is in the heavens and whoever is on the earth, and the sun, and the moon, and the stars, and the 
mountains, and the trees, and moving creatures, and many of mankind prostate themselves to Allah." 
(22:18). 


«And the sun runs [on course] toward its stopping point. That is the determination of the Exalted in 
Might, the Knowing(38)» 


Narrated Abu Dharr: I asked the Prophet “ regarding the Verse:-- 
He said, "Its fixed course is underneath Allah's Throne." 


Narrated Abu Dharr: I entered the mosque while Allah's Apostle # was sitting there. When the sun had 
set, the Prophet * said, "O Abu Dharr! Do you know where this (sun) goes?" I said, "Allah and His 
Apostle know best." He said, "It goes and asks permission to prostrate, and it is allowed, and (one day) 
it, as if being ordered to return whence it came, then it will rise from the west." Then the Prophet # 
recited, "That: "And the sun runs on its fixed course (for a term decreed)," (36.38) as it is recited by 
"Abdullah. 


2186. Abu Dharr said: "I entered the Masjid at sunset, and the Prophet * was sitting. He said: '0 Abu 
Dharr! Do you know where this (sun) goes?" I said: ‘Allah and His Messenger “ know better.' He said: 
‘Indeed it goes to seek permission to prostrate, so it is permitted. And it is as if it has been said to it: "Rise 
from whence you came." So it shall rise from its setting place.' Then he recited: 'That is its fixed course." 
He (Prophet * ) said: "That is the recitation of ‘Abdullah bin Mas'ud." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said: There are narrations on this topic from Safwan bin Assal, Hudhaifa bin Asid, Anas and 
Abit Misa. This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«And stop them; indeed, they are to be questioned."(24)» [As-Saffat: 24] 


«[ They will be asked], "What is [wrong] with you? Why do you not help each other?"(25)» [As-Saffat: 25] 


(1). 3228. Anas bin Malik narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "No caller invites to anything 
except that he is detained along with, on the Day of Resurrection, without parting from it, even if a man 
invites another man." Then he recited the saying of Allah, the Mighty and Sublime: 'But stop them, verily 
they are to be questioned. What is the matter with you? Why do you not help one another." 

37:24,25] (Da'ip 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gha rib. 

Comments: The inviter, the one who is invited and the thing for which the invitation is made, all three 
together will be brought forward; the inviter and the invited one will be held accountable, but they will 
not be able to help each other. Every soul will be worried about itself; and it will be said, 'why don't you 
help each other today, while you had been fanatic supporters of one another in the previous life.' 


«And We made his descendants those remaining [on the earth](77)» [As-Saffat: 77] 


(3). 3230. Samurah narrated, regarding the saying of Allah, Most High: And his progeny, them We made 
survivors.'[As-Saffat 37:77] The Prophet * said: "Ham, Sam and Yafith" with (the letter) Tha’. (Da'if) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] It is said: Yafitand Yafith both with Ta’ and with Tha’. And it is (also) said: Yafith. 
[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we do not know of it except as a narration of Sa'eed bin Bashir. 
Comments: Very few people from Noah's offspring believed in him, so only those were saved, and the 
rest of the people were all drowned because of their rebellious behavior. But Surat Hiid, 11:40, informs 
that some other people, other than the offspring of Noah, also believed. Therefore the offspring of those 
believers along with the offspring of the three sons of Nuh [Noah] were also spared. So it is said in 

‘0 the children of those whom we carried in the ship with Nuh’. 
(4). 3231. Samurah narrated that the Prophet * said: "Sam was the father of the Arabs, Ham the father of 
the Ethiopians, and Yafith the father of the Romans." (Daf) 
Comments: It does not mean that the offspring of these three were only these tribes and they did not have 
offspring other than these; rather there were other children too, other than these three. [/Al-KawakibAd- 


Darari, vol. 4, p. 248, footnote no: 1] 


«And said, "Indeed, I am [about to be] ill."(89)» [As-Saffat: 89] 


(3). 3166. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "Ibrahim, peace be upon him, did 


not lie about anything at all except for three: 'Verily Iam sick while he was not sick. 
And his saying about Sarah: 'She is my sister' and his saying: Nay, this one, the biggest of -them did it 
(Sahih) 
[It has been reported through more than one route from Abu Hurairah from the Prophet “ without 
mentioning, it is Gharib as -a narration of Ibn Isaq from Abu Az-Zinad]. 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 
Comments: [brahim regarded the use of the equivocation and ambiguous words unsuitable to his dignity 
and virtuousness; his real aim of considering the equivocation, from himself, as a lie was in fact to make 
an apology to those who requested his intercession. Therefore he branded the equivocation and use of 
ambiguous words by himself a lie. According to the people the word Saqgim (sick) means he was 
physically sick, whereas he meant that he was worried, concerned and sick of their idolatry; if he attended 
the festival with them, his worry, distress and sadness would increase even more. As for the matter of 
Sarah, she was his sister according to the religious brotherhood, which he himself had told her. 'No, the 
biggest of them did it' was his scoffing and laughing at their foolish attitude. Why do you not ask the 
idols, if they can speak, they themselves will tell the story! 


«And when he reached with him [the age of] exertion, he said, "O my son, indeed I have seen in a dream 


that I [must] sacrifice you, so see what you think." He said, "O my father, do as you are commanded. You 
will find me, if Allah wills, of the steadfast."(102)» (As-Saffiat: 102] 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 

One night | slept at the house of my aunt Maimuna and the Prophet #2 slept (too). He got up (for 
prayer) in the last hours of the night and performed a light ablution from a hanging leather skin. ('‘Amr, 
the sub-narrator described that the ablution was very light). Then he stood up for prayer and | got up 
too and performed the ablution in the same way and joined him on his left side. He pulled me to the 
right and prayed as much as Allah will. Then he lay down and slept and | heard his breath sounds till the 
Mu'adh-dhin came to him to inform him about the (Fajr) prayer. He left with him for the prayer and 
prayed without repeating the ablution. (Sufyan the subnarrator said: We said to 'Amr, "Some people 
say, 'The eyes of the Prophet #8 sleep but his heart never sleeps.'" ‘Amr said, "'Ubai bin 'Umar said, 'The 


dreams of the Prophets are Divine Inspirations. Then he recited, '(O my son), | have seen in dream that | 


Ibn ‘Abbas said, "The Prophet * slept till he snored and then prayed (or probably lay till his breath sounds 
were heard and then got up and prayed)." Ibn 'Abbas added: "I stayed overnight in the house of my aunt, 
Maimuna, the Prophet * slept for a part of the night, (See Fateh-al-Bari page 249, Vol. 1), and late in the 
night, he got up and performed ablution from a hanging water skin, a light (perfect) ablution and stood up 
for the prayer. I, too, performed a similar ablution, then I went and stood on his left. He drew me to his 
right and prayed as much as Allah wished, and again lay and slept till his breath sounds were heard. Later 
on the Mua'dhdhin (callmaker for the prayer) came to him and informed him that it was time for Prayer. 
The Prophet went with him for the prayer without performing a new ablution." (Sufyan said to 'Amr that 
some people said, "The eyes of Allah's Apostle ® sleep but his heart does not sleep." ‘Amr replied, "I 
heard 'Ubaid bin 'Umar saying that the dreams of Prophets were Divine Inspiration, and then he recited 
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«And We sent him to [his people of] a hundred thousand or more(147)» [As-Saffat: 147] 


(2). 3229. Ubayy bin Ka’'b said: "I asked the Messenger of Allah # about the saying of Allah, Most High: 


‘And We sent him to a hundred thousand, or even more. 
(more)."' (Da'if) 

[Aba 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib. 

Comments: In this Verse (Aw) means ‘or even'; which means they were even more than one-hundred 
thousand. The extra numbers were twenty thousand, according to this report. Some Mawgquf narrations 
report that the extra numbers were even more than twenty thousand. 


«But when it descends in their territory, then evil is the morning of those who were warned(177)» 


He said 'Twenty thousand 


Anas (Allah be pleased with him) reported: | was sitting behind Abu Talha on the Day of Khaibar 
and my feet touched the foot of Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him), and we came 
(to the people of Khaibar) when the sun had risen and they had driven out their cattle, and had 


themselves come out with their axes, large baskets and hatchets, and they said: (Here come) 
Muhammad and the army. Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) said: Khaibar is 
ruined. 


Allah, the Majestic and the Glorious, defeated them (the inhabitants of 
Khaibar), and there fell to the lot of Dihya a beautiful girl, and Allah's Messenger “ (may peace 
be upon him) got her in exchange of seven heads, and then entrusted her to Umm Sulaim so 
that she might embellish her and prepare her (for marriage) with him. He (the narrator) said: He 
had been under the impression that he had said that so that she might spend her period of 
‘Iddah in her (Umm Sulaim's) house. (The woman) was Safiyya daughter of Huyayy. Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) arranged the wedding feast consisting of dates, 
cheese, and refined butter, and pits were dug and tiers were set in them dining cloths, and there 
was brought cheese and refined butter, and these were placed there. And the people ate to their 
fill, and they said: We do not know whether he (the Holy Prophet #) had married her (as a free 
woman), or as a slave woman. They said: If he (the Holy Prophet #) would make her wear the 
veil, then she would be a (free married) woman, and if he would not make her wear the veil, 
then she should be a slave woman. When he intended to ride, he made her wear the veil and 
she sat on the hind part of the camel; so they came to know that he had married her. As they 
approached Medina, Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him) drove (his ride) quickly and 
so we did. 'Adba' (the name of Allah's Apostle's camel) stumbled and Allah's Messenger # (may 
peace be upon him) fell down and she (Hadrat Safiyya: also fell down. He (the Holy Prophet #) 
stood up and covered her. woman looked towards her and said: May Allah keep away the 
Jewess! He (the narrator) said: | said: Aba Hamza, did Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be 
upon him) really fall down? He said: Yes, by Allah, he in fact fell down. Anas said: | also saw the 
wedding feast of Zainab, and he (the Holy Prophet “) served bread and meat to the people, and 
made them eat to their heart's content, and he (the Holy Prophet “) sent me to call people, and 
as he was free (from the ceremony) he stood up and | followed him. Two persons were left and 
they were busy in talking and did not get out (of the apartment). He (the Holy Prophet #) then 
proceeded towards (the apartments of) his wives. He greeted with as-Salamu ‘alaikum to every 
one of them and said: Members of the household, how are you? They said: Messenger of Allah 
=, we are in good state 'How do you find your family? He would say: In good state. When he 
was free from (this work of exchanging greetings) he came back, and | also came back along 
with him. And as he reached the door, (he found) that the two men were still busy in talking. And 
when they saw him having returned, they stood up and went out; and by Allah! | do not know 
whether | had informed him, or there was a revelation to him (to the affect) that they had gone. 
He (the Holy Prophet #) then came back and | also returned along with him, and as he put his 
step on the threshold of his door he hung a curtain between me and him, and (it was on this 
occasion) that Allah revealed this verse: 


548. It was narrated that Anas said: "The Messenger of Allah prayed Fajr on the day of Khaibar 
during the time that it was still dark, when he was near the enemy. Then he attacked them and said: 
Allahu Akbar! Khaibar is destroyed!' Twice 'Then. when it descends in their courtyard, evil will be the 
morning for those who had been warned!" [ As-Saffat 37:177]. ' (Sahih) 

Comments: Allah’s Messenger * attacked after dawn, because he had been waiting for the Adhan of the 
dawn prayer. Had he heard the Adhan from the people he was about to attack, he would not have carried 
out the attack, so that Muslims there might not be killed. And if he would not hear the Adhan from them, 
he would carry out the attack, because, in that case, he would clearly be attacking disbelievers. 


3382. It was narrated from Anas: "The Messenger of A//ah invaded Khaibar and we prayed Al-Ghadah 
(Fajr) there (early in the morning) when it was still dark. Then the Prophet # rode and Abu Talha rode, 
and I was riding behind Abu Talha. The Prophet of Allah “ passed through the lane of Khaibar quickly, 
and my knee was touching the thigh of the Messenger of Allah %, and I could see the whiteness of the 
thigh of the Prophet # When he entered the town he said: 'Allahu Akbar, Khaibar is destroyed! 
Whenever we approach a (hostile) nation to fight, evil will be the morning for those who have been 
warned.'[As-Saffat 37:177] He said this three times. The people came out for their work." (One of the 
narrators) 'Abdul-'Aziz said: "They said: 'Muhammad (has come)!" 'Abdul-'Aziz said: "Some of our 
companions said: 'With his army."' "We conquered Khaibar and gathered the captives. Dihyah came and 
said: '0 Prophet of Allah *, give me a slave girl from among the captives.' He said: 'Go and take a slave 
girl.' He took Safiyyah bint Huyayy. Then a man came to the Prophet * and said: '0 Messenger of Allah 
=, you gave Dihyah, Safiyyah bint Huyayy, and she is the chief mistress of Quraizah and An-Nadir, and 
she is fit for no one but you.' He said: 'Call him to bring her.’ When the Prophet saw her, he said: 'Take 
any other slave girl from among the captives."' He said: "The Prophet of Allah * set her free and married 
her." (One of the narrators) Thabit said to him: "0 Abu Hamzah, what dowry did he give her?" He (Anas) 
said: "Herself; he set her free and married her." He said: "While on the road, Umm Sulaim fitted her out 
and presented her to him in the night, and the following morning he was a bridegroom. He said: 'Whoever 
has anything, let him bring it.' He spread out a leather cloth and men came with cottage cheese, dates, and 
ghee, and they made Hais, and that was the Walimah (wedding feast) of the Messenger of Allah *." 
(Sahih) 

Comments: 1. When other necessities of life could be fulfilled while traveling, marriage and its 
consummation also could take place, because they are also necessities; particularly so when the travels of 
those days lasted several weeks, rather months. 

2. 'The thigh': while riding a mount, the dress might slide due to wind. The thigh, therefore, might be 
uncovered. It does not mean the Prophet had deliberately uncovered his thighs. This is because baring 
one's thighs in populated places is blameworthy even for a common man, except for one who is traveling. 
While traveling, people generally roll up their hemlines in front of their companions and servants, for a 
whiff or two of breeze. It is possible in the company of very close companions, because the thigh is not 
similar to private parts. It should be kept covered because of its nearness to private parts. In the ritual 
prayer, covering of the thigh constitutes one of the parts which are required to be concealed obligatorily. 
If the thigh is bare, the prayer shall not be valid. 

3. "Khaibar is destroyed!": Did the Prophet * state it on account of Revelation or other than that? Some 
people of knowledge consider it to have been a supplication, may Khaibar be conquered. 

4. 'Safiyyah bint Huyayy': She was the daughter of Huyayy bin Akhtab, who was the leader of the entire 
Jewish community. She was married to another prominent chief. The marriage had recently been 
contracted. Her husband was killed in the battle and she was taken captive. Seemingly, such a woman of 
eminent rank was not adequate for any common man. Therefore, the Prophet * took her back from 
Dahiyah and chose her for himself; particularly so, because she was descended from the progeny of 
Prophet Harun. From the progeny of a Prophet and married to yet another Prophet. What a lofty rank! 
May Allah be pleased with her and she with Him! 

5. No one is allowed to have immediate intercourse with a woman who is married to someone when taken 
captive, before the expiry of one period or cycle of menses, in order to ensure that she is not pregnant. In 
case of pregnancy, intercourse is allowed only after the delivery of the child. The Safiyyah coincidentally 
had been in the state of menses when she was taken captive. The menses ended while traveling. It became 
certain that she was not pregnant, because pregnancy terminates menses. Hence, cohabitation became 
permissible for the Prophet *. 

6. 'That was tbe Walimah of the Messenger of Allah Only such sort of wedding feast was possible 
while traveling. 


4345. It was narrated that Anas said: "The Messenger of Allah # reached Khaibar in the morning, and 
they came out to us carrying their shovels. When they saw us they said: 'Muhammad and the army ! And 
they rushed back into the fortress. The Messenger of Allah * raised his hands, then he said: 'A/lahu 
Akbar, Allahu Akbar, Khaibar is destroyed. Verily, when we descend in field of a people (i.e. near to 
them), evil will be the morning for those who had been warned!"[As Saffat 37:177] We acquired some 
donkeys there and we cooked them. Then the caller of the Prophet * called out: 'Allah and His Messenger 
=. forbid you to eat the flesh of donkeys, for it is an abomination." (Sahih).

Comments: The Qur'an is a consistent and a perfect reminder, it reminds of all the facts nurtured in 
human nature, it also reminds of the Guidance that Allah sent through the Messengers for the human 
beings. Therefore, there is no shade of deficiency in the admonishment and advice in the Qur'an. These 
disbelievers are in fact denying the Truth, because of their being stubborn, arrogant and argumentative.

Comments: Batshah means the humiliated defeat in the battle of Badr; and Lizdm refers to the disbeliever 
captives of the battle of Badr; Dukhan [smoke] is the one that the disbeliever observed due to the severity 
of starvation. The smoke mentioned in the Qur'an is different than the smoke that will emerge before the 
Day of Judgement. 


3405. 'Aishah i Allah be pleased with her] said: "The Prophet ££ would to not sleep until he recited 


and "Muhammad bin Isma'il informed me: "This Abu Lubabah's (a narrator in the 
chain) name is Marwan, the freed slave of 'Abdur-Rahman bin Ziyad.

Narrated 'Aisha:

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with the right path they were to follow so that they went out reciting:-- "Muhammad is no more than an 
Apostle and indeed many Apostles have passed away before him.."

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The entire earth, all the heavens and all the creatures will be on the Fingers of Allah, His 

Fingers are as They suit to the Self of the Almighty. As it is impossible to know the reality and the 

condition of Allah's Self, similarly, the reality and the condition of His Fingers is beyond our knowledge 

and comprehension. 

(5). 3241. Mujahid narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "Do you know what is the width of Jahannam?" I said: 

"No." He said: "Yes, and by Allah I do not know. 'Aishah narrated to me that she asked the Messenger of 

Allah # about Allah's saying: 'On the Day of Resurrection the whole earth will be grasped by His Hand 

and the heavens will be rolled up in His Right Hand. [Az-Zumar 39:67] She said: 'I said: "Where will the 

people be on that day 0 Messenger of Allah?" He said: "Upon the bridge over Jahannam." (Sahih) 

And there is a longer story with the Hadith. He said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gha rib from this route. 

Comments: If the entire human will come on the bridge over the Hell and it will suffice them, then how 

vast Hell will be! 

(6). 3242.Masruq narrated that 'Aishah said: "0 Messenger of Allah # On the Day of Resurrection the 

whole earth will be grasped by His Hand and the heavens will be rolled up in His Right Hand. _ [Az- 
"Where will the believers be?" He said: "Upon the Sirat 0 'Aishah!" (Sahih) 

Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«And the Horn will be blown, and whoever is in the heavens and whoever is on the earth will fall dead 
except whom Allah wills. Then it will be blown again, and at once they will be standing, looking on(68)»» 
[Az-Zumar: 68] 


(9). 3245. Abu Hurairah narrated: "In the market of Al-Madinah, a Jew said: 'No! By the One who chose 
Miisa above all humans." He said: "A man from the Ansar raised his hand and struck him in his face. He 


said: 'You say this while Allah's Prophet *, is among us?' So the Messenger of Allah * said: 'And the 
Trumpet will be blown and all who are in the heavens and the earth will swoon away, except him whom 
Allah wills. Then it will be blown another time, and behold they will be standing, looking on 

So I shall be the first to raise his head and there will be Musa holding on to one of the supports of 
the Throne. So I will not know if he raised his head before me, or if he was one of those whom Allah 
made the exception for. And whoever says: 'I am better than Yunus bin Matta, then he has indeed lied." 
(Hasan) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«They will say, "Did there not come to you your messengers with clear proofs?" They will say, "Yes." 
They will reply, "Then supplicate [yourselves], but the supplication of the disbelievers is not except in 
error."(50)» 


2586. Abu Ad-Darda' narrated that the Messenger of Allah # said: "The inhabitants of the Fire will suffer 
from a hunger equal to the punishment they experience, so they will seek relief, and be given to eat of 
Dari’; which will neither nourish nor avail against hunger. [AI-Ghashiah 88:7] So they will (again) seek 
food to relieve (their hunger), and they will be given to eat of a food that causes one to choke. Then they 
will remember that they used remedy for choking in the world by drinking something. So they will seek 
relief from drink. Then they will be given Hamim with meat hooks, so when it comes toward their faces it 
melts their faces, and when it enters their insides it cuts up what is inside of them. So (some of them) say: 
'Call the keepers of Hell' so they say: Did there not come to you your Messengers with clear signs? They 
say: 'Yes!' They say: 'Then call as you like.' And the invocation of the disbelievers is nothing but in vain." 

He said: "They will say: 'Call Malik.' So they say: 0 Malik! Let your Lord make an end of 
us!" He said: "So he answers them: Verily you shall abide forever. [Az-Zukhruf 43:77] A1-A'mash said: 
"I was informed that there is a thousand years between their calling him, and Malik's answering them." 
He said: "They say: 'Call your Lord, for there is none better than your Lord.' So they will say: Our Lord! 
Our wretchedness overcame us, and we were (an) erring people. Our Lord! Bring us out of this. If we ever 
return (to evil), then indeed we shall be wrongdoers." 


He said: "So the reply to them is: You remain in it in ignominy! And do not speak to Me,"[A1- 

He said: "So with that, they lose hope of any good, and with that they are taken 
to moaning, despair and severe ruin." (Da ‘if) 
‘Abdullah bin 'Abdur-Rahman said: "The people do not narrate this Hadith in Marfu' form." 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith has only been reported from Al-A'mash, from Shimr bin 'Atiyyah, from 
Shahr bin Hawshab, from Umm Ad-Darda’, from Abu Ad-Darda' as his statement, not in Marfu' form. 
And Qutbah bin 'Abdul-'Aziz (a narrator in the chain) is trustworthy according to the people of Hadith. 


«And your Lord says, "Call upon Me; I will respond to you." Indeed, those who disdain My worship will 
enter Hell [rendered] contemptible(60)» 


(1). 3247. An-Nu'man bin Bashir narrated that the Prophet * said: "Supplication is the worship." Then he 


recited: 'And your Lord said: 'Call upon Me, I will answer you. Verily, those who scorn My worship, they 
will surely enter Hell in humiliation." {AL-Mu'min (Ghafir) 40:60] (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


3372. An-Nu'man bin Bashir narrated that the Prophet said: "The supplication, is worship." Then he 
recited: And Your Lord said: "Call upon me, I will respond to you. Verily, those who scorn My worship, 
they will surely enter Hell humiliated. 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Mansur and Al-A'mash narrated it from Dharr, and we do 
not know it except from the narration of Dharr. [He is Dharr bin ‘Abdullah Al-Hamdani, trustworthy, the 
father of 'Umar bin Dharr.] 

Comments: Supplication is worship in itself, and for proof the Prophet (#2) recited the Verse of Stirat 
Ghafir, "Call upon Me, I will respond to you. Verily, those who scorn My worship, they will surely enter 
the Hell humiliated." This Verse shows that not begging His favors is a sign of scorn. As supplication is 
the essence of worship, and without its essence, the supplication is nothing but lifeless utterances. 


«It is Allah who made for you the grazing animals upon which you ride, and some of them you eat(79)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik that the best of what he had heard about horses, 
mules, and donkeys was that they were not eaten because Allah, the Blessed, the 
Exalted,said, 


. He said, may He be Blessed and Exalted, 
He said, the 


Blessed, the Exalted, 


Malik said "Allah mentioned horses, mules, and donkeys for 
riding and adornment, and He mentioned cattle for riding and eating." Malik said, 
"Al-qani also means the poor."

«And you were not covering yourselves, lest your hearing testify against you or your sight or your skins, 
but you assumed that Allah does not know much of what you do(22)» 


Narrated 'Abdullah: Two person of Bani Thaqif and one from Quarish (or two persons from Quraish and 
one from Bani Thagif) who had fat bellies but little wisdom, met near the Ka'ba. One of them said, "Did 
you see that Allah hears what we say? " The other said, "He hears us if we speak aloud, but He does not 
hear if we speak in stealthy quietness (softly)." The third fellow said, "If He hears when we speak aloud, 
then He surely hears us if we speak in stealthy quietness (softly)." So Allah revealed the Verse:-- 


Ibn Mas'ud reported that there gathered near the House three persons amongst whom two were 
Quraishi and one was a Thaqafi or two were Thagafis and one was a Quraishi. They lacked 
understanding but wore more flesh. One of them said: Do you think that Allah hears as we 
speak? The other one said: He does hear when we speak loudly and He does not hear when 
we speak in undertones, and still the other one said: If He listens when we speak loudly, He 
also listens when we speak in undertones. It was on this occasion that this verse was revealed:" 


(1). 3248. Ibn Mas'ud narrated: "Three men whose bellies were fat, but whose hearts had little 
understanding, were arguing at the House. Two of them were from Quraish and one was from Thagqif -or 
two from Thagqif, and one from Quraish. One of them said: 'Do you think that Allah can hear what we are 
saying?’ Another said: 'He can hear if we are loud, but He can not hear when we are quiet.' Another said: 
Tf He can hear when we are loud then He can hear when we are quiet.' So Allah, the Mighty and Sublime 
revealed: And you have not been hiding yourselves, lest your ears and your eyes and your skins should 
testify against 0." [Fussilat 41:22] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


«And that was your assumption which you assumed about your Lord. It has brought you to ruin, and you 
have become among the losers."(23)» 


(2). 3249. 'Abdullah said: "I was hiding beneath the covering of the Ka'bah, and three men came along - a 
man from the Quraish, and two of his brothers-in-law from Thaqif, or a man from Thagif and two of his 
brothers-in-law from the Quraish. Their bellies were fat, and they did not have much understanding. They 
said something that I could not understand, then one of them said: 'Do you think that Allah can hear what 
we are talking about?’ Another said: 'If we raise our voices, He will hear it, but if we do not raise our 


voices, He will not hear it.' The other one said: 'If He can hear something from us, then He can hear all of 
it." ‘Abdullah said: "I mentioned that to the Prophet # , so Allah revealed: 'And you have not been hiding 


yourselves, lest your ears and your eyes and your skins should testify against...’ you up to His .saying: 
'....and you have become of those utterly lost!" ." [Fussilat 41:22 & 23] ' (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan [Sahih].(Another chain) with similar. 


«Indeed, those who have said, "Our Lord is Allah " and then remained on a right course - the angels will 
descend upon them, [saying], "Do not fear and do not grieve but receive good tidings of Paradise, which 
you were promised(30)» 


(3). 3250. Anas bin Malik narrated that the Messenger of Allah “ recited: Verily those who they stand 
firm." He said: say: "Our Lord is Allah, and then"People have said it, then most of them 
disbelieved, so whoever dies upon it, then he is among those who stood firm."(Da'if) 

[Abii 'EIsa said:] This Hadith is [Hasan] Gharib, we do not know of it except from this route. I heard 
Abu Zur'ah saying: "Affan reported a Hadith from 'Amr bin Ali." [And there are narrations related from 
the Prophet Abu Bakr, and 'Umar, may Allah be pleased with them about this Ayah and the meaning of 
"They stand firm." 


«[He is] Creator of the heavens and the earth. He has made for you from yourselves, mates, and among 
the cattle, mates; He multiplies you thereby. There is nothing like unto Him, and He is the Hearing, the 
Seeing(11)» 


662. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Indeed Allah accepts charity, and He 
accepts it with His Right (Hand) to nurture it for one of you, just like one of you would nurture his foal, 
until the bite (of food) becomes as large as Uhud." The Book of Allah, the Mighty and Sublime testifies to 
that: 'He accepts repentance from His worshippers, and accepts Zio. 

And: 'Allah will destroy Riba and will give increase for charity.’ 

(Abu 'Elsa) said: This Hadith is (Hasan) Sahih. It has been reported from 'Aishah from the Prophet # 
similarly. More than one of the people of knowledge have spoken about this Hadith, and the narrations 
that resemble it about the Attributes and the Descent of the Lord, Blessed and Most High, every night to 
the lowest Heaven. They said: "The narrations about these are affirmed and should be believed in without 
misinterpreting them nor saying 'how'." It has been reported like this from Malik (bin Anas), Suf'an bin 
"Uyainah, 'Abdullah bin Al-Mubarak; they would say about these Ahadith: They are conveyed without 
saying how. This is the view of the people of knowledge among AA/ As-Sunnah wal-Jama ‘ah. As for the 
Jahmiyyah, they reject these narrations and they say that this is Tashbih{Anthropomorphism, resembling 
Allah to creatures] And in other places in His Book, Allah, Blessed and Most High is He, has mentioned 
the Hand, the Hearing, the Seeing, so the Jahmiyyah misinterpret these Ayat and give them interpretations 
other than the interpretations of the people of knowledge. They say that Allah did not create Adam with 
His Hand, and they say the meaning of Hand is merely power. Isaq bin Ibrahim said: At-Tashbih is only 
when one says 'Hand; like a hand or similar to a hand' or 'Hearing; like hearing or similar to hearing.’ So 
when one says 'Hearing; like hearing or similar to hearing’ then this is the Tashbih. As for when one says 
as Allah (Most High) said, Hand, Hearing, Seeing, and he does not say ‘how' nor say ‘similar to hearing' 
nor ‘like hearing' then this is not Tashbih. It is merely as Allah, Blessed and Most High is He said:'There 
is nothing like Him, and He is the All-Hearing, the All-Seeing.' 

Comments: As the reality and condition of Allah's Self is beyond our imagination, thinking, intellect and 
wisdom likewise the reality, condition and position of His Attributes is beyond our imagination, thinking, 
intellect, understanding and wisdom. Therefore to deny the Attributes, to misinterpret, to distort, to refuse, 
to explain resemblance and condition is just to lose the right path. 


«It is that of which Allah gives good tidings to His servants who believe and do righteous deeds. Say, [O 
Muhammad], "I do not ask you for this message any payment [but] only good will through kinship." And 
whoever commits a good deed - We will increase for him good therein. Indeed, Allah is Forgiving and 

Appreciative(23)» [Ash-Shura: 23] 


Narrated Tawus: Ibn 'Abbas recited the Quranic Verse:-- 
" (42.23) Said bin Jubair said, "(The Verse implies) the kinship of Muhammad #8." Ibn ‘Abbas said, "There 
was not a single house (i.e. sub-tribe) of Quraish but had a kinship to the Prophet #8 and so the above 


Verse was revealed in this connection, and its interpretation is: 'O Quraish! You should keep good 
relation between me (i.e. Muhammad) and you." 


(1). 3251. Tawas narrated: Ibn 'Abbas was asked about this Ayah: Say: "No reward do I ask of you for 
this except to be kind for my kinship with you."| Ash-Shiira 42:23] So Sa'eed bin Jubair said: 'To be kind 
to the family of Muhammad *.' Ibn 'Abbas replied: "You know that there was no family of the Quraish 
except that the Messenger of Allah had some relatives among them.' He said: 'Except that you should 
uphold the ties of kinship that exist between me and you." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. It has been reported from Ibn 'Abbas through other routes. 
Comments: Various meanings of this Verse have been understood: according to Ibn 'Abbas, if you do not 
embrace Islam, you should at least care that I am your relative; therefore at least listen to me and let me 
convey my message, do not annoy me and be not an obstacle before my call. 


«And whatever strikes you of disaster - it is for what your hands have earned; but He pardons much(30)» 


(2). 3252. 'Ubaidullah bin Al-W4zi' said: "A Shaikh from Banu Murrah narrated to me, he said: 'I arrived 
in Al-Kufah and was informed about Bilal bin Abi Burdah so I said: "Indeed there is a lesson in him" so I 
went to him while he was imprisoned in his home, which he had built.’ He said: After everything that had 
happened to him he had changed due to the punishment and the beatings, and now he was living in 
isolation. So I said. All praise is due to Allah 0 Bilal! I have seen you passing by us holding your nose, 
and it was not from the dust! And today you are in this state.’ So he said: 'Where are you from?' I said: 
"From Banu Murrah bin 'Abbad.' So he said: 'Shall I not narrate a Hadith to you, perhaps Allah will 
benefit you by it?' I said: 'Go ahead.' He said: 'My father, Abu Burdah narrated from his father Abu Musa, 
that the Messenger of Allah % said: "No worshipper suffers a calamity nor what is worse than that or less, 
except due to a sin, and what Allah pardons as a result of it is more." He (Abu Musa) said: 
"And he recited: And whatever misfortune befalls you, it is because of what your hands have earned. ."[ 
(Da'if) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it except through this route. 
Comments: Any affliction that befalls in the world, it is the result of people's deeds, yet Allah overlooks 
many of the evil deeds. The real purpose of afflictions is only warning and making them realise so that the 
people would redress their conditions.

Do you 
recite the Qur'an?' I said: 'Yes.' He said: 'Then recite Az-Zukhruf to me." He said: "So I recited: Ha Mim. 
By the manifest Book. Verily, We have made it a Qur'an in Arabic that you may be able to understand. 
And verily, it is in the Mother of the Book with Us, indeed exalted, full of wisdom 
Then he said: 'Do you know what the Mother of the Book is?' I said: 'Allah and His Messenger # know 
better.' He said: 'It is a book that Allah wrote before He created the Heavens, and before He created the 
earth. In it, it is (written): Fir'awn is among the inhabitants of the Fire, and in it is: Perish the two hands of 
Abu Lahab, and perish he! J ALMasad I11:1] 

'Ata' said: 'I met Al-Walid the son of 'Ubadah bin As-Samit the Companion of the Messenger of Allah # 
and asked him: "What was your father's admonition when he died?" He said: "He called me and said: '0 
my son! Have Taqwa of Allah, and know that you will never have Taqwa of Allah until you believe in 
Allah, and you believe in A/-Oadar — all of it — its good and its bad. If you die upon other than this you 
shall enter the Fire.

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. 

Comments: Allah had commanded the Pen to write what was going to happen. Thus, whatever has 
happened, or is happening, or will happen it is in accordance with what has been written, since Allah's 
knowledge could not be contrary to the fact or to the actual happening. Denying the Divine Decree, thus, 
amounts to denying both, Allah's all-pervading knowledge and His perfect dominion.. 


«That you may settle yourselves upon their backs and then remember the favor of your Lord when you 
have settled upon them and say. "Exalted is He who has subjected this to us, and we could not have 
[otherwise] subdued it(13)» 


«And indeed we, to our Lord, will [surely] return."(14)» [4z-Zukhruf: 14] 


3446. 'Ali bin Rabi'ah said: "I witnessed 'Ali having an animal brought to him to ride. When he placed his 
foot in the stirrup he said: 'In the Name of Allah,' (Bismillah) [three times].

What caused you to laugh?' He said: 'I saw the Messenger of Allah “ do as I did, then he (#%) laughed, so 
I said, 'What caused you to laugh?" He said: 'Indeed, your Lord is very pleased with His worshipper when 
he says: "0 my Lord, forgive me my sins, indeed, no one other than You forgives sins." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] And there is something on this topic from Ibn 'Umar. [He said:] This Hadith is Hasan 
Sahih. 

Comments: Allah likes his servant who happens to make some mistake and confesses his fault, and asks 
Allah to forgive him with trust in Allah , while he repents and believes that no one else can forgive him.

(1). 3253. Abu Umamah narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "No people go astray after having 
been guided, but they resort to arguing."

(Hasan) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. We only know of it as a narration of Hajjaj bin Dinar, and 
Hajjaj is trustworthy, average in Hadith. Abu Ghalib's name is Hazawwar. (Uajjaj and Abii Ghalib are 
narrators in the chain). 
Comments: When talking about the call and mission of the Prophets, the name of 'Eisa would be 
mentioned; the Quraish used to say, Muhammad * criticised our gods but he admired 'Eisa and regarded 
him a deity. It was then said that those people said so merely for useless argument and quarrel, otherwise 
they knew very well that the Qur'an did not speak about 'Eisa as a deity, he was mentioned as an obedient 
servant of Allah and a Messenger. 


«And that is Paradise which you are made to inherit for what you used to do(72)» [Az-Zukhruf: 72] 


(10). 3246. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Prophet * said: "A caller will call out: "You shall have life and 
never die; you shall be healthy and never be ill; you shall be young and never grow old; you shall live in 
favor and never suffer difficult circumstances.' That is the saying of Allah Most High: This is Paradise, 
which you have been made to inherit because of your deeds that you used to do." 

(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] Ibn Al-Mubarak and others reported this Hadith from Ath-Thawri, and they did not 
mention it in Marfu' form. 


«And they will call, "O Malik, let your Lord put an end to us!" He will say, "Indeed, you will 
remain."(77)» 


Narrated Yali: | heard the Prophet # reciting the following Verse on the pulpit: "They will call: O 
Malik......' and Sufyan said that ‘Abdullah recited it 


Narrated Yali: That he heard the Prophet * on the pulpit reciting:-- 
(Malik is the gate-keeper (angel) of the (Hell) Fire.) 


508. Safwan bin Ya'la bin Umayyah narrated from his father who said: "I heard the 
Prophet # reciting, while on the Minbar: 

[He said: ] There are narrations on this topic from Abu Hurairah, and 
Jabir bin Samurah. (Sahih) 
Abu 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Ya'la bin Umayyah is a Hasan Gharib Sahih Hadith, 
and it is a narration of Sufyan bin Uyainah. There are those among the people of 
knowledge who prefer that the Imam recite an Ayah of the Qur'an during the 
Khutbah. 
Ash-Shafi'i said: "When the Imam gives a Khutbah in which he does not recite 
anything from the Qur'an in his Khutbah, the Khutbah is to be repeated." 


2586. Abu Ad-Darda' narrated that the Messenger of Allah # said: "The inhabitants of the Fire will suffer 
from a hunger equal to the punishment they experience, so they will seek relief, and be given to eat of 
Dari'; which will neither nourish nor avail against hunger. [AL-Ghashiah 88:7] So they will (again) seek 
food to relieve (their hunger), and they will be given to eat of a food that causes one to choke. Then they 
will remember that they used remedy for choking in the world by drinking something. So they will seek 
relief from drink. Then they will be given Hamim with meat hooks, so when it comes toward their faces it 
melts their faces, and when it enters their insides it cuts up what is inside of them. So (some of them) say: 
‘Call the keepers of Hell' so they say: Did there not come to you your Messengers with clear signs? They 
say: 'Yes!' They say: 'Then call as you like.' And the invocation of the disbelievers is nothing but in vain." 
[Ghafir 40:50} He said: "They will say: 'Call Malik.’ So they say: 0 Malik! Let your Lord make an end of 
us!" He said: "So he answers them: Verily you shall abide forever. [Az-Zukhmf 43:77] Al-A'mash said: "I 
was informed that there is a thousand years between their calling him, and Malik's answering them." He 
said: "They say: 'Call your Lord, for there is none better than your Lord.’ So they will say: Our Lord! Our 
wretchedness overcame us, and we were (an) erring people. Our Lord! Bring us out of this. If we ever 
return (to evil), then indeed we shall be wrongdoers." 
He said: "So the reply to them is: You remain in it in ignominy! And do not speak to Me."[ AJ- 

He said: "So with that, they lose hope of any good, and with that they are taken 
to moaning, despair and severe ruin." (Da‘if) 
‘Abdullah bin 'Abdur-Rahmén said: "The people do not narrate this Hadith in Marfu' form." 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith has only been reported from Al-A'mash, from Shimr bin 'Atiyyah, from 
Shahr bin Hawshab, from Umm Ad-Darda’, from Abu Ad-Darda' as his statement, not in Marfu' form. 
And Qutbah bin 'Abdul-'Aziz (a narrator in the chain) is trustworthy according to the people of Hadith. 


«Then watch for the Day when the sky will bring a visible smoke(10)» [Ad-Dukhan: 10] 


2249. It was narrated from Ibn 'Umar, that the Messenger of Allah @ passed by Ibn Sayyad with a group 
of his Companions among them 'Umar bin A1-Khattab —while he was playing with two boys at the fort 
of Banu Maghalah, and he was a boy. He did not realize until the Messenger of Allah @ struck him with 
his hand on his back, then he said: "Do you testify that I am the Messenger of Allah?" So Ibn Sayyad 
looked at him, and said: 'I testify that you are the Messenger to the illiterates." He said: "Then Ibn Sayyad 
said to the Prophet * 'Do you testify that I am the Messenger of Allah?! So the Prophet * said: 'I believe 
in Allah and His Messengers.’ Then the Prophet * said: 'Who has come to you?" Ibn Sayyad said: 'A 
truthful one and a liar came to me.' So the Prophet # said: 'The matter has been confused for you.’ Then 
the Messenger of Allah ® said: 'I have concealed something from you.And he had concealed: The day 
when the sky will bring forth a visible smoke [Ad-Dukhan 44:10.]' Ibn Sayyad said: 'It is, "4d-Dukhan." 
So the Messenger of Allah * said: 'Beat it! You can never surpass your ability.' 'Umar said: '0 Messenger 
of Allah! # Permit me to chop off his head!' The Messenger of Allah * said: 'If he is indeed him, then 
you will never overpower him, and if he is not, then there is no good in you killing him." (Sahih) 
'‘Abdur-Razzaq said: "Meaning: The Dajjal." [Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Sahih.] 

Comments: Ibn Sayyad at that time was one of the Dajjal, but not the Great Dajjal, who will claim not 
Prophethood, but Divinity for himself, and will demonstrate strange feats through his sorcery.

(1). 3254. Masruq said: "A man came to 'Abdullah and said: 'A story teller has said that a smoke will 
appear from the earth, taking the hearing of the disbelievers and manifesting as a cold for the believers." 
He became angry, and since he was reclining, he sat up then said: "When one of you is asked about 
something he knows, then let him speak accordingly" -Manstir (one of the narrators) narrated it as: "Then 
let him inform of it" - "And when asked about what he does not know, then let him say: "Allah knows 
best." For indeed, it is part of a man's knowledge, that when he is asked about something he does not 
know, he says: "Allah knows best." For verily Allah, Most High said to His Prophet : Say: "No wage do 
I ask of you for this, nor am I one of the pretenders. (Sad 38:86) When the Messenger of Allah % saw 
that the Quraish were behaving stubbornly with him, he said: "0 Allah! Assist me against them with seven 
(years of famine) like the seven of Yusuf." So He punished them with drought making everything barren, 
until they ate skins and carcasses" - and one of them said: "bones.' He said: 'And it appeared that smoke 
was coming out of the earth. So Abii Sufy'an came to him and said: "Verily your people are being 
destroyed, so supplicate to Allah for them." He said: "So this is about His saying: "The Day when the sky 
will bring forth a visible smoke, covering the people, this is a painful torment. 

Mansur narrated it as: "So this is about His saying: Our Lord! Remove the torment from us, really we 


shall become believers." - "So shall the punishment be removed from them in the 
Hereafter? Al-Batshah, [See and see the Tafsir of Ibn Kathir (Abridged, Darussalam) 
vol. Sp. 678] Al-Lizam, ["Torment" referring to . See the Tafsir of Ibn Kathir (Abridged, 


Darussalam) vol. 7 p. 209.] the smoke," - one of them said: " the moon" the other said: "The Romans 
have all passed." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] 4/-Lizam [means] the Day of Badr. [He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Batshah means the humiliated defeat in the battle of Badr; and Lizdm refers to the disbeliever 
captives of the battle of Badr; Dukhan [smoke] is the one that the disbeliever observed due to the severity 
of starvation. The smoke mentioned in the Qur'an is different than the smoke that will emerge before the 
Day of Judgement.

Narrated Masruq: We were with 'Abdullah and he said, "When the Prophet saw the refusal of the 
people to accept Islam he said, "O Allah! Send (famine) years on them for (seven years) like the seven 
years (of famine during the time) of (Prophet) Joseph." So famine overtook them for one year and 
destroyed every kind of life to such an extent that the people started eating hides, carcasses and rotten 
dead animals. Whenever one of them looked towards the sky, he would (imagine himself to) see smoke 
because of hunger. So Abu Sufyan went to the Prophet and said, "O Muhammad! * You order people 
to obey Allah and to keep good relations with kith and kin. No doubt the people of your tribe are dying, 
so please pray to Allah for them." So Allah revealed: 


Ibn Masud added, "Al-Batsha (i.e. grasp) happened in the 
battle of Badr and no doubt smoke, Al-Batsha, Al-Lizam, and the verse of Surat Ar-Rum have all passed .

Narrated Abdullah (bin Mas'ud): When the Prophet # realized that the Quraish had delayed in embracing 
Islam, he said, "O Allah! Protect me against their evil by afflicting them with seven (years of famine) like 
the seven years of (Prophet) Joseph." So they were struck with a year of famine that destroyed everything 
till they had to eat bones, and till a man would look towards the sky and see something like smoke 
between him and it. Allah said:-- 


And Allah further said:-- 
(Will Allah relieve them from torture on 
the Day of Resurrection?) (The punishment of) the smoke had passed and Al-Baltsha (the destruction of 
the pagans in the Badr battle) had passed too. 


Narrated Masruq: One day I went to Ibn Masud who said, "When Quraish delayed in embracing Islam, 
the Prophet # invoked Allah to curse them, so they were afflicted with a (famine) year because of which 
many of them died and they ate the carcasses and Abu Sufyan came to the Prophet * and said, 'O 
Muhammad! You came to order people to keep good relation with kith and kin and your nation is being 
destroyed, so invoke Allah I ? So the Prophet “ recited the Holy verses of Surat-Ad-Dukhan: 


was what happened on the day of the battle of Badr." Asbath added on the authority of Mansur, "Allah's 
Apostle prayed for them and it rained heavily for seven days. So the people complained of the 
excessive rain. The Prophet * said, 'O Allah! (Let it rain) around us and not on us.' So the clouds 
dispersed over his head and it rained over the surroundings." 


Masrugq reported that there came to Abdullah a person and said: | have left behind in the 
mosque a man who explains the Qur'an according to his personal discretion and he explained 
this verse:" So wait for the day when the Heaven brings a clear smoke." He says that a smoke 
would come to the people on the Day of Resurrection and it will withhold breath and they would 


be inflicted with cold. ‘Abdullah said: He who has knowledge should say something and he who 
has no knowledge should simply say: Allah is best aware. This reflects the understanding of a 
person that he should say about that which he does not know that it is Allah who knows best. 
The fact is that when the Quraish disobeyed Allah's Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) he 
supplicated Allah that they should be afflicted with famine and starvation as was done in case of 
Yusuf. And they were so much hard pressed that a person would ace the sky and he would see 
between him and the sky something like smoke and they were so much hard pressed that they 
began to eat the bones, and a person came to Allah's Apostle @ (may peace be upon him) and 
said: Allah's Messenger seek forgiveness for the tribe of Mudar for (its people) have been 
undone. The Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) said: For Mudar? You are overbold, but he 
supplicated Allah for them. It was upon this that this verse was revealed:" 
lie (the narrator) said: There was 
a downpour of rain upon them. When there was some relief for them they returned to the same 
position as they had been before, and Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, revealed this verse 


And this (seizing) implied (Battle) of Badr. 


Masrugq reported: We were sitting in the company of Abdullah and he was lying on the bed that 
a person came and said: Abu Abd al-Rahman, a story-teller at the gates of Kinda says that the 
verse (of the Qur'an) which deals with the" smoke" implies that which is about to come and it 
would hold the breath of the infidels and would inflict the believers with cold. Thereupon 
Abdullah got up and said in anger. O people, fear Allah and say only that which one knows 
amongst you and do not say which he does not know and he should simply say: Allah has the 
best knowledge for He has the best knowledge amongst all of you. It does not behove him to 
say that which he does not know. Allah has the best knowledge of it. Verily Allah, the Exalted 
and Glorious, said to His Prophet (may peace be upon him) to state:" | do not ask from you 
any remuneration and | am not the one to put you in trouble," and when Allah's Mesgenger 
(may peace be upon him) saw people turning back (from religion) he said: O Allah, afflict thern 
with seven famines as was done in the case of Yusuf, so they were afflicted with famine by 
which they were forced to eat everything until they were obliged to eat the hides and the dead 
bodies because of hunger, and every one of them looked towards the sky and he found a 
smoke. And Abu Sufyan came and he said: Muhammad, you have come to command us to 
obey Allah and cement the ties of blood- relation whereas your people are undone; supplicate 
Allah for tlicm. Thereupon Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, said:" Wait for the day when there 
would be clear smoke from the sky which would envelop people and that would be grievous 
torivent" up to the words:" you are going to return to (evil)." (if this verse implied the torment of 
the next life) could the chastisement of the next (life) be averted (as the Qur'an states 


The seizing (in the hadith) implies that of the Day of Badr. And so far as the sign of 
smoke, seizing, inevitability and signs of Rome are concern- ed, they have become things of the 


past now. 


«And the heaven and earth wept not for them, nor were they reprieved(29)» [Ad-Dukhan: 29] 


(2). 3255. Anas bin Malik narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "There is no believer except that 

he has two doors: A door through which his deeds ascend, and a door through which his sustenance 

descends. So when he dies they weep for him. That is the meaning of the saying of Allah, the Mighty and 

Sublime: And the heavens and the earth wept not for them, nor were they given respite." [Ad-Dukhan 
(Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it being Marfu’' except through this route. 

Musa bin 'Ubaidah and Yazid bin Aban Ar-Raqashi were both'graded weak in Hadith. 

Comments: This Verse informs that there are such people in the universe even those living in the 

heavens feel sad for their death and the earth weeps, but if an oppressor and a tyrant dies everything of the 

universe feels at ease. 


«These are the verses of Allah which We recite to you in truth. Then in what statement after Allah and 
His verses will they believe?(6)» 


Narrated AbuHurayrah:

2382. Al-Walid bin Abi Al-Wald abu 'Utthman Al-Mada’ini narrated that 'Uqbah bin Muslim narrated to 
him, that shufaiy Al-Asbahi narrated that he entered Al-Madinah and saw a man around whom the 
people had gathered. He asked: 

"Who is this?" They said: "Abu Hurairah." (He said):So | got close to him until | was sitting in front of 
him as he was narrating to the people. When he was silent and alone, | said to him: " | ask 
youabsolute truth if you would narrate to me a Hadith which you heard from the Messenger of Allah 
(s.a.w), That you understand and know." So Abu Hurairah said: "You want me to narrate a Hadith to 
you which the Messenger of Allah (s.a.w) narrated to me that | understand and know." Then Abu 
Hurairah began sobbing profusely. We sat for a while, then he recovered and said: "| shall narrate to 
you a Hadith which the Messenger of Allah (s.a.w) narrated in this House, while there was no one 
with us other than he and I." Then, again, Abu Hurairah began sobbing severely. Then he recovered, 
and wiped his face, and said: "you want me to narrate to you a Hadith which the Messenger of Allah 
(s.a.w) narrated while he and | were sitting in this House, and no one was with us but he and I." 
Then Abu Hurairah began sobbing severely. Then he bent, falling on his face, so | supported him for 
a long time. Then he recovered and said: "The Messenger of Allah narrated to me that on the Day of 
Judgement, Allah, Most High, will descend to His slaves to judge between them. 

The first of those who will be called before him will be a man who memorized 
the Qur'an, and a man who was killed in Allah's cause, and a wealthy man. Allah will say to the 
reciter: 'Did | not teach you what | revealed to My Messenger?" He says: 'Of course O Lord!’ He 
says: 'Then what did you do with what you learned?’ He said: 'l would stand (in prayer reciting) with it 
during all hours of the night and all hours of the day.' Then Allah would say to him: 'You have lied." 
And the angels will say: 'You have lied.'Allah will say to him: 'Rather, you wanted it to be said that 
so-and-so is a reciter. And that was said.' The person with the wealth will be brought, and Allah will 
say to him: 'Was | not so generous with you, such that | did not leave you having any need from 
anyone?’ He will say: 'Of course O Lord!’ He says: 'Then what did you do with what | gave to you?' 
He says: 'l would nurture the ties of kinship and give charity.’ Then Allah will say to him: 'You have 
lied.' And the angels will say to him: 'You have lied.’ Allah, Most High, will say: 'Rather, you wanted it 
to be said that so-and-so is so generous, and that was said.’ Then the one who was killed in Allah's 
cause shall be brought, and Allah will say to him : 'For what were you killed?’ So he says: 'l was 
commanded to fight in Your cause ,so | fought until | was killed.' Allah [Most High] will say to him: 
‘You have lied.' And the angels will say to him: 'You have lied.’ Allah [Most High] will say: 'Rather, 
you wanted it be said that so-and-so is brave, and that was said.' "Then the Messenger of Allah 
(s.a.w)hit me on my knees and said: 'O Abu Hurairah! These first three are the creatures of Allah 
with whom the fire will be enflamed on the Day of Judgement.” Al-Walid Abu 'Uthman Al-Mada'ini 
said: "So 'Uqbah bin Muslim informed me that Shaufaiy, is the one who entered upon Mu'awiyah to 
inform him about this." Abu Uthman said: 'This has been done with these people, then how about 
with those who remain among the people?" Then Mu'awiyah begin weeping so intensely, that we 
thought that he will kill himself with excessive weeping. We said: "This man came to us to cause 
evil." Then Mu'awiyah recovered, wiped off his face and said: "Allah and His Messenger told the 


truth: Whosoever desires the life of the world and its glitter, then we shall pay in full (the wages of) 
their deeds therein, and they shall have no diminution therein. They are those for whom there is 
nothing in the Hereafter Fire, and vain are the deeds they did therein. And of no effect is that which 
they used to do."

Narrated Sad bin Abi Waqqas: | have never heard the Prophet # saying about anybody walking on the 
earth that he is from the people of Paradise except 'Abdullah bin Salam. The following Verse was 
revealed concerning him:

(The following) was 
revealed about me: 'A witness from among the Children of Isra'il has testified to something similar, and 
believed while you rejected. Verily, Allah does not guide the wrongdoing people.' [Al-Ahqaf 46:10] And 
(the following) was revealed about me: ‘Sufficient as a witness between me and you is Allah, and those 
too who have knowledge of the Scripture.' [Ar-Ra'd 13:43] Allah has sheathed the sword from you, and 
the angels are your neighbors in this city of yours, the one in which the Revelation came to your Prophet 
=. But by Allah! (Fear) Allah regarding this man; if you kill him, then by Allah! If you kill him then you 
will cause the angels to remove your goodness from you, and to raise Allah's sheathed sword against you, 


such that it will never be sheathed again until the Day of Resurrection." He said: "They said: "Kill the Jew 
and kill 'Uthman."

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is [Hasan] Gharib. Shu'aib bin Safwan reported it from 'Abdul-Malik bin 
"Umair, from Ibn Muhammad bin 'Abdullah bin Salam, from his grandfather, 'Abdullah bin Salam. 
Comments: The Verses mentioned in this Hadtth are from two different Surah different revealed in the 
Makkan era; whereas 'Abdullah bin Salam embraced Islam in Al-Madinah, after the emigration. His 
saying 'these Verses were revealed regarding him' means the meaning of these Verses also applies to him, 
so they were revealed regarding the people like myself. As Iam honored with this status and rank, I am 
telling you to correct your aim and not to commit the murder of 'Uthman ; the consequences of 'Uthman's 
murder would be very dangerous for the Muslims. 


3803. 'Abdul-Malik bin 'Umair narrated from the nephew of 'Abdullah bin Salam who said: "When they 
were about to kill 'Uthm4n, ‘Abdullah bin Salam came and 'Uthman said to him: 'What did you come for?’ 
He said: 'I came to assist you.’ He said: 'Go to the people to repel their advances against me. For verily 
your going is better to me than your entering here.' So 'Abdullah went to the people and said: '0 you 
people! During Jahiliyyah I was named so and-so, then the Messenger of Allah named me ‘Abdullah, 
and some Ayat from the Book of Allah were revealed about me. (The following) was revealed about me: 
"A witness from among the Children of Isra'il has testified to something similar and believed while you 
rejected. Verily, Allah does not guide the wrongdoing people." AL-Ahgaf 46:10." [And (the following) 
was revealed about me: "Sufficient as a witness between me and you is Allah, and those too who have 
knowledge of the Scripture." [Ar-Ra'd 13:43] Allah has sheathed the sword from you and the angels are 
your neighbors in this city of yours, the one in which the Revelation came to the Messenger of Allah . % 
But by Allah! (Fear) Allah regarding this man; if you kill him, then by Allah! If you kill him, then you 
will cause the angels to remove your goodness from you, and to raise Allah's sheathed sword against you, 
such that it will never be sheathed again until the Day of Resurrection." He said: "They said: "Kill the Jew

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we only know of it as a narration of 'Abdul-Malik bin 'Umair. 
Shu'aib bin Safwan reported this Hadith from 'Abdul-Malik bin 'Umair, he said: "From 'Umar bin 
Muhammad bin 'Abdullah bin Salam, from his grandfather, ‘Abdullah bin Salam." 

Comments: 'Abdullah bin Salam used to be a Jew, and from among the Jews, he was 10" person who 
embraced Islam. He was a true scholar of his religious book. 


«And We have enjoined upon man, to his parents, good treatment. His mother carried him with hardship 
and gave birth to him with hardship, and his gestation and weaning [period] is thirty months. [He grows] 
until, when he reaches maturity and reaches [the age of] forty years, he says, "My Lord, enable me to be 
grateful for Your favor which You have bestowed upon me and upon my parents and to work 
righteousness of which You will approve and make righteous for me my offspring. Indeed, I have 
repented to You, and indeed, I am of the Muslims."(15)» 


Malik related to me that he had heard that Uthman ibn Affan was brought a woman 
who had given birth after six months and he ordered her to be stoned. Ali ibn Abi 
Talib said to him, "She does not deserve that. Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, says 
in His Book, and he 
said 


Pregnancy can then be six months, so 
she does not deserve to be stoned." Uthman ibn Affan sent for her and found that 
she had already been stoned. Malik related to me that he asked Ibn Shihab about 
someone who committed sodomy. Ibn Shihab said, "He is to be stoned, whether or 
not he is muhsan." 


«And the Day those who disbelieved are exposed to the Fire [it will be said], "You exhausted your 
pleasures during your worldly life and enjoyed them, so this Day you will be awarded the punishment of 
[extreme] humiliation because you were arrogant upon the earth without right and because you were 

defiantly disobedient."(20)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Yahya ibn Said that Umar ibn al-Khattab said, 
"Beware of meat. It has addictiveness like the addictiveness of wine." Yahya related 
to me from Malik from Yahya ibn Said that Umar ibn al-Khattab saw Jabir ibn 
Abdullah carrying some meat. He said, "What is this?" He said, "Amir al-muminin. 
We desired meat and I bought some meat for a dirham." Umar said, "Does one of 
you want to fill his belly apart from his neighbour or nephew? How can you overlook 
this ayat? 


«And when they saw it as a cloud approaching their valleys, they said, "This is a cloud bringing us rain!" 
Rather, it is that for which you were impatient: a wind, within it a painful punishment(24)» 


‘Ata’ b. Rabah reported on the authority of 'A'isha, the wife of the Apostle of Allah (way peace be 
upon him), who said: Whenever the wind was stormy, the Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon 
him) used to say: O Allah! | ask Thee for what is good in it, and the good which it contains, and 
the good of that which it was sent for. | seek refuge with Thee from what is evil in it, what evil it 
contains, and the evil of that what it was sent for; and when there was a thunder and lightning in 
the sky, his colour underwent a change, and he went out and in, backwards and forwards; and 
when the rain came, he felt relieved, and | noticed that (the sign of relief) on his face. 'A'isha 
asked him (about it) and he said: It may be as the people of 'Ad said: 


‘Aisha, the wife of the Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon him), reported: | never saw 
Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) laugh to such an extent that | could see his 
uvula-whereas he used to smile only-and when he saw dark clouds or wind, (the signs of fear) 
were depicted on his face. | said: Messenger of Allah , | find people being happy when they 
ace the dark cloud in the hope that it would bring rain, but | find that when you see that (the 
cloud) there is an anxiety on your face. He said: 'A'isha, | am afraid that there may be a calamity 
in it, for a people was afflicted with wind, when the people saw the calamity they said 


(2). 3257. 'Aishah [may Allah be pleased with her] said: "When the Prophet # saw storm clouds he 
would pace back and forth. And when it rained, he would relax." She said: "I said something to him about 
that, and he said: 'What do I know? Maybe it is as Allah, Most High said: Then, psa they saw it asa 
dense cloud approaching their valleys, they said: This is a cloud bringing us rain.' 

(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 

Comments: The Prophet would become fearful as he would see clouds in the sky, lest there should be 
Allah's punishment in the form of clouds; and when the clouds bring rain and the danger had passed, his 
fear and anxiety would also disappear. He would also have this fear and worry for the territories where he 
himself was not present, as the people could not be punished where he used to be. Allah never punished a 
nation so long as the Prophet was among them. 


«They said, "O our people, indeed we have heard a [recited] Book revealed after Moses confirming what 
was before it which guides to the truth and to a straight path(30)» 


Ry 
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(3). 3258. Ash-Sha'bl narrated that 'Alqamah said: "I said to Ibn Mas'ud, may Allah be pleased with him: 
'Did any of you accompany the Prophet # on the Night of the Jinn?' He said: "None of us accompanied 
him. One night, while he was in Makkah, we could not find him. We said: "He has been murdered [or] 
snatched, what has happened to him?" So we spent the worst night a people could spend until the 
morning’ or 'it was about dawn when we saw him coming from the direction of Hira.’ He said: 'They told 
him about what they had went through." "So he said: 'Someone from the Jinn came to invite me, so I went 
to them to recite for them.' He said: "So we went and saw their tracks and the traces of their camp fire." 
Ash-Sha'bi said: "They asked him about their provisions - and they were Jinns of Mesopotamia - so he 
said: 'Every bone upon which Allah's Name has not been mentioned, that falls into your hands, which has 
an abundance of meat, and every dropping or dung is fodder for your beasts." So the Messenger of Allah 
= said: "Do not perform /stinja’ with them for indeed they are provisions for your brothers among the 
Jinns." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: This Hadith tells that on the night known by the name of 'Night of the Jinn’ no Companion 
was with the Prophet # in it, He was by himself and he recited the Qur'an to the Jinns. 


«So when you meet those who disbelieve [in battle], strike [their] necks until, when you have inflicted 
slaughter upon them, then secure their bonds, and either [confer] favor afterwards or ransom [them] until 
the war lays down its burdens. That [is the command]. And if Allah had willed, He could have taken 
vengeance upon them [Himself], but [He ordered armed struggle] to test some of you by means of others. 

And those who are killed in the cause of Allah - never will He waste their deeds(4)» 


Malik related to me that he had heard that Abdullah ibn Umar was asked whether a 
slave could be bought on the specific condition that it was to be used to fulfil the 
obligation of freeing a slave, and he said, "No." Malik said, "That is the best of what 
I have heard on the obligation of freeing slaves. Someone who has to set a slave 
free because of an obligation on him, may not buy one on the condition that he sets 
it free because if he does that, whatever he buys is not completely a slave because 
he has reduced its price by the condition he has made of setting it free." Malik 
added, "There is no harm, however, in someone buying a person expressly to set 
him free." Malik said, "The best of what I have heard on the obligation of freeing 
slaves is that it is not permitted to free a christian or a jew to fulfil it, and one does 
not free a mukatab or a mudabbar or an umm walad or a Slave to be freed after a 
certain number of years, or a blind person. There is no harm in freeing a christian, 


jew, or magian voluntarily, because Allah, the Blessed, the Exalted, said in His 
Book, Seem) The favour is setting 


free." Malik said, "As for obligations of freeing slaves which Allah has mentioned in 
the Book, one only frees a mumin slave for them." Malik said, "It is like that in 
feeding poor people for kaffara. One must only feed muslims and one does not feed 
anyone outside of the deen of Islam." 


1568. 'Imran bin Husain narrated that the Prophet “ ransomed two men from the Muslims with a man 
from the idolaters. (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

The paternal uncle of Abu Al-Muhallab's name is 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Amr, and they also say it was 
Mu'awiyah bin 'Amr. And Abii Qilabah's name is ‘Abdullah bin Zaid Al-Jarmi (narrator in the chain). 
This is acted upon according to most of the people of knowledge among the Companions of the Prophet 
and others. It is for the Imém to decide to be generous with whom he wills among the captives, or to kill 
whom he wills among them, or to ransom whom he wills among them. Some of the people of knowledge 
preferred killing over ransoming. 

Al-Awza'i said: "It has been conveyed to me, that this Ayah is abrogated: Thereafter (is the time) either 
for generosity (to free them without ransom) or ransom [Muhammad 47:4] it was abrogated by: And kill 
them wherever you find them.." [AL-Ba garah 2:191] This was narrated to us by Hannad (who said): "Ibn 
A1-Mubarak narrated to us, from Al-Awza'l." 

Ishaq bin Mansur said: "I said to Ahmad: 'When the captives are captured’ is killing or ransoming better to 
you?' He said: 'If they are able to ransom’ then there is no harm in it. And if they kill, then I do not know 
of any harm in it." 


Ishaq said: "Wiping them out is better to me, unless it is someone well-known, so that it is hoped that a 
large amount will be obtained for him." 

Comments: Most of the people of knowledge say that it is the right and privilege of the Amir or of the 
Head of the State to treat the prisoners according to the situation. He can put them in jail or forgive them 
after receiving ransom, or he can release them without receiving anything from them. This point of view 
1s correct. 


«Is the description of Paradise, which the righteous are promised, wherein are rivers of water unaltered, 
rivers of milk the taste of which never changes, rivers of wine delicious to those who drink, and rivers of 
purified honey, in which they will have from all [kinds of] fruits and forgiveness from their Lord, like 
[that of] those who abide eternally in the Fire and are given to drink scalding water that will sever their 

intestines?(15)» 


2583. Abii Umamah narrated regarding His (Allah's) statement: "He will be given water of Sadid to drink, 
he will swallow it." Ibrahim 14:16,17 | that the Prophet said: "It will be brought toward his mouth and 
he will dislike it, so whenever it is brought closer to him it will melt his face and the skin of his head will 
fall into it. Then whenever he drinks from it his bowels will be severed until it comes out from his anus. 
Allah, the Blessed and Exalted says: "And they will be given water of Hamim to drink such that it cuts up 
their bowels..." [Muhammad 47:15] and He says: "And if they call for drink they will be given water of 
Muhl which melts the faces, the worst of drinks and the worst of abodes." [AL-Kahf 18:29. (Hasan) 
[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, this is how Muhammad bin Isma'il said it: "From 'Ubaidullah bin 
Busr. 'Ubaidullah bin Busr is not known except in this Hadith." Safwan bin 'Amr narrated a different 
Hadith from 'Abdullah bin Busr, the Companion of the Prophet *. 'Abdullah bin Busr has a brother who 
heard from the Prophet and his sister (also) heard from the Prophet . Perhaps this 'Ubaidullah bin Busr the 
one from whom Saiwan bin 'Amr narrated the Hadith of Abii Ummah - is the brother of 'Abdullah bin 
Bust. 

Comments: So foul and strong will be the smell of Ghassaq (wound discharges or pus) that even if a 
bucketful of it were thrown into the world, the entire earth would be filled with its stench. Thus, the plight 
of those that will be made to drink it can very well be imagined. 


«So know, [O Muhammad], that there is no deity except Allah and ask forgiveness for your sin and for 
the believing men and believing women. And Allah knows of your movement and your resting place(19)»

Abdullah b. Sarjis reported: | saw Allah's Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) and ate with him 
bread and meat, or he said Tharid (bread soaked in soup). | said to him: Did Allah's Apostle = 
(may peace be upon him) seek forgiveness for you? He said: Yes, and for you, and he then 
recited this verse 

| then went after him and saw the Seal of Prophethood between his shoulders on the 
left side of his shoulder having spots on it like moles. 


(1). 3259. Az-Zuhri narrated from Abii Salamah, from Abu Hurairah [may Allah be pleased with him] 


regarding): 'And seek forgiveness for your sins, and also for the believing men and women.' 
That the Messenger of Allah said: "Indeed I ask Allah for forgiveness seventy times a day." 
(Sahih) 

[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. It has also been related from Abu Hurairah, from the Prophet 
that he said: "Indeed I seek forgiveness from Allah a hundred times a day." Muhammad bin 'Amr reported 
it from Abu Salamah from Abu Hurairah. 

Comments: Here the word 'sin' is referred to the Prophet ™, the mistake of the Prophet's is always in 
matters of obedience, it never happened for the fulfillment of desires, nor did they do so intentionally and 
willingly. However, they sometimes went beyond the fixed limits when obeying the truth; as there are 
distinctive scales and criteria between true and false, so they were held accountable even for the least 
unintentional slip, and Allah guided them. 


«So would you perhaps, if you turned away, cause corruption on earth and sever your [ties of] 
relationship?(22)» (Muhammad: 22] 


Narrated Abu Huraira: The Prophet & said, "Allah created the creations, and when He finished from His 
creations, Ar-Rahm i.e., womb said, "(O Allah) at this place | seek refuge with You from all those who 
sever me (i.e. sever the ties of Kith and kin). Allah said, 'Yes, won't you be pleased that | will keep good 
relations with the one who will keep good relations with you, and | will sever the relation with the one 
who will sever the relations with you.' It said, 'Yes, O my Lord.' Allah said, 'Then that is for you'" Allah's 
Apostle #8 added. "Read (in the Qur'an) if you wish, the Statement of Allah: 


Narrated Abu Huraira: Allah's Apostle # said, "Allah created the creation, and when He finished from 
His creation the Rahm (womb) got up, and Allah said (to it). "Stop! What do you want? It said; "At this 
place I seek refuge with You from all those who sever me (i.e. sever the ties of Kinship.)" Allah said: 
"Would you be pleased that I will keep good relation with the one who will keep good relation with you, 
and I will sever the relation with the one who will sever the relation with you. It said: 'Yes, 'O my Lord.' 
Allah said (to it), 'That is for you." And then Abu Huraira recited the Verse:-- 
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«Here you are - those invited to spend in the cause of Allah - but among you are those who withhold [out 
of greed]. And whoever withholds only withholds [benefit] from himself; and Allah is the Free of need, 


while you are the needy. And if you turn away, He will replace you with another people; then they will 
not be the likes of you(38)» (Muhammad: 38] 


(2). 3260. Abu Hurairah said: "One day, the Messenger of Allah recited this Ayah: 'And if you turn 
away, He will replace you with other people; then they will not be like ou. ESE They 


said: 'And who will replace us?' So the Messenger of Allah patted the shoulder of Salman, then he said: 
'This one and his people, this one and his people." (Hasan) 

[He said:] This Hadith is Gharib. There is criticism regarding its chain. 'Abdullah bin Ja'far also 

reported this Hadith from Al-'Ala' bin 'Abdur-Rahman. 

Comments: The aim of the Verse is that Allah is not in need of anyone, He would bring some other 
people to replace those who regard their work for religion as a favor to the religion, and they will offer 
their service to the religion just for His sake and Pleasure. The contribution of non-Arabs in the field of 
Tafsir and explanation of the Qur'an and the Sunnah is more than just the Arabs, as Salman Al-Farisi 
[Persian] was a non-Arab. 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin Mughaffal: 
I saw Allah's Apostle “ reciting Surat-al-Fath on his she-camel on the day of the Conquest of Mecca. 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Zayd ibn Aslam from his father that the 
Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, was on one of his 
journeys, and one night Umar ibn al-Khattab, who was travelling with him, asked 
him about something, but he did not answer him. He asked him again, but he did 
not answer him. Then he asked him again, and again he did not answer him. Umar 
said, "May your mother be bereaved of you, Umar. Three times you have 
importuned the Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
with a question and he has not answered you at all." Umar continued, "I got my 
camel moving until, when I was in front of the people, I feared that a piece of 
Qur'an was being sent down about me. It was not long before I heard a crier calling 
for me, and I said that I feared that a piece of Qur'an had been sent down me." He 
continued, "I came to the Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, and said, 'Peace be upon you' to him, and he said, 'A sura has been sent 
down to me this night that is more beloved to me than anything on which the sun 
rises.’ Then he recited 


Narrated Shu'ba: Mu'awiya bin Qurra reported that 'Abdullah bin Al-Maghaffal Al-Muzani said, "I saw 


Allah's Apostle # on the day of the Conquest of Mecca, riding his she-camel and reciting 

or part of Surat-al-Fath. He recited it in a vibrating and pleasant voice. Then Mu'awiya recited as 
‘Abdullah bin Mughaffal had done and said, "Were I not afraid that the people would crowd around me, I 
would surely recite in a vibrating pleasant voice as Ibn Mughaffal did, imitating the Prophet #." I asked 
Muawiya, "How did he recite in that tone?" He said thrice, "A, A, A." 


«Indeed, We have given you, [O Muhammad], a clear conquest(1)» [Al-Fat-h: 1] 


Narrated Aslam: 

Allah's Apostle #8 was traveling on one of his journeys, and 'Umar bin Al-Khattab was traveling along 
with him at night. 'Umar asked him about something, but Allah's Apostle #8 did not answer him. He 
asked again, but he did not answer. He asked for the third time!, but he did not answer. On that, 'Umar 
said to himself, "May your mother lose you! You have asked Allah's Apostle #2 three times, but he did 
not answer at all!" Umar said, "So | made my camel go fast till | was ahead of the people, and | was 
afraid that something might be! revealed about me. After a little while | heard a call maker calling me, | 
said, 'l was afraid that some Qur'anic Verse might be revealed about me.' So | went to Allah's Apostle & 
and greeted him. He said, ‘Tonight there has been revealed to me a Surah which is dearer to me than 


that on which the sun shines (i.e. the world).' Then he recited: ‘Verily! We have given you (O 


Narrated Al-Bara: Do you (people) consider the conquest of Mecca, the Victory (referred to in the 

Was the conquest of Mecca a victory? We really consider that the actual Victory was the 
Ar-Ridwan Pledge of allegiance which we gave on the day of Al-Hudaibiya (to the Prophet #8) . On the 
day of Al-Hudaibiya we were fourteen hundred men along with the Prophet #2 Al-Hudaibiya was a well, 
the water of which we used up leaving not a single drop of water in it. When the Prophet & was 
informed of that, he came and sat on its edge. Then he asked for a utensil of water, performed ablution 
from it, rinsed (his mouth), invoked (Allah), and poured the remaining water into the well. We stayed 
there for a while and then the well brought forth what we required of water for ourselves and our riding 
animals. 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 

Regarding Allah's Statement: 
refers to the Al-Hudaibiya Pledge. And the companions of the Prophet said (to the Prophet #8), 
"Congratulations and happiness for you; but what reward shall we get?" So Allah revealed:-- 


Narrated Zaid bin Aslam: 
My father said, "Allah's Apostle £8 was proceeding at night on one of his journeys and 'Umar bin Al- 
Khattab was going along with him. 'Umar bin Al-Khattab asked him (about something) but Allah's 


Apostle #8 did not answer him. 'Umar asked him again, but he did not answer him. He asked him again 
(for the third time) but he did not answer him. On that Umar bin Al-Khattab addressed himself saying, 
"May your mother be bereaved of you, O 'Umar, for you have asked Allah's Apostle thrice, yet he has 
not answered you." ‘Umar said, "Then | made my camel run fast and took it in front of the other 
Muslims, and | was afraid that something might be revealed in my connection. | had hardly waited for a 
moment when | heard somebody calling me. | said, 'l| was afraid that something might have been 
revealed about me.' Then | came to Allah's Apostle & and greeted him. He (i.e. the Prophet) said, 
‘Tonight there has been revealed to me, a Sura which is dearer to me than (all the world) on which the 
sun rises,' and then he recited: 


(1). 3262. Malik bin Anas narrated from Zaid bin Aslam, from his father who said: "I heard 'Umar bin Al- 
Khattaéb [may Allah be pleased with him] saying: "We were with the Messenger of Allah # during one of 
his journeys when I said something to him but he was silent. Then I said something again but he was 
silent. I quickened the pace of my mount to go to the other side. I said: "May your mother lose you 0 Ibn 
Al-Khattab! You pestered the Messenger of Allah three times, each time he did not reply to you! You 
deserve that something be revealed about you in the Qur'an." He (i.e.,'Umar) said: 'It was not long before 
I heard a voice calling me.'So I came to the Messenger of Allah * and he said: "0 Ibn Al-Khattab! A 
Stirah was revealed to me last night which is dearer to me than what the sun rises upon: Verily, We have 
given you a manifest victory." Fath 48:1]"" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. [Some of them reported it from Malik in Mursal 
form]. 


«That Allah may forgive for you what preceded of your sin and what will follow and complete His favor 
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«[And] that He may admit the believing men and the believing women to gardens beneath which rivers 
flow to abide therein eternally and remove from them their misdeeds - and ever is that, in the sight of 
Allah, a great attainment(5)» 


(2). 3263. Anas [may Allah be pleased with him said: "While the Messenger of Allah @ was returning 
from Al-Hudaibiyyah it was revealed to him, "That Allah may forgive you your sins of the past and the 
future)" Fath 4822) So the Prophet * said: 'An Ayah has been revealed to me which is dearer to me 
than whatever is upon the earth.' Then the Prophet recited it for them and they said: 'Congratulations 0 
Messenger of Allah! # Allah has explained what He will do with you, but what will He do with us?' So 
(the following) was revealed: 'That He may admit the believing men and the believing women into 
Gardens under which rivers flow' up to (His Saying) 'a supreme success. .“[ Fath 48:5]"" (Sahih) 

[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. There is something on this topic from Mujammi' bin Jariyah. 
Comments: Allah will grant you such a victory that cannot be challenged. He has bestowed such great 
help and victory to combat the disbelievers and the polytheists which uprooted the strength of the Quraish 
and the House of Allah came under the control of the Muslims, and finally none had the power to face the 
Muslims. Allah favored the Muslims with the wholehearted and perfect satisfaction at the occasion of this 
treaty, and it increased the believers in faith much more. Allah will admit the believing men and women, 
as a result of strong faith, into the Gardens beneath which the rivers flow, and they shall abide therein 


forever, Allah will forgive all their sins and mistakes. The real and triumph success is that they enter 
Paradise. 


«Certainly was Allah pleased with the believers when they pledged allegiance to you, [O Muhammad], 
under the tree, and He knew what was in their hearts, so He sent down tranquillity upon them and 
rewarded them with an imminent conquest(18)» [AL-Fat-h: 18] 


1591. Yaya bin Abi Kathir narrated from Abu Salamah, from Jabir bin 'Abdullah about the statement of 

Allah, Most High: Allah was pleased with the believers when they gave the pledge to you under the tree 
that Jabir said: "We pledged to the Messenger of Allah that we would not flee and we 

did not pledge to him for death." (Sahih) 

[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from Salamah bin Al-Akwa', Ibn 'Umar, 'Ubadah, and Jarir 

bin ‘Abdullah. 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith has been reported from Eisa bin Yunus, from Al-Awza'i, from Yahya bin 

Abi Kathir who said: "Jarir bin ‘Abdullah said" and he did not mention Abt Salamah in it. 


«And it is He who withheld their hands from you and your hands from them within [the area of] Makkah 
after He caused you to overcome them. And ever is Allah of what you do, Seeing(24)» 


«They are the ones who disbelieved and obstructed you from al-Masjid al-Haram while the offering was 
prevented from reaching its place of sacrifice. And if not for believing men and believing women whom 
you did not know - that you might trample them and there would befall you because of them dishonor 
without [your] knowledge - [you would have been permitted to enter Makkah]. [This was so] that Allah 
might admit to His mercy whom He willed. If they had been apart [from them], We would have punished 

those who disbelieved among them with painful punishment(25)» 


«When those who disbelieved had put into their hearts chauvinism - the chauvinism of the time of 
ignorance. But Allah sent down His tranquillity upon His Messenger and upon the believers and imposed 
upon them the word of righteousness, and they were more deserving of it and worthy of it. And ever is 

Allah, of all things, Knowing(26)» 


Narrated Al-Miswar bin Makhrama and Marwan: 

(whose narrations attest each other) Allah's Apostle ® set out at the time of Al-Hudaibiya (treaty), and 
when they proceeded for a distance, he said, "Khalid bin Al-Walid leading the cavalry of Quraish 
constituting the front of the army, is at a place called Al-Ghamim, so take the way on the right." By Allah, 
Khalid did not perceive the arrival of the Muslims till the dust arising from the march of the Muslim army 
reached him, and then he turned back hurriedly to inform Quraish. The Prophet # went on advancing till 
he reached the Thaniyya (i.e. a mountainous way) through which one would go to them (i.e. people of 
Quraish). The she-camel of the Prophet * sat down. The people tried their best to cause the she-camel to 
get up but in vain, so they said, "Al-Qaswa' (i.e. the she-camel's name) has become stubborn! Al-Qaswa' 
has become stubborn!" The Prophet * said, "Al-Qaswa' has not become stubborn, for stubbornness is not 


her habit, but she was stopped by Him Who stopped the elephant." Then he said, "By the Name of Him in 
Whose Hands my soul is, if they (i.e. the Quraish infidels) ask me anything which will respect the 
ordinances of Allah, I will grant it to them." The Prophet # then rebuked the she-camel and she got up. 
The Prophet * changed his way till he dismounted at the farthest end of Al-Hudaibiya at a pit (i.e. well) 
containing a little water which the people used in small amounts, and in a short while the people used up 
all its water and complained to Allah's Apostle *; of thirst. The Prophet * took an arrow out of his arrow- 
case and ordered them to put the arrow in that pit. By Allah, the water started and continued sprouting out 
till all the people quenched their thirst and returned with satisfaction. While they were still in that state, 
Budail bin Warqa-al-Khuza'l came with some persons from his tribe Khuza'a and they were the advisers 
of Allah's Apostle who would keep no secret from him and were from the people of Tihama. Budail 
said, "I left Kab bin Luai and 'Amir bin Luai residing at the profuse water of Al-Hudaibiya and they had 
milch camels (or their women and children) with them, and will wage war against you, and will prevent 
you from visiting the Kaba." Allah's Apostle # said, "We have not come to fight anyone, but to perform 
the 'Umra. No doubt, the war has weakened Quraish and they have suffered great losses, so if they wish, I 
will conclude a truce with them, during which they should refrain from interfering between me and the 
people (i.e. the 'Arab infidels other than Quraish), and if I have victory over those infidels, Quraish will 
have the option to embrace Islam as the other people do, if they wish; they will at least get strong enough 
to fight. But if they do not accept the truce, by Allah in Whose Hands my life is, I will fight with them 
defending my Cause till I get killed, but (I am sure) Allah will definitely make His Cause victorious." 
Budail said, "I will inform them of what you have said." So, he set off till he reached Quraish and said, 
"We have come from that man (i.e. Muhammad #) whom we heard saying something which we will 
disclose to you if you should like." Some of the fools among Quraish shouted that they were not in need 
of this information, but the wiser among them said, "Relate what you heard him saying." Budail said, "I 
heard him saying so-and-so," relating what the Prophet * had told him. Urwa bin Mas'ud got up and said, 
"O people! Aren't you the sons? They said, "Yes." He added, "Am I not the father?" They said, "Yes." He 
said, "Do you mistrust me?" They said, "No." He said, "Don't you know that I invited the people of 'Ukaz 
for your help, and when they refused I brought my relatives and children and those who obeyed me (to 
help you)?" They said, "Yes." He said, "Well, this man (i.e. the Prophet ) has offered you a reasonable 
proposal, you'd better accept it and allow me to meet him." They said, "You may meet him." So, he went 
to the Prophet * and started talking to him. The Prophet * told him almost the same as he had told 
Budail. Then Urwa said, "0 Muhammad! Won't you feel any scruple in extirpating your relations? Have 
you ever heard of anyone amongst the Arabs extirpating his relatives before you? On the other hand, if 
the reverse should happen, (nobody will aid you, for) by Allah, I do not see (with you) dignified people, 
but people from various tribes who would run away leaving you alone." Hearing that, Abu Bakr abused 
him and said, "Do you say we would run and leave the Prophet # alone?" Urwa said, "Who is that man?" 
They said, "He is Abu Bakr." Urwa said to Abu Bakr, "By Him in Whose Hands my life is, were it not for 
the favor which you did to me and which I did not compensate, I would retort on you." Urwa kept on 
talking to the Prophet * and seizing the Prophet's “ beard as he was talking while Al-Mughira bin Shu'ba 
was standing near the head of the Prophet , holding a sword and wearing a helmet. Whenever Urwa 
stretched his hand towards the beard of the Prophet , Al-Mughira would hit his hand with the handle of 
the sword and say (to Urwa), "Remove your hand from the beard of Allah's Apostle %." Urwa raised his 
head and asked, "Who is that?" The people said, "He is Al-Mughira bin Shu'ba." Urwa said, "O 
treacherous! Am I not doing my best to prevent evil consequences of your treachery?" Before embracing 
Islam Al-Mughira was in the company of some people. He killed them and took their property and came 
(to Medina) to embrace Islam. The Prophet * said (to him, "As regards your Islam, I accept it, but as for 
the property I do not take anything of it. (As it was taken through treason). Urwa then started looking at 
the Companions of the Prophet #. By Allah, whenever Allah's Apostle * spat, the spittle would fall in the 
hand of one of them (i.e. the Prophet's companions) who would rub it on his face and skin; if he 
ordered them they would carry his orders immediately; if he performed ablution, they would struggle to 
take the remaining water; and when they spoke to him, they would lower their voices and would not look 
at his face constantly out of respect. Urwa returned to his people and said, "O people! By Allah, I have 


been to the kings and to Caesar, Khosrau and An-Najashi, yet I have never seen any of them respected by 
his courtiers as much as Muhammad is respected by his companions. By Allah, if he spat, the spittle 
would fall in the hand of one of them (i.e. the Prophet's # companions) who would rub it on his face and 
skin; if he ordered them, they would carry out his order immediately; if he performed ablution, they 
would struggle to take the remaining water; and when they spoke, they would lower their voices and 
would not look at his face constantly out of respect." Urwa added, "No doubt, he has presented to you a 
good reasonable offer, so please accept it." A man from the tribe of Bani Kinana said, "Allow me to go to 
him," and they allowed him, and when he approached the Prophet * and his companions, Allah's Apostle 
= said, "He is so-and-so who belongs to the tribe that respects the Budn (i.e. camels of the sacrifice). So, 
bring the Budn in front of him." So, the Budn were brought before him and the people received him while 
they were reciting Talbiya. When he saw that scene, he said, "Glorified be Allah! It is not fair to prevent 
these people from visiting the Ka'ba." When he returned to his people, he said, 'I saw the Budn garlanded 
(with colored knotted ropes) and marked (with stabs on their backs). I do not think it is advisable to 
prevent them from visiting the Ka'ba." Another person called Mikraz bin Hafs got up and sought their 
permission to go to Muhammad, and they allowed him, too. When he approached the Muslims, the 
Prophet * said, "Here is Mikraz and he is a vicious man." Mikraz started talking to the Prophet * and as 
he was talking, Suhail bin Amr came. When Suhail bin Amr came, the Prophet * said, "Now the matter 
has become easy." Suhail said to the Prophet # "Please conclude a peace treaty with us." So, the Prophet 
= called the clerk and said to him, "Write: By the Name of Allah, the most Beneficent, the most 
Merciful." Suhail said, "As for 'Beneficent,' by Allah, I do not know what it means. So write: By Your 
Name O Allah, as you used to write previously." The Muslims said, "By Allah, we will not write except: 
By the Name of Allah, the most Beneficent, the most Merciful." The Prophet * said, "Write: By Your 
Name O Allah." Then he dictated, "This is the peace treaty which Muhammad *, Allah's Apostle has 
concluded." Suhail said, "By Allah, if we knew that you are Allah's Apostle we would not prevent you 
from visiting the Kaba, and would not fight with you. So, write: "Muhammad bin Abdullah." The Prophet 
= said, "By Allah! Iam Apostle of Allah even if you people do not believe me. Write: Muhammad bin 
Abdullah." (Az-Zuhri said, "The Prophet # accepted all those things, as he had already said that he would 
accept everything they would demand if it respects the ordinance of Allah, (i.e. by letting him and his 
companions perform 'Umra.)" The Prophet * said to Suhail, "On the condition that you allow us to visit 
the House (i.e. Ka'ba) so that we may perform Tawaf around it." Suhail said, "By Allah, we will not 
(allow you this year) so as not to give chance to the 'Arabs to say that we have yielded to you, but we will 
allow you next year." So, the Prophet * got that written. Then Suhail said, "We also stipulate that you 
should return to us whoever comes to you from us, even if he embraced your religion." The Muslims said, 
"Glorified be Allah! How will such a person be returned to the pagans after he has become a Muslim? 
While they were in this state Abu- Jandal bin Suhail bin 'Amr came from the valley of Mecca staggering 
with his fetters and fell down amongst the Muslims. Suhail said, "O Muhammad! This is the very first 
term with which we make peace with you, i.e. you shall return Abu Jandal to me." The Prophet * said, 
"The peace treaty has not been written yet." Suhail said, "I will never allow you to keep him." The 
Prophet * said, "Yes, do." He said, "I won't do.: Mikraz said, "We allow you (to keep him)." Abu Jandal 
said, "O Muslims! Will I be returned to the pagans though I have come as a Muslim? Don't you see how 
much IJ have suffered?" Abu Jandal had been tortured severely for the Cause of Allah. Umar bin Al- 
Khattab said, "I went to the Prophet “ and said, 'Aren't you truly the Apostle of Allah?' The Prophet # 
said, 'Yes, indeed." I said, 'Isn't our Cause just and the cause of the enemy unjust?’ He said, "Yes." I said, 
'Then why should we be humble in our religion?’ He said, '[ am Allah's Apostle # and I do not disobey 
Him, and He will make me victorious." I said, ‘Didn't you tell us that we would go to the Ka'ba and 
perform Tawaf around it?' He said, "Yes, but did I tell you that we would visit the Ka'ba this year?' I said, 
"No." He said, 'So you will visit it and perform Tawaf around it?!" Umar further said, "I went to Abu Bakr 
and said, 'O Abu Bakr! Isn't he truly Allah's Prophet?' He replied, 'Yes.' I said, 'Then why should we be 
humble in our religion?' He said, 'Indeed, he is Allah's Apostle * and he does not disobey his Lord, and 
He will make him victorious. Adhere to him as, by Allah, he is on the right.' I said, 'Was he not telling us 
that we would go to the Kaba and perform Tawaf around it?' He said, 'Yes, but did he tell you that you 


would go to the Ka'ba this year?’ I said, 'No.' He said, "You will go to Ka'ba and perform Tawaf around 
it." (Az-Zuhri said, " 'Umar said, 'I performed many good deeds as expiation for the improper questions I 
asked them.'") When the writing of the peace treaty was concluded, Allah's Apostle * said to his 
companions, "Get up and' slaughter your sacrifices and get your head shaved." By Allah none of them got 
up, and the Prophet “ repeated his order thrice. When none of them got up, he left them and went to Um 
Salama and told her of the people's attitudes towards him. Um Salama said, "O the Prophet # of Allah! 
Do you want your order to be carried out? Go out and don't say a word to anybody till you have 
slaughtered your sacrifice and call your barber to shave your head." So, the Prophet went out and did 
not talk to anyone of them till he did that, i.e. slaughtered the sacrifice and called his barber who shaved 
his head. Seeing that, the companions of the Prophet “ got up, slaughtered their sacrifices, and started 
shaving the heads of one another, and there was so much rush that there was a danger of killing each 


other. Then some believing women came (to the Prophet “); and Allah revealed the following Divine 
Verses: ES Ne ae 


(60.10) Umar then divorced two wives of his who were infidels. Later on Muawiya bin Abu Sufyan 
married one of them, and Safwan bin Umaya married the other. When the Prophet “ returned to Medina, 
Abu Basir, a new Muslim convert from Quraish came to him. The Infidels sent in his pursuit two men 
who said (to the Prophet *), "Abide by the promise you gave us." So, the Prophet handed him over to 
them. They took him out (of the City) till they reached Dhul-Hulaifa where they dismounted to eat some 
dates they had with them. Abu Basir said to one of them, "By Allah, O so-and-so, I see you have a fine 
sword." The other drew it out (of the scabbard) and said, "By Allah, it is very fine and I have tried it many 
times." Abu Bair said, "Let me have a look at it." When the other gave it to him, he hit him with it till he 
died, and his companion ran away till he came to Medina and entered the Mosque running. When Allah's 
Apostle # saw him he said, "This man appears to have been frightened." When he reached the Prophet # 
he said, "My companion has been murdered and I would have been murdered too." Abu Basir came and 
said, "O Allah's Apostle , by Allah, Allah has made you fulfill your obligations by your returning me to 
them (i.e. the Infidels), but Allah has saved me from them." The Prophet “ said, "Woe to his mother! 
what excellent war kindler he would be, should he only have supporters." When Abu Basir heard that he 
understood that the Prophet “ would return him to them again, so he set off till he reached the seashore. 
Abu Jandal bin Suhail got himself released from them (i.e. infidels) and joined Abu Basir. So, whenever a 
man from Quraish embraced Islam he would follow Abu Basir till they formed a strong group. By Allah, 
whenever they heard about a caravan of Quraish heading towards Sham, they stopped it and attacked and 
killed them (i.e. infidels) and took their properties. The people of Quraish sent a message to the Prophet 
requesting him for the Sake of Allah and Kith and kin to send for (i.e. Abu Basir and his companions) 
promising that whoever (amongst them) came to the Prophet “ would be secure. So the Prophet * sent 
for them (i.e. Abu Basir's companions) and Allah revealed the following Divine Verses: 


And their pride and haughtiness was 
that they did not confess (write in the treaty) that he (i.e. Muhammad **) was the Prophet of Allah and 
refused to write: "In the Name of Allah, the most Beneficent, the Most Merciful," and prevented the 
Mushriks from visiting the Ka'ba. Narrated Az-Zuhri: Urwa said, "Aisha told me that Allah's Apostle # 
used to examine the women emigrants. We have been told also that when Allah revealed the order that the 
Muslims should return to the pagans what they had spent on their wives who emigrated (after embracing 
Islam) and that the Mushriks should not. keep unbelieving women as their wives, 'Umar divorced two of 
his wives, Qariba, the daughter of Abu Urhaiya and the daughter of Jarwal Al-Khuza'i. Later on Mu'awlya 
married Qariba and Abu Jahm married the other." When the pagans refused to pay what the Muslims had 
spent on their wives, Allah revealed: " 


So, Allah ordered that the Muslim whose wife, has gone, should be given, as a compensation of the Mahr 
he had given to his wife, from the Mahr of the wives of the pagans who had emigrated deserting their 


husbands. We do not know any of the women emigrants who deserted Islam after embracing it. We 
have also been told that Abu Basir bin Asid Ath-Thagafi came to the Prophet #8 as a Muslim emigrant 
during the truce. Al-Akhnas bin Shariq wrote to the Prophet requesting him to return Abu Basir. 


It has been narrated on the authority of Ibn Salama. He heard the tradition from his father who 
said: We arrived at Hudaibiya with the Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon him) and we 
were fourteen hundred in number. There were fifty goats for them which could not be watered 
(by the small quantity of water in the local well). So, the Messenger of Allah (may peace be 
upon him) sat on the brink of the well. Either he prayed or spat into the well The water welled 
up. We drank and watered (the beasts as well). Then the Messenger of Allah & (may peace be 
upon him) called us to take the vow of allegiance, as he was sitting at the base of a tree. | was 
the first man to take the vow. Then other people took the vow. When half the number of people 
had done so, he said to me: You take the vow, Salama. | said: | was one of those who took the 
vow in the first instance. He said: (You may do) again. Then the Messenger. of Allah @ (may 
peace be upon him) saw that | was without weapons. He gave me a big or a small shield. Then 
he continued to administer vows to the people until it was the last batch of them. He said (to 
me): Won't you swear allegiance, Salama? | said: Messenger of Allah , | took the oath with the 
first batch of the people and then again when you were in the middle of the people. He said: 
(Doesn't matter), you may (do so) again. So | took the oath of allegiance thrice. Then he said to 
me: Salama, where is the shield which | gave to thee? | said: Messenger of Allah #, my uncle 
‘Amir met me and he was without any weapons. So | gave the shield to him. The Messenger of 
Allah # (may peace be upon him) laughed and said: You are like a person of the days gone by 
who said: O God. | seek a friend who is dearer to me than myself. (When all Companions had 
sworn allegiance to the Holy Prophet *), the polytheists sent messages of peace, until people 
could move from our camp to that of the Meccans and vice versa. Finally, the peace treaty was 
concluded. | was a dependant of Talha b. Ubaidullah. | watered his horse, rubbed its back. | 
served Talha (doing odd jobs for him) and partook from his food. | had left my family and my 
property as an emigrant in the cause of Allah and His Messenger # (may peace be upon him). 
When we and the people of Mecca had concluded a peace treaty and the people of one side 
began to mix with those of the other, | came to a tree, swept away its thorns and lay down (for 
rest) at its base; (while | lay there), four of the polytheists from the Meccans came to me and 
began to talk ill of the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him). | got enraged with them 
and moved to another tree. They hung their weapons (to the branches of the tree) and lay down 
(for rest). (While they lay there), somebody from the lower part of the valley cried out: Run up, O 
Muhajirs! Ibn Zunaim has been murdered. | drew my sword and attacked these four while they 
were asleep. | seized their arms and collected them up in my hand, and said: By the Being Who 
has conferred honour upon Muhammad , none of you shall raise his head, else | will smite his 
face. (Then) | came driving them along to the Holy Prophet # (may peace be upon him). (At the 
same time). my uncle Amir came (to him) with a man from" Abalat called Mikraz. Amir was 
dragging him on a horse with a thick covering on its back along with seventy polytheists. The 
Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) cast a glance at them and said: Let them go (so 
that) they may prove guilty of breach of trust more than once (before we take action against 
them). So the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him) forgave them. On this occasion. 
God revealed the Qur'anic verse 

Then 
we moved returning to Medina, and halted at a place where there was a mountain between us 
and Banu Lihyan who were polytheists. The Messenaer of Allah (may peace be upon him) 
asked God's forgiveness for one who ascended the mountain at night to act as a scout for the 
Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him) and his Compinions. | ascended (that 


mountain) twice or thrice that night. (At last) we reached Medina. The Messenger of Allah 
(may peace be upon him) sent his camels with his slave, Rabah, and | was with him. | (also) 
went to the pasture with the horse of Talha along with the camels. When the day dawned, Abd 
al-Rahman al-Fazari made a raid and drove away all the camels of the Messenger of Allah 
(may peace be upon him), and killed the man who looked after them. | said: Rabah, ride this 
horse, take it to Talha b. 'Ubaidullah and Inform the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon 
him) that the polytheists have made away with his camels. Then | stood upon a hillock and 
turning my face to Medina, shouted thrice: Come to our help | Then | set out in pursuit of the 
raiders, shooting at them with arrows and chanting a (self-eulogatory) verse in the lambic metre: 
| am the son of al-Akwa’' And today is the day of defeat for the mean. | would overtake a man 
from them, shoot at him an arrow which, piercing through the saddle, would reach his shoulder. 
and | would say: Take it, chanting at the same time the verse And | am the son of al-Akwa' And 
today is the day of defeat for the mean. By God, | continued shooting at them and hamstringing 
their animals. Whenever a horseman turned upon me, | would come to a tree and (hid myself) 
sitting at its base. Then | would shoot at him and hamstring his horse. (At last) they entered a 
narrow mountain gorge. | ascended that mountain and held them at bay throwing stones at 
them. | continued to chase them in this way until | got all the camels of the Messenger of Allah @ 
(may peace be upon him) released and no camel was left with them. They left me; then | 
followed them shooting at them (continually) until they dropped more than thirty mantles and 
thirty lances. lightening their burden. On everything they dropped, | put a mark with the help of 
(a piece of) stone so that the Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon him) and his 
Companions might recognise them (that it was booty left by the enemy). (They went on) until 
They came to a narrow valley when so and so, son of Badr al-Fazari joined them. They (now) 
sat down to take their breakfast and | sat on the top of a tapering rock. Al-Fazari said: Who is 
that fellow | am seeing? They said: This fellow has harassed us. By God, he has not left us 
since dusk and has been (continually) shooting at us until he has snatched everything from our 
hands. He said: Four of you should make a dash at him (and kill him). (Accordingly), four of 
them ascended the mountain coming towards me. When it became possible for me to talk to 
them, | said: Do you recognise me? They said: No. Who are thou? | said: | am Salama, son of 
al-Akwa’. By the Being Who has honoured the countenance of Muhammad # (may peace be 
upon him) | can kill any of you | like but none of you will be able to kill me. One of them said: | 
think (he is right). So they returned. | did not move from my place until | saw the horsemen of 
the Messenger of Allah & (may peace be upon him), who came riding through the trees. Lo! the 
foremost among them was Akhram al-Asadi. Behind him was Abu Qatada al-Ansari and behind 
him was al-Miqdad b. al-Aswad al-Kindi. | caught hold of the rein of Akhram's horse (Seeing 
this). they (the raiders) fled. | said (to Akhram): Akhram, guard yourself against them until Allah's 
Messenger ™ (may peace be upon him) and his Companions join you. He said: Salama, if you 
believe In Allah and the Day of Judgment and (if) you know that Paradise is a reality and Hell is 
a reality, you should not stand between me and martyrdom. so | let him go. Akhram and Abd al- 
Rahman (Fazari) met in combat. Akhram hamstrung Abd al-Rahman's horse and the latter 
struck him with his lance and killed him. Abd al-Rahman turned about riding Akhram's horse. 
Abu Qatada, a horse-man of the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him), met 'Abd al- 
Rahman (in combat), smote him with his lance and killed him. By the Being Who honoured the 
countenance of Muhammad (may peace oe upon him), | followed them running on my feet (so 
fast) that | couldn't see behind me the Companions of Muhammad “ (may peace be upon him), 
nor any dust raised by their horses. (| followed them) until before sunset they reached a valley 
which had a spring of water, which was called Dhu Qarad, so that they could have a drink, for 
they were thirsty. They saw me running towards them. | turned them out of the valley before 
they could drink a drop of its water. They left the valley and ran down a slope. | ran (behind 
them), overtook a man from them, shot him with an arrow through the shoulder blade and said: 
Take this. | am the son of al-Akwa’'; and today is the day of annihilation for the people who are 


mean. The fellow (who was wounded) said: May his mother weep over him! Are you the Akwa' 
who has been chasing us since morning? | said: Yes, O enemy of thyself, the same Akwa’. 
They left two horses dead tired on the hillock and | came dragging them along to the Messenger 
of Allah (may peace be upon him). | met 'Amir who had with him a container having milk 
diluted with water and a container having water. | performed ablution with the water and drank 
the milk. Then | came to the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) while he was at 
(the spring of) water from which | had driven them away. The Messenger of Allah (may peace 
be upon him) had captured those camels and everything else | had captured and all the lances 
and mantles | had snatched from the polytheists and Bilal had slaughtered a she-camel from the 
camels | had seized from the people, and was roasting its liver and hump for the Messenger of 
Allah # (may peace be upon him). | said: Messenger of Allah %, let me select from our people 
one hundred men and | will follow the marauders and | will finish them all so that nobody is left 
to convey the news (of their destruction to their people). (At these words of mine), the 
Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) laughed so much that his molar teeth could be 
seen in the light of the fire, and he said: Salama, do you think you can do this? | said: Yes, by 
the Being Who has honoured you. He said: Now they have reached the land of Ghatafan where 
they are being feted. (At this time) a man from the Ghatafan came along and said: So and so 
slaughtered a camel for them. When they were exposing its skin, they saw dust (being raised far 
off). They said: They (Akwa' and his companions) have come. So. they went away fleeing. 
When it was morning, the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) said: Our best 
horseman today is Abu Qatada and our best footman today is Salama. Then he gave me two 
shares of the booty the share meant for the horseman and the share meant for the footman, and 
combined both of them for me. Intending to return to Medina, he made me mount behind him on 
his she-camel named al-Adba’. While we were travelling, a man from the Ansar who could not 
be beaten in a race said: Is there anyone who could compete (with me) in race to Medina? Is 
there any competitor? He continued repeating this. When | heard his talk, | said: Don't you show 
consideration to a dignified person and don't you have awe for a noble man? He said: No, 
unless he be the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him). | said: Messenger of Allah =, 
may my father and mother be thy ransom, let me get down so that | may beat this man (in the 
race). He said: It you wish, (you may). | said (to the man): | am coming to thee, | then turned my 
feet. sprang up and tan and gasped (for a while) when one or two elevated places were left and 
again followed his heel and again gasped (for a while) when one or two elevated places were 
left and again dashed until | joined him and gave a blow between his shoulders. | said: You 
have been overtaken, by God. He said: | think so. Thus, | reached Medina ahead of him. By 
God, we had stayed there only three nights when we set out to Khaibar with the Messenger of 
Allah # (may peace be upon him). (On the way) my uncle, Amir, began to recite the following 
rajaz verses for the people: By God, if Thou hadst not guided us aright, We would have neither 
practised charity nor offered prayers. (O God! ) We cannot do without Thy favours; Keep us 
steadfast when we encounter the enemy, And descend tranquillity upon us. The Messenger of 
Allah # (may peace be upon him) said: Who is this? ‘Amir said: it is ‘Amir. He said: May thy God 
forgive thee! The narrator said: Whenever the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) 
asked forgiveness for a particular person, he was sure to embrace martyrdom. Umar b. Khattab 
who was riding on his camel called out: Prophet of Allah #, | wish you had allowed us to benefit 
from Amir. Salama continued: When we reached Khaibar, its king named Marhab advanced 
brandishing his sword and chanting: Khaibar knows that | am Marhab (who behaves like) 

A fully armed, and well-tried warrior. When the war comes spreading its flames. 

My uncle, Amir, came out to combat with him, saying: Khaibar certainly knows that | am 'Amir, A 
fully armed veteran who plunges into battles. They exchanged blows. Marbab's sword struck the 
shield of ‘Amir who bent forward to attack his opponent from below, but his sword recoiled upon 
him and cut the main artery: in his forearm which caused his death. Salama said: | came out 
and beard some people among the Companions of the Holy Prophet @ (may peace be upon 


him) as saying: Amir's deed has gone waste; he has killed himself. So | came to the Holy 
Prophet (may peace be upon him) weeping and | said: Messenger of Allah . Amir's deed 
has gone waste. The Messenger (may peace be upon him) said: Who passed this remark? | 
said: Some of your Companions. He said: He who has passed that remark has told a lie, for 
‘Amir there is a double reward. Then he sent me to 'Ali who had sore eyes, and said: | will give 
the banner to a man who loves Allah and His Messenger * or whom Allah and His Messenger 
= love. So | went to ‘Ali, brought him beading him along and he had sore eyes, and | took him to 
the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him), who applied his saliva to his eyes and he 
got well. The Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him) gave him the banner (and ‘Ali 
went to meet Marhab in a single combat). 

The latter advanced chanting: Khaibar knows certainly that | am Marhab, A fully armed and well- 
tried valorous warrior (hero) When war comes spreading its flames. 

‘Ali chanted in reply: | am the one whose mother named him Haidar, (And am) like a lion of the 
forest with a terror striking Countenance. | give my opponents the measure of sandara in 
exchange for sa' (i. e. return their attack with one that is much more fierce). The narrator said: 
‘Ali struck at the head of Mirhab and killed him, so the victory (capture of Khaibar) was due to 
him. This long tradition has also been handed down Through a different chain of transmitters 


(3). 3264. Anas narrated that eighty people swooped down from - - - the mountain of At-Tan'im to kill the 
Messenger of Allah during Salat As-Subh, but he captured them and (later) let them go. So Allah 
revealed the Ayah: And it is He Who has withheld their hands from you and your hands from them..." 
ath 48:24)" (Sahil 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments:The war did not take place at this occasion, which was a miracle of Allah's Wisdom, 
otherwise if the eighty men staying at Mount Tan'tm would come down and try to harm the Muslims by 
attacking them, or if the Muslims did not release them, as they had captured them, then war was 
imminent. Had war broken out the Quraish would have had to face a humiliating defeat. But the Wisdom 
of Allah was to not let the war happen, therefore He held both parties away from the war. 


(4). 3265. At-Tufail bin Ubayy bin - Ka'b narrated from his father, from the Prophet * (regarding this 


Ayah: 'And made them stick to the -word of Taqwa He said (the word is): "Za Ilaha 
Illallah." (Hasan) 

He said: This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it being Marfu' except as a narration of Al-Hasan bin 
Qaza'ah. He said: I asked Abu Zur'ah about this Hadith but he did not know it to be Marfu’' except through 
this route. 

Comments: It was the blessing of this 'Word' that whenever the Muslims faced crucial circumstances and 
they felt the decision of the Messenger of Allah contrary to the apparent benefit, they would become 
pleased with the decision of the Messenger of Allah % and accepted it from the heart; though the demand 
of their passions, desires and wishes was different, as what happened on the occasion of the Hudaibiyyah 


truce. 


«O you who have believed, do not put [yourselves] before Allah and His Messenger but fear Allah. 
Indeed, Allah is Hearing and Knowing(1)» 


«O you who have believed, do not raise your voices above the voice of the Prophet or be loud to him in 
speech like the loudness of some of you to others, lest your deeds become worthless while you perceive 


«Indeed, those who lower their voices before the Messenger of Allah - they are the ones whose hearts 
Allah has tested for righteousness. For them is forgiveness and great reward(3)» 


«Indeed, those who call you, [O Muhammad], from behind the chambers - most of them do not use 
reason(4)» 


«And if they had been patient until you [could] come out to them, it would have been better for them. But 
Allah is Forgiving and Merciful(5)» 


5388. ‘Abdullah bin Az-Zubair narrated that a group from Banu Tamim came to the Prophet #. Abu Bakr 
said: "Appoint Al-Qa'qa bin Ma'bad (as commander or governor)," and 'Umar said: "No, (appoint) Al- 
Aqra' bin Habis." They argued until they began to raise their voices, then the words were revealed: "0 you 
who believe! Make not (a decision) in advance before Allah and His Messenger..." until the end of the 


Verse: "And if they had patience till you could come out to them, it would have been better for 
inem."(AE-Hujurat 49:1 to 5] (Sahil). 


Comments: |. This narration does not contain a manifest allusion to the theme of this Chapter. In other 
narrations, however, there is mention of the poetry of Agra’ bin Habis that he had recited vainglorious 
poetic verses before the Messenger of Allah #, and Hassan bin Thabit had given him a versified reply on 
behalf of the Prophet ®. 

2. The Noble Qur'an and the Prophet's Traditions generally deprecate the poets, because they happen to be 
habitually accustomed to hyperbolic expressions; rather falsehood, flattery and arrogance. The Divine law 
considers these charactelistics bad. Even otherwise, a ruler ought to be sober and dignified, and the 
professional poets happen to be bereft of these qualities. What is outwardly understood is that poets 
should not be given offices of leadership. 


(1) 3266. 'Abdullah bin Az-Zubair narrated: "Al-Aqra' bin Uabis arrived to meet the Prophet *- he said - 
"so Abu Bakr said: '0 Messenger of Allah! Appoint him over his people." 'Umar said: 'Do not appoint him 
0 Messenger of Allah!' They continued talking before the Prophet # until they had raised their voices. 
Abu Bakr said to 'Umar: 'You only wanted to contradict me.' So [Umar] said: 'I did not want to contradict 
you." He said: "So this Ayah was revealed: '0 you who believe! Do not raise your voices above the voice 
of the Prophet." (Al-Hujurat 49:2] He said: "After that, when 'Umar spoke before the Prophet %, his 
speech could not be heard until he told him he could not understand him." He (one of the narrators) said: 
"And Ibn Az-Zubair did not mention his grandfather" meaning Abii Bakr. (Sahih) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Ghartb Hasan. Some of them have reported it from Ibn Abi Mulaikah in 
Mursal form, without mentioning from 'Abdullah bin Az-Zubair" in it. 

Comments: In the nineth year of Emigration (Hijrah), a delegation of Banu Tamim came to the 
Messenger of Allah ®, and they requested him to appoint someone as their chief. Abu Bakr advised to 
appoint Agra bin Habis as chief, but according to 'Umar, Qa'qa' bin Sa'eed was an appropriate person for 
this task, so he advised regarding him. They both argued about it and their voices became raised. 
Therefore the manners of making conversation in the presence of the Messenger of Allah # were taught 
in this Stirah. 


Narrated Ibn Abi Mulaika: Once the two righteous men, i.e., Abu Bakr and 'Umar were on the verge of 
destruction (and that was because): When the delegate of Bani Tamim came to the Prophet #, one of 
them (either Abu Bakr or 'Umar) recommended Al-Aqra' bin Habis At-Tamimi Al-Hanzali, the brother of 
Bani Majashi (to be appointed as their chief), while the other recommended somebody else. Abu Bakr 


said to 'Umar, "You intended only to oppose me." 'Umar said, "I did not intend to oppose you!" Then their 
voices grew louder in front of the Prophet whereupon there was revealed 
Ibn Az-Zubair said, 'Thence 


forward when 'Umar talked to the Prophet , he would talk like one who whispered a secret and would 
even fail to make the Prophet * hear him, in which case the Prophet would ask him (to repeat his 
words)." 


(2). 3267. Al-Bard' bin 'Azib narrated regarding the saying of Allah Most High: Verily, those who call 
you from behind the dwellings, most of them have no sense. [AL-Hujurat 49:4] he said: "A man stood 
and said: '0 Messenger of Allah! Indeed my praise (of others) is worthwhile and my censure is 
appropriate.' So the Prophet * said: 'That is for Allah, the Mighty and Sublime." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. 

Comments: Some people would regard their acceptance of Islam as a favor to the Religion of Islam, 
because they embraced and gained Islam without bearing any difficulties. So when they would come to 
Al-Madinah, and did not find the Prophet “ present among the people, they would not wait for him 
patiently rather they would go round the apartments of his wives and called him loudly; they were leaders 
of some sort, who were obsessed with their politics in the tribe, and they had a foolish view that their 
opinion was to be accepted. 


«And know that among you is the Messenger of Allah. If he were to obey you in much of the matter, you 
would be in difficulty, but Allah has endeared to you the faith and has made it pleasing in your hearts and 
has made hateful to you disbelief, defiance and disobedience. Those are the [rightly] guided(7)» 


(4). 3269. Abu Nadrah said: "Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri recited: And know that among you there is the 
Messenger of Allah. If he were to obey you in much of the matter, you would surely be in trouble. "/A1- 
Hujurat 49:7] He said: "This is your Prophet # to whom the Revelation came, and the best of your 
leaders, if he had obeyed them in many of their matters, then he would have been in trouble. So how 
about you '-people today?" (Sahih) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib Hasan Sahih. 'Ali bin Al-Madini said: "I asked Yaya bin Sa'eed 
Al-Qattan about Al-Mustamir bin Ar-Rayyan; he said: 'Trustworthy." 

Comments: Whatever step the Messenger of Allah “ takes; he does so with Allah's guidance. Therefore 
it is best for the Ummah to follow the footsteps of the Prophet . They should not follow their passions as 
many human opinions are unreasonable. If all human opinions are followed, the people will be trapped in 
difficulties and problems. If such is the case regarding the opinions of the Companions, who were the best 
generation of this Ummah then what about opinions of the later generations! Therefore it is essential for 
the people to abide by the Book and the Sunnah rather than giving priority to human opinions. 


«And if two factions among the believers should fight, then make settlement between the two. But if one 
of them oppresses the other, then fight against the one that oppresses until it returns to the ordinance of 
Allah. And if it returns, then make settlement between them in justice and act justly. Indeed, Allah loves 
those who act justly(9)» 


Narrated Anas: It was said to the Prophet #2 "Would that you see Abdullah bin Ubai." So, the Prophet # 
went to him, riding a donkey, and the Muslims accompanied him, walking on salty barren land. When 
the Prophet # reached 'Abdullah bin Ubai, the latter said, "Keep away from me! By Allah, the bad smell 
of your donkey has harmed me." On that an Ansari man said (to 'Abdullah), "By Allah! The smell of the 
donkey of Allah's Apostle & is better than your smell." On that a man from ‘Abdullah's tribe got angry 
for 'Abdullah's sake, and the two men abused each other which caused the friends of the two men to 
get angry, and the two groups started fighting with sticks, shoes and hands. We were informed that the 
following Divine Verse was revealed (in this concern):-- 


Narrated Nafi': During the affliction of Ibn Az-Zubair, two men came to Ibn 'Umar and said, "The people 
are lost, and you are the son of 'Umar, and the companion of the Prophet “, so what forbids you from 
coming out?" He said, "What forbids me is that Allah has prohibited the shedding of my brother's blood." 
They both said, "Didn't Allah say, 'And fight then until there is no more affliction?" He said "We fought 
until there was no more affliction and the worship is for Allah (Alone while you want to fight until there 
is affliction and until the worship become for other than Allah." Narrated Nafi (through another group of 
sub-narrators): A man came to Ibn 'Umar and said, "0 Abu Abdur Rahman! What made you perform Hajj 
in one year and Umra in another year and leave the Jihad for Allah' Cause though you know how much 
Allah recommends it?" Ibn 'Umar replied, "O son of my brother! Islam is founded on five principles, i.e. 
believe in Allah and His Apostle ®, the five compulsory prayers, the fasting of the month of Ramadan, 
the payment of Zakat, and the Hajj to the House (of Allah)." The man said, "O Abu Abdur Rahman! 
Won't you listen to why Allah has mentioned in His Book: 


and:--"And fight them till there is no more affliction (i.e. 
no more worshiping of others along with Allah)." Ibn 'Umar said, "We did it, during the lifetime of 
Allah's Apostle # when Islam had only a few followers. A man would be put to trial because of his 
religion; he would either be killed or tortured. But when the Muslims increased, there was no more 
afflictions or oppressions." The man said, "What is your opinion about 'Uthman and 'Ali?" Ibn 'Umar 
said, "As for 'Uthman, it seems that Allah has forgiven him, but you people dislike that he should be 


forgiven. And as for 'Ali, he is the cousin of Allah's Apostle # and his son-in-law." Then he pointed with 
his hand and said, "That is his house which you see." 


Narrated Ibn 'Umar: 


That a man came to him (while two groups of Muslims were fighting) and said, "O Abu 'Abdur Rahman! 
Don't you hear what Allah has mentioned in His Book: i oe 
other...' (49.9) So what prevents you from fighting as Allah has mentioned in His Book?" Ibn 'Umar said, 
"O son of my brother! I would rather be blamed for not fi 


because of another Verse where Allah says: 
that man said, "Allah says:-- 


hting because of this Verse than to be blamed 


Ibn ‘Umar said, "We did this 
during the lifetime of Allah's Apostle & when the number of Muslims was small, and a man was put to 
trial because of his religion, the pagans would either kill or chain him; but when the Muslims increased 
(and Islam spread), there was no persecution." When that man saw that Ibn 'Umar did not agree to his 
proposal, he said, "What is your opinion regarding 'Ali and 'Uthman?" Ibn 'Umar said, "What is my 
opinion regarding Ali and '‘Uthman? As for 'Uthman, Allah forgave him and you disliked to forgive him, 
and Ali is the cousin and son-in-law of Allah's Apostle ." Then he pointed out with his hand and said, 
"And that is his daughter's (house) which you can see." 


It has been narrated on the authority of Anas b. Malik that it was said to the Holy Prophet @ 
(may peace be upon him): Would that you approached Abdullah bin. Ubayy (to persuade him to 
accept Islam). The Holy Prophet # (may peace be upon him) (accordingly) went to him, riding a 
donkey, and (a party of) Muslims also went (with him). On the way they had to walk over a piece 
of land affected with salinity. When the Holy Prophet “ (may peace be upon him) approached 
him, he said: Do not come near me. By Allah, the obnoxious smell of your donkey has offended 
me. (As a rejoinder to this remark), a man from the Ansar said: By God, the smell of the donkey 
of the Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) is better than your smell. (At this), a man 
from the tribe of ‘Abdullah got furious. Then people from both sides got furious and exchanged 
blows with sticks, hands and shoes. (The narrator says) that (after this scuffle) we learnt that 
(the Qur'anic verse 
was revealed about these fighting parties. 


«O you who have believed, let not a people ridicule [another] people; perhaps they may be better than 
them; nor let women ridicule [other] women; perhaps they may be better than them. And do not insult one 
another and do not call each other by [offensive] nicknames. Wretched is the name of disobedience after 

[one's] faith. And whoever does not repent - then it is those who are the wrongdoers(11)» 


(3). 3268. Abu Jubairah bin Ad-Dahak said: "A man among us would be known by two or three names. 
He would be called by one that, perhaps he disliked, so this Ayah was revealed: Nor insult with 
nicknames" [A1-Hujurat 49:11] (Sahih) 


[Abu Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih [Abii Zaid Sa'eed bin Ar-Rabi' the owner of Al-Harawi [He 
is one of the narrators described as such in the chain. "He sold Harawi garments." (Tuhfat Al-A hwadhi). 
An ascription to Harah which is a city in Khurasan. See A/-Insab.] from Al-Basrah is trustworthy. 
(Another chain) with similar. Abu Jubairah bin Ad-Dahhak is the brother of Thabit bin Ad-Dahhak bin 
Khalifah Al-Ansari. [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Calling someone or giving someone a good name and title is respectful; while giving the 
people bad names or silly nicknames is total humiliation and disrespectful. The people pick bad names 
very easily, and the evil effect of such things is far reaching and lasting. The bitter relations created by 
such ways remain for a long time, and bitter relations break unity, unanimity, love and affection into 
pieces. Therefore the Qur'an strictly prohibits this evil characteristic.

«O mankind, indeed We have created you from male and female and made you peoples and tribes that 
you may know one another. Indeed, the most noble of you in the sight of Allah is the most righteous of 
you. Indeed, Allah is Knowing and Acquainted(13)» 


(5). 3270. Ibn 'Umar narrated that the Messenger of Allah # gave a Khutbah to the people on the day of 
the conquest of Makkah, and he said: 0 you people! Verily Allah has removed the slogans of Jahiliyyah 
from you and its reverence of its forefathers. So, now there are two types of men: man who is righteous, 
has Taqwa and honorable before Allah, and a wicked man, who is miserable and insignificant to Allah. 
People are children of Adam and Allah created Adam from the dust. Allah said: 0 you people! We have 
created you from a male and a female, and made you into nations and tribes, that you may know one 
another. Verily, the most honorable of you with Allah is the one who has the most Taqwa. Verily, Allah is 
All-Knowing, All-Aware." "[A1-Hujurat 49:13] (Hasan) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it as a narration of 'Abdullah bin Dinar from 
Ibn 'Umar, except through the route. 'Abdullah bin Ja'far was graded weak Yahya bin Ma'in -.and others 
graded him weak. 

[‘Abdullah bin Ja'far] is the father of 'Ali bin Al-Madini. [He said:] There are narrations on this topic from 
Abu Hurairah and 'Abdullah bin 'Abbas. 

Comments: All humans originated from Adam and Eve; therefore due to the origin and unanimity of 
creation, none has superiority and excellence over others. The family and tribal division are merely for 
introduction and identification. One's birth in a family or tribe is not a reason of distinction and 
superiority. The people think and believe that the respect and honor is because of family background, but 
the respect and honor is because of piety before Allah. 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: Regarding the Verse: [NEI /iiIae=iS0iIi Eats tiie ne aaaSI that 
Shu'uib means the big Qabail (i.e. nations) while the Qabail (i.e. tribes) means the branch tribes. 


«The bedouins say, "We have believed." Say, "You have not [yet] believed; but say [instead], "We have 
submitted,' for faith has not yet entered your hearts. And if you obey Allah and His Messenger, He will 
not deprive you from your deeds of anything. Indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful."(14)» 


4995. It was narrated from bin Sa'd bin Abi Waqqas that his father said: "The Prophet “ gave a share (of 
some spoils of war) to some men and not to others. Sa'd said: '0 Messenger of Allah *, you gave to so- 
and-so and so-and-so, but you did not give anything to so-and-so, and he is a believer.’ The Prophet 
said: 'Or a Muslim,’ until Sa'd had repeated it three times, and the Prophet * said: 'Or a Muslim,’ three 
times. Then the Prophet * said: 'I give to some men, and leave those who are dearer to me, without giving 
them anything, lest (the former) be thrown into Hell on their faces."' (Sahih). 

4996. It was narrated from Sa'd that the Messenger of Allah * distributed (some spoils of war) and gave 
to some people but withheld from others. I said: "0 Messenger of Allah “, you gave to so-and-so and so 
and-so, and you withheld from so and-so, who is a believer." He said: "Do not say 'a believer," say 'a 
Muslim." Ibn Shihab (one of the narrators) said: The Bedouins say: "We believe". 

(Sahih) 


3272. Anas bin Malik narrated that Allah's Prophet # said: "Jahannam will continue saying: 'Are there 
any more' until the Mighty Lord puts His Foot over it. It will say: 'Enough! Enough! By Your Might.' And 
one side of it will close in on the other." (Sahih) . 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib from this route. There is something about it from 
Abu Hurairah from the Prophet *. 

Comments: It is beyond the scope of our understanding to comprehend the Foot of Allah and the 
condition of His placing Foot over the Hell. Therefore we do not have the ability to know about its 
condition. 


The word [i.e., decree] will not be changed with Me, and never will I be unjust to the servants." 


450. Anas bin Malik and Ibn Hazm said: "The Messenger of Allah ® said: Allah, the Mighty and 
Sublime, enjoined fifty prayers upon my Ummah, and I came back with that until I passed by Musa, 
peace be upon him, who said: "What has your Lord enjoined upon your Ummah? | said: 'He has enjoined 
fifty prayers on them. Musa said to me: 'Go back to your Lord, , the Mighty and Sublime, for your 
Ummah will not be able to do that.' So I went back to my Lord the Mighty and Sublime, and He reduced 
a portion of it. Then I came back to Musa and told him, and he said: 'Go back to your Lord, for your 
Ummah will not be able to do that.' So I went back to my Lord, the Mighty and Sublime, and He said: 
‘They are five (prayers) but they are fifty (in reward), and the Word that comes from Me cannot be 
changed.'[Qaf 50:29] I came back to Musa and he said: 

'Go back to your Lord." I said: 'I feel too shy before my Lord, the Mighty and Sublime." (Sahih) 


We shall say to Hell on that day, ‘Are you full?’ and it will reply, ‘Are there no more?’ 


2557. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Allah will gather mankind on the Day 
of Resurrection on a single plain, then the Lord of the Worlds will come to them and say: 'Let every 
person follow what they used to worship.' So to the worshipper of the cross, his cross shall be symbolised 
to him, and to the worshipper of images his images, and to the worshipper of fire his fire. They will 
follow what they used to worship, and the Muslims will remain. Then the Lord of the Worlds will come 
to them and say: 'Do you not follow the people?’ So they will say: 'We seek refuge in Allah from you, we 
seek refuge in Allah from you, Allah is our Lord, and we shall remain here until we see our Lord.' And 
He orders them and makes them firm." They said: "And will we see Him, O Messenger of Allah  ?" He 
said: "Are you harmed in seeing the moon on the night of a full moon?" They said: "No, 0 Messenger of 
Allah #." He said: "So you will not be harmed in seeing Him at that hour. Then He will conceal Himself, 
then He will come, and He will make them recognize Him, then He will say: "I am your Lord, so follow 
Me." So the Muslims will arise and the Sirat shall be placed, and they shall pass by it the like of excellent 
horses and camels and their statement [That is, the statement of the Prophets and Messengers]' upon it 
shall be, "Grant them safety, grant them safety." And the people of the Fire shall remain, then a party of 
them shall be cast down into it, and it shall be said (to the Fire): 'Have you become full?' So it shall say: Is 
there more? [Qaf 50:30.] Then a party shall be cast down into it, and it shall be said: 'Have you become 
full?' So it shall say: Is there more? [Qaf 50:30.] Until when they are all included in it, Ar-Rahman (the 
Most-Merciful) shall place His Foot in it and its sides shall be all brought together, then He will say: 
"Enough. It will say, 'Enough, enough.' So when Allah, the Exalted, has admitted the people of Paradise 
into Paradise and the people of the Fire into the Fire" [He said:] - "Death shall be brought in by the collar 
and stood on the wall that is between the people of Paradise and the people of the Fire, then it will be 
said: '0 people of Paradise!' They will come near, afraid. Then it will be said: '0 people of the Fire!! They 
will come rejoicing, hoping for intercession. Then it will be said to the people of Paradise and the people 
of the Fire: 'Do you recognize this?’ So they will — both of them - say: 'We recognize it. It is Death which 
was given charge of us,' so it will be laid down and slaughtered upon the wall [the one that is between 
Paradise and the Fire], then it will be said: '0 people of Paradise! Everlasting life without death!’ And '0 
people of the Fire! Everlasting life without death!" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


Comments: Death, couched in the form of a ram shall be made to stand on the wall dividing the people 
of Paradise and the people of the Fire, and both groups shall be asked whether they recognize it. The 
people of Paradise shall come forward fearing lest they should fall into the jaws of Death and thus lose 
their blessed living in Paradise. The people of Fire, on the other hand, will come forward rejoicing in the 
hope of finding some chance of intercession. Both the groups shall recognize it to be Death. It shall then 
be slaughtered in full view of both in order that the people of Paradise have added joy and the people of 
Fire added grief. 


So be patient, [O Muhammad], over what they say and exalt [Allah] with praise of your Lord before the 
rising of the sun and before its setting, 


Narrated Qais: Jarir said, "We were with the Prophet # and he looked at the moon--full-moon--and 
said, 'Certainly you will see your Lord as you see this moon and you will have no trouble in seeing Him. 
So if you can avoid missing (through sleep or business, etc.) a prayer before the sun-rise (Fajr) anda 
prayer before sunset ('Asr), you must do so.' He then recited Allah's Statement: 


Isma'il said, "Offer 
those prayers and do not miss them." 


2551. Jarir bin 'Abdullah Al-Bajali narrated: "We were seated with the Prophet “ when he looked 
towards the moon on the night of a full moon and said, 'Indeed you shall be placed before your Lord and 
you shall see Him as you see this moon. You will see Him without trouble. So if you are able to keep 
from becoming overwhelmed from prayer before the rising of the sun and before its setting, then do so. 
Then he recited: And glorify the praises of your Lord before the rising of the sun and before the setting." 
[Qaf 50:39] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is [Hasan] Sahih. 

Comments: A common spectacle about the moon is that, when it rises on the horizon, all men from east 
to west can see it unhindered at one and the same time. Through this parable of the moon the Prophet # 
has in fact brought home to the people the idea that all the inhabitants of Paradise will be able to see the 
Countenance of their Lord at the same time without any let or hindrance. 


«And [in part] of the night exalt Him and after prostration(40)» [Oaf: 40] 


3275. Ibn 'Abbas narrated that the Prophet # said: "And at the setting of the stars. [At-Tar 52:49] (about) 
the two Rak'ah before Fajr.’ And after the prostrations 'The two Rak‘at after Al-Maghrib." 
(Daif) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it being Marfu' except through this route, 
from the narration of Muhammad bin Al-Fudail from Rishdin bin Kuraib. I asked Muhammad bin Isma'il 
about Muhammad and Rishdin the sons of Kuraib; which of them is the more trustworthy? He said: "They 
are about the same, and Muhammad is preferred to me." He said: I asked 'Abdullah bin 'Abdur-Rahman 
about this, and he said: "They are about the same, and Rishdin bin Kuraib is the more preferred of them to 


me." He said: And my view is according to what Abu Muhammad said, Rishdin is more preferred than 
Muhammad and he is his elder. Rishdin lived during the time of Ibn 'Abbas and he saw him. 

Comments: According to Ibn 'Abbas, in this context the 'Tasbih' means prayer; so according to him, the 
performance of the Tasbih after the setting of the stars is two Rak‘ah voluntary prayer (Sunnah) before the 
obligatory Fajr prayers. And the Tasbih after sunset is two Rak'ah voluntary (Sunnah) after the obligatory 
Maghrib prayers.

I said: 'I seek refuge in Allah from 
being like the emissary of 'Ad.' So the Messenger of Allah said: 'And what of the emissary of 'Ad?" He 
said: "I said: You have got the one who is informed about it. When 'Ad suffered from famine they sent 
Qail and he stayed with Bakr bin Mu'awiyah. He gave him wine to drink and two slave girls to sing for 
him. Then he went out towards the mountains of Murrah and said: "0 Allah! I did not come to You to cure 
a sick person, nor to ransom a captive! So give water to Your slave as You used to do, and give water to 
Bakr bin Mu'awiyah along with him." He said that out of gratitude for the wine which he gave him to 
drink. So two clouds appeared and it was said to him: "Chose one of them." So he chose the black one. It 
was said to him: "Take it as ashes that will leave none in 'Ad." So he mentioned that the wind sent upon 
them was not more than this circle - meaning the circle of a ring -then he recited: "... We sent against them 
the barren wind; it spared nothing that it reached, but blew it into broken spreads of rotten ruin" 

(Hasan) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] More than one narrator reported this Hadith from Sallam Abu Al-Mundhir, from 'Asim 
bin Abi An-Najud, from Abu W4'il, from Al-Harith bin Hassan, and it is said that he is: Al-Harith bin 
Yazid. 
Comments: The scholars of Qur'anic commentary mentioned that the name of the person who entertained 
the delegation of the people of 'Ad was Mu'awiyah bin Bakr. Imam At-Tirmidhi also named him 
"Mu'awiyah bin Bakr’. 


Umm Salama reported: | made a complaint to Allah's Messenger = (may peace be upon him) of 
my ailment, whereupon be said: Circumambulate behind the people while riding. She said: So | 
circumambulated and Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) was at that time prayin 
towards the side of the House and he was reciting

2928. & 2930. It was narrated from Zainab bint Abu Salamah that Umm Salamah said: "I complained to 
the Messenger of Allah * that I was sick, and he said: ‘Perform Tawaf behind the people while you are 
riding.' So I performed Tawaf while the Messenger of Allah “ was praying beside the House, and 
reciting: "The Tur (Mount), and by the Book Inscribed. "At Tuk — 527 Sahih) 

Comments: 1. It was the dawn prayer. 

2. Umm Salamah being commanded to circumambulate behind the people, was not in order to keep 
herself away from men.

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it being Marfu' except through this route, 
from the narration of Muhammad bin Al-Fudail from Rishdin bin Kuraib.

Narrated Ibn Abbas: The Prophet * prostrated while reciting An-Najm and with him prostrated the 
Muslims, the pagans, the jinns, and all human beings. 


575. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "The Messenger of Allah # prostrated for it - meaning (in 
Surat) An-Najm — and so did the Muslims,the idolaters, the Jinns, and the people." 
(Sahih) 

(He said:) There are narrations on this topic from Ibn Masud, and Abu Hurairah. 
Comments: 

As the Prophet # recited Strat An-Najm all those who were present became 
fascinated by the grandeur and dignity of the Verses, and they could not help but 
fall into prostration except one wretched person. 


959. It was narrated from Ja'far bin Al-Muttalib bin Abi Wadaah that his father said: "The Messenger of 
Allah , recited Surat An-Najm in Makkah and prostrated, and those who were with him prostrated. I 
raised my head and refused to prostrate." At that time Al-Muttalib had not yet accepted Islam. (Hasan). 
Comments: When Allah's Messenger * recited this Surah, the polytheists were also around at that time. 
They also prostrated themselves, because they were not the deniers of prostrating to Allah. Later, when 
their leaders chided them that it was wrong from a political point of view, they fabricated a lie that 
Muhammad * had praised their idols. What they said is far from truth: it is not logical, and it is not 
supported by any proof whatsoever.

Narrated Masruq: | asked Aisha "What about His Statement:-- 


She replied, "It was 


Gabriel who used to come to the Prophet in the figure of a man, but on that occasion, he came in his 
actual and real figure and (he was so huge) that he covered the whole horizon." 


Al-Shaibini reported to us: | asked Zirr b. Hubaish about the words of Allah (the Mighty and 
Great):" He said: Ibn Mas'ud 


informed me that, verily, the Apostle of Allah (May peace be upon him) saw Gabriel and he 
had six hundred wings. 


3277. Ash-Shaibani said: "I asked Zirr bin Hubaish about the saying of Allah the Mighty and Sublime: 
And was at a distance of two bow lengths or less. So he said: 'Ibn Mas'ud informed me 
that the Prophet * saw Jibra'il, and he had six-hundred wings. (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. 

Comments: According to the context of Surat An-Najm, it looks that Jibra'il, in his original appearance, 
came close to the Prophet * to such extent that the distance between them was equal to the length of two 
bows or even less. It happened in the earliest era of Prophet hood. He saw Jibra'il in his original 
appearance for the second time near Sidrat Al-Muntaha. 


«And he revealed to His Servant what he revealed(10)» [An-Najm: 10] 


Narrated Abu Ishaq-Ash-Shaibani: | asked Zir bin Hubaish regarding the Statement of Allah: 


On that, Zir said, "Ibn Mas'ud 


informed us that the Prophet #8 had seen Gabriel having 600 wings."

‘His servant' is referred to Allah, i.e. Jibra'il conveyed to Allah's worshipper whatever he conveyed.

(4). 3280. Abu Salamah narrated from Ibn 'Abbas Mare: Allah's saying: And indeed he saw him at a 


3281. 'Ikrimah narrated that Ibn "Abbas said (regarding the Ayah): The heart lied not in what he (*) 
saw/An-Najm 53:11] He said: "He saw Him with his heart." (Sahih) 

[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 

Comments: This Verse is explained with two explanations. This is a certification of the Prophet's # 
observation by Allah that it should not be understood as an imagination or a visionary illusion; it was not 
an imaginary illusion. It was the Prophet's “ personal true observation. The Prophet # was 
wholeheartedly satisfied and certain about his miraculous observation. He never thought of it being a part 
of his imagination, a dream, an optical illusion, or the juggling of a jinn or demon. 

(5). 3282. 'Abdullah bin Shaqiq said: "I said to Abu Dharr: 'If I saw the Prophet “; then I would have 
asked him." He said: "What is it that you would have asked him about?" I said: 'I would have asked him if 
Muhammad saw his Lord?' 

He said: 'I did ask him that, and he ( * ) said: I saw light.?" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 

Comments: This wording is read by two ways: a [Nirun Anna Ard-hu] "How can I see Him since there 
was a light"; b /Nurun inni Ara-hu] "I only saw a light". Some interpreted it It is the Light of the Veil 
which is a barrier before Him; thus both sentences give the same meaning. 


(6). 3283. 'Abdur-Rahman bin Zaid narrated from 'Abdullah (regarding th Ayah): The heart lied not in 
what he saw. [An-Najm 53:11] He said: "The Messenger of Allah & saw Jibra’il in a Hullah[Dress 
normally made up of two pieces] of Rafraf filling what is between the heavens and the earth." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Rafraf is a high quality and fine silk. "Finely made thin Dibaj" (Tusifat Al-Ahwadht). Dibaj 
is a type of silk fabric. 


Al-Shaibani narrated on the authority of Zirr who narrated it on this authority of Abdullah that the 
(words of Allah):" The heart belied not what he saw’ (al Qur'an,53.11) imply that he saw Gabriel 


(Peace be upon him) and he had six hundred wings.

(1). 3276. ['Abdullah] bin Mas'ud said: "When the Messenger of Allah “ reached Sidrat Al-Muntaha" He 
said: "There terminates everything that ascends from the earth, and everything that descends from above. 


So there Allah gave him three, which He did not give to any Prophet before him: He made five prayers 
obligatory upon him, He gave him the last Verses of Siirat Al-Bagarah and He pardoned the grave sins 


for those of his Ummah who do not associate anything with Allah.’ Ibn Mas'ud said regarding the Ayah: 


"When that covered the Sidrah which did cover it!" he said: "The sixth Sidrah in 
heavens." Sufyan said: "Golden butterflies" and Sufyan indicated with his hand in a fluttering motion. 
Others besides Malik bin Mighwal said: "There terminates the creatures’ knowledge, there is no 
knowledge for them of what is above that." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: He * was granted three things on this occasion; the meaning of forgiveness of major sins is 
that major sins are forgiven because of repentance with the mercy of Allah or will be forgiven after 
bearing the punishment. The perpetrator of the major sins will not stay in the Hell forever. 


452. It was narrated that 'Abdullah said: "When the Messenger of Allah was taken on the Night 
Journey, he came to Sidrah Al-Muntaha, which is in the sixth heaven. That is where everything that 
comes up from below ends, and where everything that comes down from above, until it is taken from it. 


Allah says: When what covered the lote-tree did cover it He said: "It was moths of 
gold. And I was given three things: The five daily prayers, the last verses of and 
whoever of my Ummah dies without associating anything with Allah will be forgiven for A/-Mughimat 
[The sins of the worst magnitude that drag one into the Fire." (An-Nihayah)] (Sahih). 

Comments: The Revelation of the concludmg Verses of is Madinan, and the event of 
the Ascension is Makkan. The conferment of the concluding Verses of (to the Prophet 
=) during the Ascension would mean that a promise to bestow these Verses was made, while their 
Revelation took place in Madinah. And Allah Knows best!

(2). 3278. Ash-Sha'bi said: "Ibn ‘Abbas met Ka’'b at 'Arafat, so he asked him about something and he kept 
on saying the Takbir until it reverberated off of the mountains. So Ibn 'Abbas (finally) said: 'We are Banu 
Hashim.’ So Ka'b said: 'Indeed Allah divided His being seen and His speaking between Muhammad 
and Miisa. He spoke to Musa two times, and Muhammad “ saw Him two times.' Masrugq said: 'I entered 
upon 'Aishah and asked her if Muhammad * saw his Lord.' She said: 'You have said something that 
makes my hair stand on end." I said: 'Take it easy.' Then I recited: Indeed he saw of the great signs of his 
Lord [An-Najm 53:18) So she said: 'What do you mean by that? That is only Jibra'il. Whoever informed 
you that Muhammad * saw his Lord, or that he (#) concealed something he was ordered with, or he 


knew of the five things about which Allah [Most High] said: Verily Allah, with Him is the knowledge of 
the Hour, He sends down the rain -then he has fabricated the worst lie. Rather he #8 saw 
Jibra'il, but he did not see him in his (real) image except two times. One time at Sidrat Al-Muntaha and 
one time in Jiyad, he had six-hundred wings which filled the horizon." (Da‘if) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] Dawud bin Abu Hind reported similar to this Hadith from Ash-Sha'bi, from Masruq, 
from 'Aishah, from the Prophet #. The narration of Dawud is shorter than the narration of Mujahid. 
Comments: 'Aishah and Ibn Ma'sud, may Allah be pleased with both of them, are not of the view that the 
Prophet # saw Allah . 'Abdullah bin Abbas holds the opinion of the Prophet # seeing Allah . (A/- 
Kiiwakib Ad-Darari vol.4, p. 285;the details of this have been mentioned in Stirat Al-An ‘am) 


Narrated Abdullah: Regarding the Verse:

3284, 'Ata' narrated from Ibn 'Abbas (regarding this Ayah): Those who avoid great sins and A/- 
Fawdahish except Al-Lamam (minor sins) [An-Najm 53:32] He said: "The Prophet ® said: "Your 
forgiveness, 0 Allah is so ample, and which of Your worshippers has not committed 4/-Lamam (minor 
sins)! ... (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib, we do not know of it except as a narration of 
Zakariyya bin Isaq (a narrator in the chain). 

Comments: Humans are not expected to live totally sinless like angels, and that he must never commit 
any mistake being overwhelmed by passions and wishes, rather he is required to keep his Faith alive 
enough so that he is not overwhelmed by anything, lest he should not be able to get away from it. The 
people who avoid major sins, their strength of Faith gets so strong, they do not commit even the minor 
mistakes intentionally. 


2182. Ibn 'Umar said: "The moon split during the time of the Messenger of Allah @ , so the Messenger of 
Allah # said: 'Bear witness." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] There are narrations on this topic from Ibn Mas'ud, Anas, and Jubair bin Mut'am. This 
Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: It so happened, before the Messenger of Allah's # Emigration, that a party of the idolaters 
who were seated with him in Mina, asked him to show them a sign (miracle). So, Allah, in His Supreme 
Might and Power, cleft the moon asunder in two. of the Qur'an in fact opens with the mention 
of this miracle. A miracle, by definition, is the demonstration of a Prophet's “ veracity and of the 
Supreme Might of Allah. It would, therefore, be in vain to deny it, and there is absolutely no need for 
anyone to apologetically explain it or misrepresent it in anyway. 


«The Hour has come near, and the moon has split [in two](1)» [A-Qamar: 1] 


«And if they see a miracle, they turn away and say, "Passing magic."(2)» [A-Qamar: 2] 


(1). 3285. Ibn Mas'ud, may Allah be pleased with him, said: "We were with the Messenger of Allah # in 
Mina, when the moon was cleft asunder into two parts. Part of it was behind the mountain, and part of it 
before it. The Messenger of Allah said to us: 'Bear witness' meaning: The Hour has drawn near, and the 
moon has been cleft asunder." [Al-Qamar 54:1] (Sahih) 

[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: In these days, if such supernatural events take place on the land and in the other parts of the 
universe, the investigating organisations and institutes of the whole world immediately become active to 
research. Its news reaches like an electric wave in all the corners of the world. But these sources and 
means of research and news did not exist in the lifetime of the Messenger of Allah % therefore the news 
would remain in the limited circle. The people normally used to stay in their homes at night, and they 
would not look up in the sky. Even in these days, if the moon gets eclipsed, many people do not know 
about it. 

(2). 3286. Anas said: "The people of Makkah asked the Prophet * for a sign, so the moon was cleft 
asunder in Makkah two times, so the following was revealed: "The Hour has drawn near, and the moon 
has been cleft asunder, up to his saying: 'Magic, Mustamir' (meaning) 'Going away." 

(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The message is that there are some stubborn people who do not believe in the Divine natural 
retribution, therefore they never learn lessons, even from the biggest of disasters. Had the Prophet 
shown them a miracle bigger than the splitting of the moon, they would have rejected it too, calling it just 
an act of magic. 

(5). 3289. Muhammad bin Jubair bin Mut'im narrated from his father who said: "The moon was split 
during the time of the Messenger of Allah “ until it became as two sections, one above this mountain and 
one above that mountain. So they said: 'Muhammad has cast a spell upon us.' Some of them said: 'If he 
could cast a spell upon us, he can not cast a spell upon all of the people." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] Some of them reported this Hadith similarly from Husain, from Jubair bin Muhammad 
bin Jubair bin Mut'im, from his father, from his grandfather Jubair bin Mut"im. 


Comments: Some of the disbelievers said if the moon got split just for the people of Makkah it was then 
perhaps a magical act; but if the people outside of Makkah said the same thing, then it could not be magic. 
When the people from different territories were asked about it, they also certified the splitting of the 
moon. /Tuhfat Al-A hwadhi, vol. 4, p. 1911 

(6). 3290. Abu Hurairah said: "The idolaters of the Quraish came to the Messenger of Allah ™ arguing 
about Qadar, so the following was revealed: The Day they will be dragged on their faces into the Fire. 
Taste you the touch of Hell! Verily, We have created all things with Qadar." [Al-Qamar 54:1,2] (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Allah created everything according to the predestined limits and He appointed a specific time 
scale for everything, He gives things respite to reach their intended time; He deals with the people 
according to the same principle. If a nation chooses a way of transgression, He does not punish them 
immediately, He gives them respite so that they may practise all their powers and abilities of good and 
bad, until the case is established against them; the Quraish were dealt with in the same way. 


«And We left it as a sign, so is there any who will remember?(15)» [4/-Qamar: 15] 


Narrated 'Abdullah: 


Allah's Apostle # recited the following Verse) in the usual tone: 'Fahal-Min-Muddalkir.’ (54.15) 


Narrated 'Abdullah: 
The Prophet # recited:-- 'Hal-min-Muddakir' (54.15) (Is there any that will remember) (and avoid evil). 


‘Abdullah b. 'Umar reported that (his father) 'Umar b. Khattab asked Abu Wagid al-Laithi what 
the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) used to recite on 'Id-ul-Adha and 'Id-ul-Fitr.

Then Abu Bakr took hold of him by the hand and said, "This is sufficient for you." The Prophet “ came

Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: The Prophet #8, while in a tent (on the day of the battle of Badr) said, "O Allah! | 
ask you the fulfillment of Your Covenant and Promise. O Allah! If You wish (to destroy the believers) You 
will never be worshipped after today." Abu Bakr caught him by the hand and said, "This is sufficient, O 
Allah's Apostle! #8 You have asked Allah pressingly." The Prophet #8 was clad in his armor at that time. 
He went out, saying to me: 


Khalid said that was on the day of the battle of Badr. 


Narrated Yusuf bin Mahk: 
While I was with Aisha, the mother of the Believers, a person from Iraq came and asked, "What type of 
shroud is the best?" 'Aisha said, "May Allah be merciful to you! What does it matter?" He said, "O 
mother of the Believers! Show me (the copy of) your Qur'an," She said, "Why?" He said, "In order to 
compile and arrange the Qur'an according to it, for people recite it with its Suras not in proper order." 
"Aisha said, "What does it matter which part of it you read first? (Be informed) that the first thing that was 
revealed thereof was a Sura from Al-Mufassal, and in it was mentioned Paradise and the Fire. When the 
people embraced Islam, the Verses regarding legal and illegal things were revealed. If the first thing to be 
revealed was: 'Do not drink alcoholic drinks.' people would have said, 'We will never leave alcoholic 
drinks,' and if there had been revealed, 'Do not commit illegal sexual intercourse, ‘they would have said, 
"We will never give up illegal sexual intercourse.’ While I was a young girl of playing age, the following 
Verse was revealed in Mecca to Muhammad: 


Sura Al-Baqara (The Cow) 
and Surat An-Nisa (The Women) were revealed while I was with him." Then 'Aisha took out the copy of 
the Qur'an for the man and dictated to him the Verses of the Suras (in their proper order) . 


«The Day they are dragged into the Fire on their faces [it will be said], "Taste the touch of Saqar."(48)» 


Abu Huraira reported that the polytheists of the Quraish came to have an argument with Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) in regard to Destiny and then this verse was revealed:"

2157. Abu Hurairah said: "Idolaters from the Quraish came to the Messenger of Allah “ quarreling about 
Al-Qadar. So this Ayah was revealed: The Day they will be dragged on their faces into the Fire (it will be 
said to them): "Taste you the touch of Hell." Verily, We have created all things with Oada 

(Sahih) 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Sahih. 

Comments: The Qur'anic Verse (54:49) is a clear proof of the fact that each creature's destiny has already 
been determined, and there is absolutely nothing outside Allah's fore-knowledge. The next Verse in the 
cited portion also supports this fact. 


Surah#55___Ar-Rahman Suz#27_ ala Fama Khatbukum 
(1). 3291. Muhammad bin Al-Munkadir narrated that Jabir [may Allah be pleased with him] said: 

"The Messenger of Allah & came out to his Companions, and recited Siirat Ar-Rahman from its 
beginning to its end for them, and they were silent. So he said: 'I recited it to the Jinns on the 'Night of the 
Jinns,' and they had a better response to it than you did. Each time I came to Allah's saying: "Which of 
your Lords favors do you deny.' They said: "We do not deny any of Your favors our Lord! And Yours is 
the praise." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib. We do not know of it except as a narration of Al-Walid bin 
Muslim, from Zuhair bin Muhammad. Ahmad bin Hanbal said: "It is as if this Zuhair bin Muhammad 
who was in Ash-Sham is not the one reported from in Al-'Traq. It is as if he is another man whose name 
was mixed up.' Meaning due to the Munkar narrations that they reported from him. I heard Muhammad 
bin Ismail. [Al-Bukhari] saying: "The people of Ash-Sham reported Munkar narrations from Zuhair bin 
Muhammad while the people of Al-'Traq reported average narrations from him."

2533. 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud narrated that the Prophet said: "Indeed, a woman from the wives of the 
people of Paradise, the whiteness of her shin is visible through seventy garments until her marrow is seen, 
and that is because Allah, the Exalted, says: As if they are corundum and Marjan as 
for the corundum, it is a stone that if you were to enter a wire through it, then you polished its cloudiness 
away, you would surely be able to see it through it." (Da ‘if) 

(Another chain) from ‘Abdullah bin Mas'ud from the Prophet * similar in meaning. 


«And shade extended(30)» [Al-Wagia: 30] 


Narrated Abu Huraira: The Prophet # said 


and a place in Paradise equal to an arrow bow of one of you, is better than (the 
whole earth) on which the sun rises and sets." 


2524. Abu Saeed Al-Khudri narrated that the Prophet * said: "In Paradise there is a tree, a rider will 


travel in its shade for a hundred years without reaching an end." He said: "And that is the extended 
shade" [Referring to Al-Wagiah 56:30] 


[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib as a narration of Abu Sa'eed. 


(1). 3292. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah % said: "Allah said: 'I have prepared for My 
righteous worshippers, what no eye has seen, no ear has heard, and no human heart has conceived." So 
recite if you wish: No person knows what is kept hidden for them of delights of the eyes as a reward for 


what they used to do And in Paradise there is a tree under whose shade a rider can 
travel for one-hundred years without stopping. Recite if you wish: And in shade extended. 
56:30] And the space occupied by a whip in Paradise is better than the world and whatever is in it. Recite 
if you wish: And whoever is removed away from the Fire and admitted to Paradise, he indeed is 
successful. The life of this world is only the enjoyment of deception [Al ‘Imran 3:185 ] (Hasan) . 

[Abii 'Eisa said:| This Hadith is Hasan Sahih.

(2). 3293. Anas narrated that the Prophet “ said: "Indeed in Paradise there is a tree under whose shade a 


rider can travel for one-hundred years without stopping. Recite if you wish: And in shade extended. And 
water flowing constantly,,, fALWagi"ah 56:3031) (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahth. There is something on this topic from Abu Saeed. 


«And [upon] beds raised high(34)» [Al-Wagia: 34] 


(3). 3294. Abu Sa'eed Al-Khudri, may Allah be pleased with him, narrated from the Prophet * regarding 
Allah's saying: 'And on couches raised high' he said: "Their height is as what is 
between the heavens and the earth, and the distance between the two of them is five-hundred years." 
(Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we do not know of it except through the narration of 
Rishdin. Some of the people of knowledge said that the meaning of this Hadith: "Their height is as what 
is between the heavens and the earth" means: "The couches are raised above each other in levels, between 
each level is what is between the heavens and the earth." 


2540. Abu Sa'eed narrated about His (Allah's) statement: And couches, elevated..., [Al-Wa qi'ah 56:34.] 
that the Prophet * said: "Their elevation is indeed like what is between the heavens and the earth, a 
distance of five-hundred years." (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it except through the narration of Rishdin bin 
Sa'd. Some of the people of knowledge have said that the interpretation of this Hadith is that the couches 
are on levels, and between each level is like what is between the heaven and the earth. 


«Indeed, We have produced the women of Paradise in a [new] creation(35)» [Al-Waqia: 35] 


«And made them virgins(36)» 


«Devoted [to their husbands] and of equal age(37)» [Al-Wagqia: 37] 


(5).3296. Anas [may Allah be pleased with him] said: "The Messenger of Allah recited: Verily, We 
have created them a special creation He said: "Among that special creation is the 
women who were decrepit, bleary eyed and elderly in the world." (Da‘if) 

[Abu 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it being Marfu except as a narration of Musa 
bin 'Ubaidah. Musa bin 'Ubaidah and Yazid bin Abaén Ar-Ragqashi were both graded weak in Hadith. 
Comments: The maidens of the Paradise will be created with a special creation, due to which they will 
remain virgin, sweethearts and one equal age forever. [Sirat Al-Wagi'ah:36-37] 

(6). 3297. Abu Ishaq narrated from Ikrimah, from Ibn Abbas who said: "Abu Bakr [may Allah be pleased 
with him] said: '0 Messenger of Allah! You have : become gray.’ He said: 'I have gone gray from (Siirat) 
and '‘4mma Yatasalun [An-Naba’ 78] and Idhash-Shamsu Kuwwirat." 


(Sahih) 
[Abii 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib we do not know of it as a narration of Ibn 'Abbas except 
through this route. 'Ali bin Salih reported this Hadith from Abii Isaq, from Abu Jubaifah similarly. 
Something about this has been reported in Mursal form from Abu Ishaq, from Abu Maisarah. 
[Abii Bakr bin 'Ayyash reported a Hadith similar to that of Shaiban from Abu Ishaq, (but) from Abu 
Ishaq, from 'Ikrimah from the Prophet #, and he did not mention "from Ibn 'Abbas" in it. Hashim bin Al- 
Walid Al-Harawi narrated that to us (he said): Abu Bakr bin 'Ayyash narrated to us]. 
Comments: The conditions and horrors of the Last Day are mentioned in these Surah; also the history of 
the past generations and the punishment inflicted on them has been mentioned. The horrors of the Last 
Day and the painful punishment of the Hell-dwellers would make the Prophet “ worried and concerned 
about his nation, which made his hair turn gray. 


«None touch it except the purified(79)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Abdullah ibn Abi Bakr ibn Hazm that in a letter 
that the Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, sent to 
Amr ibn Hazm it said that no-one should touch the Qur'an unless he was pure. 
Malik said, "No-one should carry the Qur'an by its strap, or on a cushion, unless he 
is pure. If it were permissible to do so, it would also have been permissible to carry 
it in its cover. This is not because there is something on the hands of the one who 
carries it by which the Qur'an will be soiled, but because it is disapproved of for 
someone to carry the Qur'an without being pure out of respect for the Qur'an, and 
in order to honour it." Malik said, "The best thing that I have heard about this is the 
It ranks with the ayat in 
where Allah, the Blessed and Exalted, says,

(4). 3295. Abii 'Abdur-Rahman narrated from 'Ali that the Messenger of Allah # said: And you make 
your provision your demise! .[Al-Wagi'ah 56:82] he said: "Your gratitude is expressed by saying: 'We 
received rain because of this and that celestial position, and because of this and that star." (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. We do not know of it being Marfu' except through 
the narration of Isra'1l. Sufyan [Ath-Thawri] reported similar ttoo this Hadith, with this chain, from 'Abdul 
-A'la [from Abii Abdur Rahman As-Sulami, from Ali but he did not mention it being Maifu’. 


«He is the First and the Last, the Ascendant and the Intimate, and He is, of all things, Knowing(3)» 


(1). 3298. Al-Hasan narrated that Abu Hurairah said: "Once when the Prophet of Allah “ was sitting with 
his Companions, a cloud came above them, so the Prophet of Allah * said: 'Do you know what this is?’ 
They said: 'Allah and His Messenger * know better.' He said: 'These are the clouds that are to drench the 
earth, which Allah [Blessed and Most High] dispatches to people who are not grateful to Him, nor 
supplicate to Him.' Then he said: 'Do you know what is above you?" They said: 'Allah and His Messenger 
= know better.' He said: 'Indeed it is a preserved canopy of the firmament whose surge is restrained. 
Then he said: 'Do you know how much is between you and between it?’ They said: 'Allah and His 
Messenger “ know better.' He said: "Between you and it [is the distance] of five hundred years.’ Then he 
said: 'Do you know what is above that.' They said: 'Allah and His Messenger know better.' He said: 
"Verily, above that are two Heavens, between the two of them there is a distance of five-hundred years' - 
until he enumerated seven Heavens - 'What is between each of the two Heavens is what is between the 
heavens and the earth.’ Then he said: 'Do you know what is above that?! They said: 'Allah and His 
Messenger know better.' He said: 'Verily, above that is the Throne, and between it and the heveans is a 
distance [like] what is between two of the heavens.' Then he said: 'Do you know what is under you?' They 
said: 'Allah and His Messenger * know better.’ He said: 'Indeed it is the earth.’ Then he said: 'Do you 


know what is under that?' They said: 'Allah and His Messenger know better.' He said: 'Verily, below it is 
another earth, between the two of which is a distance of five-hundred years.' Until he enumerated seven 
earths: 'Between every two earths is a distance of five-hundred years.' Then he said: 'By the One in 
Whose Hand is the soul of Muhammad! # If you were to send [a man] down with a rope to the lowest 
earth, then he would descend upon Allah.’ Then he recited: He is Al-Awwal, AI-A khir, Az-Zahir, Al- 
Batin, and He has knowledge over all things." [Al-Hadid 57:3] (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib from this route. [He said:] It has been related from Ayyub, Yunus 
bin 'Ubaid, and 'Ali bin Zaid, that they said: "Al-Hasan did not hear from Abu Hurairah." And some of 
the people of knowledge explained this Hadith, saying: "He only descends upon the knowledge of Allah, 
His power and His authority; and Allah's knowledge, power and authority are in every place, and He is 
above the Throne as He described in His Book." 

Comments:From Throne to earth, below to the seventh earth, the Creator of everything, the Master, the 
Planner and the Arranger is only Allah. He is the First, He existed when there was nothing, He is Last, He 
will be when there will be nothing. The existence of everything bears declaration of His Being. Therefore 
He is apparent in this respect. But it is impossible to have the total comprehension and perception of the 
Reality of His Being and of His Attributes. So He is Unseen. The Knowledge of Allah encompasses 
everything, hidden or apparent, He is aware of all types of hidden and apparent treasures. Therefore the 
Prophet # said, '0 Allah! You are the First and there was nothing before You, You are the Last and there 
is nothing after You, You are the Apparent and nothing is above You, You are the Hidden and nothing is 
hidden from You.' [Al-Misbah Al-Munir: p. 1362]

5402. I t was narrated that Ibn ‘Abbas said: "There were kings after 'Isa bin Mariam who altered the 
Tawrah and the Injil, but there were among them believers who read the Tawrah. It was said to their 
kings: 'We have never heard of any slander worse than that of those (believers) who slander us and recite: 
"And whosoever does not judge by what Allah has revealed, such are the disbelievers 
In these Verses, they are criticizing us for our deeds when they recite them." So he called them together 
and gave them the choice between being put to death, or giving up reading the Tawrah and Injil, except 
for what had been altered. They said: 'Why do you want us to change? Leave us alone.’ Some of them 
said: 'Build us a tower and let us go up there, and give us something to lift up our food and drink so we do 
not have to mix with you.’ Others said: 'Let us go and wander throughout the land, and we will drink as 
the wild animals drink, and if you capture us in your land, you may kill us.' Others said: 'Build houses for 
us in the wilderness, and we will dig wells and grow vegetables, and we will not mix with you or pass by 
you, for there is no one of the tribes among whom we do not have close relatives.' So they did that, and 
Allah revealed the words: 'But the monasticism which they invented for themselves, We did not prescribe 
for them, but (they sought it) only to please Allah therewith, but that they did not observe it with the right 
observance Then others said: 'We will worship as so-and-so worshipped, and we will 
wander as so-and-so wandered, and we will adopt houses (in the wilderness) as so-and-so did.' But they 
were still following their Shirk with no knowledge of the faith of those whom they claimed to be 
following. When Allah sent the Prophet ®, and there were only a few of them left, a man came down 
from his cell. and a wanderer came from his, travels, and a monk came from his monastery, and they 
believed in him. And Allah said: ‘0 you who believe! Fear Allah, and delieve in His Messenger 
(Muhammad #*), He will give you a double portion of His mercy - meaning, two rewards, because of their 
having believing in 'Isa and in the Tawrah and Injil, and for having believing in Muhammad *; and He 
will give you a light by which you shall walk (straight), - meaning, the Qur'an, and their following the 
Prophet #; and He said: 'So that the people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians) may how that they have 
no power whatsoever over the Grace of Allah. "(Al Hadid 57:29]' (Da'if). 


(1). 3299. Salamah bin Sakhr Al-Ansari said: "I was a man who had an issue with intercourse with a 
women that none other than me had. When (the month of) Ramadan entered, I pronounced Zihar upon my 
wife (to last) until the end of Ramadan, fearing that I might have an encounter with her during the night, 
and I would continue doing that until daylight came upon me, and I would not be able to stop. One night 
while she was serving me, something of her became exposed for me, so I rushed myself upon her. When 
the morning came I went to my people to inform them about what happened to me. I said: 'Accompany 
me to the Messenger of Allah * to inform him about my case.' They said: 'No by Allah! We shall not do 
that, we fear that something will be revealed about us in the Qur'an, or the Messenger of Allah might 
say something about us, the disgrace of which will remain upon us. But you go and do whatever you 
want." He said: "So I left and I went to the Messenger of Allah  , and informed him of my case. He said: 
"You are the one who did that?" I said: 'I am the one.’ He said: 'You are the one who did that?' I said: 'l am 
the one.' He said: 'You are the one who did that?' I said: 'I am the one, it is I before you, so give me 
Allah's Judgement, for I shall be patient with that.' He said: 'Free a slave." He said: "I struck the sides of 
my neck with my hands, and said: 'No by the One Who sent you with the Truth! I possess nothing besides 
it.’ He said: 'Then fast for two months' I said: '0 Messenger of Allah! Did this occur to me other than when 
I was fasting?’

He said: 'Go to the one with the 
charity from Banu Ruzaigq, tell him to give it to you, then feed a Wasq of it, on your behalf, to sixty poor 
people. Then help yourself and your dependants with the remainder of it." He said: "I returned to my 
people and said: 'I found dejection and bad ideas with you, and I found liberalness and blessing with the 
Messenger of : Allah *. He ordered me to take your charity, so give it to me.' So they gave it to me." 
(Da'if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. Muhammad said: "To me, Sulaiman bin Yasar did not hear from 
Salamah bin Sakhr." He said: He is called Salamah bin Sakhr, and he is also called Salman bin Sakhr. 
And there is something on this topic from Khawlah bint Tha'labah, and she is the wife of Aws bin As- 
Samit. 

Comments: Zihdr refers to one saying to his wife, "To me, you are like the back of my mother i.e. you 
are unlawful to me for cohabitation just like my mother." Saying so by naming any body part of any 
woman who is forbidden for marriage has the same ruling. A wife would become unlawful forever by 
saying these words in the time of Jahiliyyah. But Islamic Shari'ah ruled to carry out expiation for it, 
because it is a very bad and serious mistake. Its expiation is to set free a male or female slave, if it is not 
possible then the fasting of two successive months are to be observed, if this is also not possible then one 
should feed sixty persons poor. 


«Certainly has Allah heard the speech of the one who argues with you, [O Muhammad], concerning her 
husband and directs her complaint to Allah. And Allah hears your dialogue; indeed, Allah is Hearing and 
Seeing(1)» 


3490. It was narrated from 'Aishah that she said: "Praise be to Allah Whose hearing encompasses all 
voices. Khawlah came to the Messenger of Allah “ complaining about her husband, but I could not hear 
what she said. Then Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, revealed: 'Indeed Allah has heard the statement of 
her that disputes with you concerning her husband, and complains to Allah. And Allah hears the argument 
between you both," {AlMujadilah 58:1] (Sahih) 


Comments: Khawla's husband had also declared Zihar to her. She thought she had perhaps become 
forbidden for her husband. It moreover causes humiliation to the Children. Allah, Most High, prescribed 
expiation out of His infinite mercy. He did not render the wife unlawful. And praise be to Allah! 
Comments: Zihar means someone tells his wife, "You are like my mother's back to me.' The objective 
happens to be to forbid one's wife upon oneself. If some other words are used to forbid her, then expiation 
for the oath is enough. But if someone forbids (one's wife upon oneself) by comparing her with one's 
mother's back, a vely severe expiation shall have to be given, because the mother is an extremely revered 
person. To call one's wife one's mother in order to forbid her, is a grave insult to mother. The expiation 
for Zihar consists of freeing a slave; if not possible, to fast the days of two consecutive months; if this 
is not possible, then the expiation is to feed sixty poor people. Sexual intercourse is forbidden until the 
expiation is performed. 


«Those who pronounce thihar among you [to separate] from their wives - they are not [consequently] 
their mothers. Their mothers are none but those who gave birth to them. And indeed, they are saying an 
objectionable statement and a falsehood. But indeed, Allah is Pardoning and Forgiving(2)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik that Yahya ibn Said heard al-Qasim ibn Muhammad 
say, "A woman came to Abdullah ibn Abbas and said, 'I have vowed to sacrifice my 
son.' Ibn Abbas said, 'Do not sacrifice your son. Do kaffara for your oath.' An old 
man with Ibn Abbas said, 'What kaffara is there for this?’ Ibn Abbas said, ‘Allah the 
Exalted said, 

and then He went on to oblige the kaffara for it as you have 


seen. 


«And those who pronounce thihar from their wives and then [wish to] go back on what they said - then 
[there must be] the freeing of a slave before they touch one another. That is what you are admonished 


«And he who does not find [a slave] - then a fast for two months consecutively before they touch one 
another; and he who is unable - then the feeding of sixty poor persons. That is for you to believe 
[completely] in Allah and His Messenger; and those are the limits [set by] Allah. And for the disbelievers 


is a painful punishment(4)» mies 


«Indeed, those who oppose Allah and His Messenger are abased as those before them were abased. And 
We have certainly sent down verses of clear evidence. And for the disbelievers is a humiliating 
punishment(5)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Hisham ibn Urwa that his father said that a 
man who pronounced a dhihar from his four wives in one statement, had only to do 
one kaffara. Yahya related the same as that to me from Malik from Rabia ibn Abi 


Abd ar-Rahman. Malik said, "That is what is done among us. Allah, the Exalted said 
about the kaffara for pronouncing dhihar, 


Malik said that a man who pronounced dhihar from 
his wife on various occasions had only to do one kaffara. If he pronounced dhihar, 
and then did kaffara, and then pronounced dhihar after he had done the kaffara, he 
had to do kaffara again. Malik said, "Someone who pronounces dhihar from his wife 
and then has intercourse with her before he has done kaffara, only has to do one 
kaffara. He must abstain from her until he does kaffara and ask forgiveness of 
Allah. That is the best of what I have heard. “Malik said, "It is the same with dhihar 
using any prohibited relations of fosterage and ancestry." Malik said, "Women have 
no dhihar." Malik said that he had heard that the commentary on the word of Allah, 
the Blessed, the Exalted, 

was that a man 
pronounced dhihar on his wife and then decided to keep her and have intercourse 
with her. If he decided on that, he must do kaffara. If he divorced her and did not 
decide to retract his dhihar of her and to keep her and have intercourse with her, 
there would be no kaffara incumbent on him. Maliksaid, "If he marries her after 
that, he does not touch her until he has completed the kaffara of pronouncing 
dhihar." Malik said that if a man who pronounced dhihar from his slave-girl wanted 
to have intercourse with her, he had to do the kaffara of the dhihar before he could 
sleep with her. Malik said, "There is no ila in a man's dhihar unless it is evident that 
he does not intend to retract his dhihar." 


(3). 3301. Anas bin Malik narrated that a Jew came to the Prophet of Allah #, and his Companions and 
said: "As-Samu Alaikum (Death be upon you)." So the people replied to him. The Prophet of Allah said: 
"Do you know what this person said?" They said: "Allah and His Messenger know better he said the 
Salam O Allah's Prophet." He said: "No, rather he said like this and that. Bring him back for me." So they 
brought him back and he said: "Did you say As-Samu 'Alaikum? He said: "Yes." So with that, Allah's 
Prophet said: "When one of the People of the Book gives you the Salam, then say: "Alaika Ma Qulta 
(Whatever you said to you too)." He said: 'And when they come to you, they greet you with a greeting 
wherewith Allah greets you not.'[Al-Mujadilah 58:8] (Sahih) [Abii 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan 
Sahih. 

Comments: When the Jews would visit the Prophet “ or say salutation to the Muslims, they would say 
Assam Alaikum "death unto you" by twisting the tongue instead of Assalamu Alaykum "peace be upon 
you". Therefore the Prophet * told them not to say Wa 'Alaikum Assalam when responding them, rather 
only Alaikum or Wa ‘Alaikum i.e. unto you whatever you said.

«O you who have believed, when you [wish to] privately consult the Messenger, present before your 
consultation a charity. That is better for you and purer. But if you find not [the means] - then indeed, 
Allah is Forgiving and Merciful(12)» 


«Have you feared to present before your consultation charities? Then when you do not and Allah has 


forgiven you, then [at least] establish prayer and give zakah and obey Allah and His Messenger. And 
Allah is Acquainted with what you do(13)y fALMujadila: 13) 


(2). 3300. 'Ali bin Abu Talib said: "When (the following) was revealed: '0 you who believe! When you 
consult the Messenger in private, spend something in charity before your private consultation.' [AL- 

The Prophet * said to me: 'What do you think? A Dinar?' I said: 'They will not be able 
to.' He said: 'Then half a Dinar?" I said: 'They will not be able.' He said: 'Then how much?' I said: 'A 
barley corn.’ He said: 'You made it too little." He said: "So the Ayah was revealed: 'Are you afraid of 
spending in charity before your private consultation?! [Al-Mujadilah 58:13] He said: "It was about my 
case for which Allah lightened the burden upon this Ummah." (Daif) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we only know of it through this route. The meaning of his 
saying: "A barley corn" is gold equal to the weight of a barely corn. [And Abii Al-Ja'd's name is Rafi']. 
Comments: The hypocrites, without any need and reason, would interfere to talk to the Prophet * in his 
precious time; so spending something in charity was ordered to discourage them from doing so, because 
they had the general disease of miserliness and greed of wealth. But the poor and the destitute were 
exempted; consequently all the people stopped questioning him privately. It also became hard for the 
sincere believers that they should give charity before the private consultation. Afterwards, Allah 
abrogated this rule. 


Narrated Said bin Jubair: | mentioned to Ibn ‘Abbas Surat-Hashr. He said, "Call it Surat-an-Nadir.” 


Sa'id b. Jubair reported: | said to Ibn 'Abbas about a whereupon he said: As for Sura 


Tauba, it is meant to humiliate (the non-believers and the hypocrites). There is constantly 
revealed in it (the pronoun) minhum (of them) and minhom (of them, i. e. such is the condition of 
some of them) till they (the Muslims) thought that none would be left unmentioned out of them 
who would not be blamed (for one fault or the other). | again said: What about Sura Anfal? He 
said: It pertains to the Battle of Badr. | again asked him about Sura al-Hashr. He said: It was 
revealed in connection with (the tribe) of Banu Nadir. 


«Whatever you have cut down of [their] palm trees or left standing on their trunks - it was by permission 
of Allah and so He would disgrace the defiantly disobedient(5)» 


Narrated Ibn Umar: Allah's Apostle #8 had the date-palm trees of Bani Al-Nadir burnt and cut down at a 


place called Al-Buwaira. Allah then revealed: 


It is narrated on the authority of ‘Abdullah that the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon 
him) ordered the date-palms of Banu Nadir to be burnt and cut. These palms were at Buwaira. 
Qutaibah and Ibn Rumh in their versions of the tradition have added: So Allah, the Glorious and 


Exalted, revealed the verse:" 


1552. Ibn 'Umar narrated: "The Messenger of Allah # burnt the palm trees of Banu Nadir and cut them 
down at Al-Buwairah. So Allah revealed: Whatever you cut down of their palm trees, or you left them 
standing on their trunks, then it was by the permission of Allah, and in order to disgrace the rebellious." 

’ (Sahih) 
There is something on this topic from Ibn ‘Abbas. And this Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 
Some of the people of knowledge followed this, and they did not see any harm in cutting down the trees 
and destroying the fortresses. Some of them disliked that. This is the view of Al-Awza'i. Al-Awza'l said: 
"Abu Bakr As-Siddiq prohibited [Yazid] from cutting fruit-bearing trees or destroying buildings, and the 
Muslims acted accordingly afterwards." 
Ash-Shafi'i said: "There is no harm in burning in the land of the enemy, nor cutting down the trees and 
fruit-bearing trees." Ahmad said: "There may be places in which they have no choice about that. But as 
for haphazardly, then there should be no burning." Ishaq said: "Burning is Sunnah when it will be more 
offensive to them." 
Comments: All Four A immah approve that in war, at the time of need, burning the trees and 
demolishing the forts of the enemy is legal. People of knowledge also approve of this point. 


(1). 3302 & 3303. Ibn 'Umar [may Allah be pleased with him] said: "The Messenger of Allah ordered 
burning and cutting down the datepalms of Banu An-Nadir, and that (place) was called Al-Buwairah. So 
Allah revealed: What you cut down of the Linah, or you left of them standing on their trunks, it was by 
the leave of Allah, and in order that He might disgrace the rebellious." [A-Hashr 59:5]."" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: When the Muslims attacked Banu An-Nadir, they cut and burnt down some of their trees as 
war tactics, upon which the enemies started propaganda against Islam and Muslims that they claimed 
reform but the situation was contrary; they cut down the fruit bearing trees. Could that be reform?! So this 
Verse was revealed to satisfy the Muslims that it happened with Allah's order. No order of Allah is 
without wisdom and benefit. Also the aim of this all was to humiliate and disgrace the dishonest and the 
traitors, the trees they planted with their wishes were being cut down in front of them, but they were so 
desperate and helpless and just could not protect them. 


«And what Allah restored [of property] to His Messenger from them - you did not spur for it [in an 
expedition] any horses or camels, but Allah gives His messengers power over whom He wills, and Allah 
is over all things competent(6)» 


Narrated Malik bin Aus: 
While I was at home, the sun rose high and it got hot. Suddenly the messenger of 'Umar bin Al-Khattab 
came to me and said, "The chief of the believers has sent for you." So, I went along with him till I entered 
the place where 'Umar was sitting on a bedstead made of date-palm leaves and covered with no mattress, 
and he was leaning over a leather pillow. I greeted him and sat down. He said, "O Malik! Some persons of 
your people who have families came to me and I have ordered that a gift should be given to them, so take 
it and distribute it among them." I said, "O chief of the believers! I wish that you order someone else to do 
it." He said, "O man! Take it." While I was sitting there with him, his doorman Yarfa' came saying, 
™Uthman, 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Auf, Az-Zubair and Sad bin Abi Waqqas are asking your permission (to 
see you); may I admit them?" 'Umar said, "Yes", So they were admitted and they came in, greeted him, 
and sat down. After a while Yarfa' came again and said, "May I admit 'Ali and 'Abbas?" 'Umar said, 

"yes." So, they were admitted and they came in and greeted (him) and sat down. Then 'Abbas said, "O 
chief of the believers! Judge between me and this (i.e. 'Ali)." They had a dispute regarding the property of 
Bani An-Nadir which Allah had given to His Apostle % as Fai. The group (i.e. 'Uthman and his 
companions) said, "O chief of the believers! Judge between them and relieve both of them front each 
other." 'Umar said, "Be patient! I beseech you by Allah by Whose Permission the Heaven and the Earth 
exist, do you know that Allah's Apostle * said, 'Our (i.e. prophets' “) property will not be inherited, and 
whatever we leave, is Sadaqa (to be used for charity),' and Allah's Apostle # meant himself (by saying 
"we")?" The group said, "He said so." 'Umar then turned to 'Ali and 'Abbas and said, "I beseech you by 
Allah, do you know that Allah's Apostle “ said so?" They replied, " He said so." 'Umar then said, "So, I 
will talk to you about this matter. Allah bestowed on His Apostle with a special favor of something of this 
Fai (booty) which he gave to nobody else." 'Umar then recited the Holy Verses: 


'Umar added "So this property was especially given to Allah's Apostle #, but, by Allah, neither did he 
take possession of it and leave your, nor did he favor himself with it to your exclusion, but he gave it to 


all of you and distributed it amongst you till this property remained out of it. Allah's Apostle # used to 
spend the yearly expenses of his family out of this property and used to keep the rest of its revenue to be 
spent on Allah 's Cause. Allah 's Apostle ® kept on doing this during all his lifetime. I ask you by Allah 
do you know this?" They replies in the affirmative. 'Umar then said to 'Ali and 'Abbas. "I ask you by 
Allah, do you know this?" 'Umar added, "When Allah had taken His Prophet # unto Him, 'Abu Bakr said, 
lam the successor of Allah's Apostle # so, Abu Bakr took over that property and managed it in the same 
way as Allah's Apostle used to do, and Allah knows that he was true, pious and rightly-guided, and he 
was a follower of what was right. Then Allah took Abu Bakr unto Him and I became Abu Bakr's 
successor, and I kept that property in my possession for the first two years of my Caliphate, managing it 
in the same way as Allah's Apostle used to do and as Abu Bakr used to do, and Allah knows that I have 
been true, pious, rightly guided, and a follower of what is right. Now you both (i.e. 'Ali and 'Abbas) came 
to talk to me, bearing the same claim and presenting the same case; you, 'Abbas, came to me asking for 
your share from your nephew's property, and this man, i.e. 'Ali, came to me asking for his wife's share 
from her father's property. I told you both that Allah's Apostle said, 'Our (prophets') properties are not 
to be inherited, but what we leave is Sadaqa (to be used for charity).' When I thought it right that I should 
hand over this property to you, I said to you, 'I am ready to hand over this property to you if you wish, on 
the condition that you would take Allah's Pledge and Convention that you would manage it in the same 
way as Allah's Apostle “ used to, and as Abu Bakr used to do, and as I have done since I was in charge of 
it.’ So, both of you said (to me), 'Hand it over to us,' and on that condition I handed it over to you. So, I 
ask you by Allah, did I hand it over to them on this condition?" The group aid, "Yes." Then 'Umar faced 
"Ali and Abbas saying, "I ask you by Allah, did I hand it over to you on this condition?" They said, "Yes.

That once 'Umar bin Al-Khattab called him and while he was sitting with him, his gatekeeper, Yarfa came 
and said, "Will you admit 'Uthman, 'Abdur-Rahman bin Auf, AzZubair and Sad (bin Abi Waqqas) who 
are waiting for your permission?" 'Umar said, "Yes, let them come in." After a while, Yarfa- came again 
and said, "Will you admit 'Ali and 'Abbas who are asking your permission?" 'Umar said, "Yes." So, when 
the two entered, 'Abbas said, "O chief of the believers! Judge between me and this (i.e. 'Ali). "Both of 
them had a dispute regarding the property of Bani An-Nadir which Allah had given to His Apostle as Fai 
(i.e. booty gained without fighting), 'Ali and 'Abbas started reproaching each other. The (present) people 
(i.e. 'Uthman and his companions) said, "O chief of the believers! Give your verdict in their case and 
relieve each from) the other."

Don't you know that the Prophet #8 used to say: Our property is not inherited, but whatever we 
leave is to be given in charity? The Prophet # mentioned that regarding himself. He added: 'The family 
of Muhammad ##can take their sustenance from this property. So the wives of the Prophet & stopped 
demanding it when | told them of that.'

(While I was sitting there with him his gate-keeper, Yarfa, 
came and said, "Uthman AbdurRahman (bin 'Auf), Az-Zubair and Sad (bin Abi Waqqas) are seeking 
permission (to meet you)." 'Umar said, "Yes. So he admitted them and they entered, greeted, and sat 
down. After a short while Yarfa came again and said to 'Umar 'Shall I admit 'Ali and 'Abbas?" 'Umar said, 
"Yes." He admitted them and when they entered, they greeted and sat down. 'Abbas said, "O Chief of the 
Believers! Judge between me and this (‘Ali)." The group, 'Uthman and his companions Sad, 'O Chief of 
the Believers! Judge between them and relieve one from the other." 'Umar said. Wait! I beseech you by 
Allah, by Whose permission both the Heaven and the Earth stand fast ! Do you know that Allah's Apostle

I beseech you by Allah, 
did I hand it over to them on that condition?" The group said, "Yes." 'Umar then faced 'Ali and 'Abbas 
and said, "I beseech you both by Allah, did I hand it over to you both on that condition?" They both said, 
"Yes." 'Umar added, "Do you want me now to give a decision other than that? By Him with Whose 
permission (order) both the Heaven and the Earth stand fast, I will never give any decision other than that 
till the Hour is established! But if you are unable to manage it (that property), then return it to me and I 
will be sufficient for it on your behalf." 


Narrated Malik bin Aus: 

'T went and entered upon 'Umar, his doorman, Yarfa came saying 'Uthman, 'Abdur-Rahman, Az-Zubair 
and Sa'd are asking your permission (to see you). May I admit them? 'Umar said, 'Yes.' So he admitted 
them Then he came again and said, 'May I admit 'Ali and 'Abbas?' He said, 'Yes.' 'Abbas said, 'O, chief of 
the believers! Judge between me and this man (Ali ). 'Umar said, 'I beseech you by Allah by Whose 
permission both the heaven and the earth exist, do you know that Allah's Apostle # said, 'Our (the 
Apostles') property will not be inherited, and whatever we leave (after our death) is to be spent in charity?’ 
And by that Allah's Apostle meant himself.' The group said, '(No doubt), he said so.' 'Umar then faced 
'Ali and 'Abbas and said, 'Do you both know that Allah's Apostle said that?' They replied, '(No doubt), 
he said so.' 'Umar said, 'So let me talk to you about this matter. Allah favored His Apostle with something 


of this Fai' (i.e. booty won by the Muslims at war without fighting) which He did not give to anybody 
MA 


that property was only for Allah's Apostle % . Yet, by Allah, he neither gathered that property for himself 
nor withheld it from you, but he gave its income to you, and distributed it among you till there remained 
the present property out of which the Prophet used to spend the yearly maintenance for his family, and 
whatever used to remain, he used to spend it where Allah's property is spent (i.e. in charity etc.). Allah's 
Apostle followed that throughout his life. Now I beseech you by Allah, do you know all that?' They 
said, 'Yes.' 'Umar then said to 'Ali and 'Abbas, 'I beseech you by Allah, do you know that?' Both of them 
said, 'Yes.' 'Umar added, 'And when the Prophet “ died, Abu Bakr said, 'I am the successor of Allah's 
Apostle #, and took charge of that property and managed it in the same way as Allah's Apostle * did. 
Then I took charge of this property for two years during which I managed it as Allah's Apostle # and Abu 
Bakr did. Then you both (‘Ali and 'Abbas) came to talk to me, bearing the same claim and presenting the 
same case. (O 'Abbas!) You came to me asking for your share from the property of your nephew, and this 
man (Ali) came to me, asking for the share of h is wife from the property of her father. I said, 'If you both 


wish, I will give that to you on that condition (i.e. that you would follow the way of the Prophet # and 
Abu Bakr and as I (Umar) have done in man aging it).' Now both of you seek of me a verdict other than 
that? Lo! By Allah, by Whose permission both the heaven and the earth exist, I will not give any verdict 
other than that till the Hour is established. If you are unable to manage it, then return it to me, and I will 
be sufficient to manage it on your behalf.’ " 


4153. It was narrated that Malik bin Aws bin Al-Hadathan said: "Al-'Abbas and 'Ali came to 'Umar 
with a dispute. Al-'Abbas said: 'Pass judgment between him and I.' The people said: 'Pass judginent 
between them.' 'Umar said: 'I will not pass judgement between them. They know that the Messenger of 
Allah # said: We are not inherited from, what we leave behind is charity. He said: And (in his narration 
of it) Az-Zuhri said: 'It (the Khumus) was under the control of the Messenger of Allah “, and he took 
provision for himself and for his family from it, and disposed of the rest of it, as he disposed of other 
wealth (belonging to Muslims).. Then Abu Bakr took control of it and then | took control of it after 
Abu Bakr and | did with it what he used to do. Then these two came to me and asked me to give it to 
them, so that they could dispose of it as the Messenger of Allah * disposed of it, and as Abu Bakr 
disposed of it and I dispose of it. So leave it to them and I took promise from them; and they would take 
proper care of it. Then these two came to me and this one said give me my share from my brother’s son 
and this one said give me my share from my wife. If they want me to give it to them on the condition that 
they would dispose of it in the same manner as the Messenger of Allah did, and as Abu Bakr did and as 
I did, I would give it to them, but if they refuse then they do not have to worry about it.' Then he said: 
‘And know that whatever of spoils of war that you may gain, verily, one-fifth of it is assigned to Allah, 
and to the Messenger, and to the near relatives (of the Messenger Muhammad *), (and also) the orphans, 
Al-Masakin (the poor) and the wayfarer' [Al-Anfal 8:41] - this is for them. As-Sadagat (here it means 
Zakah) are only for the Fuqara' (poor), and Al-Masakin (the poor) and those employed to collect (the 
funds); and to attract the hearts of those who have been inclined (toward Islam); and to free the captives; 
and for those in debt; and for Allah's cause (i.e. for Mujahidun - those fighting in a holy battle)'[At- 
- this is for them. 'And what Allah gave as booty (Fay') to His Messenger 

(Muhammad) from them — for this you made no expedition with either cavalry or camels.'/Al-Hashr 

Az-Zuhri said: This applies exclusively to the Messenger of Allah ® and refers to an 'Arab village 
called Fadak, and so on. What Allah gave as booty (Fay') to His Messenger (Muhammad **) from the 
people of the townships - it is for Allah, His Messenger (Muhammad *), the kindred (of Messenger 
Muhammad 8), the orphans, Al-Masakin (the poor), and the wayfarer (And there is also a share in this 
booty) for the poor emigrants, who were expelled from their homes and their property And (it is also for) 
those who,before them, had homes (in Al-Madinah) and had adopted the Faith And those who came after 
them [Al-Hashr 59:7 to 10] These Verses apply to all the people. There is no one left among the 
Muslims but he has some right to this wealth, except for some of the slaves whom you own. If I live, if 
Allah wills, I will give every Muslim his right." Or he said: "His share." (Sahih) 
Comments: The view of 'Umar was that if it is distributed, it would create an impression that perhaps it is 
their property (particularly so when it is distributed according to the laws of inheritance). While this 
portrayal is not correct, 'I do not distribute it so that you may both organize it together. If they are not able 
to do so, it should be handed over to me. I would myself continue to look after it.' Sahih~Al-Bukhari (see 
No. 3094) contains a detailed clarification regarding this. 


«And what Allah restored to His Messenger from the people of the towns - it is for Allah and for the 
Messenger and for [his] near relatives and orphans and the [stranded] traveler - so that it will not be a 
perpetual distribution among the rich from among you. And whatever the Messenger has given you - take; 


and what he has forbidden you - refrain from. And fear Allah; indeed, Allah is severe in penalty(7)» 


Narrated 'Alqama: 'Abdullah cursed those women who practiced tattooing and those who removed hair 
from their faces and those who created spaces between their teeth artificially to look beautiful, such 
ladies as changed what Allah has created. Um Ya'qub said, "What is that?" 'Abdullah said, "Why should | 
not curse those who were cursed by Allah's Apostle #8 and are referred to in Allah's Book?" She said to 
him "By Allah, | have read the whole Qur'an but | have not found such a thing. ‘Abdullah said, "By Allah, 
if you had read it (carefully) you would have found it. (Allah says:) 


5646. Sa'eed bin Jubair narrated : that he heard Ibn 'Umar and Ibn 'Abbas testify that the Messenger of 
Allah # forbade Ad-Dubba’ (gourds), Al-Hantam, Al-Muzaffat, and An-Naqir. Then the Messenger of 
Allah # recited this Verse: "And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad) gives you, take it; and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it). [Al Hashr 59:7] (Sahih) 

5647. It was narrated from Asma bint Yazid that a paternal uncle of hers whose name was Anas said: "Ibn 
"Abbas said: Does not Allah say: "And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad) gives you, take it; and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it).'? "[Al Hashr 59:7] He said: 'Yes,' He said: 'Does not Allah 
say: 'It is not for a believer, man or woman, when Allah and His Messenger “ have decreed a matter 

that they should have any option in their decision? [Al Ahzab 33:36] | said: 'Yes.' He said: 'I bear witness 
that the Prophet of Allah & forbade An-Nagqir, Al-Muqayyar, Ad-Dubba', and Al-Hantam."" (Sahih) 


«And [also for] those who were settled in al-Madinah and [adopted] the faith before them. They love 
those who emigrated to them and find not any want in their breasts of what the emigrants were given but 
give [them] preference over themselves, even though they are in privation. And whoever is protected 

from the stinginess of his soul - it is those who will be the successful(9)» 


Narrated Abu Huraira: A man came to the Prophet *. The Prophet “ sent a messenger to his wives (to 
bring something for that man to eat) but they said that they had nothing except water. Then Allah's 
Apostle % said, "Who will take this (person) or entertain him as a guest?" An Ansar man said, "I." So he 
took him to his wife and said to her, "Entertain generously the guest of Allah's Apostle # " She said, "We 
have got nothing except the meals of my children." He said, "Prepare your meal, light your lamp and let 
your children sleep if they ask for supper." So she prepared her meal, lighted her lamp and made her 
children sleep, and then stood up pretending to mend her lamp, but she put it off. Then both of them 
pretended to be eating, but they really went to bed hungry. In the morning the Ansari went to Allah's 
Apostle who said, "Tonight Allah laughed or wondered at your action." Then Allah revealed: 


(3). 3304. Abu Hurairah narrated, : that a man from the Ansar had a guest spend the night with him, but 
he did not have anything to eat but his meal and the meal for his children, so he said to his wife: 'Put the 
children to sleep, extinguish the torches, and give me whatever you have with you for the guest.’ So this 
Ayah was revealed: And they give preference over themselves even though they were in need of that." 
[Al-Hashe 59:9}." (Sah) 

This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: In Verse nine of Surat Al-Hashr, the Ansar's open-mindedness and generosity is admired 
that they welcomed the emigrants warmly, generously and wholeheartedly. They were never jealous and 
envious of the help that the emigrants were being offered. They rather gave the emigrants preference over 
themselves even though they were in the need of those very things. This incident of hospitality is also 
from among their sacrifice. 


Abu Huraira reported that a guest spent the night with a person from the Ansar who had nothing 
with him but food (sufficient) for his own self and his children. He said to his wife: (Lull) the 


children to sleep, and put out the lamp, and serve the guest with what you have with you. It was 
on this occasion that this verse was revealed:" 


«O you who have believed, fear Allah. And let every soul look to what it has put forth for tomorrow - and 
fear Allah. Indeed, Allah is Acquainted with what you do(18 


Mundhir b. Jarir reported on the authority of his father: While we were in the company of the 
Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him) in the early hours of the morning, some people 
came there (who) were barefooted, naked, wearing striped woollen clothes, or cloaks, with their 
swords hung (around their necks). Most of them, nay, all of them, belonged to the tribe of 
Mudar. The colour of the face of the Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) underwent 
a change when he saw them in poverty. He then entered (his house) and came out and 
commanded Bilal (to pronounce Adhan). He pronounced Adhan and Iqima, and he (the Holy 
Prophet) observed prayer (along with his Companion) and then addressed (them reciting verses 


of the Holy Qur'an): 
He then recited) a verse of 


(Then the audience began to vie with one another in giving charity.) Some donated a 
dinar, others a dirham, still others clothes, some donated a sa’ of wheat, some a sa’ of dates; till 
he (the Holy Prophet) said: (Bring) even if it is half a date. Then a person from among the Ansar 
came there with a money bag which his hands could scarcely lift; in fact, they could not (lift). 
Then the people followed continuously, till | saw two heaps of eatables and clothes, and | saw 
the face of the Messenger ™ (may peace be upon him) glistening, like gold (on account of joy). 
The Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) said: He who sets a good precedent in 
Islam, there is a reward for him for this (act of goodness) and reward of that also who acted 
according to it subsequently, without any deduction from their rewards; and he who sets in Islam 
an evil precedent, there is upon him the burden of that, and the burden of him also who acted 
upon it subsequently, without any deduction from their burden. 


2555. Al-Mundhir bin Jarir narrated that his father said "While we were with the Messenger of Allah % 
in the early hours of the morning, some people came who were naked and barefoot, with their swords 


hung (around their necks). Most of them, nay all of them, belonged to the tribe of Mudar. The face of the 
Messenger of Allah “ changed when he saw them in poverty. He went in (to his house) then he came out 
and ordered Bilal to call the Adhan and then the Igamah. He (the Prophet *) prayed, then he addressed 
them, (reciting the Verses): '0 mankind! Be dutiful to your Lord, Who created you from a single person 
(Adam), and from him :Adam) He created his wife [Hawwa (Eve)], and from them both He created many 
men and women; and fear Allah through Whom you demand (your mutual rights), and (do not cut the 
relations of) the wombs (kinship).Surely, Allah is Ever an All-Watcher over you.'[An-Nisa’ 4:1] and: 
"Fear Allah and keep your duty to Him. And let every person look to what he has sent forth for the 
morrow [Al-Hashr 59:18] , Then they gave in charity, some giving a Dinrar, others a Dirham. or a 
garment. or a Sa' of wheat or, a Sa’ of dates, until he said: 'Even half a date.' A man from among the 
Ansar came with a bag of money which his hands could hardly lift. The people followed one another (in 
giving charity) until I saw two heaps of food and clothing, and I saw the face of the Messenger of Allah & 
shining like gold (with joy). The Messenger of Allah ® said: Whoever sets a good precedent in 

Islam, he will have the reward for that, and the reward of those who acted in accordance with it, without 
that detracting from their reward in the slightest. And whoever sets an evil precedent in Islam, he will 
have a burden of sin for that, and the burden of those who acted in accordance with it, without that 
detracting from their burden in the slightest." (Sahih). 


«O you who have believed, do not take My enemies and your enemies as allies, extending to them 
affection while they have disbelieved in what came to you of the truth, having driven out the Prophet and 
yourselves [only] because you believe in Allah, your Lord. If you have come out for jihad in My cause 
and seeking means to My approval, [take them not as friends]. You confide to them affection, but I am 
most knowing of what you have concealed and what you have declared. And whoever does it among you 

has certainly strayed from the soundness of the way(1)» 


(1). 3305. Al-Hasan bin Muhammad - and he is Ibn Al-Hanafiyyah - narrated from 'Ubaidullah bin Abi 
R&fi' who said: "I heard 'Ali bin Abi Talib saying: 'The Messenger of Allah ® dispatched us - myself, Az- 
Zubair, and Al-Miqad bin Al-Aswad. He said: "Proceed until you reach Rawdah Khakh, where there is a 
lady carrying a letter. Take the letter from her and bring it to me." So we proceeded on our way with our 
horses galloping until we reached the Rawdah. There we found the lady and said to her: "Give me the 
letter." She said: "I have no letter." We said: "Either you take out the letter, or we shall take off your 
clothes." He said: 'So she took it out of her braid.' He said: 'We brought it to the Messenger of Allah =, 
and it was from Hatib bin Abi Balta'ah, addressed to some of people among the idolaters of Makkah, 
informing them of some matter regarding the Prophet #. So he said: "What is this 0 Hatib?" He said: "Do 
not be hasty with me 0 Messenger of Allah “! I was a person who is an ally to the Quraish, not being 
related to them. The Muhdjirin who are with you have relatives who can protect their families and their 
wealth in Makkah. So since I have no lineage among them, I wanted to do them a favor, so they might 
protect my relatives. I did not do this out of disbelief, nor to renegade from my religion, nor did I do it to 
choose disbelief [after Islam]." The Prophet * said: "He said the truth." 'Umar bin Al-Khattab said: 
"Allow me to chop off the head of this hyporcite!" The Prophet * said: "Indeed he participated in (the 
battle of) Badr. You do not know, perhaps Allah looked at those who attended Badr and said: '0 people of 
Badr! Do as you like, for I have forgiven you." He said: 'It was about him, that this Surah was revealed: 0 
you who believe! Do not take My enemies and your enemies as protecting friends showing affection 
towards them." [AJ-Mumtahinah 60:1]" (Sahih) 

‘Amr (who narrated it from Al-Hasan) said: "I saw Ibn Abi Rafi’, and he was the scribe for 'Ali [bin Abu 
Talib]." 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan $ahih. There is something about it from 'Umar and Jabir bin 
‘Abdullah. More than one narrated this Hadith from Sufyan bin 'Uyainah similarly, and they mentioned 
this wording; they said: "Either you take out the letter, or we shall take off your clothes (to search for the 
letter)." It has also been related from Abii 'Abdur-Rahm4n [bin Yahya] As-Sulami, from 'Ali bin Abu 
Talib, and it is similar to this Hadith. And some of them mentioned in it: "[He said:] 'Either you take out 
the letter, or we shall strip you (to search for the letter)." 


Ubaidullah b. Rafi’, who was the scribe of 'Ali, reported: | heard 'Ali (Allah be pleased with him) 
as saying: Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) sent me and Zubair and Miqdad 
saying: Go to the garden of, Khakh [it is a place between Medina and Mecca at a distance of 
twelve miles from Medina] and there you will find a woman riding a camel. She would be in 
possession of a letter, which you must get from her. So we rushed on horses and when we met 


that woman, we asked her to deliver that letter to us. She said: There is no letter with me. We 
said: Either bring out that letter or we would take off your clothes. She brought out that letter 
from (the plaited hair of) her head. We delivered that letter to Allah's Messenger “ (may peace 
be upon him) in which Hatib b. Abu Balta'a had informed some people amongst the polytheists 
of Mecca about the affairs of Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him). Allah's Messenger 
= (may peace be upon him) said: Hatib, what is this? He said: Allah's messenger =, do not be 
hasty in judging my intention. | was a person attached to the Quraish. Sufyan said: He was their 
ally but had no relationship with them. (Hatib further said): Those who are with you amongst the 
emigrants have blood-relationship with them (the Quraish) and thus they would protect their 
families. | wished that when | had no blood-relationship with them | should find some supporters 
from (amongst them) who would help my family. | have not done this because of any unbelief or 
apostasy and | have no liking for the unbelief after | have (accepted) Islam. Thereupon Allah's 
Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) said: You have told the truth. 'Umar said: Allah's 
Messenger “, permit me to strike the neck of this hypocrite. But he (the Holy Prophet *) said: 
He was a participant in Badr and you little know that Allah revealed about the people of Badr: 
Do what you like for there is forgiveness for you. And Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, said:" O 

And there is no 
mention of this verse in the hadith transmitted on the authority of Abu Bakr and Zubair and 
Ishaq has in his narration made a mention of the recitation of this verse by Sufyan. 


«Allah does not forbid you from those who do not fight you because of religion and do not expel you 
from your homes - from being righteous toward them and acting justly toward them. Indeed, Allah loves 
those who act justly(8)» [AL Mumtahana: 8] 


Narrated Asma' bint Abu Bakr: 
My mother came to me, hoping (for my favor) during the lifetime of the Prophet asked the Prophet, "Ma 
I treat her kindly?" He replied, 


«O you who have believed, when the believing women come to you as emigrants, examine them. Allah is 
most knowing as to their faith. And if you know them to be believers, then do not return them to the 
disbelievers; they are not lawful [wives] for them, nor are they lawful [husbands] for them. But give the 
disbelievers what they have spent. And there is no blame upon you if you marry them when you have 
given them their due compensation. And hold not to marriage bonds with disbelieving women, but ask for 


what you have spent and let them ask for what they have spent. That is the judgement of Allah; He judges 
between you. And Allah is Knowing and Wise(10)» [Al-Mumtahana: 10] 


Narrated 'Aisha: 
(the wife of the Prophet “) When believing women came to the Prophet “ as emigrants, he used to test 
them in accordance with the order of Allah. ' 

So if anyone of those believing women accepted the above 
mentioned conditions, she accepted the conditions of faith. When they agreed on those conditions and 


confessed that with their tongues, Allah's Apostle # would say to them, "Go, I have accepted your oath of 
allegiance (for Islam). By Allah, and hand of Allah's Apostle never touched the hand of any woman, 
but he only used to take their pledge of allegiance orally. By Allah, Allah's Apostle * did not take the 
pledge of allegiance of the women except in accordance with what Allah had ordered him. When he 
accepted their pledge of allegiance he would say to them, "I have accepted your oath of allegiance." 


(4). 3308. Abu An-Nasr narrated from Ibn 'Abbas regarding the saying of Allah, the Most High: When 
believing women come to you as emigrants, examine them He said: "When a 
woman came to the Prophet to accept Islam, she would have to take an oath by Allah: 'I have not left 
out of anger with my husband, I have not left except out of love for Allah and His Messenger."] (Da ‘if) 
[Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Gharib 

Comments: The Muslims were instructed in this Verse that the Muslim women, who have come to you 
by emigrating from the land of Kufr (disbelief), keep them not with you without judging the truth of their 
belief and disbelief. If their emigration is only for the sake of Islam, only the love of Allah and His 
Messenger is the motive of the emigration, and they intend no other aim, then keep them with you. 
Therefore the Prophet would judge the truth of their Faith and thereafter give them protection.

«And if you have lost any of your wives to the disbelievers and you subsequently obtain [something], 
then give those whose wives have gone the equivalent of what they had spent. And fear Allah, in whom 
you are believers(11)» 


«O Prophet, when the believing women come to you pledging to you that they will not associate anything 
with Allah, nor will they steal, nor will they commit unlawful sexual intercourse, nor will they kill their 
children, nor will they bring forth a slander they have invented between their arms and legs, nor will they 


disobey you in what is right - then accept their pledge and ask forgiveness for them of Allah. Indeed, 
Allah is Forgiving and Merciful(12)» inane r ayy 


Narrated Marwan and al-Miswar bin Makhrama: 

(from the companions of Allah's Apostle #) When Suhail bin Amr agreed to the Treaty (of Hudaibiya), 
one of the things he stipulated then, was that the Prophet “ should return to them (i.e. the pagans) anyone 
coming to him from their side, even if he was a Muslim; and would not interfere between them and that 
person. The Muslims did not like this condition and got disgusted with it. Suhail did not agree except with 
that condition. So, the Prophet “ agreed to that condition and returned Abu Jandal to his father Suhail bin 
‘Amr. Thenceforward the Prophet # returned everyone in that period (of truce) even if he was a Muslim. 
During that period some believing women emigrants including Um Kalthum bint Ugba bin Abu Muait 
who came to Allah's Apostle # and she was a young lady then. Her relative came to the Prophet # and 
asked him to return her, but the Prophet did not return her to them for Allah had revealed the following 


Verse regarding women: 


Narrated 'Urwa: Aisha told me, "Allah's Apostle & used to examine 


them according to this Verse: 
Aisha said, "When any of 


them agreed to that condition Allah's Apostle #8 would say to her, 'l have accepted your pledge of 
allegiance.' He would only say that, but, by Allah he never touched the hand of any women (i.e. never 
shook hands with them) while taking the pledge of allegiance and he never took their pledge of 
allegiance except by his words (only)." 


Narrated Al-Miswar bin Makhrama and Marwan: 

(whose narrations attest each other) Allah's Apostle * set out at the time of Al-Hudaibiya (treaty), and 
when they proceeded for a distance, he said, "Khalid bin Al-Walid leading the cavalry of Quraish 
constituting the front of the army, is at a place called Al-Ghamim, so take the way on the right." By Allah, 
Khalid did not perceive the arrival of the Muslims till the dust arising from the march of the Muslim army 
reached him, and then he turned back hurriedly to inform Quraish. The Prophet # went on advancing till 
he reached the Thaniyya (i.e. a mountainous way) through which one would go to them (i.e. people of 
Quraish). The she-camel of the Prophet * sat down. The people tried their best to cause the she-camel to 
get up but in vain, so they said, "Al-Qaswa' (i.e. the she-camel's name) has become stubborn! Al-Qaswa' 
has become stubborn!" The Prophet * said, "Al-Qaswa' has not become stubborn, for stubbornness is not 
her habit, but she was stopped by Him Who stopped the elephant." Then he said, "By the Name of Him in 
Whose Hands my soul is, if they (i.e. the Quraish infidels) ask me anything which will respect the 
ordinances of Allah, I will grant it to them." The Prophet * then rebuked the she-camel and she got up. 
The Prophet “ changed his way till he dismounted at the farthest end of Al-Hudaibiya at a pit (i.e. well) 
containing a little water which the people used in small amounts, and in a short while the people used up 
all its water and complained to Allah's Apostle *; of thirst. The Prophet * took an arrow out of his arrow- 
case and ordered them to put the arrow in that pit. By Allah, the water started and continued sprouting out 
till all the people quenched their thirst and returned with satisfaction. While they were still in that state, 
Budail bin Warqa-al-Khuza'l came with some persons from his tribe Khuza'a and they were the advisers 
of Allah's Apostle who would keep no secret from him and were from the people of Tihama. Budail 
said, "I left Kab bin Luai and 'Amir bin Luai residing at the profuse water of Al-Hudaibiya and they had 
milch camels (or their women and children) with them, and will wage war against you, and will prevent 
you from visiting the Kaba." Allah's Apostle = said, "We have not come to fight anyone, but to perform 
the 'Umra. No doubt, the war has weakened Quraish and they have suffered great losses, so if they wish, I 
will conclude a truce with them, during which they should refrain from interfering between me and the 
people (i.e. the 'Arab infidels other than Quraish), and if I have victory over those infidels, Quraish will 
have the option to embrace Islam as the other people do, if they wish; they will at least get strong enough 
to fight. But if they do not accept the truce, by Allah in Whose Hands my life is, I will fight with them 
defending my Cause till I get killed, but (I am sure) Allah will definitely make His Cause victorious." 
Budail said, "I will inform them of what you have said." So, he set off till he reached Quraish and said, 
"We have come from that man (i.e. Muhammad #) whom we heard saying something which we will 
disclose to you if you should like." Some of the fools among Quraish shouted that they were not in need 
of this information, but the wiser among them said, "Relate what you heard him saying." Budail said, "I 
heard him saying so-and-so," relating what the Prophet * had told him. Urwa bin Mas'ud got up and said, 
"O people! Aren't you the sons? They said, "Yes." He added, "Am I not the father?" They said, "Yes." He 
said, "Do you mistrust me?" They said, "No." He said, "Don't you know that I invited the people of 'Ukaz 
for your help, and when they refused I brought my relatives and children and those who obeyed me (to 
help you)?" They said, "Yes." He said, "Well, this man (i.e. the Prophet *) has offered you a reasonable 
proposal, you'd better accept it and allow me to meet him." They said, "You may meet him." So, he went 
to the Prophet and started talking to him. The Prophet * told him almost the same as he had told 
Budail. Then Urwa said, "O Muhammad! Won't you feel any scruple in extirpating your relations? Have 
you ever heard of anyone amongst the Arabs extirpating his relatives before you? On the other hand, if 
the reverse should happen, (nobody will aid you, for) by Allah, I do not see (with you) dignified people, 
but people from various tribes who would run away leaving you alone." Hearing that, Abu Bakr abused 


him and said, "Do you say we would run and leave the Prophet # alone?" Urwa said, "Who is that man?" 
They said, "He is Abu Bakr." Urwa said to Abu Bakr, "By Him in Whose Hands my life is, were it not for 
the favor which you did to me and which I did not compensate, I would retort on you." Urwa kept on 
talking to the Prophet * and seizing the Prophet's “ beard as he was talking while Al-Mughira bin Shu'ba 
was standing near the head of the Prophet , holding a sword and wearing a helmet. Whenever Urwa 
stretched his hand towards the beard of the Prophet , Al-Mughira would hit his hand with the handle of 
the sword and say (to Urwa), "Remove your hand from the beard of Allah's Apostle %." Urwa raised his 
head and asked, "Who is that?" The people said, "He is Al-Mughira bin Shu'ba." Urwa said, "O 
treacherous! Am I not doing my best to prevent evil consequences of your treachery?" Before embracing 
Islam Al-Mughira was in the company of some people. He killed them and took their property and came 
(to Medina) to embrace Islam. The Prophet * said (to him, "As regards your Islam, I accept it, but as for 
the property I do not take anything of it. (As it was taken through treason). Urwa then started looking at 
the Companions of the Prophet #. By Allah, whenever Allah's Apostle * spat, the spittle would fall in the 
hand of one of them (i.e. the Prophet's # companions) who would rub it on his face and skin; if he 
ordered them they would carry his orders immediately; if he performed ablution, they would struggle to 
take the remaining water; and when they spoke to him, they would lower their voices and would not look 
at his face constantly out of respect. Urwa returned to his people and said, "O people! By Allah, I have 
been to the kings and to Caesar, Khosrau and An-Najashi, yet I have never seen any of them respected by 
his courtiers as much as Muhammad is respected by his companions. By Allah, if he spat, the spittle 
would fall in the hand of one of them (i.e. the Prophet's & companions) who would rub it on his face and 
skin; if he ordered them, they would carry out his order immediately; if he performed ablution, they 
would struggle to take the remaining water; and when they spoke, they would lower their voices and 
would not look at his face constantly out of respect." Urwa added, "No doubt, he has presented to you a 
good reasonable offer, so please accept it." A man from the tribe of Bani Kinana said, "Allow me to go to 
him," and they allowed him, and when he approached the Prophet * and his companions, Allah's Apostle 
= said, "He is so-and-so who belongs to the tribe that respects the Budn (i.e. camels of the sacrifice). So, 
bring the Budn in front of him." So, the Budn were brought before him and the people received him while 
they were reciting Talbiya. When he saw that scene, he said, "Glorified be Allah! It is not fair to prevent 
these people from visiting the Ka'ba." When he returned to his people, he said, 'I saw the Budn garlanded 
(with colored knotted ropes) and marked (with stabs on their backs). I do not think it is advisable to 
prevent them from visiting the Ka'ba." Another person called Mikraz bin Hafs got up and sought their 
permission to go to Muhammad, and they allowed him, too. When he approached the Muslims, the 
Prophet * said, "Here is Mikraz and he is a vicious man." Mikraz started talking to the Prophet * and as 
he was talking, Suhail bin Amr came. When Suhail bin Amr came, the Prophet * said, "Now the matter 
has become easy." Suhail said to the Prophet * "Please conclude a peace treaty with us." So, the Prophet 
= called the clerk and said to him, "Write: By the Name of Allah, the most Beneficent, the most 
Merciful." Suhail said, "As for 'Beneficent,' by Allah, I do not know what it means. So write: By Your 
Name O Allah, as you used to write previously." The Muslims said, "By Allah, we will not write except: 
By the Name of Allah, the most Beneficent, the most Merciful." The Prophet ™ said, "Write: By Your 
Name O Allah." Then he dictated, "This is the peace treaty which Muhammad *, Allah's Apostle has 
concluded." Suhail said, "By Allah, if we knew that you are Allah's Apostle we would not prevent you 
from visiting the Kaba, and would not fight with you. So, write: "Muhammad bin Abdullah." The Prophet 
= said, "By Allah! Iam Apostle of Allah even if you people do not believe me. Write: Muhammad bin 
Abdullah." (Az-Zuhri said, "The Prophet # accepted all those things, as he had already said that he would 
accept everything they would demand if it respects the ordinance of Allah, (i.e. by letting him and his 
companions perform 'Umra.)" The Prophet * said to Suhail, "On the condition that you allow us to visit 
the House (i.e. Ka'ba) so that we may perform Tawaf around it." Suhail said, "By Allah, we will not 
(allow you this year) so as not to give chance to the 'Arabs to say that we have yielded to you, but we will 
allow you next year." So, the Prophet * got that written. Then Suhail said, "We also stipulate that you 
should return to us whoever comes to you from us, even if he embraced your religion." The Muslims said, 
"Glorified be Allah! How will such a person be returned to the pagans after he has become a Muslim? 


While they were in this state Abu- Jandal bin Suhail bin 'Amr came from the valley of Mecca staggering 
with his fetters and fell down amongst the Muslims. Suhail said, "O Muhammad! This is the very first 
term with which we make peace with you, i.e. you shall return Abu Jandal to me." The Prophet * said, 
"The peace treaty has not been written yet." Suhail said, "I will never allow you to keep him." The 
Prophet * said, "Yes, do." He said, "I won't do.: Mikraz said, "We allow you (to keep him)." Abu Jandal 
said, "O Muslims! Will I be returned to the pagans though I have come as a Muslim? Don't you see how 
much I have suffered?" Abu Jandal had been tortured severely for the Cause of Allah. Umar bin Al- 
Khattab said, "I went to the Prophet “ and said, 'Aren't you truly the Apostle of Allah?' The Prophet 
said, 'Yes, indeed." I said, "Isn't our Cause just and the cause of the enemy unjust?’ He said, "Yes." I said, 
'Then why should we be humble in our religion?’ He said, 'I am Allah's Apostle # and I do not disobey 
Him, and He will make me victorious." I said, ‘Didn't you tell us that we would go to the Ka'ba and 
perform Tawaf around it?' He said, "Yes, but did I tell you that we would visit the Ka'ba this year?' I said, 
'No.' He said, 'So you will visit it and perform Tawaf around it?!" Umar further said, "I went to Abu Bakr 
and said, 'O Abu Bakr! Isn't he truly Allah's Prophet?' He replied, 'Yes.' I said, 'Then why should we be 
humble in our religion?' He said, 'Indeed, he is Allah's Apostle * and he does not disobey his Lord, and 
He will make him victorious. Adhere to him as, by Allah, he is on the right.' I said, 'Was he not telling us 
that we would go to the Kaba and perform Tawaf around it?' He said, 'Yes, but did he tell you that you 
would go to the Ka'ba this year?’ I said, 'No.' He said, "You will go to Ka'ba and perform Tawaf around 
it." (Az-Zuhri said, " 'Umar said, 'I performed many good deeds as expiation for the improper questions I 
asked them.'") When the writing of the peace treaty was concluded, Allah's Apostle * said to his 
companions, "Get up and' slaughter your sacrifices and get your head shaved." By Allah none of them got 
up, and the Prophet “ repeated his order thrice. When none of them got up, he left them and went to Um 
Salama and told her of the people's attitudes towards him. Um Salama said, "O the Prophet # of Allah! 
Do you want your order to be carried out? Go out and don't say a word to anybody till you have 
slaughtered your sacrifice and call your barber to shave your head." So, the Prophet went out and did 
not talk to anyone of them till he did that, i.e. slaughtered the sacrifice and called his barber who shaved 
his head. Seeing that, the companions of the Prophet = got up, slaughtered their sacrifices, and started 
shaving the heads of one another, and there was so much rush that there was a danger of killing each 


other. Then some believing women came (to the Prophet “); and Allah revealed the following Divine 
Verses:-- "O you who believe, when the believing women come to you as emigrants examine them ..." 


(60.10) Umar then divorced two wives of his who were infidels. Later on Muawiya bin Abu Sufyan 
married one of them, and Safwan bin Umaya married the other. When the Prophet # returned to Medina, 
Abu Basir, a new Muslim convert from Quraish came to him. The Infidels sent in his pursuit two men 
who said (to the Prophet #8), "Abide by the promise you gave us." So, the Prophet “ handed him over to 
them. They took him out (of the City) till they reached Dhul-Hulaifa where they dismounted to eat some 
dates they had with them. Abu Basir said to one of them, "By Allah, O so-and-so, I see you have a fine 
sword." The other drew it out (of the scabbard) and said, "By Allah, it is very fine and I have tried it many 
times." Abu Bair said, "Let me have a look at it." When the other gave it to him, he hit him with it till he 
died, and his companion ran away till he came to Medina and entered the Mosque running. When Allah's 
Apostle saw him he said, "This man appears to have been frightened." When he reached the Prophet # 
he said, "My companion has been murdered and I would have been murdered too." Abu Basir came and 
said, "O Allah's Apostle #, by Allah, Allah has made you fulfill your obligations by your returning me to 
them (i.e. the Infidels), but Allah has saved me from them." The Prophet “ said, "Woe to his mother! 
what excellent war kindler he would be, should he only have supporters." When Abu Basir heard that he 
understood that the Prophet would return him to them again, so he set off till he reached the seashore. 
Abu Jandal bin Suhail got himself released from them (i.e. infidels) and joined Abu Basir. So, whenever a 
man from Quraish embraced Islam he would follow Abu Basir till they formed a strong group. By Allah, 
whenever they heard about a caravan of Quraish heading towards Sham, they stopped it and attacked and 
killed them (i.e. infidels) and took their properties. The people of Quraish sent a message to the Prophet 
requesting him for the Sake of Allah and Kith and kin to send for (i.e. Abu Basir and his companions) 


promising that whoever (amongst them) came to the Prophet would be secure. So the Prophet * sent 
for them (i.e. Abu Basir's companions) and Allah revealed the following Divine Verses: 


And their pride and haughtiness was 
that they did not confess (write in the treaty) that he (i.e. Muhammad **) was the Prophet of Allah and 
refused to write: "In the Name of Allah, the most Beneficent, the Most Merciful," and prevented the 
Mushriks from visiting the Ka'ba. Narrated Az-Zuhri: Urwa said, "Aisha told me that Allah's Apostle # 
used to examine the women emigrants. We have been told also that when Allah revealed the order that the 
Muslims should return to the pagans what they had spent on their wives who emigrated (after embracing 
Islam) and that the Mushriks should not. keep unbelieving women as their wives, 'Umar divorced two of 
his wives, Qariba, the daughter of Abu Urhaiya and the daughter of Jarwal Al-Khuza'i. Later on Mu'awlya 
married Qariba and Abu Jahm married the other." When the pagans refused to pay what the Muslims had 
spent on their wives, Allah revealed: " 


So, Allah ordered that the Muslim whose wife, has gone, should be given, as a compensation of the Mahr 
he had given to his wife, from the Mahr of the wives of the pagans who had emigrated deserting their 
husbands. We do not know any of the women emigrants who deserted Islam after embracing it. We 
have also been told that Abu Basir bin Asid Ath-Thagafi came to the Prophet & as a Muslim emigrant 
during the truce. Al-Akhnas bin Shariq wrote to the Prophet requesting him to return Abu Basir. 


Narrated Ibn Juraij: 

'Ata' told me that he had heard Jabir bin ‘Abdullah saying, "The Prophet #2 stood up to offer the prayer 
of the 'Id ul Fitr. He first offered the prayer and then delivered the Khutba. After finishing it he got down 
(from the pulpit) and went towards the women and advised them while he was leaning on Bilal's hand. 
Bilal was spreading out his garment where the women were putting their alms." | asked 'Ata' whether it 
was the Zakat of 'Id ul Fitr. He said, "No, it was just alms given at that time. Some lady put her finger ring 
and the others would do the same." | said, (to 'Ata'), "Do you think that it is incumbent upon the Imam 
to give advice to the women (on ‘Id day)?" He said, "No doubt, it is incumbent upon the Imams to do so 
and why should they not do so?" Al-Hasan bin Muslim told me that Ibn Abbas had said, "I join the 
Prophet #8, Abu Bakr, Umar and 'Uthman in the 'Id ul Fitr prayers. They used to offer the prayer before 
the Khutba and then they used to deliver the Khutba afterwards. Once the Prophet #2 | came out (for 
the 'ld prayer) as if | were just observing him waving to the people to sit down. He, then accompanied by 
Bilal, came crossing the rows till he reached the women. He recited the following verse: 


(60.12).' After finishing the recitation he said, "O ladies! Are you fulfilling your covenant?" None except 
one woman said, "Yes." Hasan did not know who was that woman. The Prophet & said, "Then give 
alms." Bilal spread his garment and said, "Keep on giving alms. Let my father and mother sacrifice their 
lives for you (ladies)." So the ladies kept on putting their Fatkhs (big rings) and other kinds of rings in 
Bilal's garment." Abdur-Razaq said, " 'Fatkhs' is a big ring which used to be worn in the (Pre-Islamic) 
period of ignorance. 


Narrated Urwa bin Az-Zubair: 


That he heard Marwan bin Al-Hakam and Al-Miswar bin Makhrama relating one of the events that 
happened to Allah's Apostle # in the 'Umra of Al-Hudaibiya. They said, "When Allah's Apostle # 
concluded the truce with Suhail bin 'Amr on the day of Al-Hudaibiya, one of the conditions which Suhail 
bin 'Amr stipulated, was his saying (to the Prophet *), "If anyone from us (i.e. infidels) ever comes to 
you, though he has embraced your religion, you should return him to us, and should not interfere between 
us and him." Suhail refused to conclude the truce with Allah's Apostle ® except on this condition. The 
believers disliked this condition and got disgusted with it and argued about it. But when Suhail refused to 
conclude the truce with Allah's Apostle # except on that condition, Allah's Apostle concluded it. 
Accordingly, Allah's Apostle % then returned Abu Jandal bin Suhail to his father, Suhail bin 'Amr, and 
returned every man coming to him from them during that period even if he was a Muslim. The believing 
women Emigrants came (to Medina) and Um Kulthum, the daughter of 'Ugba bin Abi Mu'ait was one of 
those who came to Allah's Apostle and she was an adult at that time. Her relatives came, asking Allah's 
Apostle * to return her to them, and in this connection, Allah revealed the Verses dealing with the 
believing (women). Aisha said, "Allah's Apostle * used to test all the believing women who migrated to 


him, with the following Verse:-- 
of allegiance to you." (60.12) 'Urwa's uncle said, "We were informed when Allah ordered His Apostle to 


return to the pagans what they had given to their wives who lately migrated (to Medina) and we were 
informed that Abu Basir..." relating the whole narration. 


Narrated 'Ubada bin As-Samit: 

We were with the Prophet “ in a gathering and he said, 'Swear allegiance to me that you will not worship 
anything besides Allah, Will not steal, and will not commit illegal sexual intercourse." And then (the 
Prophet #) recited the whole Verse (i.e. 60:12). The Prophet # added, 'And whoever among you fulfills 
his pledge, his reward is with Allah; and whoever commits something of such sins and receives the legal 
punishment for it, that will be considered as the expiation for that sin, and whoever commits something of 
such sins and Allah screens him, it is up to Allah whether to excuse or punish him." 


Ibn 'Abbas reported: | participated in the Fitr prayer with the Apostle of Allah & (may peace be 
upon him) and Abu Bakr, 'Umar and 'Uthman, and all of them observed this prayer before the 
Khutba, and then he (the Holy Prophet *) delivered the sermon. Then the Apostle of Allah % 
(may peace be upon him) descended (from the pulpit) and | (perceive) as if | am seeing him as 
he is commanding people with his hand to sit down. He then made his way through their 
(assembly) till he came to the women. Bilal was with him. He then recited (this verse 


till he finished (his address to) them and then said: Do you conform to 
it (what has been described in the verse)? Only one woman among them replied: Yes, Apostle 
of Allah #, but none else replied. He (the narrator) said: It could not be ascertained who actually 
she was. He (the Holy Prophet *) exhorted them to give alms. Bilal stretched his cloth and then 
said: Come forward with alms. Let my father and mother be taken as ransom for you. And they 
began to throw rings and ringlets in the cloth of Bilal. 


Hafsa narrated on the authority of Umm ‘Atiyya that she said: When this verse was revealed:" 


she (Umm Atiyya) said: In (this pledge) was 
also included wailing. | said: Messenger of Allah # except members of such a tribe who helped 
me (in lamentation) during pre-Islamic days, there is left no alternative for me, but that | should 
also help them. Upon this the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) said: (Yes) but 
only in case of the members of such a tribe. 


1439. 'Ubadah bin As-Samit narrated: "We were with the Prophet * ; [in a gathering] and he said: 'Pledge 
to me that you will not associate [anything as] partners with Allah, and that you will not steal nor commit 


adultery.' He recited to them the Ayah. (And he said:) 'Whoever among 
you dies, then his reward is with Allah, and whoever among you does some of this and then he is 
punished, it is atonement for him. And whoever does some of this and Allah covers it for him, then it is 
up to Allah; if He wills, He will punish him, and if He wills, He will forgive him." (Sahih) 

[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from 'Ali Jarir bin ‘Abdullah, and Khuzaimah bin Thabit. 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] The Hadith of 'Ubadah bin As-Samit is a Hasan Sahih Hadtth. Ash-Shafi'i said: 
"Regarding this topic - that the legal punishments serve as atonement for those who receive them - I have 
not heared anything more appropriate than this Hadith." Ash-Shafi'i said: It is recommended for anyone 
who suffers to commit a sin which Allah conceals for him, that he too conceal it, and repent for whatever 
is between him and his Lord." Similarly it has been reported from Abii Bakr and 'Umar, that they ordered 
a man to cover (the sin he committed). 

Comments: The Hadd punishment serves as an atonement, but it will not serve as an atonement of the 
offence if an offender continues the vice and does not give it up. Yet, Allah is Most Gracious and 
Merciful, and one can count on His Mercy and Guidance to avoid the vices and sins. 


(2). 3306. Ma'mar narrated from Az-Zuhri, from 'Urwah that 'Aishah said: "The Messenger of Allah & 
would not have examined (the women) except for the Ayah in which Allah said: When believing women 
come to you pledging to you." fAl-Mumtahinah 60:12)" Ma'mar said: "Ibn Tawus -informed me from 
his father who said: 'The hand of the Messenger of Allah did not touch the hand of a woman he had not 


acquired." (Sahih) 
[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


It has been narrated on the authority of 'A’isha, the wife of the Holy Prophet (may peace be 
upon him). She said: When the believing women migrated (to Medina) and came to the 
Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him), they would be tested in accordance with the 
following words of Allah. The Almighty and Exalted 


Whoso from the believing women accepted these conditions and agreed to abide by them were 
considered to have offered themselves for swearing fealty. When they had (formally) declared 
their resolve to do so, the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace he upon him) would say to them: 
You may go. | have confirmed your fealty. By God, the hand of the Messenger of Allah (may 
peace be upon him) never touched the hand of a woman. He would take the oath of fealty from 
them by oral declaration. By God, the Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) never 
took any vow from women except that which God had ordered him to take, and his palm never 
touched the palm of a woman. When he had taken their vow, he would tell them that he had 
taken the oath from them orally. 


«Whatever is in the heavens and whatever is on the earth exalts Allah, and He is the Exalted in Might, the 
Wise(1)» 


«O you who have believed, why do you say what you do not do?(2)» [As-Saff: 2] 


Abu Harb b. Abu al-Aswad reported on the authority of his father that Abu Musa al-Ash'ari sent 
for the reciters of Basra. They came to him and they were three hundred in number. They 
recited the Qur'an and he said: You are the best among the inhabitants of Basra, for you are the 
reciters among them. So continue to recite it. (But bear in mind) that your reciting for a long time 
may not harden your hearts as were hardened the hearts of those before you. We used to recite 
a surah which resembled in length and severity to (Surah) Bara'at. | have, however, forgotten it 
with the exception of this which | remember out of it:" If there were two valleys full of riches, for 
the son of Adam, he would long for a third valley, and nothing would fill the stomach of the son 
of Adam but dust." And we used to recite a surah which resembled one of the surahs of 
Musabbihat, and | have forgotten it, but remember (this much) out of it:" 

and 


(1). 3309. 'Abdullah bin Salam said: "A group of us Companions of the Messenger of Allah sat talking, 
and we said: 'If we knew which deed was most beloved to Allah then we would do it.' So Allah, Most 
High, revealed: Whatsoever is in the heavens and whatsoever is on the earth glorifies Allah. And He is the 
Almighty, the All-Wise. 0 you who believe! Why do you say that which you do not do 

‘Abdullah bin Salam said: "So the Messenger of Allah * recited it to us." Abu Salamah (one of the 
narrators) said: "So Ibn Salam recited it to us." Yahya (one of the narrators) said: "So Abu Salamah 
narrated it to us." Ibn Kathir said: "So Al-Awza'i recited it to us." 'Abdullah said: "So Ibn Kathir recited it 
to us." (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] Muhammad bin Kathir has been contradicted in his narration of this Hadith from Al- 
Awza'i. Ibn Al-Mubarak reported it from Al-Awza'i, from Yaya bin Abi Kathir, from Hilal bin Abi 
Maimunah, from 'Ata' bin Yasar from 'Abdullah bin Salam - or; from Abu Salamah, from 'Abdullah bin 
Salam. And Al-Walid bin Muslim reported this Hadith from Al-Awza i similar to the narration of 
Muhammad bin Kathir. 

Comments: The people who do not accept the call of the Prophet “ deserve Allah's wrath; those who 
accept everything but practise nothing or practise only what is according to their lusts and desires, they 
deserve even severer wrath of Allah than the rejecters. Value and respect of a person's confession and 
words is with his loyalty and truthfulness. Therefore what a person says or promises he should fulfill it.

Comments: The Last Day will be established on Friday, so the Prophet # would recite 
these Surah in the Fajr and Friday prayer, these Surah make a person think of the 
Hereafter and to prepare for it. Also, these Sarah are about the purpose of creating 
man and to explain the correct way to live life. 


«And [to] others of them who have not yet joined them. And He is the Exalted in Might, the Wise(3)» 


(1). 3310. Abii Hurairah said: "We were with the Messenger of Allah when Siirat Al-Jumu'ah was 
revealed, so he recited it until he reached: And others among them who have not yet joined them /AL- 

A man said to him: '0 Messenger of Allah “! Who are these people who have not yet 
joined us?' But he did not say anything to him." 
He said: "Salman [AlI-Farisi] was among us." He said: "So the Messenger of Allah placed his hand upon 
Salman and said: 'By the One in Whose Hand is my soul! If faith were on Pleiades then men among these 
people would reach it." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib. ‘Abdullah bin Ja'far is the father of 'Ali bin Al-Madini, and he 
was graded weak by Yahya bin Ma'in. This Hadith has been related from Abu Hurairah through other 
routes. Abul-Ghaith's (a narrator in the chain) name is Salim, the freed slave of ‘Abdullah bin Muti’ [from 
Al-Madinah, and he is trustworthy]. Thawr bin Zaid is from Al-Madinah, and Thawr bin Yazid is from 
Ash-Sham. 


Comments: The advent of the Prophet “ was not only for the unlettered people of Arabia. It was [and is] 
in fact for those, too, who had yet not joined the circle of Islam and they would become Muslim later. He 
aimed that not only the Arabs but the non-Arabs would also join the fold of Islam. The meaning of 
putting his hand on Salman AI-Farisi was an indication for non-Arabs that the role of those people in 
service to Islam will be golden and admirable. 


3933. Abu Hurairah said: "We were with the Messenger of Allah “ when Surat Al-Jumu'ah was revealed, 
so he recited it until he reached: 'And others among them who have not yet joined them.' 

A man said to him: '0 Messenger of Allah #! Who are these people who have not yet joined us?" 
But he did not say anything to him." He said: "Salman Al-Faris! was among us." He said: "So the 
Messenger of Allah # placed his hand upon Salman and said: 'By the One in Whose Hand is my soul! If 
faith were on Pleiades then men among these people would reach it." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan, and it has been reported through other routes from Abii Hurairah 
from the Prophet ™ [And Abul-Ghaith's name is Salim, the Mawla of ‘Abdullah bin Muti and he is from 
Al-Madinah]. 
Comments: The people of Faras (Persia), who are non-Arabs, took pains in the promotion and expansion 
of Islam, and served the religion by writing exegesis and explanations of the Qur'an and Hadith. They 
also wrote rebuttals of the charges placed against Islam. They defended the religion with intellect and 
power. 


«O you who have believed, when [the adhan] is called for the prayer on the day of Jumu'ah [Friday], then 
proceed to the remembrance of Allah and leave trade. That is better for you, if you only knew(9)» 


Yahya related to me from Malik that he had asked Ibn Shihab about the word of 
Allah, the Majestic, the Mi 


Ibn Shihab said, "Umar ibn al-Khattab used to recite, 'When the call is 
made for the prayer on the day of jumua, go to the remembrance of Allah.' “Malik 
said, "Making haste in the Book of Allah is only deed and action. Allah the Blessed, 
the Exalted, says 
and He, the Exalted, said 
and He said, 


,and He said, . Malik said, "Thus 
making haste which Allah mentions in His Book is not running on the feet or 
exertion. It only means deed and actions." 


«And when the prayer has been concluded, disperse within the land and seek from the bounty of Allah, 
and remember Allah often that you may succeed(10)» 


Malik related to me from Humayd ibn Qays al-Makki that a son of al-Mutawakkil had 
a mukatab who died at Makka and left (enough to pay) the rest of his kitaba and he 
owed some debts to people. He also left a daughter. The governor of Makka was 


not certain about how to judge in the case, so he wrote to Abd al-Malik ibn Marwan 
to ask him about it. Abd al-Malik wrote to him, "Begin with the debts owed to 
people, and then pay what remains of his kitaba. Then divide what remains of the 
property between the daughter and the master." Malik said, "What is done among 
us is that the master of a slave does not have to give his slave a kitaba if he asks 
for it. I have not heard of any of the Imams forcing a man to give a kitaba to his 
slave. I heard that one of the people of knowledge, when someone asked about 
that and mentioned that Allah the Blessed, the Exalted, said 
recited these two ayats, 


Malik commented, "It is a way of doing things for which Allah, the Mighty, 
the Majestic, has given permission to people, and it is not obligatory for them." 
Malik said, "I heard one of the people of knowledge say about the word of Allah, the 
Blessed, the Exalted, 'Give them of the wealth which Allah has given you,' that it 
meant that a man give his slave a kitaba and then reduce the end of his kitaba for 
him by some specific amount." Malik said, "This is what I have heard from the 
people of knowledge and what I see people doing here." Malik said, "I have heard 
that Abdullah ibn Umar gave one of his slaves his kitaba for 35,000 dirhams, and 
then reduced the end of his kitaba by 5,000 dirhams." Malik said, "What is done 
among us is that when a master gives a mukatab his kitaba, the mukatab's 
property goes with him but his children do not go with him unless he stipulates that 
in his kitaba." Yahya said, "I heard Malik say that if a mukatab whose master had 
given him a kitaba had a slave-girl who was pregnant by him, and neither he nor 
his master knew that on the day he was given his kitaba, the child did not follow 
him because he was not included in the kitaba. He belonged to the master. As for 
the slave-girl, she belonged to the mukatab because she was his property." Malik 
said that if a man and his wife's son (by another husband) inherited a mukatab 
from the wife and the mukatab died before he had completed his kitaba, they 
divided his inheritance between them according to the Book of Allah. If the slave 
paid his kitaba and then died, his inheritance went to the son of the woman, and 
the husband had nothing of his inheritance. Malik said that if a mukatab gave his 
own slave a kitaba, the situation was looked at. If he wanted to do his slave a 
favour and it was obvious by his making it easy for him that was not permitted. If 
he was giving him a kitaba from desire to find money to pay off his own kitaba that 
was permitted for him. Malik said that if a man had intercourse with a mukataba of 
his and she became pregnant by him, she had an option. If she liked she could be 
an umm walad. If she wished, she could confirm her kitaba. If she did not conceive, 
she still had her kitaba. Malik said, "The generally agreed on way of doing things 
among us about a slave who is owned by two men is that one of them does not 
give a kitaba for his share, whether or not his companion gives him permission to 
do so, unless they both write the kitaba together, because that alone would effect 
setting him free. If the slave were to fulfil what he had agreed on to free half of 
himself, and then the one who had given a kitaba for half of him was not obliged to 
complete his setting free, that would be in opposition to the words of the Messenger 
of Allah, may Allah bless him and grant him peace. 'If someone frees his share in a 
slave and has enough money to cover the full price of the slave, justly evaluated for 
him, he must give his partners their shares, so the slave is completely free .' " 


Malik said, "If he is not aware of that until the mukatab has met the terms or 
before he has met them the owner who has written him the kitaba returns what he 
has taken from the mukatab to him, and then he and his partner divide him 
according to their original shares and the kitaba is invalid. He is the slave of both of 
them in his original state." Malik spoke about a mukatab who was owned by two 
men and one of them granted him delay in the payment of the right which he was 
owed, and the other refused to defer it, and so the one who refused to defer the 
payment exacted his part of the due. Malik said that if the mukatab then died and 
left property which did not complete his kitaba, "They divide it according to what 
they are still owed by him. Each of them takes according to his share. If the 
mukatab leaves more than his kitaba, each of them takes what remains to them of 
the kitaba, and what remains after that is divided equally between them. If the 
mukatab is unable to pay his kitaba fully and the one who did not allow him to 
defer his payment has exacted more than his associate did, the slave is still divided 
equally between them, and he does not return to his associates the excess of what 
he has exacted, because he only exacted his right with the permission of his 
associate. If one of them remits what is owed to him and then his associate exacts 
part of what he is owed by him and then the mukatab is unable to pay, he belongs 
to both of them. And the one who has exacted something does not return anything 
because he only demanded what he was owed. That is like the debt of two men in 
one writing against one man. One of them grants him time to pay and the other is 
greedy and exacts his due. Then the debtor goes bankrupt. The one who exacted 
his due does not have to return any of what he took." 


«But when they saw a transaction or a diversion, [O Muhammad], they rushed to it and left you standing. 
Say, "What is with Allah is better than diversion and than a transaction, and Allah is the best of 
providers."(11)» 


Narrated Jabir bin 'Abdullah: While we were praying (Jumua Khutba & prayer) with the Prophet

So the Companions of the Messenger of Allah “ rushed off until only 
tweleve men remained. Among them were Abu Bakr and 'Umar. And this Ayah was revealed: And when 
they see some merchandise or some amusement, they disperse headlong to it" : 
(Sahih) 

[He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. (Another chain) with similar 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: A trade caravan arrived in Al-Madinah exactly during the Friday sermon. The caravan 
announced the arrival by beating drums and other instruments. Many people who were not aware of the 
importance of the Friday sermon, they rushed to the caravan and left the Prophet # delivering the sermon. 
Because they thought if they remained behind they would not get things of their need, whereupon this 
Verse was revealed. 


1398. It was narrated that Ka'b bin 'Ujrah said that he entered the Masjid and 'Abdur-Rahmin binUmrn 
Al-Hakam was delivering the Khutbah while seated. "He said: 'Look at this man who is delivering the 
Khutbah while seated when Allah says: And when they see some merchandise or some amusement they 
disperse headlong to it, and leave you standing.""[Al Jumu'ah 62:11] (Sahih) 

Comments: That is the last verse or Ayah of the Suratul Jumu'ah. It contains the description of Jumu'ah 
itself. Once the Prophet “ was delivering the sermon; meanwhile the bells of a trading caravan began to 
ring. Some people slowly slid away for business. The Prophet * was delivering the sermon standing. 
Based upon it, it is argued that it is essential to closely follow the Sunnah. He = used to give sermons 
while standing. 


(2). 3313. Zaid bin Arqam said: "We were participating in a battle along with the Messenger of Allah @ 

, and there were some people from the Bedouins with us. So we all rushed toward some water and the 
Bedouins raced us to it. One of the Bedouins beat his companions to it and he (tried to obstruct) the pond, 
he placed rocks around it and he put a leather sheet over it until his companions came." He said: "A man 
among the Ansar reached the Bedouin and he dropped the reigns of his camel to drink, but the Bedouin 
would not allow him. So he started removing the barriers around the water, but the Bedouin raised a stick 
beating the Ansari man on the head, and smashed it. He went to 'Abdullah bin Ubayy, the head of the 
hypocrites, to inform him - he was in fact one of his companions. So 'Abdullah bin Ubayy became 
enraged, then he said: 'Do not spend anything on whoever is with Muhammad * until they depart.’ 
Meaning the Bedouins. They were preparing food for the Messenger of Allah @ . So 'Abdullah said: 
'When they depart from Muhammad *, then bring Muhammad some food, and let him and whoever is 
with him eat it.' Then he said to his companions: 'If we return to Al-Madinah, indeed the more honorable 
will expel there from the meaner." Zaid said: "And I was riding behind the Messenger of Allah ®, and I 
had heard 'Abdullah bin Ubayy, so I informed my uncle who went to tell the Messenger of Allah %. He 
sent a message to him (Abdullah) but he took an oath and denied it." He said: "So the Messenger of Allah 
= accepted what he said and did not believe me. So my uncle came to me and said: 'You only wanted the 
Messenger of Allah “ to hate you, and the Muslims to say that you lied." He said: "I suffered such worry 
as has not been suffered by anyone else." He said: "(Later) while I was on the move with the Messenger 
of Allah # on a journey, my mind was relieved of worry, since the Messenger of Allah “ came to me 
and rubbed my ear and smiled in my face. I would never be happier than with -that as long as the world 
remained. Then Abu Bakr caught up to me, and said: 'What did the Messenger of Allah say to you?' I said:

Al-Hakam bin 'Utaibah said: "I heard Muhammad bin Ka'b Al-Qurazi - forty years ago - 
narrating from Zaid bin Arqam [may Allah be pleased with him] that during the battle of Tabuk, 
‘Abdullah bin ye said: "If we return to Al-Madinah, indeed the more honorable will expel therefrom

the meaner. He said: 'So I went to the Prophet * and mentioned that to him, but he

Relating it to the expedition of 
Tabuk is a misunderstanding of the narrator. [Tufat Al-Awadhi: vol. 4, p. 2011. House means the tent 
during the journey.

'Umar said: 'Allow me to chop off the head of this hypocrite 0 Messenger of Allah #!' The Prophet # 
said: "Leave him. I do not want the people to say that Muhammad kills his Companions." Someone other 
than 'Amr said: "So his son, 'Abdullah bin 'Abdullah, said: "By Allah! You shall not return until you say 
that you are the mean and that the Messenger of Allah * is the honorable.' So he did so."

If 
only You would give me respite for a little while, then I should give Sadagah" up to His saying: "And 
Allah is All-Aware of what you do. "{ Al-Munafigin 63:9-11]' He said: "So what makes Zakat 
obligatory?" He said: "When wealth reaches two hundred or above." ["That is, Dirhams." (Tuhfat Al-A 
hwadhi)] He said: "What makes Hajj obligatory?" He said: "Provisions and a camel." (Da ‘if) 

(6). (Another chain) from Ad-Dahhak from Ibn 'Abbas, from the Prophet with similar. (Da ‘if) 

He said: This is how this Hadith was reported by [Sufyan] bin 'Uyainah and others; from Abu Janab, from 
Ad-Dahhak from Ibn 'Abbas, as his saying, not in Marfu' form. And this is more correct than the narration 
of '‘Abdur-Razzaq. Abu Janab Al-Qassab's name is Yahya bin Abi Hayyah and he is not strong in Hadith. 


«O you who have believed, indeed, among your wives and your children are enemies to you, so beware of 
them. But if you pardon and overlook and ae - then indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful(14)» 


Narrated 'Urwa: that he asked ‘Aisha regarding the Verse: 'If you fear that you shall not be able to deal 
justly with the orphans (4.3) She said, "O my nephew! This Verse refers to the orphan girl who is under 
the guardianship of her guardian who likes her beauty and wealth and wishes to (marry her and) curtails 
her Mahr. Such guardians have been forbidden to marry them unless they do justice by giving them 
their full Mahr, and they have been ordered to marry other than them. The people asked for the verdict 
of Allah's Apostle #8 after that, so Allah revealed: 

So Allah revealed to them that if the orphan girl had beauty and 
wealth, they desired to marry her and for her family status. They can only marry them if they give them 
their full Mahr. And if they had no desire to marry them because of their lack of wealth and beauty, they 
would leave them and marry other women. So, as they used to leave them, when they had no interest, 
in them, they were forbidden to marry them when they had such interest, unless they treated them 
justly and gave them their full Mahr Apostle said, ‘If at all there is evil omen, it is in the horse, the 
woman and the house." a lady is to be warded off. And the Statement of Allah: 


(1). 3317. 'Tkrimah narrated that Ibn 'Abbas was asked by a man about this Ayah: 0 you who believe! 
Verily, among your wives and your children there are enemies for you; therefore beware of them! [At 
Taghabun 64:14] He said: "These are men who submitted (to Islam) in Makkah, and they wanted to 
come to the Prophet # but their wives and children refused to allow them to come to the Messenger of 
Allah . So when they came to the Messenger of Allah * , they saw that the people had gained such 
understanding in the religion that they wanted to punish them (their families). So Allah revealed the 
Ayah: 0 you who believe! Verily, among your wives and your children there are enemies for you; 
therefore beware of them!" (Da‘if) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahth. 

Comments: Some among a person's family and dependents are his enemies, who stop him from 
discharging his duties to Allah. Though they do so with good intention, but the consequences of this 
emerge as ruin and destruction for the person. Accordingly, they play a real role of enmity to him. 


«Your wealth and your children are but a trial, and Allah has with Him a great reward(15)» 


3774. Buraidah said: "The Messenger of Allah was : delivering a Khutbah to us when Al-Hasan and 
Al-Husain [peace be upon them] came, wearing red shirts, walking and falling down. So the Messenger of 
Allah # descended from the Minbar and carried them, and placed them in front of him. Then he said: 
'Allah spoke the Truth: Indeed, your wealth and your children are trial [At-Taghabun 64:15] 1 looked at 


these two children walking and falling down, and I could not bear patiently anymore until I interrupted 
my talk and picked them up." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib, we only know of it as a narration of Al-Husain bin Waqid. 
Comments: The condition of both the children was a distraction for the Prophet “ and for the 
Companions too. It was difficult for the Prophet to speak, and difficult for the Companions to listen. So 
to end the situation the Prophet * ; picked up the children and placed them infront of him. 


Narrated Muhammad bin Sirin: 

I sat in a gathering in which the chiefs of the Ansar were present, and Abdur-Rahman bin Abu Laila was 
amongst them. I mentioned the narration of 'Abdullah bin 'Utba regarding the question of Subai'a bint Al- 
Harith. Abdur-Rahman said, "But 'Abdullah's uncle used not to say so." I said, "I am too brave if I tell a 
lie concerning a person who is now in Al-Kufa," and I raised my voice. Then I went out and met Malik 
bin 'Amir or Malik bin 'Auf, and said, "What was the verdict of Ibn Mas'ud about the pregnant widow 
whose husband had died?" He replied, "Ibn Mas'ud said, 'Why do you impose on her the hard order and 
don't let her make use of the leave? The shorter Sura of women (i.e. Surat-at.Talaq) was revealed after the 
longer Sura (i.e. Surat-al-Baqara)." (i.e. Her 'Idda is up till she delivers.) 


1193. Al-Aswad narrated from Abu As-Sanabil bin Ba'kak who said: "Subai'ah delivered twenty-three or 
twenty-five days after her husband had died. So when she was ready (finished post-natal bleeding) she 
adorned herself for marriage, but she was rebuked for doing that, so it was mentioned to the Prophet # 
and he said: 'If she has done that then her time has come." (Hasan) 

(Another chain with a similar narration) 

(He said:) There is something on this topic from Umm Salamah. 

(Abu 'Eisa said:) The Hadith of Abu As-Sanabil is a well known Hadith that is Gharib from this route; we 
do not know of anything from Al-Aswad from Abu As-Sanabil. I heard Muhammad saying: "I do not 
know that Abu As-Sanabil lived after the Prophet %. This is acted upon according to most of the people 
of knowledge among the Companions of the Prophet * and others. It is lawful for the pregnant woman 
whose husband dies to seek marriage when she gives birth, even though her 'Iddah has not transpired. 
This is the view of Sufyan Ath-Thawri, Ash-Shafi'1, Ahmad, and Ishaq. Some of the people of knowledge 


among the Companions of the Prophet “ and others said that she remains in her 'Tddah until the end of 
the two terms [Meaning four months and ten days.] But the first view is more correct. 
Comments: Allah's Command about the woman whose husband has died are quite clear in Surat Al- 

"If any of you dies and leaves a widow behind; they shall wait concerning 
themselves four months and ten days when they have fulfilled their term." In this Verse it has not been 
mentioned about the widow left behind whether she is pregnant or not. It can be inferred that in both cases 
the period is four months and ten days. In Surat At-Talaq it has been mentioned about the pregnant 
woman "For those who are pregnant their period is until they deliver their burden." 


«O Prophet, when you [Muslims] divorce women, divorce them for [the commencement of] their waiting 
period and keep count of the waiting period, and fear Allah, your Lord. Do not turn them out of their 
[husbands'] houses, nor should they [themselves] leave [during that period] unless they are committing a 
clear immorality. And those are the limits [set by] Allah. And whoever transgresses the limits of Allah 
has certainly wronged himself. You know not; perhaps Allah will bring about after that a [different] 

matter(1)» 


Abu Zubair reported that he heard 'Abd al-Rahman b. Aiman (the freed slave of 'Azza) say that 
he asked Ibn 'Umar (Allah be pleased with them) and Abu Zubair heard: What is your opinion 
about the person who divorced his wife in the state of menses? Thereupon he said: Ibn Umar 
(Allah be pleased with them) divorced his wife during the lifetime of Allah's Messenger (may 
peace be upon him) while she was in the state of menses. Upon this Allah's Messenger # (may 
peace be upon him) told him to take her back and so he took her back and he (further) said: 
When she is pure, then either divorce her or retain her. Ibn 'Umar (Allah be pleased with them 
said that Allah's Apostle & (may peace be upon him) then recited this verse 


Abu Ishaq reported: | was with al-Aswad b. Yazid sitting in the great mosque, and there was 
with us al-Sha'bi, and he narrated the narration of Fatima bint Qais (Allah be pleased with her) 
that Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) did not make any provision for lodging and 
maintenance allowance for her. Al-Aswad caught hold of some pebbles in his fist and he threw 
them towards him saying: Woe be to thee, you narrate like it, wnereas Umar said: We cannot 
abandon the Book of Allah and the Sunnah of our Apostle “ (may peace be upon him) for the 
words of a woman. We do not know whether she remembers that or she forgets. For her, there 
is a provision of lodging and maintenance allowance. Allah, the Exalted and Majestic, said 


1180. Fatimah bint Qais said: "My husband divorced me three times during the time of the Prophet =. So 
the Messenger of Allah ® said: 'There is no housing for you nor maintenance." Al-Mughirah (one of the 
narrators) said: "I mentioned that to Ibrahim and he said: Umar said: "We do not leave the Book of Allah 
and the Sunnah of our Prophet * for the saying of a woman, and we do not know if she remembered or 
forgot." And 'Umar used to give her (the divorced woman) housing and maintenance." (Sahih) 


This was narrated to us from Ahmad bin Mani’ (who said): "Hushaim narrated to us: 'Husain, Isma'il and 
Mujalid informed us." Hushaim said: "Dawud narrated it to us as well, from Ash-Sha'bi who said: 'T 
entered upon Fatimah bint Qais and asked her about the judgement of the Messenger of Allah * in her 
case. She said that she was divorced irrevocably by her husband and she argued with him for housing and 
maintenance, but the Prophet * did not grant her housing, nor maintenance." And in the narration of 
Dawud she said: "And he ordered me to stay at the home of Ibn Umm Maktum during my 'Tddah." 

(Abu 'Eisa said:) This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. This is the view of some of the people of knowledge, 
among them Al-Hasan Al]-Basri, 'Ata' bin Abu Rabah, and Ash-Sha'bi, and it is the view of Ahmad and 
Ishaq. And they said: The divorced woman gets neither housing nor maintenance when her husband does 
not have the ability to take her back. Some of the people of knowledge among the Companions of the 
Prophet #- among them 'Umar and 'Abdullah - said that the woman divorced three times gets housing and 
maintenance. This is the view of Sufyan Ath-Thawri and the people of Al-Kufah. Some of the people of 
knowledge said that she gets housing but there is no maintenance for her. This is the view of Malik bin 
Anas, Al-Laith bin Sa'd, and Ash-Shafi'i. Ash-Shafi'i said: "We only give her housing based upon the 
Book of Allah, Allah Most High said: And turn them not out of their homes, nor shall they (themselves) 
leave, except in the case they are guilty of some open Fahishah. [At Talag 65:1] And they say it 
(Fahishah) is to behave in a foul manner, that she misbehaves with her family, and they explain that the 
reason that Fatimah bint Qais was not granted housing by the Prophet * is that she had behaved in a foul 
manner with her family." 

Ash-Shafi'l said: "And she gets no maintenance due to the Hadith of the Prophet “ about the story of 
Fatimah bin Qais. 

Comments: This is agreed upon that one divorce which is revocable and three divorces which are 
irrevocable in both if a woman is pregnant has the right of housing and maintenance during her ‘Jddah. 
(Probationary period of divorce) 


3421. ‘Abdullah bin Ayman asked Ibn 'Umar while Abu Az-Zubair was listening: "What did you think 
about a man who divorces his wife when she is menstruating?" He said to him: "Abdullah bin 'Umar 
divorced his wife when she was menstruating during the time of the Messenger of Allah , ‘Umar asked 
the Messenger of Allah “ (about that) and said: "Abdullah bin 'Umar has divorced his wife while she was 
menstruating.' The Messenger of Allah * said: 'Let him take her back.' So he made me take her back. He 
said: 'When she becomes pure, let him divorce her or keep her.' Ibn 'Umar said: 'The Prophet said: 'O 
Prophet! When you divorce women, divorce them before their 'Iddah (prescribed period) elapses." [ At- 
(Sahih). 
Comments: Because the waiting period is counted from menstruation, Hence, the waiting period would 
not commence if the divorce is given in the state of menstruation. If the menstrual cycle is counted, the 
waiting period would fall short, and if it is not counted, the waiting period would become long. Hence, 
the divorce should take place in the state of purity so that the waiting period could commence with 
menses. 


3579. It was narrated that Fatimah bint Qais said: "My husband divorced me and I wanted to move, so I 
went to the Messenger of Allah * and he said: 'Move to the house your paternal cousin 'Amr bin Umm 
Maktum, and observe your 'Iddah there."" Al-Aswad hit him (Ash-Sha'bi) with a pebble and said: "Woe 
be to you! Why do you issue such a Fatwa? 'Umar said: 'If you bring two witnesses who will testify that 
they heard that from Messenger of Allah % (we will believe you), otherwise, we will not leave the Book 
of Allah for the word of a woman."And turn them not out of their (husband's) homes nor shall they 
(themselves) leave, except in case they are guilty of some open Fahishah. "At Talag 65:1] (Sahih) 


«And those who no longer expect menstruation among your women - if you doubt, then their period is 
three months, and [also for] those who have not menstruated. And for those who are pregnant, their term 
is until they give birth. And whoever fears Allah - He will make for him of his matter ease(4)» 


3541. Abu Salamah bin 'Abdur- Rahman said: "It was said to Ibn 'Abbas concerning a woman who gives 
birth one day after her husband dies: 'Can she get married?’ He said: 'No, not until the longer of the two 
periods has ended."' He said: "Allah says: And for those who are pregnant (whether they are divorced or 
their husbands are dead), their ‘Iddah (prescribed period) is until they lay down their burden." 

65:4] He said: 'That only applies in the case of divorce.’ Abu Hurairah said: 'I agree with my brother's son' 
- meaning, Abu Salamah. He sent his slave Kuraib and told him: 'Go to Umm Salamah and ask her: Was 
this the Sunnah of the Messenger of Allah “8 He came back and said: "Yes, Subai'ah Al-Aslamiyyah gave 
birth twenty days after her husband died, and the Messenger of Allah told her to get married, and Abu 
As-Sanabil was one of those who proposed marriage to her."' (Sahih). 

Comments: Ibn 'Abbas maintained that the mourning period is essential in every condition and the 
childbirth too. But the command of the Messenger of Allah “ was different. Hence, Ibn 'Abbas retracted 
his statement. May Allah be pleased with him. 


3529. It was narrated from Ibn 'Abbas with regard to Allah's saying: "Whatever a Verse (revelation) do 
We abrogate or cause to be forgotten, We bring a better one or similar to it and He 
said: "And when We change a Verse in place of another — and Allah knows best what He sends down. "[ 
and He said: "Allah blots out what He wills and confirms (what He wills). And with 

Him is the Mother of the book. "[ Ar-Ra‘d 13:39]The first thing that was abrogated in the Qur'an was the 
Qiblah." And He said: "And divorced women shall wait (as regards their marriage) for three menstrual 
periods." ."{ Al-Baqarah 2:228] and He said: "And those of your women as have passed the age of 
monthly courses, for them the ‘Iddah, if you have doubt (about their periods), is three months." 
65:4] So (some) of that was abrogated, (according to) His, Most High, saying: "And then divorce them 
before you have sexual intercourse with them, no 'Tddah have you to count in respect of them. 

(Hasan) 


Narrated Sahl bin Sad: While we were sitting in the company of the Prophet # a woman came to him and 
presented herself (for marriage) to him. The Prophet * looked at her, lowering his eyes and raising them, 
but did not give a reply. One of his companions said, "Marry her to me O Allah's Apostle #!" The 
Prophet # asked (him), "Have you got anything?" He said, "I have got nothing." The Prophet * said, 
"Not even an iron ring?" He Sad, "Not even an iron ring, but I will tear my garment into two halves and 
give her one half and keep the other half." The Prophet ®; said, "No. Do you know some of the Quran (by 
heart)?" He said, "Yes." The Prophet said 

And 
the 'Iddat for the girl before puberty is three months (in the above Verse). 


«O Prophet, why do you prohibit [yourself from] what Allah has made lawful for you, seeking the 
approval of your wives? And Allah is Forgiving and Merciful(1)» 


«Allah has already ordained for you [Muslims] the dissolution of your oaths. And Allah is your protector, 
and He is the Knowing, the Wise(2)» 


«And [remember] when the Prophet confided to one of his wives a statement; and when she informed 
[another] of it and Allah showed it to him, he made known part of it and ignored a part. And when he 
informed her about it, she said, "Who told you this?" He said, "I was informed by the Knowing, the 


Acquainted."(3)» 


«lf you two [wives] repent to Allah, [it is best], for your hearts have deviated. But if you cooperate 
against him - then indeed Allah is his protector, and Gabriel and the righteous of the believers and the 
angels, moreover, are [his] assistants(4)» 


3410. 'Aishah said that the Messenger of Allah * used to stay with Zainab bint Jahsh and drank honey at 
her house. Hafsah and I agreed that if the Prophet entered upon either of us, she would say: "I perceive 
the smell of Maghafir (a nasty-smelling gum) on you; have you eaten Maghafir?'"He came in to one of 
them, and she said that to him. He said: "No, rather I drank honey at the house of Zainab bint Jash, but I 
will never do it again." Then the following was revealed: ‘0 Prophet! Why do you forbid (for yourself) 
that which Allah has allowed to you." Tf you two turn in repentance to Allah, (it will 
be better for you), [At Tahrim 66:4] about 'Aishah and Hafsah’, “And (remember) when the Prophet 
disclosed a matter in confidence to one of his wives” [At Tahrim 66:3] refers to him saying: "No, rather I 
drank honey." (Sahih). 

Comments: |. Used to stay with Zainab': After performing the 'Asr prayer, Allah’s Messenger # used to 
visit all his wives in their apartments for a little while, so that he could know if they had any problem or 
need, and daily contact with each one could be maintained. Allah’s Messenger ™ stayed with Zainab 
more than his usual stay to drink some honey she had. This disturbed 'Aishah and Hafsa. 


2. Maghafir is a glutinous substance, which secretes from the trees like the Urfut- a tree of a shrub 
variety. It tastes sweet but its smeil is revolting. It lingers in the eater's mouth and the Prophet * detested 
bad smells. Hence, the Prophet “ decided not to drink honey. 


3. 'If you turn in repentance': To err is human. The wives of the Prophet “ were not infallible. They 
repented no sooner than they committed the mistake. "He who repents of a sin is like him who has 
committed no sin." Repentance obliterates sin. Therefore, no blame could be leveled against them. Their 
turning in repentance 1s their superior merit. 


4. 'Disclosed a matter’: The Prophet * had stated: I will not drink honey at her place, but do not divulge it 
to anyone. But Hafsah committed the mistake and told 'Aishah about it. 


3449. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "A man came to him and said: 'I have made my wife forbidden 
to myself.' He said: "You are lying, she is not forbidden to you.' Then he recited this Verse: 'O Prophet! 
Why do you forbid (for yourself) that which Allah has allowed to you.'[At Tahrim 66:1] (And he said): 
"You have to offer the severest form of expiation: Freeing a slave." (Hasan) 

Comments: 1. 'You are lying' means your calling your wife unlawful to yourself is a lie and something 
wrong, because how could a wife be unlawful? 


2. 'The severest form' because you have said the most detestable thing. The wife would not become 
unlawful, but you will have to undergo a severe punishment for having uttered such words. (See Hadith 
3411). 


3. ‘Freeing a slave': The apparent wording of the Glorious Qur'an corroborates Kaffarah Al-Yamin 
(atonement for swearing) in such situations, which consist of, in addition to freeing of a slave, feeding 
people who are poor or short of money, or to provide clothing, or fasting also. 


‘A'isha (Allah be pleased with her) narrated that Allah's Apostle # (may peace be upon him) 
used to spend time with Zainab daughter of Jahsh and drank honey at her house. She (‘A'isha 
further) said: | and Hafsa agreed that one whom Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon him) 
would visit first should say: | notice that you have an odour of the Maghafir (gum of mimosa). He 
(the Holy Prophet #4) visited one of them and she said to him like this, whereupon he said: | 
have taken honey in the house of Zainab bint Jahsh and | will never do it again. It was at this 
that the following verse was revealed): 


This refers to his saying: But | 
have taken honey. 


Narrated 'Ubaid bin 'Umar: | heard 'Aisha saying, "The Prophet &@ used to stay for a long while with 
Zanab bint Jahsh and drink honey at her house. So Hafsa and | decided that if the Prophet 8 came to 
anyone of us, she should say him, "I detect the smell of Maghafir (a nasty smelling gum) in you. Have 
you eaten Maghafir?' " So the Prophet # visited one of them and she said to him similarly. The Prophet 
#8 said, "Never mind, | have taken some honey at the house of Zainab bint Jahsh, but | shall never drink 
of it anymore." So there was revealed: 


addressing Aisha 
and Hafsa. namely his 


saying: But | have taken some honey." 


Narrated 'Abdullah bin 'Abbas: 
I had been eager to ask 'Umar about the two ladies from among the wives of the Prophet “ regarding 


whom Allah said (in the Qur'an saying): 
till 


performed the Hajj along with 'Umar (and on our way back from Hajj) he went aside (to answer the call 


of nature) and I also went aside along with him carrying a tumbler of water. When he had answered the 
call of nature and returned. I poured water on his hands from the tumbler and he performed ablution. I 
said, "O Chief of the believers! 'Who were the two ladies from among the wives of the Prophet ™ to 
whom Allah said: ‘If you two return in repentance (66.4)? He said, "I am astonished at your question, O 
Ibn 'Abbas. They were Aisha and Hafsa." Then 'Umar went on relating the narration and said. "I and an 
Ansari neighbor of mine from Bani Umaiya bin Zaid who used to live in 'Awali Al-Medina, used to visit 
the Prophet * in turns. He used to go one day, and I another day. When I went I would bring him the 
news of what had happened that day regarding the instructions and orders and when he went, he used to 
do the same for me. We, the people of Quraish, used to have authority over women, but when we came to 
live with the Ansar, we noticed that the Ansari women had the upper hand over their men, so our women 
started acquiring the habits of the Ansari women. Once I shouted at my wife and she paid me back in my 
coin and I disliked that she should answer me back. She said, 'Why do you take it ill that I retort upon 
you? By Allah, the wives of the Prophet * retort upon him, and some of them may not speak with him for 
the whole day till night.’ What she said scared me and I said to her, 'Whoever amongst them does so, will 
be a great loser.' Then I dressed myself and went to Hafsa and asked her, 'Does any of you keep Allah's 
Apostle angry all the day long till night?' She replied in the affirmative. I said, 'She is a ruined losing 
person (and will never have success)! Doesn't she fear that Allah may get angry for the anger of Allah's 
Apostle * and thus she will be ruined? Don't ask Allah's Apostle too many things, and don't retort upon 
him in any case, and don't desert him. Demand from me whatever you like, and don't be tempted to 
imitate your neighbor (i.e. 'Aisha) in her behavior towards the Prophet #4), for she (i.e. Aisha) is more 
beautiful than you, and more beloved to Allah's Apostle %. In those days it was rumored that Ghassan, (a 
tribe living in Sham) was getting prepared their horses to invade us. My companion went (to the Prophet 
= on the day of his turn, went and returned to us at night and knocked at my door violently, asking 
whether I was sleeping. I was scared (by the hard knocking) and came out to him. He said that a great 
thing had happened. I asked him: What is it? Have Ghassan come? He replied that it was worse and more 
serious than that, and added that Allah's Apostle # had divorced all his wives. I said, Hafsa is a ruined 
loser! I expected that would happen someday.' So I dressed myself and offered the Fajr prayer with the 
Prophet. Then the Prophet entered an upper room and stayed there alone. I went to Hafsa and found her 
weeping. I asked her, "Why are you weeping? Didn't I warn you? Have Allah's Apostle divorced you 
all?' She replied, 'I don't know. He is there in the upper room." I then went out and came to the pulpit and 
found a group of people around it and some of them were weeping. Then I sat with them for some time, 
but could not endure the situation. So I went to the upper room where the Prophet & was and requested to 
a black slave of his: "Will you get the permission of (Allah's Apostle ) for Umar (to enter)? The slave 
went in, talked to the Prophet “ about it and came out saying, 'I mentioned you to him but he did not 
reply.' So, I went and sat with the people who were sitting by the pulpit, but I could not bear the situation, 
so I went to the slave again and said: "Will you get he permission for Umar? He went in and brought the 
same reply as before. When I was leaving, behold, the slave called me saying, "Allah's Apostle # has 
granted you permission." So, I entered upon the Prophet # and saw him lying on a mat without wedding 
on it, and the mat had left its mark on the body of the Prophet “, and he was leaning on a leather pillow 
stuffed with palm fibres. I greeted him and while still standing, I said: "Have you divorced your wives?' 
He raised his eyes to me and replied in the negative. And then while still standing, I said chatting: "Will 
you heed what I say, 'O Allah's Apostle! “ We, the people of Quraish used to have the upper hand over 
our women (wives), and when we came to the people whose women had the upper hand over them..." 
'Umar told the whole story (about his wife). "On that the Prophet smiled." 'Umar further said, "I then 
said, 'I went to Hafsa and said to her: Do not be tempted to imitate your companion (‘Aisha) for she is 
more beautiful than you and more beloved to the Prophet *.' The Prophet # smiled again. When I saw 
him smiling, I sat down and cast a glance at the room, and by Allah, I couldn't see anything of importance 
but three hides. I said (to Allah's Apostle #) "Invoke Allah to make your followers prosperous for the 
Persians and the Byzantines have been made prosperous and given worldly luxuries, though they do not 
worship Allah?! The Prophet # was leaning then (and on hearing my speech he sat straight) and said, 'O 
Ibn Al-Khatttab! Do you have any doubt (that the Hereafter is better than this world)? These people have 


been given rewards of their good deeds in this world only.' I asked the Prophet * . 'Please ask Allah's 
forgiveness for me. The Prophet * did not go to his wives because of the secret which Hafsa had 
disclosed to 'Aisha, and he said that he would not go to his wives for one month as he was angry with 
them when Allah admonished him (for his oath that he would not approach Maria). When twenty-nine 
days had passed, the Prophet # went to Aisha first of all. She said to him, 'You took an oath that you 
would not come to us for one month, and today only twenty-nine days have passed, as I have been 
counting them day by day.' The Prophet * said, 'The month is also of twenty-nine days.' That month 
consisted of twenty-nine days. 'Aisha said, 'When the Divine revelation of Choice was revealed, the 
Prophet * started with me, saying to me, 'I am telling you something, but you needn't hurry to give the 
reply till you can consult your parents." ‘Aisha knew that her parents would not advise her to part with the 
Prophet #. The Prophet * said that Allah had said:-- 


‘Aisha said, 'Am | to consult my

Narrated Ibn 'Abbas : 


I had been eager to ask 'Umar bin Al-Khattab about the two ladies from among the wives of the Prophet 
== regarding whom Allah said

‘Umar performed the Hajj and I too, performed the Hajj along with him. (On the way) 'Umar went aside to 
answer the call of nature, and I also went aside along with him carrying a tumbler full of water, and when 
"Umar had finished answering the call of nature, I poured water over his hands and he performed the 
ablution. Then I said to him, "O chief of the Believers! Who were the two ladies from among the wives of 
the Prophet # regarding whom Allah said: 


He said, "I am astonished at 
your question, O Ibn Abbas. They were 'Aisha and Hafsa." Then 'Umar went on narrating the Hadith and 
said, "I and an Ansari neighbor of mine from Bani Umaiyya bin Zaid who used to live in Awali-al- 
Medina, used to visit the Prophet * in turn. He used to go one day and I another day. When I went, I 
would bring him the news of what had happened that day regarding the Divine Inspiration and other 
things, and when he went, he used to do the same for me. We, the people of Quraish used to have the 
upper hand over our wives, but when we came to the Ansar, we found that their women had the upper 
hand over their men, so our women also started learning the ways of the Ansari women. I shouted at my 
wife and she retorted against me and I disliked that she should answer me back. She said to me, 'Why are 
you so surprised at my answering you back? By Allah, the wives of the Prophet “ answer him back and 
some of them may leave (does not speak to) him throughout the day till the night.’ The (talk) scared me 
and I said to her, 'Whoever has done so will be ruined!' Then I proceeded after dressing myself, and 
entered upon Hafsa and said to her, 'Does anyone of you keep the Prophet * angry till night?’ She said, 
'Yes.' I said, "You are a ruined losing person! Don't you fear that Allah may get angry for the anger of 
Allah's Apostle # and thus you will be ruined? So do not ask more from the Prophet # and do not answer 
him back and do not give up talking to him. Ask me whatever you need and do not be tempted to imitate 
your neighbor (i.e., 'Aisha) in her manners for she is more charming than you and more beloved to the 
Prophet ." Umar added,"At that time a talk was circulating among us that (the tribe of) Ghassan were 
preparing their horses to invade us. My Ansari companion, on the day of his turn, went (to the town) and 
returned to us at night and knocked at my door violently and asked if I was there. I became horrified and 
came out to him. He said, "Today a great thing has happened." I asked, 'What is it? Have (the people of) 
Ghassan come?' He said, 'No, but (What has happened) is greater and more horrifying than that: Allah's 
Apostle #; has divorced his wives. 'Umar added, "The Prophet # kept away from his wives and I said 


"Hafsa is a ruined loser.' I had already thought that most probably this (divorce) would happen in the near 
future. So I dressed myself and offered the Morning Prayer with the Prophet and then the Prophet *; 
entered an upper room and stayed there in seclusion. I entered upon Hafsa and saw her weeping. I asked, 
'What makes you weep? Did I not warn you about that? Did the Prophet * divorce you all?’ She said, 'I do 
not know. There he is retired alone in the upper room." I came out and sat near the pulpit and saw a group 
of people sitting around it and some of them were weeping. I sat with them for a while but could not 
endure the situation, so I went to the upper room where the Prophet *; was and said to a black slave of 
his, 'Will you get the permission (of the Prophet  ) for 'Umar (to enter)?’ The slave went in, talked to the 
Prophet about it and then returned saying, 'I have spoken to the Prophet “ and mentioned you but he 
kept quiet.' Then I returned and sat with the group of people sitting near the pulpit. but I could not bear 
the situation and once again I said to the slave, 'Will you get the permission for 'Umar?' He went in and 
returned saying, 'I mentioned you to him but he kept quiet.' So I returned again and sat with the group of 
people sitting near the pulpit, but I could not bear the situation, and so I went to the slave and said, "Will 
you get the permission for 'Umar?' He went in and returned to me saying, 'I mentioned you to him but he 
kept quiet.’ When I was leaving, behold! The slave called me, saying, 'The Prophet # has given you 
permission.' Then I entered upon Allah's Apostle and saw him Lying on a bed made of stalks of date 
palm leaves and there was no bedding between it and him. The stalks left marks on his side and he was 
leaning on a leather pillow stuffed with date-palm fires. I greeted him and while still standing I said, 'O 
Allah's Apostle #! Have you divorced your wives?' He looked at me and said, 'No.' I said, 'Allah Akbar!' 
And then, while still standing, I said chatting, 'Will you heed what I say, O Allah's Apostle #? We, the 
people of Quraish used to have power over our women, but when we arrived at Medina we found that the 
men (here) were overpowered by their women.' The Prophet # smiled and then I said to him, 'Will you 
heed what I say, O Allah's Apostle #? I entered upon Hafsa and said to her, "Do not be tempted to imitate 
your companion ('Aisha), for she is more charming than you and more beloved to the Prophet *.'" The 
Prophet “ smiled for a second time. When I saw him smiling, I sat down. Then I looked around his 
house, and by Allah, I could not see anything of importance in his house except three hides, so I said, 'O 
Allah's Apostle #! Invoke Allah to make your followers rich, for the Persians and the Romans have been 
made prosperous and they have been given (the pleasures of the world), although they do not worship 
Allah.' Thereupon the Prophet * sat up as he was reclining. and said, 'Are you of such an opinion, O the 
son of Al-Khattab? These are the people who have received the rewards for their good deeds in this 
world.' I said, 'O Allah's Apostle #! Ask Allah to forgive me.' Then the Prophet kept away from his 
wives for twenty-nine days because of the story which Hafsa had disclosed to 'Aisha. The Prophet * had 
said, 'I will not enter upon them (my wives) for one month," because of his anger towards them, when 
Allah had admonished him. So, when twenty nine days had passed, the Prophet * first entered upon 
‘Aisha. ‘Aisha said to him, 'O Allah's Apostle “! You had sworn that you would not enter upon us for one 
month, but now only twenty-nine days have passed, for I have been counting them one by one.' The 
Prophet * said, 'The (present) month is of twenty nine days.' ‘Aisha added, 'Then Allah revealed the 
Verses of the option. (2) And out of all his-wives he asked me first, and I chose him.' Then he gave option 
to his other wives and they said what 'Aisha had said . " (1) The Prophet *, ' had decided to abstain from 
eating a certain kind of food because of a certain event, so Allah blamed him for doing so. Some of his 
wives were the cause of him taking that decision, therefore he deserted them for one month. 


Narrated 'Aisha: The Prophet * used to stay (for a period) in the house of Zainab bint Jahsh (one of the 
wives of the Prophet *) and he used to drink honey in her house. Hafsa and I decided that when the 
Prophet # entered upon either of us, she would say, "I smell in you the bad smell of Maghafir (a bad 
smelling raisin). Have you eaten Maghafir?" When he entered upon one of us, she said that to him. He 
replied (to her), "No, but I have drunk honey in the house of Zainab bint Jahsh, and I will never drink it 
again.” Then the following verse was revealed: 


The two were 'Aisha and Hafsa And also the Statement of Allah: 

i.e., his saying, "But I have drunk honey." 
Hisham said: It also meant his saying, "I will not drink anymore, and I have taken an oath, so do not 
inform anybody of that ' 


«Perhaps his Lord, if he divorced you [all], would substitute for him wives better than you - submitting 
[to Allah], believing, devoutly obedient, repentant, worshipping, and traveling - [ones] previously married 
and virgins(5)» [At-Tahrim: 5] 


‘Umar b. al-Khattab (Allah be pleased with him) reported: When Allah's Apostle (may peace 
be upon him) kept himself away from his wives, | entered the mosque, and found people striking 
the ground with pebbles and saying: Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon him) has 
divorced his wives, and that was before they were commanded to observe seclusion 'Umar said 
to himself: | must find this (actual position) today. So | went to 'A'isha (Allah be pleased with her) 
and said (to her): Daughter of Abu Bakr, have you gone to the extent of giving trouble to Allah's 
Messenger “ (may peace be upon him)? Thereupon she said: Son of Khattab, you have 
nothing to do with me, and | have nothing to do with you. You should look to your own 
receptacle. He ('Umar) said: | visited Hafsa daughter of 'Umar, and said to her: Hafsa, the 
(news) has reached me that you cause Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) trouble. 
You know that Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) does not love you, and had | not 
been (your father) he would have divorced you. (On hearing this) she wept bitterly. | said to her: 
Where is Allah's Messenger ™ (may peace be upon him)? She said: He is in the attic room. | 
went in and found Rabah, the servant of Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon him), sitting 
on the thresholds of the window dangling his feet on the hollow wood of the date-palm with the 
help of which Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) climbed (to the apartment) and came 
down. | cried: 0 Rabah, seek permission for me from Allah's Messenger # (may peace be upon 
him).

Ibn 'Abbas (Allah be pleased with them) reported. | had always been anxious to ask 'Umar 
(Allah be pleased with him) about the two ladies amongst the wives of Allah's Prophet “ (may 
peace be upon him) about whom Allah, the Exalted, said

That my parents would not tell me to part with 
him." She said: 'I said: "Is it about this that I should consult with my parents? Indeed I want Allah and His 
Messenger “ and the abode of the Hereafter." Ma'mar (one of the narrators) said: "Ayyub informed me 
that 'Aishah said to him: '0 Messenger of Allah! Do not inform your wives that I chose you.' So the 
Prophet * said: 'Allah sent me only as one who conveys (Muballigh), He did not send me as one causing 
hardship." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. It has been reported through more than one route 
from Ibn 'Abbas. 

Comments:This Verse means, if you turn to Allah in repentance, it should not be surprising or something 
odd, it is in fact the best thing for you; because your hearts are inclined to Allah and the Messenger and 
towards repentance. 


2134. It was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said: "I was very keen to ask 'Umar bin Al-Khattab about the two 
wives of the Messenger of Allah “ to whom Allah said: If you two turn in repentance to Allah, (it will be 
better for you), your hearts are indeed so inclined." {At Tahrim 66:4] And he quoted the Hadith. He said 
concerning it: "The Messenger of Allah withdrew from his wives for twentynine days because of that, 
when Hafsah had made her disclosure to 'Aishah. He had said: 'I will not enter upon them for a month,' 
because he was so upset with them when Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, informed him of what they had 
said. When twenty-nine days had passed, he entered upon 'Aishah, so he started with her. 'Aishah said to 
him ‘0 Messenger of Allah, you swore not to enter upon us for a month, and now twenty-nine days have 
passed; we have been counting them.' The Messenger of Allah # said: 'The month is twenty-nine 
days.""(Sahih). 


Narrated 'Umar (bin Al-Khattab): My Lord agreed with me in three things: 
1. I said,"O Allah's Apostle %, I wish we took the station of Abraham as our praying place (for some of 
our prayers).

Narrated Anas: Umar said, "I agreed with Allah in three things," or said, "My Lord agreed with me in 
three things. I said, 'O Allah's Apostle #! Would that you took the station of Abraham as a place of 
prayer.' I also said, 'O Allah's Apostle #! Good and bad persons visit you! Would that you ordered the 
Mothers of the believers to cover themselves with veils.' So the Divine Verses of Al-Hijab (i.e. veiling of 
the women) were revealed. I came to know that the Prophet # had blamed some of his wives so I entered 
upon them and said, 'You should either stop (troubling the Prophet # ) or else Allah will give His Apostle

2891. Abii Hurairah narrated that the Prophet * said: "Indeed there -is a Siirah in the Qur'an of thrity 
Ayat, which intercedes for a man until he is forgiven. It is [Surat Al-Mulk] Tabarak Alladhi Biyadihil- 
Mulk." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan. 

2892. Jabir narrated: The Prophet * would not sleep until he recited AlifLam Mim Tanzil and: Tabarak 
Alladhi Biyadihil-Mulk." This Hadith was reported similarly by more than one from Laith bin Abu 
Sulaim. Mughirah bin Muslim reported it from Abii Az-Zubair, from Jabir from the Prophet * and it is 
similar to this. 

Zuhair reported it and said: "I said to Abu Az-Zubair: 'Did you hear Jabir mentioning this Hadith?' 

He said: 'Safwan or Ibn Safwan informed me of it." It is as if Zuhair rejected the idea that this Hadith was 
from Abu Az-Zubair from Jabir. . 

(Another chain) with similar in meaning. (Another chain) that Tawus said: "They are seventy good merits 
more of virtue in it than every Surah in the Qur'an."(Da‘if) 

Comments: Alif Lam Mim Tanzil Al-Kitab i.e , speaks of the truth about the 
Qur'an, the creation of the heavens and the earth, creation of humans and the purpose of his life, the end 
of the one who bears its teachings in mind and acts accordingly, punishment for those who oppose its 
teachings, the mention of the Torah and the character of some people among the children of Israel; as if it 
consists of all the lessons for the Hereafter. 


3404. Jabir said: "The Prophet would not sleep until he recited Tanzil as-Sajdah [As-Sajdah 32.] and 
Tabarak. (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This is how [Sufyan] Ath-Thawrl and more than one report this Hadith; from Laith from 
Abu Az-Zubair, from Jabir from the Prophet #2 with similar. Zuhair reported this Hadith from Abu Az- 
Zubair, saying: "I said to him, 'Did you hear it from Jabir?' He said: 'I did not hear it from Jabir. I heard it 
from Safwan or Ibn Safwan." And Shababah narrated it from - Mughirah bin Muslim, from Abu Az- 
Zubair, from Jabir, and it is similar to the narration of Laith. 

Comments: These Siirat and supplications recited before sleeping demand that they should be understood 
in depth, and special efforts and arrangements should be made to recite them regularly. However, it does 
not mean that he who does not know the meanings should not recite them. He should try to understand the 
meanings. 


(1). 3319. 'Abdul-Wahid bin Sulaim said: "I arrived in Makkah and met 'Ata' bin Abi Rabah. I said: '0 
Abu Muhammad! Some people with us speak about A/-Qadar.’ 'Ata' said: 'I met Al-Walid bin 'Ubadah 
bin As-Samit and he said: "My father narrated to me, he said: 'I heard the Messenger of Allah ; saying: 
"Verily the first of what Allah created was the Pen. He said to it: "Write." So it wrote what will be 
forever." (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] There is a story along with this Hadith. [He said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib, 
there is something about it from Ibn 'Abbas. 

Comments: This Hadith has preceded in the story at the end of the chapters regarding A/-Qadar (2155). 


«The Day the shin will be uncovered and they are invited to prostration but the disbelievers will not be 
able(42)» 


‘Abdullah b. 'Amr reported that a person came to him and said: What is this hadith that you 
narrate that the Last Hour would come at such and such time? Thereupon he said: Hallowed be 
Allah, there is no god but Allah (or the words to the same effect). | have decided that | would not 
narrate anything to anyone now. | had only said that you would see after some time an 
important event that the (sacred) House (Ka'ba) would be burnt and it would happen and 
definitely happen. He then reported that Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) said: 
The Dajjal would appear in my Ummah and he would stay (in the world) for forty-] cannot say 
whether he meant forty days, forty months or forty years. And Allah would then send Jesus son 
of Mary who would resemble 'Urwa b Mas'ud. He (Jesus Christ) would chase him and kill him. 
Then people would live for seven years that there would be no rancour between two persons. 
Then Allah would send cold wind from the side of Syria that none would survive upon the earth 
having a speck of good in him or faith in him but he would die, so much so that even if some 
amongst you were to enter the innermost part of the mountain, this wind would reach that place 
also and that would cause his heath. | heard Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) as 
saying: Only the wicked people would survive and they would be as careless as birds with the 
characteristics of beasts. They would never appreciate the good nor condemn evil. Then the 
Satan would come to them in human form and would say: Don't you respond? And they would 
say: What do you order us? And he would command them to worship the idols but, in spite of 
this, they would have abundance of sustenance and lead comfortable lives. Then the trumpet 
would be blown and no one would hear that but he would bend his neck to one side and raise it 
from the other side and the first one to hear that trumpet would be the person who would be 
busy in setting right the tank meant for providing water to the camels. He would swoon and the 
other people would also swoon, then Allah would send or He would cause to send rain which 
would be like dew and there would grow out of it the bodies of the people. Then the second 
trumpet would be blown and they would stand up and begin to look (around). Then it would be 
said: O people, go to your Lord, and make them stand there. And they would be questioned. 
Then it would be said: Bring out a group (out of them) for the Hell-Fire. And then it would be 
asked: How much? It would be said: Nine hundred and ninty-nine out of one thousand for the 
Hell-Fire and that would be the day which would make the children old because of its terror and 
that would be the day about which it has been said 


(1). 3320. Al-Ahnaf bin Qais narrated from Al-'Abbas bin 'Abdul-Muttalib who claimed that he was 
sitting in Al-Batha' with a group, and the Messenger of Allah “ was sitting among them, when a cloud 
passed over them. They looked at it, and the Messenger of Allah * said: 'Do you know what its name is?' 
They said: 'Yes. This is As-Sahab (cloud).' The Messenger of Allah said: ‘4/-Muzn (rain cloud)?' They 
said: '(Yes) a rain cloud.' He said: 'A/-'Andn (a loftycloud)' They said: '(Yes) a loftycloud.' Then the 
Messenger of Allah ® said: 'Do you know how much distance there is between the heavens and the 
earth?’ They said: 'No, by Allah we do not now.' He said: 'The distance between every two of them is 
either seventy-one, or two, or three, years and the heaven that is above that one is like that.' Until he 
enumerated Seven heavens like that. Then he said: 'Above the seventh heaven is a sea. Between its 
highest part and its lowest is just as there is between one heaven to another heaven. Above that are eight 
goats, between their hooves and backs is the same as what is between one heaven and 

another heaven. Then above their backs is the Throne. Between its lowest and highest parts is the same as 
what is between one heaven to another heaven, and Allah is above that." (Daf) 

‘Abd bin Humaid said: "I heard Yahya bin Ma'in saying: 'Didn't 'Abdur-Rahman bin Sa'd want to go for 
Hajj so that someone heard this Hadith from him? ... 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. Al-Walid bin Abu Thawr reported similar in Marfu' from 
Simak. Sharik reported part of this Hadith from Simak and he narrated it in Mawgqaf not Marfu' form. 
‘Abdur-Rahman 

Comments: The Jahmiyah's view that Allah is not above the Throne is wrong. The world above the 
heavens is such that which can never be comprehended. Therefore the full encompassing knowledge 
regarding it is impossible. Faith in the Unseen is essential. 


«Then into a chain whose length is seventy cubits insert him."(32)» [Al-Haqqa: 32] 


2588. 'Abdullah bin 'Amr bin Al-'As narrated that the Messenger of Allah * said: "If a pellet like this one, 
and he pointed to one like A/-Jumjumah' were to be dropped from the heavens to the earth - and it is the 
distance of traveling five hundred years - it would reach the earth before night-fall. But if it were dropped 
from the top of the chain [See Al-Ha qqah 69:32]' it would travel for forty years, day and night, before it 
would reach its foundation or bottom." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] The chain for this Hadith' is Hasan Sahih. Sa'eed bin Yazid is from Al-Misr; Al-Laith 
bin Sa'd and more than one of the A immah reported from him. 

Comments: It means that so colossal is the depth of Hell that if a ball or pellet capable of covering the 
distance of five hundred years in a day is hurled into it, it will not reach its bottom even in forty years. 


«On the Day the sky will be like murky oil(8)» a 


(1). 3322. Abu Sa'eed narrated from the Prophet “ regarding Allah's saying: Like A/-Muhl 
70:8.] he said: "Like boiling oil, such that when it is brought close to one's face the skin of his face will 
fall off into it." (Daif) . 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib, we do not know of it except as a narration of Rishdin (a narrator 
in the chain). 

Comments: The sky will get dissolved on the Last Day and it will be like the residue of oil, it will be so 
hot that the facial skin of the people will fall into it. 


Narrated Ibn Abbas: All the idols which were worshipped by the people of Noah were worshipped by the 
Arabs later on. As for the idol Wadd, it was worshipped by the tribe of Kalb at Daumat-al-Jandal; Suwa' 
was the idol of (the tribe of) Murad and then by Ban, Ghutaif at Al-Jurf near Saba; Yauq was the idol of 
Hamdan, and Nasr was the idol of Himyr, the branch of Dhi-al-Kala.' The names (of the idols) 

formerly belonged to some pious men of the people of Noah, and when they died Satan inspired their 
people to (prepare and place idols at the places where they used to sit, and to call those idols by their 
names. The people did so, but the idols were not worshipped till those people (who initiated them) 

had died and the origin of the idols had become obscure, whereupon people began worshipping 

them. 


Hadith on Shirk: Origin of idolatry in glorifying ancestors, building statues 
‘Ata’ reported: Ibn Abbas, may Allah be pleased with him, said, “All of the idols among the people of 

Noah appeared among the Arabs later. They were the names of righteous men among the people of Noah. 
When they passed away, Satan inspired in their people to build statues in the places they used to sit and 

name them by their names. They did so and they were not worshiped until the first generation passed 
away and knowledge was lost; then they were worshiped.” 

Source: Sahth al-Bukhart 4636 

Grade: Sahih (authentic) according to Al-Bukhari 


Ibn Abbas explained: "Following upon the death of those righteous men, Satan inspired their people to 
erect statues in the places where they used to sit. They did this, but these statues were not worshipped 
until the coming generations deviated from the right way of life. Then they worshipped them as their 
idols." 

These idols represented, respectively, manly power; mutability, beauty; brute strength; swiftness; sharp 
sight, insight. (Source: A. Yusuf Ali, The Holy Quran: Translation and Commentary. Appendix 
XID In his version, Ibn Jarir narrated: "There were righteous people who lived in the period between 
Adam and Noah and who had followers who held them as models. After their death, their friends who 
used to emulate them said: 'If we make statues of them, it will be more pleasing to us in our worship and 
will remind us of them.’ So they built statues of them, and, after they had died and others came after them, 
Iblis crept into their minds saying: "Your forefathers used to worship them, and through that worship they 
got rain.' So they worshipped them." 

Ibn Abi Hatim related this story: "Waddan was a righteous man who was loved by his people. When he 
died, they withdrew to his grave in the land of Babylonia and were overwhelmed by sadness. When Iblis 
saw their sorrow caused by his death, he disguised himself in the form of a man saying: 'I have seen your 
sorrow because of this man's death; can I make a statue like him which could be put in your meeting place 
to make you remember him?' They said: 'Yes.' So he made the statue like him. They put it in their meeting 
place in order to be reminded of him. When Iblis saw their interest in remembering him, he said: 'Can I 
build a statue of him in the home of each one of you so that he would be in everyone's house and you 
could remember him?' They agreed. Their children learned about and saw what they were doing. They 
also learned about their remembrance of him, until they took him to be a deity and worshipped him 
instead of Allah. So the first to be worshipped instead of Allah was Waddan, the idol which they named 
thus." 

It was narrated that 'Umm Salmah and 'Umm Habibah told Allah's Prophet Muhammad about the church 
called "Maria" which they had seen in the land of Abyssinia. They described its beauty and the pictures 
therein. He said: "Those are the people who build places of worship on the grave of every dead man who 
was righteous and then make therein those pictures. Those are the worst of creation unto Allah." 

The essence of this point is that every idol from those earlier mentioned was worshipped by a certain 
group of people. It was mentioned that people made pictures and as the ages passed they made these 
pictures into statues, so that their forms could be fully recognized; afterwards they were worshipped 
instead of Allah. 


«Say, [O Muhammad], "It has been revealed to me that a group of the jinn listened and said, 'Indeed, we 
have heard an amazing Qur'an(1)» 


Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: The Prophet * set out with the intention of going to Soug 'Ukaz (market of 'Ukaz) 
along with some of his companions. At the same time, a barrier was put between the devils and the news 
of heaven. Fire commenced to be thrown at them. The Devils went to their people, who asked them, 
"What is wrong with you?" They said, "A barrier has been placed between us and the news of heaven. 
And fire has been thrown at us." They said, "The thing which has put a barrier between you and the news 
of heaven must be something which has happened recently. Go eastward and westward and see what has 
put a barrier between you and the news of heaven." Those who went towards Tuhama came across the 
Prophet * at a place called Nakhla and it was on the way to Souq 'Ukaz and the Prophet “ was offering 
the Fajr prayer with his companions. When they heard the Qur'an they listened to it and said, "By Allah, 
this is the thing which has put a barrier between us and the news of heaven." They went to their people 
and said, 


Ibn 'Abbas reported: The Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him) neither recited the 
Qur'an to the Jinn nor did he see them. The Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) 
went out with some of his Companions with the intention of going to the bazaar of 'Ukaz And 
there had been (at that time) obstructions between satans and the news from the Heaven, and 
there were flung flames upon them. So satan went back to their people and they said: What has 
happened to you? They said: There have been created obstructions between us and the news 
from the Heaven. And there have been flung upon us flames. They said: It cannot happen but 
for some (important) event. So traverse the eastern parts of the earth and the western parts and 
find out why is it that there have been created obstructions between us and the news from the 
Heaven. So they went forth and traversed the easts of the earth and its wests. Some of them 
proceeded towards Tihama and that is a nakhl towards the bazaar of 'Ukaz and he (the Holy 
Prophet #) was leading his Companions in the morning prayer. So when they heard the Qur'an. 
they listened to it attentively and said: It is this which has caused obstruction between us and 
news from the Heaven. They went back to their people and said: O our people, we have heard a 
strange Qur'an which directs us to the right path; so we affirm our faith in it and we would never 
associate anyone with our Lord. And Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, revealed to His Apostle 


Muhammad oe peace be upon him):" 


«It guides to the right course, and we have believed in it. And we will never associate with our Lord 
anyone(2)»» 


«And that when the Servant of Allah stood up supplicating Him, they almost became about him a 
compacted mass."(19)» 


(1). 3323. Ibn 'Abbas [may Allah be pleased with them] said: the Messenger of Allah * did not recite for 
the jinns nor did he see them. The Messenger of Allah went out with a group of his Companions 
towards the 'Ukaz market. Something had been intervening between the Shayatin and the news from the 
heavens, and shooting stars had been sent upon them, so the Shayatin returned to their people and they 
said to them: 'What is wrong with you?' They replied: 'Something has been intervening between us and 
the news of the heavens. And shooting stars have been sent down upon us.' They said: "Nothing 
intervened between us and between the news of the heavens except that something has happened. So 
travel east and west in the earth and look for what is it that intervenes between you and between the news 
of the heavens." He said: "So they went traveling east and west on the earth, seeking whatever it was that 
had been intervening between them and the news of the heavens. A group of those who were traveling 
towards Tihaimah headed in the direction of the Messenger of Allah # while he was at Nakhlah, enroute 
to the 'Ukaz market. He was performing Salat Al-Fajr with his Companions. When they heard the Qur'an 
they listened to it, and they said: 'By Allah! This is what has been intervening between us and the news of 
the heavens." He said: "Then they returned to their people and said: '0 our people! Verily we heard a 
wonderful Recitation! It guides to the Right Path, and we have believed therein, and we shall never join 
anything with our Lord.' [Al-Jinn 72:1,2]' So Allah, Blessed is He and Most High, revealed to His 
Prophet : Say: 'It has been revealed to me that a group of the jinn listened. [Abedin 72:1) So the saying 
of the jinns was only revealed to him." [He said:] With this chain, from Ibn 'Abbas, who said: "The jinns 
said to their people: When the worshipper stood up invoking Him in prayer, they just made round him a 
dense crowd as if sticking one over the other." [A-Jinn 72:19]' He said: "When they saw him 
performing Salat, and his Companions were performing Salat, and they were prostraing along with his 
prostrations." He said: "They were amazed at how his Companions obeyed him so they said to their 
people: When the worshipper stood up invoking Him in prayer, they just made round Him a dense crowd 
as if sticking one over the other." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'EIsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The literal meaning: Libad means something sticking one over the other densely. Even the 
jinn's listening to the Qur'an has been mentioned in this Hadith. They were impressed so much by the 
effectiveness, beauty and wisdom of the Qur'an. They value it honorably; they accepted it and also invited 
their people to it. 


«Arise [to pray] the night, except for a little(2)»

«Indeed, for you by day is prolonged occupation(7)» 


«Indeed, your Lord knows, [O Muhammad], that you stand [in prayer] almost two thirds of the night or 
half of it or a third of it, and [so do] a group of those with you.

He has known that you [Muslims] will not be able to do it and has turned to you in 
forgiveness, so recite what is easy [for you] of the Qur'an. He has known that there will be among you 
those who are ill and others traveling throughout the land seeking [something] of the bounty of Allah and 
others fighting for the cause of Allah. So recite what is easy from it and establish prayer and give zakah 
and loan Allah a goodly loan. And whatever good you put forward for yourselves - you will find it with 
Allah. It is better and greater in reward. And seek forgiveness of Allah. Indeed, Allah is Forgiving and 

Meeiful(20)» (AleMuccammils 20) 


Narrated Abdullah Ibn Abbas: In the verse: 

has been abrogated by the following verse: 
The phrase "the 
vigil of the night" (nashi'at al-layl) means the early hours of the night. They (the companions) would pray 
(the tahajjud prayer) in the early hours of the night. He (Ibn Abbas) says: It is advisable to offer the prayer 
at night (tahajjud), prescribed by Allah for you (in the early hours of the night). This is because when a 
person sleeps, he does not know when he will awake. The words "speech more certain" (aqwamu qilan) 
means that this time is more suitable for the understanding of the Qur'an. He says: The verse: " 
means engagement for long periods (in the day's work). 


1602. It was narrated from Sa'd bin Hisham that he met Ibn 'Abbas and asked him about Witr. He said: 
"Shall I not lead you to one who knows best among the people of the world about the Witr of the 
Messenger of Allah “ He said: "Yes." (Ibn 'Abbas) said: "It is 'Aishah. So go to her and ask her 

(about Witr) and then come back to me and tell me the answer that she gives you." So I went to Hakim 
bin Aflah and asked him to go accompany me to her. He said: "I shall not go to her, for I told her not 

to say anything about these two (conflicting) groups, but she refused (to accept my advice) and went on 
(to participate in the conflict)." I swore an oath, beseeching him (to take me to her). So he came with 

me and went unto her. She said to Hakim "Who is this with you?" He said: "He is Sa'd bin Hisham." She 
said: "Which Hisham?' He said: "Ibn Amir. She “supplicated for mercy for him and said: "What a good 
man Amir was." He said: "0 Mother of the Believers, tell me about the character of the Messenger of 
Allah 8." She said: "Don't you read the Qur'an?" I said: "Yes." She said: "The character of the Messenger 
of Allah # was the Quran." He said: "I wanted to get up (and leave), then I thought of the Qiyam (night 


prayer) of the Messenger of Allah * and said: "Tell me about the Qiyam of the Messenger of Allah #." 
She said: "Do you not recite this Surah: "0 you wrapped in garments? I said: 
"Yes." She said: "Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, made Qiyam Al-Lail obligatory at the beginning of this 
Surah, so the Messenger of Allah # and his Companions prayed Qivam AlI-Lail for one year. Allah 
withheld the latter part of this Surah for twelve months, then He revealed the lessening (of this duty) at 
the end of this Surah, so Qiyam Al-Lail became voluntary after it had been obligatory." I felt inclined to 
stand up (and not ask anything further), then I thought of the Witr of the Messenger of Allah * .I said: "O 
Mother of the Believers, tell me about the Witr of the Messenger of Allah %. "She said: "We used to 
prepare his Siwak and water for his ablution, and Allah would wake him when He wished during the 
night. He would use the Siwak, perform ablution, and then pray eight Rak‘ahs in which he would not sit 
until he reached the eighth one. Then he would sit and remember Allah and supplicate, then he would say 
a Taslim that we could hear. Then he would pray two Rak’‘ahs sitting after uttering the Taslim, then he 
would pray one Rak’'ah, and that made eleven Rak’ahs, 0 my son! When the Messenger of Allah # grew 
older and put on weight, he prayed Witr with seven Rak‘ahs, then he prayed two Rak’‘ahs sitting down 
after saying the Taslim, and that made nine Rak'ahs. O my son, when the Messenger of Allah “ offered a 
prayer, he liked to continue to offer it, and when sleep, sickness, or pain distracted him from praying 
Qiyam AI-Lail, he would pray twelve Rak’ahs during the day. I am not aware of the Prophet of Allah % 
having recited the whole Qur'an during a single night, or praying through the whole night until morning, 
or fasting a complete month, except Ramadan." I went to Ibn 'Abbas and told him what she had said, and 
he said: "She has spoken the truth. If I could go to her (and meet her face to face) I would so that she 
could tell me all of that verbally." (Sahih) 

Abu 'Abdur-Rahman (An-Nasai’) said: This is what occurs in my book, and I do not know who is 
mistaken in the description of his Witr, peace be upon him.["'] 

Comments: 

1. "His character was the Qur'an itself means that the exalted and the supremely excellent conduct, and 
the probity or the good character of all the Prophets and the righteous men depicted in the Glorious 
Qur'an, were found in the sacred personage of the Prophet * in their most perfect form and rank; on the 
other hand, regarding the things which the Qur'in forbids, not one iota of them was found in him. 

2. The Qiyam Al-Lail and the Witr prayer are not two separate prayers. Instead, the same prayer, because 
of its time was called the night vigil prayer, while because of its number of Rak’'ahs, it was called the Witr 
prayer. During the 

blessed month of Ramadan, this veiy prayer is called the Tariwih, and in normal days it is called 
Tahajjud. Because on normal days, this prayer is performed after waking horn sleep, and the term 
Tahajjud denotes rising from sleep. Salhtul Tarawih takes its name from the gradual pauses for rest which 
occur during its periormance; that means to offer it gradually with intermittent pauses for rest. 

3. "If I could go to her": actually, during that period disagreement had appeared among some of the 
Companions, which had distanced some among them from others among them. The Battle of the Camel 
and the Battle of the Siffin are the bitter, painful memories of that period. 'Aishah, 'Ali, and 'Abdullah bin 
"Abbas also had become victims of this discord. They were, however, all extremely sincere in intentions.

He used to 
go in seclusion in the cave of Hira where he used to worship (Allah alone) continuously for many days 
before his desire to see his family. He used to take with him the journey food for the stay and then come 
back to (his wife) Khadija to take his food likewise again till suddenly the Truth descended upon him 
while he was in the cave of Hira. The angel came to him and asked him to read. The Prophet (*) replied, 
"I do not know how to read." The Prophet (#8) added, "The angel caught me (forcefully) and pressed me 
so hard that I could not bear it any more. He then released me and again asked me to read and I replied, 'I 
do not know how to read.' Thereupon he caught me again and pressed me a second time till I could not 
bear it any more. He then released me and again asked me to read but again I replied, 'I do not know how 
to read (or what shall I read)?' Thereupon he caught me for the third time and pressed me, and then 
released me and said, 


Then Allah's Messenger (#) 
returned with the Inspiration and with his heart beating severely. Then he went to Khadija bint Khuwailid 
and said, "Cover me! Cover me!" They covered him till his fear was over and after that he told her 
everything that had happened and said, "I fear that something may happen to me." Khadija replied, 
"Never! By Allah, Allah will never disgrace you. You keep good relations with your kith and kin, help the 
poor and the destitute, serve your guests generously and assist the deserving calamity-afflicted ones." 
Khadija then accompanied him to her cousin Waraqa bin Naufal bin Asad bin 'Abdul 'Uzza, who, during 
the pre-Islamic Period became a Christian and used to write the writing with Hebrew letters. He would 
write from the Gospel in Hebrew as much as Allah wished him to write. He was an old man and had lost 
his eyesight. Khadija said to Waraqa, "Listen to the story of your nephew, O my cousin!" Waraqa asked, 
"O my nephew! What have you seen?" Allah's Messenger (#*) described whatever he had seen. Waraqa 
said, "This is the same one who keeps the secrets (angel Gabriel) whom Allah had sent to Moses. I wish I 
were young and could live up to the time when your people would turn you out." Allah's Messenger (*) 
asked, "Will they drive me out?" Waraqa replied in the affirmative and said, "Anyone (man) who came 
with something similar to what you have brought was treated with hostility; and if I should remain alive 
till the day when you will be turned out then I would support you strongly." But after a few days Waraga 
died and the Divine Inspiration was also paused for a while. 

Narrated Jabir bin ‘Abdullah Al-Ansari while talking about the period of pause in revelation reporting the 
speech of the Prophet # "While I was walking, all of a sudden I heard a voice from the sky. I looked up 
and saw the same angel who had visited me at the cave of Hira' sitting on a chair between the sky and the 
earth. I got afraid of him and came back home and said, 'Wrap me (in blankets).' And then Allah revealed 


the following Holy Verses (of Quran):

revelation started coming strongly, frequently and regularly." 


Narrated Jabir bin ‘Abdullah:

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Salith. Yahya bin Abi Kathir also reported it from Abu Salamah 
bin 'Abdur-Rahman [from Jabir. And Abu Salamah's name is 'Abdullah]. 

Comments: This is the first Ayah revealed after the break in the Revelation; in which the Prophet # was 
ordered to declare the Highness and Oneness of Allah openly leaving no stone unturned for his mission, 
without caring for any type of opposition, obstacles, crucial circumstances and odd conditions. The 
Oneness of Allah was laid as the foundation of his mission, and he was commanded to maintain the 
highest standard of purification and cleanliness.

(2). 3326. Abu Sa'eed narrated that the Messenger of Allah said: "As-Saud is a mountain of fire, a 
disbeliever will be raised upon it for seventy autumns, and then similarly he will fall down it, forever."

(3). 3327. Jabir [bin 'Abdullah] said: "Some people from the Jews said to some people among the 
Companions of the Prophet # 'Does your Prophet know how many keepers are there in Jahannam?'

Muhammad! Your Companions were defeated today. 

He said: 'In what were they defeated?' He said: 'Some Jews asked them if their Prophet # knew how 
many keepers are there in Jahannam.' He said: 'So what did they say?' He said: 'They said: "We do not 
know until we ask our Prophet #." He said: 'Are a people defeated who are asked about something that 
they do not know, merely because they said, "We do not know until we ask our Prophet?!"

One time 
ten, and one time nine. They said: 'Yes.' He said to them: 'What is the dirt of Paradise?" He said: "They 
were Silent for a while, then they said: 'Is it bread 0 Abul-Qasim?' So the Prophet said: 'The bread is made 
of Ad-Darmak." (Dai'f) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] We only know of this Hadith through this route, from the narration of Mujahid. 
Comments: He means: it is not fair for those who asked their Prophet [Musa] unreasonable questions to 
ask this type of questions from the Companions.

Prophet “ used to undergo great difficulty in receiving the Divine Inspiration and used to move his lips.' 
Ibn 'Abbas said (to Sa'id), "I move them (my lips) as Allah's Apostle used to move his lips." And Said 
said (to me), "I move my lips as I saw Ibn 'Abbas moving his lips," and then he moved his lips. So Allah 
revealed:-- '(O Muhammad!) Do not move your tongue concerning (the Qur'an) to make haste therewith. 
It is for Us to collect it and give you (O Muhammad) the ability to recite it. (i.e., to collect it in your chest 
and then you recite it).' (75.16-17) But when We have recited it, to you (O Muhammad through Gabriel) 
then follow you its recital.' (75.18) This means, "You should listen to it and keep quiet and then it is upon 
Us to make you recite it."

Ibn 'Abbas reported with regard to the words of Allah, Great and Glorious:" Move not thy tongue 
therewith" (75.16) that when Gabriel brought revelation to him (the Holy Prophet #) he moved 
his tongue and lips (with a view to committing it to memory instantly). This was something hard 
for him and it was visible (from his face). Then Allah, the Exalted. revealed this a" Move not thy 
tongue therewith to make haste (in memorising it). Surely on us rests the collecting of it and the 
reciting of it" (75.16), i. e. Verily it rests with Us that We would preserve it in your heart and 
(enable you) to recite it You would recite it when We would recite it and so follow its recitation, 
and He (Allah) said:" We revealed it, so listen to it attentively.

Comments: The Prophet * was instructed in this Verse not to hasten and not to be anxious when the 
Revelation came to him, because when the Revelation would come, he would hasten to memorise it while 
it was still being revealed. 


936. I t was narrated that Ibn 'Abbas said - concerning the saying of Al/ah, the Mighty and Sublime: 
Move not your tongue concerning to make haste therewith. It is for Us to collect it and to give you the 
ability to recite it - "The Prophet used to suffer a great deal of hardship when 
the Revelation came to him, and he used to move his lips. Allah said: Move not your tongue concerning 
to make haste therewith. It is for Us to collect it and to give you the ability to recite it." He said: "(This 
means) He will gather it in your heart, then you will recite it," And when We have recited it to you, then 
follow its recitation. " He said: "So listen to it and remain silent.

Comments: The Prophet's “ repeating them (the Qur'anic Verses) at the very moment of their Revelation 
was due to the fear that he might forget some of the revealed words unless he repeated them at the very 
moment of Revelation. But when Allah took it upon Himself to protect the Qur'an, the Prophet abandoned 
its recitation at the very moment of Revelation.

Al-Asjja'i reported it from Sufyan, from 
Thuwair, from Mujahid from Ibn 'Umar as his statement without it being Marfu’. And we do not know of 
anyone who mentioned "from Mujahid" in it, other than Ath-Thawri. [This was narrated to us by Abu 
Kuraib (he said): "Ubaidullah Al Aja'i reported to us: 'From Sufyan." Thuwair's Kunyah is Abu Jahm. 
Abu Fakhitah's name is Sa'eed bin Tlaqah. 

Comments: The understanding of true concept and reality of the favors of Paradise is impossible, in this 
life. Similarly, the condition and reality of Allah's Appearance is beyond the scope of intellect and 
comprehension. But we have Faith in the unseen that seeing Allah will be possible in the hereafter. The 


real concept will be observed after entering into Paradise, because the Faith of manifest observance will 
be therein.

(1). 3331. 'Aishah narrated: "He frowned and turned away"" Stra aba was revealed about Ibn Umm 


Maktum the blind man. He came to the Messenger of Allah * saying: '0 Messenger of Allah! Guide me.' 
At that time, there was a revered man from the idolaters with the Messenger of Allah * So the Messenger 
of Allah # turned away from him, and faced the other man, saying: 'Do you think that there is something 
wrong with what I am saying?’ He said: 'No.' So it was about this that it was revealed." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. Some of them reported this Hadith from Hisham bin 
"Urwah, from his father, who said: "He frowned and turned away was revealed about Ibn Umm Maktum" 
and he did not mention 'Aishah in it. 

Comments: The aim of this Verse is that the preacher and reformer should have the focal attention on 
such people who have the quest for reform and change, and they attend the spiritual gathering of 
knowledge eagerly and enthusiastically. Pursue not much the ones who are careless, and show pride and 
boastfulness.

It has been related through more than one route from Ibn 

‘Abbas [Sa'eed bin Jubair reported it as well, and there is something about it from 'Aishah, may Allah be 

pleased with her]. 

Comments: People will rise up on the Day of Judgement in the same condition as they were born. But 

the situation will be so disastrous that no one will raise the sight to others, every individual will be 

worried about oneself. 


2085. It was narrated from 'Aishah that the Messenger of Allah * said: "The people will be raised up on 
the Day of Resurrection barefoot, naked and uncircumcised." 'Aishah said: "What about their Awrah'‘s.

Comments: That means the terror and fright would be to such a degree that no one would possess the 
awareness to glance hither and thither, as it happens during times of calamities and disasters.

Hammad bin Zaid -narrated from Ayyub, from Nafi', from Ibn 'Umar: The Day when mankind 
will stand before the Lord of all that exists? [AL Muaffifen 83:6] "he said: "They will be standing in 
sweat up to the middle of their ear.

Allah say: "He surely will receive an easy reckoning." (84.8) The Prophet #8 replied, "This means only the

‘Aisha said, "The Prophet * said, 'Anybody whose account (record) is questioned will surely be 


punished." I said, 'Doesn't Allah say:

Narrated 'Aisha: Allah's Apostle &, said, "None will be called to account on the Day of Resurrection, but 
will be ruined." | said "O Allah's Apostle #8!

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Sahih Hasan, Ayyub also reported it from Ibn Abi Mulaikah. 


(1). 3337. 'Aishah said: "I heard that the Messenger of Allah #4 saying: 'Whoever is interrogated during 
the reckoning, then he will ruined." I said: '0 Messenger of Allah! Allah, Blessed is He and Most High, 
said: 'As for him who will be given his record in his right hand..." up to His saying: '...an easy reckoning.’ 
"He said: 'That is (only) the presentation." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 
[(Another chain) with similar]. (Another chain) from 'Aishah from the Prophet *, with similar. 
Comments: Munagashah is an investigation and inquiry about the deeds; why one did such deeds. The 
person will have no answer to this. So he will be ruined i.e., he will have to face chastisement. But if the 
book of deeds is granted and no inquiry regarding the deeds is made, they will become free easily. 
‘Aishah understood only one meaning of Munagashah and Muhasabah, which created confusion in her 
mind. Muhasabah here means 'Munagashah i.e. inquiry and investigation. 


«Cursed were the companions of the trench(4)» [ALBuruj: 4] 


«{Containing] the fire full of fuel(5)» 


«When they were sitting near it(6)» 


«And they, to what "fs were . re the believers, were witnesses(7)» [Al-Buruj: 7] 


«And they resented them not except because they believed in Allah, the Exalted in Might, the 
Praiseworthy(8)» 


(1). 3339. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah ™ said: "Al-Yawmul-Maw'id (the 
Promised Day) is the Day of Resurrection, and A/-Yawmul-Mashhiid (the Attended Day) is the Day of 
'Arafah, and Ash-Shahid (the witness) is Friday." He said: "The sun does not rise nor set, upon a day that 
is more virtuous than it. In it, there is an hour in which no believing worshipper makes a supplication to 
Allah for good, except that Allah answers it for him, and he does not seek Allah's aid for something, 
except that He aids him in it." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said: This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. We do not know of it except as a narration of Musa bin 
"Ubaidah. Musa bin 'Ubaidah was graded weak in Hadith. Yahya bin Sa'eed and others graded him weak 
because of his memory. Shu'bah, Sufyan Ath-Thawri and others among the 4 '‘immah reported from Musa 
bin 'Ubaidah. 'Ali bin Hujr narrated to us (he said): "Qurran bin Tammam A]-Asadi narrated to us, from 
Musa bin 'Ubaidah" similarly with this chain. And (he said) "Musa bin 'Ubaidah Ar-Rabadhi's Kunyah is 
Abi 'Abdul-'Aziz. Yaya bin Sa'eed Al-Qattan and others criticized him due to his memory." 

Comments: The Day of Judgement is the promised day by Allah . The Day of 'Arafah is attended by the 
pilgrims; and Friday is a witness for those who attend it, and this is the best day of the week, the 
discussion about the time in which the supplication is granted has passed in the chapters of Friday prayer. 
(2). 3340. Suhaib narrated: "When the Messenger of Allah 2% had performed 'Asr, Hamasa (he began 
mumbling)" - and A/-Hams according to some of them, is moving the lips as if he is speaking - "It was 
said to him: '0 Messenger of Allah #3! After you performed ‘Asr, you were mumbling?’ He said: 'There 
was a Prophet among the Prophets, he was amazed with his people, so he said: "Who can stand against 
these people?" Then Allah revealed to him, that they must choose between some of them suffering from 
wrath, and between enemies of theirs assaulting them. They chose the wrath. So death was inflicted upon 
them such that seventy-thousand of them died in one day." 

He said: And when he [It appears that it is Ma'mar (a narrator in the chain);] would narrate this Hadith, he 
would also narrate another: "There was a king among the kings, and that king had a fortune-teller (Kahin) 
who would see for him. The fortune-teller said: 'Search for a boy for me, he must be understanding" or he 
said: "clever and quick, so that I can teach him this knowledge of mine. For verily, I fear that I shall die, 
and this knowledge will be removed from you, and there will be no one among you who knows it." He 
said: "They looked for a boy fitting his description. (After finding one) they ordered him to tend to that 
fortune-teller, and to continue visiting him. So he began his frequent visits, and on the boy's route, there 
was a monk at his hermitage." - Ma'mar said: "I think that during that time, the people at the hermitage 
were Muslims" - He said: "The boy began asking that monk questions each time he passed him, and he 


would not leave him until he informed him, so he said: 'I only worship Allah." He said: "So the boy began 
spending more time with the monk and arriving late to the fortune-teller. The fortune-teller sent a 
message to the boy's family saying: 'He hardly ever attends me.' The boy told that to the monk, so the 
monk said to him: 'When the fortune-teller asks you where you've been, tell him: "I was with my family." 
And when your family asks you where you've been, then tell them that you were with the fortune-teller." 
He said: "One day, the boy passed by a large group of people being held back by a beast." Some of them 
said, it was a lion. He said: "So the boy took a rock and said: '0 Allah, if what the monk says is true, then I 
ask you to kill it." [He said:] "Then he threw the rock, killing the beast. The people began asking who 
killed it, and some of them replied: 'It was the boy.' They were terrified and said: 'This boy has learned a 
knowledge that no one else has learned." He said: "A blind man heard about him, so he said to him: 

If you can return my sight, I shall give you this and that.' He said to him: 'I do not want this from you. 
However, if your sight is returned to you, would you believe in the One who gave it back to you?' He 
said: 'Yes." He said: "So he supplicated to Allah, and He returned his sight to him, and the blind man 
believed. His case was conveyed to the king, so he sent for him to be brought before him. He said: 'I shall 
kill each of you in a manner different than his comrade was killed.' He called for the monk and the man 
who used to be blind. He placed a saw upon the forehead of one of them and killed him. Then he killed 
the other one by a different means. Then he gave orders for the boy, he said: 'Take him to this or that 
mountain, and throw him from its peak.' They brought him to that mountain, and when they reached the 
place from where they intended to cast him off, they began tumbling off of that mountain, and all of them 
fell down until none of them remained except for the boy." He said: "Then he returned and the king 
ordered that he be brought out to sea and cast into it. So he was brought out to sea, but Allah drowned 
those who were with him, and He saved him. Then the boy said to the king: "You will not kill me until 
you tie me to the trunk of a tree and shoot me, and when you shoot me, you say: "In the Name of Allah, 
the Lord of this boy." He said: "So he ordered that he be tied, then when he shot him, he said: 'In the 
Name of Allah, the Lord of this boy.' The boy placed his hand upon his temple where he was shot, then he 
died. The people said: 'This boy had knowledge that no one else had! Verily we believe in the Lord of this 
boy!" He said: It was conveyed to the king "Your efforts have been thwarted by the opposition of these 
three, now all of these people have opposed you." He said: "So he had ditches dug, then fire wood was 
filled into it and a fire was lit. Then he (the king) had all of the people gathered and he said: "Whoever 
leaves his religion, then we shall leave him. And whoever does not leave, we shall cast him into this fire.' 
So he began casting them into that ditch." He said: "Allah, Blessed is He and Most High, said about that: 
‘Cursed were the People of the Ditch. Of fire fed with fuel..." until he reached: '... The Almighty, Worthy of 
all praise! {AL-Buruj 85:4-8) He said: "As for the boy, he was buried." He said: "It has been mentioned, 
that he was excavated during the time of 'Umar bin Al-Khattab, and his finger was at his temple, just as 
he had placed it when he was killed." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. 

Comments: This Hadith expresses the irresistible and perfect Power of Allah, thus He creates amazing 
and remarkable human power. He enables mankind to bear all types of tribulations and hardships in 
matters of Religion, and He grants them steadfastness. He manifests apparently unbelievable incidents 
about which the modern commentators say these incidents are unreliable. This narration is reported in 
more details. Sahih Muslim along with Imam Nawawi's explanation, Book of Zuhd, chapter regarding the 
story of the People of the Ditch.] 


Narrated Jabir ibn Samurah: 

The Apostle of Allah (peace_be_upon_him) used to recite in the noon and afternoon prayer: "By the 
Heaven and the Morning Star" (Surah 86) and "By the Heaven , holding mansions of the stars" (Surah 85) 
and similar surahs of equal length. 


Hadith on surah at-Tarig 
There are some weak hadiths in which the merit of reciting surat Tariq is mentioned, including: 


e It was narrated on the authority of Abu Ka’b, may Allah be pleased with him, that he said on 
the authority of the Prophet: “Whoever reads it, Allah will give him the reward according to 
the number of every star in the sky, ten good deeds”. 

e On the authority of Ali bin Abi Talib that he said on the authority of the Prophet *, he said to 
him: “O Ali, whoever recites it, it is as if he has recited two-thirds of the Quran, and for every 
verse he recites, he has the reward of one who enjoins good and forbids evil”. 

e It was mentioned that the Companions and the Salaf called it Surat Al-Sama’ and Al-Tariq, 
where it was narrated on the authority of Abu Hurayrah that the Messenger used to recite the 
sky and the Tariq, and the sky with the constellations. 

e In the interpretation of al-Tabari and the provisions of Ibn al-Arabi, it was simplified with b, 
al-Samad, and al-Tariq by adding the waw. 

e In most of the Qur’an, tafsir books, and the Sunnah, the name is at the beginning of the surah. 

e He narrated on the authority of Ibn Abbas and al-Samad and al-Tariq, where he said the sky 
and what is knocked on it, and on the authority of Ibn Abbas and Ata al-Thaqib with whom 
demons are thrown, and everything that appears at night is Tariq. 

e Jaber bin Samra said: The Messenger * used to recite in the noon and afternoon the sky with 
the constellations and the sky and the Tariq. 

e The surah has merit in seeking refuge from Satan, as it is meant by the Tariq, who is the 
piercing and the burning of Satan. 


«Exalt the name of your Lord, the Most High(1)» [Al-A'la: 1] 


Narrated Al-Bara': I learnt, before 


the Prophet came (to Medina) . 


Narrated Jabir bin ‘Abdullah: 

Mu'adh bin Jabal used to pray with the Prophet * and then go to lead his people in prayer. Once he led 
the people in prayer and recited Surat-al-Baqara. A man left (the row of the praying people) and offered 
(light) prayer (separately) and went away. When Mu'adh came to know about it, he said. "He (that man) is 
a hypocrite."

Then he raised his head toward the heavens, and said There is not a single soul except that his place of 
entry has been decreed.' The people said: '0 Messenger of Allah #! Shall we not then rely upon what has 
been written upon us? For whoever is to be among the people of bliss, then he shall do the acts that lead 
to bliss, and whoever is to be among the people of misery, then he shall do the acts that lead to misery?’ 
He said: 'Rather, do the deeds, for everyone is facilitated. As for the one who shall be among the people 
of bliss; then verily he is facilitated to do the acts that lead to bliss. And as for the one who shall be 
among the people of misery; then verily he is facilitated to do the acts that lead to misery.' Then he 
recited: As for him who has Taqwa And believes in Al-Husna. We will make smooth for him the path of 
ease. But he who is greedy and thinks himself self-sufficient, and denies A/-Husna. We will make smooth 
for him the path to evil. And what will his wealth avail him when he goes down 

(Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The destination of every person in Paradise or Hell has been predestined, and this 
predestined judgement is according to human deeds. As the knowledge of Allah is from ever and forever, 
He has the knowledge of everything before it happens; likewise He is already aware of the deeds of a 
person even before his birth. Allah knows whether he will do the deeds of righteous people, or he will 
commit evil like the wretched ones. Therefore depending on this, his destination has been predestined; so 
people do deeds according to their destinations. As Allah's knowledge is never opposite the occurring 
events.

«And [by] the night when it covers with darkness(2)» [Adh-Dhuha: 2] 


«Your Lord has not taken leave of you, [O Muhammad], nor has He detested [you](3)» [Adh-Dhuha: 3] 


(1). 3345. Jundab Al-Bajali said: "I was with the Prophet “ in a battle when one of his fingers bled, so the 
Prophet * said: 'Are you but a finger that bleeds - In the cause of Allah is what you have met." He said: 
"Jibril [peace be upon him] was delayed, so the idolaters said: 'Muhammad has been forsaken.' So Allah, 
Blessed is He and Most High revealed: Your Lord has neither forsaken you, nor hates you

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Shu'bah and Ath-Thwari have (also) reported it from Al- 
Aswad bin Qais (a narrator in the chain). 
Comments: The meaning is: If Jibril's visit to you is delayed, it does not mean at all that your Lord has 
forsaken you or He is displeased with you; rather Jibril pays visit to you according to Allah's wisdom. 


Narrated Jundub: Once the Prophet * fell ill and did not offer the night prayer (Tahajjud prayer) for a 
night or two. A woman (the wife of Abu Lahab) came to him and said, "O Muhammad ! I do not see but 
that your Satan has left you." Then Allah revealed (Surat-Ad-Duha): 


Narrated Jundab bin 'Abdullah : Gabriel did not come to the Prophet “ (for some time) and so one of the 
Quraish women said, "His Satan has deserted him." So came the Divine Revelation: 


(1). 3346. Anas bin Malik narrated from Malik bin Sa'sa'ah - a man among his people - that the Prophet # 
of Allah said: "While I was at the House, between sleeping and being awake, I heard someone saying: 
'The one in the middle of the three.’ I was brought a vessel of gold containing Zamzam water, so my chest 
was split, to here." - Qatadah said: "I said to Anas: "What does that mean?' He said: 'To the lowest part of 
his stomach.” He said “ So my heart was removed, and washed with Zamzam water, then returned to its 
place. Then I was filled with Faith and wisdom." There is a long story with this Hadith. (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. Hisham Ad-Dastawari and Hammam (also) reported it from 
Qatadah. There is something about this from Abu Dharr.

I performed 
sixty hajj (pilgrimages); there is no hajj but I recognize the came on which I performed it. 


(1). 3347. Isma'il bin Umayyah said: "I heard a Bedouin man saying: 'I heard Abu Hurairah saying: 
"Whoever recited Stirat 'By At-Tin and Az-Zaitiin' [ At- Tin (95)] then he recited: 'Is not Allah the best of 
judges? [At-Tin 95:8] then let him say: 'Of course, and I am a witness to that." (Da'if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith was only reported with this chain, from this Bedouin, from Abii Hurairah, 
and he was not named. 

Comments: Allah's being the best of judges is such a great attribute of His, which can never be denied. 
So it must be recognised and affirmed; and the reader should declare so saying the words mentioned in 
the narration.

Narrated by 'Aisha (the mother of the faithful believers) The commencement of the Divine Inspiration to 
Allah's Apostle “ was in the form of good dreams which came true like bright day light, and then the love 
of seclusion was bestowed upon him. He used to go in seclusion in the cave of Hira where he used to 
worship (Allah alone) continuously for many days before his desire to see his family. He used to take 
with him the journey food for the stay and then come back to (his wife) Khadija to take his food like-wise 
again till suddenly the Truth descended upon him while he was in the cave of Hira. The angel came to 
him and asked him to read. The Prophet * replied, "I do not know how to read. The Prophet # added, 
"The angel caught me (forcefully) and pressed me so hard that I could not bear it any more. He then 
released me and again asked me to read and I replied, 'I do not know how to read.’ Thereupon he caught 
me again and pressed me a second time till I could not bear it any more. He then released me and again 
asked me to read but again I replied, 'I do not know how to read (or what shall I read)?' Thereupon he 
caught me for the third time and pressed me, and then released me and said, 


Then Allah's Apostle # returned with the Inspiration and with his heart 
beating severely. Then he went to Khadija bint Khuwailid and said, "Cover me! Cover me!" They covered 
him till his fear was over and after that he told her everything that had happened and said, "I fear that 
something may happen to me." Khadija replied, "Never! By Allah, Allah will never disgrace you. You 
keep good relations with your Kith and kin, help the poor and the destitute, serve your guests generously 
and assist the deserving calamity-afflicted ones." 

Khadija then accompanied him to her cousin Waraga bin Naufal bin Asad bin 'Abdul 'Uzza, who, during 
the PreIslamic Period became a Christian and used to write the writing with Hebrew letters. He would 
write from the Gospel in Hebrew as much as Allah wished him to write. He was an old man and had lost 
his eyesight. Khadija said to Waraqa, "Listen to the story of your nephew, O my cousin!" Waraqa asked, 
"O my nephew! What have you seen?" Allah's Apostle described whatever he had seen. Waraqa said, 
"This is the same one who keeps the secrets (angel Gabriel) whom Allah had sent to Moses. I wish I were 
young and could live up to the time when your people would turn you out." Allah's Apostle “ asked, 
"Will they drive me out?" Waraqa replied in the affirmative and said, "Anyone (man) who came with 
something similar to what you have brought was treated with hostility; and if I should remain alive till the 
day when you will be turned out then I would support you strongly." But after a few days Waraqa died 
and the Divine Inspiration was also paused for a while. 

Narrated Jabir bin 'Abdullah Al-Ansari while talking about the period of pause in revelation reporting the 
speech of the Prophet # "While I was walking, all of a sudden I heard a voice from the sky. I looked up 
and saw the same angel who had visited me at the cave of Hira’ sitting on a chair between the sky and the 
earth. I got afraid of him and came back home and said, 'Wrap me (in blankets).' And then Allah revealed 
the following Holy Verses (of Quran): 


After this the 
revelation started coming strongly, frequently and regularly." 


A’isha, the wife of the Apostle of Allah “ (May peace be upon him), reported: The first (form) 
with which was started the revelation to the Messenger of Allah was the true vision in sleep. 
And he did not see any vision but it came like the bright gleam of dawn. Thenceforth solitude 
became dear to him and he used to seclude himself in the cave of Hira’, where he would 
engage in tahannuth (and that is a worship for a number of nights) before returning to his family 
and getting provisions again for this purpose. He would then return to Khadija and take 
provisions for a like period, till Truth came upon him while he was in the cave of Hira’. There 
came to him the angel and said: Recite, to which he replied: | am not lettered. He took hold of 
me [the Apostle “ said] and pressed me, till | was hard pressed; thereafter he let me off and 
said: Recite. | said: | am not lettered. He then again took hold of me and pressed me for the 
second time till | was hard pressed and then let me off and said: Recite, to which | replied: | am 
not lettered. He took hold of me and pressed me for the third time, till | was hard pressed and 
then let me go and said: 


Then the Prophet # returned therewith, his heart was 
trembling, and he went to Khadija and said: Wrap me up, wrap me up! So they wrapped him till 
the fear had left him. He then said to Khadija: O Khadija! what has happened to me? and he 
informed her of the happening, saying: | fear for myself. She replied: It can't be. Be happy. | 
swear by Allah that He shall never humiliate you. By Allah, you join ties of relationship, you 
speak the truth, you bear people's burden, you help the destitute, you entertain guests, and you 
help against the vicissitudes which affect people. Khadija then took him to Waraqa b. Naufal b. 
Asad b. ‘Abd al-'Uzza, and he was the son of Khadija's uncle, i. e., the brother of her father. And 
he was the man who had embraced Christianity in the Days of Ignorance (i. e. before Islam) and 
he used to write books in Arabic and, therefore, wrote Injil in Arabic as God willed that he should 
write. He was very old and had become blind Khadija said to him: O uncle! listen to the son of 
your brother. Waraqga b. Naufal said: O my nephew! what did you see? The Messenger of Allah 
= (may peace be upon him), then, informed him what he had seen, and Waraqa said to him: It 
is namus that God sent down to Musa. Would that | were then (during your prophetic career) a 
young man. Would that | might be alive when your people would expel you! The Messenger of 
Allah # (May peace be upon him) said: Will they drive me out? Waraqa said: Yes. Never came 
a man with a like of what you have brought but met hostilities. If | see your day | shall help you 
wholeheartedly. 


Abu Huraira reported: We performed prostration ae with the eau of Allah = sb 
peace be upon him) (as he recited these verses:) 


Narrated 'Aisha: 

The commencement of the Divine Inspiration to Allah's Apostle ® was in the form of good righteous 
(true) dreams in his sleep. He never had a dream but that it came true like bright day light. He used to go 
in seclusion (the cave of) Hira where he used to worship(Allah Alone) continuously for many (days) 
nights. He used to take with him the journey food for that (stay) and then come back to (his wife) Khadija 
to take his food like-wise again for another period to stay, till suddenly the Truth descended upon him 
while he was in the cave of Hira. The angel came to him in it and asked him to read. The Prophet 
replied, "I do not know how to read." (The Prophet # added), "The angel caught me (forcefully) and 
pressed me so hard that I could not bear it anymore. He then released me and again asked me to read, and

Then Allah's Apostle returned with the Inspiration, his neck muscles twitching with terror till 
he entered upon Khadija and said, "Cover me! Cover me!" They covered him till his fear was over and 
then he said, "O Khadija, what is wrong with me?" Then he told her everything that had happened and 
said, 'I fear that something may happen to me." Khadija said, 'Never! But have the glad tidings, for by 
Allah, Allah will never disgrace you as you keep good reactions with your Kith and kin, speak the truth, 
help the poor and the destitute, serve your guest generously and assist the deserving, calamity-afflicted 
ones." Khadija then accompanied him to (her cousin) Waraqa bin Naufal bin Asad bin 'Abdul 'Uzza bin 
Qusai. Waraqa was the son of her paternal uncle, i.e., her father's brother, who during the Pre-Islamic 
Period became a Christian and used to write the Arabic writing and used to write of the Gospels in Arabic 
as much as Allah wished him to write. He was an old man and had lost his eyesight. Khadija said to him, 
"O my cousin! Listen to the story of your nephew." Waraqa asked, "O my nephew! What have you seen?" 
The Prophet described whatever he had seen. Waraqa said, "This is the same Namus (i.e., Gabriel, the 
Angel who keeps the secrets) whom Allah had sent to Moses. I wish I were young and could live up to 
the time when your people would turn you out."

You are indeed 
Allah's Apostle in truth" whereupon his heart would become quiet and he would calm down and would 
return home. And whenever the period of the coming of the inspiration used to become long, he would do 
as before, but when he used to reach the top of a mountain, Gabriel would appear before him and say to 


him what he had said before. (Ibn 'Abbas said regarding the meaning of: 'He it is that Cleaves the 
that Al-Asbah. means the light of the sun during the day and the 


light of the moon at night).

Abu Huraira reported that Abu Jahl asked (people) whether Mubammad * placed his face (on 
the ground) in their presence. It was said to him: Yes. He said: By Lat and Uzza. If | were to see 
him do that, | would trample his neck, or | would beamear his face with dust. He came to Allah's 
Messenger * (may peace be upon him) as he was engaged in prayer and thought of trampling 
his neck (and the people say) that he came near him but turned upon his heels and tried to 
repulse something with his hands. It was said to him: What is the matter with you? He said: 
There is between me and him a ditch of fire and terror and wings. Thereupon Allah's Messenger 
= (may peace he upon him) said: If he were to come near me the angels would have torn him to 
pieces. Then Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, revealed this verse- (the narrator) said: We do not 
whether it is the hadith transmitted to Abu Huraira or something conveyed to him from another 
source:" 


(Rather prostrate thyself.) Ubaidullah made this 
addition: It was after this that (prostration) was enjoined upon and Ibn Abd al-Ala made this 
addition that by Nadia he meant his people. 


(2). 3349. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "The Prophet #2 was performing Salat when Abu Jahl came to him and 
said: "Have I not forbidden you from this? Have I not forbidden you from this? Have I not forbidden you 
from this?' The Prophet #2, turned and scolded him. So Abii Jahl said: 'You know that no one has more to 
call for assistance than me.' So Allah, Blessed is He and Most High, revealed: Then let him call upon his 
council. We will call out the guards of Hell." [Al-'Alaq 96:17-18] So Ibn 'Abbis said: "By Allah, if he 
had called his council, then the guards of Hell would have seized him." (Sahih) 

He said: This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih, and there is something about it from Abu Hurairah [may 
Allah be pleased with him]. 


Comments: The meaning is that if a stubborn person stops someone from prostrating to Allah, and 
threatens of his party being in majority; you should not be bothered with his threat; because none has the 
power to stop you from Allah's cause; in case one dared to do so, you should seek Allah's refuge from his 
evil. 


(1). 3348. 'Tkrimah narrated from Ibn 'Abbas [may Allah be pleased with them] regarding: We will call on 
the guards of Hell. [Al-'Alag 96:18] He said: "Abu Jahl said: 'If I see Muhammad praying, then I shall 
stomp upon his neck.' So the Prophet “# said: 'If he does, he will be visibly seized by the angels." (Sahih) 
[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 


967. It was narrated that Abu Hurairah said: "Abu Bakr and 'Umar, may Allah be pleased with them both, 
and the one who was better than them prostrated during 'When the heaven is split asunder' 
84] and 'Read! In the Name of your Lord."[Al Alag — 96] (Sahih). 


«Indeed, We sent the Qur'an down during the Night of Decree(1)» [Al-Qadr: 1] 


«The Night of Decree is better than a thousand — 


«The angels and the Spirit descend therein by permission of their Lord for every matter(4)» [AL-Qadr: 4] 


«Peace it is until the emergence of dawn(5)» [Al-Qadr: 5] 


(1). 3350. Al-Qasim bin Al-Fadl Al-Huddani narrated from Yusuf bin Sa'd, who said: "A man stood up in 
front of Al-Hasan bin 'Ali, after he pledged to Mu'awiyah, so he said: 'You have made fools of the 
believers.’ - or: '0 you who has made fools of the believers' — So he said: "Do not scold me so, may Allah 
have mercy upon you, for indeed the Prophet# had a dream in which he saw Banu Umayyah upon his 
Minbar. That distressed him, so (the following) was revealed: Verily We have granted you Al-Kauthar (0 
Muhammad) meaning a river in Paradise, and (the following) was revealed: 'Verily We have sent it down 
on the Night of Al-Qadr. And what will make you know what the Night of Al/-Qadr is? The Night of A/- 
Qadr is better than a thousand months, in which Banti Umayyah rules after you 0 Muhammad." Al-Qasim 
said: "So we counted them, and found that they were one thousand months, not a day more nor less." 
(Da'lf) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gha rib. We do not know of it except through this route, as a narration of 
Al-Qasim bin Al-Fadl, and it is (also) narrated: "From Al-Qasim bin Al-Fadl, from Yusuf bin Mazin." Al- 
Qasim bin Al-Fadl Al-Huddani - he is trustworthy -Yahya bin Sa'eed and 'Abdur-Rahman bin Mahdi 
graded him trustworthy. Yusuf bin Sa'd is an unknown person, and we do not know of this Hadith with 
this wording except through this route. 

Comments: The contents of this Hadith are the proof, were Banu Umayyah so bad he (#2) would not 
have married from them, he would not have entrusted the task of scribing revelation to Mu'awiyah; and 
Mu'awiyah's reign of caliphate would not have been so peaceful and harmonious, and a factor of Islamic 
victories over other lands. 

(2). 3351. Zirr bin Hubaish [and Zirr bin Hubaish's Kunyah is Abu Mariam] said: "I said to Ubayy bin 
Ka'b: 'Your brother 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud says: "Whoever stands (in voluntary prayer) the whole year, 
then he will have reached the Night of A/-Oadr." So he said: 'May Allah forgive Abt 'Abdur-Rahman. He 
knows that it is during the last ten (nights) of Ramadan, and that it is the night of the twentyseventh. But 
he wanted the people 

to not rely upon that.' Then he uttered an oath, that without exception it is on the night of the twenty- 
seventh." He said: "I said to him: 'Why is it that you say that 0 Abu Al-Mundhir?' He said: "By the sign or 
indication which the Messenger of Allah informed us of: 'That the sun rises on that day having no beams 
with it." (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The authentic Ahadith guide that no night should be specified and singled out for Lailatul- 
Qadr; however it is agreed that it is one of the odd nights during the last ten days of Ramadan. 


«Those who disbelieved among the People of the Scripture and the polytheists were not to be parted 
[from misbelief] until there came to them clear evidence(1)» 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 
The Prophet said to Ubai, "Allah has ordered me to recite to you: 
98)." " Ubai said, "Has He mentioned my name?" The Prophet said, "Yes." On hearing this, Ubai started 


Anas b. Malik reported that Allah's Messenger wee peace be upon him) said to Ubayy b. Ka'b: | 


have been commanded to recite to you the which opens with these words 
(Lam Yakunil-ladhiyna Kafaruu) He said: Has he mentioned to you my name? He said: Yes; 
thereupon he shed tears of joy. This hadith has been narrated on the authority of Anas through 
another chain of transmitters. 


(1). 3352. Anas bin Malik narrated that a man said to the Prophet #% "0 best of creatures!" So he said: 
"That is Ibrahim." (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The Prophet said this to show humbleness and humility for the respect and dignity of his 
great grandfather Ibrahim ; otherwise he is the chief of the children of Adam, and he is the best of the 
creatures; because he is most superior in the degree of Faith and good deeds. 


Anas reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as saying to Ubayy b. Ka'b: Allah 
has commanded me to recite to you:" He 


said: Did He mention me by name? He (the Holy Prophet said): Yes. Upon this he shed tears (of 
gratitude). 


3792. Anas bin Malik narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said to et Bin Kaab “Indeed Allah 


ordered me to recite to you: ‘Those who disbelieve were not going to " He said: 
"And He named me?" He said: "Yes." So he wept. (Sahih) 

[AbU 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. And this Hadith has been related from Ubayy bin Ka’'b that 
he said: "The Prophet said to me" then he mentioned similar to it. 

Comments: As an acknowledgment of the recitation of the Ubayy bin Ka’'b the Prophet ¢ recited this 
Stirah before him. He wept either out of happiness or out of the fear of responsibility. Another thing is 
also proved from this narration that hearing and reciting of the Qur'an is Sunnah. Recitation of the Qur'an 
for the purpose of teaching is also approved and commanded. 


2893. Anas bin Malik narrated that the Messenger of Allah said: "Whoever recites it equals 
half of the Qur'an for him. Moen it equals a fourth of the Qur'an for 
him. And whoever recites: it equals a third of the Qur'an for him." (Da ‘if) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gha rib, we do not know of it except as a narration of this Shaikh Al- 
Hasan bin Salm. And there is something on this topic from Ibn 'Abbas. 


«That Day, it will report its news(4)» 


EERE Abii Hurairah narrated: "The Messenger of Allah recited: That Day it will declare its information 
[Az-Zalzalah (99:4)] and said: 'Do you know what its information is?' they said: 'Allah and His 
Messenger * know best.' He said: 'Indeed its information is that it will testify against every servant, male 
and female, about what they did on its surface. It will say that he did such and such on such and such a 
day. He said: 'With this it shall be ordered." (Daif) : [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. 
Comments: The Hadith tells us that on whatever part of the earth man does something it records and 
preserves that action until the Day of Judgement. It shall then reveal it all on Allah's bidding.

This is its information." (Daif) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. 

Comments: Whatever a person do anywhere, there will be testimony about it. In these modem days, it 
has become easy to understand the witnessing by the earth.

Narrated Abu Huraira: 

Allah's Apostle “ said, " Horses are kept for one of three purposes; for some people they are a source of 
reward, for some others they are a means of shelter and for some others they are a source of sins. The one 
for whom they are a source of reward, is he who keeps a horse for Allah's Cause (1.e. Jihad) tying it with a 
long tether on a meadow or in a garden with the result that whatever it eats from the area of the meadow 
or the garden where it is tied will be counted as good deeds for his benefit, and if it should break its rope 
and jump over one or two hillocks then all its dung and its foot marks will be written as good deeds for 
him; and if it passes by a river and drinks water from it even though he had no intention of watering it, 


even then he will get the reward for its drinking. As for the man for whom horses are a source of sins, he 
is the one who keeps a horse for the sake of pride and pretense and showing enmity for Muslims: such a 
horse will be a source of sins for him. When Allah's Apostle “ was asked about donkeys, he replied, 
"Nothing has been revealed to me about them except this unique, comprehensive Verse:

Narrated Abu Huraira: 

The Prophet * said, "A horse may be kept for one of three purposes: for a man it may be a source of 
reward; for another it may be a means of living; and for a third it may be a burden (a source of 
committing sins). As for the one for whom it is a source of reward, he is the one who keeps his horse for 
the sake of Jihad in Allah's Cause; he ties it with a long rope on a pasture or in a garden. So whatever its 
rope allows it to eat, will be regarded as good rewardable deeds (for its owner). And if it breaks off its 
rope and jumps over one or two hillocks, even its dung will be considered amongst his good deeds. And if 
it passes by a river and drinks water from it, that will be considered as good deeds for his benefit) even if 
he has had no intention of watering it. A horse is a shelter for the one who keeps it so that he may earn his 
living honestly and takes it as a refuge to keep him from following illegal ways (of gaining money), and 
does not forget the rights of Allah (i.e. paying the Zakat and allowing others to use it for Allah's Sake). 
But a horse is a burden (and a source of committing sins for him who keeps it out of pride and pretense 
and with the intention of harming the Muslims." 

The Prophet was asked about donkeys. He replied, "Nothing has been revealed to be concerning them 
except this comprehensive Verse (which covers everything) : 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

Allah's Apostle “ said, "Horses may be used for three purposes: For a man they may be a source of 
reward (in the Hereafter); for another, a means of protection; and for another, a source of sin. The man for 
whom they are a source of reward, is the one who keeps them for Allah's Cause and ties them with long 
ropes and lets them graze in a pasture or garden. Whatever those long ropes allow them to eat of that 
pasture or garden, will be written as good deeds for him and if they break their ropes and run one or two 
rounds, then all their footsteps and dung will be written as good deeds for him, and if they pass a river and 
drink from it though he has had no intention of watering them, even then, that will be written as good 
deeds for him. So such horses are a source of reward for that man. For the man who keeps horses for his 
livelihood in order not to ask others for help or beg his bread, and at the same time he does not forget 
Allah's right of what he earns through them and of their backs (that he presents it to be used in Allah's 
Cause), such horses are a shelter for him (from poverty). For the man who keeps them just out of pride 
and for showing off, they are a source of sin." Then Allah's Apostle “ was asked about donkeys. He said, 
"Allah has not revealed anything to me regarding them except this comprehensive Verse: 


Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger * (way peace be upon him) as saying: If any owner of 
gold or silver does not pay what is due on him, when the Day of Resurrection would come, 
plates of fire would be beaten out for him; these would then be heated in the fire of Hell and his 
sides, his forehead and his back would be cauterized with them. Whenever these cool down, 
(the process is) repeated during a day the extent of which would be fifty thousand years, until 


judgment is pronounced among servants, and he sees whether his path is to take him to 
Paradise or to Hell. It was said: Messenger of Allah, what about the camel? He (the Holy 
Prophet) said: If any owner of the camel does not pay what is due on him, and of his due in that 
(camel) is (also) to milk it on the day when it comes down to water. When the Day of 
Resurrection comes a soft sandy plain would be set for him, as extensive as possible, (he will 
find) that not a single young one is missing, and they will trample him with their hoofs and bite 
him with their mouths. As often as the first of them passes him, the last of them would be made 
to return during a day the extent of which would be fifty thousand years, until judgment is 
pronounced among servants and he sees whether his path is to take him to Paradise or to Hell. 
It was (again) said: Messenger of Allah , what about cows (cattle) and sheep? He said: It any 
owner of the cattle and sheep does not pay what is due on them, when the Day of Resurrection 
comes a soft sandy plain would be spread for them, he will find none of them missing, with 
twisted horns, without horns or with a broken horn, and they will gore him with their horns and 
trample him with their hoofs. As often as the first of them passes him the last of them would be 
made to return to him during a day the extent of which would be fifty thousand years, until 
judgment would be pronounced among the servants. And he would be shown his path-path 
leading him to Paradise or to Hell. It was said: Messenger of Allah #, what about the horse? 
Upon this he said: The horses are of three types. To one than (these are) a burden, and to 
another man (these are) a covering, and still to another man (these are) a source of reward. The 
one for whom these are a burden is the person who rears them in order to show off, for 
vainglory and for opposing the Muslims; so they are a burden for him. The one for whom these 
are a covering is the person who rears them for the sake of Allah but does not forget the right of 
Allah concerning their backs and their necks, and so they are a covering for him. As for those 
which bring reward (these refer to) the person who rears them for the sake of Allah to be used 
for Muslims and he puts them in meadow and field. And whatever thing do these eat from that 
meadow and field would be recorded on his behalf as good deeds, as would also the amount of 
their dung and urine. And these would not break their halter and prance a course or two without 
having got recorded the amount of their hoof marks and their dung as a good deed on his behalf 
(on behalf of their owner). And their master does not bring them past a river from which they 
drink, though he did not intend to quench their thirst, but Allah would record for him the amount 
of what they drink on his behalf as deeds. It was said: Messenger of Allah #, what about the 


asses?, Upon this he said: Nothing has been revealed to me in regard to the asses (in 
particular) except this one verse of a comprehensive nature 


Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger * (may peace be upon him) as saying: No owner of the 
treasure who does not pay Zakat (would be spared) but (his hoards) would be heated in the Fire 
of Hell and these would be made into plates and with these his sides, his forehead would be 
cauterised till Allah would pronounce judgment among His servants during a day, the extent of 
which would be fifty thousand years. He would then see his path, leading either to Paradise or 
to Hell. And no owner of the camels who does not pay Zakat (would be spared) but a soft sandy 
plain would be set for him and they (the camels) would be made to pass over him till the last of 
them would be made to return till Allah would pronounce judgment among His servants during a 
day the extent of which would be fifty thousand years. He would then see his path leading him 
to Paradise or leading him to Hell. And no owner of the (cattle and) goats who does not pay 
Zakat (would be spared) but a soft sandy plain would be set for him, he would find none of them 
missing, with twisted horns, without horns, or with broken horns, and they will gore him with their 
horns and trample him with their hoofs and they would be made to pass over him till the last of 
them would be made to return till Allah would pronounce judgment among His servants, during 
a day the extent of which would be fifty thousand years, and he would see the paths leading to 


Paradise or to Hell. Suhail said: | do not know whether he made mention of the cows. They said: 
Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him), what about the horses? He said: The horses 
have goodness in their foreheads (or he said) or goodness is ingrained in the foreheads of the 
horses (Suhail said: | am in doubt as to what was actually said) up till the Day of judgement. The 
horses are of three kinds. They are a source of reward to a person, they are a covering to a 
person, and they are a burden to a person. As for those which bring reward is that a person 
would get reward who rears them for the sake of Allah and trains them for Him, and nothing 
disappears in their stomachs but Allah would record for him a good deed. And if they were to 
graze in the meadow, they would eat nothing but Allah would record for him a reward. And if 
they were to drink water from the canal, with every drop that, would disappear in their stomachs 
there would be reward (for the owner). He went on describing till a reward was mentioned for 
their urine and dung. And if they pranced a course or two, there would be recorded a reward for 
every pace that they covered. As for one for whom they are a covering, he is the man who rears 
them for honour and dignity but does not forget the right of their backs and their stomachs, in 
plenty and adversity, As regards one for whom they are a burden, he is that who rears them for 
vainglory and showing off to the people; for him they are, the burden. They said: Messenger of 
Allah , what about asses? He said: Allah has not revealed to me anything in regards to it 

except this one comprehensive verse 


Yahya related to me that Malik said, "I heard that a beggar asked for food from 
A'isha, umm al-muminin, while she had some grapes. She told some one to take 
him one grape. He began to look in amazement. A'isha said, 'Are you amazed? How 
many atoms' weights do you see in this grape?’ " 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Zayd ibn Aslam from Abu Salih as-Samman 
from Abu Hurayra that the Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace, said, "Horses are a reward for one man, a protection for another, a 
burden for another. The one who has them as a reward is the one who dedicates 
them for use in the way of Allah, and tethers them in a meadow or grassland. 
Whatever the horse enjoys of the grassland or meadow in the length of its tether 
are good deeds for him. If it breaks its tether and goes over a hillock or two, its 
tracks and droppings are good deeds for him. If it crosses a river and drinks from it 
while he did not mean to allow it to drink it, that counts as good deeds for him, and 
the horse is a reward for him. Another man uses his horse to gain self-reliance and 
up-standingness and does not forget Allah's right on their necks and backs (i.e. he 
does not ill treat or over-work them). Horses are a protection for him . Another 
man uses them out of pride to show them off and in hostility to the people of Islam. 
They are a burden on that man." The Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him 
and grant him peace, was asked about donkeys, and he said, "Nothing has been 
revealed to me about them except this single all-inclusive ayat, 


3593. It was narrated from Abu Hurairah that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Horses may bring reward 
to a man, or they may be a means of protection, or they may be burden (of sin). As for that which brings 
reward, it is aman who keeps it for the cause of Allah and ties it with a long rope in a pasture or a 
garden; whatever it eats or drinks in that pasture or garden will count as good deeds for him. If it breaks 
its rope and jumps over one or two hills, its footsteps" - and according to the Hadith of Al-Harith "its 
dung will count as good deeds for him. If it passes by a river and drinks from it, even though (its owner) 
did not intend to give it water from that river, that will also bring him reward. If a man keeps a horse in 
order to earn an independent living and avoid asking others for help, and he does not forget his duty 
toward Allah with regard to their (the horses’) necks and backs, then they will be a means of protection 
for him. If a man keeps horses out of ride to show off before others and to fight the Muslims, then that 
will be a burden (of sin) for him." The Prophet was asked about donkeys and he said: "Nothing has 
been revealed to me concerning them except this Verse which is comprehensive in meaning: 'So 


whosoever does good equal to the weight of an atom (or a small es shall see it. And whosoever does evil 


equal to the weight of an atom (or a small ant) shall see it' (Sahih) 


Narrated ‘Abdullah bin 'Umar: Allah's Apostle said, "Good will remain (as a permanent quality) in the 
foreheads of horses till the Day of Resurrection." 


Narrated Ursa bin Alga: The Prophet # said, "Good will remain (as a permanent quality) in the foreheads 
of horses till the Day of Resurrection." And narrated Anas bin Malik: Allah's Apostle said, "There is a 
blessing in the fore-heads of horses." 


Narrated 'Urwa Al-Bariqi: The Prophet * said, "Good will remain (as a permanent quality) in the 
foreheads of horses (for Jihad) till the Day of Resurrection, for they bring about either a reward (in the 
Hereafter) or booty (in this world)." 


Narrated Abu Huraira: The Prophet * said, "If somebody keeps a horse in Allah's Cause motivated by his 
faith in Allah and his belief in His Promise, then he will be rewarded on the Day of Resurrection for what 
the horse has eaten or drunk and for its dung and urine." 


It has been narrated on the authority of Ibn Umar that the Messenger of Allah # (may peace be 
upon him) said: There will be great benefit in the forelock of the horses until the Day of 
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It has been narrated on the authority of Jarir b. Abdullah who said: | saw that the Messenger of 
Allah # (may peace be upon him) was twisting the forelock of a horse with his fingers and he 
was saying: (A great) benefit. i. e. reward (for rearing them for Jihad) and spoils of war, has 
been tied to the forelocks of horses until the Day of Judgment. 


«lt is a Fire, intensely hot(11)» 


Abu Hurayrah (ic 4) 2) that the Prophet (ales ali le 5 aule 4! 1.) said: The fire which sons of 
Adam burn is only one-seventieth part of the Fire of Hell. His Companions said: By Allah, even 
ordinary fire would have been enough (to burn people). Thereupon he said: It is sixty-nine parts 
in excess of (the heat of) fire in this world each of them being equivalent to their heat. 


Narrated Abu Huraira: The Prophet * said, "In very hot weather delay the Zuhr prayer till it 
becomes (a bit) cooler becausevthe severity of heat is from the raging of Hell-fire. The Hell-fire 
of Hell complained to its Lord saying: O Lord! My parts are eating (destroying) one another. So 
Allah allowed it to take two breaths, one in the winter and the other in the summer. The breath in 
the summer is at the time when you feel the severest heat and the breath in the winter is at the 
time when you feel the severest cold." 


It has been narrated in a Hadith that Imam Ahmad (i! +3) recorded from Abu Hurayrah ( <i 2) 
aic) that the Prophet (alus ll le 5 aile «i! <4) said, “Verily, the person who will receive the lightest 
torment of the people of the Hellfire will be a man who will have two sandals that will cause his 
brain to boil.” 


«Competition in [worldly] increase diverts you(1)» [At-Takathur: 1] 


2342. Mutarrif narrated from his father, that he met up with the Prophet ™ while he was saying: "The 
mutual increase diverts you. "{ At-Takthur 102:1] He said: "The son of Adam says: 'My wealth, my 
wealth, but is there something for you from your wealth besides what you give in charity that remains, or 
you eat which perishes, or what you wear that grows worn?" (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: It means that to spend in charity, whatever surplus wealth remains with a person after 
spending on the necessities of life, is better than either hoarding it or amassing it by not spending on 
compulsory and recommendatory items of charity. Amassing wealth through such methods amounts to 
committing a sin and depriving oneself of the reward promised by Allah for spending in charity. 
Safekeeping some money to cover one's essential expenses is, however, not a blameworthy act. 


Narrated Anas: 

Once the people started asking Allah's Apostle # questions, and they asked so many questions that he 
became angry and ascended the pulpit and said, "I will answer whatever questions you may ask me 
today." I looked right and left and saw everyone covering his face with his garment and weeping. Behold 
! There was a man who, on quarreling with the people, used to be called as a son of a person other than 
his father. He said, "O Allah's Apostle #! Who is my father?" The Prophet # replied, "Your father is 
Hudhaifa." And then 'Umar got up and said, "We accept Allah as our Lord, and Islam as (our) religion, 
and Muhammad as (our) Apostle; and we seek refuge with Allah from the afflictions." Allah's Apostle & 
said, " I have never seen a day like today in its good and its evil for Paradise and the Hell Fire were 


displayed in front of me, till I saw them just beyond this wall." Qatada, when relating this Hadith, used to 
mention the following Verse:--

And he (the Holy Prophet #) said: O son of Adam. is there anything as your 
belonging except that which you consumed, which you utilised, or which you wore and then it 


was worn out or you gave as Charity and sent it forward? 


(1). 3354. Mutarrif bin 'Abdullah bin Ash-Shikh-khir reported from his father, that he went to the Prophet 


= and he was reciting: 'The mutual rivalry (for piling up worldly things) diverts you.' 
He said: "The son of Adam says: 'My wealth, my wealth.’ And do you own anything except what you give 
in charity, such that you've spent it, or what you eat, such that you've finished it, or you wear, such that 
you've worn it out?" (Sahih) 

(Another chain) [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Ghartb. 

Comments: The real wealth of a person is that which he used for himselfs the property which he earned 
and left for the heirs is not his. The best and more beneficial of the used wealth, for him, is that which he 
gave in charity for the cause of Allah, and He preserved it for the Hereafter.

3643. I t was narrated from Mutarrif, from his father, that the Prophet * said: "The mutual rivalry (for 

iling up of worldly things) diverts you, 'Until you visit the graves (i.e. till you dic)" (AL TARAiae 10EE 

The son of Adam says: 'My wealth, my wealth,’ but your wealth is what you eat and consume, or what 
you wear and it wears out, or what you give in charity and send on ahead (for the Hereafter)."" (Sahih)

Yahya related to me from Malik that he heard that the Messenger of Allah #, may

The Prophet (#) said (regarding the Verse), "A Day when all mankind will stand before the Lord 
of the Worlds,’ (that day) they will stand, drowned in their sweat up to the middle of their ears."

Hadith on Backbiting: Speaking badly in their absence is backbiting 


Narrated Abu Dhar: 

That he heard the Prophet saying, "If somebody accuses another of Fusuq (by calling him 
‘Fasiq' i.e. a wicked person) or accuses him of Kufr, such an accusation will revert to him (i.e. 
the accuser) if his companion (the accused) is innocent." 


Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as s saying: Do you know 
what is backbiting? They (the Companions) said: Allah and His Messenger know best. 
Thereupon he (the Holy Prophet) said: Backbiting implies your talking about your brother in a 
manner which he does not like. It was said to him: What is your opinion about this that if | 
actually find (that failing) in my brother which | made a mention of? He said: If (that failing) is 
actually found (in him) what you assert, you in fact backbited him, and if that is not in him it is a 
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Narrated Anas ibn Malik: 

The Prophet # (peace_be_upon_him) said: When I was taken up to heaven I passed by people who had 
nails of copper and were scratching their faces and their breasts. I said: Who are these people, Gabriel? 
He replied: They are those who were given to back biting and who aspersed people's honour. 


Narrated AbuBarzah al-Aslami: 

The Prophet “ (peace _be_upon_him) said: O community of people, who believed by their tongue, and 
belief did not enter their hearts, do not back-bite Muslims, and do not search for their faults, for if anyone 
searches for their faults, Allah will search for his fault, and if Allah searches for the fault of anyone, He 
disgraces him in his house. 


Malik related to me from al-Walid ibn Abdullah ibn Sayyad that al-Muttalib ibn Abdullah ibn Hantab al- 
Makhzumi informed him that a man asked the Messenger of Allah, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, "What is backbiting?" The Messenger of Allah, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "It 
is to mention about a man what he does not want to hear." He said, "Messenger of Allah! Even if it is 
true?" The Messenger of Allah, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "If you utter something 
false, then it is slander." 


3619. Al-Muttalib bin 'Abdullah bin Qais bin Makhramah (4ie 4! .»=)) narrated from his father, from his 
grandfather, that he said: "I and the Messenger of Allah #8, were born in the Year of the Elephant" - he 
said: "And 'Uthman bin 'Affan (eee 4) 25) asked Qubath bin Ashyam, the brother of Banu Ya'mar bin 
Laith (eee atl 25) -'Are you greater (in age), or the Messenger of Allah #8?" He said: "The Messenger 
of Allah # is greater than me but I have an earlier birthday." He said: "And I saw the defecation of the 
birds turning green." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. We do not know if it except through the narration of 
Muhammad bin Ishaq. 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

In the year of the Conquest of Mecca, the tribe of Khuza'a killed a man from the tribe of Bani Laith 

in revenge for a killed person, belonging to them. They informed the Prophet * about it. So he rode his 
Rahila (she-camel for riding) and addressed the people saying, "Allah held back the killing from 
Mecca. (The sub-narrator is in doubt whether the Prophet said "elephant or killing," as the Arabic 
words standing for these words have great similarity in shape), but He (Allah) let His Apostle and the 
believers over power the infidels of Mecca. Beware! (Mecca is a sanctuary) Verily! Fighting in Mecca 
was hot permitted for anyone before me nor will it be permitted for anyone after me. It (war) in it 

was made legal for me for few hours or so on that day. No doubt it is at this moment a sanctuary, it is 
not allowed to uproot its thorny shrubs or to uproot its trees or to pick up its Lugatt (fallen things) 
except by a person who will look for its owner (announce it publicly). And if somebody is killed, then 
his closest relative has the right to choose one of the two-- the blood money (Diyya) or retaliation 
having the killer killed. In the meantime a man from Yemen, came and said, "O Allah's Apostle! Get that 
written for me." The Prophet ordered his companions to write that for him. Then a man from Quraish 
said, "Except Al-Iqhkhir (a type of grass that has good smell) O Allah's Apostle , as we use it in our 
houses and graves." The Prophet said, "Except Al-Idhkhiri.e. Al-Idhkhir is allowed to be plucked."

«Their accustomed security [in] the caravan of winter and summer(2)» [Quraish: 2] 


3605. Wathilah bin Al-Asqa' narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Indeed Allah has chosen 
Isma'il from the children of Ibrahim, and He chose Banu Kinanah from the children of Isma'il, and He 
chose Quraish from Banu Kinanah, and He chose Banu Hashim from Quraish, and He chose me from 
Banti Hashim." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


Narrated Muhammad bin Jubair bin Mut'im: 

That while he was with a delegation from Quraish to Muawiya, the latter heard the news that 'Abdullah 
bin 'Amr bin Al-'As said that there would be a king from the tribe of Qahtan. On that Muawiya became 
angry, got up and then praised Allah as He deserved, and said, "Now then, I have heard that some men 
amongst you narrate things which are neither in the Holy Book, nor have been told by Allah's Apostle =. 
Those men are the ignorant amongst you. Beware of such hopes as make the people go astray, for I heard 
Allah's Apostle # saying, ‘Authority of ruling will remain with Quraish, and whoever bears hostility to 
them, Allah will destroy him as long as they abide by the laws of the religion.' " 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

The Prophet * said, "The tribe of Quraish has precedence over the people in this connection (i.e the 

right of ruling). The Muslims follow the Muslims amongst them, and the infidels follow the infidels 
amongst them. People are of different natures: The best amongst them in the pre-Islamic period 
are the best in Islam provided they comprehend the religious knowledge. You will find that the 
best amongst the people in this respect (i.e. of ruling) is he who hates it (i.e. the idea of ruling) 
most, till he is given the pledge of allegiance." 


Narrated Ibn Umar: 
The Prophet * said, "Authority of ruling will remain with Quraish, even if only two of them remained." 


Narrated Jabir bin Samura: 

I heard the Prophet saying, "There will be twelve Muslim rulers (who will rule all the Islamic world)." 
He then said a sentence which I did not hear. My father said, "All of them (those rulers) will be from 
Quraish." 


«Have you seen the one who denies the Recompense?(1)» [Al-Ma'un: I] 


«For that is the one who drives away the ee [Al-Ma'un: 2] 


«And does not encourage the feeding of the poor(3)» [A-Ma'un: 3] 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

The Prophet * said, "Avoid the seven great destructive sins." They (the people!) asked, "O Allah's 
Apostle ! What are they?" He said, "To join partners in worship with Allah; to practice sorcery; to kill 
the life which Allah has forbidden except for a just cause (according to Islamic law); to eat up usury 
(Riba), to eat up the property of an orphan; to give one's back to the enemy and fleeing from the 
battle-field at the time of fighting and to accuse chaste women who never even think of anything 
touching chastity and are good believers." 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 

Once the Prophet = sat on a pulpit and we sat around him. Then he said, "The things | am 
afraid of most for your sake (concerning what will befall you after me) is the pleasures and 
splendors of the world and its beauties which will be disclosed to you." Somebody said, "O 
Allah's Apostle #! Can the good bring forth evil?" The Prophet # remained silent for a while. It 
was said to that person, "What is wrong with you? You are talking to the Prophet * (p.b.u.h) 
while he is not talking to you." Then we noticed that he was being inspired divinely. Then the 
Prophet wiped off his sweat and said, "Where is the questioner?" It seemed as if the Prophet 
= liked his question. Then he said, "Good never brings forth evil. Indeed it is like what grows on 
the banks of a water-stream which either kill or make the animals sick, except if an animal eats 
its fill the Khadira (a kind of vegetable) and then faces the sun, and then defecates and urinates 
and grazes again. No doubt this wealth is sweet and green. Blessed is the wealth of a Muslim 
from which he gives to the poor, the orphans and to needy travelers. (Or the Prophet said 
something similar to it) No doubt, whoever takes it illegally will be like the one who eats but is 
never satisfied, and his wealth will be a witness against him on the Day of Resurrection." 


Narrated Abu Huraira: 

The Prophet * said, "The signs of a hypocrite are three: 

1. Whenever he speaks, he tells a lie. 

2. Whenever he promises, he always breaks it (his promise ). 

3. If you trust him, he proves to be dishonest. (If you keep something as a trust with him, he will 
not return it.)" 


«So woe to those who pray(4)» 


«[But] who are heedless of their prayer(5)» 


«Those who make show [of their deeds](6)»

Narrated Abu Huraira: 

The Prophet * said, "No prayer is harder for the hypocrites than the Fajr and the ‘Isha’ prayers 
and if they knew the reward for these prayers at their respective times, they would certainly 
present themselves (in the mosques) even if they had to crawl." The Prophet “ added, 
"Certainly | decided to order the Mu'adh-dhin (call-maker) to pronounce Iqama and order a man 
to lead the prayer and then take a fire flame to burn all those who had not left their houses so 
far for the prayer along with their houses." 


'Ala' b. 'Abd al-Rahman reported that they came to the house of Anas b. Malik in Basra after saying the 
noon prayer. His (Anas) house was situated by the side of the mosque. As revisited him he (Anas) said: 
Have you said the afternoon prayer? We said to him: It is just a few minutes before that we finished the 
noon prayer. He said: Offer the afternoon prayer. So we stood up and said our prayer. And when we 
completed it, he said: I have heard the Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) saying: This is 
how the hypocrite prays: he sits watching the sun, and when it is between the horns of devil, he rises and 
strikes the ground four times (in haste) mentioning Allah a little during it. 


Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as saying: The most burdensome 
prayers for the hypocrites are the night prayer and the morning prayer. If they were to know the blessings 
they have in store, they would have come to them, even though crawling, and I thought that I should order 
the prayer to be commenced and command a person to lead people in prayer, and J should then go along 
with some persons having a fagot of fuel with them to the people who have not attended the prayer (in 
congregation) and would burn their houses with fire. 


"Abdullah (b. Mas'ud) reported: I have seen the time when no one stayed away from prayer except a 
hypocrite, whose hypocrisy was well known, or a sick man, but it a sick man could walk between two 
persons (i. e. with the help of two persons with one on each side) he would come to prayer. And (further) 
said: The Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) taught us the paths of right guidance. among 
which is prayer in the mosque in which the Adzan is called. 


Abdullah (b. Mas'ud) reported: He who likes to meet Allah tomorrow as Muslim, he should persevere in 
observing these prayers, when a call is announced for them, for Allah has laid down for your Prophet the 
paths of right guidance, and these (prayers) are among the paths of right guidance. If ou were to pray in 
your houses as this man why stays away (from the mosque) prays in his house, you would abandon the 
practice of your Prophet, and if you were to abandon the practice of your Prophet, you would go astray. 
No man purifies himself, doing it well, then makes for one of those mosques without Allah recording a 
blessing for him for every step he takes raising him a degree for it, and effacing a sin from him for it. I 
have seen the time when no one stayed away from it, except a hypocrite, who was well known for his 
hypocrisy, whereas a man would be brought swaying (due to weakness) between two men till he was set 
up in arow. 


Narrated Ubayy ibn Ka’'b: 

The Apostle of Allah “ (peace_be_upon_him) led us in the dawn prayer one day. And he said: Is 
so and so present? They said: No. He (again) asked: Is so and so present? They replied: No. He 
then said: These two prayers are the ones which are most burdensome to hypocrites. If you knew 
what they contain (i.e. blessings), you would come to them, even though you had to crawl on 
your knees. The first row is like that of the angels, and if you knew the nature of its excellence, 
you would race to join it. A man's prayer said along with another is purer than his prayer said 
alone, and his prayer with two men is purer than his prayer with one, but if there are more it is 
more pleasing to Allah, the Almighty, the Majestic. 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Abd ar-Rahman ibn Harmala al-Aslami from Said ibn al-Musayyab 
that the Messenger of Allah #8, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "What separates us from 
the hypocrites is being present at isha and subh. They cannot do it," or words to that effect. 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: 
Allah's Apostle # sent for the Ansar and gathered them in a tent and said to them, "Be patient till you 
meet Allah and His Apostle *, and I will be on the lake-Tank (Al-Kauthar)." 


«Indeed, We have granted you, [O Muhammad], al-Kawthar(1)» [Al-Kauthar: 1] 


(1). 3359. Anas narrated [regarding Allah, Most High's, saying] 'Verily We have granted you A/-Kauthar 
that the Prophet #£ ” said: "It is a river in Paradise." He said: "The Prophet said: 'I 

saw a river in Paradise, whose banks had tents were made of pearl. I said: "What is this 0 Jibril?" He said: 

"This is Al-Kauthar which Allah has granted you.."" (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 


Comments: Kauthar is the superlative degree from Kathura, which means 'wealth and affluence’; so Al- 
Kauthar means affluence, blessed and richness; or the abundance of goodness, river of Paradise, a pond 
of the Last Day that will have water coming in from the river of Paradise; all this is a part of the 
abundance of goodness which he #4 has been granted. So he interpreted A/-Kauthar as a river of 
Paradise. 

(2). 3360. Anas narrated that the Messenger of Allah said: "While I was traveling through Paradise, a 
river appeared before me whose banks had tents of pearl. I said to the angel: 'What is this?" He said: 'This 
is Al-Kauthar, which 

Allah has granted you." He said: "Then he put his hand in the clay, and removed musk from it, then I was 
raised up to Sidrat Al-Muntaha so J saw a magnificent light at it." 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. It has been reported through other routes from Anas. 
Comments: On banks of the river are tents made of pearls. Its ground on which the water runs is musk, 
that increases its charm and attraction. 

(3). 3361. ‘Abdullah bin 'Umar narrated that the Messenger of Allah said: "4/-Kauthar is a river in 
Paradise, whose banks are of gold, and it flows over pearls and corundum. Its dirt is purer than musk, and 
its water is sweeter than honey and whiter than milk." (Hasan) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The banks of the river A/-Kauthar will be of gold having tents made of pearls. Its water will 
run over pearls and diamonds; its soil will be stronger in smell than musk; that is why in some Ahddith it 
is interpreted as musk.

«Indeed, your enemy is the one cut off(3)» 


905. It was narrated that Anas bin Malik said: "One day when he- the Prophet * - was still among us, he 
took a nap, then he raised his head, smiling. We said to him: why are you smiling, O Messenger of Allah? 
He said: 'Just now this Surah was revealed to me: In the Name of Allah. the Most Gracious, the Most 
Merciful. Verily, We have granted you (O Muhammad) Al-Kawthar. Therefore turn in prayer to your 
Lord and sacrifice (to Him only). For he who hates you, he will be Cut off Al Kawthar 108:1-3] Then he 
said: 'Do you know what Al-Kawthar is?’ We said: 'Allah and His Messenger know best.' He said: 'It is a 
river that my Lord has promised me in Paradise. Its vessels are more than the number of the stars. My 
Ummah will come to me, then a man among them will be pulled away and I will say: "O Lord, he is one 
of my Ummah" and He will say to me: "You do not how what he did after you were gone." (Sahih) 


Surah#109 Al-Kafiroon Juz#30 Amma Yatasa'aloon 


Abu Huraira reported that the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon him) recited in the two 
(supererogatory) rak'ahs of the dawn (prayer):" Say: O unbelievers,” (Qur'an, 109) and" Say: 
Allah is one" (112). 


431. ‘Abdullah bin Mas'ud narrated: "I cannot enumerate (how many times) I heard 
Allah's Messenger * reciting - in the two Rak'ah after Al-Maghrib and the two 
Rak'ah before Salatul-Fajr with: Say: "O you disbelievers" 4/-KGfirun 109. and: Say: 
"He is Allah the One." A/ /khias 112. [He said:] There is a narration on this topic from 
Ibn 'Umar. AbU 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Ibn Mas'ud is a Hasan Gharib Hadith, we 
do not know of it except as a narration of 'Abdul-Malik bin Ma'dan from Asim. 
Comments: 

These two Surah consist of declaring oneself away from disbelief and polytheism, 
and the declaration of pure and sincere worship and the Pure Oneness. Therefore 
he would begin the day and night by reading these Surah in Sunnah prayers. 


462. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "Allah's Messenger # would recite during Al-Witr: 'Glorify 
the Name of your Lord the Most High’, A4/-Ala 87 and, ‘say: O you disbelievers! A/- 
Kafirun 109 and, ‘say: Allah is One A/-Jkhids 112, in each Rak'ah." (Sahih) 

[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from 'Ali, ‘Aishah, 'Abdur-Rahman bin 
Abza from Ubayy bin Ka'b, [and it has been reported from 'Abdur-Rabman bin 
Abza] from the Prophet Abu 'Eisa said: It has been reported that the Prophet 
would recite Al-Mu'awwidhatain; and, 'Say: Allah is One’, in the third Rak'ah. What 
is preferred by most of the people of knowledge among the Companions of the 
Prophet and those after them is to recite: Glorify the Name of your Lord the Most 
High Al-Ala 87, and; "Say: 0 you disbelievers! A/-Kafirun 109, and; "Say: Allah is One", 
Al-lkhias 112 reciting one of these Surah in each Rak'ah. 


3403. Farwah bin Nawfal, may Allah be pleased with him, narrated that he came to the Prophet and 
said: "0 Messenger of Allah, teach me something that I may say when I go to my bed." So he said: 
"Recite: Say: '0 you disbelievers' [Al-Kafirun 109] for verily it is a disavowal of Shirk." Shu'bah said: 
"Sometimes he would say: 'One time' and sometime he would not say it. (Hasan) 

(Another chain) from Farwah bin Nawfal, from his father: "That he came to the Prophet #4 then he 
mentioned similar in meaning. And this is more correct. Lc[Abu 'Eisa said:] And Zuhair reported this 
Hadith from Isbaq, from Farwah bin Nawfal, from his father from the Prophet 2 with similar. This is 
more appropriate and more correct than the narration of Shu'bah . The companions of Abu Ishaq were 
confused in the narration of this Hadith. This Hadith has been reported through routes other than this. 
'Abdur-Rahman bin Nawfal reported it from his father from the Prophet 'Abdur-Rabman is the brother of 
Farwah bin Nawfal. 


Comments: At the time of sleeping recitation of Stirat Al-Kafirun shows a disavowel from Shirk and a 
declaration of the Unity of Allah

Narrated Said bin Jubair: 

About Ibn 'Abbas: 'Umar bin Al-Khattab used to treat Ibn 'Abbas very favorably 'Abdur Rahman bin 'Auf 

said to him. "We also have sons that are equal to him (but you are partial to him.)" Umar said, "It is 

because of his knowledge." Then 'Umar asked Ibn 'Abbas about the interpretation of the Verse:- 'When 
Ibn 'Abbas said. "It portended the death of 

Allah's Apostle “, which Allah had informed him of." 'Umar said, "I do not know from this Verse but 

what you know." 


Ubaidullah b. ‘Abdullah b. 'Utba reported: Ibn Abbas said to me: Do you know-and in the words 
of Harun (another narrator): Are you aware of-the last Sura which was revealed in the Qur'an as 
a whole? | said: Yes Thereupon, he 
said: You have told the truth. And in the narration of Abu Shaiba (the words are): Do you know 
the Sura? And he did not mention the words" the last one". 


(1). 3362. Ibn 'Abbas said: "Umar used to ask me questions in front of the Companions of the Prophet . 
So 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'AwI] said to him: 'Why do you ask him, while we have children like him?" He 
said: "Umar said to him: 'It is because of what you know (about him).' So he asked him about this Ayah: 
"When there comes the help of Allah and the Conquest.{ An-Nasr 110:1] I said: "It is only regarding the 
(end of the) life-span of the Messenger of Allah , informing him of it." Then he recited the Siirat until its 
end. So 'Umar said to him: "By AllAh! I know not about it, but what you know.” (Sahih) 

[AbA 'EisA said:] This Hadtth is Hasan Sahih. 

(Another route) with this chain, similarly, except that he said: "So 'Abdur-Rahman bin 'Awf said to him: 
‘Do you ask him while we have sons like him?" This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: The Prophet #4 has been indicated in this Siirat, as you have achieved victory and triumph 
over your enemies with AllAh's help; disbelief has bowed before Islam such that it would never raise its 
head again. The mission of your Prophet hood has completed, you have fulfilled your duty perfectly. 
Therefore, now this is a time for you to glorify and praise your Lord, ask pardon for your mistakes and 
prepare for the Hereafter. 


It was mentioned in the Sira, as narrated from Ibn * Abbas - Allah be well-pleased 
with both of them - who said: “When the Stra (When comes the Help of Allah, and 
Victory( (110) was revealed, the Messenger of Allah & summoned Fatima and said, 
‘My funeral was just announced,’ whereupon she wept. Then he said to her, ‘Do not 
weep, for you shall be the first to follow me,’ whereupon she laughed. Some of the 
wives of the Prophet @ saw her and asked her, ‘O Fatima, we saw you cry then 
laugh?’ She replied, ‘He told me that his funeral had just been announced, so I 
cried. Then he said to me, Do not cry, for you shall be the first to follow me, so I 
laughed.'”[37] Fatima - Allah be well-pleased with her - lived on for six months 
after the Prophet according to the most authentic reports. 


«May the hands of Abu Lahab be ruined, and ruined is he(1)» [Al-Lahab: 1] 


(1). 3363. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "One day the Messenger of Allah #4 ascended As-Safa and called out: '0 
people! Come at once!' So the Quraish gathered before him. He said: 'I am a warner for you before the 
coming of a severe punishment. Do you think that if I informed you that the enemy was preparing to 
attack you in the evening, or in the morning, would you believe me?' So Abii Lahab said: 'Is it for this that 
you gathered us? May you perish!’ So Allah, Blessed is He and Most High, revealed: Perish the hands of 
Abu Lahab, perish he. "{ Al-Masad 111:1] (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: This Surat declares clearly that Abu Lahab who is zealously opposing the Prophet £4, he 
will fail very badly, his supporters and allies will face destruction and devastation, and he himself too. 
Many leading chiefs of the Quraish were killed in the battle of Badr, and he did not take part in it out of 
his cowardice. But he died suffering from small-pox some days after the battle of Badr. 


Narrated Ibn Abbas:.: 
Abu Lahab, may Allah curse him, once said to the Prophet * (p.b.u.h), "Perish you all the day." 
Then the Divine Inspiration came: 


2155. 'Abdul-Wahid bin Sulaim narrated: "I arrived in Makkah and met 'Ata' bin Abu Rabah. I said to 
him: '0 Abu Muhammad! The people of Al-Barah speak about A/-Qadar.' He said: '0 my son! Do you 
recite the Qur'an?' I said: 'Yes.' He said: 'Then recite Az-Zukhruf to me." He said: "So I recited: Ha MIm. 
By the manifest Book. Verily, We have made it a Qur'an in Arabic that you may be able to understand. 
And verily, it is in the Mother of the Book with Us, indeed exalted, full of wisdom 

Then he said: 'Do you know what the Mother of the Book is?" I said: 'Allah and His Messenger know 
better.' He said: 'It is a book that Allah wrote before He created the Heavens, and before He created the 
earth. In it, it is (written): Fir'awn is among the inhabitants of the Fire, and in it is: Perish the two hands of 
Abu Lahab, and perish he! ,/ Al-Masad 111:1] 'Ata' said: 'I met Al-Walid the son of 'Ubadah bin As- 
Samit the Companion of the Messenger of Allah # and asked him: "What was your father's admonition 
when he died?" He said: "He called me and said: '0 my son! Have Taqwa of Allah, and know that you will 
never have Taqwa of Allah until you believe in Allah, and you believe in A/-Oadar — all of it — its good 
and its bad. If you die upon other than this you shall enter the Fire. Indeed I heard the Messenger of Allah 
=. saying: "Verily the first of what Allah created was the Pen. So He said: 'Write.' It said: 'What shall I 
write?’ He said: 'Write Al-Oadar, what it is, and what shall be, until the end." (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Gharib [from this route]. 

2156. Abdullah bin 'Amr narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Allah decreed the measures fifty- 
thousand years before He created the Heavens and the earth." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib. 

Comments: Allah had commanded the Pen to write what was going to happen. Thus, whatever has 
happened, or is happening, or will happen it is in accordance with what has been written, since Allah's 
knowledge could not be contrary to the fact or to the actual happening. Denying the Divine Decree, thus, 
amounts to denying both, Allah's all-pervading knowledge and His perfect dominion.. 


It is reported on the authority of Ibn 'Abbas that when this verse was revealed:" And warn thy 
nearest kindred" (and thy group of selected people among them) the Messenger of Allah (may 
peace be upon him) set off till he climbed Safa’ and called loudly: Be on your guard! They said: 
Who is it calling aloud? They said: Muhammad. They gathered round him, and he said: O sons 
of so and so, O sons of so and so, O sons of 'Abd Manaf, O sons of 'Abd al-Muttalib, and they 
gathered around him. He (the Apostle =) said: If | were to inform you that there were horsemen 
emerging out of the foot of this mountain, would you believe me? They said: We have not 
experienced any lie from you. He said: Well, | am a warner to you before a severe torment. He 
(the narrator) said that Abu Lahab then said: Destruction to you! Is it for this you have gathered 
us? He (the Holy Prophet #) then stood up, and this verse was revealed:" Perish the hands of 
Abu Lahab, and he indeed perished" (cxi. 1). A'mash recited this to the end of the Sura. 


2896. Abu Ayyub narrated that the Messenger of Allah said: "Would one of you like to recite a third of 
the Qur'an during a night? Whoever recited: Allahu Al-Wahid As-Samad then he has recited a third of the 
Qur'an." (Sahih) 

There are narrations on this topic from Abu Ad-Darda', Abu Sa'eed, Qatadah bin An-Nu'mén, Abu 
Hurairah, Anas, Ibn ‘Umar and Ibn Mas'ud. 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan, and we do not know of anyone who reported this Hadith better 
than the narration of Za'idah, and Isra'il and Al-Fudail bin 'lyad followed up on it (reporting similarly) 
Shu'bah and more than one of the trustworthy narrators reported this Hadith from Mansur with /dtirab in 
it. 

2899. Abu Hurairah narrated that - the Messenger of Allah ® said: : "Qul Huwa Allahu Ahad is equal to a 
third of the Qur'an." (Hasan) [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

2900. Abu Hurairah narrated that the Messenger of Allah ® said: "Gather and I shall recite to you one 
third of the Qur'an." He said: "So whoever was to gather did so, then the Messenger of Allah came out 
and recited Qul Huwa Allahu Ahad. The he went back in. Some of them said to each other: "The 
Messenger of Allah ® said: 'I shall recite to you one third of the Qur'an' I thought that this was news from 
the Heavens. Allah's Prophet came out and said: "Indeed I said that I would recite to you one third of the 
Qur'an, and it is indeed equal to one third of the Qur'an." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih Gharib from this route. Abu Hazim Al-Asjj'ai's (a narrator 
in the chain) name is Salman. 

2901. Anas bin Malik said: "There was a man from the Ansar who led them (in Salat) at Masjid Quba'. 
Every time he was to recite a Surah for them during Salat, he would begin by reciting Qul Huwa Allahu 
Ahad until he finsihed, then he would recite another Siirah with it. He did that in each Rak‘ah. His 


companions talked to him and said: 'You recite this Surah, then you do not think that it is sufficient until 
you recite another Stirah. You should either recite it or leave it and recite another Surah." He said: "I shall 
not leave it, if you would like me to lead you with it then I shall do so, and if you do not like it then I shall 
leave you." And they considered him the best among them, and they did not like the idea of someone else 
leading them. So when the Prophet # came to them they informed him about what had happened and he 
said: "0 so-and-so! What prevents you from doing what your companions told you to do, why do you 
recite this Stirah in every Rak'ah?" He said: "0 Messenger of Allah! Indeed I love it!" So the Messenger 
of Allah ® said: "Your love for it shall have you admitted into Paradise." (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadtth is Hasan Gha rib [Sahih] from this route, as a narration of 'Ubaidullah 

bin 'Umar from Thabit Al-Bunani. Mubarak bin Fadalah has reported from Thabit Al-Bunani, from Anas 
that a man said: "0 Messenger of Allah! I love this Surah; Qul Huwa Allahu Ahad". So he said: "Your 
love for it shall have you admitted into Paradise." 

Comments: This Hadith proves that reading two Stirah in one Rak’ah without caring for the sequential 
order is allowed; were it not allowed the Prophet # would have prohibited it. 


(1). 3364. Abu Al-'Aliyah narrated from Ubayy bin Ka'b: "The idolaters were saying to the Messenger of 
Allah % : 'Name the lineage of your Lord for us.’ So Allah, Most High, revealed: Say: "He is Allah, the 
One. Allah As-Samad." So As-Samad is 'the One Who does not beget, nor is He is begotten,’ because 
there is nothing born except it will die, and there is nothing that dies except that it will be inherited from, 
and verily, Allah, the Mighty and Sublime, does not die, nor is He inherited from. 'And there is none 
comparable to Him.' He said: 'There is nothing similar to Him, nor equal to Him, nor is there anything 
like Him." (Daif) 

Comments: It has been told through this Stirat that Allah is from ever and forever. He was when there 
was nothing, and He will be, when there will be nothing. He is Perfect in His Being and He is Self- 
Sufficient, He needs nothing but everything needs Him, He is a helper and refuge for all, He is not a 
father of anyone, nor is anyone His father, none is His rival or equal to Him; all are in fact His slaves and 
under His control. 

(2). 3365. Abu Al-'Aliyah narrated: "The Prophet mentioned their (the idolater's) gods, so they said: 'Then 
name your Lord's lineage for us." He said: "So Jibra'il, peace be upon him, came to him with this Siirat: 
Say: "He is Allah, the One." So he mentioned similarly, but he did not say in it: "From Ubayy bin Ka'b." 
And this is more correct than the narration of Abti Sa'eed (no. 3364). Abu Sa'eed's name is Muhammad 
bin Muyassar. 

[Abu Ja'far Ar-Razi's name is 'Eisa, and Abu Al-'Aliyah's name is Rufal', and he was a slave, he was freed 
by a Sabian woman]. (Daif) 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 

A man heard another man reciting (Surat-Al-Ikhlas) 'Say He is Allah, (the) One.' (112. 1) repeatedly. The 
next morning he came to Allah's Apostle and informed him about it as if he thought that it was not 
enough to recite. On that Allah's Apostle said, "By Him in Whose Hand my life is, this Surah is equal 
to one-third of the Qur'an!" 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: My brother, Qatada bin An-Nau'man said, "A man performed the night 
prayer late at night in the lifetime of the Prophet “ and he read: ‘Say: He is Allah, (the) One! (112.1) and 
read nothing besides that. The next morning a man went to the Prophet * ,~ and told him about that . (The 
Prophet # replied the same as (in Hadith 532) above.) 


Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 

The Prophet * said to his companions, "Is it difficult for any of you to recite one third of the Qur'an in 
one night?" This suggestion was difficult for them so they said, "Who among us has the power to do so, O 
Allah's Apostle?" Allah Apostle # replied: " Allah (the) One, the Self-Sufficient Master Whom all 
creatures need. (Surat Al-Ikhlas 112.1--to the End) is equal to one third of the Qur'an." 


Abu Huraira reported that the Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) recited in the two 


era rak'ahs of the dawn (prayer 


Narrated Abu Sa'id Al-Khudri: 

A man heard another man reciting: Surat-ul-Ikhlas (The Unity) 'Say: He is Allah, the One (112) and he 
was repeating it. The next morning he came to Allah's Apostle # and mentioned the whole story to him as 
if he regarded the recitation of that Sura as insufficient On that, Allah's Apostle ® said, "By Him in 
Whose Hand my soul is! That (Sura No. 112) equals one-third of the Qur'an."

Narrated Abu Said Al-Khudri: 

A man heard another man reciting (in the prayers): 'Say (O Muhammad): 

And he recited it repeatedly. When it was morning, he went to the Prophet = and informed him about 
that as if he considered that the recitation of that Sura by itself was not enough. Allah's Apostle * said, 
"By Him in Whose Hand my life is, it is equal to one-third of the Quran." 


Narrated 'Aisha: 

The Prophet * sent (an army unit) under the command of a man who used to lead his companions in the 

prayers and would finish his recitation with (the Sura 112): 'Say (O Muhammad): "Hie is Allah, the One." 
When they returned (from the battle), they mentioned that to the Prophet . He said (to them), 

"Ask him why he does so." They asked him and he said, "I do so because it mentions the qualities of the 


Beneficent and I love to recite it (in my prayer)." The Prophet *; said (to them), "Tell him that Allah 
loves him" 


Abu Darda' reported Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon him) as saying: Is any one of you 
incapable of reciting a third of the Qur'an in a night? They (the Companions) asked: How could 
one recite a third of the Qur'an (in a night)? Upon this he (the Holy Prophet #*) said 

is equivalent to a third of the Qur'an. 


This hadith has been narrated by Qatada with the same chain of transmitters in these words: He 
the Apostle of Allah #) said: Allah divided the Qur'an into three parts, and he made 
one part out of the (three) parts of the Qur'an. 


It is reported on the authority of Abu Huraira that the Messenger of Allah (may peace be upon 
him) said: Get together. for | am going to recite one-third of the Qur'an before you. And those 
who could get together gathered there. Then the Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon him) 
came out and recited:" Say: He, Allah, is One." He then entered (his house). Some of us said to 


the others: Perhaps there has been some news from the heaven on account of which he has 
gone Inside (the house). The Apostle of Allah & (may peace be upon him) again came out and 
said: | told you that | was going to recite one-third of the Qur'in; keep in mind, this 

is equivalent to one-third of the Qur'an. 


Abu Huraira reported: The Messenger of Allah # (may peace be upon him) came out to us and 
said: | am going to recite before you one-third of the Qur'an. He (the Holy Prophet * ) then 
recited to the end of the Surah. 


‘A'isha reported: The Messenger of Allah “ (may peace be upon him) sent a man in charge of 
an expedition and he would recite for his Companions during their prayer, ending (recitation) 
with:" Say, He is God, One." When they returned mention was made of it to the Messenger of 
Allah * (may peace be upon him). He (the Holy Prophet #) told them to ask him why he had 
done like that. So they asked him and he said: Verily, it is an attribute of the Compassionate 
One, and (for this reason) | love to recite it. The Messenger of Allah @ (may peace be upon him) 
thereupon said: Inform him that Allah loves him. 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Abd ar-Rahman ibn Abdullah ibn Sasaca from 
his father that Abu Said al-Khudri heard a man reciting Surat al-Ikhlas (Sura 112), 
repeating it over and over again. In the morning he went to the Messenger of Allah 
#, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, and mentioned it to him, as if he 
thought little of it. The Messenger of Allah #, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, said, "Bythe One in whose hand my self is, it is equal to one third of the 
Qur'an." 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Ibn Shihab that Humayd ibn Abd ar-Rahman 
ibn Awf had told him that was equal to a third of the 
Qur'an, and that pleaded for its owner. 


431. 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud narrated: "I cannot enumerate (how many times) I heard 
Allah's Messenger # reciting - in the two Rak'ah after Al-Maghrib and the two 
Rak'ah before Salatul-Fajr with: . and: 

[He said:] There is a narration on this topic from 
Ibn 'Umar. AbU 'Eisa said: The Hadith of Ibn Mas'ud is a Hasan Gharib Hadith, we 
do not know of it except as a narration of 'Abdul-Malik bin Ma'dan from Asim. 
Comments: 

These two Surah consist of declaring oneself away from disbelief and polytheism, 
and the declaration of pure and sincere worship and the Pure Oneness. Therefore 
he would begin the day and night by reading these Surah in Sunnah prayers. 


462. Ibn 'Abbas narrated: "Allah's Messenger # would recite during Al-Witr:

[He said:] There are narrations on this topic from ‘Ali, ‘Aishah, 'Abdur-Rahman bin 

Abza from Ubayy bin Ka'b, [and it has been reported from 'Abdur-Rabman bin 

Abza] from the Prophet Abu 'Eisa said: It has been reported that the Prophet # 

would recite Al-Mu'awwidhatain; and, 

, in the third Rak'ah. What is preferred by most of the people of 


knowledge among the Companions of the Prophet and those after them is to recite:

3402. 'Aishah narrated that every night, when the Prophet &£ would go to his bed, he would join his 
hands, then blow in them, as' he recited in them: "Say: He is Allah, the One." [AL-Akhtas 112] and "Say: I 
seek refuge in the Lord of Al-Falaq" [A1-Falag 113.] and "Say: I seek refuge in the Lord of mankind. " 
Then he would wipe as much as he was able to of his body with them, beginning with them 
first on his head and face, and the front of his body. He would do this three times. (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih. 

Comments: Surat Al-Ikhlas contains and explains the subject of the Unity of Allah which is the central 
theme of the Qur'an and last two Stirat Al-Falaqg and An-Nas fill all other gaps and openings from where 
the Oneness of Allah can be attacked. 


‘A‘isha reported that when any of the members of the household fell ill Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) used to blow over him by reciting Mu'awwidhatan, and when he 
suffered from illness of which he died | used to blow over him and rubbed his body with his hand 
for his hand had greater healing power than my hand. 


‘A'isha reported that when Allah's Messenger “ (may peace be upon him) fell ill, he recited over 
his body and blew over him and when his sickness was aggravated | used to 
recite over him and rub him with his band with the hope that it was more blessed. 


2902. 'Uqbah bin 'Amir Al-Juhani narrated that the Prophet said: "Some Ayat have been revealed to me 
the likes of which have not been seen: Qul A'tidhu Birabbin-Nas until the end of the Surah and Qul A 
‘tidhu Birabbil-Falaq until the end of the Surah." (Sahih) [Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 
2903. 'Uqbah bin 'Amir said: "The Messenger of Allah ordered me fo recite at the 
end of every Salat." (Hasan) [Abu 'Eisa said:| This Hadith is Hasan Gharib. 


(1). 3366. 'Aishah narrated: "The Prophet “ looked at the moon and he said: '0 'Aishah! Do you seek 
refuge with Allah from the evil of this? For indeed this is Al-Ghasiqu Idha Wagqab (The darkening one as 
it darkens)." (Hasan) 

[Abii 'ElIsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: Ghasigq is the moon, when it hides, the darkness and gloom spreads around; as the darkness 
of night gets dense, evils begin to rise up. 

(2). 3367. 'Uqbah bin 'Amir Al-Juhni narrated that the Prophet said: "Allah has revealed to me Aydt the 
likes of which have not been seen: "Say: I seek refuge in the Lord of mankind..." until the end of the 
Stirat. "Say: I seek refuge in the Lord of Al-Falag..." until the end of the Stirat. (Sahih) 

[Abii 'Elsa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Sahih. 

Comments: A person is advised in these two Stirah, that the slaves of Allah should make supplication to 
seek the refuge of their Lord from all these evils that can be dangerous for At-Tawhid, which is the 
foundation of the Religion. At-Tawhid, [Oneness of Allah] is mentioned in Stirat Al-Ikhlas, and Mu 
‘awwidhatain have been mentioned after it as a guard and protector for the treasure of At-Tawhid. Mu 
‘awwidhatain are matchless and unrivalled in the matter of seeking refuge from evils. 


3402. 'Aishah narrated that every night, when the Prophet #2 would go to his bed, he would join his 

hands, then blow in them, as' he recited in them: "Say: He is Allah, the One." [AL-Akhlas 113] and "Say: I 

seek refuge in the Lord of Al-Falaq" {AL-Falag 113] and "Say: I seek refuge in the Lord of mankind. 
Then he would wipe as much as he was able to of his body with them, beginning with them 

first on his head and face, and the front of his body. He would do this three times. (Sahih) 

[Abu 'Eisa said:] This Hadith is Hasan Gharib Sahih.

Whenever thy Prophet went to bed every night, he used to cup his hands together and blow over it 
after reciting and then rub his hands over whatever 
parts of his body he was able to rub, starting with his head, face and front of his body. He used to do that 
three times. 


Do you seek 
refuge with Allah from the evil of this? For indeed this is Al-Ghasiqu Idha Wagqab (The darkening one as 
it darkens)."

Comments: Ghasigq is the moon, when it hides, the darkness and gloom spreads around; as the darkness 
of night gets dense, evils begin to rise up.

It was narrated from Mu'adh bin 'Abdullah that his father said: "It was raining and dark, and we 
were waiting for the Messenger of Allah * to lead us in prayer. Then Messenger of Allah # came out to 
lead us in prayer and he said: 'Say.' I said: 'What should I say?' He said: 'Say: He is Allah, (the) one" [Al 


and Al-Mu'awwidhatain in the evening and in the morning, three times, and that will suffice 
you against everything.’ (Hasan), 


5432. to 5444. It was narrated that 'Uqbah bin Amir AlI- Juhani said: "While I was leading the Messenger 
of Allah , on his mount on a military campaign, he said: '0 'Uqbah, say!' I listened, then he said: '0 
"Uqbah, say!' I listened, then he said it a third time. I said: "What should I say?' He said: 'Say: He is Allah, 
(the) one.. [Al Ikhlas 112] and he recited the Surah to the end. Then he recited: 'Say: I seek refuge with 
(Allah) the Lord of the daybreak...'[Al Falag 113] and I recited it with him until the end. Then he recited: 
'Say: I seek refuge with (Allah) the Lord of mankind...'[4n Nas 114] and I recited it with him until the 
end. Then he said: 'No one ever sought refuge (with Allah) by means of anything like them." (Hasan)
